Is 
it poflible that the facred perfonage, whofe hiftory 
it contains, fhould be himfelf a mere man: Do 
we find that he affumed the tone of an enthufiait 
or ambitious fectary? What fweetnefs, what pu- 
rity in his manners? What an aftecting pgraceful- 
neis in his delivery? What fublimity in his 
maxims! What profound wifdom in his dif- 
courfes! What prefence of mind, what fabtilty, 
what truth in his replies! How great the com- 
mand over his pailions! Where is the man, where 
the Philofopher, who could fo live, and fo die, 
without weaknefs, and without oltentation ἡ When 
Plato deferibed his imaginary good man loaded 
with all the fhame of guilt, yet meriting the 
higheft rewards of virtue, he defcribes exaétly 
the charadter of Jesus Curist: the refemblance 

was {fo ftriking, that all the Fathers perceived it. 
“What prepoffeflion, what blindnefs muft it be, 
ty compare the fon of Sophroniicus * to the fon

of Mary? What an infinite difproportion there 
is between them? Socrates dying without pain 
or ignominy, eafily fupported his charaéter to 
the laft; and if his death, however eafy, had 
not crowned his life, it might have been doubted 
whether Socrates, with all his wifdom, was any 
thing more than a vain faphift. He invented, it is 
faid, the theory of morals. Others, however, 
had before put them in praétice ; he had only to 
fay therefore what they had done, and to reduce 
their examples to precepts. Ariftides had been 
yusT before Socrates defined yustTice; Leonidas 
had given up his life for his country before So- 
crates declared Patriotifm to bea duty; the Spar- 
tans were a fober people before Socrates recom- 
mended Sobriety; before he had even defined 
Virtue Greece aboundéd in virtuous men. But 
where could Jesus learn, among his competitors, 
that pure and fublime morality, of which he only 
hath given us both precept and example. The 
greateft wifdom was made known amidit the moft 
bigotted fanaticifm, and the fimplicity of the moft 
heroic virtues did honour to the wileft people on 
earth. The death of Socrates, peaceably philo- 
fophifing with his friends, appears the moft agrce- 
able that could be wifhed for; that of Jesus, ex- 
piring in the midft of agonifing pains, abufed, in- 
fulted, and accufed by a whole nation, 1s the moft 
horrible that could be feared. Socrates in receiv- 
ing the cup of poifor, blefled indeed the weeping 
executioner who adminiftered it; but Jésus, in 
the midft of excruciating tortures, prayed for his 


‘ mercilefs tormentors. Yes, if the life and death 


of Socrates were thofe of a Sage, the life and 


‘ death of Jesus are thofe of a God. Shall we 
‘ fuppofe the Evangelic Hiftory a mere fiction? ‘In- 


deed, mv friend, it bears not the marks of fic- 


‘ ron; on the contrary, the hiftory of Socrates, 


which no body prefuanes to doubt, is not fo well 
« attelted

attefted as that of Jesus Curist. Such a fup- 
pofition, in faé, only fhifts the difficulty with- 
out obviating it: It is more inconceivable that a 
number of perfons fhould agree to write fuch a 
hiftory, than that one only fhould furnifh the fub- 
ject of it. The Jewith authors were incapable of 
the diction, and ftrangers to the morality con- 
tained in the Gofpel, the marks of whofe truth 
are fo {triking and inimitable, that the Inventor 
would be a more altonifhing character than the 
Hero.”

UR common Tranflation of the Hory Scrip- 
tures is allowed by capable judges 10 be one of 
the bef ever publifoed: but as it is now near a 
century and half fince it was i adi innumerable ai/- 
coverties and improvements have been made in facred cri- 
ticifn, which if applied to the holy cvritings, would 
give them to the world with new Jplendor, Tt eve 
therefore to be wifbed that our Governors in charch and 
frate would favour us with a New Verfion of the fur:p- 
tures with all peffttle improvements; — expreffing the 
Senfe of the in{pired rivers with the greatef perfpicuity 
and exadine/s ;—conveying treir Jsirit and manner with 
the utmof? energy ;—and jetting off their maiter and fub- 
fe with moft acble fimplicity and apoftelic plaiunefs. 
Jill this is undertaken under the patronage cf Jupreme 
authority, it will be an ufeful attempt in private Di- 
vines to fupply the defc&, and to give us improved vera 
fions of this moft important of all beoks. Indeed the 
avorld feems at this time to be fJenfible of the neceffity of 
a New TRANSLATION of the feriptures, if we may 
judge from the many attempts of this kind which late 
auriters have offered to the cvorld. The great ufc, 
thefe gentlemen have made of Dr. Dopprince’s Ja- 
bours, fome vith littl, and others with no acbnone- 
Idgment, induced the Proprietors to give the dcAfor’s 
«νον ina finall detached work, and it is accordingly 
bere prefented to the public. 
The Dodor’s great learning, ingenuity, and candour, 
have recommended his Famity Expositor fo Chrif- 
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tians of all denominations: and it is hoped this fmall, 
but moff important extrad from it, will be received 
with equal favour and indulgence. Tao fuch as cannot 
reach the price of the larger work this will be a cheap 
and valuable abridgment, and to fuch as are poffeffed of 
that excellent commentary, this will be an ufeful Vade- 
Mecum for the pocket. The auther was known to have 
befowed a whole life of unremitted fludy on the facred 
auritings of the New Teflament. And the reader has 
bere, at an eafy price, the grand refult and choicef 
Sruit of all his labours. 

It was intended to have given the dodtor’s Verfron 
Simply without the leaft alteration; but as that Verfion 
was every where interwoven with his Paraphrafe, fer 
the fake of which it feemed chiefly to be compofed, it was 
found when feparated, to fiand in need of fome revifal. 
It has accordingly been compared with the original ; 
and fuch few tranfpofitions and alterations made, as it 
was judged the author would have adopted, had he 
publifhed it in this feparate flate himfelf.—Some fea 
paffages indeed have been rendered anew from later ai/- 
coveries and illuffrations: and if once or twice a dif- 
ferent fenfe has been efpeufed, from that given ὧν the 
original author, it has proceeded from that principle, 
avhich he prefeffed and recommended in all his zvrit- 
jngs~—a funcere love of TRUTH; which in fome dif- 
putable points, will ever appear in a different light to 
aifferent minds. However, in the above cafes the origt- 
nal rendering is fairly reprefented inthe margin. If this 
excellent Verfien is liable to any objection, it ts, that the 
author too frequently deviates from the common tranfla- 
tion ‘withcut neceffity: but this will be excufed, when 
it is confidered that it was intended to accompany that 
tranflation, and was purpofely varied as much as δὼ 
fible, to give the Reader the fuller infight into the ori- 
ginal. As this intention was no longer perfued, the com- 
mon tranflation is in fome few paffages reflored, and 
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evould doubtle/s have been fo oftener, had the author pub“ 
lifhed his verfion himself. 

To reprefent the fenfe of the facred writers with the 
utmoft advantage, wwe have thrown out the modern di- 
wifton of Chapters and Verfes, and have endeavoured to 
print the text with claffic elegance. It is well known 
that thefe are only a barbarous inncvation, and almoft 
every where disjoint or confound the Jfenfe. The more 
judicious Breaks of the learned Benceiius have been 
generally, though not implicitly, adopted. Yet for the 
Jake of refcrence, every fifth Verfe is numbered in the 
margin: and the beginning of each Chapter is denoted 
by an te, while its number may be fecn atthe top of 
the page.—The reader is alfo defired 10 obferve that the 
avords added to compleat the Jenfe of the Original, are 
included betaveen tavo inverted 4 commas.’ 

The Tranflation is accompanied with a few feort mar- 
ginal Notes, fometimes explanatory of the more diffi- 
cult paffages, at other times critical, reprefenting the 
different Jenfes of the original. Thefe are by no means 
intended for a perfe commentary: but the reader is re- 
ferred for fuller fatisfadtion, to the Famity Exposi- 
ToR. Sach Notes as have no name, nor initial letter 
Jubjoined, are generally extracted from that larger 
avork : the others are given from various authors, and 
are thus diftingurfhed,

The Greck word AIA@HKH fhould rather be rendered 
Covenant, than TESTAMENT or WILL, both be- 
caufe that is evidently its more ufual fignification, anc 
becaufe the OLD COVENANT, to which the NEw is op- 
pofed, cannot with any propriety be called a TESTAMENT, 
with reference to the ‘* Death of any teftator,” which is 
the idea chiefly infifted on by thofe who would retain our 
common verfion here *. 

However the common title of New TesTAMENT, though 
lefs exaét, implies «¢ The book wherein the chriftian’s in- 
‘« heritance is fealed to him, as toa fon and heir of God 
“ and wherein the death of Chrift, as a teftator (Heb. ix. 
‘© 16, 17.) 15 related at large, &e."

Thele four Gofpels form one complete SysTEM OF D1- 
VINITY 3 and if we veacd them im the order thev are here 
p.aced, this ingenious Writer thinks we fhali find them im- 
proving on one another, and yet all con{piring to one end 
—a perfe reprefentation of revealed Religion. 

It has been a current opinion among divines that the 
three firft evangelifts (more efpecially St. Mark and Luke) 
had not feen each other's gofpels when they wrote; but 
Dr. Owen feems to have pleced it beyond a doubt, that 
St. LukE by his quotations rcferred his reader to the gofpel 
of St. Marruew ; that St. Mark again referred to both 
the former; and all three were approved by St. Jonn, 
who fupplied fume things omitted by all. Thus each of 
them, either by the addition of faéts—explanation of terms 
—or confirmation of do&trine, contributed fomctiing to the 
ccminon flock and inftruCtion of chriftians.

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The GOSPEL according to St. MATTHEW 


Was written by that evangelift, whole profefs 
fion and call to the apottolic ofiice are recorded by him- 
felt, in chap. ix. ver. 9. of his goipel. Befides his name 
of MATTHEW, he was called allo Levi, fon of ALPHEUS, 
(probably not that ALPHEUSs, who was the father of 
James.) He was by profeflion a publican, or toll-ga- 
therer under the Romans: which gainful employment he 
cheaslully quitted to attend on Chrift. 

St. MaTTHEW’s goipel is univerfailv allowe.l to have 
been writen before the cther three, but in what year, is 
not agreed. The. !carned author of the SCHEME above~ 

iven, is for dating it fo early as the year of Chrilt 38: 

-- Michaclis and moft other critics think it could not be 
written before the year 61 *, At each of thefe periods the 
Chriftian church was labouring under a heavy perfecution, 
and would derive great confolation and fupport from this 
facred narrative, which was chiefly intended for the ule of 
the Jews in Paleftine, with a view to confirm thofe who be« 
lieved, and to convert if poflible thofe who believed not. 
That St. Matthew wrote principally with a view to his 
own countrymen, appears from his infeviing fo many dil- 
courfes levelled againft the Jewifh errors anc fuperftitions, as 
well as his frequent al!ufions to Jewifh cultoms and opinions, 

As he wrote in a time of perfecution, he gives to the 
Chriftians many ufcful leflons to comfort them in their fuf- 
ferings:; at the fame time he offers many confiderations to 
the peifecuting Jews, to moderate their rage, to win them 
over to the golpel, or at leaft deter them from their cruel 
proceedings. 

This evangelift is faid by fome ancient writers to have 
written his gofpel originally in Hebrew, (or Syriac) out of 
which it was early tranflated, either by himlell’ or fome 
apottolic perfon into Greek, which was at that time the 
more univerfal language. But whether our prefent Greck 
copy was a verfion, or the original, it is allowed on all 
hands to be authentic, having been received as fuch by 
the chriftian church in all ages, and many paflages of it 
having been incorporated into the gofpels St. Mark and St, 
Luke, as the ingenious Dr. Owen has evidently fhown.

It deferves attention, if St. Marx's golpel was reviewec 
by St. Peter (as fome of the ancients affirm 7) that thi 
aggravations attending St. Peter's denial of our Lord are 
more ftrongly reprefented by St. Mark, tlian by any othe 
evangelift: which in that cafe was probably done by St 
Peter's own peculiar direétion, and may be regarded as a 
genuine proof of his decp humiliation and repentance, 

St. Mark had St. MaTTHEW’s gofpel before him when 
he wrote, as evidently appears on comparing both toge.

Some of the ancient writers have dclivered that St. Luke 
was one of the feventy difciples fent out by Chrift ; which, 
if true, will account for his having recorded that tranfac- 
tion, rather than any of the other evangclifis: however 
this feems to clafh with Col. iv. 10, 11, 14. whence it ig 
moft commonly inferred that he was a Gentile.

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St. LuKE has been generally thought to have written 
after.St. MATTHEW and St. Mark: but the Ingenious 
author of the Chronological Table given above * hath (as 
we have Jeen) propofed a diffcrent arrangement. He finds 
reafon to date this gofpel about A. D. 53, in the thirteenth 
year of the emperor Clundius, when this evangclift at- 
tended St. Paul in his journey through Achaia and Bo. 
tia; for there St. Jerom affirmed it to have been written; 
though other writers place its publication at Alexandria 
in Egypt, ten years later. 

As St. MaTTHEWw chiefly adapted his gofpel to the cafe 
and fituation of the church in Judea; fo St. Luke is 
thought to have written his narrative of our Saviour’s life 
and miracles, more immediately for the ufe of the chriftian 
church planted among the Gentiles. For this reafon, as 
he wrote for fuch as lived at a diftance from Judea, and 
were ignorant of the tranfactions that had happened there, 
it was neceffary for him to mention many particulars, and 
clear up many obfcurities, which would not have been 
needful if wnting to the Jews. Thus he begins his hif- 
tory at an earlier period than the other evangeliits, and is 
more exact in afcertaining times and places, &c. 

The general plan of his gofpcl is much the fame with 
that of St. Matthew: the churches for whofe benefit St. 
Luke wrote being perfecuted much in the fame manner by 
the Gentiles, as thofe of Judea were by the Jews. Accord- 
ingly St. Luke like St. Matthew, produces fuch fa&s and 
difcourfes of their blcfled matter, as had a tendency to 
comfort and encourage the poor chriitian fuffcrers on the 
one hand, and to appeale and convert their perfecutors on 
the other. 

St. Luke wrote both his Gofpel and Aéts at the requeft 
of an eminent convert named THEOPHILUS. That this 
was the name of a particular perfon, and not, as fome 
have thought, a gencral title applicable to every chriftian 
as a Lover oF GoD, is abundantly proved by learned men. 
What his rank in life was we do not certainly know ; but 
it icems to have been confiderable: for KPATIETE was 
then; as EXCLLLBENCY among us is now, a title of honour 
and refpe&t «fual in addrefling noble perfonagcs. Sce 


AGks χχηϊν 26. XXIV. 3. XXXVI. 25, 
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The GOSPEL according to St. JOHN 


Was written by that beloved difciple who is 
faid by ancient writers to have been nearly related to our 
Saviour, and who was honoured by him with many pecu- 
liar marks of his confidence and friendfhip.—This evan- 
gelift, who is thought to have been at firft a difciple of 
John the Baptift, was a native of Galilee, the younger 
brother of James. His call is defcribed in Miatt. iv. 21. 
He is thought by the ancients to have been far the youngelt 
of all the apoftles, beng under thirty years of age, when. 
αν called by his bleffed mafter: he is fuppofed to have 
lived above feventy years after our Saviour’s death, and to 
have died above a hundred years old in the reign of Tra- 
jan. Many particular marks of confidence and efteem con- 
ferred upon him by Chrift are recorded in the New Tefta- 
ment: fee particularly, John xiii. 23, 24. xix. 26, 27, 
ἂς. 
He is thought to have continued in Judea till the death 
of the bleffed Virgin, or about fifteen years after Chrift’s 
afcenfion : he then preached the gofpel in Afia, where he 
founded the feven churches fo often mentioned in his RE- 
VELATION}; but his chief relidence'was at Ephefus, where 
he ts faid to have written his gofpel, at the requeft of the 
Afian bifhops and embaffadors from the fevera) churches. 
He 15 thought to have had two ends in writing this divine 
narrative: ONE was to obviate fome early herefies, which 
began to {pring up in the chriftian church, particularly thofe 
of Cerinthus, Ebion, and others, who began to deny 
Chrift’s divinity, or that he had any exiftence before his 
incarnation, &c. for this reafon St. John is fo exprels and 
copious on this fubject; and fhows that there is one God, 
who by Chrift “ his Word * made all things; that the 
Creator and Father of our Lord were not, as they pretended, 
diftinét beings, ἄς. The oTHER end he had in view was, 
to fupply thofe paflages of the evangelical hiftory which 
the other facred writers had omitted: principally infitting 
upon the acts of Chrift from the firft commencing of his 
miniftry to the death of John the Baptift, &c.—An ecmi- 
nent critic * alfo thinks that St. John particularly collected 
fuch difcourfes and miracles of our Lord, as might confirm 
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the doétrines laid down at the begigning of the διῇ chap- 
ter: and that he delivers the proofs of thofe dcétrines in 
an hiftorical manner, from chap. 1. 10. 19 chap. xx. 29. 
affording counter-potitions to the tenets of Ccrinthus and 
other heretics, 

The date of St. JOHN’s gofpel is by Some ancient writers 
brought down fo jow as the year of Chiift 97: but others 
have placed it in an earlier period; and the opinion of the 
moft judicious critics * now 15,. that it was written before 
the deftruétion of Jerufalem on the ene hand, wich hap- 
pened A.D. 70, (as is inferred from ch. vy. 2. “* There 
“6 15 at Jerufalem,” &c.) and yet on the other hand αἰτοῦ 
St. Peter’s martyrdom, which is datcd in A. Ὁ. 68, (in- 
ferred from ch. xxl. 18,19. where that apoftic’s crucifixion 
feems referred to) this neceffarily confines the date to about 
the year 69 ; in which year one of the ancients afiirms it 
was compofled. 

Whichever computation we adopt, St. JOHN is allowed. 
to have compleatcd the evargelical hiftory, to have rau- 
fied and confirmed the former gofpe!s, and to have fet his 
feal to the evangelical canon. 
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The ACTS of the APOSTLES 


APPROVES itfelf to have been written by Sf. 
LUKE, being addreifed το the fame THEOPHILUS to whom 
he had dedicated his gofpel, to which he allo exprefly re- 
fers him. This is evidently afecond part or continuation of St. 
Luke’s Gofpel, and was anciently confidered as fuch, which 
is probably the reafon why the author's name 15 not pres 
fixed to the ACTs in.ancient MSS. as it is to his GOSPEL. 
The Gofpel is his firtt book; the Acts his fecond : the 
one contains the miracles of Jefus Chrift; the other thole 
of the Hoiy Ghoft: in the former he wrote from the rela- 
tion of others; in this from his own perfonal obfervation. 
It is intitled THe Acts, &c. becaule it relates what the 
apoftles did at Jerufalem and in Judea after Chrift's afcen- 
fion. It relates their hiftory till the time of their being 
difperfed through the feveral provinces to preach the gof- 
1: and afterwards carries on the travcls and aéts of St. 
Paul till he was carried prifoner to Rome in the reign of 
cro.

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Nero. In it we read of the birth aad infancy of the church 
in Judeas in what manner the light of the gofpel was firtt 
coinmunicated to the Gentiles, and how it was camted by 
St. Peter and St. Paul into the moft remote countries. 
There is no mention made of the voyages and travels of 
any of the other apoftles, becaufe St. Luke was ποῖ an eye- 
witnefs of their labours, and was not informed of them by 
his matter St. Paul. 

He is judged to have penned it about the time that 
the hiftory of it ceafes, or foon after; that is, towards the 
end of the two years that St. Paul was fuffered to refide δέ 
Rome in his own hired houfe, about A. D. 63. So that 
he probably wrote it at Rome, and publifhed it there, or 
according to fome ancient MSS. at Alexandria in Egypt, 
whither he went as foon as he left Rome. 

In this fhort hiltory of the church for the firft thirty 

ears after Chrift, the author feems to have had two great 
Important ends in view, viz. 

1. To deliver an authentic account of the defcent and 
effufion of the Holy Spirit on the apoftles, and of the mi- 
pre firft wrought at the eftablifhment of the church of 
Chrift. 

2. To publifh to the world the juft right of the Gentiles 
to be adinitted into the church; a privilege, which the bi- 
gotted Jews were fo unwilling to concede them, 
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The EPISTLES 


~— ARE occafional treatifes, which though of general 
ufe to chriftians, were principally adapted to the parti- 
cular ftate of the churches or perfons to whom they were 
addiefled ; being intended to fo've their doubts, decide 
thei controverties, rectify their miftakes, and reprove thet 
faults. ~The Epis Les therefore cannot rightly be under- 
{tood without underftanding the true ftate of the queftions 
therein ditcufled ; for want of attending to which, moft of 
the errors and difputes among chriftians have arifen. 

The general method purfucdin the EpistT es is, Firft, To 
handle the particular points debated in the church to whom 
they are written ; and after this to give fuch exhortations 
to every chriftian duty and moral virtue as would be nee 
ceflary in all ages, and ave of general obligation ; particu- 

Jarly 
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larly recommending thofe virtues which thefe particular 
controverfies might caufe them to negleé. 

OF the apottolic Epistr.&s fourteen are afcribed to St. 
Paul: which are not ranged according to the order of time 
in which they were written ; but thofe which were addreffcd 
to whole churches are placed firft, and then follow thole 
written to private perfons. Their true order is fuppoicd to 
have been as follows:

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The Notes ufually added at the end of the feveral Epif- 
tles, denoting the places whence they were written, &c. 
are agreed by learned men to be of no authority, contain- 
ing miftakes, and being not found in the molt ancient MSS. 
for which reafon they are in this edition included in brack- 
ets, and printed in a fialler type than the text. 
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The EPISTLE tothe ROMANS 


Was writ at Corinth in the Beginning of the 
year 58, according to fome writers: though others place 
it towards the End of the fame year. 

The chriftian church at Rome confifted of a mixture of 
Jewifh and Gentile converts: and this Letter was intended 
to compofe any differences that might arife among them 
concerning the preference claimed by either. The Jews af- 
funcd glory to themfelves that God had given them the 
Jaw and the prophets ; that they had worfhipped the true 
God; and thar the Mefliah was to {pring from their na- 
tion, The Gentiles on the contrary maintained, that though 
God had not been revealed to them, as he had been to the 
Jews, their philofophers had neverthelefs known him; that 
though the Meffiah had been promifed and afterwards fent 
to the Jews, yet they had rejected him, and the greateft 
part of them had continued unbelieving. St. Paut fhows 
that neither the one nor the other had reafon to boatt; 
not the GENTILEs, becaufe though the wifeft among them 
had difcovered the true God by the light of nature, they 
had not honoured him, but had delivered themfelves up to 
the worfhip of {alle gods: nor the Jews, becaule not hav- 
ing obferved their law, they had not availed themfelves of 
the advantages arifing from it: and he confounds them 
both by fhewing that they are only juflified by faith in Je- 
fus Chrilt, to which God in his mercy hath called both 
Jew and Gentile, without any merit of theirs.—St. Paul's 
great drift through this whole epiltle is evidently to fix on 
the minds of the chriftians to whom he writes, a deep 
fenie of the excellency of the gofpel, and to engage them 
to act fuitable to their profeffion of it. 

Such is the general fketch of this Epiftle. The particu- 
Jar queflions debated in it are thefe, viz. (1). ‘© Whether 
¢ the Gentiles are at all to be admitted into the chuch 
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“ and kingdom of the Meffiah? Or at leaft, (2.) Whether 
“4 both they and the Jews, onght not to obferve the cere- 
«© monial Jaw along with the chriftian? .(3.) Whether the 
«© truce religion were fo appropriated and confined to the 
‘© Jewifh nation, and the Jewihh land, as that for their 
ἐς obftinacy they could never be cut off and excluded from 
“© the church of God?” Of thefe QuEsTioNs, which 
form a Key to this very difficult epiftle, the Two firft are 
handled in the:Eight firft chapters, and fome particular 
branches of them in the 13th, rqth, and sth. The 
THIRD is treated in the gth, roth, and 11th chapters. 

The remainder of the Epiftle is taken up in a variety of 
practical inftruétions and exhortations, to charity, peace- 
ablenefs, purity, &c. the grand defign of all which is, to 
engage chriftians to aét in a manner worthy of that gofpel, 
whofe excellence the Apoftle had been difplaying. 

It is for want of attending to the true ftate of the quef- 
tions treated of in this and fome of the other epiitles, that 
fo many vain difputes have perplexed the minds of chrif- 
tians concerning faith and works, juftification and fanéti- 
fication, eletion and reprobation, &c. ALL which have 
arifen from this GRanD Mistake of applying certain 
words and phrafes in thefe apoftolical letters to themfelves 
or other particular perfons, which evidently referred to the 
ftate and condition of. whole churches, either Jewifh or 
Gentile, at that particular period, and not of private chrif- 
tiansin allages. ‘This has confounded the minds of many 
well-meaning chriftians, and diverted them from paying a 
due attention to thole moral and weighty exhortations, which 
are univerfally binding on all chrtitians in every age. 
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The FIRST EPISTLE to the 
CORINTHIANS 


Was writ, according to the beft critics, at 
Ephefus, either in the (pring of the year 56, or 57. 

St. Paul had three or four years before, planted a nume- 
rous chriftian church, chiefly of gentile converts, at Co- 
RINTH; which was a rich and Juxurious city of Achaia, 
fituated on the ifthmus, that joins Peloponnefus to the 
reft of Greece. The wealth and Juxury of this city, led 
them into vices and debauchenes of various forts, 


The 
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The reafon for which this Epiftle was written, was to 
aufwer fome important Querte3 propofed by the Corin- 
thians; and to correct feme Avuses and diforders, which 
had crept in among; them dusing his ablence. 

As to the Aactses: ‘The Firs aracie related to the 
partics and factions, into which they were fallen, ancl the 
oppofition made by fone of them to Sr. Paul's apoftolical 
mifion (ch. i, 10. to the end of ch. iv.) The secoNnD, 
relatccd to the cule of a notortous offender in the Corinthian 
church, vho had taken to him in marriage his own father’s 
wile (chap. v.) The THiap article which he exhibits — 
againft them, is that by a covetous and litigious temper 
they were led to profecute their brethven in the heathen 
courts (ch. vi. 1-11.) In the FouRTH the apoltie cau- 
tions them againift fornication, to which they had been in 
their gentile ftate greatly addi&led; and it fhould feem that 
there were eyen now fome among them, who reckoned it 
among the things incifferent (ver. 12. to the end.) 

The apoftle afterwards proceeds to anfwer certain Quzs- 
TIONS, which, it feems, the Corinthians had propofed. 
And here he determines FIRST thofe which related to the 
marriagt-itate (ch. vil.) SECONDLY, How far they might 
comply with their heathen neighbours in eating things (ἃ. 
crificed to idols (ch. vill,—xi. 1.) THIRDLY, In what 
manner women fhould deliver any thing in public, when 
by a divine impulfe called to it (ch. xi. 2.) and being on 
the fubjcct of public worfhip, he takes notice of the abufes 
which attended their manner of celebrating the Lord’s 
fupper (ver. 17. to the end.) their fpiritual gifts (ch. xii, 
1—13.) inculcating humility in the ule of them (ver. 15. 
to the end) recommending chriftian love (ch. xii.) and 
cautioning them aguanit oftentation in their gifts, particu. 
larly that of tongues, ἄς. (ch. xiv. 1-20.) And LASTLY, 
As fome of the Corinthians doubted, and others denied.the 
Refurrection of the dead, the apoftle proves and eftablithes 
this great and peculiar article of the chriftian faith. 

He then gives fome directions concerning the collection 
to he made for the poor faints in Judea; and clofes all 
with fome particular falutes, exhortations, &c. 
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The SECOND EPISTLE to the 
CORINTHIANS — 


Was written fomewhat more than a year af. 
2 the former, about the end of A. D. 57, or beginning 
of 58. 

Upon leaving Ephefus whence he had writ his former E- 
piftle, St. PAUL removed to Troas in expectation of meeting 
Titus, in order to hear what fuccefs that epiftle had had : 
but not meeting him there, he proceeded to Macedonia ; 
where he received from him the defired intelligence; in 
conlequence of which he wrote back by him this SEconD 
EPIsTLe. 

The intention of it is, in general, to illuftrate fome of 
the points upon which he had difcourfed in his First 
EpisTLe, according to the light which Titus had given 
him into the circum{tances and temper of the Corinthian 
church. Thus he confiders again the cafe of the inceftu- 
ous perfon, and gives frefh direétions how to proceed with 
regard to him (ch. li. 1-15.) He offers a further vindi- 
cation of his apoltolical charaéter againft the infinuations 
and objections of the falfe teachers at Corinth (ch. ii. 14, 
&c.) He alfo inforces and interfperfes fuch other occafional 
reflections and advices, as he thought molt conducive to 
their inftrudtion. Ἢ ᾿ 
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The EPISTLE to the GALATIANS 


Was writ, according to fome critics, in A. D, 
gr: according to others about the end of the year 52, or 
very beginning of 53. 

The churches ot Galatia, which was a province of 
the Leffer Afia, were firft converted to the chriftian faith 
by St. Paul, about the latter end of the year 50. From the 
contents of this epiftle it appears that after he had preached 
the gofpel to the Galatians, fome Judaizing zealots had 
endeavoured to degrade St. Paul's charaéter among them, 
as One not immediately commifhioned by Chrift like the 
other apoftles; and to fubvert this doctrine with re{pect to 


juttification, by infifting on the obfervaiion of the Jewith 
ceremonies, 
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ccremonics, and fo attempting to incorporate the law with 
cliriltianity. ᾿ ᾿ ee 

The principal defign therefore of St. Paul in this epif- 
tle, isto aflert and vindicate his apoltolical authority and 
doétrine: To flow the fincerity and confiftency of his be» 
haviour: ‘To ettabluh and confirm the churches of Gala- 
tin in the true faith of Chrift, and to prove that the εν 
ceremonies were not neceflary to jultification: To expofe 
the errors that were introduced among them by the Judaiz~ 
ing teachers: and to revive thofe principles of chrittianity 
which he had inculcated when he firft preached the gofpel 
ainong them. 

The fubject of this, is much the fame with that of the 
Epiftle to the Romans, and the fame points of controverfy 
are handled in them both: only the tallowing queftian is 
more particularly examined here, viz. ¢ Whether circum~ 
«© cilion and the full oblervation of the ceremonial Jaw of 
‘© Moics were neceflary to the falvation of a chriftian con- 
se Verte’ 

The two laft chapters contain fome pragtical exhorta~ 
tions, chiefly levelled againft. the animofities and great 
purtialities which this difpute had bred and ripened among: 
the Galatians. 
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The EPISTLE to the EPHESIANS 


Was wiit during St. Paul's unprifonment at 
ome : as were alfo thofe to the PHILIPPIANS, CoLos- 
S1aNS and PiLLEMON: viz. about the {pring of the year 
Gi. 

Ephefus was the chief city of the Proconfular Afia, which 
was a part of what was called the Lefler Afia. It was 
Heil cepa) famous for the temple of Diana, and its in« 
vabitants were remarkably addifted to idolatry and magic, 
sud noted for their Jafcivioufnefs and luxury. St. Paub 
fivft preached the gofpel among them in the year 54. He 
came again to Ephefus in the following year, and did not 
Jeave them till the year 57. In his return to Achaia in 
58, he fent for the elders of the Ephefian church to Mile« 
tus, and bade them his laft farewel. 

The former part of this epiitle is doétrinal ; the latte: 
pat ptaclical, The general defign of it was to cltablifte 
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the Ephefians in the faith, and to this end to give then: 
more cxulted views of the eternal love of God, and of the 
glorious excellence and dignity of Chrift; to thew they 
were faved by grace, and that howfoever wretched they 
were once, the Gentiles now have equal privileges with the 
Jews 3 to encourage them by declaring with what {tedfaft- 
nefs he fuffered for the truth, and with what earnettnefs 
he prayed for their eftablifhment and perfeverance in it s 
and finally in confequence of their profeffion, to engage 
them to the practice of thofe dufies, that became their cha- 
vaéter as Chriffians. | 
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The EPISTLE to the PHILIPPIANS 


——-—Is generally agrecd to have been written by 
St. Paul in the fecond year of his imprifonment at Rome, 
about A. D. 62. ; 

The chriftian church was firft planted at Philippi about 
the year of our Lord 51, by St. PauL; who having made 
a progrefs through Galatia and Phrygia (Aéts xvi.) and 
intending to purfue his tour through Bithynia, was ad- 
monithed by the Spirit to go over to Macedonia. Being ar 
tived at Philippi, which was a city in the firft part of that 
province and a Roman colony, he with Timothy, Luke 
and Silas, fpent fome days there in preaching the Gafpel. 
‘Though the Apottle foon after left the city, Luke and 
‘Timothy continued there fome tune longer to carry on the 
work; and this was one reafon why he Axed on the latter 
to vifit the Philippians in his abfenc2 (Philip. ii. rg—22.) 
It. appears from Aéts xx. 6. that St. Paul made the Phi- 
lippians a fecond vifit; and indeed they feem to have en- 
tertained the greateft affeétion for his perfon. 

This Epiftle, which is quite of the practical kind, feems 
to be defigned to comfort the Philippians, under the con- 
cern they had exprefted, at the news of his imprifonment ; 
to check a party- [pirit, that appears to have broke out ainong 
them, and to promote on the contrary an intire union and 
harmony of affection ; to guard them againft being feduced 
from the purity of the chriftian faith by Judaizing teachers ; 
to fupport them under the trials with which they ftruggled ; 
and above all to infpire them with a concern to adorn their 
profeffion by the moit enunent attainments in the divine life. 
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The EPISTLE to the COLOSSIANS 


Was writ about the fame time with the foriner, 
A.D. 62. 

Coloffe was a large and opulent city of Phrygia in Afia 
Minor, and ftood not far from Laodiceq. It has been of 
late a prevahting opinion, that the chriftians at Colofle and 
Laodicea were not converted by St. Paul; but Dr. Lard- 
ner has writ an exprefs differtauon to prove that the church 
of Colofle was of this Apoftle’s planting, and that the 
chriftians there were his friends, difciples and converts - 
which if admitted, it will eafly be fuppofed that thofe of 
Laosicea and Hicrapelis were fo too, none of thefe places 
being far afunder. 

The ColoMans appear from this Epiftle to have borne 
wn honourable character for their piety and zeal for the 
gofpel; but were in fome danger {ι being drawn afide by 
the fubtleties of the heathen philofophers and the infinua~- 
tions of fome Jewish zealots, who infilted upon the ne- 
ecflity of conforming to the ceremonies of the Mofaic law. 
Accordingly the grand defign of this Epiftle is to excite 
the Coloflians by the moft perfuafive arguments to a tem- 
per and behaviewr worthy their facred chara€ter, and to 
fecure them from the influence of thofe pagan fophifts or 
Jewith bigots, who would feduce them from the purity of 
the cluiftian faith, — 
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The FIRST EPISTLE to the 
THESSALONIANS 


Ts allowed to hive been one of the firft written 
of all St. Paux’s Epiftles. This and the Second Epiltle 
to 4 Theflalonians were both avriticn at Corinth about 
A.D. 52. Ἂ ; 

This Epiftle.ts, addreffed to the inhabitants of Theffa- 
lonica a large populous city, the metrepolis of Macedo- 
nin; in this city the chriftian religion was planted by Paul 
and Silas foon after they left Pailippi, where they met with 
fuch unworthy treatment (A‘ts xvi, 24. 1 Theff it, 2.) 
At fit they preached with muc’ (ucceis, but the Jews railed

Sach a tumult that the Apoftle was obliged to Jeave them 
abruptly (Acts xvH. 1—1¢-) As he had eft his friends 
there on his, as well as on their own account, he lent Ti- 
miothy to them froin Athens, to confirm and comfort them. 
‘Timothy at his return found the Apoftle removed to Co- 
yinth, where he continued two vears (Aéts xviii, &c.) 

The Apoftte’s defign in this, Epiftle is in general to con- 
firm the ‘Thetflatonians in their adherence to the chriittan 
faith, and to engage them from the fufferings they had.al- 
ready endured in that caufe, and the extvaerdinary cha- 
tacter they had hitherto maintained, to make ftill grcater 
advances in religion, and become τοὶ more cminent in 
every branch of the chrittian temper. 
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The SECOND EPISTLE tto the 
THESSALONIANS 


APPEARS to have been writ foon after the 
Grit, and at the fame place. 

The genera) defign of it, like the former, is te confirm 
the Theffalonians in their chrittian profeflion, and to com- 
fort them under the fufferings 10 which they were expouled. 
Befides which the Apoftle fets himfelf to rectify fome mif- 
taken apprehenfrons they feem to have entertained about 
the coming of Chrift; and to dire€t them in the exercite 
of chriftian difcipline towards fome irregular members ot 
the fociety.

Is fuppofed to have been waitten in the ycar 


6. 
τ As to the perfon of Timothy, we have am account of 
him in Acts xvi. which is confirmed in other parts of the 
New Tettament, where he appears to have been almoit the 
gonftant companion of St. Pau. 

At the tine of the writing of this Eputle St. Paul had 
placed this excellent youth at Ephelus, to take care of the 
church there, which he had been obliged to quit abruptly 
on account of the ifurrestion raifed by Demetrius (Acs 

xX,

xx. 1'Tim. i. 3.) The detign of this Epiftle appears to have 
been, to direst Timothy in managing affairs.of the church of 
Kphefus (over which and thofe of the neighbouring pro- 
sinces he was, according to fume, appointed fiperinten- 
dant or bifhop) and particularly τὸ inftruct him im chufing 
proper perfons to be fet apart for the miniftry, as well as 
inthe exercile of a regular difcipline. Another part of the 
Apoltle’s duign, was to caution this young evangelilt 
avuinit the influence of thofeJudaizing teachers, who by their 
fubtle dittinGions and endlefs controverfies had corrupted 
the purity and fimplicity of the gofpel ; to prefs upon him 
a conttant-regard in all his preaching to the interelts af 
practical rcligicn, and to animate him to the greateft dili-~ 
gece, fidelity and zeal in the difcharge of his office. 
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The SECOND EPISTLE to TIMOTHY 


‘Was writ by St. Paul at Rome, A. D. 61,5 
during his firlt imprifonment there, according to fome 
critics; in his laft amprifonment, a little before his death, 
according to others; viz. about A. D. 67. ° - 

It ts wenerally agrecd that Timothy was at Ephefus, or 
an Alia Minor, when this Sacond Epiftle was fent to hint 
And the Apofle’s principal intention in it feems te 
have been to prepare Tinethy for thole fufferings, to 
which he forcfaw he would be expofed; to forewarn him 
uf the fatal apoftacy and declenfion that was beginning to 
appear mi the church; and at the fame time to animate 
hin, from his own example and the great motives of 
ehrittianity, te the moft vigorous, and refolute difcharge 
of the facred and important office to which he had been 
appointed. 
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The EPISTLE te TITUS 


Is thought by fome to have been writ towards 
the end of the year 56: according to others many years 
after, between St. Paul’s firft and fecond inprifonment at 
Rome, in his lalt progrefs through the churches of Ada.

' "Titus was a Greek, and was probably converted bv δι, 
Paul: what the fcriptures have recorded of his hiftory 
may be found in Gal. ii. 3. Tit. i. 4. 2 Cor. xii. 18. vit. 
6—13. viii. 6, 23. St. Paul had a great regard for him, 
as appears from 2 Cor. vin. 23. and from his appointing 
him to take care of the church he had planted in Creve 
(over which, he is believed by fome to have been contti- 
tuted bifhop or fuperintendent:) W7th a view to this great 
charge the principal part of this Epiitle is taken up in 
giving him direétions for his due conduct in it; and allo 
tor his behaviour towards thofe corrupt Judaizing teachers 
who endeavoured to pervert the faith and difturb the peace 
of the chriftian church, 
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The EPISTLE to PHILEMON 


Was written by St. Paul from Rome, at the 
fame time with the epifiles to the Coloffians, Philippians, 
&c. about A. D. 62. 

Philemon was a citizen of Coloffe in Phrygia: St. Paul 
writes this Epiltle to him in behalf of a flave of his named 
Onefimus, who had robbed his mafter and mn away te 
Rome. Here Paul having met with htm, had converted 
him to the chriltian faith during bis imprifonment ; and 
‘now fends him back to his anafter with this Epiftle of re- 
‘conciliation: which js a fine pattern of epiftolary ftile, and 
‘difplays in a moft ftriking light, how perfeétly confiftent 
true politenefs is, not only with all the warmth and fip- 
cerity of the friend, but even with the dignity of the Chrif- 
tian and the Apaftle. 
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The EPISTLE tothe HEBREWS 


Was writ, according to the beft critics, to the 
Jewifh believers at Jerufalem and Judea: and the writer is 
generally ‘believed to have been St. Paul; who is thought 
to have had particular realons for concealing his name in 
this cpiftle, which the circumftances of the time might 
have rendered offenfive and improper. Dr. Lardner fup- 
pofes it to have been written at Rone or ip Italy {oon after

St. Paul had been releafed from hie confinement, about the 
beginning of the year 63. In what language it was ori-~ 
ginally written is a matter of difpute: the critic laft men« 
tioned, with others of note, thinks it was in Greek: M. 
Michaelis that it was in Hebrew or Syriac.- 

The manifeft defgn of St. Paul in this Epiftle was to 
confirm the Jewifh Chriftians in the faith and praétice of 
the galpel of Chrift, which they might be in danger of de~ 
ferting eigher through the infinuations, or il) treatment of 
their prefecutors. + 

With this. view the Apoftle, 1. Obviates the infinua- 
tions and objections οἵ the Jews to the golpel of Chrift, as 
inferior to the Mofaic difpenfation, by fhowing its tran{- 
cendent excellence over it in every article (to chap. x. 25.) 
—2. He difpofes them to encounter perfecution, which 
they had partly felt, and were to expeét ina ftill higher 
degree, by remmding them of many renowned examples 
of faith and fortitude (to chap. xii. 2.) and by other the 
molt proper exhortatians and -cautions, &c. 
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The CATHOLIC EPISTLE of JAMES 


— —Is generally agreed to have been written by 
James the Lefs, who was the fon of Alphcus, or Cleo- 
phas, and ts fuid’to be the brother, that is (according to 
the Jewifh idiom) the coufin' of our Lord: ‘He prefided 
over the church at Jerufalem’, and has been ftiled by fome 
of the ancient fathers bifhop of that city. This Apoftle is 
belicved to have tuffered martyrdom in the former part of 
the year 62 ; and to have writ this Epiflle a fhort tine be~ 
fore his death. 

Tt was addreffed to the Jewith Chriftians who were dif- 
erfed abroad in more diftant regions: or (according to 
γ. Lardner) to 41] Jews in general throughout the world, 

whether chriltians or otherwife. Two points are princi- 
pally treated of, not in a ftrict logical method, but either 
jointly or ciftinétly as oecafion offer. Thefe are—To cor- 
rect thofe errors both in doctrine and praétice into which 
they had fallen: and then to eftabhith the hope and ani- 
mate the faith of fincere believers, both under their prefent 
and approaching iyiferings.

The FIRST EPISTLE of PETER, 


As alfo the SEconD, were according to the 
Deft critics, fent to all Chriftians m yeneral, whether of 
Jew or Gentle race, living in the countries mentioned 
at the beginning of the firft epiftle. ‘Fhe defign of itis to 
induce them to behave not merely inoffenfte io all men, 
but in all refpects worthy of the golpel; amd to fupport 
them under the fevere perfecutions they had already en- 
dured, or were likely to undergo, by the noblett conli- 
derations which their religion could fuggeft. 

This Epiftle was written from ἃ city which the Apoftle 
mls Basyton ; this fome few think te have been Baby- 
jon in Affyria, which though demolifhed might have fome 
few Chriftians, m its meighbourhood.; however the gene- 
rahty both ancients and moderns fuppofe tt to have becn 
a figurative name for Rome. But Mr. Michachs pro- 
pofes a query, Whether Jerufalem might not be fhadowcd 
under that name: He alfo thinks it was written fo carly as 
te year 49, loon after the great council held there. Bast 
$he more received opinion is that it was much later: ei- 
ther in the ycar 63 or 64; or at lateit 65 *. 
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The SECOND EPISTLE of PETER 


Was writ when St. Peter was old and near 
ns end, as appears from chap.1. 14. And that the for- 
sner Epiftle to the fame Chriftians had heen writ not long 
before, may be argued from the apology which he writes 
for making this fecond epiftle ta them, chap. 1. 13-14. 
It is net unlikely that foon after the Apottle had fent awa 
Sylvanus with the fir epiltle, fome came from thote 
‘countries to Rome, bringing him information concerning 
ahe ftate ‘of religion among them: which mduced him τὸ 
avrite a fecond time for the eftablifiment of the Chriftiars 
aawng whom he had laboured: as hoping his laft words 
and dying teftimony to the Gofpel might have peculiar

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Dr. Lardner thinks St. Peter was crucified at Rome in 
the year 64 or 65, a fhort time after this epiftle was written : 
but molt writers place his martyrdom about A.D. 68. 
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The FIRST EPISTLE of JOHN 


Ts agrecd by the learned to have been written 
by St. John the Apoltle and Evangclift. Tt is thought by 
the beft critics to have been defigned for all Chriftians.in 
general, efpecially for the churches in Afia under St. John’s 
siipcion ; yet without excepting the believers in Judea 
or inany other country whatever. : 

His defign is to demonftrate the vanity of faith without 
morality, to fuoth and refine the over-zealous tempers of 
Chriftians into that amiable love and charity for which 
himfelf was fo eminent, and to guard them againft the 
{nares of Antichrift, and all endued with his fpirit. 

The exaé time of it is not known, but it 1s generally 
rhought to have heen written after the Jewith war; fo 
Jate as the year 80 according to fame critics: though others 
apply chap. ii. 8. to the deftruétion of Jerufalem as not 
yet arrived. | 
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The SECOND and THIRD EPISTLES 
of JOHN 


ARE beheved to bave been written to fingle 
perfons: The one toa lady of diltin&tion: the other to 
Gaius, thought to have been Gaius or Caius of Corinth, 
who is mentioned by St. Paul, 1 Cor. i. 14. Rom. xvi. 
51. But this is doubtful. 

Thiele two letters are fuppofed to have been written much 
about the fune tume with the former, whenever it was. 
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The CATHOLIC EPISTLE of JUDE 


Is believed to have heen written after moft (if 
mot all) the viher apoitolical cpiftles; when St. Jude was 
arrived

arrived to a very old age: Dr. Mill even dates it A. D. 90: 
however few alfign it an earlier age than about A. D. 6, 
or 66. 

St. Jude or Judas, is often mentioned as one of the 
fApoftles of our Lord, and the brother of James the Less. 
This Epiftle was written for the ule of Chriftians in general ; 
being intended, by defcnbing the charagter of the falfe 
teachers and pointing out the judgments hanging over them, 
to caution Chriltians againf littening to their-fuggeltions, 
or being perverted from the purity of the Golpel. 

This and the fecond of St. Peter feern levelled againft 
the fame perfons, and probably the pafiages in which they 
refermble each other, were copied by them beth from the 
fame Jewifh writers. 
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The REVELATION of St. JOHN 


Wass the genuine work of St. Jounthe Apof. 
tle and Evangelift, as is proved by the beft critics *: whe 
think it anuft be dated in one of the years of Chrift 95, 96, 
org7. Yet fome are inclined to think it the earlicft of 
all St. John’s writings, - and written before Jernfalem was 
demolifhed. 

Learned men differ in explaining the particular prophecies 
contained in this book: though almoft all Proteftant writers 
believe its main purpofe was to confirm and iluttrate what 
former prophets had faverold concerning the great corrup- 
tions which would be introduced into the church of. God, 
particularly by the prevailing fpirit of PopERy; the op- 
preflions it was to undergo from the authors and abettors 
of thofe corruptions; the full deliverance the church 
would at laft receive from them; the complete REFor- 
MATION of it, and the eftablifhment of Chrift’s kingdom 
in the world, after the deitruction of thofe tyrannic and 
perfecuting powers: and laltly, its more complete and 
glorious cttablifhment, at the gencral judgment of the 
world, by the fecond coming and glorious appearance of 
Jesus CHRIST. :

““ refufing to be comforted, becaufe they are

But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel 
of the Lord appeareth in a dream to Jofeph in 


zoEgypt, faying, “" Arife, and take the infant and 


his mother, and go into the land of Ifrael; for 
they are dead, who fought the young child’s life.” 
And he arofe, and took the young child and his 
mother, and came into the land of Ifrael. But 
when he heard that Archelaus reigned over Judea 
in the room of his father Herod, he was afraid 
to go thither; but being divinely admonifhed in 
2 dream he withdrew into the region of Galilee.

‘lee of the gentiles: ‘The people that fat in 
“. darknefs, faw a great light, and to them that 
“4 fatin the regionand fhadow of death, light hath 
“4 {prung up.” 

From that time yesus began to preach, and to 
fay, ““ Repent, for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.”’ And as jEsus was walking by the 
fea of Galilee, he faw two brethren, Simon called 
Peter, and Andrew his brother, cafting a net in- 
to the fea, for they were fifhers. And he faith 
unto them, ‘* Follow me, and I will make you 
fifhers of men.” And they immediately forfook 20 
their nets and followed him. And going on 
from thence he faw two other brethren, James 
the ‘ fon * of Zebedee, and John his brother, in 
a fhip { with Zebedee their father, mending their 
nets: And he called them; and they prefently 
left the fhip and their father, and went after him, 

And jesus took a circuit through all Galilee, 
teaching in their fynagogucs, and preaching the 
good news of the oe μοι and heuling every 
cifeafe, and every malady of the people. And 

B his 
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his fame went through all Syria; and the 
brought to him all fick people, that were feized 
with a vartety of diftempers, and tormenting 
Pains, even demoniacs, and lunatics, and para- 

25 lytics: and he healed them, And great multitudes 
followed him from Galilee, and Decapolis, and 
Jerufalem, and Judea; and ‘ the country’ about 
Jordan. 


ve. Ano feeing the multitudes, he went up to” a 

᾿ mountain ; and when he was fet down, his difci- 
ples came near to him: and opening his mouth 
he taught them, faying, 


** Happy are the poor in fpirit, for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven. Happy are they that 
ς mourn, for they fhall be comforted. Happy are 
the meek, for they fhall inherit the earth +. 
Happy are they that hunger and thirft after righ- 
tecufnefs, for they fhall be fatisfied. Happy are 
the merciful, for they fliall obtain mercy. Happy 
are the pure in heart, for they fhall fee God. 
Iiappy are the peace-makers, for they fhall be 
sccalled the children of God. Happy are they that 
ase perfecuted for the fake of righteoufnefs, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven. Happy are ye, 
when men fhall reproach you, and perfecute you, 
and falfely fay every thing chat is evil of you for 
my fake. Rejoice, and triumphantly exult, be- 
caufe your reward in heaven ‘ will be’ great: for 
thus they perfecuted the prophets, who were be- 
fore you. 

“© You are the falt of the earth; butif the fait 
be grown infipid, with what can it be feafoned ? 
It is no farther of any avail, but to be thrown 
out of doors, and to be trampled on by men. 
You are the light of the world. Accity, that is 

τς fituated on ἃ mountain, cannot be hid. pone

do men light a lamp, and put it under a bufhel ; 
but on a itand, and it giveth light to all that are 
in the houfe. Let ycur lightfo thine before men, 
that they may fee your good works, and glorify 
your father, who is in heaven. 

‘¢ Suppose not, that I am come to diffolve 
the law, or the prophets ; I am not come to dif- 
folve, but to compleat ‘ them’: for verily I fay 
unto you, till heaven and earth pafs away, not 
one jct or one tittle fhall pafs from che law, 
till all things be effedted. Whoever therefore 
fhall violate one of the leaft of thefe command- 
ments, and fhajl teach men fo, he fhall be ac- 
counted leaft in the kingdom of heaven: but 
whofoever fhal! do and teach therm, he fhall be 


called great in the kingdom of heaven; for I fay 26 


unto you, that unlefs your rightcoufnefs abound 
more than ‘ that’ of the fcribes and pharifees, ye 
fhall not by any means enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

‘* You have heard that it was faid to the an- 
tients, ‘* Thou thale not kill * ;” “4 and whofo- 
“* ever fhall kill, fhall be obnoxious to the judg- 
ἐς ment.” But I fay unto you, that whofoever 
fhall without juft caufe be angry with his brother, 
fhall be obnoxious to the judgment: and whoio- 
ever fhall fay to his brother, ‘* Raca,”’ fhall be 
obnoxious to the Sanhedrim: but whofoever fhall 
fay, “" ‘Fhou fool,” fhall be obnoxious to the 
fre of hell. ‘Therefore, if thou art bringing 
thy gift to the altar, and there recollecteft that 
thy brother hath any ‘ complaint’ againft thee, 
leave thy gift there before the altar, and go away, 
firft be reconciled to thy brother, and then come 


and offer thy gift. Come to a friendly agrec- 2; 


ment with thine adverfary quickly, while thou 
art in the way with him, left the adverfary deliver 
thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the 

B 5 officer. 
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officer, and thou be caft into prifon : verily I fay 
unto thee, thou fhalt not by any means come 
out thence, till thou haft difcharged the very laft 
farthing. 

“¢ Ye have heard that it was faid to the an- 
cients, ‘© Thou fhalt not commit adultery *.” 
But I fay unto you, that whofoever gazeth on a 
woman to luft after her, hath already committed 
adultery with her in his heart. Now if thy right 
eye offend thee +, pluck it out and caft it from 
thee ; for it is advantageous to thee, that one of 
thy members fhould perifh, rather than thy whole 

30 body fhould be thrown into hell. Yea, if thy 
right hand offend thee, cut it off and caft it from 
thee ; for it 1s advantageous to thee, that one of 
thy members fhould perifh, rather than thy own 
body fhould be thrown into hell. 

“«< Tt hath been faid, ‘* Whoever would difmifs 
“4 his wife, let him give her awriting ef divorce }”’. 
Buti fay unto you, that whofoever fhall difmils 
his wife, except on account of whoredom, caufeth 
her to commit adultery ; and whoever fhall marry 
her that is difmiffed, committeth adultery. 

‘© Again ye have heard that it was faid to the 
ancients, ‘* Thou fhalt not perjure thyfelf, but 
“« fhalt perform unto thee the Lord thine oaths ||.” 
But [ fay unto you, fwear not at all; neither by 

35 heaven, for it is the throne of God ; nor by the 
earth, for it is his footfteol; nor by Jerufalem, 
for it is the city of the great king. Neither fhale 
thou fwear by thy head, for thou canft not make 
one hair white or black. But let your converfa- 
tion be, Yes, yes; No, no: for whatever 1s more 
than thefe, cometh from the evil one. 

‘* Ye have heard that it hath been faid, “* an 
*¢ eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth §.”’ 


But 
* Excd. xx. 14, + Or, caufeth thee to offend, 
1 Deut, xxiv. ας ἢ Lev, xix, 12. Deut, xxiii, 27, 
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But I fay unto you, that you do not fet your- 
felves apainft the injurious perfon; bute if any 
man ftrike thee on thy right cheek, turn the other 
to him alfo. And if any man be refolved to fue 4e 
thee at law, and to take thy veft, permit him to 
take thy mantle alfo. And if any ‘one’ prefs thee 
to go one mile, go with him two. Give to him 
that afketh thee, and him that would borrow of 
thee, do not turn away. | 

‘‘ You have heard that it hath been faid, 
“Thou fhalt love thy neighbour *, and fhalt 
“4 hate thine enemy.” But I fay unto you, Love 
your encmies; blefs them that curfe you; do 
good to them that hate you, and pray for them 
that infult you, and perfecute you; that you4s5 
may be the children of your heavenly father: for 
he caufeth his fun to arife on the evil and the 
good, and fhowereth down rain on the juft and 
the unjuft. For if you love them that love you, 
What reward have you? do not even the publi- 
cans do the fame? And if ye falute your brethren 
only, what extraordinary thing do you? do not 
even the publicans do fo? Be ye therefore per- 
fect, even as your heavenly father ts perfect. 

“Take heed that you pratife not your ‘ righ- δ. 
teoufnefs + ° befcre men to be viewed by them, 
otherwife you will have no reward from yout 
heavenly father. When therefore thou performett 
‘ thine’ alms-deed, do not found a trumpet be- 
fore thee, as the hypocrites do, in the public 
affemblies, and in the ftreets, that they :nay be 
applauded of men: verily I fay unto you, they 
have their reward. Bue when thou art giving 
‘thine ’-alms, let not chy left hand know what 
thy right hand is doing ; that thine alms may be 
in fecret, and thy father, who feeth in fecret, will 
himfelf reward thee openly. |

* Lev, xix, 38. Deut, vii, 16.. + So fore MSs, 
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5 ‘* And when thou prayeft thou fhalt not be as 
the hypocrites ; for they love to pray ftanding in 
the public affemblies *, and in the corners of the 
ftreets, that they may be viewed by men; verily 
{ fay unto vou they have their reward. But 
thou, when thou praye(fl, enter into thy clofet, 
and having fhut thy door, pray to thy father, 
who is in fecret; and thy father, who feeth in

one. For thine is the kingdom, and the 

power, and the glory, for ever. Amen.” 
For if you forgive men their offences, your hea- 

ys venly father will alfo forgive you: but if you do 
not forgive men their offences, neither will your 
father fergive your offences. 

‘* Again when you keep a faft, be not like 
the hypocrites, putting ona difmal air; for they 
deform their countenances, that they may appear 
to men to faft: verily I fay unto you, they have 
their reward. But, when tHou keepeft a fait, 
anoint thy head and wafh thy face, that thou 
mayeft τοῦ appear unto men as one that falteth, 
but to thy father, who ts in fecret, and thy father, 
who feeth in fecret, wll reward thee openly. 

‘© Do not l.y up for yourfelves treafures on 
earth, where the moth and canker confuine; and 

where 
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where thieves dig through and fteal. But ftorezo0 
up for yourfelves treafures in heaven, where nei- 
ther moth nor canker can confume, and where 
thieves cannor break in, nor fteal: for where 
your treafure is, there will your heart alfo be. 
The eye isthe lamp of the body: if therefore 
thine eye be clear, thy whole body will be full ef 
light: but if thine eye be diftempered, thy whole 
body will be full of darknefs: if therefore the 
light that is in thee be darkncfs, how great 
is that darknefs ! 

‘* No man can ferve two maflers; but will 
eicher hate the one, and love the other; or will 
adhere to the one, and neglect the other. You 
cannot ferve God and mammon. ‘Therefore [25 
fay unto you, be not anxious about your life, 
what you fhall eat, and what you fhall drink ; 
nor, with refpceét to your body, what you fhall 
puton, Js not the life more than food, and the 
body than :.:iment ? Look on the birds of the air, 
for they iicithcr fow, nor reap, nor gather inte 
hoards, and ‘ yet’ your heavenly father feedeth 
them: are not you much more valuable than 
they ? Which of you can by all his anxiety add 
to his ftature one cubit *? And as for raiment,. 
why are yor anxious ‘ about that’? confider the 
lilies of the neld, how they prow; they toil not, 
nor do they {pin; yet [ fay unto you, that even 
Solomon 1 all his glory, was not arrayed as one 
of thefe. And if God fo clothe the grafs of the 30 
field, whi. τι 15. flourifhing ’ to day, and to mor- 
row 1» thrown into the furnace +, ‘ will he’ nok 
much inore ‘ clothe’ you, Ὁ ye of little faith ? 
Be not ye therefore anxious, faying, What fhall we 
eat? or what fhall we drink? or what thall we 
wear? (fer after all thefe things do the heathen 
{eek :) for your heaven'y father knoweth that you 
want a}; nefe things. But icek firft the ined 

of 
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of God, and his righteoufnefs, and all thefe 
things fhall be added to you over and above. 
Therefore be not anxious for the morrow; for 
the morrow fhall provide for itfelf: fufficient for 
the day ‘is’ the evil of it. 

“a ‘* Dowor judge, that you may not be judged : 
for according to the judgment with which you 
judge, you fhall be judged ; and by that meafure 
“that” ye mete, it fhall be meafured back to you. 
But why doeft thou look at a mote.in thy bro- 
ther’s eye, while thou obferveft not the beam in 
thine own eye? Or how canft thou fay to thy 
brother, ** Hold ftill ‘and’ J will take the mote 
out of thineeye;”’ while behold “ there is’ a beam 

§in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, firft clear 
out the beam from thine own eye, then wilt thou 
difcern ‘how’ to remove the mote out of thy 
brother’s cye. | Give not holy ‘ food’ unto 
dogs; nor caft your pearls before fwine; left 
they trample them under their feet, and turning 
“upon you’ tear you. 

“ΚΙ Ask, and it fhall be given you: feek, and 
you fhall find: knock, and it fhall be opened to 
you. Forevery one that afketh, recejveth: and 
he that feeketh, findeth; and to him that knock- 
eth, ‘ the door ’ fhall be opened. And indeed 
what one man 15 there amongyou, who if his fon 
fhould afk him for bread, will give him a ftone? 

10 Or if he afk for a fifth, will give him a ferpent? 
If therefore you, evil as you are, know how to 
give good gifts to your children, how much more 
will your father in heaven give good things to 
thofe that afk nim? Therefore all things, which 
ye would be willing that men fhould do to you, 
do ye alfo in like manner to them: for this is the 
law, and the prophets. Enter in thro’ the 
ftrait gate, for wide is the gate, and {pacious the 
way, which leadeth to deftruction, and there are 

many 
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many that enter by it: becaufe ftrait is . the 
gate, and rugged the way which leadcth to life ; 
and they who find it are few. 

“ΒΒ on your guard againft falfe prophets, 15 
who come to you in the clothing of ‘fheep, 
but inwardly are ravening wolves. You may 
know them by their fruits: Do men gather 
grapes from thorns, or figs from thiftles ὁ Even 
fo every good tree produceth good fruit; buta 
corrupt tree produceth bad fruit. A good tree 
cannot bear evil fruit, neither tan a corrupt tree 
bear good fruit. Livery tree, which beareth not 
good fruit, is cut down, and caft into the fire; 
fo that you fhall know them by their fruits, 20 

«¢ Not every one, who faith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, fhall enter into the kingdom of heaven : 
but he who performeth the will of my father, 
who ‘is’ in heaven. Many will fay to me in 
that day, ““ Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 
fied in thy name? and in thy name caft out de- 
vils? and in thy name done many wonderful 
works ?” And J will then declare unto them, ‘* I 
never knew you; depart from me, workers of 
iniquity.” 

““ Therefore every one that heareth thefe my 
words, and doth them, I will compare him toa 
prudent man, who built his houfe upon a rock ; 
and the rain defcended, and the floods came, and 26 
the winds blew, and beat upon that houfe, and it 
fell not, for it was founded onarock. But every 
one that heareth thefe my fayings, and doth them 
not, may be compared to a foolifh man, who built 
his houfe upon the fand ; and the rain defcended, 
and the winds blew, and the floods came, and ftruck 
on that houfe ; and it fell, and its ruin was great.” 


And it came to pafs, that when jesus had 
finifhed thefe fayings, the multitudes were ftrudk 
with amazement at his dottrine: for he taught 

5 “ them 
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them as one that had authority, and not as the 
Scribes. 


4+ Now, as he was coming down from the moun- 
tain, great multitudes followed him : and behold 
a leper cam eand worfhipped him, faying, ‘‘ Lord, 
if thou wilt, thou canft make me clean.” And 
yEsus ftretched ont his hand and touched him, 
faying, “1 will, be thou clean.” And imme- 
diately his leprofy was cleanfed. And jesus 
faith umto him, ‘* See thou tel) no one; but ge 
fhew thyfelf to the prieft, and offer the gift 
which Mofes commanded *, for a teftimony to 
them +.” 


ς Awp when jesus entered into Capernaum, 
there came to him a Centuricn, intreating him, 
and faying, ‘* Lord, my iervant lieth in ‘ my’ 
houfe feized with the palfy, dreadfully tor- 
mented.”” And yesus faith unto him, * I will 
come and heal him.”? And the centurion an{wer- 
ed, and faid, ““ Lord, 1 am nct worthy that theu 
fhouldeft enter under my roof : but only {peak the 
word, and my fervant fhall be’ healed. For even 
I, ‘who’ am aman under authority, have {fol- 
diers under myfelf; and I fay to one, Go, and he 
goeth ; and to another, Come, and he cometh ; 

yoand tomy flave, Do this, and he docthit.” And 
 -yesus hearing ‘ this’ admired, and faid to them 
that followed, ‘* Verily, I declare unto you, Ε 
have not found even in Ifrael fuch great faith. 
But I fay unto you, that many fhall come from 
the eaft and weft; and thal) fit de wn with Abra- 
ham, and Haac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
Keaven = but the children of the kingdom fhall 
be caft out into that darknefs, which is να] του; 
there fhall be weeping and gnafhing of tecth.” 
And jgsus iaid to the centurion, ‘ Go thy way, 
and 

® kev. xiv, 3—32. + That the cure is realiy perfected, 
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and be it unto thee according to thy faith.” And 
in that very hour was his fervant healed. 


And jesus coming into Peter’s houfe, faw his 
wife's mother, lying ‘in bed’ and fick of a fever: 
and he touched her hand, and the fever left her ; 15 
and fhe arofeand waited upon * them. And when 
the evening was come, they brought unto him 
many that were pofleffed with devils: and he 
caft out the ‘evil’ fpirits with a word, and healed 
all that were fick. That it might be accom- 
plithed, which was fpoken by the prophet Ifaiah, 
faying, ‘* Ele himfelf took our infirmities, and 
‘‘ bore ‘ away’ our difeafes +.” 


N ow when jesus faw great multitudes about 
him, he gave orders to go over unto the other 
fide ¢: and there came a certain fcribe, and faid 
unto him, ‘* Matter, Iwill follow thee whither- 
foever thou goeft.” And jesus faith unto him, 20 
‘< The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air 
‘have ’ nefts, yet the fon of man hath not where 
he may lay his head.” And another, ‘ one’ of 
his ditciples, faid unto him, ‘* Lord, firlt permit 
me to go and bury τὴν father.”” But yesus faid 
unto hum, ‘* Follow thou me, and leave the dead 
to bury their dead.” And when he was en- 
tered into the fhip |], his difciples followed him. 
And behold there arofe a great agitation in the 
fea, infomuch that the veflel was covered with 
the waves : but he was afleep. And his difciples 25 
came and awoke him, faying, “* Lord, fave us, 
we are perifhing |’? And he faith unto them, 

‘* Why ure ye umorous, O ye of little faith?” 
Then rifling up, he rebuked the winds, and the 
fea, and there was a great calm. And the men 
were amazed, faying, “ What a wonderful ‘ δ 
on’ 

* Or, him, MSS, + ἰὼ hii. 4, t Of the 
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is this, that even the winds and the fea obey 
him ?” 

And when he was come to the other fide into 
the country of the Gergefenes *, there met him 
two men poflefled with demons, coming out of 
the fepulchres, exceeding fierce, fo that no one 
could pafs by that way ; and behold they cricd 
out, faying, “παῖ have we to do with thee, 
JyEsus, thou fon of God? art thou come hither 


30to torment us before the time?’? Now there was 


at a confiderable diftance from them a herd of 
many {wine, feeding ; and the demons intreated 
him, faying, ‘‘ If thou caft us out, give us leave 
to go away into the herd of fwine.’? And he faid 
unto them, Go. And they came out and entered 
into the herd cf fwine, and behold the whole herd 
of {wine ran violently down a precipice into the 
fea, and perifhed in the waters. And the 
feeders ‘ of them’ fled, and went info the city 
and told every thing, and what had happened to 
the demoniacs. And behold the whole city came 
out to meet yEsus, and when they faw him, they 
began to intreat him~that he would depart out of 
their coatts. 


-- ΑΝ having gone on board the veffel, he paffed 


over and came. to his own city +. And behold 
they brought a man feized with the palfy, laid 
onabed. And jesus feeing their fatth, faid to 
the man that had the palfy, ““ Take courage, 
fon, thy fins are forgiven thee.” And behold, 
fome of the feribes faid within themlelves, ‘* This 
man blafphemeth.” And jesus, who knew 
their thoughts, faid, ‘* Wherefcre do you think 


5‘ fuch’ evil things in your hearts? For which is 


eafier, to fay, ““ Thy fins are forgiven thee :’ 

or to fay, ““ Arife and walk?” But that you 

may

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may know that the fon of man “ here’ on earth 
hath authority to forgive fins ;”” (then he faith to 
the paralytic perfon) ‘* Arife, take up thy couch, 
and go to thine own houfe.” And he arofe and 
went away to his houfe. And when the multi- 
tude faw ‘it’, they were amazed, and plorified 
God, who had given fuch power unto men. 
And, as ποῦ paffed out from thence, he faw 
a man, whofe name was Matthew, fitting at the 
cultom-houfe *: And he faith unto him, ‘‘ Fol-

low me.”’? And he arofe and followedhim. Andto 


it came to pafs as jesus fat at tablein the houfe +, 
behold, a great number of publicans and finners, 
came and fat alfo at table with him and his dife1- 
ples. And when the pharifees faw it, they faid to 
his difciples, ‘‘ Why doth your mafter,eat with 
publicans and finners ?” But jesus having heard 
‘it,’ faid untothem, ‘‘ They that are in health, 
have no need of the phyfician, but thofe that are 
fick. But go your way and learn the meaning of 
that fcripture, ** 1 require mercy and not facri- 


fice t.” For I am not come to call the righteous, 


but finners to repentance.” 

Then came to him the difciples of John, fay- 
ing, ‘‘ Whence is it that we and the pharifees 
frequently fait, whereas thy difciples faft not?” 


And sesus faid unto them, ‘* Can the childrens 


of the bride-chamber mourn, fo long as the bride- 
groom is with them? But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom fhall be taken away from 
them, and then fhall they fait? No man will few 
a piece of mew || cloth on an old garment, for 
that which 15 putin to fill it:up, taketh from the 
garment, and the rent is made worfe. Neither 
do men put new wine into old bottles ὃ : elfe the 

bottles

While he was {peaking thefe things to them, 
behold, there came a certain ruler ‘ of the fyna- 
gogue’ and worfhipped him, faying, “ My 
daughter is even now dead: but come and lay 
thy hands on her and fhe fhall live.” And sesus 
arofe and followed him and ‘ fo did’ his diiciples. 

zo And behold a woman, who had laboured under 
a flux of blood twelve years, came behind him, 
and touched the border of his garment. For fhe 
faid within herfelf, « If I may but touch his 
clothes, I fhall be recovered.” And jesus hav- 
ing turned “ himfelf’ about and feen her, faid, 
‘© Daughter, take courage, thy faith hath made 
thee well.”” And the woman was ‘ perfectly ’ 
well from that hour. 

And when jesus came into the ruler’s h-ufe, 
and faw the flute-players and the people making a 
noife, he faid to them, ‘* Retire; for the girl is 
not dead, but ‘ fallen’ afleep.”” And they de- 

25rided him. But when the multitude were turned 
out, he went in and took hold of ‘her hand, and 
the girl arofe. And the fame of it went abroad 
into all that country. 

And as yesus pafied on from thence, two blind 
men followed him, crying out and faying, “Ὁ 
thou fon of David, have compaffion on us.” 
And when he was come into the houfe, the blind 
men came unto him: And jesus faith to them, 
‘© Do you believe that I am able to do this?” 
They fay unto him, ““ Yes, Lord.” Then he 
touched their eyes and faid, ‘‘ Be it unto you 

30according to your faith.” And their eyes were 
opened. And jesus gave them a ftrict charge 
that they fhould tell no man. But when they 
were gone cut, they fpread his fameover all that 

country. 
Anxb 
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And as they went out, behold they brought to 
him a dumb perfon poffefled with ademon, And 
when the demon was expelled, the dumb fpake : 
ond the multitudes were altonifhed, faying, ‘* It 
was never feen fo in [frael.” But the pharifees 
faid, ‘* Le cafteth out demons, by the prince of 
the deinons.”’ 


Anxp jesus went about all che cities and vil- 3¢ 
Jages teaching in their fynagogues, and preach- 
ing the good news of the kingdom, and healing 
every difeafe and every malady among the people. 
And beholding the multitudes, he was moved 
with compaffion for them, becaufe they were 
faint and expoted ‘to danger’ as fheep that had 
no fhepherd. Then he faith to his difciples, 
‘© The harveft is indeed great, but the labourers 
are few: therefore make your fupplications to 
the lord of the harveft, that he would fend * forth 
Jabourers into his harveft.” 

And having called his twelve difciples unto-+t- 
him, he gave them power over unclean (pirits, to 
caft them out, and to cure every diftemper and 
every malady. Now the names of the twelve 
apofties are thefe: The firft Simon, who is called 
Peter, and Andrew his brother: James ‘ the fon’ 
of Zebedee, and John his brother: Philip and 
Bartholomew: ‘Thomas and Matthew the publi- 
can; James ‘ the fon * of Alpheus, and Libbeus, 
whofe furname was Thaddeus: Simon the Ca- 
naanite, and Judas Ifcariot, who alfo betrayed 
him. 

Thefe twelve yesus fent forth, and commanded 5 
them, faying, ‘‘ Do not go into the way of the 
gentiles, nor enter into ‘any ’ city of the Sama- 
ritans. But go ye rather to the -loft fheep of the 
houle of lfrael. And as ye go, proclaim, faying, 
‘‘ The kingdom of heaven is approaching.” 

Heal 
® Or, thruft forth, 
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Heal the fick, cleanfe the lepers, raife the dead, 
caft out demons: and as ye have received freely, 
freely give. Provide neither gold nor filver nor 

10brafs in your purfes ; nor a fcrip for " your’ jour- 
ney ; nor two Coats ‘apiece’; nor fhoes, nor 
yet ftaves*: for the labourer is.worthy of his 
food. And into whatever city or village you en- 
ter, inquire who in it is worthy, ee continue 
there till you go thence. And when you enter 
into any family, falute it: And if the family be 
worthy, your peace fhall come upon it: But if it 
be not worthy, your peace fhall return unto you. 
And whofoever {hall not receive you, nor hearken 
to your words, when you come out of that houfe 

15 Or city, fhake off the duft of your feet. Verily I 
fay unto you, it fhall be more tolerable in the day 
of judgment for the land of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, than for that city. 

«¢ Behold, 1 fend you out as fheep'in the’ midtt 
of wolves ; be ye therefore prudent as ferpents, 
and harmlefs as doves. But be upon veur guard 
againft men; for they will betray you to the 
councils, and will fcourge you in the fynagocues. 
And you fhall be brought before governors and 
kings on my account, for a witnefs to them, and 
to the heathen. But when they fhall deliver you 
up, be not folicitous how-or what you fhall fpeak ; 
fer it fhall be given you in that very hour what 

zoyau fhall fpeak. For itis not ‘fo much’ you 
that foeak, as the fpint of your father, that 
fpeaketh in you. And one brother fhall betray 
another to death; and the father the fon; and 
children fhall rife up againft their: parents, and 
caufe them tu be put to death. And you fhall be 
hated of all men for the fake of my name: but he 
that endureth to the end, fhall be faved. But 
when.they perfecute you in one city; flee to ano- 
ther: for-verily I fay unto you, you fhall not finifh 
‘ your 

* i,¢, walking ftafs, 
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‘ your progrefs through ° the cities of Ifrael, until 
the fon of man fhall come. The difciple 15 not 
above his teacher, nor the fervant above his lord: 
It is fufficient if the difciple be as his teacher, 25 
and the fervant as his lord. If they have called 
the mafter of the family Beelzebub, how much 
more his domeftics! Therefore fear them not: 
for there is nothing hid, which fhall not be re- 
vealed; nor fecret which fhall not be known. 
What I fay to you in darknefs, fpeak ye in the 
light: and what ye hear in the ear, proclaim 
from the houfetops, And be not afraid of them, 
who kill the body, and cannot kill the foul; bue 
rather fear him, who is able to deftroy both foul 
and bady in hell. Are not two fparrows fold for 
a farthing * ? yetnot one of them fhall fall to the 
ground without your father. But even the very 39 
hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear not 
therefore, ye are more valuable than many {par- 
rows, Whofoever therefore fhall confefs me be- 
fore men, I ἈΠῸ will confefs him before.my fa- , 
ther in heawen. But whofoever fhall renounce 
me before men, Ialfo will renounce him before 
my father.in heaven. Do not fuppote, that I 
am coine tofend peaceon the earth + : I came not 
to fend peace buta fword. For Iam come to fet35 
aman at variance againft his father; and the 
daughter againft the mother, and the daughter- 
in-law againft her mother-in-law ; Anda man’s 
enemies ‘ fhall be’ thofe of his own family. He 
who loveth father or mother more than me, is not 
worthy of me: and hethat loveth fon or daughter 
more than me, is not worthy of me. And he 
that doth not take his crofs, and follow after me, 
is not worthy of me. Fic that findeth his life 
fhall lofe it; but he that lofeth his life for my 
fake fhall find ic. He thatentertaincth you, doth 40 
entertain 


* Or, an assartA about a farthing and half Englith 
money, + Or, onthe land, 
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entertain me; and he that entertaineth me, doth 
entertain him that fentme. He that entertaineth 
a prophet in the name of a prophet, fhall receive 
the reward of a prophet. And he that enter- 
taineth ‘ any’ righteous man, in the name of a 
righteous man, fhall receive the reward of a 
righteous man. And whofoever fhall give to 
drink unto one of thefe little ones a cup of cold 
water only in the name of a difciple, verily I fay 
_ unto you, he fhall by no means lofe his reward.” 

ct And it came to pafs, when yesus had made 
an end of giving inftructions to his twelve difci- 
ples, he departed thence to teach and to preach in 
their cities. 


Now when John had heard in prifon the works 
of curisT, he fent two of his difciples, and faid 
unto him, “ΚΝ Art thou he that cometh, or are we 
to cxpect another?” ‘Then jesus anfwering, faid 

“unto them, ‘ Go, and relate to John the things, 
which you hear and fee: the blind receive their 
fight, and the lame walk; the lepers are cleanfed, 
and the deaf hear; the dead are raifed, and the 
poor have the gofpel preached to them. And 

>. happy is he that fhall not be fcandalized at me.” 

And as they were poing away, JESUS began to 
fay unto the multitudes concerning John, ‘* What 
went you out into the wildernefs to behold? A 
reed fhaken by the wind? But what went vou out 
to fee? a man drefled in foft garinents ἢ behold 
they that wear foft clothing, are in the houfes of 
kings. But what did you go out to fee? a pro- 
phet? yea I fay unto you and more than a pro- 

yophet. For this is the perfon of whom it is writ- 
ten *, ‘* Behold I fend my meffenger before thy 
‘* face, who fhal! prepare thy way before thee.” 
Taffuredly fay unto you, among thofe that have 
been born of women, there hath not arifen a pro- 
phet 

* Mal, iii, αὶ 
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phet greater than John the Bapott: neverthel-f5, 
he that is leaft in the kingdom of heaven, is 
greater than he. And from the days of John the 
Baptilt, even unto the ae ume, the king- 
dom of heaven is attacke:! with violence, and 
the violene feize it. For ull the time of John, 
all the prophets propheficu, and the law. And 
if you will receive ‘it,’ thts is Elyjah, who was 
to come. Fle that hath ears to hear, Jet him hear y 5 
‘ic.’ Bui to what fhall £ compare this ecnera- 
tion? Itis lite little children fitting in the mar- 
kets, and calling out to their companions and 
faying, ** We have piped to you, and you ha-e 
not danced; we have mourned to you, and you 
have not lamented.” For John came neither eat- 
ing nor drinking, and they fay, ‘* He hath a 
devil.” The Son of Man came eating and drink- 
ing, and ne fay, ““ Dehold, a gluttonous man 
and a wine-bibber, a fricnd of publicans arid 
finners. But wifdom hath been juitified by her 
children.” . ne 

Then he began to upbraid the cities, in which 20 
moit of his miracles had been wrought, becaufe 
they did not repent. ‘* Woe unto thee, O Cho- 
rav7in'! woe unto thee, O Bethfaida! for if the 
miracles which have been wrought in you, had 
been done in Tyre and Sidon, they would Icn 
ago have repented in fackcloth and afhes. Where- 
fore [ fay unto you, the cendition of Tyre and 
Sidon, in the day of judcinent, fhall be more 
tolerable than yours. And thou, O Capernaum, 
who haft been exalted even to heaven, fhalt be 
bicught down to hell: for if the mirales, which 
have been wrought in thee, had been performed in 
Sodom, it would have continued even to this day. 
Wherctore I fay unto you, that the condition of 
the land of Sodom, in the day of judgment, fhall. 
be mare tolerable than thine.”::

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25 At that time jesus tock occafion to fay, “1 
afcribe glory to thee, O Father, Lerd cr heaven 
and earth, that thou halt hid thete tiings fom 
‘wife and undertlanding pcrfons, and hail avcaled 
them toinfants. Beit fo, O Father, iince i: is 
thy pleafure. All thugs are deliver: αὐτὸ 

x¢ by my Father: And no one knove:h: the Son, 
Eut the Father; neither Goth axy knew the χ ας 
ther bue the Scr, and he to whem the Sun is 
pleafed to reveal him. Ccme unto me, ali ye 
that labour and are heavy burdened, and I will 
cafe you.. ake my yoke upon you, and learn 
of πιὸ, for } am meek, and lowly in heart, and 
go you fhail find refrefhment to your fouls: for my 
yoke is eafy and my burden is light.” 


“z: ApsouT this tine yesys went on the fabbath- 
day through the corn, and his aifciples were 
hungry, and vegan to pluck the ears of corn and 
toeat. But when the Pharifees frw < it,’ they 
faid to him, ‘* Behold, thy diiciples do that, 
which is not lawful to do on tlie fabbath.” And 
he faid to them, ‘* lave ye not read what Da- 
vid did, when le was hutgry, and they that 
were with him? how he entered into the heufe 
of God, and did eat the fhew-biead, which was 
netth:r lawful for him ner them to eat, but for 

sthe priefts alone? Or have you not read in the 
law, that the pricits in the temple on the fab- 
bath-days profane the fabbath, and ‘ yet’ are 
blamelefs? Now I fay unto you, that there js 
‘fomething ’? * greater than the temple here. 
But if you had known what this meancth, ‘ I 
«¢ require mercy and not facrifice +,” you would 
not have condemned the innocent. For the Son 

of Man is lord even of the fabbath ‘ itfelf.”’ 
Anp when he was departed thence, he entered 

yointo their fynagogue. And behold there was a 

man, 
* Mcaning perhaps his body, + Hof. ν, 6. 
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man, who had his hand withered; ard they afked 
him, faying, ‘¢ Ls it lawtel to cure cn fabbach- 
days?” that they might wccuf: him. And he 
faid to them, ““ Wha: man ts there of you, who 
if he have but one theep, that on the fabbath- 
day fhall fall into a pit, would not lay’ held of 
it, and raife it up? Now how much is a man bet- 
ter than a fheep? So that it is lawful to do well 
on fabbath-days.”” Then he faith to the man, 
“© Stretch forth thine hand.’? And he ftretched 
ic out, and his hand was reftored well as the 
other. 

Then the Pharifees went out and held a2 con- 
fultation againit him, how they might deftroy 
him. But jesus, knowing ‘ it,’ withdrew him-1¢ 
{elf from thence, and great multitudes followed 
him, and he healed them all: and he charged 
them that they fhould not make him known; 
that it might be accomplifhed, which was tpoken 
by Haiah the prophet *,-faying,.** Behold my 
“ει feryant, whom 1 have chefen; my kelcved, 
‘Cin wnem my foul doth acquiefce. I will put 
‘¢ my fpirit upon him, and he fhall proclaim 
“* judement to the heathen. He fhall not con- 
‘© tend, nor cry out, nor fhall any one hear his 
"4 voice inthe ftreets. He fhall not break ‘ even’20 
‘© a bruiicd reed, nor extinguifh * even’ the 
‘¢ finoking flax, till he fend forth judement to 
“ει victory +. And the Gentiles fhall confide’ in 
‘© his name.” 

ἼΜΕΝ there was brought to him one poffefied 
by ademon, blind and dumb, and he cured him, 
(0 that the blind and dumb both fpake and faw. 
And all the people were aftonifhed and faid, * Is 
not this the fon of David?’ But the Pharifecs 
hearing ‘ this,’ faid, ‘© This ¢ man’ doth net 
caft out demons, but only by Beelzebub, the 

C 2 prince . 
eis Ma. xlii. 3. F ive. till he caufe juécment or 
rightcoufnels to prevail and be vidterious, 
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Ὡς prince of the demons.”” And jesus knowing 
their thoughts, faid to them, * Every kinedom 
divided againft itfelf is brought to defolation ; 
and every city or family, divided againtt uwfelf, 
fhall not itand. And if Satan caft out Satan, he 
as civided againh himfelf; how then fhall his 
kingcom fubfift? And if I caft ont demens by 
Beelzebub, by whom do your children expel 
them? Tnerefore they fhall be your judges. But 
af I-caft out demons by the Spirit of God, then 
the kingdom of God is come unto you. * Or how 
can any cne entez into the houfe of a ftrone man, 
and plunder his goods, unlefs he firft bind the 
ftrong man, and then he may plunder his houfe. 

30 He that is not with me is againft me, and he that 
doth not gather with me, is fcattering abrcad. 

Therefore 1 fay unto you, all manner of fin 
and blafphemy fhall be forgiven unto men; but 
the blafpheiny againft the Spirit fhall not be for- 
given to men. And whofoever {peaketh a word 
againft the Son of Man, it fhall be forgiven him: 
but whofoever fhall fpeak againft the Holy Spi- 
rit, it fhall never be forgiven him, either in this 
world, or in that which ts to come. Either 
make the tree good and its fruits good; or elfe 
make the tree corrupt and its fruit corrupt. Tor 
the tree is° known by “ its’ fruit. O ye breed 
of vipers, how can you, who are fo wicked, 
fpeak good things ? for the mouth fpeaketh out 

350f the abundance ef the heart. A good man cut 
of the good treafi:re of the heart, produceth good 
things: and a wicked man out of the evil trea- 
furc bringeth forth evil things. But J declare 
unto you, that in the day of judgment, men 
fhall give an account for every unprofhtable word, 
which they fhall fpeak. For by thy words theu 
fhalt be juftified, or by thy words thou fhalt be 

condemned.”

_#* Or, otherwife how can, &c. D, 
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Then fome of the Scribes and Pharifces an- 
fwered faying, ‘¢ Malter, we would ice a fign 
froma thee.” But he anfwered and faid to them, 

“ An evil and adulterous generation feeketh af- 
ter a fiyn; but no fign fhall »e given unto them, 
unlef ‘it be’ the fign of the prephet Jonah. 
For ἂν Jonzh was three days und three nights in4% 
the belly of the great filn, fo fhall the Son of 
Mzn be tirce days and three nights in the heart 
of the carth. ‘The men of Nineveh fhall rife up 
in jud ment vith this generation, and fhail con- 
dea it; for they repented at the preaching of 
Joneh, and behold one greater than Jonah 15 
here. The queen of the fouth ‘ ccuntry ’ fhall 
rile up in judgment wita this generation, and 
fhall condemn it; fince fhe came from the ex- 
treme boundaries of the earth, to hear the wisdem 
of Solomon, and behold one greater than Solo- 
mon is here. An unciean fpirit, when he is 
gone out of a man, gocth a-cut through dry 
places,. feeking reft atid findeth none: Then he 
faith, “* I will return to my dwelling, whence 
I.came out :’? And wherhe cometh, he findeth - 
itempty, fwept, and adorned. Then he goeth4s 
and affociateth with himfzlf feven other fpirits | 
more wicked than himfelf, and entering in, they 
dwell there; fo that the laft condition of thet 
man is worfe than the former. Thus alfo wiil it - 
be to this wicked generation.” 

And as he wis yet fpcak-ng to the people, be- 
hold his mether and his brethren flocd without, 
defiring to fpeak with him. Therefore one faid 
unto him, ** Behold thy mother and thy bre- 
thren πὰ without, defiring to fpeak, with thee.” 
But he anfwered and faid to him that told him, 
** Who is my mother! and who are my bre-- 
thren?”? And flretching out his hand towards 
his difciples, he faid, ‘* Behold my mother, and 
my brethren; For whofoever-fhall do the will of 50 

OG my 
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my heavenly Father, this very perfon is my bro- 
ther, or filter, cr mother. 


et On that day jesus gcing out of the houfe, 
* fate down by the fide of the fea. And fuch great 
multitudes were gathered together, that entering 
into a veffel *, he fate down: and the whole 
multitude ftood upon the fhore. And he fpake 

- many things unto them in parables, faying, 

ayr* Behold a fower went forth to fow. And a- he 
was fowing, fome of the feeds fell by the way- 
fide, and the birds came and devoured them. 

¢ Some fell upon fiony places, where they had not 

YF much earth; and immediately they fprung up, 
becanfe they had no depth of earth. But when 

. the fun fhone “ hot? they were fcorched and wi- 
thered away, becaufe they had not rect. And 
fome fell among thorns, and the thorns fprung 
up‘and choaked them. But the reft fell into gocd 
ground, and produced fruit, fome an hundred 
jold; jfome iixty fold; fome thirty feld. He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear.” 

10 Ατα the aiiciples came and faid to him, ‘‘ Why 
doft thou fpeak τὸ them in parables δ᾽ And he 
replying faid unto them, ‘‘ Becaufe it is granted 
to you, to know the myfteries cf the kingdom 
of heaven, but tothemitis not granted. For 
to every one who hath, fhaJl be given, and he 
fhall have abundance; but even that, which he 
hath, fliall be taken away from him who heth 
not. VVherefore I fpeak to them in parables ; 
becaufe fecing, they fee not; and hearing, they 
hear not; neither do they underftand. And in 
thein is the prophecy of Ifaiah + fulfilled, which 
faith, ‘* By hearing you fhalt hear, but you fhall 
“not underfiand ; and feeing you fhall fee, but 

5‘ you fhall not perceive. For the heart of this 
‘© people is grown ftiff with fatnefs, and they

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δἰ hear with heavy ears, and have clofed up their

eyis, Beeaut: they fee; and your eurs, -becaufe 
they bear. For verily I fay-unto you, that many 
ΓΙ ΣΝ αὐ rie Ntcous men, have defired to fee 
th citars which vou fee, and did not fee them, 
aoc ἔρον το things which you hear, and did

i‘cer ye therefore the parable of the fower. 
Vien any one heareth the word of the kingdom, 
and undcerflandets ‘if? net, then cometh that 
wicked one, and catcheth eway that ‘ word’ 
which was fevn in his heart: this is he that re- 
ceived feed by the way-fide. But he that τος 20 
ceived the feel into fteny places, this is he who 
hearcth the word, and tmmediately recerveth it 
with joy; he hath no root in hirafelf, but: is 
“only? foratime: for when any oppreflicn or 
perfecution articth om account of the word, he- 
is prefently offended. He who received feed, 
amount the thorns, is he that heareth the word ; 
and the anxious care of the world, and the delu- 
fion of riches, choke the word, and ne becometh 
unfiuitfol. But he that received the feed into 
rood ground, is he that heareth the werd and 
underitandeth ©it:’ who alfo bearerh fruit, and> 
bringeth forth fome an hundred fold, feme fixty, - 
fome thirty.” 

Another parable he propofed unto them, in 
thefe terms: ‘¢ The kingdom of heaven may be ° 
coinpared to a man,’ who had fown geod feed in 
his ground, But while the man flept, his enemy 25 
came and fowed tares among the wheat, and went 
away. But when the blade was fprung up, and 
produced fruit, then the. tares alfo appeared. 

C4. And 
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And the fervants cf tne houfholaer * came and 
faid to him, ‘* Sir, didi thou not fow good feed 
in thy field? whence then hath it tares?”? And 
he faid unto them, ‘ Scie malicious perfon hath 
done this.” And the fervants faid to him, 
“ΕΟ Wilt chou then have us to go and gather them 
up?’ Bat he faid, ‘‘.No, left while you gather 
up tne tares, you fhould root up the wheat with 
30them. Permit k-oth to grow up together til the 
harvelt; and in the time of harveft, I will fay to 
the reapers, ‘© Gather ye together firft the tares, 
ard bind them in bundles, that they may be 
burnt; but gather ye the wheat into my barn.” 
He propcfed another parable to them, faying, 
** The kingdem of heaven 15 like a grain of muf- 
tard. feed, which aman took and fowed in his 
ficld : which indeed is * one of’ the leaft of all 
the feeds ; but when it is grown, 1s the greateft 
zmong herbs; yea it becometh a tree, fo that the 
birds of the air come and lodge in its branches.” 
He fpake another parable to them: ‘* The 
kingdom of heaven is like leaven, which a wo- 
man tock and covered up with three meafures + 
of meal, till the whole was leavened.”’ 
All thefe things jesus fpake to the multitude 
in parables, and without a parable he fpake not 
35tockem. Thatit might be fulfiiled which was 
fpoken by the prophet 1, faying, “‘ ΓΤ will open 
‘* my mouth in parables, I will give vent to 
« things hid from the foundation of the world.” 
Then jesus havine difmiffed the multitude, 
went into a houfe; and his difciples came to him, 
faying, ‘* Explain to us the parable of the tares 
in the field.”?” And he anfwered and {πιὰ unto 
them, ““ He that fowed the good feed is the Son 
of Man: the field is the world: the good feed 
are the children of the kingdom: but the tares 
a . are 
* Or, proprictor of the land... ‘+ Near a peck 
and a half each, 1 Pial. dexviir, 2. 
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are the children of the wicked one: the enemy 
that fowed them is the devil: the harvelt is the 
end of the world: and the reapers are the angels. 
As therefore the tares' are gathered together and 40 
burnt in.the fire; fo fhall it be at the end of this 
world. ‘The Son of Man fhall fend forth his an- 
gels, and they fhall pather out of his kingdom all 
things, which have been an cffence, .even thofe 
that practife iniquity ; and fhall caft them into 
the furnace of Gre; there fhall be Jamentation 
znd gnafhing of teeth. Then fhall the righteous 
fhine forth like the fun in the kingdom of their 
Father. Every one, who hath ears to hear, let, 
him hear.” 7 |

taily, who bringeth forth out of his ftore, things. 
new andold.? And it came to pals, that when

Anp when he was come into his own country, 
he taught them * in their fynagopue, infomuch 
that they were aftonifhed and faid, “© Whence 
hath this man this wifdom, and thefe mighty 

gsworks? Js not this the fon of the carpenter ? Is 
not his mother called Mary! and * are not ’ 
James, and Jofes, and Simon, and Judas his 
brethren? And are not all his fifters here with 
us? Whence then hath this man all thefe things?” 
And they were offended in him. But yesus faid 
unto them, ‘‘ A prophet is no where lefs efteemed 
than in his own country, and in his own family.” 
And he did not many mighty works there, on 
account of their unbelief. 


st Ar that time Herod, the tetrarch, heard of 
the fame of jesus, and faid to his fervants, 
** This is John the Baptift ; he is rifen from the 
dead, and for this reafon ‘ thefe ’ extraordinary 
powers operate in him.” 

For Herod had ieized John, and bound him, 
and put him in prifon, on account ef Herodias, 
his brother Philip’s wife. For John had faid to 
him, ‘* It is not lawful for thee to have her.” 

5 And when he would have put him to death, he 
feared the multitude, becaufe they looked upon 
kim as a prophet. But when Herod’s birth-day 
was kept, the daughter of Herodias danced be- 
fore then and pleafed Herod, Whereupon he 
promifed with an oath to give her whatever fhe 
fhould afk ; and fhe being previoufly urged by 
her mother, faid, ‘‘ Give me the head of John 
the Baptift here in a chargert .᾿ And the king 
was forry ; neverthelefs for the fake of his ae 

an 
g * His countrymen, t Or, large ἐπ, 
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and them, who fate with him at meat, he or- 
dered that it fhould be given her. And he fentio 
and beheaded: John in the prion. And his head 
was brought in a charger, and given to the 
maiden: and fhe brought it to her mother. And 
his difciples came and took away the body and 
buried it, and went and told yzsus. - When Jje- 
sus heard 4 of it,’ he departed thence in a veffel 

rivately, into adefart place: and the multitude 
heating of it, followéd him on foot out of the 
ciftics. : 

Awp jesus, when he came out *, and faw © 
‘fuch’ a great multitude, was moved with com- 
paffion for them, and healed their fick. Andtg 
when evening came on, his difciples came to him, 
faying, ‘‘ This is a defare place, and the day + 
is now far advanced, difmifs the multitude, that 
they may go into the villages and buy thenifelves 
food.”? But jesus faid to them, they have no - 
nee| to go away, give ye them “ fomething ’ to - 
ελῖ." And they fay unto him, ““ We have here 
but five loaves and two fifies,”” He faid, ‘* Bring 
them hither to me.’? And he commanded the. 
multitude to fit down upon the grafs, and took 
the five loaves and two fifhes, and looking up to ᾿ 
heaven, he bleffed {: and when he had broke 
the loaves he pave ‘them’ to ‘ his’ difciples, _ 
and the dilciples to the multitudes, And they zo 
did all eat and were fatisfied ; and they took up 
of the fragments, that were over and above, twelve 
full batkets. And they who had eaten were about - 
five thoufand men, befides women and children. 

And jesus immediately || obliged his dilciples 
to get into the veffel, and crofs over before him 
to the other fide, while 1.6 difmiffed the multi-

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' tudes. And when he had difmifled the mutti- 
tudes, he afcended a mountain, to pray in fecret. 
And when it was evening, he was there alone. 
But the veffel was by this time in the middle of 
the fea, tofled by the waves; for the wind was 

zscontrary. And in the fourth watch * of the 
night yEsus wert to them walking on the fea. 
And when the difciples faw him walking on the 
fea, they were troubled + and faid, ““ It 15 an 
apparition!” and they cried out fer fear, But 
JEsuS immediately fpoke to them, and faid, 
“Take courage, it is J, be not afraid.” And 
Peter, anfwering, faid unto him, ‘** Lord, if it 
be thou, command me to come to thee upon the 
ναίει." And he faid, ““ Come.” And Peter 
came down from the veffel, and walked on the 

3Owater, to come to yesus: but perceiving the 
wind ftrong, he was afraid: and he began to firk, 
and cricd out, fying, “ Lord, fave me.” Ard 
immediately yesus ftretching out his hand laid 
hold on him, and faid to him, ““ O thou of little 
faith, why dicit thou doubr??? And when they 
were come aboard, the wind ceafed. Then they 
that were in the veflel came and worfhipped him, 
faying, ‘f Thou art indeed the Sen of God.” 


Axp when they had paffed over, they came to 
35the land of Gennefareth. And the men of the 
place, who knew him, fent out into all the ccun- 
try round about, and brought unto him all that 
were difzafed ; and intreated him, that they might 
only tcuch the border of his garment; and as 
many as tcuched were perfeétly recovered. 


a  THen the Scribes and Pharifees come to jesus 
from Jerufalem, faying, ‘* Why-do thy difcipltes 
tranfgrefs the tradition of the’ elders? for they 

do

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do not wafh their hands when they eat bread.” 

But he anfwering faid unto them, ‘‘ Why do you 

alfo tranfgrefs the commandment of God out of 

regard to your tradition ? For God commanded, 

faying, ‘* Honour thy father and mother * :” 

and ** Whofo curfeth father, or mother, let him 

« furely die +.”’ But ye affert ‘ that’ any ones 
mey fay to ‘his ’-father or mother, ‘ Ict that be’ 

a gift by which thou mightieft receive advantage 

from me; and he fhall not honour his father or 

his mother. And ‘ thus’ ye have invalidated the 

command of God through your tradition. O 

you hypocrites, well did Tfaiah { prophefy of 
you, faying, ‘* This people draweth near to me 

‘© with their mouth, and honoureth me with 

“ <their’ lips, but their heart is far eftranged 

“ from me. But in vain do they worfhip me, 

‘© while they teach doétrines ‘ that are’ mere 

“4 human injunctions.” 

And he called the multitude and faid unto1o 
them, ‘* Hear and underfland; not that which 
goeth into the mouth polluteth aman: but what 
proceedeth out of the mouth, this polluteth the 
man.” Then came his difciples and faid to him, 
‘* Knowelt thou that the Pharifces, who heard 
this faying, were offended?” But he anfwered 
and faid, ‘* very plantation, which my heavenly 
Father hath not planted, fhall be rooted up. Let 
them alone, they are blind guides of the blind : 
and if the blind ἴσα the blind, they will both. 
fall into a ditch.” But Peter anfwering faid un- 15 
to him, ‘* Explain to us this parable.” And 
yesus faid, ‘© Are ye alto ftill fo void of under- 
ftanding ? Do ye not yct perceive, that whatfo- 
cver entereth in at the mouth, goeth into the 
belly, and is thrown off into the vault? But the 
things which praceed out of the mouth, come 

: forth

ὙΧΙΧ, 1}, 
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forth from the heart, and thefe defile the man. 
For out ofthe heart proceed evil reafcnings, 
murders, adulterics, fornications, thefts, falfe 

zoreafonings, blafphemies. Thefe ‘are the things 
which pollute a man: but to eat with unwafhed 
hands doth not defile a man.” 


AND JESUS went out from thence, and with- 
drew to the coafts of Tyre and Sidon. And be- 
hold a -Canaanitifh woman came out of thofe 
coafts, and cried unto him, faying, ‘‘ Have 
mercy upon me, O Lord, thou fon of David; 
my daughter is grievoufly tormented by a demon.” 
But he anfwered her not aword. And his difci- 
ples came and intreated him, faying, ““ Difmifs 
her, for fhe crieth after us.” But he replying 
faid, ‘* ] am not fent but to the loft fheep of the 

25 houfe of Ifr.e’.’” Then fhe came and worfhipped 
him, faying, ‘* Lord, help me.’? But he an- 
fwered and faid, ““ It is not proper τὸ take the 
children’s bread, and throw it to the dogs.” 
And fhe faid, ‘* True, Lord; yet the dogs ext 
of the crumbs that fall from their mafter’s table.” 
‘Then jesus anfwering faid unto her, ‘* O wo- 
man, great is thy faith: Be it unto thee even as 
thou wilt??? And her daughter was cured even 
{rom that very hour. 


Anp jesus departed thence, and came near 
to the fea of Galilee: and he went up to a moun- 
getain and fate down there. And there came to 
him great multitudes, having with them perfons, 
who were lame, blind, dumb, ‘ or’ maimed, 
and many others; and they caft them at the feet 
of yesus, and he healed them: fo that the mul- 
titude was amazed, when they beheld the dumb 
{peaking ; the maimed made whole; the lame 
walking; and the blind feeing: and they glori- 

fied the God of Ifrael. . 
Thin 
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Then jesus called to him his difciples and 
faid, “41 have compaffion upon the-multitu te, 
becaufe they continue with me now three days, 
-nd have nothing to eat; and I will not fend 
them away falting, left they fhould faint on the 
road! And his difciples fay to him, ‘* Whence 
fhould we have fo much bread in the wildernefs, . 
as to fill fo great a multitude??? And jesus faith 
to them, ,“* How many loaves-have you?” And ° 
they faid, ““ Seven, and a few fmall fifhes.” 
And he commanded the multitude to fit down on 35 
the ground. And he took the feven loaves and 
the fifhes, and gave thanks and brake “ them,’ 
and gave to his difciples, and his difciples to the 
multitude. And they did all eat and were fatis- - 
fied : and they took up feven bafkets full of what 
remained over of the fragments. Now they that’ 
did eat were four thoufand men, befides women. 
and children. And he difmiffed the multitude, 
and took fhip, and came into the coafts of Mag- 
dala. 


Ann the Pharifees and Sadducees came, and -t- 
to try ‘him,’ defired him that he would fhew 
them ἃ fign from heaven. But he anfwering faid 
unto them, ‘* You fay in an evening, ‘ It will 
be’? fair weather, becaufe the fky is of a fiery 
red : and in the morning, ‘ It will be ᾽ tempef- 
tuous weather to-day, for the fky 15 red and low- 
ring. O ye hypocrites, you know how to dif. 
tinguifh the face of the heavens, and can you not 
‘diftinguifh ’ the figns of the times? An evil and 
adulterous generation demandeth a fign, and no 
fign fhall be given it, untefs it be the fign of the 
prophet Jonah.” And he left them and de- 
parted. 


Awnp when his difciples were come to the other 
fide, they had forgotten to take bread. And )ε- 
5 sus:

sus faid unto them, ‘‘ Be very cautioufly on your 
guard againft the leaven of the Pharifees and Sad- 
ducees.” And they debated among themfelves ; 
faying, ‘‘ Itis’ becaufe we have taken no bread.” 
Which when jesus perceived, he faid unto them, 
“Ὁ ye of. little faith, why do you debate with 
yourfelves, becaufe you have brought no bread ? 
Do ye not yet underftand, nor remember the five 
loaves of the five thoufand, and how many baf- 
1okets * ye took up? Neither the feven loaves of 
- the four thoufand, and how many bakkets ye took 
up. “ then?’ How 15 it that you do net under- 
ftand, that I did not fpeak to you concerning 
bread, ‘ but’ that you fhould be upon your guard 
againit the leaven of the Pharifees and Saddu- 
cees δ᾽ Then they underftood, that he did not 
charge them to beware of the leaven of bread, 
but of the dottrine of the Pharifees and Sad- 
ducces. 


Anxp when jesus came to the coafts of Cefarea 
Philippi, he afked his difciples, faying, “ Whom 
‘do men fay that I,. the Son of Man, am?” And 
they faid, ‘* Seme fay John the Baptift, fome 
Elijah, and others Jeremiah, or one of the pro- 

asphets.”” He faith to them, ‘* But whom co you 
fay that 1 am?” Simon Peter anfwered and faid, 
‘* Thou art the Mcfliah +, the Son of the living 
God.” And jesus replying faid unto him, 
«« Blefled art thou,, O Simon Bar-Jonas: for 
flefh and blood hath not revealed ‘it’ to thee, 
but. my Father in heaven. And I alfo fay to 
thee, ‘hou art indeed Peter 1, and upon this 
rock I will build nry church; and the gates of 
hell fhall not prevail againftit: and I will give 
unto thee the kcys cf the kingdom of heaven ; 
and whatfoever thou fhalt bind on earth, fhall 
a be 

* Or, panniers. + Or, Chrift; i.e. the

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he bound in heaven; and whatfoever thou fhalt 
leofe on earth, fhall be loofed in heaven.”? ‘Then29 
charged he his difciples, that they fhould tell no 
man that he was jesus the Meffiah. 


Now jesus from that time began to fhew his 
difciples, that he muft go to Jerufalem, and fuf- 
fer many things from the elders and chief priefts, 
and Scribes, and be put to death, and be railed 
again on the third day. Then Peter took him > 
* by the hand,’ and began to chide him, faying, 
“ΕἼ Mercy on thee *, O Lord! this fhall not be 
“dene ’ unto thee.’? But he turned and faid to 
Peter, “" Get thee behind me, Satzn, thou art 
a flumbling-block to me, for thcu doelt not re- 
gard + the things of God, but the things of men.” 
Then jesus fatd to his difciples, ‘* If any one 
is willing to come after me, let him deny him- 
felf, and take up his crofs and follow me. Forz§ 
whofoever would fave his life, fhall lofe it; and- 
whoever fhall lofe his life for my fake and the 
gofpel’s, will find it. For what would it profit 
aman, if he fhould pain the whole world, and - 
flould be punifhed with the lofs of his life ?- 
Or what will not a man give as a ranfom for his 
hife t? For the Son of Man fhall come in his Fa- 
ther’s glory, with his angels ; and then fhall he 
recompenfe every man according: to his actions. - 
Verily J fay unto you, there are fome of them ° 
who ftand here, that fhall not tafte of death till 
they have fcen the Son of Man coming in his - 
kingdom. 7 

Anp after fix days, yesus taketh Peter and-t 
James, and John his brother, and bringeth them 
up to a high mountain apart: and he was trans-> 
ficured in their prefence; and his face fhone like 
the fun, and his raiment became white as the ᾿ 

light. ! 

* Or, God ia mercy forbid! + Qr,: Grour of, . 
1 Or, foul, 
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light. And behold there appeared to them Mo- 
fes and Elijah talking with him. Then anfwered 
Peter and faid unto jesvs, “ Lord, it is delight- 
ful for us to be here: if thou pleafefk, Ict us 
make three tents here, one for thee, and one for 
'§ Mofes, and one for Elijah.” While he was yet 
fpeaking, behold ‘a bright cloud overfiadowed 
them, and lo! avoice out of the cloud, which 
faid, ‘* This is my beloved Son, in whom Τ ain 
well pleafed ; hear ye him.” And when the aif 
_ ciples heard ‘ this voice,’ they fell on their faces, 
and were excecdinely terrified. And jesus came 
and touched them, and faid, ““ Rife up, and be. 
not afraid.” And lifting up their eyes, they 
faw.no ‘ other’ perfon, but yEsus only. 

And as they came down from the mountain, 
jesus charged them, faying, ‘* Tell the vifion 
to no one, till the Son of Man be rifen agezin 

iofrom the dead.” And his difciples afked him, 
faying, ‘* Why then do the Scribes fav, that Eli- 
jah muft firftcome.” And jesus replying, faid 
unto them, ““ Indeed Elijah doth firft come, and 
fhall regulate all things. But I fay unto you, 
that Elijah is come already, and they did not 
know him, but have treated him jut as they 
pleafed: Thus tikewife fhall the Sen of Man fuf- 
fer by them.” Then the diiciples uncerftocd, 
that he fp.ke to them concerning John the 
Baptift. 

Ano when they were come to the multitude, 

there came to him a ‘certain’ man, knecling 
15 down to him, and faying, ‘© O Lerd, have com- 
pafen on my fon, for he is a lunatic, and erie- 
voufly tormented, for he often falleth into the 
fire, and often into the water: and Τ brought 
him to thy difciples, and they could not cure 
him.” Then jesus faid'in reply, ‘* O tncredu- 
lous and perverfe generation, how long fhail I be 
with you? how long fhall endure you? ue 
im 
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him hither to me.’? And jesus rebuked the de- 
mon, and he departéd out of jim. And the child 
was well from that very hour. 

Then came the difciples to yesus apart, and 
faid, ‘* Why could not we caft him outi”? And 20 
yesus faid unto them, ‘* Becaule of your unbe- 
lief; for verily I fay unto you, If you had “ but 
as much ’ faith as a grain of muftard-feed, you 
might fay to this mountain, ‘* Remove from this 
place to that,” and it fhould remove; and no- 
thing would be impoffible to you. But as for 
this’ (πὰ, ‘it’ goeth not forth without prayer 
and falling.” 


Anp while they contined in Galilee, jesus 
faid unto them, ‘* ‘The Son of Man fhall be:be- 
trayed into the hands of men: and they fhall put 
him to death; but he fhall be raifed again en the 
third day.” And they were exceeding forry. 

Anp when they were come to Capernaum, the 

collectors of the tribute came to Peter and faid, 
‘* Doth not your mafter pay the tribute?” He 25 
faith, ‘© Yes.” And when he came into the 
houfe, yesus prevented hiin, and faid, “ What 
is thy opinion * Simon? Of whotn do the kings 
of the earth receive cuftom or tribute ? of their 
own fons, or of ftrangers?” Peter faith to Lim, 
“* Of flrangrers.””) Jusus faid to him, “ Then 
the fons are free.” Neverthelefs, that we may not 
cfrend ¢ them, go to the fea, and throw in a 
hook, and take the firft hth that cometh up; and 
when thou ἢ: {t opened its mouth, thou fhalt find 
a ftater {: take that, and give ‘ it? them for thee 
and mie. 

Ar the fame time the difciples came to jesus, “He 
faying, ‘ Who is the greateft in the kingdom of 

heaven?” 

* Or, What thinkef thou ? t Or; be a flumbling- 
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heaven?” And jesus having called to him a 
little child, fet him in the midit of them, and 
faid, ‘* I affuredly declare to you, except ye be 
converted, and become like little children, ye 
fhall by no means enter into the kingdom of hea- 
ven. Whoever therefore fhall humble himielf, 
as this little child, he is the greateft in the king- 

§dom of heaven. And whoever fhail entertain 
one fuch little child in my name, entertuineth 
me. But whoever fhall occafion the fiumbling 
of one of thefe little ones, who believe in me, it 
were better for him that a mill-ftone fhculd be 
hanged about his neck, and he be drowned in the 
depth of the fea. 

“γος unto the world becaufe of ‘fach’ cffences 
[or * fcandals:] for it is unavoidable that of- 
fences for fcandals] come ; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence [or fcandal] cometh. Where- 
fore if thy hand or thy foot caufe thee to fall, cut 
them off, and caft ¢ them’ from thee: it is bet- 
ter for thee to enter into life lame or maimed, 

_ than having two hands or two feet, to be catt 
into eternal fire. And if thine eye caufe chee to 
fall, tear it out and caft it away from thee: it is 
better for thee to enter life with ‘ but’ one eyc, 
than heving two eyes, to be thrown into hcli- 

Jcfire. Vake heed that you defpife not one of thefe 
Jittle ones: for I fay unto you, that their angels 
in heaven do inceflantly benold the face of my 
heavenly Father. ᾿ 

‘« For the Son of Man came to fave that which 
was loft, What think ye? Ifaman had an hun- 
dred fheep, and one of them fhould wander, 
would he not leave the ninety-nine on the moun- 
tains, and go out to feek that which is gone 
aftray ? And if he happen to find it, 1 afluredly 
fay unto you, that it will give him more joy, 
than the ninety-nine, which had not wandered. 

. Even 
* Or, ftumbliog-blocks. 
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Even fo it is not the will of your heavenly Father, 
that one of thefe little ones fhould be loft. 

“© And if thy brother fin againft thee, go and15 
reprove him, between thee and him alecne: If 
he will hear thee thou hatt pained thy brother. 
But if he will not Jilten, take with thee one or 
two more; that in the mouth of two or three 
witnefles every word may be eflablithed. But if 
he difregard them, tell it to the church ; and if 
he difregard the church, let him be to thee as an 
heathen or « publican. Venly I fay unto you, 
whatfoever ye fhall bind on earth, fhall be bound 
in heaven; and whatfoever ye fhall loofe on 
earth, fhall be loofed in heaven. Further I fay 
unto you, that if two of you fhall agree together 
on earth, concerning any thing which they fhall 
afk, it fhall be done for them by my Father in 
heaven. For where two or three are aflembled in 20 
my name, 1 am there in the midit of them.” 

Then came Peter to hin, and faid, ‘* Lord, 
how often muft I forgive my brother, 1f he offend 
acainft me? until feven times??? Jesus faith to 
him, ‘‘ I do not fay to thee till feven times, but 
ull feventy times feven. For this reafon the 
kingdom of heaven may be likened to a certain 
king, who was determined to fettle an account 
with his fervants. And when he began to rec- 
kon, there was brought unto him one, who owed 
him ten thoufand talents”, And as he had no-2¢5 
thing to pay, his lord commanded him to be fold, 
and his wife and children, and all that he had, 
and payment tobe made. ‘The fervant therefore. 
falling down, proftrated himfelf at his fect, and 
fail, ** Lord, have patience with me, and I will 

ἂν thee 4}1. Then the lord of that fervant be- 
ing melted with compaffion difcharged him, and 
forgave him the debt. But as that fervant went 
out, he met one of his fellow-fervants, who owed 
him 

* A talent is 751b, of Gilver, 
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him an hundred pence * ; and laying held on 
him by the throat, he faid, * Pay me that, which 
thou oweft.”” And his fellow-fervant fell down 
at his feet, and intreated him, faying, ““ Have 

30 patience with me, and I will pay thee all.” And 
he would not, but went and caft him-into prifon, 
till he fhould pay the debt. And when his fel- 
low-fervants faw what paffed, they were exceed- 
ingly grieved, and came and gave their lord an 
exact account of the whole matter. Then his 
lord having called him, faid unto him, “* Thou 
wicked flave, I forgave thee all that debt becaufe 
thou didit intreat ‘ my pity :’ fhouldft not thou 
alfo have had compaffion on thy fellow-fervant, 
even as I had compiflion on thee??? And his lord 
being ‘juftly ’ incenfed, delivered him to the tor- 
turers, till he fhould pay all that was due to him. 

35 Thus alfo will my heavenly Father deal with you, 
if you do nct every one from your hearts forgive 
his brother huis trefpafies.”’ 


“ Απὰ it came to pafs that when yesus had fi- 
nifhed theie difcourfes, he departed from Gali- 
lee, and came into the borders of Judea beyond 
Jordan. And great multitudes followed him, 
and he healed them there. And the Pharifees 
came to him, tempting him, and faying unto 
him, ““ Is it lawful for a man to put away his 
‘wife for every cauie?” And he-faid to them in 
‘reply, ““ Have ye not read, that the Creator 
from the beginning made them male and fe- 

sgmale ¢? and faid, ‘* For this caufe fhall a man 
‘«¢ leave father and mother, and fhall adhere to 
“© his wife, and they two fhall be one fleth {.” 
So that they are no longer two, but one fleih. 
What God therefore has yoked together, let not 
man feparate.”’ They fay unto him, ‘* Why

Elis difciples fay unto him, ‘* If this bere 
the cafe between a mau and his wife, it is not ex- 
pedient to marry.”’ | But he faid to them, * All 
men cannot receive. this faying +, but ‘ only they.’ 
to whom itis given: (for there are " fome’ eu- 
nuchs, who were borm fo from their mother’s 
womb: and there are " fome’ eunuchs, who were 
made eunuchs by men: and there are ‘ fome’ 
eunuchs, who have made themfelves eunuchs on 
account of the kingdom of heaven:) He, that is 
able to receive ‘ this faying,’ let him receive it.” 

Then were brought unto him little children, 
that he might lay his hands upon them, and pray : 
and the difciples rebuked them, But jesus faid, 
‘¢ Suffer the little children, and forbid them not 
to come unto ine, tor of fuch is the kingdom of 
heaven.” And having laid his hands upon them, 15 
he departed thence. 

Anxp bchold one came, and faid unto him, 
*¢ Good matter, what good thing fhall I do that 
Τ m:y have eternal life’? And he faid to him, 
‘© Why doft thu cail me good? none is good 
but one, ‘ even’ God. But if thou. art deter- 
mincd to enter into lite, keep the command- 
ments,” He faith to him, ““ Which?” Jesus 
fan, © ¢ Thou fhalt net kill; ‘Lhouw fhalt noe 
** commit adultery ; Thou thalt not fteal ; Thou 
‘© fhalt not bear falfe witnefs ; Hcnour thy father 

and 


* Deut. xxiv. r, i.e. that it is not expedient 
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““ and thy mother; and Thou fhalt love thy neigh- 

20 ““ bour as thyfelf “." The young man faith to 
him, ‘* I have obferved all thefe from my youth; 
what do J] further need” Jesus faid unto him, 
“4 If thou wilt be perfedt, go, fell what thou 
halt, and give to the poor; and thou fhalt have 
treafure in heaven: and come, ‘ and’ follow πιο.» 
But when the young man heard that faying, he 
went away forrowful, for he had great pof- 
feffions.. 

Then faid jesus to his difciples, ““ Verily I 
{ay unto you, that a rich man will hardly + enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. And 1 fay to you 
again, itis eafier for a camcl to 1 go through the 
eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter in- 

z5to the kingdom of God.” And when his difci- 
ples heard ‘ this,’ they were exceedingly amazed, 
faying, ““ Who then can be faved?” But jesus 
looking on them, faid to them, ‘* With men it 
is impoflible, but all things ‘are poflible with 
'God.”’ 

Then anfwered Peter ard faid unto him, * Be- 
hold we have forfaken ali and followed thee ; 
what fhall we therefore have?” And sesus faid 
to them, ‘* Verily I fay unto you, that you, 
who have followed me in the renovation, when 
the Son of Man fhall fit on the throne of his 
glory, you alfo fhall fit upon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Ifrael. And every 
one that hath left houfes, or brothers, or filters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands for my name’s fake, fhall receive an hun- 
dred fold, and fhall inherit everlafting life. 

o ‘* But many ‘ who are’ frit fhall be laft, ‘and 

“tthe laft * fhall be’ firft. For the kingdom of 

heaven is like a man that was the matter of a fa- 

mily, who went early.in the morning to hire la- 

| bourers 

ΟΝ Lev. xix. 18, + Or, with diffeulty, q Or, 
according to fome expohitors, ‘cable-rope. 
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bourers for his vineyard. And having agreed 
with the labourers for a penny * 2 day, he fent 
them into his vineyard, And going out about 
the third hour ¢, he faw otkers ftanding unem- 
ploved in the market; aud he faid to them, 
ἐς Go ye alfo into the vineyard, and whatfoever 
is reafonable 1 1 will give you.” And they 
wentaway. Again going out about the fixth and 5 
ninth hours ||, he did the fame. And about the 
eleventh hour § going out he found others flanding 
nnemployed, and he faith to them, ‘* Why do ye 
ftand here the whole day unemployed?” ‘T’hey 
fay unto him, ““ Becaufe no one hath hired us.” 
He faith to them, ‘* Go ye alfo into the vineyard, 
and whatfoever is reafonable 4, you fhail re- 
ceive.” Now when the evening was come **, 
the lord of the vineyard faith to his fteward, 
‘« Call the labourers, and pay them their wages, 
beginning from the laft ‘ hired,’ even to the firit.” 
And when they came who ‘ were hired’ about 
the eleventh hour, they each received a penny. 
So when the firft came, they reckoned that they 10 
fhould have received more; but they alfo received 
every oneapenny. And when they had received 
‘it,’ they murmured againit the mafter of the 
houfe, and faid, ‘* Truly thefe laf have labour- 
ed but one hour, and thou haft made them cqual 
to us, who have borne the burden, and heat of 
the day.” But he anfwered, and faid to one of 
them, ‘* Friend, I do not injure thee ; didft not 
thou agree with me fora penny? Take what 15 
thine and be gone; for I will give to this laft 
even as to thee. And indeed, is it not lawful τς 
for me to do what I wil) with mine own? Is thine 


D eye 
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eye evil, becaufe I am good?’ Thus the ἰδῇ 
{hall be δι, and the firft lah: for many are 
-called, but few chofen.” 


And jesus going up to Jerufalem, took the 
twelve difciples apart by the way, and faid to 
them, ‘* Behold, we are going up to Jerufalem, 
.and the Son of Man fhall be delivered up to the 
chief priefts and feribes, and they fhall condemn 
him to death, and fhall deliver him up to the 
“Gentiles, to mock, and to fcourge, and to cru- 
cify ‘ him;’? and on the third day he fhall rife 
again.” 

29 6 Then the mother of Zebedee’s children * came 
to him with her foas, worfhipping + ‘ him,’ and 
defiring a certain ‘ favour’ of him. And he faid 

ἡ to her, ‘* What wouldeft thou ?” ‘She faith unto 
him, ““ Grant that thefe my two fons may fit, 
the one on thy right-hand, andthe other at thy 
left, in thy kingdom.”’ But jesus faid in reply, 
** You know not what you afk: are you able to 

_@rink of the cup, of which I am about to drink, 
and to be baptized with the baptifm, with which 
I am ‘ to be’ baptized?” They fay to him, 

. “Ὁ We areable.” And he faith unto them, ‘‘ You 

:fhall indeed drink of my cup, and be baptized 
with the baptifm, with which 1 am haptized : 

but to fit on my right-hand, and on my left, is 
not mine to give, but ‘ to thofe’ for whom it is 
prepared by my Father.” And when the ‘ten 
heard “ of it,’ they were moved with indignation 
agagaintt the two brethren. But jesus called them 
to him, and faid, ““ You know that the princes 
of the heathen ‘ nations’ 1 lord it over them ; 
and ‘ their’ preat men exercife authority upon 
them. But it fhall not be fo among you: but 
whofoever would be great among you, let os 
δ 

* James and John. t+ Or, doing ckeifance to, 
+ Or, governors of the Gentiles, ὶ 
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be your minifter ; and whofoever would be chief 
among you, let him be your fervant: even as the 
Son of Man came not to be waited upon, but to 
ferve ‘ others,’ and to give his life a ranfom for 
many.” : ᾿ 

Anp as they were going from Jericho, a great 
multitude followed him. And behold two blind30 
men, who fate by the way-fide, when they heard — 
that yesus was paffing by, cried out, faying, 
“¢ Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou fon of Da- 
vid.” And the multitude rebuked them, that 
they fhould be filent; but they cried out the 
more, ‘* Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou fon 
of David.” And jesus ftood ftill, and called 
them, and faid, ““ What do you defire that ¥ 
fhould do for you?” They fay to hin, ‘* Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened.” Then jesus had 
compaffion on them, and touched their eyes; and 
immediately their eyes received fight, and they 
followed him. 


And when-they drew nigh to Jerufalem, and-® 
were come to Bethphage, at tie mount of Olives, 
then jesus fent two difciples, feying to them, 
“(ὁ into the village over-againft you; and im; 
mediately you fhall find a the afs and a colt with 
her; untie and bring ‘them’ tome. And if any 
man fay any thing unto you, ye fhall fay, “© The 
Lord hath need of them :” and he will immedi- 
ately fend them.” Now all this was done, that 
it might be accomplifhed which was fpoken by 
the prophet faying, ‘¢ Tell ye the daughter οἷς 
* Sion, Behold, thy king cometh unto thee 
κε meek, and fittitig-upon an afs ; yea, 4 upon’® 
"a colt the foal of an afs*.’” And the difciples 
went and did as yesus commanded them, and 
brought the afs and the colt; and they threy 
their mantles upon them +, and fet ‘him’ thera 

Ὁ. 2. χὰ on, 
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on. And a very great multitude fpread their 
mantles in the way; others cut down branches 
frcm the trees and itrewed ‘ them’ in the way. 
And the mulutudes that went before, and fol- 
lowed, cried, faying, ‘* Hofannch * to the fon 
ef David! Blefled be he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord! Hofannah in the higheit !” 

10 6©And as he made his entrance into Jerufalem, 
the whole city was in a commotion, faying, 
© Who is this?” And the multitude (διά, 
‘¢ This 15 yesus the prophet, of Nazareth in 
Galilee.” 


And jesus went into the temple of Ged, and 
drave out all them that fold and bought in the 
temple, and overthrew the tables of the exchangers 
-of money +. and the feats of them that fold 
doves {7 : and he faid to them, ‘‘ It is written, 
** My houfe fhall be called a hcuwfe ef prayer |i :” 
but ye have made it aden of rebbers.”? And the 
biind and the lame came to him in the temple, and 

ashe healed them. But when the chief prieits and 

~ foribes beheld the wonders he performed, and 
the children crying out in the temole and faying, 
‘¢ Hofannah to the fon of David!” they were 
filled with indignation, and faid to him, ““ οί 
thou hear what thefe fay?” And jesus faith to 
them, ‘* Yes: have ye never read, ‘* Out of the 
** mouths of babes and fuckiings thou haft per- 
«« fected praife § 7" And he left them, and went 
eut of the city to Bethany, and lodged there. 

Now in the morning, as he returned into the 
city, he was hungry. And feeing cn the way a 
fingle fig-tree, he went toit: and he found no- 

thing

And when the difciples faw ‘ it,’ they wondered, 20 
faying, ‘© How foon is the fig-thee withered. 
away??? Jzsus anfwering, faid τὸ them, ‘* At- 
furedly I fay unto ycu, if ye have faith, and do 
net doubt, ye fall not only do this * ef tke fy- 
tree; but alfoif ye fhall fay tc this meuntam, 
‘© Be thou removed, and be thou thrown into 
the fea;”’ it thall be done: and all things, what- 
ever ye fhall afk in prayer, believing, ye fhall 
receive,” 

Anv when he was come into the temple, the 
chief priefts and the elders of the people came to 
him as he was teaching, and faid, ‘* By what au- 
thority doe& thou thefe things? and who gave 
thee chis authority??? And sesus anfwered and 
faid to them, ‘ I alfo will atk yeu one thing, 
which if ye tell me, I will lkewife tell you by 
what authority 1 do thefe things, The baptifm2g 
of John, whence was it? from heaven, or of 
meni”? And they reafoned among themfelves,. 
faying, “ If we thall fay, From heaven, he will 
fay to us, Why aid ye not then believe him? But 
if we fhall fay, Of men, we fear the people, for 
all mien cilezm John as a prophet.” And they 
anfucred yrsus, and fid, ‘© We cannot tell,” 
Amu be fuid to them, “5 Neither do I tell you b 
wit authouty Edo theie inings. But what Rink 
youf A man had two fons; and coming to the 
firit he fad, ‘* Son, go werk to day in my vine- 
yard.” Aud be anfwered, and faid, “ I will 
not:’’ But afterwards he repented, and went. 
And he came to the fecond, and faid in the fame 30 
manner. Anc he anfwered, and faid, ‘* Sir, 1 
‘am.’ going:” yet he went not. Which of the 
two did the will of his father?’ They fay to him, 

Dp ‘¢ The 
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‘¢ The firft.” Jesus faith to them, « Verily, 
I fay unto you, that the publicans and common 
proftitutes lead you the way into the kingdom of 
God. For John came unto you in the way of 
righteoufnefs, and you believed him not; but 
the publicans and harlots believed him. And ye 
when ye faw ¢ it’ did not afterwards repent, ‘ fo 
as’ to believe him. : 

‘© Hear another parable. There was a certain 
mafter of a family, who planted a vineyard, and 
made a hedge round it, and digged ‘a place for’ 
a wine-prefs in it, and built a tower, and let it 
out to hufbandmen, and took a journey for a long 
tine intoa diftant country. And ‘at the feafon ’ 
when the time of the fruit approached, he fent 
his fervants to the hufbandmen, that he might 

35receive the fruics of it, And the hufbandmen 
feized his fervants, and beat one, and flew ano- 
ther, and ftoned another. And he fent again 
other fervants, more than the firft: they did the 
fame unto them. But lat of all he fent his fon 
to them, faying, ‘* They will reverence my fon.” 
Rut when the huibandmen faw the fon, they faid 
among themfelves, ‘* This is the heir, come, let 
us ΚΙ] Kim, and feize on his inheritance.” And 
they fcized ‘ him,’ and caft him out of the vine- 
40yard, and flew ‘ him.’ When therefore the lord 
of the vineyard cometh, what will he do to thofe 
hefbancdmen?” They fey unto him, ““ He will 
mniferably * deftroy thofe wretches, and will Ict 
out the vineyard to other hufbandmen, who fhall 
render him the fruits in their feafcns.” Jesus 
faith unto them, ** Did ye never read in the fcrtp- 
tures, “ The ftone which the builders refufed, 
«« the fame is become the head of the corner : 
‘© this is the Lord’s doing, and it is wonderful 
“4 in our eyes +.”? For this reafon I fay unto 
you, that the kingdom of God fhall be taken 
‘away.

away from you, and given to ἃ nation which fhall 
bring forth the fruits thereof. And whofoever 
fhall fall upon this ftone fha]l be broken: But on 
whomfoever it fhall fall, it fhall grind him to 
owder *.”” And when the chief prieits and Pha- 45 
risees had heard his parables, they perceived that 
he fpake of them. But when they fought to lay 
hands on him, they feared the people, becaule 
they efteemed him as a prophet. 


And sesuz anfwered and fpake to them again-%: 
in parables, faying, ‘* The kingdom of heaven 
is like a man ‘ that was’ aking, who madea 
marriage-feat for his fon; and he fent his fer-- 
vants to call thofe, who had been invited, to the 
nuptial banquet. But they would not come. 
Again he fent other fervants, faying, Tell them 
that were invited, ‘* Behold I have prepared my 
dinner ; my oxen and fatted beafts are ilain, and 
all things are ready : comg to the marriage-feaft.” 
But not regarding ‘ it,’ they went away, one tos. 
his field, and another to his merchandife: And 
the reft laying hold on his fervants, infulted and 
flew ‘them.’ And when the king heard ‘of it,’ 
he was provoked ; and having fent his armies, 
he deftroyed thofe murderers, and. burnt their 
city. Then he faith to his fervants, “ The mar- 
riage-feat is prepared; but they who were in- 
vited were not worthy: go ye therefore to the 
public ways, ‘and invite as many as you find to 
the wedding-banquet.”? And thofe fervants went 10 
out into the ‘ public’ ways, and affembled all 
that they met with, whether bad or good: And 
the fealt was abundantly fupplied with guefts, 
But the king coming in to view the guelts, faw 
a man there not clothed with a wedding-garment : 
and he faid to-‘him, ‘* Friend, how camett thou: 
in hither, not having a wedding-parment?’? And

he was ttrack fpcechlefs. Then the king faid τὸ 
‘his’? fervants, “" Bind his hands and teet, and 
take him away and cait him into the darknels 
which 15 without: there fhall be wecping and 
gnafhing of the teeth. For many are culled, but 
few choilen.” 
ις ‘Phen the Phartfees went and took counfel how 
they micht infnare hin in ‘his’ difeourfe. And 
they fent out to him their difciples, with the He- 
rodians, faying, ‘ Matter, we know that thou 
art true, and teacheft the way of God in truth, 
neither careft thou fcr any man, for thou regardeit 
not the perfon of men: tell us therefore What 
thinkeit thou? Is it lawful to pay tribute to Cz- 
far, or not?” But yesus perceived their wick- 
edners, and faid, “" Ye hypocrites, why do ye 
τε ρὲ me? Shew me the tribute-money.” And 
2othey brought himapenny *. And he faith ta 
them, ‘* Whofe is this image and infcription ?” 
They jay to him, ‘* Qefar’s.” Then faith he 
_wnto them, ‘* Render therefore to Cefar the 
things which are Cafar’s; and to God the things 
which are God’s.”” When they had heard ¢ his 
anfwer ’ they admired. And they left him, and 
went away. 

The fame day came to him the, Sadducces, 
who’ fay that there is no re‘urrection, and afked 
him, faying, ‘‘ Mafter, Mofes faid that if aman 
die, having no children, his brother fhould marry 

25 his wife, and raife up feed to his brother +. Now 
there were with us feven brethren, and the frit 
when he had married a wife died, and having 
had no children, Jeft his wife to his brother. 
Alfo the cond in Hike manner; and the third ; 
«and foon’ to the feventa; and lait of all the 
woman alfo died. Inthe rcfurrection therefore, 
whofe wife fhall the be of the feven? for a Ha

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μα] μεν. Jesus anfwered, and faid to them, 
‘© Ye are miftaken, not knowing the fcriptures, 
nor the power of God. For in the refurrection 30 
they neither marry, nor are given in marriage ;. 
but are as the angels of God in heaven. But as. 
for the refurrection of the dead, have ye not read: 
what was fpoken to you by God, faying, ‘‘ J am 
the God of Abraham, and the God of πᾶς, and 
the God of Jacob *:” God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living.”? And when the multi- 
tude heard ‘ this,’ they were aftonifhed at his 
doctrine. 

But when the Pharifees: heard that he had fi- 
Ienced the Sadducees, they were gathered toge- 
ther: And one of them ‘ who was’ a Dottor3s 
of the Law, afked ‘ him” a quettion to make 
trial of him, and faid, ‘* Mafter, which ‘is’ the 
grcat commandment in the law?” And jesus 
faid unto him, ‘* Thou fhalt love the Lord thy 
“* God with all thine heart, and with all thy 
foul, and with all thy mind +.” This is the 
firftt and great commandment. And the fecond 
is like unto it, ** ‘Thou fhalt love thy neighbour 
“as thyfelf 1, Upon thefe two commandments 4@ 
depend all the law and the prophets.” . 

While the Pharifees were gathered together, 
yesus afked.them, faying, ‘* What think ye con- 
cerning the Mefliah? Whofe fon is he?” They 
fay unto him, ‘* The fon’ of David.?? He faith 
unto them, ‘* How then doth David by the Spi- 
ritcall him Lord, faying, ‘* The Lord faid unto 
‘© my Lord, Sit thou-on my right-hand, till I. - 
«* inake thine enemies thy foot-ftool |j..’ ΙΓ Da-45 
vid then call him: Lord, how is he his fon??? And 
no man could anfwer him a word, neither did 
any one prefume from that day forward to afk 
him any inore queflions, © ae

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‘t+ Then fpake jesus to the multitude and to his 
difciples, faying, ** The Scribes and the Phari- 
fees fitin the chrair of Mofes: All therefore what- 
foever they fhall charge you to obferve, obferve 
and do; but pradtife not according to their 
works: forthey fay, but do not praétife. For 
they bind grievous and infupportable burdens, 
and lay ‘them’ -on mens fhoulders; but they 
* themfelves ’-will not move them with a finger of 

Stheirs. And all their works they do to be viewed 
by men: they make their phylacteries * broad, 
and make the fringes of their garments large, and 
love the uppermoft places at feafts, and the highet 
feats in the fynagogue, and falutaticns in the 
markets, and to be called by men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 

1oBut be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your maf- 
ter, ‘ even ’ Chrift, and ye all are brethren. 
And call not any one on earth your Father +; for 
one ts your Father, ‘even’ he in heaven. Nei- 
ther be ye called Mafters ; for one is your Maf- 
ter, ‘even’ Chrift. But he that is greateft among 
you fhall be your fervant. And whofocver fhalk 
exalt himfelf, fhall be abafed; and whofoever 
fhall-humble himfelf, fhal]l be exaltcd. 

‘¢ But woe unto you, ye Scribes and Pharifees, 
hypocrites! for ye fhut up the kingdom of hea- 
ven againft men: for ye neither go in yourfelves, 
nor permit them that are gees % togoin. Woe 
Minto you, ye Scribes and Pharifeesy hypocrites ! 
for ye devour the houfes of widows, and for a 
‘pretence make long prayers; therefore fhall ye 

I5receive preater damnation. Woe unto you, ye 

: Scribes and Pharifees, hypocrites! for ye com- 
pafs the fea and the land to make one profelyte 3 
an

‘¢ Woe unto you, ye Scribes and Pharifees,: - 
hypocrites! for ye tithe mint, and anife, and 
cummin, and have neeleéted the weighticr mat- 
ters of the Jaw, juftice, and mercy, and fidelity : 
thefe ye ought to have practifed, and not to have 
omitted the others. Ye blind guides, who ftrain 
cutagnat {, and fwallow down acamel. Woe Σὺ 
into you, ye Scrites and Pharifees, hypocrites ! 
for ye cleanle the outfide of the cup, and the 
difh ; but the inner parts are full of rapine and ' 
intemperance. Thou blind Pharifee! firft cleanfe 
the infide of the cup and of the difh; that the 
‘outhde of them may be clean alfo. Woe unto 
you, ye Scribes and Pharifces, hypocrites! for ye 
refemble whited fepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful without, but within are full of the bones 
of the dead, and of all uncleannefs. Even fo ye 
alfo do indeed outwardly appear righteous unto

sthe hot countries they pafs their liquors through a ἄγαμος, 
On account of the infedls, 
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men, but within ye are full of hypocrily and ini- 
quity. Woe unto you, ye Scribes and Pharifees, 
hypecrites! for ye build the fepuichyes of the 
prophets, and adorn the mormuments of: the righ+@ 
3cteous, and fay, ‘‘ If we had been in the days of 
our fathers, we would not have been partakers 
with them in the blood of the prophets. So that 
you bear witnefs to yourfelves * that you are the 
fons of thofe that murdered the prophets. Anddo 
γ" ‘then’ fill up the meafure of your fathers +. 
e ferpents, ye brood of vipers, how can ye 
efcape the damnation of hell? Therefore behold 
I fend unto you prophets, and wife inen, and 
{cribes ; and ‘ fome’ of them ye will kill, and 
crucify, and ‘fome’ of them ye will fcourge in 
your fynegogues, and perfecute from city to city: 
35 that upon you may come all the righteous bicod 
which hath bcen poured forth on the earth, ‘rcra 
the blood of Abel that righteous man, to the biood 
of Zechariah the fon of Barachiah, whom ye mur- 
dered between the temple and the altar. Veruy 
I fay unto you, all thefe things thall come on 
this generauon. O Jerufalem! Jerufalem! ‘inouw’ 
that killeft the prophets, and ftonet them that are 
fent unto thee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children tcgether, even asa hen gathereth 
her chickens together under ‘ her’ wings, and 
‘yet’ ye would not? Behold your houle is left 
defolate to you. Forl fay unto you, Hencefcrth 
ye fhall not fee me, till ye fhall fay, ‘* Bleiled 
‘is’ he that cometh in the name of the Lord.” 


+ And jEsus going out, departed from the tem- 
ple: Ard his difciples came τὸ “ him’ to thew 
him the buildings of the temple: And j:sus faid 
unto them, ‘‘ Do ye not fee all thefe things ? 
Verily I fay unto you, There fhall not be left one 

{tone 
* You approve yourfelves their genuine offspring by being, 
like them. C, + Of your fathers fins. 
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flone upon another, that fhall not be demolifhed.” 
And as he fate upon the mount of Olives, the 
difciples came to lum privately, faying, ‘* Tell 
us when thefe things fhall happen: and what 
‘fhall be’ the fign of thy coming, and of the 
end of the age?”? And jesus an{wering, faid to 
‘them, “ See “τὸ it’ that no man deceive you ; 
for many thall come in my name, faying, ** I5 
am the Mefliah *;” and fhall deceive many. 
Ye fliall hear of wars, and rumours of wars: See 
that ye be not troubled: for all “ thefe things ’ 
muft come to pafs, but the end is not yet. For 
pation fhall rife up againft nation, and kingdom 
againft kingdom, and there fhall be famines, and 
peltilences, and earthquakes in various places : 
(all thefe things ‘ are’ the beginning of forrows :) 
then fhail they deliver you up to be affiidted, and 
fhall kill you: And ye fhall be hated by all na- 
tions for my name’s fake. And many fhall then 10 
be offended, and fhall betray one another, and 
hate one anpther. And many falfe prophets fhall 
arife, and fall deceive many. And becaufe ini- 
quity fall abound, the love of many will grow 
cool. But he who endureth to the end, thall be 
faved. And this gofpel ef the kingdom fhail -be 
preached in all the world for a witnefs to all na- 
tions, and then fhall the end come. When there-15 
fore ye fliall fee the abomination of defolation, 
{poken of by Daniel the prophet +, get up in 
the holy place (let every one that readeth, under- 
ftand) then let them that are in Judea, flee to the 
mountains, Let not him that is on the top of 
the houfe, come down to take any thing ont of 
his houfe ¢: Neither let him who is in the field, 
return back to take his clothes. And woe to 
them that are with child, and to them that give 
fuck in thofe days! But pray ye that your Aight 20 
be

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be not in the winter, nor on a fabbath-dzy *. For 
then fhall be great tribulation, fuch as never was 
from the beginning of the world to this time ξ: 
no, nor ever fhall be. And except thole days 
fhould be fhortened, there could no flefh be faved : 
but for the eleéts fake thofe days fhall be fhort- 
ened. If any one fhall then fay to you, ‘* Be- 
hold, the Meffiah ‘is’ here! or behold ‘ he is ” 
there "ἢ do not believe it. For there fhall arife 
falfe Meffiahs, and falfe prophets, and fhall 
fhew great figns and prodigies, fo as, if “ it 

25 were’ pofiible, to deceive the very elect. Be- 
hold, I have.told you ‘ this’ beforehand. There- 
fore if they fhall fay unto you, ‘* Behold he is in 
the wildernefs,”’ do not go forth ; ‘ or’ “" Behold 
* he is’ an the fecret apartments,” do not believe 
‘it.’ For as the lightning breaketh forth from 
the eat, and fhimeth even to the weft, fo alfo 
fhall the coming of the Son of Man be: for 
wherefoever the carcafe is, there will the eagles 
be gathered together. Immediately after the af- 
fliction of thofe days, the fun fhall be darkened, 
and the moon fhall not give her light; and the 
ftars fhall fall from heaven, and the powers of 

gcothe heavens fhall be fhaken. And then fhall ap- 
pear the fign of the Son of Man in heaven ; and 
all the tribes of the land fhall then mourn, and 
they fhall fee the Son of Man, coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great glory. 
And he fhall fend his meffengers wich the great 
found of atrampet, and they fhall affemble his 
ele& from the four winds, from one end of the 
heavens to the other. 

‘© Now learn a parable + from the fig-tree. 
When its branch is now hecome tender, and 
patteth forth leavés, ye know that fummer is 
near; fo likewife when ye ‘fhall fee all thefe 

things, 
_ © When the roads are bad, or the journies obtiged to be 
Short, t+ A parable taken frouf the fig-tree, 
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things, know that he is near *, ‘even’ at the 
doors. Verily 1 fay unto you, This generation 
fhall not pafs away, until all thefe things be ful- 
filled. Heaven and earth fhall pafs away, but3z¢ 
my words fhall not pafs away. But of that day 
ond hour no one knoweth, no not the angels of 
heaven, but my Father only. But as ¢ the days 
of Noah, fo alfo fhall the coming of the Son of 
Man be. For as in the days which were before 
the deluge, they were eating and drinking, mar-. 
rying and giving in marriage, until the day that 
Noah entered into the ark, and knew not till the 
deluge came and bore them all away; fo alfo 
thall the coming of the Son of Man be. 

<< T'wo men fhall then be in the field, the one 40 
fhall be feized, and the other difmiffed: Two 
‘women fhall be’ grinding at the mill, the one 
fall be feized, and the other difmiffed. Watch 
therefore, for ye know at what hour your Lord 
doth come: But this ye know, that if the mafter 
of a houfe had known in what watch { the thief 
would come, he would have watched; and would 
not have fuffered his houfe to be broke open. 
‘herefore be ye alfo ready; for at an hour 
avhen ye think not, the Son of Man cometh. 
Who now is the faithful and prudent fervant, 45 
whom his lord hath appointed ruler over bis houf- 
held, to give them their food in ἀπε feafon? 
Happy ‘is’ that fervant whom his Lord when 
he cometh, fhall find thus employed. Verily 1 
fay unto you, that he will make him Ruler of al 
his cate. But if that wickéd fervant fhall fay 
in his heart, ** My Lord delaveth his coming,” 
and fall begin to beat his fellow-fervants, and 
to eat and drink with the drunken: the Lord ofs 
gaat fervant fhall come in a day when he doth 
not expect * him,’ and in an hour when he is not 

awire ;

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aware ; and fhall cut him afunder, and appoint 
him his portion with hypscrites: there fhall be 
weeping and pnafhing of teeth. 

“ἄς ¢ Then * fhall the kingdom of heaven be like 
ten virgins, who took their lamps and went cut 
to meet the bridegroom. And five of them were 
prudent, and five foolith. They that were foolifli. 
when they took their lamps, did not take any 
oil with them: Whereas the prudent tock oi! in 

stheir veflels, with their lamps. But while the 
bridegrcom delayed, they all flumbered, and fell 
afleep. And in the middle of the night there was 
a cry made, ‘‘ Behold, the bridegroom is coming, 
go ye out to meet him.” Then all thole virgins 
arofe, and dreffed their lamps. And the foolith 
faid to the prudent, ‘*_Give us of your oil, for 
our lamps are gone out.””” But the prudent re- 
lied, ““ We cannot do it,” left there fhould not 
i enough for us and you: But rather go ye to 
rothem that fell, and buy for yourfelves.”? And 
while they went to buv, the bridegroom came ; 
and thofe that were ready, went in with him to 
the marriage-feait, and the door was fhut. And 
fome time after the other virgins alfo came, fay- 
ing, ‘* Sir, fir, open to us.”’? But he anfwered, 
faying, ‘ Truly, I fay unto you, I know you 
not.” Watcn, therefore, for ye know neither 
the day nor the hour, in which the Son of Man 
cometh. 
“© For ‘the Son cf Man will be’ asa man, 
‘who’ going a journey called his fervants, and 

15 delivered his effeéts to then. And to one he 
gave five talents, and to another two, and to ano- 
ther one; to every man according to his capa- 
city: And immediately he went away. And he 
who had received the five talents, went and traded 
with thent, atrd: produced five talents more. And 
in Jike manner he who ‘ had received’ the two,

ke alfo pained two more. But he who had re- 
ceived ἐν, went away and digged ‘a hole’ in 
the earth, aud hid his maiter’s money. But af- 
ter deme coniidereble time, the matter of thofe 
fervants cometh and maketh up his accounts with 
them. And he who had received the five talents 20 
cume, and broueht other five talents, faying, 
ἐς ἢ, thou did4 dcliver to me five talents: Be- 
hold, [have pained to them five talents more.” 
And his matter faid unto hin, ‘* Well done, thou 
pool and frithful fervant, thou haft been faithful 
ina few things, I will fet thee over many things ; 
enter thou into the jey of thy mafter.” He alfo, 
whe had received the two talents, came and faid, 
ἐς Sir, thou didft deliver to me two talents ; be- 
hold, 1 have gained two other tatents to them." 
Elis mafler faid unto him, ““ Well done, thcu 
goad and faittiful fervant, thou halt been faithful 
in afew things, I will fet thee over many things ; 
enter thou into the joy ef thy maflec.” But he 
alfo who had received the one talent, came and 
fuid, * Sir, 1 knew thee that thou art a fevere 
man, reaping where thou didf not fow, ard pa- 
thering whence thou hadft not feattered: and be-25 
ing terrified, I went away and hid thy talent in 
the earth: Bcho!d ‘there’ theu hai thine own.” 
And his matter anfwering, faid unto him, “ Thou 
wicked, and flothful fervant, thou kneweftt that 
T reap where I did noe fow, and gather whence [ 
had not fcattered: therefore thou fhouldft μενα 
put my n.oney tothe bankers; and whenI came, 
J might have received mine own with interett. 
‘Lake ye therefore the talent from him, and give 
it to him that hath ten talents : for to every one 
that hath, fhall be given, and he fhall have abun- 
dance; but from him, that hath not, even what 
he hath, fhall be taken away. And cait ye the3o 
unproftable fervant into the darknefs, which is 
without ; 
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without ; there fhall be weeping, and gnafhing 
of the teeth. 

‘< When the Son of Man fhall come in his 
glory, and all the holy angels with him, then. 
thal] he fit upon his glorious threre, and all the 
nations fhall be aflembied befere him, and he 
fhal] feparate them from each cther, as a fhepherd. 
feparateth the fheep from the goats. And he 
fhall fet the fheep on his right-hand, but the 
goats on his left. 

‘© Then the king fhall fay to them cn his 
right-hand, “ Come, ye blefled of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the 

35 foundation of the world. For I was hungry, and 
ye gave me ‘ food’ to eat: I was thirfty,. and 
ye caufed me to drink: I was a flranger, and ye. 
took me in: ‘ I was? naked, and ye clothed. 
me: I was fick, and ye looked after me: 1 was 
in prifon, and ye came to me.”? Then fhall the 
righteous anfwer him, and fay, ““ Lord, when 
did we fee thee hungry,, and fed “ thee?’ Or. 
thirity, and caufed ¢ thee ’ to drink ? ΟΣ when 
did we fee thee a ftranger, and tock ‘ thee’ in? 
Or naked, and clothed ‘ thee?’ Or when cid we 
fee thee fick, or in prifon, and came to thee ?” 

40And the king anfwering fhall fay unte them, 
‘© Verily, I fay unto you, In-as-much as ye did 
‘it’ unto one of the Teait of thefe my brethren, 
ye did “τε ἢ to me.” 

“ς Then he thall fay alfo to them on the left- 
hand, ““ Depart from me, ye curfed, into the 
everlafting fire prepare: for the Devil and his 
angels: for I was hungry, and ye did not give 
me to eat; I was thirty, and ye did not give me 
to drink ; Iwasa flranger, and ye did not take 
me in; naked, and ye did ποῖ clothe me ; fick, 
and in prifon, and ye did rot lock after me.” 
Then hall they alio anfwer, and fay unto him, 
** Lord, when did we.fec thee hungry, or thiri- 

ty, 
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ty, ora ftranger, or naked, or fick, or in pri- 
fon, and did not minifter to thee ???, Then fhall45 
he anfwer them, faying, ‘* Verily I fay unto 
you, In-as-much as ye did it not to one of the 
leaft of thefe, ye did ‘it’ not to πιο. And 
thefe fhall go away into everlafting punifhment ; 
but the righteous into everlailing life.” 


And it came to pafs when yesus had finifhed +4 
all thefe difcourfes, he faid to his difciples, ‘* Ye 
know that 2fter two days the paflover cometh, 
and the Son of Man is betrayed to be crucified.” 
‘Then the chief priefts, the fcribes, and the elders 
of the people affembled together at the palace of 
the high-prieft, who was called Caiaphas, and 
confulted that they might take ysesus by artifice, 
and put ‘him’ to death. But they faid, ** Not§ 
at the feaft, left there fhould be a tumult among 
the people.” 

Now when jzesus was in Bethany δ, in the 
houfe of Sitnon the leper, a woman having an ala-. 
bafter veficl of very precious ointment, came to 
him, and poured ‘it’ on his head’ as he fate at 
‘meat.’ But when his difcipies obferved ὁ it,’ 
they had indignation, faying, ‘* To what pur- 
pofe ‘is’ this walte? for this ointment might 
have been fold for a great deal +, and given to 
the poor.’ But sesus knowing ‘it,’ faid τοῖο 
them, ‘* Why trouble ye the woman, for fhe 
hath performed a good work towards me. Fer 
the poor ye have always with you, but me ye 
have not always. For, in that fhe hath poured 
this ointment on my body, fhe did ‘it’ for my 
burial. 1 afluredly fay unto you, wherefoever 
this gofpel fhall be preached over the whole world, 
‘this’ alfo which this woman hath done, hall: 
be fpoken of for a memorial of her,” 

Then

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‘Then one of the twelve, called Judas I{cariot, 

15 went io the chicf-priefts, and faid, ‘ What are 

ye wuling to give me, and I will deliver him 

to yeur” And they agreed with him for thirty 

picces of filver. And from that time he fought 
Oprortunity to betray him. 


Now on the “τ day of unleavened bread, the 
dilcigles came to gesus, fayiue τὸ him, “ Where 
wilt thow have us prepare for thy eating the pai 
over?’’ And he faid, ** Go into the city to fuch 
aone, and fay to him, ‘' ‘The teacher faith, My 
time is near, I will celebrate the paffover at thy 
houfe, with my difciples.’ And the difciptes. 
did as :esus kad appcisted them, and made the 
paflover ready. 

290 Now when the evening was come, he fate 
down with the tivelve. And as they were eat- 
ing, he faid, ‘* Verily I-fay unto you, that one 
of-ycu will betray me.”? And they were exceed- 
ingly grieved, and began every one cf them to 
fey to him, ** Lord, is ic 1?’ And he anfwered, 
and f2id, ‘* He that dippeth his hand with me 
in the Gis, this very perfon fhall betray me. 
The Son of Man is going, as it 1s written con- 
cerning him, but woe to that man by whom the 
Son cf Man is betrayed: it had been well for 

26 that man, if he had never been born.” Then 
Judas, who betrayed him, anfwered and faid, 
“© Mafter, is it 1??? -He faid to him, ‘* Ἴ που 

\ haft faid ¢ right.” 

And as they were eating, JESUS took bread, 
and having bleffed-‘ it,’ he brake, and gave ‘ it’ 
to the difciples, and faid, ‘ Take, eat; this 1s 
my body.” And he took the cup, and when he 
had given thanks, he gave ‘it’ to them, faying, 
“ Drink ye all of ic: for this is my blood of the 
new covenant, which is fhed for many for the 

forgivenefs 
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forgivenefs * of fins. And I fay unto you, I 
will drink no amore of this produce of the vine, 
until that day when 1 fhall drink it new with 
you in the kingdom of my Father.” 

And wken they had fung a hymn, they went 30 
out unto the mount of Olives. Then faith sesus 
to them, ‘* All ye fhall be offended becaute of 
me this night: for it is written +, ‘* I will fmite 
“the fhcepherd, and the fheep of the flock fhall 
‘(be fcattered.”” But after 1am rifen, I will go 
before you into Galilec.”’ Peter anfwering, faid 
to him, ** Though all fhould be offended becaufe 
of thee, I will never be offended.” Jesus faid 
to him, ““ Yerily I fay to thee, that this night, 
before the cock crow thou fhalt deny me thrice ” 
Peter faid tohim, ‘* Though I fhould die with35 
thee, yet I will not deny thee.” And in like 
manner faid all the difciples. 


Then jesus cometh with them to a place 
called Gethfemane, and faith to the difciples, 
ΔΕ Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder.” 
And he took with htm Peter and the two fons of 
Zebedee, and began to be in great dejection and 
anpuith of mind. Then he faith to them, ‘* My 
foul is furrounded with forrow even unto death ; 
tarry here, and watch with me.” And going 
ona ]ittle way, he proftrated himfelf on his face, 
and prayed, faying, ‘* O my Father, if it be 
poffible let this cup pafs from me; neverthclefs 
not as ] will, but as thou ‘ wilt.’ And hé 4o 
cometh to the difciples, and findeth them afleep ; ~ 
and he faith to Peter, ‘‘ What could ye not 
watch with me one hour? Watch and pray, that 
ye may not enter into temptation : the fpirit in- 
deed ‘is’ forward, but the flefh ‘is’? weak.” 
lJe went from them again the fecond time, and 
prayed, faylng, ‘‘ O my Father, if this cup can- 

not

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not pafs from me without my drinking it, thy 
will be done.’”? And he came and found them 
afleep again, for their eyes were weighed down ". 
And he Icft them, and went away again, and 
prayed the third time, {peaking the fame words. 
45 Then cometh he to his difciples, and faith to 
them, ‘* Now fleep on, and take your reft +. 
Behold the hour is near, and the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of finners. Arife, Jet us 
go: behold he who betrayeth me is juft at hand. 
And while he was yet {peaking, behold Judas, 
one of the twelve came, and with him a great 
multitude with fwords and ftaves from the chief 
priefts, and elders of the people. Now he that 
betrayed him, had given them a fignal, faving, 
** He, whom I shall kifs, is the perfon, lay hold 
of him.” And immediately coming to jesus, 
σοῖς faid, ““ Hail, Rabbi ;” and kiffed him. And 
yEsus faid to hin, ‘‘ Friend, wherefore art thou 
come i”? Then they came and laid hands upon 
jyEsus and took him. And behold cne of them 
that were with sesus, ftretched out his hand, and 
drew his fword, and fmote a fervant of the high- 
prieft, and.ftruck off his ear. Then faid jesus 
‘to him, ““ Put up they fword in its place again, 
for all that take the fword, shall perifh by the 
fword. Doeft thou think that I cannot now in- 
treat my Father, and he would prefently furnifh 
me with more than twelve legions 1 of Angels ? 
But how then fhall the fcriptures be fulfilled, 
‘which fay ’ that thus it muft be ?” 
s5 In that fame hour jesus faid to the multitude, 
«« Are ye come out as againft a robber, with 
{words and clubs:to feize me? I fate teaching 
daily with you in the temple, and ye did not lay 


hold

legion was at that ¢ime fix thoufand, 
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hold on me. But all this is done that the fcrip- 
tures * of the prophets might be fulfilled.”” Then 
all the difciples forfook him, and fed. 


And they who had apprehended jesus, led 
« him ’ away to Cajaphas the high-prielt, where 
the fcribes and elders were aflembled. But Pe- 
ter followed him at a diltance to the palace of the 
high-prieft, and went in, and fate down among 
the fervants to fee the end. Now the chief-priefts, 
and elders, and the whole Sanhedrim +, fought 
falfe evidence againft yEsus, that they might put 
him to death; but found none 1: and though6o0 
many falfe witnefles came, yet they found none. 
At laft came two falfe witneffes, and faid, ‘* This 
‘ fellow ’ faid, I am able to deftroy the temple 
of God, and to build it in three days.” Then 
the high-prieft rofe up, and faid to him, “ An- 
{werelt thou nothing? What ‘1s it that® thefe 
men teftify againft thee? But yEsus was filent. 
And the high-prieft anfwered, and faid to him, 
‘* T adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell 
us whether thou be the Chrift, the Son of God ?”” 
Jesus faith tohim, ““ Thou haft faid ‘ right :’ 
Moreover I declare to you, Hereafter ye fhall fee 
the Son of Man fitting at the right-hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven.” ‘Then the6s; 
high-prieft rent his clothes, faying, ““ He hath 
fpoken blafphemy ; what farther need have we of 
witnefles? behold, ye have now heard his blaf- 
phemy. What hak ye?” ‘They anfwered and 
faid, ““ He is guilty of death.” ‘Then they {pit 
in his face, and buffeted him; and others fmote 
him with the palms of their hands, faying, “* Pro- 
phefy to us, O thou Chrift |}; who is he that 
{mote thee ?”

Now Peter was fitting without in the hill, 
and a damfel came to him, faying, “ ‘Thou aliu 
vowalt with yesus of Galilee.” But he denied ¢ it’ 
before them all, and faid, “" I know not what 
thou meaneft.”” And when he was gone out into 
the portico another maid faw him, and faid to 
them that were there, ‘‘ This man was alfo with 
yesus of Nazareth *.”” And he again denied 
with an oath, faying, “1 do not know the 
man.’ And a little while after, they wlio ftood 
by, coming to him, faid to Peter, “" Surely thou 
art ‘cone’ of them, for thy fpeech difcovereth 
thee.” Then he began to curfe and to fwear, 
faying, “* I know not the man:” and immcdiate- 
+5 ly the cock crew. ‘Then Peter remembered the 
words of sESus, who had (δι to him, ‘* Before 
the cock crow, thou fhalt deny me thrice :’? and 
he went out and wept bitterly. 


As foon as morning was come, all the chief- 
' priefts, and the elders of the people, held a con- 
fultation againit jesus how to put him to death. 
And when they had bound him, thev Jed him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
governor. 

Then Judas who had betrayed him, when ke 
faw that he was condemned, repenting, carried 
back the thirty pieces of filver to the chief-prieits 
and the elders, faying, ‘* I have finned τὴ thas 
I have betrayed innocent blood.” And they an- 
fwered, ** What is that to us? fee thou “ to 

sthat.”” And throwing down the pieccs of filver 
in the temple, he withdrew, and went and hanged 

himfelf. And the chief-priefts taking ‘ up’ the 

picces of filver, faid, ** Itis not lawful to put 

‘them into the treafury, becaufe it is the price οὗ 
blood.” But having confulted together, they 

bought with them the potter’s field, for a burying- 

place 

* Or, the Nazarene, 
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lace of foreigners: therefore that field was called 
the Field of Blood to this day. ‘Then was that 
fulfilled, which was fpoken by the prophet *, 
faying, ““ And they took the thirty pieces of fil- 
“νεῖ (the price of one who was fold +, whom 
‘© the children of Ifracl did fell) and they were 1o 
“« piven for the potter’s field, as the Lord com- 
“4 manded me.” 

Jesus then ftood before the governor, and the 
governor afked him, faying, ‘* Art thou the king 
of the Jews?” And yesus faid to him, “ ‘Thou 
fayeft ‘it.’ And when he was accufed by the 
chief prietts and elders, he made no anfwer., 
Then Pilate {μα to ‘him, ‘* Heareft thou not 
how many things they witnefs againit thee ?’ 
And he made him no anfwer to any thing that was 
faid, fo that the governor wus greatly aftonifhed. 

Now at the feaft the goveraor was wont to re- τς 
leafe to the people one prifonecr, whom they de- 
fired. And they had then a noted prifoner, whofe 
name was Barabbas. Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate faid to them, ‘¢ Whom 
will ye that I releafe to you? Barabbas, or 1Ὲ- 
sus, who is called Chrift?”? for he knew that for 
envy they had delivered him up. And while he 
was fitting on the tribunal 1 his wife fent to him, 
faying, ““ Have thou nothing to do with that 
tighteous one; for I have fuffered many things 
to-day on his account in a dream.”? But thezo 
chief pricits and elders perfuaded the multitude 
that they fhould afk Barabbas, and deltroy jeE- 
sus. ‘he governor anfwered, and faid to them, 
“Ὁ Which of the two do you defire I fhould releafe 
to you?” And they faid, ‘* Barabbas.”” Pilate 
faith to them, ‘* What fhall I do then with, se-

sus, who 19 called Chrift?”” They all fay to him, 
** Let him be crucified.” And the governor 
faid, ** Why, what evil hath he done?” Bat 
they cried out the more, faying, “* Let him be 
crucified.” And Pilate feeing he could prevail 
‘nothing *, but ‘that’ they rather grew tumultuous, 
took water, and wafhed ‘ his ’ hands in the pre- 
fence of the multitude, fayinz, ‘© I am innocent 
of the blood of this righteous “ man,’ look ye 

25‘ toit.”” And all the people anfwered, faying, 
«¢ May ’ his blood “ be’ on us, and on our chil- 
dren.’ Then releafed he Rarabbas to them, and 
‘having fcourged yesus, he delivered ‘ him’ to 
«be crucified. 


Then the foldiers of the governor took jesus 
into the common hall, and gathered unto liim the 
whole band +. And having ftripped him, they 
put on him a fcarlet robe. And having platted 
a crown of thorns, they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right-hand: And bowing the 
knee before him, they mocked him, faying, 

40" Hail, king of the Jews!” And they {pit upon 
him, and took the reed, and ftruck him on the 
head. And after they had mocked him, they took 
the robe off from him, and having dreffed him 
in his own garments, they led him away to be 
crucified, And as they went out they met a na- 
tive of Cyrene, named Simon; him they com- 

' pelled to carry his crofs. 


And when they were come to a place called 
Golgotha, that is to fay, the Place of a Skull, 
they gave him to drink vinegar mingled with 
gall: and when he had tafted ‘ of it,’ he would 

Ἂς ποῖ drink, And when they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments by cafting lots: that 
. what 
- * Or, that it fignified nothing ‘to oppofe the torrent,’ Ὁ, 
+ Or, cohort. 
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what was fpoken by the prophet might be ful- 
filled, ‘*‘ They divided my garments among them, 
‘and catt lots for my vefture *.”” And they fate 
down, and guarded him there : and they put over 
his head his crime written, ‘'urs 1s Jesus THE 
KING OF THE Jews. ‘Then two robbers were 
crucified with him, one on the right-hand, and 
the other on the left. 

And they that paffed by, blafphemed + him, 
fhaking their heads, and faying, ‘* Thou that4o 
wouldft deftroy the temple, and build ‘it’ in three 
days! fave thyfelf; If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the crofs. Jn like manner alfo 
the chief priefts ‘deriding ‘ him ’ with the {cribes 
and eldcrs, faid, ‘* He faved others, " bit’ cannot 
fave himfclf; If he be the king of Ifrael, let him 
now come down from the cro{s, and we will be- 
lieve -him ;° He trufted in God, let him deliver 
him now, if he will have him {, for he faid, I 
am the Son of God.” ‘The robbers alfo, whe 
were crucified with him, caft: the fame in his 
teeth. 

Now from the fixth hour there was daeruere 
over the whole land until the ninth hour. And 
about the ninth hour jesus cried with a loud 
voice, faying, * Eli, Eli, lama fabachthani?’’ - 
That is, ‘© My God, my Ged, why haf thou 
forfaken me??? Some of them that ftood there, 
hearing ‘ that,’ faid, ‘* ‘This ὁ man’ calleth far 
Elijah.” And immediately” one of thdni rari, and 
took a fpunge, and filled ¢ it’? with vinegar, and 
put ‘it’ on a reed, and gave him to‘drink. But 
the reft faid, ** Let alone; let us fee whether 
Vilijah will come and fave him.” 

And jesus crying out again with a ftrong 50 
voice, difmiffed * his ’ fpirit ἢ.

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And behold, the veil of the temple was rent 
in two, from the top to the bottom; and the earth 
trembled, and the rocks were torn afunder: and 
the tombs were opened, and many bodies of holy 
men who were fleeping, were raifed, and came 
out of the tombs after the refurreflion of “ yE- 
sus,’ and entered into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many. 

Now when the centurion, and thofe that were 
with him guarding sesus, faw the earthquake, 
and thofe things which were done, they feared 
greatly, and faid, ““ Truly this was the Son of 
God.” 

gs And there were many women, who had fol- 
lowed yesus from Galilee to minifter to him, 
looking on at a diftance : among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James and 
Jofes, ana the mother of Zebedee’s fons *. 


When it was evening there came a rich man of 
Arimathea, named Jofeph, who himfelf alfo was a 
difciple of yesus: this ‘ man’ went to Pilate, and 
begged the body of yesus. Then Pilate com- 
manded the body to be delivered ‘to him.’ And 
when Jofeph had taken the body, he wrapped it 

691n a clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in arock: and 
having rolled a great itone to the entrance of the 
fepulchre, he wentaway. And Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary were there fitting over-againit 
the fepulchre. 

Now on the morrow which followed the day of 
preparation, the chief priefts and Pharifees af- 
fembled together to Pilate, faying, ‘* Sir, we 
remember that this deceiver while he was yet liv- 
ing, faid, ** After three days I will rife again,” 
Therefore order that the fepulchre be fecured till 
the third day; left his difciples come by night, 

and 
Φ James (the greater), and John, 
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and fteal him away, and tell the people, he ts 
rifen from the dead: and ‘ fo’ the laft deceit * 
will be worfe than the firft.”” Pilate faid to them, 65 
““ Ye have a guard; go your way, and make ¢ it’ 
us fecure as ye can.” And they went, and fe- 
cured the fepulchre, fealing the ftone, and ‘ fet- 
ting ’ a guard ‘ near it.’ 


When the fabbath was over, as it began to = 
dawn towards the firft day of the weck, came 
Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, to take 
a view of the fepulchre. And behold there was 
a great earthquake; for the angel of the Lord 
defcending from heaven had approached, and 
rolled away the ftone from the door, and fate 
down upon it. His countenance was like light- 
ning, and his garment white as fnow. And the 
guards trembled for fear of him, and became like 
dead ‘men.’ But the angel anfwered +, and {vid § 
unto the women, ‘* Do not be terrifed; for] 
know, that you feek jesus who was crucified. 
He is not here; for he is rifen, as he faid: 
Come, view the place where the Lord lay. And 
po quickly, and tell his difciples that he is rifen 
from the dead. And behold he is going before 
you into Galilee; there ye fhall fee him. Lo! I 
have told you.” And they went out quickly 
from the fepulchre, and with fear and preat joy 
they ran to bring his difciples word. And as 
they were going to tell his difciples, behold )e- 
sus met them, faying, ‘‘ [141]. And they drew 
near, and took hold of his feet, and paid their 
hoinage tohim. Then jesus faid τὸ them, “* Beto 
not afraid ; ‘ but’ go tell my brethren, that they 
po away into Galilee ; and there they fhall fce 
me.”

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Now while ‘ the women ’ were going, behold 
fome of the guards came into the city, and told 
. the -chief priefts all that had happened. And 
having met together with the elders, and con- 
fulted, they gave ‘a’ large * {um of money to 
the foldiers, faying, ‘* Say ye, that his difciples 
came by night, and ftole him away while we 
flept: and if this fhould be heard by the gover- 
nor, we will perfuade him, and make you {e- 
15cure.” And they took the money, and did as 
they were taucht: And this flory is commonly 
reported among the Jews even to this day. 
Now the eleven difciples went into Galilee, to 
ἃ mountain where jesus had appointed them. 
And having feen him, they worfhipped him ; 
though fome had doubted. And jesus came 
and {pake unto them, faying, ‘* All authority is 
given unto mein heaven andonearth. Go forth 
therefore, and profelyte * all nations, baptifing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
20and of the Holy Spirit; teaching them to obferve 
all things whatfoever I have commanded you: 
And, behold, I am always with you even to the 
end of the world.” Amen.

THE 
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4 [ ‘ing beginning of the gofpel of jrsus (μη -{: 
the Son of God, 

As it is written in the prophets, ‘‘ Behold I 
‘‘ fend my meflenger before thy face, who fhall 
‘¢ prepare thy way before thee *. The voice of 
‘* one crying in the wildernefs, Brepare: ye the 
“4 way ef the Lord, make his paths ftrait +.” John 
was baptifing in the wildernefs, and preaching the 
baptifm of repentance for the remiffion of fins. 
And all the land of Judea, and the inhalitants οἷς 
ee went out to him, and were 4}} baptifed 

y him in the river Jordan, confefiing their fins. 
And John was clothed with camels hair, and with 
a leathern girdle about his waift; and he fed up- 
on Jocuits, and wild honey. And he preached, 
faying, ** here is one coming after me, who 
1s more powerful than I, the ftrings of whofe 
fhocs Τ I am not worthy to ftoop down and untie, 
1 indced have baptifed you with water; but he 
fhall baptife you with the Holy Spirit. 

And it came to pafs in thofe days that jesus 
came from Nazareth in Galilee, and was bapufed 
by John in Jordan. And immediately coming to 
up out of the water, he faw the heavens opened, 
and the Spirit as it were a dove defcending upon 
him. And there came a voice from heaven,

beaits, and angels miniftred to him f. 


ΟἾΝΟΝ aftcr John was caft into prifen, jesus 
came into Galilee, preaching the gocd news of 
15 the kingdom of ‘God and feying, ‘* The time 
15 fulfilled, and the kingdcem cf God is near; 
repent, and believe the gofpel.” — . 
And as lie was walking by the fea of Galilee, 
he faw Simon and Andrew his brother cafting a 
rect into the fea; for they were filhers: And jeE- 
sus faid to them, ““ Come after me, and I will 
make-ycu beeome fithers ef men.’”? And they im- 
mediately. forfook their nets,.and followed him. 
And going a little way from thence, be faw James 
“the fon’ of Zebedee, and John his brother; and 
20they were in a fhip ἢ; mending their nets. And 
he immediately called them, and they left their 
father Zebedee with the hired fervants in the 
fhip, and went afterhim. ᾿ς. ᾿ 
‘And they entered into Capernaum; and im- 
mediately on the fabbath-day, going into the fy- 
nagogue, he taught ‘ them:’ and they were 
ftruck with amazement at his doétrine; for he 
was teaching them as one who had authority ; 
and not.as the fcribes. And there was in their 
fynagogue a man with an unclean § fpirit, and 
he cried out, faying, ‘* Ler us alone; what have 
we to do with thee, Q yesus of Nazareth? Art 
thou ceme to deitroy us? I know thee, who thou 
25art; the Holy one of God.” But jesus rebuked 
hin, faying, ‘* Be filent, and come out of him.” 


ae And

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And the unclean fpirit having convulfed him, 
cried with a loud voice, ‘ and ’ came out of him. 
And they were all amazed, fo that they enquired 
of each other, and faid, “" What ‘ an event ’ is 
this? ‘and’ what new dottrine ‘ is’ this? for 
with authority he commandeth even the unclean 
{pirits, and they obey him.” And his fame 
went forth immediately through all the region 
of Galilee. 

And immediately going out of the fynagogue, 
they came with James and John, into the houfe 


of Simon and Andrew. And Simon’s wife’s mo-30 


ther kept her bed of a fever; cand they prefently 
tell him of her. And he came, and took her by 
the hand, and saifed her up, and immediately 
the fever left. her: and fhe waited upon them δὶ 
And in the cvening, when the fun was fet, they 
brought to hin all that were ill, and that were 
pofleiied with demons +. And the whole city was 
grathered together at the door. And he healed 
inany that were fick of various diflempers, and 
cafl out many demons, and he did not tuffer the 
demons to [peak, becaufe they knew him. 


And in the morning he rofe before it was light, 35 


and went out, and departed to a defert place, 
and there prayed. And Simon, and they that 
were with him, fcllowed after him. And when 
they Led found him, they faid unto him, ‘* All 
‘the people’ are feeking after thee.” And he faid 
to them, ‘* Let us go into the neighbouring 
towns, that 1 mav preach there alfo; for there- 
fore | came forth.”? And he preached in their 
fynagogues throughout all Galilee, and caft out 
demons, 


And a leper came to him, entreating him, andgo 


kneeling down to him, and faying to him; ‘* It 
thou wilt, thou canft cleanfe me.” And jrsus 
being moved with compaffion, ftretched out ‘ his’ 
7 hand, 

* Or, miniftered to them, t Or, devils, 
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hand, and touched him, faying unto him, “1 
wall, be thou clean.” And immediately as foon 
as he had fpoken, the leprofy departed from him ; 
and he was cleanfed. And having ftriétly charged 
Jin, he difpatched him prefently away ; faying 
unto him, ‘* See thou fay nothing to any onc, 
but go fhew thyfelf to the prieft, and offer for 
thy purification thofe. things which Mofes hath 
45 commanded *; fora teftimony unto them.” But 
he went out, and began to publifh ‘it? much, and 
to proclaim the matter: fo that jesus could no 
» longer openly enter into the city, but was with- 
out ‘ it’ in defert places: and they came to him 
from all parts. 

+. And after. ‘ fome’ days he again entered into 
Capernaum ; and it was rumoured + that he was 
in the houfe. And immediately fo many were 
affembled, that there was not room to receive 
‘them,’ not even about the door. And he 
preached the word tothem. And they come un- 
to him bringing one feized with the paliy, who 
was carried by four “ men.’ And when they 
could not come near him for the croud, they un- 

covered the roof where he was, and havin 
broken ¢ it ? up, they let down the bed on which 
sthe paralytic was laid. And yesws fceing their 
faith, faid to the paralytic, “" Son, thy fins are 
forgiven thee.” But fome ef the fcrikes were 
fitting there, and reafoning in their hearts: 
**« Why doth this man’ thus {peak blafphemies ? 
who can furgive fins, but God alone?” And im- 
mediately when jesus perceived in his ‘ own’ 
mind ¢,. thet they reafoned thus in themfelves, he 
faid to them, ‘© Why do ye reafon thus in your 
hearts? which 15 eafier, to fay to. this paralytic, 
‘* Thy’ fins are forgiven thee,” or to fay, ““ Arife, 
1oand take up thy couch, and walk?” But that ye 
may know that the Son of Man ‘ here ’ on earth 
hath 

& Lev. xiv, r—32. + Or, heard. D, 1 Or, fpicit, 
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hath power to forgive fins (he faith to the para- 
lytic) I fay unte thee, Arife and take up thy 
couch, and go thy way to thine own houfe.’”’ 
And immediately he arofe, and taking up, the 
couch, went forth before them all: fo that they 
were all amazed, and glorified God, faying, 
“© We never faw any thing like 115. 

And he went forth again by the fea-fhore; and 
all the multitude reforted to him, and he taught 
them. And as he pafled by, he faw Levi ‘ the fon’ 
of Alpheus fitting at the cuftom-houfe : and he 
(Διὰ to him, ** Follow me.”? And he arofe and 


followed him. And it came to pafs as yEsus 15 


fate at table in his * houfe, many publicans and 
finners fate alfo at table with syesus and his dif- 
ciples: for there were many, and they followed 
him, And when the Scribes and Pharifees faw 
him cat with publicans and finners, they faid to 
his difciples, ‘* How is it that he eateth and 
drinlceth with publicans and finners?” And jE- 
sus having heard ‘it,’ faith to them, ‘* They 


that are in health, have no need of the phyfician, | 


but thofe that are fick: I am not come to call 
the rightcous, but finners to repentance.” And 
the difciples of John and of the Pharifces ufed to 
faft; and they come and fay unto him, ** Whence: 
is it that the difciples of John, and of the Phari- 
fees fait, but thy difciples faft not.” Jesus faid 
to them, “5 Can the children of the bride-chambér 
faft, while the bridegroom is with them? Ag 
long as they have the bridegroom among them 


they cannot fait: but the days will come when zo 


the bridegroom fhall be taken away from them ; 
and then fhall they fait in thofe days. Noman 
will few a piece of new + cloth on an old egar- 


ment, elfe the new piece that filled it up, taketh τ΄. 


away from the old, and the rent is made worfe.

® Levi's, (otherwife named Matthew.) t Raw, 
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And no man putteth.new wine into old bottles *, 
elfe the new wine doth burft the bottles, and the 
wine 15 fpilled, and the bottles will be deftroyed ;

And it came to pafs that he went through the 
corn-fields on the fabbath-day, and his difciples 
began, as they went along, to pull off the ears 
of corn. And the Pharifces faid to him, ‘‘ Be- 
hald, why do they on the fabbath-day that which 
251s not lawful?’? And he faid to them, ‘* Have ye 
never read what David did in his neceflity, whea 
he and they that were with him, were hungry? 
how he went into the houfe of God; in the days 
of Abithar the high-prieft, end did eat the fhew- 
bread, which it is not lawful to eat, but for the 
pricits, and gave ‘it’ alfo to thole that attended 
hin.” And he faid unto them, ““ The fabbath 
was made for man, and not man for the fabbath: 
therefore the Scn of Man is Lord even of the 
fabbath ‘ itfeif.” 


~~ And he entered again into the fynagogte, and 
there was a man prefent, who had a withered 
hand. And they watched him whether he would 
heal him on the fabbath-day, that they might ac- 
cufe him. And he faith to the man who hid the 
withered hand, ‘* Rite up in the midit.” And 
he faith to them, ‘* Is it lawful ta do good on 
the fabhath-days, cr to do evil? to fave life, or 
sto kill??? But they were filent. And when he had 
looked round upon them “ all’ with indignation, 
being grieved for the hardnefs of their hearts, 
he faith to the man, ‘* Stretch forth thy hand.” 
And he 4retched ‘it’ out; and his hand was re- 
fiored well + as the other. And the Pharifces 
went out, and immediately took counfel with the 
Herodians how they might defroy him.

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But jesus withdrew himfelf with his difciples 
towards the fea *: and a great multitude followed 
him from Galilee, and from Judea, and from Je- 
rufalem, and from Idumea, and from beyond 
Jordan: And a great multitude from the neigh- 
bourhood of Tyre and Sidon, having heard what 
great things he did, cametohim. And he fpoke 
to his difciples, that a fmall veffel fhould be in 
readinefs near him, becaufe of the multitude, left 
they might throng him, for he had healed many, 10 
fo that they rufhed in upon him, 2s many as were 
under any Icourge +, that they might touch him. 
And impure fpirits wken they faw him, fell down 
before him, and cried, faying, ‘* Thou art the 
Son of God.” And he charged them with ftridt- 
nefs, that they fhould not make him known. And 
he goeth up into a mountain, and calleth to him 
* thofe’’ whom he pleafed, and they came to him : 
and he conitituted twelve, that they fhould be 
with him, and that he might fend them abroad 
to preach, and to have power to heal diftempers, 15 
and to caft out demons. And Simon he furnamed 
Peter; and James ‘ the fon’ of Zebedee, and 
John the brother of James; and he furnamed 
them Boanerges, which fignifieth Sons of Thun- 
der; and Andrew, and Philip, and Bartholo- 
mew, and Matthew, and Thomas, and James 
“the fon ’ of Alpheus, and Thaddeus 1, and Si- 
mon the Canaanite, and Judas I{cariot, who alfo || 
betrayed him, 

And they went into a houfe: and the multi- 20 
tude affembled again, fo that they could not fo 
much as cat bread. And when his friends had 
heard “ of it,’ they went out to lay hold on him: 
for they faid, ‘‘ He is tranfported too far.” And 
the fcribes, who came down from Jerufalem, faid, 
** Te 1s poffefled by § Beelzebub, and by the 

prince

prince of the demons he cafteth out demons.” 
And he called them to him, and faid to them, 
in parables *, ‘* How can Satan caft out Satan? 
Now if a kingdom be divided againft itfelf, that 
25 kingdom cannot fubfift: and if a houfe be di- 
vided againft itfelf, that houfe cannot ftand: and 
if Satan rife up againft himfelf, and be divided, 
he cannot ftand, but hath an end +. No one can 
enter into the houfe of the ftrong ‘ man {,᾽ and 
take away his goods, except he firft bind the 
ftrong ‘ man,’ and then he may plunder his houfe. 
Verily I fay to you, all fins fhall be forgiven to 
the children of men, and all blafphemies where- 
with they fhall blafpheme: but whoever fhall 
blafpheme againit the Holy Spirit, he hath never 
forgivenefs, but is obnoxious to eternal damna- 
gotion:”’ becaufe they faid, ““ He hath an un- 
clean fpint.”? There came then his brethren and 
his mother, who ftanding without, fent to him to 
call him. And the multitude fate about him, 
and they faid to him, ““ Behold thy mother and 
thy brethren are without, enquiring for thee.” 
And he anfwered them, faying, ‘* Who is 
my mother, or my brethren?” And looking 
round on them, who were fitting about him, he 
faid, ‘“ Behold my mother and my brethren: 
4: for whofoever fhall do the will of God, that very 
perfon is my brother, or my fifter, or mother.” 


+t And he began again to teach by the fide of the 
- fea {{: and a great multitude was gathered unto 
y/him, fo that he entered into a fhip, and fate 
down § on the fea, and the whole multitude was 
by the fea, upon the land. And he taught them 
f many things in parables, and in his teaching 
γα. διὰ unto them: ‘* Hearken, behold a fower 
went 
* Or, parabolical exprefions. D. + Or, reriod. 1 Or, 
the flrong one [fc, Satan.] See Τί, alin, 24, Wynn, 
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went forth to fow ; and it happened while he was 
fowing, fome fell by the way-fide, and the birds 
of the air came and devoured it. And fome fells 
on flony foil, vebere it had not much earth; and 
immediately it fprang up, becaufe it had no 
depth of earth. But when the fun fhone, it was, 
fcorched and withered away, becaufe it had no 
root. And fome fell among thorns, and the 
thorns grew up, and choaked it, and it yielded 
no fruit. And the reft fell on good ground, and 
yielded fruit, which grew up and increafed, and 
produced fome thirty, and fome fixty, and fome 
an hundred “ fold.”? And he faid to them, ““ He 
that hath ears to hear, Iet him hear.” And whento 
he was alone *, they that were about him with 
the twelve, atked him ‘ concerning ’ the parable. 
And he faid to them, ‘¢ Unto you it is given to 
know the myltery of the kingdom of God: but 
to thofe who are without, all ‘ thefe ’ things are 
in parables, that feeing they may fee and not per- 
ceive; and hearing they may hear and not un- 
derftand ; left at any time they fhould be con- 
verted, and ‘ their’ fins fhould be forgiven them.”’ 
And he faid to them, ‘‘ Know ye not this pa- 
rable? how then will ye underitand all parables? 
The fower foweth the word, and thefe are they ας 
by the way-fide, where the word is fown, but 
when they have heard ‘it,’ Satan cometh imme- 
diatcly, and catcheth away the word that was 
fown in their hearts. And. in like manner thefe 
are they which are fown on ftony foil; who when 
having heard the word, immediately receive it 
with joy; but have no root in‘themfelves, and 
endure but for a while ; afterwards when oppo- 
fition or perfecution arifeth on account of the 
word, they are prefently offended. And thefe 
are they that are fown among thorns; fuch as 
hear the word, and the cares of this world, and 
the 


δ In a retired place, 
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‘the delufion of riches, and the defires of other 
things, enter and choak the word, and it be- 

2ocometh unfruitful. And thefe are they, that are 
fown on good ground; fuch as hear the word, and 
receive ‘it,’ and bring forth fruit, fome thirty, 
fome fixty, and fome an hundred “ fold.”” And 
he faid * further’? to them, ‘* Is a lamp brought 
to be put under a bufhel, or under a bed? ‘ and’ 

" not to be fet onaftand ? For there is nothing fecret 
which fhall not be revealed, neither was any thing 
hidden, but that it fhould be made public. If 
any man have ears to hear, let him hear.” And 
he faid to them, ‘‘ ‘l'ake heed what ye hear *: 
The meafure with which ye mete, fhall be ufed 
to you: and to you that hear morc fhall be given - 

2: ἴον to him that hath, fhall be given; but from 
him that hath not, fhall be taken away even 
that which he hath.” 

And he faid, ‘* So is the kingdom of God, as 
if aman fhould throw feed upon the earth ; and 
fhould fleep by night and rife by day +, and the 
feed fhould fpring up and increafe, he knoweth 
not how. For the earth fpontaneoufly produceth, 
firft the blade, then the ear, afterward the full 
grainin the ear. But as foon as the fruit is ripe, 
immediately he putteth in the fickle, becaufe the 

zoharveft is come.” And he faid, ““ Whereunto 
fhall we compare the kingdom of God? or with 
what parable 1 fhall we illuftrate it? ‘It is’ like 
a grain of muftard-feed, which when it is fown in 
the earth, is lefs than all the feeds, that are in 
the ground ; but when it 15 fown, it graweth up, 
and becometh greater than all herbs, and fhooteth 
out great branches, fo that the birds of the air 
may lodge under its fhade.” And with many 
fuch parables fpake he the word unto thei, as 
they 

5. Carefully attend to what you hear from me. + Or, 
« fhould ficep and rile, night and day,” 1 Or, com- 
patifon, , 
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they were able to hear ‘it.’ But without ἃ pa- 
rable he fpake not tothem. And he expounded 
all things to his difciples when they were alone. 


Now in the evening of the fame day he faith 35 
to them, ‘* Let us pafs over to the other fide.” 
And when they had difmiifed the multitude,.they 
took him, ‘ juft’ as he was, in the-fitp ἢ: and . 
other little fhips were alfo with him. And there 
arofe a violent ftorm of wind, and the v-aves beat 
into the fhip, fo that it was now tell: and he 
was afleep on a pillow in the ftern of the fhip. 
And they awake him, and fay to him, ““ Matter, 
is it no concern to thee that we perifh ἢ And he 
arofe, and rebuked the wind, and faid to the fea, 
‘“« Peace, be ftill :’? and the wind cezfcd +, and 
there was a great calm. And he faid to them,40 
“ Why are ye fo timorous? Flow is that ye have 
no faith??? And they feared exceedingly, and 
faid one to another, ‘* What a * wonderful ’ per- 
fon is this, that even the wind and the fea obey 
him ?”? 

And they came over to the other fide of the fea, 
into the country of the Gadarenes, and when he 
was come out of the fhip, immediately there met 
him out of the tombs a man with an unclean { 
{pinit, who had ‘ his ’ dwelling among the tombs; 
and no man could confine him, even with chains : 
for he had been often bound with fetters and 
chains; yet the chains were broken afunder by 
lim, and the fetters ‘ were ’ beaten in pieces; and 
ro one was ableto tame him. And be was al-§ 
ways night and day upon the mountains, and 
ainong the tombs, crying out, and cutting him- 
{elf with Rones. But when he faw jesus afar 
off, he ran and worfhipped him: And crying out 

with

with a loud voice, he faid,-** What have I to da 
with thee, jesus, thou Son of the mott high 
God: I adjure thee by God that thou torment 
me not.” For he had fuid to him, ** Come out 
- of the man, ‘thou’ unclean fpirit:’”’ and he aiked 
~ him, “ What ‘is’ thy name?” And he antwered; 
faying,‘* My mame ‘1s’ LEGION, for we are many.” 
10 And he earneftly intreated him that he would not 
fend them ‘ quite away ’ out of the country. 
Now there was there on the mountains a great 
herd of {wine feeding, and all the demons in- 
treated him, faying, ‘‘ Send us to the f{wine, 
that we may enter into them.”? And immediately 
JEsus permitted them. And the unclean fpirits 
went out, and entered into the fwine, and the 
herd ran violently cown a precipice into the fea, 
being about two tlioufand, and were fuffccated 
in the fea. And the fwine-herds fled, and told 
‘it’ in the city, and country. And they went 
1s out to fee what was done. And when they came 
to yEsus, and faw the demoniac *, that had the 
legion, fitting down, and clothed, and com- 
pofed +, they were afraid. And they who had 
feen ‘it,’ told them what had happened to the 
demoniac ; and alfo concerning the {wine: and 
they began to entreat him to depart out of their 
coaits, And when he was come into the -fhip, 
the demoniac entreated him that he might con- 
tinue with him. Yet yesus did not permit him, 
but faith to him, ““ Go home to thy friends, and 
tell them how great things the Lord hath per- 
formed for thee ; and * how’ he hath had cem- 
20pafficn on thee.” And he departed, and began 
to publifh in Decapolis, what great things jesus 
had done for him: and all ‘ men’ were amazed. 


And 


:* Or, him that had been pofleffed with the demon, 
+t Or, in his right mind. 
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And when jesus had paffed over again in the 
fhip * to the other fide, a great multitude gathered 
to him, and he continued on the fea-coaft. And 
behold there cometh one of the rulers of the fy- 
nagogue, whofe name was Jairus ; and when he 
faw him, he fell at his feet, and earneftly in- 
treated him, faying, ““ My little daughter is in 
the laft extremity, ‘ I befeech thee,’ that thou 
wouldft come and lay thine hands on her, that 
fhe may recover; and fhe fhall live.’ And “ 1τΕ- 
sus ’ went with him, and much people followed 
him, and preffed upon him. 

And a certain woman, who had a flux of blood 25 
twelve years, and had fuffered a great deal from 
many phyficians, and had fpent all that fhe had, 
and was not at all the better, but rather grew 
worfe; having heard of yesus, came in the 
croud behind, and touched his garment: for fhe 
faid, ‘* If I may but touch his Hlothes I fhall be 
cured +.””> And immediately the fountain of her 
blood was dried up, and fhe felt in her body, 
that fhe was healed of that diftemper. And jz-30 
sus immediately knowing in himfclf, that vir- 
tue was gone out of him, turned about in the 
croud, and faid, ““ Who touched my clothes ?”” 
And his difciples faid to him, ““ Thou feeft the 
multitude crouding around thee, and doft thou 
fay, ‘‘ Who touched me??? And he looked round 
about to fee her who had done this. But the woman 
fearing and treinbling, knowing what was done 
in her, came and fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth. And he faid to her, ““ Daugh- 
ter, thy faith hath made thee well, go in peace, 
and be free from thy diftemper.” 

While he was yet fpeaking, “ fome’ came from 35 
the ruler of the fynagogue’s * houfe,’ who faid, 
“ Thy daughter is.dead : why doft thou trouble 
the malter any further??? But as foon.as jesus 

heard 
* Or, by thip, T Or, recovered, Ὁ, 
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heard the word which was fpoken, he faith to the 
ruler of the fynagogue, ‘* Be not afraid; oniy 
believe.” And he permitted no one to follow 
him, except Peter, and James, and John the 
brother of James. And he cometh to the houfe of 
the ruler of the fynagogue, and feeth the tumult, 
and thofe who were weeping and lamenting aloud. 
And when hé was come in, he faith to them, 
“* Why do ye lament and make this difturbance ? 

40 The damiiel is not dead, but fleepeth.”” And they 
derided him. But when he had put them all out, 
he taketh the father and the mother of the maiden, 
and thofe that were with him, and entereth in 
where the damfel lay. And he took the damfel 
by the hand, and faid to her, -** Talitha kumi:”' 
which being tranflated fignifieth, ‘¢ Maicen (I 
fay unto thee) rife up.” And immediately the 
damfel arote, and walked; for fhe was twelve 
years oid: and they were exceedingly aftcnithed. 
And he ftridtly ciiarged them that no man fhould 
know this: And he ordered that fomething fhould 
be given her to eat. 


“+ And he went out from thence, and came into 
his own country, and his difciples followed him. 
And when the fabbath was come, he began to 
teach in the fynagogue : and many hearing ‘ him’ 
were ftruck with amazement, and faid, ‘* From 
whence hath this ‘ man ’.thefe things ὃ and what 
wifdom ‘ is’ this which is given him, fo that fuch 
miracles are done by his hands? Is not this the 
carpenter, the fon of Mary, the brother of James 
and Jofes, and of Jude * and Simon? and. are 
not his fifters here with us?’ And they were of- 
fended at him, But jesus faid to them, ‘‘ A 
prophet is no where lefs efteemed than in his own 
country, and among his relations, even in his 

sown family.” And he could not there do any 
miracle, 
* Or, Judas. 
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miracle, excepting that he laid his hands upon ἃ 
tew fick ‘ people,’ and cured ‘ them.’ And he 
wondered at their infidelity. And he went round 
about the neighbouring villages teaching. 


And he calleth to him the twelve, and began 
to fend them forth by two and two, and gave 
them power ‘ over’ unclean fpirits: And he 
coinmanded them that they fhould take nothing 
for ‘ their ’ journey, except only a ftaff. No 
{crip *, no bread, no money in ‘ their’ purfe: 
but ‘ be’ fhod with fandals, and not put on two 
coats. And he faid to them, ‘‘ Wherever ye en- 19 
ter into a houfe, continue there tll you leave that 
place. And whofoever will not receive you, nor 
hear you; when yon depart from thence, fhake 
off the duft from your feet for a teftimony againtt 
them: Verily I fay unto you, it fhall be more 
tolerable for Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of 
judgment, than for that city.” And they went 
out, and preached that men fhould repent: And 
they expelled + many demons, and anointed many 
fick perfons with oil, and cured “ them,’ 

And king Herod heard ‘ of him’ (for his name 
was fpread abroad) and he faid that John the Bap- 
tilt was rifen from the dead, and therefore extra- 
ordinary powers ‘ now ’ operated in him. Others 45 
faid ** It is Ehjah:” And others faid, ‘* Itisa 
Malan or ‘a perfon ’ like one of the prophets.”’ 

ut when Herod heard ‘ of it’ he 1414,“ It is John, 
whom I beheaded ; he is rifen from -the dead.” 
For Herod himfelf had fent and feized John, and 
bound him in prifon on account of Herodias, his 
brother Philip’s wife ; for he had married her. For 
John had told Herod, ““ It is not lawful for thee 
to have thy brother’s wife.””, And Herodias hung 
wpon him 1, and would have put him to death; 
but

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20 but fhe could not. For Herod had a reverence 
for John, knowing that he was a rightcous and 
holy man; and he heard him with attention and 
pleafure : and did many things *. And a conve- 
nient day happened, when Herod on his birth- 
day made'a fupper for his Jords, and chief off- 
cers, and other perfons of diftinguifhed rank in 
Galilee. Andthe daughter of the above-men- 
tioned Herodias coming in, and dancing in the 
midft, and pleafing Herod and his guefts, the 
king faid to the matden,’ ‘* Afk of me whatever 
thou wilt, and I will give ‘it’ thee.”” And he pro- 
mrifed her with an oath, and fware unto her, ‘ I 
will give thee whatfoever thou wilt afk of me, 
even to the ‘ value of? half of my kingdom.” 
And fhe went forth, and faid to her mother, 
«¢ What fhall I afk?’ And fhe replied, ‘* The 

25 head of John the Baptift.” And fhe immediately 
came in unto the king with eagernefs, ard made 
her demand, faying, ‘‘ I defire that thou wouldett 
give me prefently the head of John the Baptist 
ina charger +.?? And the king was excecd- 
ingly forry, ‘ yet’ for the fake of his oaths, and 
his guefts, he would not deny her. And imme- 
diately the king fent one of his guards 1, and 
commanded his head to be brought: And he 
went and bcheaded him in the prifon, and 
brought his head in acharger, and gare it to the 
maiden: and the maiden delivered it to her mo- 
ther. And his difciples hearing ‘ of it,’ came 
and took up his corpfe, and laid it in a fe- 
pulchre. 

40. And the apoftles gathered together unto 1851 8» 
and told him all, both what they had done, and 
what they had taught. And he faid to them, 
‘© Come ye yourfelves privately into a folitary 
place, and repofe awhile::”’ for there were many 

coming

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coming and going, fo that they had no opportu- 
nity even to eat. And they departed ina fhip 
privately into a defert. And the people faw 
them departing, and many knew him, and ran 
thither on foot out of all the cities, and out-went 
them, and came together to him, And jesus 
when he came out ἢ, and faw a great multitude, 
was moved with compafion for them, becaufe 
they were as fheep having no fhepherd: and he © 
began to teach them many things. And when35 
the day was now far fpent, his difciples came to 
him, and faid, ‘* This is adefert place, and the 
time ‘is ’ now far advanced, difmifs them, that 
they may go into the country, and villages round 
about, and buy themfelves bread; for they have 
nething to eat.” He anfwered and faid to them, 
“* Give ye them * fomething ” to eat.” And 
they fay to him, ‘* Shall we go, and buy two 
hundred penny-worth + of bread, and give ¢ it’ 
them to eat?”? He’ faith to them, ** How many 
loaves have ye? go and fee.”? And when they 
knew, they fay, ‘* Five; and two fifhes.” And 
he commanded them to make all fit down by 
companies upon the green grafs. And they fate4o 
down in rows by hundreds and by fifties. And 
taking the five loaves, and the two fifhes, and 
looking up to heaven, he bleffed, and brake the 
loaves, and gave ‘ them ὖ᾽ to his difciples to fet 
before them: he likewife divided the two fifhes 
among them all: And they did all eat, and were 
filled. And they took up twelve batkets full of | 
the broken ¢ bread,’ and of the fifhes. And they 
who did eat of the loaves were about five thou- 
fand men. And immediately he obliged his‘dift 45 
ciples to get into the fhip, and to go before to 
the other fide to Bethfaida, while he difmiffed the 
people. And when he had {ἐπε them away, he 
withdrew

being come, the fhip was in the midit of the 
fea; and he alone on the land. And he per- 
ceived they were wearied with rowing (for the 
wind was contrary to them) and about the fourth 
watch of the night *, he cometh to them walk- 
ing on the fea, and would have paffed + by them, 
But when they faw him walking on the fea, they 
fuppofed it had been an apparition, and cried 

scout; for they all faw him, and were troubled. 
And he immediately fpoke to them, and faid, 
‘© Take courage, it 1s I: be not afraid.” And 
he afcended to them into the bark, and the wind 
ceafed. And they were exceedingly amazed in 
themfelves, and aftonifhed beyond meafure. For 
their heart was hardened, and they confidered 
not ‘ the miracle of ’ the loaves. 


And when they had paffed over, they came to 
the land of Gennefareth, and put to fhore. And 
when they came out of the veffel, they { imme- 

gsdiately knew him, and ran to all that country 
round about: And they began to carry the fick 
in beds, where they heard he was. And where- 
ever he entered into towns, or cities, or country 
4 villages,’ they laid the fick in the public ftreets, 
and intreated that they might at leaft touch the 
fringe || of his garment ; and as many as touched 
him were recovered. 


- There were then gathered unto him the Phari- 
fees, and fome of the fcribes, who came from 
Jerufalem. And feeing fome of his difciples eat 
bread with polluted (that 1s, with unwafhed) 
hands, they found fault. For the Pharilees, and 

all

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all the Jews do not cat without washing their 
hands often, holding the tradition of the elders, 
And ‘when they come’ from the market, they 
eat not, till they have wafhed. And there are 
many other things, which they receive and main- 
tain, ‘as’ the wafhiag of cups, and pots, and 
brazen veffels, and couches. “Chen the Pharifees 5 
and fcribes afked him, ‘* Why do not thy difci- 
ples walk according to the tradition of the elders, 
but eat *“ with unwafhed hands?” And he an- 
fwering faid unto them, ““ O you hypocrites, 
well hath Tfaiah + prophefied of you; as it is 
written, ** ‘his people honoureth me with 
* <their’ lips, but their heart is éftranged from 
“me. Yct in vain do they worfhip me, while 
‘they teach doétrines that are human injunc- 
‘« tions:”” for leaving the commandment of Gad, 
yc maintain the tradition of men, “ relating to ’ 
the walhing of pots and cups: And inanv other 
(ας Jike things ye do.” And lie faid to them, 
“s Ye fairly make void the coinmand of God, 
that ye may obferve your own tradition: for Mo- 10 
fes faid, *¢ Honour thy father and thy mother ἢ :” 
and ‘** Whofo curfeth father or mother, let 
4“ him die without mercy ||. But ye aflert, 
‘that’ a man may fay to “ his’ father or mother, 
§ * Let thut be’ corban, that is to fay, a gift by. 
which thou mightcit receive advantage from me. 
And ye no more permit him to do any thing for 
his father or his mother: invalidsting 4 the word 
of God by your tradition, which ye have de- 
livered: And many fuch like things ye do.” 
And having called all the multitude ‘ together’ 
to him, he fid to them, * J.etevery one of you 
heuiken to me, and underftand.. There is πο-ς 


Ε΄ thing

Whatever thou mighteit be profited by me is Korban, (that 
ws, A gift.) 4 Or, Making void, 
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nothing which entereth into a man from without, 
that can pollute him: but the things which 
come out of aman, are thofe that defile the mar. 
If zny one hath ears to hear, let him hear.” And 
when he was come into the houle ‘from the mul- 
titude, his difciples afked him concerning the pa- 
rable. And he faith to them, ““ Are ye like- 
wife fo void of underftanding ? Do ye not per- 
ceive that whatfoever entereth from without into 
aman, cannot defile him? becaufe it entereth 
not inte his heart, but into the belly, aid 19 
thrown off into the vault, which cleanfeth * all 

z2ofood.’? But, faid he, “* That which cometh out 
of aman, that dehleth a man. For from within; 
out of the heart of men, proceed evil reafonings, 
adulteties, -fornications, murders, thefts, infa- 
tiable defires, malevolent affections, deceit, laf 
civioufnefs, an evil eye +, blafphemy, pride, 
folly: all chefe evils come from wrthin, and pol- 
Jute 2 man.” 

And he arofe, and went from therce into the 
borders of Tyre and Sidon, and ‘entered into a 
houfe, and would have had no one know ¢ it:’ 

ὡς but he could -not be concealed. For a certain 
woman, ‘whofe young daughter was pofieffed by 
an unclean fpirit, having heard of him, came 
and fell down at his feet. Now the woman was 

a Greek, a native of Syro-Phoenicia: and fhe 
befought him to caft out the demon from her 
daughter. But jesus faid to her, ““ Let the 
children ἢγ be fatisfied ; for it is not proper to 
take the children’s bread, and throw ‘it’ to the 
dogs.”’ And fhe replied, and {aid to him, ‘* True, 
Lord ; yet the dogs under the table eat the chil- 
dren’s crumbs.” And he faid to her, ‘* For this 
faying go thy way, the demon is gone out of thy 
zodaughter.” And returning back to her howie, 
᾿ ihe

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fhe found the demon was gone out, and her 
daughter lying on the bed, 


And he departed again from the coals of 'Tyre 
and Sidon, and came to the fea of Galilee, through 
the midit of the coafts of Decapolis. And they 
brought him one, who was deaf, and had an 1m- 
pediment in his fpeech: and they befought him 
that he would lay his hand upon him. And taking 
him afide from the multitude, he put his fingers - 
into his ears, and fpitting *, touched his tongue : 
and looking up to heaven, he groaned, and faid 
unto him, “ Ephphatha;” that is, *‘ Be opened.” 
And immediately his ears were opened, and the 
{tring of his tongue was loofed, and he fpake dif- 
tindly. And he charged them that they fhould 
tell no one; but the more he charged them, the 
more abundantly did they proclaim ‘ the cure :’ 
and they were ftruck with exceeding aftonifh- 
ment, and faid, ‘* He hath done all things well, 
making both the deaf to hear, and the dumb to 
fpeak.”” 3 


In thofe days the multitude being very preat, δε 
and having nothing to eat, yesus having called 
his difciptes to him, faith unto them, ‘* 1 have 
compaflion on the multitade, for they have con- 
tinued with me now three days, and have no- 
thing to eat; and if I fend them away fafting to 
their own houfes, they will faint by the way :” 
For several of them came from a confiderable dit- 
tance. And his difctples anfwered him, “* From 
whence can any one fatisfy thefe men with bread 
here in the wildernefs??? And he afked them, ς 
‘© How many loaves have you?” And they faid, 
«* Seven.” And he commanded the pcople to fit 
dawn on the ground; and having took the feven 
loaves, and given thanks, he brake, and gave 

: 2 ‘them ? 
# On his finger. 
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‘them’ to his difciples to fet before “ them;’ 
and they fet ‘them’ before the people. And 
they had a few [mall fifhes, and having blefled 
‘ them,’ he commanded to fet them alfo before 
‘the multitude.” So they did eat, and were fa- 
tished : And they took up feven bafkets ‘ full ’ 
of what remained of the fragments. And they, 
who had eaten, were about four thoufand ; and 
he difmiffed them *. 

10) Αγ immediately entering into a fhip with his 
difciples, he came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 
And the Pharifecs came ferth and began to ex- 
amine him, and to try him defired of him a fign 
from heaven. And fighing deeply in his fpirit, 
he faid, ‘‘ Why doth this generation feek after 
afign? Verily I fay to you, there fhali no fign 
be given to this generation.” And he left them, 
and entering again into the fhip departed to the 
other fide. . 

Now “ the difciples ᾿ had forgotten to take 
bread ; and had no more than one loaf with them 
r5inthe fhip. And he gave them acharge, faying, 

. © + Be very cautioufly on your guard again the 

* Jeaven of the Pharifees, and the leaven ot Herod.” 
And they debated among themfelves. faying, 
4“. «Tt is ’ becaufe we have no bread.” And jeE- 
sus perceiving ‘it,’ faith unto them, ‘‘ Why do 
ye debate becaufe you have no bread? Do ye not 
yet confider nor underftand? Have ye {til your 
hearts hardened ? Having eyes, do ye not fee ὃ 
And having ears, do ye not hear? And do ye 
not remember? When I broke the five loaves 
among the five thoufand, how many bafkets full 
of fragments took ye up?” They fay unto him, 

20“ Twelve.’”? ‘* And when ‘ I divided’ the feven 
‘Joaves? among the four thoufand, how many 
bakets full of fragments did ye take up?” And 

they

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they faid, ‘* Seven.” And he faid to them, 
«© How is it, that ye do not underiland:” 


And he came to Bethfaidas and they brought 


him a blind man, and entreated him that he. 


would touch him. And he took hold of the blind 
man’s hand, and led him out ef the town; and 
having {pit upon his eyes, and laid his hands 
upon him, he zfked him if he faw any thing, 
And looking up, he faid, ** I fee men walking, 


{though I perceive them *] as trees.”. ‘Then he2§ 


laid his hands again upon his eyes, and caufed 
him to look up; and he was reftored, fo that he 
faw every man clearly. And he fent him away 
to his own houfe; and faid, ‘‘ Enter not into 
the town, neither tell ‘it’ to any in the town.” 
And jesus, with his difciples, went out into 
the towns of Cwfarea Philippi: and by the way 
he enquired of his difciples, faying unto them, 
‘© Whom do men fay that Jam?” And they re- 


plied, ‘* John the Baptift: but fome ‘ fay,’ Eli-: 
jah, and others, One of the prophets.” And he. 


faid to them, ‘** But whom do you fay that I 
am?’? And Peter anfwered, and faid to him, 


im 


‘© Thou art the Meffiah +.” And he charged 20 


them that they fhould tcll no man concerning 
him. 


And he began to teach them that the Son of 
Man muft fuffer many things, and be rejected by 
the elders and chief priefts and fcribes, and be 
killed, and after three days rife again. And he 
{pake that faying plainly. And Peter took him 
‘ by the hand,’ and began to chide him. But 
‘ jesus ’ when he had turned about, and looked 
on his difciples, rebuked Peter, faying, ‘* Get

Then having called the multitude, with his 
dilciples, to him, he faid unto them, “ If any 
one is willing to come after me, let him deny 
himfelf, and take up his crofs, and follow me. 
For whofoever will fave his life, fhall lofe ir: 
but whofoeyer fhall lofe his life for my fake and 
the gofpel’s, fhall fave it: For what would it 
profit a man, if he fhculd gain the whole world, 
and be punifhed with the lofs of his life +? Or 
what fhall a man give as a ranfom for his life 4? 
For whofoever 15 afhamed of me and of my words 
in this adulterous and finful ‘generation, of him 
alfo will the Son of Man be afhamed, when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father, with the holy 
angels.” And he faid to them, ““ Verily, I fay 
unto you that there are fome of them who ftand 
here, that fhall not tafte of death till they have 
feen the kingdom of God come with power f.” 

- And after fix days, jesus took with him Peter 
and James and John, and brought them up pri- 
vately to a high mountain apart [[. And he was 
transfigured in their prefence ; and his raiment 
became fhining exceedingly white as fnow: fo as 
no fuller on earth could whiten it. And there 
appeared to them Elijah, with Mofes: and they 
were talking with yesus. And Peter anfwered § 
and faid to jesus, ““ Mafter itis good for us to 
be here: let us even make three tabernacles ; 
one for thee, and one for Mofes, and one for Eli- 
jab.” For he knew not what he fhould fay: for 
they were terrified. And there came a cloud 
which overfhadowed them: and there came a 
voice out of the cloud, faying, ‘© This is my 


beloved:

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beloved Son; hear him.” And on a fudden 
looking round about, they faw no one any more, 
but jesus only with themfelves. And as they 
came down from the mountain, he charged them 
thac they fhould tell no one what they had feen, 
untefs when the Son of Man was rifen from the 
dead. And they laid hold on that word, dif- 
puting among therafelves what this rifing from 
the dead could mean: and they afked him, fay- 
ing, ‘* Why do the fcribes fay, that Elijah muf 
firlt come.” And he anfwering, told them, 
‘ Indeed [Elijah firft cometh, and regulateth all 
things: And yet how is it written of the Son of 
Man; that he muft fuffer many thines, and be 
contemptuoufly rejected: but] fay to you, that 
Elijah is indecd come (and they have treated him 
juft as they pleafed) as it is written of him.” 
And being come to the difciples, he faw a great 
multitude around them, and the fcribes difputing 
with them. And immediately all the-multitudé 
fecing him was ftrack into aftonifhment ; and 
sunning to him, faluted him. And he afked tie 
furibes, ‘* What do ye contend with them 
about 7’? And one of the multitude anfwered and 
faid, ““ Mafter, I have brought to thee my fon, 
who hath a dumb fpirit; and wherever he feizeth 
him, he convulfeth him, and he foameth, and 
gnafhceth with his teeth, and pineth away: and I 
fpake to thy difciples that they would caft him 
out, and they could not.”” He anfwered him and 
faid, ““ Ὁ incredulous generation! how lon 

fhall I be with you? how long fhall I endure 
you? Bring him to me.” And they brought 
him to Him. And immediately as foon as he 
faw him, the Tpit convulfed him; and he fell 
on the ground, and rolled foaming. And he 
afked his father, ** How long time is it that he 
hath been thus??? And he (ἃ, ** From his clild- 
hood. And it frequently hath thrown:him into 
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the fre, and into the waters to deftroy him. But 
if thou canft do any thing, have compaffion on 
us, and help υ5.᾿ Jesus faid unto him, ‘* If 
thou canit believe, all things ‘ are’ poffible to 
him that believeth.” And immediately the fa- 
ther of the child cried out, and faid, with tears, 
25** Lord, I believe: Help my unbelief.” When 
jesus faw that the people came running together, 
he rebuked the unclean {pirit, faying unto him, 
" Thou’? dumb and deaf fpirit, I charge thee, 
come cut of kins, and enter into him no more.” 
And ‘the fpiric? having cried out, and thrown 
him into viclent diftertions, came out of him; 
and he feemed as one dead, fo that many faid, 
‘* He is dead.” But yesus taking him by the 
hand, lifted him up, and he arofe. : 

And when he was come into the houfe, his 
difciples afked him privately, ‘* Why could not 
we expel him?” And he faid to them, ‘‘ This 
kind cannot come out by any means, unlefs by 
prayer and falling.’ 


30 And they departed thence, and paffed through 
Galilee ; and he was defirous that no one might 
‘know ‘it.’ For he taught his difciples, and faid 
to them, ““ Fhe Son of Man is betrayed into the 
hands of men, and they fhall put him to death ; 
but after he ts ffain, he fhall rife on the third 
day.” But they underitood not that faying, and 
were afraid to afk him. 

And he came to Capernaum, and being in the 
houfe, he afked them, ‘© About’ what were ye 
difputing with each orher on the way ?” But they 
were filent, for on the way they had debated 
one with another, Which of them ‘ fhould be ’ 

35 the greatett. And he fate down, ard called the 
twelve, and faith unto them, ‘* If any one would 
be chief, let him be the Iaft of all, and the fer- 
vant of all.” And he took a child and fet him 

in 
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in the midft of them: and taking him in his 
arms, he faid unto them, ‘* Whofoever fhall en- 
tertain * one of fuch children in my name, en- 
tertuineth me: and whofoever fhall entertain me, 
entertaineth not me ‘ alone,’ buc him that fent 
me.” ᾿ . 

And John anfwered him, faying, “ Matter, 
we faw one cafling out demons in thy name, who 
doth not follow us: and we forbade him, be- 
caufe he doth not follow among us. But jesus 
fuid, « Do not forbid him; for there is no man, 
who fhail work a miracle in my name, that can 
quickly ¢ fpeak evil of me. For whofoever is 40 
not againtt us, 15 for us: for whoever fall prefent 
you with a cup of water in iny name, becaule ye 
helong to Chrilt, verily 1 fay unto you, He fhall 
not4dole his reward. And whoever thall offend 
one οὗ “ thefe’ little ones, who believein me, it 
were beiter for him thata mill-ftone fhould be 
hanged atout his neck, and he be thrown into 
the fea. And if thy hand offend { thec, cut it 
off; itis better for thee to enter maimed into 
life, than having two hands, to go into hell, in- 
to that fire which fhall never be extinguifhed ; 
where their worm dieth not, and their fire is not 
quenched |.” And if thy foot offend thee, cut4s 
it cff; for itis better for chee to enter lame into 
life, than having two feet, to be caft into the 
inextinguifhable fire of hell; where their worm 
dieth ποῖ, and the fire is not quenched. And if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out: it is better 
for thee to enter into the kingdom of God with 
one cye, than having two eyes to be caft into hell-

at And he arofe from thence, and cometh into 
the borders of Judea by the farther fide of Jor- 
dan: and the people reforted to.him-again; and 
according to his cultom, he again taught them. 
And the Pharifees came to him and afked him, 
‘© Js it lawful for a man to difmifs { his wife?’ 
tempting him. And he replied and faid to them, 
«¢ What did Mofes command you?” And they 
faid, ‘* Mofes permitted to write a bill of di- 
§ vorce, and to difmifs μεσ." And jesus anfwered 
and faid to them,. ** On account of the hardnefs 
of your hearts, he wrote you this precept; but 
from the beginning of the creation:'God made 
them male and femate: for this caufe a man fhail 
leave his father and mother, and adherxe to his 
wife ; and they two fhall be one fleth |}: fo that 
they are no longer two, but one flefh. What 
God therefore hath yoked together, let not man 
yzofeparate.”’ And in the houfe his difeiples ahked 
him again of the fame matter. And he faith to 
them, ‘* Whofoever fhall difmifs his wife, and 
marry another, committeth adultery againft her: 
and if a woman fhall put away her hufband, and 
be

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be married to another, fhe committeth adul- 
ter 

ἍΝ they brought young children to him that he 
might touch them ; and ‘his ’ difciples rebuked 
thole that brought “them :’ but jesus feeing 
‘it,’ was orcatly difpleafed, and faid to them, 
«© Joet the little children alone, and do not hin- 
der them from coming to me; for of fuch is the 
kingdom of God. Verily, I fay unto you, who; 15 
foever fall not receive the kingdom of God, as 
alittle child, he fhall not enter into 1.) And 
he cook them up in his arms, and laid his hands 
upon them, and blefled them. 

And as he went into the way there came one 
running, and kneeling down to him atked him, 
*fayine,’ ‘© Good mafter, what fhall I do, that 
I may inherit-eternal liter. And JEsus faid to 
him, ‘* Why dof thou call me good ? None ‘is? 
good but one, Seven’? God. ‘Thou knoweilt the 
commandments, Thou fhalt not commit, adul-- 
tery; Thou fhalt not kill; Thou fhalt not fteal ; 
Thou fhalt not bear falfe ὁ πεῖς ; Thou fhalt not 
defraud ; Honour thy father and ‘thy mother,” 
And he replied and faid to him, ‘* Mafter, [20 
have obferved 41] thefe from my infancy.” And 
jeaus, looking ftedfaftly upon him, loved him, 
and faid unto lice “* One thing thou wanteft τ 
Go thy way, fell all thy poffefhons, and diftri- 
bute to the poor; and thou fhalt have treafure 
in heaven: and come, take up the ecrofs, and fol- 
low me.”” But‘ he was troubled, and went away 
forrowful; for he had great poffeflions. And 
JESUS looked round about, and faid te his dif. 
ciples, ‘* How hardly fhall they that poftefs 
riches, enter into the: kingdom of God???) And 
the difciples were aftonifhed at his words. Bie 
Jesus anfwering again, faith to them, “ Chil- 
dren, how hard is:it for them that truftin riches, 
to entcr into the kingdom of God? It is eafierzs 
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for a camel to go through the eye of a needle, 
than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God.” And they were ftruck into exceeding 
amazement, faying one to another, ‘* Who then 
can be faved >? But jkEsus looking ftedfaftily up- 
on them, faith, ““ With men ‘ it is’ impofible, 
but not with God ; for with God all things are 
pollible.” Then Peter began to fay unto him,,. 
‘* Behold, we have left all, and followed thee.” 
And jesus anfwering, faid, ““ Verily, 1 fay unto 
you, there 15 no man who hath left houfe, or bre- 
thren, or fifters, or father, or mother, cr wife, 
or children, or lands for my fake, and the gof- 

30pel’s, but he fhall receive an hundred fold; now 
in this time heufes, and brethren, and fiflers, 
and mothers, and children, and lands, with per- 
fecutions; and in the world to come, everlaftin 
life. But many who ‘ are’ Grft thall be lah; 
and the Jaf firft.” 


And as they were on the way going up to Je- 
rufalem, Jesus went before them, and they were 
amazed ; and as they followed him, they were 
afraid. And he tock the twelve again, and be- 
gan to te!l them what things were to befal him: 
‘* Behold we are going up to Jerufalem, and the 
Son of Man fhall be delivered to the chict-priefls 
and the feribes ; and they fhall condemn him to 
death; and fhall deliver him up to the gentiles: 
and they fhall mock him, and feourge him, and 
{pit upon him; and thall put him to death: and 
on the third day he fhall rife again.” 

35 Then James and John the fons of Zebedee came 
to him, faying, ‘* Mafter, we would that thou 
fhouldeft do fer us whatfoeyer we fhall reguett.” 
And he faid to them, ‘© What would ye, chat I 
fhould do for you?”’ They faid to him, ‘* Grant 
us, that in thy glory we may fit, the one at thy 
right-hand, and the uther at thy left-hand.” But 
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resus faid to them, ‘* Ye know not what ye afk : 
Are ye able to drink of the cup that I drink of, 
und to be baptized with the baptifm that I am ‘ to 
be ’ baptized with ?” And they faid to him, “ We 
are able.”” And jesus faid to them, ‘‘ Ye fhall 
indeed drink of the cup of which I drink; and 
with the baptifm that I am baptized with, fhall 
ye be baptized; but to fit on, my right-hand, 40 
and on my left-hand, is not mine to give, but. 
‘ only’ to thofe for whom it is prepared.” And 
when the ten heard ‘ of it,’ they began to be: 
nuch difpleafed with James and fohn: but jz- 
sus called them to him, and faith to them, ‘‘ Ye 
know that they who rule over the gentiles *, lord 
it over them ; and their great men exercife au- 
thority uponthem. Butt fhall not be fo among 
you: but whofoever would be great among you,’ 
flail be your minifter: and whofoever would be 
the chief among you fhall be fervant of all: 
for even the Son of Man came not to be waited ας 
upon, but to ferve, and to give his life a ranfom 
for many.” And they came to Jericho. 

And as he went out of Jericho with his difci- 
ples and a great multitude, blind Bartimeus, the 
fon of ‘Timeus, fat begging by the way-fide. 
And when he heard that it was yrsus of Naza- 
reth, he began to cry out, and fay, ‘* Jesus, 
‘thou’ fon of David, have mefcy on me.” - And 
many charped him that he fhould be filent, but 
he cried a great deal the more, “" Son of David, 
have mercy on me.” And jesus ftood ftill, and 
ordered him to be called. And they called the 
blind man, faying to him, ‘* Be of good cour- 
age, rife, he calleth thee.’ And throwing ifideso 
his grarment, he arofe, and came to jesus. And 
yesus anfwered, and faid unto him, “* What 
doit thou defire I fhould do for thee?” The blind 

man

Ὁ And when they were come near Jerufalem, un- 


to Bethphage, and Bethany, at the mount cf 
Olives, he fendeth out two of his difciples, and 
faith to them, ‘* yk πὸ way Into the villoze 
over-againft you; and imtmediately, as foon 2s 
you entcr into it, ye fhall find a colt τίει. on 
which no man ever fate; untie him, and bring 
«him :’ and if any one fay to you, ‘“* Why do 
ye this?” fay that the Lord hath need of him, 
and he will immediately fend him hither.”’ And 
they went their way, amd found the colt tied’ 
abroad at the door, ina place where two roads 


ς πιεῖ : and they untie him. And fome of them 


that ftood there, faid to them, ** What are ve 
doing, untying the colt?” And they faid to 
them even as }esus had ordered, and they let 
them go. And they brought the colt to jesus, 
and threw their mantles on him, and he fate up- 
on him, And many fpread their mantles in the 
way, and others cut down branches from the 
trees, and ftrewed them in the way. And they 
that went before, and they that followed, cried, fay- 
ing, ““ Hofannah ! bleffed “ be’ He who cometh in 


10the name of the Lord! Bleffed ‘ be’ the kingdom 


of our father David, which cometh in the name 
of the Lord! Hofannah * in the higheft!” And 
yEsus entered into ferufalem, and into the tem- 
ple: And when he had looked round about upen 
all things, it being now late in the evening, he 
went out to Bethany + with the twelve. 


And 
* A Hebrew form of acclamation, fignifying, ‘Save we 
befeech thee.” + Weat out of the city into the 


fuburbs, 
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And on the morrow, when they were come 
from Bethany, he was hungry : ‘and fecing a fig- 
tree at a diftance, which had leaves, he went ‘ to 
fee’ if hecould find any thing upon it. And 
when. he came to it, he found nothing but leaves, 
for the time of figs * was not ‘ yet.’ And jesus 
faid to it upon this occafion, ** Let no man from 
hence forwards ever eat fruit of thee.”? And his 
difciples heard “ it.’ r 
And they came to Jerufalem ; and jesus en~1¢5 
tering into the temple, began to drive out their 
that told and bought in the temple, and overs 
threw the tables of the money-changers, and the 
feats of them that fold doves: And he permitted 
not that any one fhould carry any veffel through 
the temple. And he taught, faying to them, “ Is 
it not written, **.Mv houfe fhall be called a houfe 
“ of prayer for all nations ¢ ?””? But ye have made 
it aden of robbers.”?> And the -fcribes-and chief. 
pricits heard " of it,’ and fought how they mighe 
deftroy him; for they dreaded him, becaufe alt 
the people were ftruck at his doctrine. And 
when the evening was come, he went out of the 
city. : 
Ane in the morning, as they were pafling by, 20 
they faw the fig-tree dried up from the roots. And 
Petcr recollecting, faid unto him, ‘* Rabbi,. be- , 
hold, the fig-tree which thou curfedft, is withered 
away.” And jesus anfwering faith unto them, 
‘© Have faith in God; for I affaredly fay unto 
you, that whofoever fhall fay to this mountain, 
‘© Be thou removed, and thrown into the fea ;” 
and fhall not doubt in his mind, but believe thag 
what he faith fhall come to pafs, it fhall be τσ 
him juft as he faith. For this reafon I fay unto 
you, whatfocver things ye fhall defire when ye 
pray, 
Of gatherings figs: confequently he expected to have 


found them on the tree, - Some render it “ For was it not 
the ume of figs ?"” + La, \vi, 6, 7, 
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pray, believe that ye receive ‘ them,’ and ye hall 
zg have ‘ them.” And when ye ftand praying, for- 
give, if ye have any matter againft any; that 
your Father in heaven may alfo forgive you your 
urefpafles. But if ye do not forgive, neither will 
your Father in heaven forgive your trefpafles. 


And they come again to Jerufalem ; and as he 
was walking in the temple, the chief-priefts and 
the fcribes and the elders come, and fay to him, 
‘* By what authority doeft thou thefe things ? 
And who gave thee this authority to do thefe 
things ?’”? And jesus faid to them in reply, ‘ I 
will alfo afk you one queftion, and anlwer me, 
and 1 will tell you by what authority I do thefe 

3othings: The baptifm of John, was it from hea- 
ven, or of men? anfwer me.” And they reafoned 
among themfelves, faying, ‘* If we fhall fay, 
From heaven, he will fay, Why therefore did ye 
not believe him? But if we fhall fay, Of men’— 
they feared the people: for all elteemed John 
that he was really a prophet. And they aniwered 
and faid to jesus, ““ We cannot tell.’”’ And 
jesus replied and faith to them, ‘* Neither do 
I tell you by what authority I do thefe things.” 


ὠς And he began to fpeak unto them by parables. 
‘ «6 A man planted a vineyard, and feta hedce 
about it, and digged ‘ a place for’ a wine- 
prefs, and built a tower *, and Jet it out to huf- 
bandmen ; and he took a journey into a diltane 
country. And at the feafon, he fent to the hut- 
bandmen a fervant, that he might receive from 
the hufpandmen of the fruit of the vineyard. 
And they feized * him’ and beat him, and fent 
‘him’ empty away. And he fent again to them 
another fervant; and they threw ftones at him, 
and wounded 4 him? inthe head, and fent * him’ 
away 

® For the accommodation and defence of his labourers, 
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away fhamefully treated. And again he fents 
another, and they killed him: And many others, 
beating fome, and killing others. Having yet 
therefore one fon, his well-beloved, he fent him 
alfo lait to them, faying, ‘¢ They will reverence 
my fon.” But thofe hulbandmen faid among 
themfelves, ** This is the heir; come, Ict us 
kill him, and the inheritance fhall be ours.” 
And they feized him, and flew ‘ him,’ and cait 
‘him’ out of the vineyard. What therefore fhall 
the lord of the vineyard do? He will come, and 
ceftroy the hufbandmen, and will give the vine- 
vard unto others. And have ye not read thisto 
{cripture, ‘* The ftone which the builders re- 
κε jeGted, 1s become the head * of the corner: 
‘ "This was the Lord’s doing, and it is marvel- 
‘« Jous in our eyes {. And they fought to lay 
hold on him, but feared the people; for they 
knew that he had fpoken the parable againft 
them; and they left him, and went away. 

Then they fend to him fome of the Pharifees 
and Herodians, to catch him in ‘ his’ words. 
And when they were come, they fay unto him, 
“* Matter, we know that thou art true, and careft 
for no man; for thou regardeft not the perfon of 
men, but teacheft the way of God in truth: Is 
it lawful to pay tribute to Cafar, or not? Shall 15 
we give, or fhall we not give?” But he know- 
ing their hypocrify, faid to them, ** Why do ye 
tempt me? Bring me a penny 1, that I may fce 
it.” And they brought ‘it.’ And he faith to 
them, ‘‘ Whofe ‘is’ this image and infcription?”’ 
And they faid to him, ““ Ca#far’s.” And jesus 
an(wering, faith unto them, ** Render to Cafar, 
the things that are Cafar’s: and to God, the 
things which are God's.” And they wondered 
at him. 

Then

there is no refurrection ; and they ated him, 
faying, ‘* Mafter, Mofes wrote to us, that “If

take his wife, and raife up feed to his bra- 
20“ ther *.” Now there were feven brethren ; 

and the firft took a wife, and dying left no ifue. 

And the fecond took her, and died, neither left 

he any iffue ; and in like manner the third; and 

the feventh had her, and left no iffue: laf of all 
the woman alfo died. At the refurrection there- 
fore, when they fhall rife, whofe wife fhall fhe 
be of them; for the feven had her to wife ?” 

And‘yesus anfwered and faid to them, “5 Do ye 

not fer this reafon err, becaufe ye know nct the 
25 fcriptures, nor the power of God? For when 

they fhall rife from the dead, they neither marrv, 
nor are given in marriage; but are as the an- 
gels, who are in heaven. And as for the dead, 
that they rife; have ye not read in the book of 

Mofes, how God fpake to him in the bufh, fay- 

inz, “1 am’ the God of Abraham, and the God 

“« of Ifaac, and the God of Jacob +:” he is not’ 

the God of the dead, but the God of the living: 

therefore you greatly err.” 

And one of the fcribes came, ‘ and’ having 
heard them reafoning together, perceiving that 
he had anfwered them well, afked him, ** Which 
is the firft commandment of all?” Jesus an- 
fwered him, ** The frft of all the commandments 
‘is,’ “* Hear, O Ifrael, Jehovah qur God 15 one 

304“ Lord; And thou fhalt love the Lord thy God 

‘* with all thine heart, and with all thy foul,

js no other commandment greater than thefe.” 
And the feribes faid to him, *‘ Truly mafter thou 
μα! fpoken well: For there is one God, and 
there is no other befides him: And to love him 
with all the heart, and with al! the underftanding, 
and with all the foul, and with all the ftrength ; 
and to love “ his’ neighbour as himfelf, 15 more 
than all burnt-cfferings and {acrifices.”’ And jE- 
sus feeing that he aniwered wilely, faid to him, 
ἢ YHou art not far from the kingdom of God.” 
And no man after that prefumcd to afk him ‘ any 
queftion.’ ᾿ 
- And jesus anfwered and faid, as he was35 
teaching in the temple, ‘© How fay the fcribes, 
that τῆς Meflith + ts the fon of David? for Da- 
vid himfelf hath faid by the Holy Spirit, ‘* The 
““ Lord faid unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right- 
“4 hand cill J inake thine enemies thy foot-ftool ¢.” 
David himfelf therefore calleth him lord; and 
whence is he ‘ then’ his fon?” And the com- 
non people heard him with pleafure. : 
And he faid to them in his do€ftrine, *‘ Beware 
of the feribes, who affeé to walk about in tong! 
robes, and ‘ love” falutations in the markets, 
and the chief feats in the fynagogues, and the up- 
ΠῚ places δὲ feafts: who devour ψιάοννα4ο 
oufes, and for a pretence make long prayers, 
Thefe fhall receive greater damnation.” eG 
And yrsus fate down over-apainft the treafury, 
and beheld how the people caft money into the 
tresfury ; and many rich men ealt in much, 
And there came a certain poor widow, and fhe 
caft in two mites, which make a farthing ff. 
And he called his difciples to him, and faith ta 
them, ““ Affuredly I fay to you, that this poor 
widow hach caf in more, than ell they who have 
thrown

a- And as he went out of the temple one of his 
difciples faith unto him, ‘* Mafter, behold what 
ftones, and what edifices ‘ are thefe?” And τε- 
sus replying faid unto him, ““ Ποῖ thou fee 
thefe great buildings? There fhall not be left one 
ftone upon another, which fhall not be demoliih- 
ed.” And as he fate upon the mount of Olives, 
over-apainit the temple, Peter, and James, and 
John, and Ardrew afked hin privately, " faying,’ 
‘© Tell us when thefe things fall happen, and 
what ‘ fhall be’ the fign when all thete things 

gfhall be accomplifhed?’? Arvi jesus anfwering 
them, began to fay, ““ Take heed that no man 
deceive you. For many fhall come in my name, 
faying, ‘* lam ‘ the Meffiah* ’:’? and thall deceive 
many. But when ye shall hear of wars, and ru- 
mours Of wars, be not troubled; for they mut 
come to pafs, but the end is not yet. For nation 
fhall rife up againft natien, and kingdoin againit 
kingdom : and there shall be earthquakes in ὁ va- 
rious ’ places; and thcre fhall be famines, and 
troubles : Thefe ‘ will be’ the beginnings of for- 
rows. But take ye heed to yourlelves; for they 
fhall deliver you up to councils, and ye fhall be 
fcourged in the fynagogues, and fhall be brought 
before rulers and kings for my fake, for a tetli- 
1Omony again them ¢. And the pofpel mult firit 
be preached among all nations. But when they 
fhall bring and deliver you up, be not folicitous 
before hand what ye fhall fpeak, neither preme- 
ditate: but whatfoever fhall be given you in that 
hour, that fpeak ; for it is not you that fpeak, 
_,but the Holy Spirit. And one brother fhall be- 
τι : . tray 
“© Gr, Chritt. + That the gofpel has beeu oftered 
them in the moét public manner, 
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tray another to death; and the father ‘ his’ fon ; 
and children fhall rife up againft ‘ their’ parents, 
and caufe them to be put todeath. And ye fhalt 
be hated by all ‘ men ’ for the fake of my name. 
But he who endureth to the end fhall be faved. 

‘© When ye thall fee the abomination of defo- 
lation, fpoken of by Daniel the prophet, ftand- 
ing where it ought not * (let him that readeth un- 
deritand) then Jet them that ‘ are ’ in Judea flee to 
the mountains: and let not him who is on thers 
top of the houfe go down into the houfe, nor enter 
into it, to take away any thing out of his houfe : 
and let not him that is in the field, go back to 
take his clothes. But woe to them that are with 
child, and to them that give fuck in thofe days. 
And pray that your flight may not be in the win- 
ter; for in thofe days fhall be afflictions, fuch 
as the like hath not been from the beginning of 
the creation, which God hath made, unto this 
time, neither fhall be. And except the Lord had zo 
fhortened thofe days, no fiefh could be faved : 
But for the fake of the eleét, whom he hath 
chofen, he hath fhortened the days. And if 
any one fhall then fay tg you, ““ Behold, the 
Meffiah + is here ;”’ or, ** Behold " he is’ there ;’” 
do not believe it: for falfe Meffiahs, and falfe 
prophets fhall arife, and fhall fhew figns, and 
prodigics, to feduce, if poffible, even the elect. 
But be upon your guard; behold I have foretold 
to you all things. 

‘+ But in thofe days, after that tribulation, 
the fun.fhall be darkened, and the moon fhall 
not give her light; and the ftars of heaven fhallz5 
fall ; and the powers that are in heaven fhall be 
fhaken : And then they fhall fee the Son of Man 
coming in the clouds with great power, and glory.

‘© Take heed, watch and pray, for ye know 
not when the time is: ‘ For the Son of Man is ἢ 
as aman travelling to a diftant country, who as 
he was leaving his houfe, gave authority to his 

. fervants, and to every man his work, and com- 
35 manded the porter to watch. Watch ye therc- 
. fore, for ye know not when the mafler-of the 
hhoufe cometh, in the evening, or at midnight, 
or at the cock-crowing, or in the morning; let 
coming fuddenly, he find you fleeping. And 
what ] fay to you, 1 fay to all, Watch.” 


xt Now the paffover, and ‘ feaft of ’ unleavencd 
᾿ bread 1 was ‘ to be ’ two days after: and the chiet- 
priefts || and fcribes fought how they might take 
him by artifice, and put him-to- death. Burt they 
faid, ‘‘ Notatthe featt, left there be a tumult amoneé 
the people.” And being in Bethany in the ce

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of Simon the leper, as he fat at the table, there 
came a woman who had'an alabafter pot of un- 
adulterated orntment of fpikenard, ‘ which was” 
exceeding valuable, and having broken the vef- 
fel, fhe poured ‘it’ on his head. And there 
were fome that were moved with inward difplea- 
fure, and faid, ““ Why was this wafte of the 
ointment made: for it might have been fold for5 
more than three hundred pence *, and have been 

iven to the poor?’”? And they murmured againift 
fer, And yesus fatd, ““ Let her alone; why - 
do ye trouble her? fhe hath performed a good 
work towards me. -For the poor ye have always 
with you; and whenever ye pleafe ye may do 
them pood: But me ye have not have always. 
She hath done what fhe could; fhe hath come 
before-hand to anoint my body for the burial. 
Verily 1 fay to you, wherefoever this gofpel is 
preached over the whole world, ‘ this? alfo which 
fhe hath done, fhall-be fpoken of for a memo- 
rial of her.” 

And Judas Ifcariot, ‘one of the twelve, went 1o 
to the chief-priefts to betray him unto them. 
And when they heard ‘ it,’ they rejotced, and 
promifed to give him money: and ‘he fought 
how he nught conveniently betray him. 


And on the firfl day of unleavened bread, when 
they killed the paflover, his difciples faid-to him, 
«* Where wilt thou have us go, and prepare for 
thy eating the paffover?’? And he fendeth forth 
two of his difciples, and faith to them, ‘ Go in- 
to the city, and a man carrying a pitcher of wa- 
ter, fhall meet you; folfow him, and wherefo- 
ever he goeth in, fay to the matter of the houfe, 
‘* ‘The teacher faith, Where is the dining-room, 
where ] may eat the paffover with my difciples?” 
And he will fhew you a large upper room fur- τς 

nifhed

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nifhed and prepared: there make ready for us.’ 
And his difciples went out, and came into the 
city, and found as he had faid to them: And 
‘they made ready the paffover. 

And in the evening he came with the twelve. 
And as they fat * and were eating, jesus faid, 
“« Verily I fay unto you, one of you who is eat- 
ing with me, will betray me.”? And they began 
to be forrowful, and to fay to him, one by one, 
‘© Is it 1??? And another * faid,’ ‘* Is it I?” 

20 And he anfwered and faid to them, ‘‘ It is’ one 
of the twelve, ‘ even’ he that dippeth his hand 
with me in the difh. The Son of Man is indeed 
poing 2s it is written concerning him: But woe 
to that . in. by whom the Son of Man is be- 
trayed: ii had been well for that man, if he had 
never been born.’’ 

And as they were eating, jesus took bread, 
and having bleffed ‘it,’ he brake, and gave ‘it’ 
to them, and faid, ‘* ‘Take, eat; this is my 
body.”? And taking the cup, when he had given 
thanks, he gave ‘ it’ to them; and they all 
drank of it. And he faid to them, ““ This is my 
blood of the new covenant, which is fhed for 

25 many. Verily, I fay unto you, 1 will drink no 
more of the produce of the vine, until that day 
when I fhall drink it new in the kingdom of 
God.”? 

And when they had fung a hymn, they went 
out to the mount of Olives. And jesus faith to 
them, ‘ All ye fhall be offended becaufe of me 
this night: For it is written, ‘* I wall iimite the 
*< fhepherd, and the fheep fhall be fcattered + :’” 
But after 1 am rifen, I will go before you into 
Galilee.” But Peter faid to him, ‘‘ Althcugh 

go all fhould be offended, yet ‘ will’ not 1. And 
jesus faith to him, ‘* Verily I fay to thee, i 

to-day, 
ΟΜ Or, reclined on beds: which was the ancient tabic- 
posture, _ fF Zech, xi. 7, 
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to-day, ‘even’ this night, before the cock crow 
twice, thou fhalt deny me thrice.” But he {pake 
the more eagerly, ‘* If I fhould die with thee, 
I will not deny thee in any manner.” Likewife - 
alfo faid they all. 


And they came to the place called Gethfemane; 
and he faith to his difciples, ‘* Sit ye here, while 
I pray.” And he taketh with him Peter, and 
James, and John, and began to be in great amaze- 
ment, and anguith of mind. And he faith tothem, 
«¢ My foul is furrounded with forrow, unto death ; 
continue here, and watch.”” And going on a lit- 38 
tle way, he proftrated himfelf on the ground, 
and prayed, hie if it were poffible, that feafon * 
might pafs from him. And he faid, ‘* Abba, Fa- 
ther, all things are poffible to thee; take away 
this cup from me: neverthelefs, not as I will, 
but as thou wilt.”” And he cometh, and findeth 
them afleep; and faith to Peter, ‘* Simon, doft 
thou fleep? Couldft not-thou watch one hour? 
Watch and pray, that ye may. not enter into 
temptation: The {pirit indeed ¢ is’ forward +, 
but the flefh ‘is’ weak.”” And he went away again, 
aud prayed, {peaking the fame words. And re-40 
turning back, he found them afieep again, for 
their eyes were weighed down {: And they 
knew not what to anfwer him. And he comcth 
the third time, and faith to them, “« Now fleep 
on, and take your reft ἢ τ it is enough, the hour 
is come; behold the Son of Man is betrayed in 
to the hands of finners. Arile, let us go: be- 
hold, he that betrayeth me, is juft at hand,’’

cafm and reproof, Others render the words, * De yoy 
fleepon now, and take your rat?" 
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And immediately while he was yet {peaking, 
cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and with him 
a great multitude with fwords and ftaves *, from 
the chief-priefts, and icrikes, and elders. Naw 
he that betrayed him, had given them a fignal, 
faying, ‘© He, whom 1 fhall kifs, is the perion : 
lay hold of him, and lead ‘ him ’ away fafely.” 

45 And being come, and going directly to him, he 
faid, ** Rabbi, Rabbi!” and kiffed him. And 
they laid hands on him, and took him. 

And one of them that ftood by, drew a fword, 
and {mote a fervant of the high-prieft, and cut 
off his ear, And yEsus aniwered + and faid to 
them, ‘‘ Are ve come out as againft a robber 
with {words and ftaves to feize me? I was every 
day with you teaching in the temple, and ye did 
not apprehend me: but the fcriptures muft be 

sofulfilled.”” And they all forfook him, and fled. 
And a certain youth { having a linen cloth || 
thrown about his naked body, followed him ; 
and the young § men laid hold on him. But he, 
leaving the fheet, fled away from them naked. 


And they led jesus away to the high-prictt : 
and with him were affembled all the chief-priefts, 
and the elders, and the feribes. And Peter fol- 
lowed him afar off, even into the palace of the 
high-prieft: and he fate down among the fer- 

ssvants, and warmed himfelf at the: fire. Now 
the chief-priefts and the whole Sanhedrim } fought 
for witnefs againft jesus, that they might put 
him to death; and found none. For many falfely 
teftified againft him, but their teftimonies did not 
agree. Then fome rofe up, and falfely teitified 
againit

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againft him, faying, ‘‘ We heard him fay, I will 
deftroy this temple that is made with hands, and 
in three days I will build another made without 
hands.” Yet neither thus did their teftimony 
agree. And the ae ftood up in the midft60 
and afked jesus, faying, ““ Anfwereft thou no- 
thing ? What is it that thefe men tettify againft 
thee?” But he was filent, and made no reply. 
Again the high-prieft afked him and faid to him, 
“Art thou the Meffiah *, the Son of the Bleffed ?”” 
And jesus faid, 441 am: and ye fhall fee the Son 
of Man fitting at the right-hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven.” Then the 
high-prieft rent his clothes, and faid, ** What 
need have we of any other teflimony? Ye have 
heard the blafphemy : what think ye?” And they 
all condemned him as guilty of a capital crime. 
And fome began to fpit on him, and to cover his 63 
face, and.to buffet him, and to fay unto him, 
‘* Prophefy :’? and the officers ftruck him with 
the palms of their hands. 

And as Peter was in the hall below, there came 
one of the maid-fervants of the high-prieft; and 
fecing Peter warming himfelf, fhe fixed her eyes 
earneftly upon him and faid, ‘* Thou alfo waft 
with yesus the Nazarene.”? But he denied, fay- 
ing, ** I know ‘ him’ not, nor do! underftand 
what thou meanelt.””. And he went out into the 
portico, and the cogk crew. Anda maid faw 
him again, and began to fay to them that ftood 
by, ‘© This is ‘one’ of them:” and he again 70 
denied ¢ him.’ And a little after they that 
ftood by faid to Peter again, ‘* Surely, thou art 
‘one’ of them, for thou art a Galilean, and * to 
that’ thy fpcech agreeth.” And he began to curfe 
and {wear, ‘ faying,’ “41 do not know this man, 
of whom you fpeak.’? And the cock crew the 
fecond time, And Peter recolleéted the word 

Gz _ that 
* Gr, Chrift, 
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that yesus had faid to him, ““ Before the cock: 
crow twice, thou fhalt deny me thrice.” And 
Peter, * covering “ his head,’ wept. 


ea- And as foon as it was morning, the chief- priefts 
confulted with the elders and the fcribes, and the 
whole Sanhedrim +, and binding JESUS, they 
carried ‘him’ awzy, and delivered ‘him’ to 
Pilate. ἀπά Pilate afked him, ““ Art thou the 
king of the Jews?” And he anfwering, faid to 
him, ““ Thou fayeft it.” And the chief-prietts 
accufed him of many things; but.he made no 
anfwer. ‘Then Pilate afked him again, faying, 
“ε Dolt thou anfwer nothing ? Behold, how man 
5 things they witnefs againft thee.” Bur ftill ye- 
sus anfwered nothing ; ‘fo that Pilate was alto- 
nifhed. 

Now at the feftival he releafed to them ‘ any ’ 
one prifoner, whom they defired: And there was 
‘one,’ whofe name was Barabbas, that lay bound 
with fome, who had made an infurreétion with 
him, who had committed murder in the infur- 
re€tion. And the people with a clamour began 
to demand, ‘ that he would do’ as he had always 
done tothem. And Pilate anfwered them faying, 
«© Will ye that I releafe unto you the king of the 

10 Jews?” for he knew that the chiefzprielts had de- 
livered him up out ofenvy. But che chief-priefts 
excited the people to afk that he would rather re- 
leafe Barabbas to them. And Pilate again an- 
fwered and faid to them, ‘‘ What would you have 
me do then * with him,’ whom ye call the king of 
the Jews i’? And they cried out again, ‘* Crucify 
him.” Then Pilate faid to them, ‘¢ Why, what 
evil hath he done?” And they cried out che 

Je more abundantly, ‘* Crueify him.” And Pilate, 
defirous to fatisfy the people, releafed to them 

Barabbas ; 

* Some render it, “ Throwing himfelf out of the com~ 

paay, wept,”’ + Or, council, 
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Barabbas ; and having fcourged jesus, he celt- 
vered ‘ him ’ to be crucified. 

And the foldiers led him away into the hall, 
called the Pretorium *, and affembled the whole 
band +. And they clothed him in purple; and 
having platted a crown of thorns, they put it 
about his * head,’ and began to pay ‘ their ’ fa- 
lutations to him, ““ Hail; king of the Jews!” 
And they ftruck him on the. head with a reed, 
and fpit upon him, and bowing the knee, did 
him reverence. And when they had mocked 20 
him, they took, the purple off from him, and 
having dreffed him in his own garments, they- 
led him out to be crucified. And they compel one 
Simeon a Cyrenian {, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, who wag pailing by as he came out of the 
country, to carry his crofs, 


And they bring him to the place called Galgo- 
tha, that is, being interpreted, The Place of a 
Skull; and they gave him wine to drink, min- 
gled with myrrh; but he did not receive “ it.’ 
And when they had crucified him, they fhared 
his garments, cafting lots, upon them, what 
each man fhould take. Now it was the third 25 
hour ||, and they crucified him. And the fuper- 
fcription of his crime was written over him, ‘THe 
KING OF THE Jews. And they crucified two 
robbers with him, the one on his right-hand, and 
the other on the left. And the f{cripture was ful- 
filed, which faith, ‘* And he was numbered with 
‘* the tranfgrefiors §.”’ And they that paffed by, 
blafphemed him, Shaking their heads, and fay- 
ing, ‘* Ah, thou that wouldeft deftroy the tem- 
ple, and build “ it ᾽ in three days, fave thyfelf, and 30 
; G 3 come

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come down from the crofs!”? In like manner the 
chief-priefts with the fcribes alfo derided him, 
and faid one to another, ** He faved others, 
‘but’ cannot fave himfelf: Let the Mefiiah, the 
king of Ifrael, come down now from the crofs, 
that we may tve and believe.” And thofe wlio 
were crucified with him, reviled him. Ard 
when the fixth hour wzs come, there was dark- 
neis over the whole land * until the ninth hour. 
And δὲ the ninth hour yesus cried with a loud 
voice, faying, ‘© Eror, Eror1, Lana Sapacn- 
THAN.’ That is, being interpreted, ** My 
God, my God, why hait thew forfaken me??? 
35 And fome cf them that flood by, hearing * this,’ 
fail, ‘* Behold he calieth Elijah.” Then ene 
ran and filled a fpunge full of vinegar, and put 
‘it’ onareed, and gave him.to drink, faying, 


‘* Let alone, let us fee whether Elijah will come 


a ~: "; Β' bere 3} 
apd παι ξ πὶ atwn. 


And jesus having cried cut with aloud voice, 
expired, And the veil of the temple was rent in 
two, from the top to the bottom. And when the 
centuricn, who food over-againft him, faw that 
he fo cried out, and expired, he faid, ‘* Cer- 

qotainly this man was the Son of God.” There 
were alfo women looking on at a diftance, among 
whom was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mo- 
ther of James the Léfs, and Jofes,. and Salome, 
who had attended him when he was in Galilee, 
and miniftered to him; and many other women 
who came up with him to Jerufalem. 

And when the evening was now come, becaufe 
it was the preparation, or the day before the fab- 
bath, Jofeph of Arimathea, an honourable coun- 
fellor, who alfo himfelf waited for the kingdom 
of God, came, and went in boldly to Pilate, 
and begged the body of jesus. And Pilate 
thought it ftrange if he were already dead ; and 
having 
* Of Judea, 
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having called the centurion to him, he afked 
him, whether he had been dead any time. And45 
when he knew ¢ it’ of the centurion, he gave the 
body to Jofeph. And having bought fine linen, 
he took him down, and wrapped him in the 11- 
nen; and he laid him ina fcpulchre, which was 
hewn cut in a rock, and rolled a ftone to the 
door * of the fepulchre. And Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of Jofes, behcld where he 
was laid. 


And when the fabbath was over, Mary Mag- ἦε 
dalene, and Mary, ‘the mother’ of James and 
Salome, bought fpices, that they might go, and 
anoint him. And very early in the morning, on 
the firft ‘ day’ of the week, they came to the fe- 
pulchre about the rifing of the fun. And they 
faid among themfelves, ‘* Who fhall roll away 
the {tone for us from the door * of the fepulchre?” 
(and looking up they faw that the fone was 
rolled away) for it was very large. And enter-§ 
ing into the fepulchre, they faw a young man 
fitting on the right fide, clothed in a long white 
robe; and they were terrified: and he faith to 
them, ‘* Do not be terrified, ye feek yesus of 
Nazareth, who was crucified: he is rifen, he is not 
here: behold the place, where they had laid him. 
But go and tell his difciples and Peter, that he 
is going before you to Galilee; there ye thall fee 
him, as he faid to you.” And they went out 
quickly, and fied from the fepulchre; for they 
trembled, and were furprifed. And they faid 
nothing to any one, for they were affrighted. 
Now when ‘ yrsus’ was rifen early on the 
firft “ day ’ of the week, he made hfs firft appear-

15 was rifen: And he faid to them, ** Go forth in-~ 
to all the world, and preach the gofpel to every 
creature. Fle who believeth, and is baptized, 
fhali be faved: But he, who believeth not, shall 
be condemned. And thefe figns fhall follow them 
that believe: In my name they fhall cait out de- 
mons; they fhall fpeak new languages; they 
fhall take up ferpents; and if they drink any 
deadly poifon, it fhall not hurt them; “ and’ 
they fhall lay ‘ their’ hands on the fick, and they 
fhall recover.”

HEREAS many have undertaien to-r 

compofe the hiftory of thofe tacts, which 
have been confirmed among us with the fislcit 
evidence, as they have tranfmitted them to us, 
who were from the beginning ecye-witneffe: and 
minifters of the word; 1 alfo having accurately 
traced all things from this firft rife, have thouphe 
proper to write an orderly account of them τὸ 
thee, O moft noble Theophilus, that thou mayett 
know the certain truth of thofe things, in which 
thou haft been inftruéted. 


ΙΝ the days of Herod.* king of Judea, there ¢ 
was a prielt named Zacharias, * who belonged ’ 
to the courfe of Abiah ¢ ; and his wife was ‘ one? 
of the daughters of Aaron, and her name was 
Elizabeth. And they were both righteons in the 
fight of God, walking in all the commands and 
inftitutions of the Lord, blamelefs. And they 
had n» child, becaufe Elizabeth was barren; and 
they were both advanced in years. And it came 
to pafs, that when he was performing the priclt’s 
office before God, in the order of his courfe, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the pricfthood, his lot + 
ας was 
® The Great, whom the Romans had made king. + Or, 
Abijal, who was the head of one of the twenty-four courics 
into which David diftributed the priefls. τ Chron.-xxiii, 6, 
and xxiv, 10, 7 ihe feveral offices of the priefthood 

were aligned to the particular perfons in waiting by lot, 
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was to burn incenfe when he went into the tem- 
1ople of the Lord. And the whole multitude of the 
people were praying without at the time of in- 
cenfe. And there appeared’to him an angel of 
the Lord, ftanding at the right-hand of the altar 
of incenfe. And Zacharias feeing ‘ him,’ was 
greatly difcompofed, and terror fell upon him. 
But the angel faid unto him, ‘* Fear not, Za- 
charias: for thy prayeris heard; and Elizabeth 
thy wife fhall bear thee a fon, and thou fhalt call 
his name Jounx. And thou fhalt have joy, and 
tranfport; and many fhall rejoice om occafion of 
ες his birth. For he fhall be great in the fight of 
the Lord, ‘and he fhall drink neither wine, nor 
intoxicating liquor; and he fhall be filled with 
the Holy Spirit even from his mother’s womb. 
And he fhall turn many of the children of Ifrael 
to the Lord their God. And he shall go before 
him in the fpirit, and power of Elijah, to con- 
vert the hearts of the fathers with the children : 
and thofe who have been difobedient to the wif- 
dom of the juft, fhall he make ready a people 
prepared for the Lord.” And Zachartas-faid to 
the angel, ‘* By what fhall I know this? for I 
am an old man, and my wife advanced in years.’” 
And the angel anfwering, faid unto him, ‘* I am 
Gabricl, that ftand in the prefence of God; and 
201 am fent to tell thee thefe joyful tidings. And 
behold thou fhalt be filent, and unable to fpeak, 
till the day in which thefe things fhall be accom- 
plied ; becaufe thou halt not believed my words, 
which fhall be fulfilled in their feafon.” And 
the people were waiting for Zacharias, and won- 
ecred that he continued fo long in the temple. 
But when he came out, he was not able to fpeak 
to them ; and they perceived that he had feen a 
vifion in the temple; and he himfelf by figns in- 


timated ‘it’ to them: and continued deaf and 
dumb. 
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dumb *, And it came to pafs that when the days 
of his miniftration were fulfilled, he departed ‘to 
his own houfe. And after thefe days Elizabeth 
his wife conceived ; and concealed herfelf five 
months +, faying, ““ The Lord hath thus donezg 
for me, in the days in which he hath looked 
upon me, to take away my reproach § among 
men.? 


In the fixth month the angel Gabriel was fent. 
from God toacity of Galilee called Nazareth ;. 
to a virgin contratted toa man, whofc name was * 
Jofeph, of the houfe of David 1 : and the vir- 
gin’sname ‘was’ Mary. And the angel entered 
in unto her, and faid, ““ Hail, O thou favour- 
ite ||! The Lord is with thee: thou art bleffed 
among women.” Now when fhe faw ‘the an- 
gel,’ the was difturbed at his difcourfe; and rea- 
foned with herfelf what kind of falutation this 
could be, And the angel faid unto her, ““ Fear 10 
not, Mary; for thou haft found favour with 
God: and behold thou fhalt be with child, and 
be delivered of a fon, and fhalt call his name 1Ὲ- 
sus. He fhall be great, and fhall be called the 
Son of the Moft High; and the Lord God fhall 
give him the throne of David his father: and he 
fall rule over the houfe of Jacob for ever; and 
of his kingdom there fhall be no end.” And_ 
Mary replied to the angel, ““ How can this be, 
fince Tam as yet a virgm?” And the angel an- ὃς 
fwering, faid unto her, “9 The Holy Spirit thall 
come upon thee, and the power of the Moll High 
fiuall overfhadow thee: and therefore that holy |

- In thofe days Mary arofe, and went with ex- 
pedition to the hill-country, intoa city of Ju- 

4A0dah; and entered into. the houfe of Zacharias, 
and faluted Elizabeth. And it came to pafs that 
as foon as Elizabeth heard the falutation of Mary, 
‘the infant in her womb did leap: And Elizabeth 
was filled withthe Holy Spirit,.and crying out 
with a loud voice fhe faid, ““ Bleffed art thou 
among women! and bleffed is the fruit of thy 
womb!.And whence is this * to me, that the 
mother of my Lord fhould come unto me? For 
behold, 2s foon as the voice of thy falutation 
founded in mine ears, the infant leaped in my 

45womb for joy. And happy ‘is’ fhe that be- 
lieved ; for there fhall be an accomplifhment of 
thofe things, which have been fpoken to her froin 
the Lord.”* 

Mary alfo faid, ‘* My foul doth magnify the 
Lord, and my fpirit rejoiceth in God my faviour. 
For he hath looked upon the low eitate of his 
handmaid; fer behold a]! future generations fhall 
call me happy. For he who is powerful, hath 
done preat things for me; and his name “ is’ 

soholy. 1115 mercy alfo ‘is’ from generation to 
gencraticn, on them that fear him. He hath 
wrought firength by his arm: He hath difperied 
the haughty in the imagination of their hearts, 
He hath brought down mighty potentates from 
their thrones, and hath exalted the lowly. hols 
am

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hath filled the hungry with good things, and hath 
fent away the rich empty. He hath fuccoured 
Ifrael his.child, in remembrance of ‘ his’ ever- 
Jaiting mercy, even as he {poke to our fathers, ἴος ς 
Abraham, and to his feed.” Then Mary abode 
with her about three.months, and returned to her 
own houfe. | 

And when the full time for Elizabeth’s deli- 
very was come, fhe brought fortha fon. ἀπά 
her neighbours, and her relations heard that the 
Lord had magnified his mercy to her,’ and con- 
gratulated her. And it.came to pafs, that on the 
eighth day they came to circumcife the child, 
and they called him ZacnHarias, after the name 
of his father. ‘ But his mother anfwered, and faid, 60 
ἐς Nay, but he fhall be called Joun.” And they 
faid unto her, ‘* None of thy kindred is called by 
this name.” And they made figns to his father, 
what he would have him called. And he.demand- 
ed * a writing-table, and wrote, faying, ““ His 
name is Jounx.” And they were all amazed, 
and his mouth was immediately opened, and his 
tongue ‘ loofed,’? and he fpake, praifing God. 
And a dread fell on all that dwelt near them :65 
and all thefe things were publifhed over the whole 
hill-country of Judea, And all that heard ‘ them,’ 
Jaid them up in their hearts, faying, “ What 
kind of a child will this be?” And the hand of 
the Lord was with him. 

Now Zacharias his father was filled with the 
Holy Spirit, and prophefied, faying, ““ Blefled 
be Jehovah ||, the God of Hfrael! becaufe he hath 
gracioufly looked upon his people, and wrought 
out redemptions and hath raifed up for us a 
horn + of falvation 1 in the family of his fervant 

David,

the oath, which he fware unto Abraham our fa- 
ther, te grant us to ferve him without fear, being 
delivered out of the hands of our enemies, ‘ ar. 

75to walk ’ before him all the days of our life, in 
holinefs and righteoufnefs. And thou child fhait 
be called The prophet of the Moft Hich; for 
thou fhalt go before the face of the Lord, to pre- 
pare his way ; to give the knowledge of falvation 
to his people in the forgivenefs of their fins, 
through the tender compaffion of our God; by 
which the- dawning of the day hath vifited us 
from on high, to enlighten thofe that fit in dark- 
nefs, and in the fhadow of death; to direct our 

80 feet into the way of peace.” And the child grew 
up and became ftrong in fpirit, and was in defert 
places till the day of his being manifefted to 
Ifrael. 


-%- Now it came to-pafs in thofe days * that Au- 
puftus Caefar publifhed an edié, that all the 
land + fhould be enrolled. And this was the 
firft enrollment of Cyrenius, * afterwards’ gover- 
nor of Syria. Andall went, each cf them to his 
own city, to be enrolled. And Jofeph alfo went 
up from Galilee out of the city of Nazareth, into 
Judea, to the city of David, which is called 
Bethlehem (for he was of the family and houfhold 

5 of David) to be enrolled with Mary his efponfed 
wife, who was big with child.

Lord came upon them, and the glory of the Lord 
fhone round about them, and they were exceed- 
ingly terrified. And the angel faid-to them, ‘* Be ro 
not affrighted, for behold I bring you good news 
of great joy, which fhall be to all people. For 
this day there is born unto you a Saviour, who 
is Chrift the Lord, in the city of David: And 
this ‘ fhall be? a-fign ta-you, you will find an 
infant in {waddJing -bénds,: ‘lying in a manger.” 
And immediately there was with the angel a 
multitude of the celeftial army praifing God, and 
faying, ““ Glory to God in the higheft! and 
peace on earth! benevolence towards ment” 
And it came to pafs, that as foon as the angels 1s 
departed from them into heaven, the fhepherds 
faid one to another, ** Come, let us go to Beth- 
lehem, and fee this great thing which is done, which 
the Lord hath made known unto us.’? And the 
came in hafte, and found Mary and Jofeph, and 
the infant lying ina manger. And when they 
had viewed it, they publifhed abroad that which 
had been told them concerning this child. And 
all that heard ‘it,’ were aftonifhed at thofe things, 
which were related to them by the fhepherds. 
But Mary treafured up all thefe things, entering 
into the meaning ‘ of them’ in her heart. And ao 
the fhepherds returned, glorifying and praifing 
God for all the things which they had heard and. 
feen, a3 it was told unto them. *

And when eight days were fulfilled for circum- 
eifing the child, his name was called yesus ; by 
which the angel had called him before he was 
conceived in the womb. 


- And when the days for her purification, ac- 
cording to the law of Mofes, were fulfilled, they 
brought him to Jerufalem to prefent “ him’ be- 
fore the Lord ; (according as 11 is written in the 
law of the Lord *, that ‘* every firit-born male 
<* fhall be called holy to the Lord,”) and to of- 
fer a facrifice according to what is enjoined in the 
law of the Lord +, ἃ pair of turtle-doves, or two 
young pigeons. 

25 And behold there was at Jerufalem a certain 
man, whofe name was Simeon, and he ‘ was’ a 
righteous and religious perfon, waiting for thecon- 
folation of Ifrael ; and the Holy Spirit was upon 
him: and it was revealed unto him by the Holy 
Spirit, that he fhould not die ¢ before he had feen 
the Ancinted of the Lord ||. And he came under 
the impulfe of the Spirit, into the temple, when 
his parents brought in the child jesus, that they 
might do-for him according to the cuftom of the 
law. And he took. him into his arms, and praifed 
God, and faid,-‘* Now, Ὁ Lord, thou diimifieft 

3othy fervant in peace, according to thy word; for 
mine eves have beheld thy falvation, which thou 
haft prepared before the face of all people; a 
light for the illumination of the gentiles, and the 
glory: of thy people Iiracl.” And Jofeph and his 
mother were aftonifhed at thofe things, which 
were fpoken of him. And Simeon bleiied them, 
and faid to Mary his mother, ‘** Behold this 
* child’ is appointed for the fall and rifing again 
of many in Ifrael, and for a mark of contradic- 


tion

difclofed.”’ 

And there was one Anna a prophetefs, the 
daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Afher. She 
was very fur advanccd in years, having liyed ‘ only” 
feven years with her hulband from her virginity ; 
and fhe ‘ had been’ a widow about eighty~four 
years: who departed not from the temple, ferving 
“(οὐ with faftings and prayers, night and day *. 
And fhe coming inat that very, time, made her ac- 
knowledginents to the Lord +, and {pake concern- 
ing him to allin Jerufalem, that were waiting for 
redemption. And when they had performed all 
things according to the law of the Lord, they re- 
turned to Galilee, to. their own. ¢ity Nazareth. 

And the child grew up, and became ftrong in 40 
fpirit, filled with wifdom ; and the grace of God 
was upon him. 


Now his parents went yearly to Jerufalem, at 
the feaft of the paffover.. And. when he. was 
twelve years old, they went up to Jerufalem ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the feaft. And when 
they had finifhed the dayg t, and were returning 
home, the child yesus ftaid behind in Jerufalem,. 
and neither Jofeph, nor his mother were aware 
‘of it.’ Bue they fuppofed he was in the com- 
pany, and went ἃ day’s journey; and they fought: 
for him amongft ‘ their? kindred and acquaint- 
ance. And: not finding him, they returned back 45 
to Jerufalem, feeking him. And three days af- 
ter they found him in the temple, fitting in the 
midit of the doétors, both attending to them,

And when they faw 
him, they were ftruck with wonder; and his 
mother fzid unto him, ‘* Son, why haft thou 
dealt thus with us? Behold thy father and I have 
fought thee with anxiety.” And he faid unto 
them, ““ Whatis the caufe that ye have fovght 
me? Did ye not know that I ought to be at my 

sOfather’s?”? And they did not underftand the 
words, which he fpake untothem. And he went 
down with them, and came to Nazareth, and 
continued fbject to thein: And his mother kept 
ail thefe iayings in her heart. And jesus ad- 
varced in wifdom, and fltature, and in favour 
with God and men. -

berius Caefar, when Pontius Pilate was governor 
of Judea, and Hercd * was tetrarch cf Galilee, 
and ‘his brother Philip tetrarch of the region of 
Iturea and Trachonitis, and Lyfanias tetrarch of 
Abilene; in thofe days, while Annas and Caia- 
phas were high-priefts +, the word of God came 
unto John, the fon of Zacharias, in the wilder- 
nefs. And he came into all the country about 
Jordan, preaching the baptifm of repentance, 
for the remiffion of fins; as itis written in the 
book of difcourfes ¢ of the prophet Ifaiah, fay. 
ing, ‘* || The voice of one crying in the wilder- 
“4 nefs, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
5 ‘* his paths ftraight. Every valley fhall be filled, 
‘* and every mountain and hill fhall be brought 
** down ; even the-crooked roads fhall: be made 
‘* ftraight, and the rough places fhall be laid le- 
*s vel; 
* Herod Antipas, fon of Herod the Great, who had di- 
vided his dominions by will-into four parts, or tetrarchies. 
+ Caiaphas was high-prieft, ‘and Annas his fuffragan, 
Godwyn. 1 Or, words, Ua. xl. 3, 4) 5. 
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ἐς vel; and all flefh fhall fee the falvation of 
“© Gad.” Then he faid to the multitude who came 
forth to be baptifed by him, ‘* O ye broods of 
vipers! who hath admonifhed you to flee from 
the wrath to come? Therefore bring forth fruits 
worthy of repentance: and do not begin to fay 
within yourfelves, ‘¢ We have Abraham for ¢ our” 
father; for I fay unto you, that‘God is able of 
thefe ftones to raife up children to Abraham. 
And the ax is even now applied to the root of the 
troes; therefore every tree that doth not produce 
eood fruit, is cut down and thrown into the 
fire.”’ 

And the multitudes afked him, faying, ‘‘ What το 
then fhall we do?” And he anfwereth and faith 
to them, ““ He that hath two coats, let him im- 
part tohim that hath none; and he that hath 
food, let him do the like.”? Then came alfo 
publicans * to be baptifed, and faid unto him, 
‘© Mafler, what fhall we do?” And he faid un- 
to them, ““ Exaét nothing more than is enjoined 
you.”” And the foldiers alfo afked him, faying, | 
‘* And what fhall we do?” And he faid unto 
them, ‘‘ Terrify no man, nor wrong any by falfe 
accufation, and be contented with your pay.” 

And as the people were in fufpenfe, and all1s 
were reafoning in their hearts concerning John, — 
whether he were the Mefliah or not; John an- 
fwered all +, faying, ‘* I indeed baptife you - 
with water ; but there is one coming more pow- 
erful than], the Jatchet { of whofe fhoes I am 
not worthy to untie: He fhall baptife you with 
the [loly Spirit, and with fire ||: whofe fan ‘ is ’ in 
his hand; and he will throughly cleanie his threth- 

ing-

γ᾽ hortations, he publifhed to the people “ thefe ’ 
glad tidings. 

But Herod the tetrarch, being reproved by 
him for Herodias, his brother Philip’s wife, and 

a°for all the evils that Herod had done, added yet 
this to all ‘ the reft,? that he fhut up John in 
prifon. 

Now, when all the people were baptifed, it 
came to pals, that jesus alio being baptifed and 
praying, the heavens were opened, and the Holy 
Spirit defcended in a corporeal form, as it were 
a dove *, upon him; anda vorce came out of 
heaven, which faid, ‘¢ Thou art my beloved fon, 
in thee I am well pleafed.’” 

And jesus, when beginning ‘ his miniftry,’ 
was about thirty years of age; being (as was fup-

Then jesus being full of the Holy Spirit,-% 
returned from Jordan; and was led by the 2, 
Spirit into the wildernefs forty days, being 
tempted by the devil.

And the devil faid to 
him, ‘© If thou art the Son of God, command 
that this ftone may become bread.” And jesus 
anfwered him, faying, ‘' [t is written *, ‘* Man

‘* of God.” Then the devil taking him up in-5 
toa high mountain, fhewed him all the king-| 
doms of the world ina moment of time: and the 
devil faid unto him, ‘ All this power will I 
give thee, and the glory of them + (for it is de-: 
livercd to me, and I give it to whom I pleafe) 
if therefore thou wilt worfhip me, all fhall be 
thine.’? And jesus anfwered and faid unto him, 
«(δὲ thce behind me, Satan; for it is writ-. 
ten 1, ‘* ‘Thou fhalt worfhip the Lord thy God, 

"6 and him only fhalt thou ferve.’? Then he 
brought him to Jerufalem, and fet him on one of 
the battlements of the temple, and faid to him, 
“4 Tf thou art the Son of God, caft thyfelf down 
from hence ; for it is written ἢ, ‘* He fhall givero 
‘** jus angels a charge concerning thee, to keep 
‘‘ thee, and they fhall bear thee up in their 
‘« hands, left at any time thou fhouldeft ἀφ thy 
‘** foot againft a ftone.”? And jesus an{wering 
faid unto him, ** It is faid §, ““ Thou fhale not 


““ tempt

ᾧ Deut, vi, 16, 
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‘« tempt the Lord thy God.” And when the 
devil had ended all the temptation, he departed 
froin him for a feafon. 


And jrsus returned into Galilee in the power 

of the Spirit ; and his renown went through all 
15 the neighbouring region. And he taught in their 
fynagogues with univerfal applaufe *. And he 
came to Nazareth, where he was educated ; and 
according to his cuftom, he entered into the {y- 
nagogue on the fabbath-day, and ftood up to 
read +. And the book of Ifaiah the prophet was 
delivered to him. And unrolling 1 the book, he 
found that place where it was written, ‘* || The 

«« Spirit of the Lord ‘is’ upon me, for the pur- 

** pofe to which he hath anointed me: ‘ for’ he 

““ hath fent me to preach good news to the poor, 

** to heal thofe whofe hearts are broken, to pro- 
claim difmiffion § to captives, even the reco- 
very of fight to them that are blind; “ and’ 
to fet thofe at liberty who are bruifed ; to pro- 
20** claim that welcome year of the Lord.” And 
having rolled up the book, he delivered it to the 
fervant {, and fat down: And the eyes of all in 
the fynagogue were attentively fixed upon him. 
And he began to fay to them, ‘* To-day this 
«* {cripture is fulfilled in vour hearing.” And 
they all bore teftimony to him, and were afto- 
nifhed at thofe graceful *|| words, which pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth, faying, ‘‘ Is not this 
the fon of Jofeph?” And he faidto them, ‘* Ye 
will undoubtedly fay to me that proverb, ‘ Phy- 
fician cure thyfelf, ‘ and ’ do alfo here in thine 
own country thofe works which we have heard 
were

defired by the ruler of the fynagogue. 1 The books 
or volumes were then long rolls cf parchment. ἢ fa, 
Ixi.

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were done at Capernaum.”’ But he faid, ‘6 Ve. 
rily, I fay unto you, that no prophet is accept- 
able in his own country. But 1 tell you as azz 
truth, there were many widows in Ifrael in the 
days of Eljah, when the heaven was fhut up for 
three years and fix months, fo that a great famine 
prevailed in all the land ; and Elijah was fent to 
none of them, but to a widow: woman at Sarepta, 
‘acity’’ of Sidon. And there were many lepers 
in Ifrael in the time of Elifha the prophet; yet 
none of them was cleanfed, but Naaman the Sy- 
rian.” And all that ‘ were’ in the py nagogue, when’ 
they heard thefe things, were filled with fury. 
And rifing up, they caft him out of the city, and 
broughr him to the very brow of the mountain on 
which their city was built, that they might caft 
him down headlong. But he paffed through the 30 
inidft of chem, and,went away. 


And he came down to Capernaum, a city of 
Galilee, and ‘ he’ was teaching them on the 
fabbath-days. And-they were ftruck with his 
do&trine; for his word was with authority. And 
there was in the fynagogue a man who had the 
fpirit of an unclean * demon. And he cried out 
with a loud voice, faying, “ Let us alone; what 
haft thou to do with us, O jesus of Nazareth? 
Art thou come to deftroy us? I know thee who 
thou art; the Holy One of God.”” And jesus 35 
rebuked him, faying, ““ Be filent; and come 
out of him.” And the demon, having thrown 
him in the midft, came out of him; but-did him 
no harm. And they were all amazed, and fpoke 
among themfelves, faying, ‘‘ What a word ‘ is ’ 
this? for with authority, and power, he com- 
mandeth the unclean {pirits, and they come out.” 
And his fame was: carried into every.place in the 
neighbouring country. 

And 


® Or, impure, 
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And rifing up, he ‘went’ out of the fyna- 
gogue, and entered into Simon’s houfe. And 
Simon’s wife’s mother was feized with a violent 
fever; and they entreated him for her. And 
ftanding near her, he rebuked the fever, and it 
left her; and fhe immediately arofe, and waited 
upon them, 

40 Now when the fun was fetting, all that had 
any fick of various diftempers, brought them un- 
to him: And he laid his hands on every one of 
them, and healed them. And devils alfo came 
out of many, crying out and faying, ‘‘ Thou art 
the Meffiah *, the Son of God.” But he feverely 
chid them, and did not fuffer them to fpeak ; for 
they knew that he was the Meffiah*. . And as the 
day was coming on, he went out and departed 
into a defert place. And the multitudes fought 
after him, and came to him, and would have de- 
tained him, that he fhould not depart from them. 
And he faid to them, ‘* 1 mult preach the king- 
dom of God to other cities alfo; as for that pur- 

ofc 1am fent.” And he continued preaching 
i the fynagogues of Galilee. 


st Now it came to pafs that when the multitude 
preffed upon him to hear the word of God, as he 
itood by the lake of Gennefareth, he faw two 
veflels flanding by the lake, but the fifhermen 
were gone out of them, and were wathing ‘< their ’ 
nets. And entering into one of the veffels, which 
belonged to Simon, he defired him, that he 
would put out alittle way from land. And he 
fat down and taught the multitude out of the vef- 
fel. And when he had made an end of fpeaking, 
he faid to Simon, ‘* Put out into the deep, and 

. glet down your nets for a draught.” And Simon 
anfwering faid unto him, ‘‘ Malter, we have 
been labouring all night, and have caught no- 
thing ; neverthelefs I will let down the net at thy 

5 Gr Chri, word,’” 
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νογὰ."" And when they had done it, they in- 
clofed a great multitude of fifhes, fo that cheir 
net brake. And they beckoned to ‘ their’ part- 
ners, who were in the other veffel, to come and 
afitt them. And they came, and filled both the 
veflels, fo that they were ready to fink. Now 
Simon Peter, feeing ‘ this,’ fell down before the 
knecs of yesus, and faid, ““ Go out from me, 
for Il am a finful man, O Lord!” For aftonifh- 
ment feized him, and all that were with him, on 
account of the draught of fithes, which they had 
taken: and in like manner alfo James and John, to 
the fons of Zebedee, wlio were partners with Si- 
mon. And jesus faid to Simon, ** Do not fear, 
from tnis time thou fhalt captivate * men.” And 
when they had brought their veficls to land, they 
left all and followed him. 


And it came to pafs, when he was in a certain 
city, behold, a man full of leprofy, feeing jet 
sus, fell proftrate, and intreated him, faying, 
«© Lord, if thou wilt, thou canit cleanfe me.” 
And ftretching out ‘ his’ hand, he touched him, 
faying, Twill, be thou clean.” And immedi- 
ately the leprofy departed from him. And he 
charged him to tell no one: “ But po, and thew 
thyfelf to the prieit, and offer for thy purifica- 
tion, according as Mofes commanded, fora tef- 
tumony to them.’? But fo much the more ποτα ας 
went a fame of him abroad; and grezt multi- 
tudes came together to hear, and τὸ he Iyealed of 
their inhtimtues by him. And he withdrew into 
the wildernefs, and prayed. 

And st happened on a certain day, while he 
was teaching, that ‘ feveral ’ Pharifzes and doctors 
of the law were fitting by, who were come out 
of every town of Galilee, and Judea, and ¢ from ἢ 
Jerufilem ; and the power of the Lord was “ pre- 

fent? 
® Or, catch, 
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fent’ to heal them. And behold men brought 
on acouch aman, feized with the palfy; and 
they endeavoured to bring him in, and lay “ him” 
ee him. And when they could not find any 
way to bring him in, becaule of the croud, they 
went up to the top of the houfe, and let him 
down with the couch through the tiles into the 
zomidit, before yesus. snd feeing their faith, he 
{aid to him, ‘* Man, thy fins are forgiven thee.” 
And the Scribes and Pharifees began to reafon, 
faying, ‘‘ Who is this, that {peaketh blafphe- 
mies? Who can fergive fins but God alone δ᾽ 
But jesus perceiving their thoughts, anfwered 
and faid to them, ‘* Why do ye reafon in your 
hearts? Which is eafier to fay, Thy fins are for- 
given thee; or to fay, -Rife up and walk: but 
that ye may know that. the Son cf Man hath 
power upon earth to forsive fins (he faid to the 
paralytic) I fay unto thec, Arife, take up thy 
ὡς couch, and go into thine houfe.”” And imme- 
diately he rofe up before them; and taking up 
that on which he lay, he went forth to his own 
houfe, glorifying God. And they were all 
amazed, and glorified God, and were filled with 
fear, faying, ‘‘ We have feen ftrange things 
to-da ve ‘ 

And after thefe things he went out, and faw a 
publican, named Levi *, fitting at the cuitom- 
houte: and he faid to him, ‘* Follow me.” And 
leaving all, he rofe up, and foliowed him. And 
Levi made a great entertainment for him in his 
own houfe: and there was a great company of 
publicans, and others, who {fate at table with 

gomem. But their feribes and Pharifees murmured 
at his difciples, .faying, ‘* Why do ye eat and 
drink with publicans and finners?’”? And jesus 
anfwering faid to them, ‘* They, who are in 
health, have no need of a phyfician, but thofe 
that 

® Otherwife named Matthew, 
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that are fick: I came not to call the righteous, 
but finners to repentance.” Then they * faid to 
him, ‘* Why do the difciples of John faft often, 
and make prayere, and alfo thofe of the Phari- 
fees, but thine eat and drink?” And he faid un- 
to them, ‘* Can ye make the children of the bride- 
chamber faft, while the bridegroom is with them ? 
But the days will come, cee the bridegroom 35 
fhall be taken away from them; and then they 
fhall faft in thofe days.” And he fpake alfoa 
parable τὸ them, ‘* No man feweth a piece of 
new garment upon old +; if atlieevile: then 
both the new maketh a rent, and the piece, tha¢ 
was “ taken’ out of the new, agreeth not { with 
the old. And no man putteth new wine into old 
Jeathern bottles ||, elfe the new wine will burft 
the bottles, and be fpilt, and the bottles will be 
deftroyed. Dut new wine muft be put into new 
bottles, and then both are preferved. And no 
man who hath drunk old ‘ wine,’ immediately 
defireth new; for he faith,.** The old is better.” 


And it came to-pafs on the firft fabbath after + 
the fecond ‘ day of unleavened bread,’ that he 
went through the corn-fields ; and his difciples 
plucked toe ears of corn, and rubbing ‘them’ in 
‘their’? hands, did eat. And fome of the Pharifees ° 
{πὶ to them, “ Why do ye that, which it is not 
Jawful to do on the fabbath-days?” And {κατε 
fail in anfwer to them, ἐς [lave ye never read< 
that, which David did, when he was hun “EV, 
oud they that were with him ? How he went inte 
the houfe of God, and took, and eat the thiw- 
bread, and gave alfo to thofe that attended him; 
which it was not lawful to eat, but for the prictt 

Η. 2 alone,” 

. Others of the company, who had been John’s dMeieles, 
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salone.” And he faid unto them, ‘* The Son of 
Man is Lord allo of the fabbath.” 

-Now it came to pals alfo that on another fab- 
bath, he entered into the fynagogue, and taught. 
And there was a inan, whoie right-hand was 
withered. And the fcribes and Pharifees watched 
him, whether he would hea! on the fabbath-day ; 
that they might find an accufacion again him. 
But he knowing their thoughts, faid to the man 
who had the withered hand, “ Rife up, and ftand 
in the midit.”” And he arcfe, and ftood up. 
Then yesus faid to them, ‘‘ I will afk you one 
thing: Js it lawful to do gocd on the fabbath- 
days, or to do evil? to fave life, or to deftroy ?” 

10 And looking round upon them all, he faid to the 
man, ‘* Stretch forth thine hand ὁ And he did 
fo: and his hand was reftored well as the other. 
And they were filled with madnefs, and dif- 
courfed with each other, what they might do to 
JESUS. 

And it came to pafs in thofe days, that he 
went forth to 2 mountain to pray, and continued 
ail nightin an oratory " devoted to tne fervice ᾿ 
of God. And when it was day, he called his 
difciples to him, and out of them he chofe twelve, 
whom lie alfo named apoitles : Simon, whom he 
-alfo named Peter, and Andrew his brother ; 
James, and Jehn; Philip, and Bartholomew ; 

15 Matthew, and Thomas ; James‘ the fon’ of Al- 
pheus, and Simon called Zeclotes; and Judas 
“the brother’ of James; and Judas Ifcariot, who 
alfo was the traitor. And he came down with 
them, and ftood in the plain: And the croud of 
his difciples ¢ gathered round him,’ and a great 
multitude of people from all Judea, and Jerufa- 
lem, and from the fhore of Tyre and Sidon; who 
came to hear him, and to be healed of their dif- 
eafes ; and they who were infefted with unclean 
{pirits: And they were cured. And the whole 

multitude 
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multitude endeavoured to touch him; for there 
went virtue out of him, and healed them all. 

And ‘ jesus ” lifting up his eyes on his difci- 20 
ples, faid, ‘* Happy are you poor; for the king- 
dom of God is yours. Happy ‘are’ you, who are 7, 
now hungry; for you fhall be filled, Happy ‘ are’ 
you, who now mourn; for you fhall laugh. “ 
Happy are you, when men ihall hate you, and when 
they fhall feparate you ‘ from their affemblies,’ 
and fhall reproach * you,’ and caft out your 
name as evi] on account of the Son of Man. Be 
ylad in that day, and leap for joy; for behold 
your reward in heaven ‘ is’ great: for thus their 
fathers did to the prophets. But woe to you, who 
are rich; for you have received your coniolation. 
Woe unto you, who are filled; for you fhall fuf-2¢6 
fer hunser. Woe unto you, who now laugh; 
for you fhall mourn and lament. Woe unto you, 
when all men fpeak well of you; for thus did 
their fathers to the falfe prophets. But I fay 
unto you that hear, Love your enemies ; Do good 
to them, that hate you; Blefs them, that curfe 
you; and pray for them, that fritefully abuse 
you. And if a man finite thee on the ‘ one’ 
cheek, offer alfo the other to him; and if he 
take away thy mantle, do not hinder him “ from 
taking ’ alfo ‘ thy’ veft. Give to every oné that3o 
atketh thee; and from him that taketh away thy 
pofiefions, do not demand them back. And as 
ye would that men fhould do to you, do ye alfo 
in like manner to them. And if ye love them that 
love you, what thanks are due to you? for even 
finners love thofe that love them. And if you do 
good to them that are your benefaétors, what 
thanks are due to you? for even finners do the. 
fame. And if ye lend to them from whoin you 
hope to receive, what thanks are due to you? 
for even finners lend to finners, that they may 
receive the like. But love your enemies, and do Ἦν 

Η 3 good, 
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good, and lend when you can hope for nothing 
again: and your reward will be great, and you 
will be the fons of the Mo Eligh: for he is 
kind to the ungrateful, and evil. Be ye there- 
fore merciful, as 2]fo your Father is merciful. 
Judge not, and ye fhall be judged; condemn rot, 
and ye fhall not be condemned : forgive, and ye 
fnall be forgiven. Give, and it fhall be given to 
cu: men {hall pour into your lap good meafure, 
preficd down, and fhaken together, and running 
over: for by the fame meafure that you meafure 
with, it will be meafured back to you.” 
- He fpaxe clfo a parable to them, ‘* Can the 
‘blind guide the blind? Will they not both fell 
40into a pit? The f{cholar is not above his teacher; 
but every finifhed * fcholar’ will be as his maf- 
ter, And why doft thou lock at the mote, which 
is in thy brother’s eye, and cbferveit not the 
.beain In thine own eye? Or how canit thou fay 
to thy brether, ‘* Bretner, hold ftil], and’ I 
avill take cut the mote, which is in-thine eye ;” 
while thou δεῖ not the beam, which Is in thine 
trneye. Thou bypocrite, firft caft out the beam 
from thine own eye; and then thou wilt difcern 
“how ’ to take out the mote that isin thy bro- 
ther’s eye. For there is no gecd tree, which 
produceth bad fruit; ecither any bad tree, which 
roduceth gcod fruit: For every tree is known 
by its proper fruit: men, fer inftance, do not 
gather figs of thorns, nor do they gather a clel 
4: ter of grapes fromabramble. A good man pro- 
duceth that which is ssod, out of the good trea- 
fure of his heart: andabad man, cut or the bad 
treafure of his heart, produceth that which 18 
bad: for his mouth fpceaketa from the overtlow- 
ing of the heart. 

‘© And why do yeu call me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I fay? I will fhew you 
whom that man is like, who cometh to me, and 

heareth 
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heareth my words, and praétteth them: He is 
like a man that built a houfe, and dug deep, artd 
placed the foundation uponarock; and when 
the inundation came, the current violently broke 
upon that houfe, and was not able to fhake it ; 
becaufe it was founded upon a rock. But he 
that heareth and doth not prattife, is like a man 
that built his houfe on the ground, without a foun- 
dation; againft which the ftream did violently 
break, and it prefently fell down; and the ruin 
of that houfe was preat.” 


Now when he had finifhed all his fayings in the + 
hearing of the people, he entered into Caperna- 
um. And the fervant of a certain centurion, who: 
was preatly efteemed by him, was ill, and in 
danger of death. And hearing of yesus, he fent 
unto him the elders of the Jews, intreating him 
that he would come and heal his fervant. And 
being come to yxsus, they intreated him with 
preat importunity, faying, ** He is worthy of this 
favour ; for he loveth our nation, and hath built 5 
us a fynzpogue.”? And jesus went with them, 
And now when he was not a great way trom the 
houfe, the centurion fent friends to him, faying 
unto him, ‘* Lord, trouble net thyfelf, for lam 
not worthy that thon fhouldeft enter under my 
root: wherefore neither did 1 think myfelf wor-- 
thy to coine to thee: Speak but the word, and 
my fervant fhall be healed. For even I * who’? 
ama man ranged under autherity, have foldiers 
under myfclIf; and I fay to one, Go, and he 
goeth ; and to another, Come, and he cometh ; 
and to my flave, Do this, and he doth 11.) And 
yesus hearing thefe things, admired him, and 
turning about, he faid to the multitude that fol- 
lowed him, ““ [ declare unto you, that I have 
not found even in Ifrael fuch faith.” And they 4 
who had been fent, returning to the houfe, found 
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the fervant that had been fick, reftored to per- 
Feet health. 


And it came to pafs on the next: day, that he 
wert to a city called Naim; and many of his 
difciples went with him, and a great multitude. 
And when he approached the gate of the city, 
behold a dead perfon was carried out, the only 
fon of his mother, and fhe was a widow: and 
there was a-great multitude of the city with her. 
And the Lord feeing her, was moved with com- 
paffion for her, and faid unto her, ** Weep not.” 
And approaching, he touched'the bier, and the 
bearers ftood ftill: and be faid, ‘* Young man, 

asI fay unto thee, Arile.” And he who had been 
dead, fate up, and began to fpeak: And he de- 
livered him to his mother. And a dread fell up- 
on all, and they glorified God, faying, ‘‘ Truly 
a great prophet is rifen up among us ξ' and God 
hath regarded his people.” And this report of 
him went forth through all Judea, and the whole 
region round about. : 


Now the difciples of John informed him of all 
thefe things. And Jolin called two of his difci- 
ples to him, and fent ‘ them’ to jesus, faving, 
4. Art thou he that cometh *, or are we to expect 

zoanother ?” And when the men were come to him, 
they faid, ““ John the Baptift hath fent us to 
thee, faying, Art thou he that cometh, or are we 
to expcét another?” Now in that very hour he 
cured many of ‘ their’ difeafes, and plagues, and 
of evil fpirits; and beftowed fight on many that 
were blind. «And jesus anfwering faid unto 
them, ** Go, and relate to John the things which 
you have feen and heard: that the blind receive 
their fight, the lame walk, the lepers are cleanfed, 
the deaf hear, the dead are raifed, and the poor 
have

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have the gofpel preached to them: and happy is 
he that is not fcandalifed at me.” 
Now when the meffengers of John were gone 


away, he began to fpeak unto the multitudes con- ’ 


cerning John: ‘© What went you dut into the 
wildernefs to behold ? a reed fhaken by the wind?

But what went you out to fee? aman dreffed in foft 25 


garments? Behold they that wear a fplendid drefs, 
and live luxurioufly, are in royal palaces. But 
what did you go out to fee? a prophet? yea, I 
fay unto you, and much more than a prophet. 
This is the perfon, of whom it is written *, 
‘© Behold, 1 fend my mefienger before thy face, 
“* who fhall prepare thy way before thee.” For 
I fay unto you, Among thofe that are born of 
women, there ts not a prophet greater than John 
the Baptiit: neverthelefs he that is leaft in the 
kingdom of God, is greater than he.” And 
all the people hearing ‘ him,’ and the publicans, 
jultifed God, being baptifed with the baptifm of 


John. But the Pharifecs, and doctors of the law 30 


rejccled the council of God to them, not being 
baptifed by him. [And the Lord faid,] « 7 ὁ 
what then thall I compare the men of this gene- 
ration, and to what are they like? They are 
like little children fitting in the market-place, 
and calling out one to another and faying, “ We 
have piped to you, and ye have not danced; we 
have mourned to you, and ye have not lamented :’”” 
for John the Baptift came neither eating bread, 
nor drinking wine ; and you fay, He hath a de- 
vil. ‘Phe Son ef Man its come eating and drink- 
ing 3 and ye fay, Behold a gluttonous mau, and 
a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans and tinners. 


Bue wifdoin hath been juftified by all her chil- 3 


dren.” 
And one of the Pharifees invited him to eat 
with jum; and entering into the houfe of th« 
H 5 Pharifee, 
® Mal, ii, 2. 
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Pharifee, he fate down to table. And behold a 
woman in that city, who had been a finner, when 
fhe knew that he fat at meat in the Pharifees’s 
houfe, brought an alabafter veflel of perfumed 
ointment: And flanding behind at his feet weep- 
ing, fhe began to water his feet with a fhower of 
tears ; and wiped ‘ them ’ with the treffes of her 
hair, and kiffed his feet, and anointed ‘them’ with 
the perfumed balfam. Now the Pharifee, who 
had invited him, obferving ‘ this,’ faid within 
himfelf, “4 This man, if he were a prophet, 
would have known who, and what kind of wo- 
man ‘ this is,’ that toucheth him; for fheisa 
finner,” 

40 And jesus, in reply, faid to him, ‘ Simon, 
1 have fcmething to fay to thee.” And he faith, 
. 4: O teacher, fay ‘it freely.” ** A certain credi- 
tor had two debtors; one owed five hundred 
pence *, and the other fitty: Now as they had 
not any thing to pay, he freely forgave them 
doth; fay therefore, which of them would love 
him moit?”) And Simon replied, and faid, “51 
fuppofe that he to whem he forgave moft.” And 
‘“ jsxsus ᾿ faid to him, “ Vhou haf judged 
rightly.’ And turning to the wornan, he faid 
to Simon, ‘* ‘Thou feel this woman: I came 
into thine houfe, and thou didft net give me any 
water to ‘ wafh ᾿ my feet; but fhe hath watered 
my feet with tears, and wiped ‘ them ’ with the 
45treffes of her hair. Thou didit not give me a 
kifs ; but fhe ever fince fhe came in, hath net 
ceafed to kifs my feet. ‘Thou didit not anoine 
my head with oil, but fhe hath anointed my feet 
with precious ointment. Wherefore I fay πρτὸ 
thee, Her many fins are forgiven ; therefore the 
hath loved much: whereas he to whom little is 
forgiven, loveth little.” And he faith to her, 
#9 ‘Thy fins are forgiven.” And they, whe were 
at

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‘at table.with him, began to fay within themfelves, 
4“. Who is this, that even forgiveth fins?’’ Butso 
‘he faid ‘to the woman, ‘‘ Thy faith hath faved 
thee ; go thy way in peace.”’ 

Now it came to pafs afterwards, that he tra--% 
velled through every city and village, preaching 
and publifhing the glad tidings of the kingdom 
of God: and the twelve * were’ with him, and 
fome women who had been cured of evil fpirits 
and illnefs, * particularly ἡ Mary, who was called 
Magdalene, out of whom had been calt feven de-. 
mons, and Joanna the wife of Chuza, a fteward 
of Herod, and Sufannah, and many other ‘ wo- 
men,’ who affifted him with their pofleffions. 

And when a great multitude was gathered to- 

ether, and came from every city to him, he 
Falke by a parable: ‘* A fower went forth tos 
fow his feed: and as he was fowing, fome fell by 77. 
the way-fide, and it was trodden under foot, and C7 
the birds of the air did eatitup. And fome fell 
upon a rock, and as foon as it was {fprung up, it 
withered away, becaufe it had no moiflure. And 
fome fell among thorns, and the thorns fprang 
up with it, and choaked it. And fome fell oa 
good ground, and grew up, and bare fruit an 
hundred-fold.”” And when he had faid thefe 
things, he cried out, ** He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear.” And his difcivles afted 
him, faying, ‘© What may this parable be * 7” 
And he faid, ‘* It is granted to you to know the 10 
my fteries of the kingdom of God: but to others 
in parables; that fecing they might not erceive, 
and hearing they might not τ πε Now 
the parable is this: The feed is the word of God. 
Thole by the way-fide are they that hear: thea 
the devil cometh, and takcth away the word out. 
of their hearts, left they thould believe and Le 
Π 6 fayed. 


® ive, What is the meaning of this parable? 
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faved, Thofe on. the rock are they, who when 
they hear receive the word with joy; and thefe 
have no root, who fora while believe, and in 
time of trial apoflatife. Ard that which fell 
among thorns, are they who as foon as they have 
heard, go out *, and are choked with the cares, 
and riches, and pleafures of life ; and bring no 
16 fruit to perfection. But that on the good ground, 
are they who having heard the word, retain it in 
an honeft and good heart, and bring forth fruit 
with patience. 
‘© No man having lighted a lamp, covereth it 
/ with a veftel, or putteth ‘it’ underacouch; but 
° fettcth it upon a land, that they who enter in, 
f sanay fee the light. For nothing is fecret, which 
Shall not be revealed ; nor hid, which fhall not 
be made known and publiflicd. ‘Take heed, 
therefore, how ye hear: for whoever hath, to 
him fhall be given; and whoever hath not, from 
him fhall be taken even that which he feemeth to 
have.” 
Then came unto him ‘ his’ mother and his 
brethren, and they could not get at him cn ac- 
2Ocount of the croud. And it was told him " by 
fome,’ who faid, ““ Thy mother and thy bre- 
thren ftand without, defiring to fee thee.”” But 
he anfwered and faid to them, ‘* My mother and 
my brethren are thefe that hear the word of God 
and practife it.” , 


Now it came to pafs on 2 certain day, that he 
went into a fhip with his difciples: and he faid 
tothem, ‘* Let us go over unto the other fide 
of the lake. And they launched forth: cut as 
they were failing, he fell afleep; and there came 
down a ftorm of wind on the lake; and they 
were filled § with water,’ and were in extreme Can- 
ger. And they came to him, and awakened him, 
faying, ** Mafter, mafter, we perith.”” Then 

Tiling 
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rifing up, he rebuked the wind, and the raging 
of the water: and they were ftill; and there was 
acalm. And he faid to them, ‘* Where is your25 
faith?” But they being afraid, wondered, fay~- 
ing one to another, “ Who is this! for he com- 
mandeth even the winds and the waters, and théy 
obey him.” 

And thcy arrived at the country of the Gada- 
renes, which is over-againft Galilee. And being 
landed, a certain man of the city met him, who 
had been poffefled with demons for a long time : 
And he wore no clothes, nor would abide in 
‘any’ houfe, butinthe tombs. When he faw 
jesus, he cried out, and fell down before him, 
and faitd with aloud voice, ‘‘ What have I to 
do with thee, yesus, fon of the moft high God? 
I befeech thee, do not torment me.”? For he had 
commanded the unclean fpirit to come out of the 
nan. For it had often feized him; and he was 
bound with chains, and kept in fetters; and 
having broke the bonds, he was driven by the 
demon into defert places. And jesus afked him 30 
faying, ‘* What 15 thy name??? And he faid, 
‘* Legion *,” becaufe a multitude of demons had 
entered into him. And they intreated him that 
he would not command them to go out into the 
abyfs. Now there was in that place a herd of 
many fwine feeding on the mountain: and they 
intreated him, chat he would permit them to en- 
ter into them. And he permitted them. Then 
the demons went out of the man, and entered 
into the {wine and the herd ran violently down 
u precipice into the lake, and were fuffocated. 
‘The fwineherds, feeing what was done, fled, and 
went and told it’ in the city and country. And 4g 
they went out to fee what was done. And they 
came to Jesus, and found the man out of whom 
the demons were departed, fitting at the feet of 

JESUS, 


* A cecion was a body of Roman foldiess, confifting 
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jesus, clothed and compofed; and they were 
afraid. They-alfo, who had feen ‘ it,’ told them 
by what means the demoniac had been recovered. 
‘Then the whole multitude of the country of the 
-Gadarenes. round about, intreated him to depart 
‘from them: for they were feized with great fear: 
and he went into the fhip, and returned back. 
‘Now -the:man out of whom the demons were de- 
‘parted, intreated him that he might cortinue 
with him: but sesus fent him away, faying, 
‘© Return to thy houfe, and declare how great 
things God hath-done for thee.” And he went 
away, and publifhed through the whole city, 
what great things yesus had done for him. 


40 And it came to pafs that, when 1Επτ5 was re- 
‘turned, the people ‘ gladly’ received him; for 
‘they were all waiting for him. 

‘And behold there:came a man, whofe name 
was Jairus, and he was a ruler of the fynagogue, 
-and falling down at the feet of jzsus, he in- 
‘treated him to come to his houfe: for he had an 
‘only daughter about twelve years of age, and fhe 
lay at the point of death. But as he went, the 
people prefied upon him. And a woman having 
had a flux of blood tweive years, who had fpent 
all that fhe had upon phyficians, but could not 
be healed by any one, came behind him, and 
touched the border of his garment. And imme- 

45 diately the flux of her blood was ftaunched. And 

yesus faid, ‘© Who hath touched me?” And all 
denying ‘it,’ Peter and thofe who were with 
him, faid, ““ Matter, the multitude are croud- 
ing around thee, and prefs ‘thee,’ and doit thou 
fay, “ἌΠΟ hath touched me??? And jksvs 
faid, ““ Somebody hath touched me: for 1 per- 
ceive that virtue 15 gone out of me.”? And when 
‘the women faw that fhe was not ccncealed, fhe 
came tremiliag, and falling down before him, 

declared 
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declared to him before all the people, for what 
reifon fhe had touched him, and how fhe had 
been immediately healed. And he faid to her, 
κι Daughter, take courage, thy faith hath made 
thee well: go in peace.” While he was yet 
{peaking, one cometh from the ruler of the fy- 
nagopue’s, faying to him, ““ Thy daughter is 
dead, trouble not the mafter.”” But yesus hear-50 
ing ‘ it,’ an{wered him, faying, ‘* Fear not, only 
believe, and fhe fhall be reftored *.””> And when 
he came into the houfe, he permitted none to 
in, except Peter, and James, and John, and t 
father and the mother.of the maiden. And all 
wept, and lamented her: but he faith, ** Weep 
not; fhe is not dead, but is afleep.” And they 
derided him, knowing that fhe was dead. And 
he put them all out, and taking her by the 
hand, cried out, faying, ‘* Maiden, arife:” 
and her fpirit came back again, and fhe imme-565 
diately arofe, and he ordered to give her ‘ fome- 
thing’? to eat. And her parents were aftonifhed : 
but he charged them that they fhould relate to 
no man what was done. - 


Then having called his twelve difciples τορε- -“ἀ- 
ther, he gave them power and authority over all 
demons, and to cure difeafes. And he fent them 
to preach the kingdom of God, and-to heal the 
fick; and he faid unto them, ‘* Take nothing 
for your journey ; neither ftaves, nor bag, nor 
bread, nor moncy ; neither have two coats a piece. 
And whatever houfe ye enter into, continue there, 
and from thence depart. And whoever will nots 
receive you, when ye go out of that city, thake 
off the very duft from your feet, as a teftimony 
agit them.’? And they departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching the gofpel, and 
healing every where, 

Now 
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Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was 
done by him; and he was exceedingly anxious 
becaufe it was faid by fome, that John was rifen 
from the dead: and by fome, that Elijah had 
appeared : and by others, that one of the ancient 
prophets was rifen again. And Herod {faid, 
“. John I have beheaded: but who is this, of 
whom I hear fuch things ?”” And he detired to fee 
him. ; 


το And the apoftles, when they were returned, 


1 


told him all that they had done. And he took 
them, and retired privately into a defert place, 
belonging to the city called Bethfaida. And the 
multitudes, when they knew ‘it,’ followed him: 
and he received them, and fpake to them con- 
cerning the kingdom of God, and healed thofe 
that had need of healing. And when the day 
began to decline, the twelve came to him, and 
faid, ““ Difmifs the multitude, that they may go 
into the towns and country-places round about, 
and lodge, and get food: for we are here ina 
defert place.” But he faid tothem, ““ Give ye 
them ‘ fomething ’ to eat?” They faid, ‘* We 
have no more than five loaves, and two filhes, 
unlefs we go and buy meat, for all this people :” 
for they were about five thoufand men. And he 
faid to his difciples, ‘* Make them fit down * by 
fifties in-a company.” And they did fo, and 
caufed them all to fitdown. ‘Then he took the 
five loaves and the two fithes, and.looking up to 
heaven, he bleficd, and brake, and gave them 
to the difciples, to fet before the multitude: and 
they did eat, and were all fatisied: and there 
was taken up of fragments, which were over and 
above, twelve bafkets. 


And 


® Or, recline, The ancients cat in a reclining rofture, 
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And it came to pafs * when he had been pray-~ 
ing with his difciples apart, he inquired of them, 
faying, ‘* Who do the people fay that 1 am?” 
They replying faid, ‘* John the Baptift: “but 
others ‘ fay,’ Elijah: and others, that one of the 
ancient prophets is rifen again.” He faid to 
them, ‘* But whom do ye fay that 1 am ?’”: Peter 
anfwering faid, ** he Meffiah of God.’? And 
he ttrily charged and commanded them that 
they fhould rell no man this thing, faying, ‘* ‘The

Son of Man muft fuffer many things, and be re- 


jected by the elders, and the chief-priefts, and 
the fcribes, and be killed, and be raifed the third 
day.” 

Then he faid to them all, ‘* If any is willing 
to come after me, let him deny himfelf, and daily 
t2ke up his crofs, and follow me: for whoever 
would fave his life, fhall lofe it: but he that will 
lofe his life tor my fake, fhall fave it. For what 
advantage is it toa man if he fhould gain the 
whole world, and lofe himfelf, or be caft away ἢ 
For whofoever fhall be athamed of me and of my 
words, of him will the Son of Man be afhamed 
when he fhall come in his own glory, and in that 
of the Father and of the holy angcls: but I tell 
you as a truth, there are fome of them who ftand 
here, that fhall not tafte of death, till they fee 
the kinodom of God.” 

_And it came to pafs about eight days after this 
difcourfe, that he took Peter,. and John, and 
James, and went up to a mountain to pray. And 
as he wis praying, the form of his countenance 
* was’ changed, and his raiment ‘ was’ white and 
dazzling. And behold two men talked with 
him; thefe were Mofes and Elijah: who ap- 
peared in glory, and fpake of his exit, which he 
was fhortly to accomplifh at Jerufalem. But Pe- 

ter 

* Gr. As he was prayi is difct i 
ies tne aed Ν ying apart, his difctples were with 
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ter-and they who were with him, were overbur- 
dened with fleep *: but being awakened they 
faw his glory, and the two men.who were ftanding 
with him. And it came to pafs, that as they were 
departing from. him, Peter faid to jesus, ‘* Maf- 
ter, itis good for us to be here: and let us make 
three tents, one for thee, and one for Mofes, and 
ene for Elijah :” not knowing what he faid. And 
as he was fpeaking thus, there came acloud, and 
-overfhadowed them: and they feared, when they 

35-entered into the c:oud. And then came a voice 
out of the cloud, faying, ‘* This is my beloved 
Son, hear him.” And while the voice was ut- 
tered, jesus was found alone: and they were 
filent, and told no one in thofe days any of the 
things which they had feen. 

And it came to pafs, that on the next day, 
when they.were come down from the mouniain, 
a preat croud of peaple met him. And behold, 
aman. cut of the muintude cried out, fayiag, 
*s Matter, 1 befeech thee, Icak upon my fon ; 
for he is mineionly child: and behold, a {pint 
Soineth nim, and he fudcenly crieth cut; and it 
convuifeth him, fo that he foameth, and having 
brutfed him, it with great difficulty departeth 

40from him. And 1 intreated thy diiciples to cait 
him out, and they could not.” Then yssus faid 
in reply, ‘* O inereduious and perverie genera- 
tion, how long fhall | be with you, and bear 
with you? Bring thy fon hither. Andas he was 
coming + the demon threw him down, ans con- 
vulfed ‘him.’ Then jesus rebuked the unclean 
fpirit, and healed the child, and deliver-d him 
to his father. Aud they were all aftumithed at 
the mighty power of God. But while every one 
avas amazed at all the things which jesus did, 
he faid to his difciples, ‘* Apply your ears to 
> thefe 
® Having been wearied with the labours of th: preceding 
day. ἢ Οὐ, while he was yet coming, ὃ. 
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thefe fayings: for the Son of Man fhall fhortly 
be betrayed into the hands of men.” But they 48 
underftood not this faying, and it was hid from 
them, fo that they perceived it not *: and yet 
they were afraid to afk him that faying. Then 
there arofe a controverfy among them, which of 
them fiould be greateft. Jesus perceiving the 
thought of their heart, took a little child, and 
fet him by him, and faid unto them, ‘* Whofo- 
ever fhall entertain this child in my name, enter- 
taincth me: and whofoever fhall entertain me, 
entertaineth him that fent me: for he that is 
leaft among you all, He fhall be great.” 

And John anfwered and faid, ‘* Mafter, we 
faw one cafting out demons in thy name; and 
we forbad him, beeaufe he doth not follow ‘ thee’ 
ameng us.” And jesus faid unto him, ** Dose 
not forbid ‘ him ;’ for whofoever is not again 
us, 15 for us.” 


And it came to pafs, that as the days were 
fulfilled, in which he was to be received up, he 
refolutcly fet his face to go to Jerufalem. And 
he fent meflengers before his face; who in their 
Progrefs entered into a village of the Samaritans, 
to prepare entertainment for him. But they 
would net receive him, becaufe his face was di- 
rected towards Jerufalem +. And when his dif- 
ciples James and John faw it, they faid, ‘* Lord, 
wilt thou that we fpeak for fre to come down 
from heaven, to deftroy them, as Elijah did 1." 
But he turning about, rebuked them; and faid, 55 
‘< |] Ye know not what kind of fpirit ye are of. 
Fer the Son of Man came not to deftroy mens 
lives, but to fave them.’ And they went on to 
another village,

J] Some render it, “« Do ye not know? &c,"” 
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And it came to pafs that as they went in the 
_ Way, a certain ‘ man’ faid to him, ‘* Lord, I will 
follow thee whitherfoever thou goeft.”” And 1ε- 
sus faid to him, ““ The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air ‘ have ’ nefits ; yet the Son of 
Man hath not where to lay his head.” And he 
faid to another, ‘* Follow me.” But he faid, 
“* Lord, firft permit me to go and bury my fa- 
Gother.”” Jesus faid to him, “" Let the dead bury 
_ their dead ; but go thou, and preach the king- 
dom of God.”” And another alfo faid, ‘* Lord, 
I will follow thee ; but permit me firft to take 
my leave of them, wxtcu are at my houfe.” 
And jesus faid unto him, ‘* No man havinz 
laid his hand on the plough, and looking back, 
is fit for the kinedom of God.” 


‘@ After thefe things, the Lord fixed upon feventy 
others alfo, and fent them before him, two and 
two, into every city and place, into which he 
himfelf intended to come. He faid therefore to 
them, ‘* The harvelt ‘is’ indeed great, but the la- 
boureis ‘are’ few; pray ye therefore the lord of 
the harveit, that he would thruft forth Jabourers 
into his harveft. Go your ways: behold, 1 fend 
you forth as lambs in the midft of wolves. Carry 
not purfe, nor {crip *, nor fhoes ; nor falute any man 

ς by the way. And into whatever houfe you come, 
firft fay,‘* Peace ‘be’ upon this houfe :’ and if any 
fon of peace + be there, your peace fhall reft up- 
on it; but if not, it fhall return upon you. «And 
continue in the fame houfe eating and drinking 
what you find with them: for the labourcr 1s 
worthy of hisreward. Do not go from one houle 
to another 1. And into whatever city ye come, 
and they entertain you, eat fuch things as are fet 


before 
ὦ Bag for provifions. + Truly good man, who 
is worthy of fuch bicflings, { In hope of better 


accommodation, 
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before you: and heal the fick that are in it, and 
fay unto them, ““ The kingdom of God is come 
near unto you.”” But into whatfoever city yeto 
come, and they do not entertain you, go out into 
the ftreets of it, and fay, ‘‘ We wipe off againtt 
you, even the very duft of your city, which 
cleaveth to us:’ neverthelefs, know this af- 
furedly, that the kingdom of God is come near 
unto you. And I fay unto you that in that day 
it fhall be more tolerable for Sodom than for that 
city. Woe unto thee, O Chorazin! woe unto 
thee, O Bethfaida! for if the wonders which 
have been wrought in you, had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, they would have repented long 
fince, fitting in fackcloth and afhes. But it 
fhall be more tolerable in the judgment for 
Tyre and Sidon, than for you. And thou, O15 
Capernaum, who halt been lifted up to heaven, 
fhalt be brought down to hell! He that heareth 
you, hearcth me Σ᾿ and he that rejeéteth you, re- 
jeéteth me: and he that rejecteth me, rejecteth 
him that fent me.” 

And the feventy returned again with joy, fay- 
ing, ‘* Lord, even the demons are fubjeét to us 
in thy name.” And he faid to them, ‘J faw Sa- 
tan falling like lightning from heaven. Behold, 
J give you power to tread upon ferpents and fcor- 
pions, and over all the might of the enemy: and 
nothing fhall by any means injure you. Never- 20 
thelefs, rejoice not in this that the fpirits are fub- 
ject to you, but rather rejoice, that your names 
are written in heaven.’’ In that hour jesus re- 
joiced in fpirit, and faid, ‘* I afcribe glory to 
thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou halt hid thefe things from the wife and pru- 
dent, and halt revealed them to infants: be it fo, 
O Father! fince fuch is thy pleafure. All things 
are delivered to me by my Father; and no one 
knoweth who the Son is, except the Father; nor 

who 
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who the Father is, except the Son; and ‘he’ to 
whom the Son will reveal “ him.” And turning to 
* his ’ difciples, he faid “ to them’ apart, “" Bleffed 
‘are’ the eyes, which fee the things that ye fee ; 
for 1 fay unto you that many prophets and kings, 
defired to have feen the things which you fee, and 
did not fee ‘ them,’ and to have heard the things, 
which ye hear, and did not hear ‘ them.” 
zs And behold, a certain lawyer * rofe up to try 
him, and faid, ““ Matter, what muft I do, that 
I may inherit eternal life?” And he faid to him, 
“* What is written in the law? how doft thou 
read?”” And he replying, faid, ““ Thou thalt 
«© love the Lord thy God, with all thine heart, 
“ and with all thy foul, and with all thy ftrength, 
““ and with all thine underftanding ; and thy 
“4 neighbour as thyfelf +.” And he faid to him, 
«¢ Thou haft anfwered right; do this, and thou 
fhalt live.”” But he willing to juflify himéeif, 
faid unto jesus, ‘© And who is my neighbour?” 
goAnd jesus replying, faid, ‘‘ A certain ‘ man’ 
went down from Jerufalem to Jericho, and fell 
among robbers, who having both ftripped, and 
wounded him, went off, leaving ‘him’ half dead. 
And it happened that a certain prieft went down 
that way; arid feeing him, he crofied ‘ the road,’ 
and went on. And in like manner a Loevite, 
when he was at the place, came, and looked on, 
and croffed, and paffed by. But acertain Sa- 
maritan, as he was travelling, came where he 
was, and feeing him, was moved with compafiion ; 
and going to him, he bound up his wounds, when 
he had poured in oil, and wine: and fetting him 
on his own beaft, he brought him to aninn, and 
took care of him. And the next morning, as he 
departed, he took out two pence f, and gave 
‘them’ to the landlord, and faid to him, ‘‘ Take 
care 
* Or, doétor of the law. + Deut. vi. 5. Lev. xix, 
18, 1 Denarii; Roman pence: value rs, 3d. 
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care of him; and whatfoever more thou fhalt 
fpend, I will repay thee as I come back.” Now 
which of thefe three, doft thou think, was the 
neighbour of this man that fell among robberg?”” 
And he faid, ‘* He that had mercy upon him.” 
Then faid yesus to him, ** Go, and do thow 
likewife.” 


Now it came to pafs, as they were on their 
journey, he entered into a certain village, and a 
woman, whofe name was Martha, received him 
into her houfe. And fhe had a fifter called Mary, 
who fate down at the feet of jesus, and heard 
his difcourfe. But Martha was hurried about4o 
much ferving ; and coming in, fhe faid, ““ Lord, 
dott thou not mind that my fifter hath left me to 
ferve alone? Speak to her therefore, that fhe 
may lend her helping hand with mine.” And 
resus in reply faid to her, ‘* Martha, Martha, 
thou art anxious and difturbed about many 
things: but there is one thing neceffary. And 
Mary hath chofen the good part, which fhall not 
be taken away from her. 


And as he was praying in a certain place, “ὦ. 
when he had ended, one of his difciples faid to 
him, ** Lord, teach us to pray, as John alfo 
taueht his difciples.” And he faid to them, 
** When you pray fay, “Οὐκ Fatuer, 
who artin heaven, May thy name be fanéti- 
“ fied ; May thy kingdom come; May thy will 
be done as in heaven, fo likewife upon earth : 
** Give us day by day our daily bread: And for- 
vive us our fins, for even we forgive every one 
that is indchted to us: And bring us not into 
** temptation; but refcue us from the evil one.” 

And he faid to them, ** Who of you fhall s 
have a fmend, and fhall go to him at midnight, 
and fay to him, ‘* Friend, lend me three loaves ; 

ς for 
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for a friend of mine on his journey is come to 
me, and I have nothing to fet before him.” 
And he from within fhall anfwer and fay, ‘* Do 
not, difturb me; the door is now fhut, and my 
children are with me in bed; I cannot rife to 
give thee.” Itell you, Though he would not 
rife and give him, becaufe he was his friend ; 
yet on account of his importunity he will get up 
and give him, as many as he wanteth. And [ 
fay to you, Ak, and it fhall be piven you: Seek, 
and ye fhall find: Knock, and it fhall be opened 


toto you. For every one that afketh, recciveth; 


and he that feeketh, findeth ; and to him that 
knocketh, it fhall be opened. And what father 
is there among you, who if a fon fhall afk for 
bread, will give him a ftone? Or if ‘ he afk ’ for 
a fifh, inftead of a fifh will give him a ferpent ? 
Or if he afk foranegg, will give him a {cor- 
pion? If you then, who are evil, know how to 
give good gifts to your children: how much 
more fhall ‘ your’ heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that afk him.” 

And he he was cafting out a demon, and it was 
dumb. And it came to pafs, when the demon was 
gone out, the dumb fpake, and the pcople were 
aftonifhed. But fome of them faid, ** He catteth 
out demons, through Beelzcbub the chief of the 
demons.” And others temptng ‘ him,’ required 
a ὥρη from heaven. But he knowing their 
thoughts, faid to them, ‘‘ Every kingdom di- 
vided againftitfelf is brought to delolation; anda 
family ‘ divided’ againit a family falleth: if then 
Satan be divided againit himfelf, how fhall his 
kingdom fubfift? becaufe ye fay that I caft out 
demons by Beelzebub. And if I caft out demons 
by Beelzebub, by whom do your fons calt them 


2qout? Therefore they fhal] be your judges. But 


if 1 caft out demons by the finger of God, then 
undoubtedly the kingdom of God is come unio 
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you. While a ftrong man ‘ completely ? armed, 
guardeth his palace, his goods are in peace. But 
when one ttronger than he, invadeth and con- 
quereth him, he taketh all his complete armour, 
in which he placed his confidence, and diftri- 
buteth his fpoils. He that is not with me, is 
acaimit me; and he that doth not ad with 
me, fcattereth abroad. An unclean fpirit when 
he is gone out of a man, goeth about pues 
dry places *, feeking reft ; and finding none, he 
faith, “41 will return to my dwelling from whence 

l came out.”? And when hecometh, he findeth 2 
it fwept, and adorned +: then he goeth, and 
taking along with him feven other fpirits, more 
wicked than hithfelf: and entering in, they dwell 
there; and the [αἱ condition of that man, is 
worfe than the former.” 

And it came-to pafs while he was focaking 
thefe things, a certain woman lifting up her 
voice from amidft the croud, faid unto him, 

«« Happy is the womb that bore thee, and the 
brealts which thou didft fuck!’ But he faid, 
“Ὁ Yea, rather bleffed ‘ are ᾽ they, who hear the 
word of God, and keep it.’? And when the mul- 
titudes was gathered in acroud, he began to fay, 
«¢ This is an evil generation ; it feeketh a fipn ; 
but no fign fhall be given it, unlefs ‘it be’ the 
fign of the prophet Jonah. For as Jonah was a30 
fign to the Ninevites, fo likewife fhall the Son 
of Man be to this generation. The queen of tle 
fouth-country halt rife up in the judgment with 
the men of this generation, and flall condemn 
them: for fhe came from the extreme boundaries 
of the earth to hear the wifdom of Soloinon, and 


behold 


* Smpatient of the fight of mankind, and hating to bee 
hold the memorials of God's goodnefs to the human race, 
Ὑ As it were ready to receive him again; i, 6, this finful 


foul is ftill full of thofe vices, which reader it an agreeable 
dwelling to Satan, 
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behold one greater than Solomon here. The men 
of Nineveh hal} ‘rife up in the judgment with 
this generation, and fhall condemn it; for the 
repented at the preaching of Jonah, and behold 
one greater than Jonah here. 

“ΝΟ man having lighted a Jamp, putteth it 
in a bye place, or under a bufhel; but ona ftand, 
that they who come in may fee the luftre. The 
eye is the lamp of the body : if thine eye there- 
fore be clear, thy whole body: alfo will be en- 
lightened ; but if “ thine eye’ he diitempered, 
thy body alfo will be darkened. See'to it there- 
fore, left that which 15 the light in thee, be-dark- 
nefs. For if thy whole body be enlightened, 
having no part dark, * (being ‘ thus’ all en- 
lightened) it will be as when a lamp lighteth 
thee by its fprightly luftre.””. 

Now while he was fpeaking, a certain Phari- 
fee invited him to dine with him ; and he went 
in, and fat down to table. And when the Pha- 
rifee faw that he did not firft wath before dinner, 
he wondered “ at it.” But the Lord faid to him, 
*« Now, you Pharifces cleanfe the outfide of the 
cup and the difh, while your inward part is full 

4oof rapine and wickednefs. O yethoughilefs crea- 
tures, did-not he that made the outfide make alfo 
that which is within! but give alms iw propor- 
-tion to your fubftance; and behold all things are 
pure to you. But woe unto you, Pharitees’; for 
you pay the tithe of mint and rue, and every 
‘other’ herb; but pals by judgment and the 
love of God: thefe ye ought to have done; and 
not to neglect the other. Woe unto you, Pha- 
rifees, for ye love the uppermait feats in the fv- 
nagapues, and falutations in the markets. Woe 
unto you, Scribes and Pharifees, hypocrites, for 
ye are like concealed graves, which men walk 
over, 

* Or, “ It thall be ‘all as full of light, 23 when a lamp, 
&e.” 6᾽ 
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over, and are not aware of ‘them.’ And οπεας 
of the doctors of the law anfwered and faid unto 
him, ‘* Mafter, in faying thefe things, thou re- 
proacheft us too.” But he faid, ** Woe unto you 
alfo, ye interpreters of the law, for ye load inen 
with infupportable burdens, and ye yourfelves 
will not touch the burdens with one of your fin- 
gers. Woe unto you; for ye build the fepul- 
chres of the prophets, and your fathers flew them. 
‘Truely ye bear witnefs to, and approve the works 
of your tachers ; for they indeed tlew them, and 
ye build their fepulchres. ‘Therefore alfo the 
wildom of God hath faid, * I will fend them pro- 
phets and apojtles; and ‘ fome ’ of them they 
will kill and perfecute, that the blood of all theso 
prophets which hath been fhed from the founda- 
tion of the world, may be required of this gene- 
ration ; from the blood of Zechariah, who was 
flain between the altar and the temple. Yea, I 
tell you, it dhall be required of this generation. 
Woe unto you, interpreters of the law, for ye 
have taken away the key of knowledge: ye have 
not entered in yourfelves, and thofe that would 
have entered in, ye have hindered.””? But while 
he fpake thefe things to them, the Scribes and 
Pharifees began fiercely to faften upon him, and 
rudely to urge him to fpeak of many things, lay- 
ing {nares for him, and attempting to ftart fome 
word from his mouth, that they might accufe 
him. 


In the mean time many thoufands of people-*> 
were gathered together, fo that they trampled or 
each other; and ‘ jesys’” began to fay to his 
difeiples, ‘* Above all things take heed to your- 
{elves of the leven.of the Pharifees, which is hy- 

[2 pocrify : 

* This is no quotation from any ancient writer. Chrift 


was impowered to declare what the counfele of divine wife 
dom had determined, 
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pocrify: for there is nothing concealed which 
fhall not be difclofed *, nor hid which fhall not 
be made known. So that whatever you have 
fpoken in darknefs fhall be heard in the light ; 
and what you have whifpered in clofets fhall be 
proclaimed from the houfe-tops. And I fay unto 
you, my friends, fear not thofe who kill the 
body, and after that have nothing more which 

sthey can do. ButI will point out to you whom 
you fhall fear; fear him who after he hath killed, 
hath power to calt into hell: yea I fay unto you, 
Fear him. Are not five fparrows fold for two 
farthings ; yet not one of them ts forgotten be- 
fore God? But even the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear not therefore; ye are 
more valuable than many f{parrows. But I fay 
unto you, If any one fhall acknowledge me be- 
fore men, the Son of Man fhall alfo acknowledge 
him before the angels of God. But as for him 
that renounceth me before men, him will I re- 

yonounce before the angels of God. And whofo- 
ever fhall fpeak a word againft the Son of Man, 
it may be forgiven him: but as for him that 
blafphemeth the Holy Spirit, it fhail not be for- 
given him. But when they fhall bring you be- 
fore the fynagogues and magiltrates and powers, 
be. not anxious how or what apology ye fhall 
make, or what ye fhall fay, for the Holy Spirit 
fhall teach you in that very hour what ye oucht 
to fay.”’ 

_And one of the croud faid to him, ** Matter, 
{peak to my brother, that he divide the in- 
heritance with πι6.᾽ But he replied, “« Man, 
who conftituted me a judge, ora divider oyer 

1s yau?’? And he faid to them, ‘‘ See to it that ye 
te upon your guard againit covetoufnefs ; fora 
man’s life doth not confit in the abundance of his 
pofleffions.” And he fpake a parable aa 
, an 
* Or, unveiled. Ὁ. 
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and faid, “* There was a certain nich man, whofe 
ground bore fruit plentifully. And he reafoned 
with himfelf, faying, ‘* What fhall I do, for J 
have not room to ftore up my crop?’? And he 
faid, “ I will do this, I will pull down my 
barns, and build larger, and there will I gather 
in all my increafe, and my goods. snd I will 
fy to my foul, * Soul, thou hait alundance of 
goods laid up for many years; repofe thyfelf, cat, 
diink, ‘and? be merry.” But God faid to him, τὸ 
Ὁ Thou fool *, this night thy foul fhall be de- 
wvanded of thee, and who fhall poffefs what thou 
Jatt provided ¢”? So is he that heapeth up trea- 
fures to hunfelf, aud is not rich with refpect to 
God.” | 

And he faid to his difciples, ““ For this canfe 
I fay to you, Be not anxious about your life, 
what ye fhall eat; nor forthe body, what ye fhall 
put on; the life is more than meat, and the body 
than raiment. Confider the ravens; for they 
neither fow, nor reap, and have neither ftore- 
houfe, nor barn; yet God feedeth them: how 
much more are ye better than the birds? And25 
which of you by taking thought can add a fingle 
cubit to his age +? If then ye cannot do the lealt 
matter, why are ye anxious about the το ἢ Con- 
fider the Ghies, how they grow: they neither la- 
bour, nor fpin; yet Τ fay unto you, even Solo- 
mon in all his magnificence, was not arrayed as 
one of thefe. And if God fo clothe the grafs of 
the field, which is * flourifhing ’ to day, and to 
morrow is thrown into the furnace; how much 
more * will he clothe ? you, O ye of little faith! 
And do not you feek-what ye fhall cat, or what 
ye fhall drink; nor be agitated With reftlefs 
thoughts: for the nations of the world fetk after3o 
I 4 : all 
* Or, thoughtlefs, 4+ To add onc cubit toa thing, 
was a proverbial expreffion, for making the lcaft addition ta 
at. See Matt. vi, 25, 26, 
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all thefe things; but your Father knoweth that 
yc have need of thefe things. But feek ye rather 
“the kingdom of God, and all thefe things fhall 
be added to you. Fear nor, little flock, for it 
is your Father’s pleaftire to give you the king- 
dom. ‘Sell what ye have, and diftribute ‘it’ in 
charity: provide for yourfelves purfes, which do 
not grow old, a never-failing treafure in heaven, 
where no thief approacheth, nor ‘doth the meth 
ffoil*: becaufe where your peafure is, there will 
your heart be alfo. | 

35. ** Let your loins be girded up +, and your 
lamps burning: and be ye like men who wait for 
their Lord’s return from a marriage-feaft, that 
when he comcth and knocketh, they may imme- 
diately epen to him. Happy are thofe fervants, 
whoin when ‘ their’ Lord cometh he fhall find 
watching : verily, I fay unto you, that he will 
gird him‘clf, and caufe them to ft down to fup- 
per, and come rorth and wait upon them. And 
whether he fhall come in the fecond watch, or 
come in the third watch, and find 4 them ’ thus, 
happy are theft: fervatts.

For 
much fhall be required fromevery one, to whom 
much is given: and where much 15 depofited, 
the more will be demanded. | “aes 
«© Tam come to fend fire on the carth: And 
what I do wifh ? Oh that it were already kindled ! 
But I have a baptifm to be baptifed with: yetso 
how am I ftraitened till it be compleated! Do 
ye fuppofe that Iam come to give peace on the 
earth? Nay, but [ fay to you, rather divifon, 
For ere long, five in one family fhall be divided,

ae Now fome who were prefent at that ‘time, told 
him of thefe Galilcans, whofe. blood Pilate had 
mingled with their facrifices. And jEsvs in re- 
ply faid to them, ““ Do ye think that thefe Ga- 
lileans were finners above ali the Galileans, that 
they fuffered fuch things? Itell you, No; but 
except. ye repent, “ye fhall all perifh thus.. Or 
thofe eighteen ‘ men,’ on whom the tower in Si- 
loam fell, and flew them, do ye think they were 
greater offenders than all the inhabitants of Jeru- 
sfalem? I-tell you, No; butexcept ye repent, ye 
fhall all perish thus.”? And he fpake this para- 
ble, ‘* A certain man had a fig-tree planted in 
his vineyard ; ; and he came, fearching for fruit 
upon it, but he found:none. And he ‘faid to the 
keeper of the vineyard, “ Behold thefe three years 
have I come to look for fruit upon this fig- -tree, 
and I find none; cut it down, why doth it cum- 
ber the ground?” But he faid to him in reply, 
«s Sir, let 1 it alone this vear alfo, till I fhall dig 
about it, and lay dung to it;. perhaps it may 
bear frur it: but if not, ‘after this thou fhalt cur it 
down.” 
to And as he.was: teaching in.one of the fyna- 
gogues onthe fabbath-day, behold there was.a 
woman, who: had. a fpirit 1 of weaknefs eightcen

* OF ‘tie Metiah’ 5 appearance. + The fmaliet 
Jewith coin; one-third of our farthing, 1 The Jews 
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years, and was bowed together,.‘fo that fhe was 
utterly unable to raife ‘herfelf’ upright. And 
yesus feeing her.called her'to-him, and faid to 
her, ‘© Woman, thou art loofed from thy weak- 
nef.” And he laid his hand upon her,, and im- 
mediately fhe was made ttraight: and fhe gtori- 
fied God. Buta ruler of the fynagogue, moved 
with indignation becaufe yesus had healed on 
the fabbath-day, anfwered and faid unto the peo- 
ple, ““ There are fix days on which work muf 
be done; on thefe therefore come and be healed, 
and not on the fabbath-day.” Then the Lordrg 
anfwered him, and faid, ‘‘ Thou hypocrite, 
doth not every one of you loofe ‘ his ’ ox, or his 
afs from the manger, and lead “ him’ away to 
drink on the fabbath-day ? Now was it not fit, 
that this woman who is a daughter of Abraham, 
whom Satan hath bound, lo! thefe eighteen years, 
fhould be loofed from this bond on the fabbath- 
day??? And when he had faid thefe things, all 
his oppofers were afhamed: and all the multi- 
tude rvjoiced for all the things that were done by 
him. And he faid, ‘‘ To what is the kingdom 
of God like, and what fhall-I compare it to? Fe 
is like a grain of muitard-feed, which a man 
took and fowed in his garden; and it grew, and 
became fuch a great tree, that the birds of the 
air lodged in its branches.”’ And again he faid, 20 
‘© To what fhall [liken the kingdom of God ? 
It is like leaven, which a woman took and covered 
up in three meaiures of meal, till the whole was 
leavened.” | 


And he went through the cities and villages 
teaching, and. travelling. on towards: Jerufalerm.'

And it came to pafs, that as he went into the-+%- 
houfe of one of the chief Pharifees τὸ eat bread on 
the fabbath-day, they were watching him. And 
beho}d there was a certain man before him, that 
had adropfy. And jesus anfwering, faid to the . 
doétors of the law, and Phartices, ** Js it lawful 
to heal on the fabbath-day 2” But they were f- 
Jent. And taking him.‘ by the hand,’ he healed 
‘him,’ and difnifled him. And he faid in an-¢ 
fwerto them, ** Which of you, if ye have an 
afs or an ox, that fhall fall into.a pit, will not 
immediately draw him out on the fabbath-day i” 
And they were not able to anfwer him again to 
thefe things. . 

And he fpake a parable to thofe who.were.in- 
vited, when he obferved how they chofe the chief 
feats ; and faid unto them, “ When thon art.in- 
vited by any to a wedding-feait, do not fit down 
in the uppermott place, left another more honour- 
able than thee fhould be invited by him; and he 
that invited you both, fhould come and fay to 
thee, Give place tothis perfon ; and thou fhouldeft 
then begin with fhame to take the loweft place. 
But when chou art invited, go and fit down in μῳ 
the loweft place, that he that invited thee, when 
he cometh, may fay to thee, ‘* Friend, go up 
higher :” then fhalt theu have honour in the fight 
of them that frat table with thee. For every 
one who exaltech hinfelf, fhall be humbled; but 
he that humbleth hinwfelf, fhall be exalted.” 

Then faid he alfo to hin that invited him, 
*€ When thou makeft a dinner or a fupper, in- 
vite not thy 1ich-friends, or thy brethren, or thy 
kindred, or neighbours; left they alfo invite 
thee again, and a recompenee be made thee. 
Dut when thou wouldeft make an entertainment,

Ις Δπά one of the guelts hearing thefe things, 
faid to him, ““ Happy is-hé, who fhall eat bread 
in the kingdam of God.” And he faid to him, 
‘© A certain, man. made 2 great fupper, and in- 
“yited many ; and he fené his fetvant at the hour 
of fupper, tq fay :to:-thofe. that: were invited, 
“* Come,, for all; thinge.are now:ready.”” And 
they. all began! with one ‘confent’ to excufe 
themfelves;, The frit faid to him, “1 have pur- 
chafed afield, and 1 am under a neceffity of go- 
ing:to (δε it: ,] intreat thee, make my excufe.” 
And another faid, “" I have bought five yoke of 
oxen, and lam going to try them, I befeech thee 
zomake my excufe.” And another faid, ‘* I have 
marred a wife: and therefore J cannot come.” 
And that feryant returning, told his lord thefe 
things. Then the matter of the houfe was very 
angry, and faid to his fervants, ““ Go out di- 
rectly into the ftreets and lanes of the city, and 
bring in hither the poor, and the difebled, and 
the lame, and the blind.”” And the fervant faid, 
«¢ Sir, what thou didft command, is dore; and 
ftill there 1s room.?’?” And the lord fatd to his fer- 
vant, ‘* Go out into the roads and hedges, and 
re(s “ them ’ to-come in,. that my houfe may be 
filled. For I fay unto you, that none of thofe 
men, who were invited, fhall tafte of my fupper.” 
25 And as great multitudes went with him, he 
turned and faid to them, ‘‘ If any one cometh 
tome, and-doth not hate * his father, and mo- 
ther, and wife, and children, and brethren, and 
fifters, yea.and this own life too, he cannot be 
my difciple: And whofoever does not bear his 
crofs, and come after:me, he cannot be my eee

sathes than apoftatife,

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For which of you, if he incerid τὸ build a tower, 
doth not firft fic down and compute the expence, 
whether he hath “ fufficient’ to Anifh it? Left 
when he hath laid a foundation, and is ποῖ able 
to complete ‘ the work,’ all who fee it, begin to 
deride him, faying, ‘* This man began to build, 39 
and was not able’ to finifh.” Or what king, 
marching out to encounter another king in war, 
doth rot δι fit down and confider, whether’ he 
is able with ten thoufand to meet him that cometh 
againit him with twenty thoufand? And if not, 
whilc he is yee at a diftance, he fendeth an em- 
baily, and defireth terms of peace. So then 
whofoever he be of you, that doth not give up 
all his poffeffions, he cannot be my difciple. Salt 
is a good thing, yet if the falt be grown infipid, 
with what can it be feafoned? Being neither fit 3- 
for the land, nor for the dunglhill; it is thrown 
out of doors. -He that hath cars to hear, let -him 
hear.” ὯΝ 


Then all the publicans and finners drew near. 
to hear him. And the Pharifees and™ Scribes 
murmured and faid, ““ This: man giveth accefs 
to finners, and eateth with them.”” But jesus 
fpake to them this parable, and faid, <* What 
man of you, that hath a hundred fheep, will noe 
upon lofing one of them, leave the ninety-nine 
in the defert, and go after that which was loft’ 
till he find it? And having found it, he layeth » 
it on his fhoulders rejoicing. And when he 
cometh home, he calleth together his friends and 
neighbours, and faith unto them, ‘* I have found 
my fheep, which was loft:””- So T fay to you, that 
greater joy will be in heaven over one penitent 
finner, than over ninety-nine righteous perfons 
who do not need repentance. Or what woman 
laving ten pieces of flyer, if the lofe one of 

them, 
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them, will not light a lamip, and {weep the hoafe, 
and fearch carefully till fhe fnd it? And when 
fhe hath found it, fhe calleth her friends and 
neighbours together, and faith, ‘* Rejoice with 
me, for L have found the piece which [ had lof.” 

10 So [ fay unto you, there 1s joy among the angels 
of God over one repenting finner,”’ 

And he faid, ‘* A certain man had two fons ; 
and the younger of them faid to “ his’ parent, 
«© Father, give me that portion of goods, which 
fatleth to my fhare.” And he divided his living 
between them. And not many days after, the 
younger fon gathering all together, took a jour- 
ney into a very diftant country ; and there living 
in a riotous inanner, fquandered away his fub- 
ftance. And when he had confumed all, there 
was an extreme fainine in that country ; and he 

ys began to be in want. “And he went and joined 
himfelf to a citizen of that place, who fent him 
into his grounds to feed fwine. And he would 
gladly have filled his belly with the hufks which 
the {wihe did eat: and no man would give unlo 
him. And coming to himfelf, he faid, ‘* How 
many hired fervants of my father have bread 
enough and to fpare, while 1 am perifning with 
famine? I will avife and go to my father, and 
will fay tohim, Father [ have finned ugainft hea- 
ven, and before thee, and am no more worthy 
to be called thy fon: make me as one of thine 
zohired fervants.’”” And he arofe and came to his 
father. But while he was yet ata confderable 
diftance, his father faw him, and his bowels 
yearned over him: and he ran, and fell on his 
neck, and kiffed him. And the fon faid unto 
him, *t Father, I have finned agatnit heaven, ard 
before thee, and amy no more worthy to be called 
thy fon.”? But the father {aid to his fervants, 
‘© Bring out the beft robe, and clothe him with 
ὁ ἀν and putaring on his hand, and fanda's 
on 
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on his feet ; and bring hither the fatted ‘ealf, and 
kill it, and let us eat, and be:chearful : : for this 
my fon that was dead, is reftored to life; and: 
he who was loft, is found.” And they began to 
be chearful. But his elder fon was im the field ; 25 
and as on his return he approached the houfe, he 
heard mufic and dancing. And calling one of 
the fervants, he:enquired what was the meanin 
ef thefe things. And. he faid to him, ““ Thy 
brother is come, and thy father hath killed-the 
fatted calf, becaufe he has received him in good 
health.” And he was angry, and would not goin, 
His father therefore came out, and intreated him. 
But he replied to his father, “" Behold, I have 
ferved thee thefe many years, nor have at any 
time tranfpreffed thy command; and yet thon 
hait never piven me a kid that I might make an 
entertainment with my friends: But as foon as 30 
this thy fon wag come, who hath devoured thy 
fubftance with harlots, thou haft killed for him 
the fatted calf.” And he faid to him, ‘* Son, 
thou art always with me, and all that I have ‘ig 
thine: But rt was fit we fhould feaft and rejoice; 
for this thy brother, who was dead, is alive again; 
and he who was loft, is found.” 


And he faid alfo to his difciples, “© There was-2- 
a certain rich man, who hada fteward; and he ἢ 
was acculed to him, as having wafled his goods. 
And calling him, he fatd.unto him, ‘* What is this, 
that ] hear of thee? Give an account of thine ad- 
miniftration, for thou canit be no longer tteward.” 
And the tteward faid within himfelf, “4 What | 
Shell Ido? for my lord is taking away my fteward- 
fhip. lam not able to dig, ‘and’ J am afhamed 
to bey: * but’ [have difcovercd what to do, that 
when 1 um removed from my ofiice, they may 
receive τὴς into their houfes.”” And having called 
every one of his lord’s debtors to him; he ἐμὰ to 


the 
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the firft, < How much owelt thou to my lord ὁ" 
And he faid, “5Α hundred baths * of oil.” And 
he faid to him, ““ Take thy bill, and fit down 
direétly, and write fifty.” Then he faid to ano- 
ther, ““ And how much doft thou owe?” And 
he faid, ** A hundred homers. + of wheat.” And 
he faith to him, “ Take thy bill, and write four- 
{core.”’ And the matter praifed the unjuft ftew- 
ard, as having done prudently ~. Thus the 
children of this world’ are wifer in their gcnera- 
tion, than the children of light. And I fay to 
you, ““ Make yourfelves fend: with the unrigh- 
teous mamion ||, that when ye fail, they may 
roreccive you into everlafting habitations. He 
who is faithful in the fmalleft ἦς truft,’ is faithful 
alfo in much: and he who is unjuft in the leaft, 
is unjuft alfoin much. If therefore ye have not 
been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, wha 
will intruft you with the true ‘ riches.” And if 
ye have not been faithful in what was another’s, 
who will give>you © that which fhall be’ your 
own §?” No domeftic can ferve two mafters: for 
he will either hate the one and Jove the other ; 
or he will adhere to the one and neglect the other. 
Ye cannot ferve God and mammon.’ 
And the ‘Pharifees alfo, who were covetcus, 
heard all thefe things; and they derided him. 
15 And he faid to them, ““ Ye are they, that juf- 
tify yourlelves before men, but God knoweth 
your hearts: for that which is highly eftcemed 
among men, is an abomination before God. ‘The 
law and the prophets ‘were’ until John: from 
that time the kingdom of God 1 is preached, and

“ Vhere was a certain rich man, who Wore» 
purple and fine linen, and daily feaffed in-a fplen. . 
did manner. And there was ἃ certain poor MAN»; κε 
named Lazarus, who was laid at bis gate full of | 

ulcers. And he defired to be fed with a cr ‘umbs; 
which fell from the rich man’s table. Yea the 
dogs came, and licked ins fores. But fo it. was. 
that the beggar died, and was carried ‘by angels 
into Abraham’s bofom *, ‘Fhe rich. man alfo’ 
cied, and was buried. And in the unfeen world + 
beiie in torments, he lifted up his eyes, and, fay | 
Abraham from afar, and Lazarus in his bofom.” 
And calling out,-he faid, ‘¢ O father ‘Abyaham, 
have compaffion upon me, and fend Lazarus to 
dip the tip of his finger in water, to refrefh my. . 
tongue ; Gi I am tormented in this Aame,” Butz5 
Aliahani faid, ““ Son, remember that thou didtt | 
in thy life-time TECeive thy good | things, and - 
likewife Lazarus ¢ his ” ev ‘ib things : : But now he 
13 comforted, and thou art tormented. And bes, - 
fides ΑἹ} this, between us and you, . there is, ἃ. | 
great chafm 1 fixcd, fo that they who would 20, 
from hence to you, cannot; neither can the 
who are there, come to us.”? Then he faid, A 
befecch thee therefore, O father, thac thou 
wouldeit fend him to my father’s houfe ; for I 
have five brethren ; that he may teltify ta them, 
that they may not alfo come into this place of 
torment.” aaa fad to aes ‘« They, haye. 
> hy "Moles. ..

at their banquets, with the head of one gueft in; eh En 


of him above him; τ Gr. Hades. . 
yawning eulf, 
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Mofes and the prophets; let them hearken to 

gothem.” And he faid, ‘‘ Nay, father Abrahem, 
but if one go.to them from the dead they will re- 
pent.” Buthe faidto him, “" If they hearken 
not to Moies and the prophets, neither will they 
be perfuaded, though one fhould arife from the 
dead.”’ 

«Then hz faic to the difciples, “6 Itis impofible 
but offences fhould come: neverthelefs, woe ὁ be 
to him’ by whom they come. It were better 
for him that a huge mill-ftone fhould be hung 
about his neck, and he thrown into the fea, than 
that he fhould cffend one of thefe little ones. 
Take heed to yourfelves. And if thy brother 
treipa’s againt thee, rebuke him; and if he re- 
rent, forzive him; and if he trefpafs acainit thee 
‘ven timcs ina day, and feven times in a day 
r-iu.p to thee, faying, ‘* I repent;” thou fhale 
toreive him.” 

§ ‘Yhen the ‘apoftles faid unto the Lord, “* In- 
\creafe our faith.” And the Lord faid, ‘* If ye 
had faith asa grain of muftard-feed, ye might 
fay to this fycamore-trce, * Be thou rooted up, 
and planted in the fea ;”? and it fhould obey you, 
But who of you, that hath a fervanc plowing or 
feeding his flock, wiil fay unto him, as {con as 
he cometh from the field, ‘‘ Come, and fit down 
at the table ?’’? Or will he not rather fay to him, 
« Make ready fomewhat for my fupper, and 
girding oF thyfelf, wait upon me while 1 am eat- 
ing.and drinking ; and afterwards thou fhalt eat 
and drink ?”? Doth he thank that fervant, becaufe 
he hath done what was commanded him? I ap- 
toprehend, not. So likewife ye when you have 
Jone all that was commanded you, fay, ‘‘ Surely 
we are unprofitable fervants, for we have done 
* but ’ what we ought to do.”

And it came to pafs as he went to Jerufalem, 
he proceeded through the midft of Samaria and 
Galilee. And as he entered into a certain village, 
there met him ten men, who were lepers. And 
ftanding afar off, they lifted up their voice and 
faid, ** Jesus, malter, have mercy upon us.” 
And feeing them, he faid unto them, ‘‘ Ge, 
fhew yourfclves to the priefts.”” And it caine to 
pafs, that us they were poing, they were cleaned. 
And one cf them perceiving he was healed, re-15 
turned, glcrifying God with a lcud voice; and ° 
he fell down on his face at his fect, giving thanks 
onto him: and he wasa Samaritan. And jesus 
anfwered and faid, ‘* Were there not ten cleanfed ? 
but where ‘ are’ the nine? None are found, who 
have returned to give glory to God, but this 
ftranger.”” And he faid to him, ““ Arife, go thy 
way ; thy faith hath faved thee.” 

And being afked by the Pharifees, when the 20 
kingdom of God fhould comic : he anfwered them, 
and faid, ““ The kinedciai of God cometh not 
with obfervation *, Neither fhall they fay, ‘* Be- 
hold ‘it is? here, or be!:Jd ‘ it is? there; for lo 
the kingdom of God is alieady among you +. 
And he (μὰ to the difciples, ““ The time wilt 
come, when ye fhall defire to fee one of thefe days 
of the Son of Man, and fhall not fee ‘it’ And 
they fhall fay to you, ““ Behold, ‘he is? here; 
or, behold ‘ he is ’ there: * but’ do not go out,, 
ner follow *them.’ For as the lightning, which 
Jiphteneth from one ¢ part’ under heaven, fhineth 
to the other * part ’ under heaven; fo alfo hall 
the fon of Man be tn his’ day. Neverthelefs he 25 
muft firft fuffer many things, and be rejeéted by 
this generation. And as it was in the days of © 
Noah, fo alfo fhall it be in the days of the Son 

| of

wife alfo hs it was in the days of Lot, they did 
eat and drink, they bought and fold, they planted 
and bintt: But on the day when Lot went out 
. of Sodom, Are and brimftone was rained down 
3ofrom ‘heaven, and deftroyed them all. Even fo 
fhall- ft Be ih the day, when the Son of Man is 
revealed.’ In that day if any one shall be on the 
houfe-top, and his furniture be in the houfe, let 
him not come down to take it away. And he 
that ts in the ficld, let him likewife not rerurn 
back. Remember Lot’s wife. He that fhall feek 
to preferve his life, fhall lofe it: but he that fhall 
lofe his life, fhall preferve it. I tell you in that 
night, there fhall be two perfons in the fame bid: 
the one’ fhall be taken, and the other difmiffed. 
35 Two women fhall be prinding together, the one 
fhall be taken, and the other difmiffed. Two 
men fhall be in the field, the one fhall be taken, 
and the other difmiffed.” And they anfwered, 
and faid to him, ‘4 Where. Lord?” 4nd he fuid 
to them, ““ Wherefoever the carcafe ‘is,’ there 
fhall the eagles be gathered together.” 


πο And he fpake a parable to them, that they 
ought always to pray, and not to faint; faying, 
«* There was a judge in a certain city, who nei- 
ther feared God, nor reverenced man. And 
there was a widow in that city, and fhe came to 
him, and fatd, “4 ‘Do me jultice againft mine ad- 
verfary.” And he Would not for 4 while: but 
he afterwards faid withm himfelf, '¢ Though I 
5 neither féar God,‘ nor reverence man; yet be- 
caufe this widow giveth me trouble, 1 will! do 
her juttice,- left- coming perpetually fhe weary 
me out.” And the Lord faid, ‘* Hear what the 
unjufl 
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unjuft judge faith. And fhall not God vindicate 
his own eleét that cry to him day’ and..night, 
though he bear long with them, [fay unta you, 
he will vindicate them fpeedily, Neverthelefs 
when the Son of Man cometh, will he find faith 
in the Jand?” He alfo fpake this parable to cer- 
tain, who trufted in themfelves that they were 
righteous, and defpifed others. ‘* Two, menio 
went up to the temple to pray, the one a Pharvee, -᾿ 
and the other a publican, The Pharifee ftanding. 
by himfelf, praved in this manner, ‘© O God, I 
thank chee chat 1 am not as, other men, rapa- 
cious, unjuft, adulterous, or even like this pub-. 
lican, I faft twice a week, I pay tithes of all 
that I poffefs.”” “But the publican ftanding afar, 
off, would not fo much as lift up his eyes to hea~: 
ven, but fmote on his breaft, faying, ‘‘.God, be: 
merciful to me a finner.” I fay unto you, -this. 
man went down to his houfe juftihed ‘rather ’- 
than the other: for every one that exalteth him~ 
felf, fhall be abafed ; but Re that humbleth him- 
felf, fhall be exalted.” . : 

Then they alfo brought infants to him, thatrs 
he might touch them; but when his difciples faw. 
it, they rebuked them. But jesus having called: 
them * to hin faid, ‘* Let the. little children 
come to me, and do not hinder them: for of 
fuch is the kingdom of God. Verily I fay to 
you, whofoever fhall not receive the kingdom of 
God asa litle child, he fhall not in any. wife 
enter into it.” 

Anda certain ruler afked him, faying, ‘‘ Good 
matter, what fall Udo that I may inherit eternal: 
life?” Butyesus [14 to him, “ Why doft thou. 
call ine good? none is good, but one, t.even ἢ" 
God. ‘Thou knoweft the commandments: Dogo 
not commit adultery, Do not kill,.Do not fteal, 
Do not bear falfe witnefs, Hanour thy father, 


he ς and 
® fc, the infante, 
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and thy mother.” And he faid, ““ I have ob- 
ferved all thefe from my youth.”? Now when je- 
sus had heard thefe things, he faid to him, 
“© Yet one thing thou wanteft *; fell all that 
thou halt, and diftribute ‘ it’ to the poor, and 
thou fhalt have treafure in heaven; and come, 
follow τε." But when he heard this, he was 
exceeding forrowful, for he was very rich. And 
when yesus beheld him fo very forrowful, he 
faid, ““4βον, hardly fhall chey that have riches 

zsenter into the kingdom of God! For it is eafier 
for a camel to go through the eye of a needle, 
than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God.”? And they who heard this, faid, ‘* Who 
then can be faved?” But he faid, ‘* The things 
which are impoffible with men, are poffible with 
God,’’ Then Peter faid, ‘* Behold, we have 
Meft all, and followéd thee.”” And he faid to 
them, ‘‘ Verily, I declare to you, there is no 
man that hath left houfe, or parents, or bre- 
thren, or wife, or children, for the fake of the 

3okingdom of God, who thall not receive manifold 
more in this prefent time; and in the world to 
come life everlafting.” 


Then he took the twelve to him ‘ apart,’ and 
faid to them, ““ Behold, we are going up to Je- 
rufalem, and all things which are written by the 

rophets concerning the Son of Man, fhall be 
fulhlicd; for he fhall be delivered up to the 
gentiles, and fhall be mocked, and fpitefully in- 
treated: and they fhall {pit upon him, and {courge 
him, and put him to death; and on the third 
day he fhall rife again.” And they did not un- 
derftand any of thefe things. And this matter 
was hid from them, {0 that they knew not “ the 
meaning of ’ the things which were {pcken. 


And

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And it came to pafs, that as he was nigh unto35 
Jericho, a certain-blind man fat by the way-fide 
bepping. And hearing the multitude paffing 
by, he afked what that meant. And they told 
him, that yesus of Nazareth was coming by. 
And he cricd out, faying, ““ Jesus, thou fon 
of David, have mercy on me.” And they, who 
went before, rebuked him, chat he fhould be 
filent. But he e1ied fo much the more, ‘* Thou 
fon of David, have mercy upon me.” . Then 18:40 
sus ltood fi, and ordered himto be brought 
to him. And when he was come near, he afked 
him, faying, ‘© What doft thou defire that I 
thould do tor thee?” And he faid, ““ Lord, that 
I may recover my fight.” And jesus faid to 
him, ““ Reccive thy fight, thy faith hath faved 
thee.” And immediately he recovered his fight, 
and followed him, glorifying God. And all the 
people, when they faw ‘it,’ gave praife unto 
God. 


And ‘ jesus’ having entered, paffed through-g. 
Jericho. And behold:‘ there was? a man whofe ᾿ 
name was Zaccheus, who was the chief amon 
the publicans; and he wasrich. And he fought 
to fee yesus, what fort of a perfon he was ; Pat 
he could not, becaufe of the croud, for he was 
little of ftature. And running before he got up 
into a fycamore-tree, that he might fee him; for 
he was to pafs that way. And jesus when hes 
came to the place, looked up and faw him, and 
faid to him, ““ Zaccheus, make hafte pme 
down ; for to-day 1 muft abide at th fe.”? 
And he came down with fpeed, and gladly en- 
tertained him. And the perfons, who faw “ it,? 
ull murmured, faying, ‘ He is gone in to refrefh 
‘ himfelf’ at a man’s, who is a finner.” But 
/accheus flanding up faid to the Lord, ** Behold,. 
O Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor ; 

and 
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and if J wrongfully have taken any thing from 
any man, I reitore ‘ him ’ four-fold.” And je- 
sus faid to him, ‘* Surely to-day is falvation 
come to this houfe: fince this man alfo is a fon 

aoof Abraham.’”’ For the Son of Man is come to 
feek and to fave that which was loft.” 


Now as they heard thefe things, he continued 

‘ his difcourfe,’ and fpake a parable, becaufe he 
was near to Jerufalem, and they thought that the 
kingdom of God would immediately be revealed. 
Therefore he faid, ‘* A certain perfon of a noble 
birth went to a diftant country, to receive a king- 
dom to himfelf, and to return. And having 
called ten of his fervants, he delivered to them 
ten pounds, and faid unto them, ‘‘ Trade till I 
come.” But his citizens hated him, and fent an 
embaffy after him, faying, ‘* We will not have 
agthis man to reign over us.” And it came τὸ 
pafs, that when he had received the kingdom, 
and was come back, he commanded thele fer- 
vants to whom he had delivered the money, to 
be called to him, that he might know. what im- 
provement each had made. And the firlt came 
near, and faid, ‘‘ Sir, thy pound hath gained 
ten pounds.” And he faid to him, ““ Well done, 
‘thou ’ good fervant: fince thou haft been faith- 
ful in a very little, be thou governor over ten 
cities.” And the fecond came, faying, ‘* Sir, 
thy pound hath gained five pounds.” He faid 
likewife unto him, ‘‘ Be thou alfo governor over 
20 five guia? And another came, and faid, “ Sir, 
beh& eis’? thy pound, whichI have kept 
laid up’ a napkin. For I feared thee, becaufe 
thou art an auftere man, ‘ who’ takeit up where 
thou did not lay down, and reapeft what thou 
didit not fow.”” But he faid to him, *‘ Out of 
thine own mouth will I condemn thee, ‘ thou ” 
wicked fervant: Thou kneweft that I am an 
auflere 
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auftere nian, taking up what I did not lay down, 
and reaping what I did not fow: And why didit 
thou not ‘ then’ give my money into the bank, 
that when I came I might have received it with 
interefl?” And he faid to them that ftood by, 
« Take away the pound from him, and give it 
to him that hath ten pounds ;’? (And they faid2g 
to him, ““ Sir, he hath ten pounds:”) For [ af- 
fure you that to every one, that hath, it fhall be 
given; but from him, that hath not, even that 
which he hath, fhall be taken away from him. 
But thofe mine enemies, who would not have me 
to reign over them, bring hither, and flay ‘ them ’ 
in my prefence.” 

And when he had fpoken thefe things, he went 
before, afcending to Jerufalem. 


And it came to pafs, when he was come nigh 
to Bethphage and Bethany, at the mount called 
‘the mount ’ of Olives, he fent two of his difci- 
ples, faying, ‘‘ Go into the village over-againft 30 
you; at your entering into which ye fhall find a 
colt tied, on which no man ever yet fate: untie 
him, and bring ‘him’ hither. And ifany maa 
afk you, ““ Why do ye untie “ him?” ye fhall 
fay thus to him, ** Becaufe the Lord hath need 
of him.” And they that were fent, went their 
way, and found juft as he had faid unto them. 
But as they were untying the colt, the owners οἱ 
it faid unto them, ‘* Why do ye untie the colt?” 
And they faid, ““ The Lord hath need of him :” 
and they brought him to yesus; and they threw ς 
their mantles upon the colt, and fet jesus thereon. 
And as he went on, the people {pread their mantles 
in the way. Now when he was come nigh, “ and 
was ’ now at the defcent of the mount of Olives, 
the whole multitude of the difciples began to re- 
joice, and to praife God with a loud voice, for 
ul] the mighty works which they had feen: fay. 

K 
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ing, ““ Blefled be the king, who cometh in the 
name of the Lord *! Peace in heaven, and glory 
in the higheft !’? And fome of the Pharifees from 
among the multitude faid to him, ““ Matter, re- 

4obuke thy difciples.’”” And he anfwered and faid 
unto them, ‘* [ tell you, ‘That if thefe fhould be 
filent, the ftones would immediately cry out.” 
And when he was come near, beholding the city, 
he wept over it, faying, ‘* Oh that thou hadt 
known, even thou at leaft in this thy day, the 
things which belong to thy peace! But now they 
are hid from thine eyes. For the days fhall. come 
upon thee, when thine enemics fhall draw a trench 
about thee, and compafs thee round, and prels 
thee in onevery fide : and they fhall level thee with 
the ground +, and thy children within thee; and 
fhall not leave ene ftone upen another in thee, 
‘becaufe thou didft not know 1 the feafon of thy 
Viiitation. 

And he went into the temple, and began to 
drive out them that fold and bought in it, faying 
to them, ““ It is written, ‘* My houfe is the 
** houfe of prayer ||; but ye have made it a 
den of robbers.”’ 

And he was teaching daily in the temple: But 
the chief-priefts, and the fcribes, and the rulers 
of the people fought to deftroy him: and they 
could not find what they might do, for all the 
people liitened to him with great attention.” 


And it came to pafs, that on one of thofe days, 
‘ while he taught the people in the temple, and 
preached the gofpel, the chief-priefts, and the 
{cribes came upon him, with the elders; and they 
fpake to him, faying, ‘‘ Tell us by what au- 
thority

gave thee this authority?” But he faid to them 
in reply, “1 will alfo afk you one queftion, and 
anfwer me: The baptifm of John, was it from 
heaven, or of men?’’ And they reafoned among § 
themfelves, faying, ““ If we fhall fay from hea~- 
ven; he will fay, Why therefore did ye not be- 
lieve him? But if we fay, Of men, all the popu- 
lace will flone us: for they are perfuaded that John 
was a prophet.” And they anfwered that they 
could not tell whence ‘it was.’ And jesus faid 
to them, “ Neither do I tell you by what au- 
thority I do thefe things.” 

Then he began to {peak to the people this pa- 
rable: “* A certain man planted a vineyard, and 
let it out to hufbandmen, and took a journey for 
a long time into a diftant country. And at thero 
feafon he fent a fervant to the hufbandmen, that 
they should give him of the fruit of the vine- 
yard. But the hufbandmen beat him, and fent 
him empty away. And again he fent another 
feryant; and they beat him alfo, and treating 
him fhamefully fent him away empty. And again 
he fent a third; and him alio they wounded, and 
caft hin out. Then the Lord of the vineyard faid, 
“* What fhall [ do? I will fend my beloved fon: 

erhaps they will reverence him, when they fee 
him.” But when the hufbandmen faw him, they 
reafoned among themfelves, faying, ‘‘ This isis 
the heir; come, let us kill him, that the inhe- 
ritance may be ours.” So they calt him out of 
the vineyard, and flew ‘him.’ What therefore 
fhall the Lord of the vineyard do unto them? 
IIe fhall come, and deftroy thefe hufbandmen, 
and give the vineyard to others.” And when 
they heard ¢ it,’ they faid, ** God forbid.” But 
he looked upon them, and faid, ‘© What is this 
then which js written, “4 The ftone, which the 
“« builders refuled, the fame is became the head 
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‘© of the corner *:’? whofoever fhall fal! upon 
that ftone fhall be broken; but on whomfoever 
it fall fall, ic fhall grind him to powder.”? And 
the chief-priefts aad fcribes in that very hour 
fought to lay hands on him, but feared the peo- 
ple: for they perceived that he had fpoken this 
parable againft them. 
20 And they watched ‘ him,’ and fent out fpies 
wha fhould pretend themfelves to be righteous 
men, that they might lay hold on his words, to 
deliver him up to the pawer and authority of the 
governor. And they afked him faying, ‘* Maf- 
ter, we know that thou fayeft and teacheft rightly, 
and accepteft not the perfon ‘ of any,’ but teacheft 
the way of God in truth; Is it lawful for us to 
ay tribute to Caefar, or not?’ But he perceiv- 
ing their craftinefs, faid to them, ‘* Why do ye 
tempt me? Shew mea penny +: Whofe image 
25and fuperfcription hath it?” They anfwered, and 
faid, ““ Caefar’s 1. Then he faid to them, 
«< Render therefore to Caefar the things that are 
Caefar’s; and to God the things which are 
God’s.’? And they could not take hold of his 
words before the people ; and they wondered at 
his reply, and held their peace. 

Then fome of the Sadducees, who deny there 
is any refurrection, came to him, and afked him, 
faying, ‘* Mafter, Mofcs wrote to us, that ‘* If 
«© any man’s brother dic, having a wife, and he 
‘© die without children, his brother fhould take 
«« his wife, and raife up feed to his brother ||.” 
Now there were feven brethren; and the firft 
havine married a wife, died without children : 
and the fecond took her to wife, and he died 

zochildlefs : and the third took her; and in like 


manner

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manner alfo the feven: and they died, and Icft 
no children. [να of all the woman alfo died. 
Therefore in the refurrection, to which of them 
is fhe the wife: for the feven had her to wife.” 
And jesus anfwered, and faid to them, ‘ ‘The 
children of this world marry, and are piven in 
marriage: but they, who fhall be counted wor- 35 
thy to obtain that world, and the refurreftion, 
neither marry, nor ate given in marriage : nel- 
ther can they aie any more, fince they are equal 
to the angels, and are the children of God ; be- 
ing the children of the refurrection. Now even 
Mofes fhewed that the dead are raifed, when at 
the bufh he calleth the Lord “ the God of Abra- 
‘ ham, and the God of Ifaac, and the God of 
“* Jacob *.” Now he is not the God of the 
dead +, but of the living: fo that all live to 
him.” Then fome of the fcribes faid in reply, 
““ Malter, thou haft fpoken well.” And after4o 
that they 1 durft not afk him any thing at all. 

And he faid to them, ‘* How fay they that 
the Meffiah is the fon of David ? And David him- 
{elf faith in the book of Pfalms, “" The Lord 
** faid unto my Lord, fit thou on my right-hand, 
‘© till I make thine enemies thy foot-ftool |}.᾽} 
David thercfore callcth him Lord, how is he 
then his fon’? Then in the audience of all the45 
people, he faid to his difciples, ‘* Beware of the 
ferybes, who affeet to walk in long garments, and 
love falutattons in the markets, and the highett 
feats in the fynagogues, and the uppermoft places 
at feafts ; who'devour widows houfes, and fora 
pretence § make long prayers; the fame fhall re- 
ceive greater damnation.”

For all thefe threw in of their redundancy * 
into the offerings of God: but fhe oat of her po- 
verty hath caft in all the living that fhe had.” 


5s And as fome were {peaking of the temple, how 
it was adorned with beautiful ftones and gifts, he 
faid, ** As for’ thefe things, which ye behold, 
the days will come, in which there fhall not be 
Feft one ftone upun another, that fha!l not be de- 
molified.” Then they afked him, faying, ‘* Maf. 
ter, but when ΠῚ} thefe things be? And what 
fall be the fign when thefe things are to come 
to pafs ?” 

And he faid, ‘* Take heed that ye be net de- 
ceived : tor many fhall come tn my name, fay- 
ing, “1 am ‘the’ Mefiiah; and the time is 
eome.”?’ Do not ye therefore go after them. 
But when ye fhalf hear of wars and feditions, be 
not terrified ; for thefe things muft fir come to 

topafs, but the end is not prefently.” Then he 
faid to them, ‘* Nation fhall rife up againft na- 
tion, and kingdom againft kingdom ; and there 
fhall be great earthquakes in various places, and 
famines, and peftilences: there fhall alfo be 
dreadful fights, and great figns from heaven. 
But before all thefe things they fhall Jay hands 
upon you, and perfecute you, ‘ and ’ fball deli. 
ver you up to the fynagogues, and into prifons ; 
and ye fhall be brought before kings and rulers 
for my name’s fake: And it fhall turn to you for 
ateftimony. Settle it therefore in your hearts, 
net to premeditate what anfwer ye fhall make ;

all your adverfaries fhall not be ‘able to contra- 
diét or withftand. And ye fhall be betrayed 
even by parents and brethren, and kindred, and 
friends: and‘ fome’ of you fhall they caufe to 
be flain. And ye fhall be hated by all men for 
the fake of my name. But nota hair of your 
head fhall perith. In your patience peffefs ye 
your fouls. Aud when ye fhall fee Jerufalem en- 20 
compafied with armies, then know that the defo- 
lation thereof is approaching. Then lec them 
that are ia Judea, flee to the mountains ; and let 
them that are in the miaft of it, depart out: and 
let not thein that are in the countries enter into 
it. For thefe are the days of vengeance, that all 
things which are written may be fulfilled. But 
woe to them that are with child, and to thein 
that give fuck in thofe days. For there fhall be 
preat diftrefs in the land, and wrath upon this 
people; and they fhall fal! by the edge of the 
{word, and fhall be carried captive into all na- 
tions: and Jerufalem fhal] be trampled down by 
the gentiles, till the times of the pentiles be ful- 
filled. And there fhall be figns in the fun, and 25 
in the moon, and in the ftars; and on the earth 
anouifh and diftrefs of nations ; the fea and the 
waves roaring : while men fhall be expiring with 
fear, and expectation * of thofe things which are 
coming upon the land +: For the powers of hea- 
ven fhall be fhaken. And then fhall they fee the 
Son of Man coming in a cloud with power, and 
great glory. 

“© And when thefe things begin to come to 
pafs, then look upwards, and lift up your. heads ; 
for your redemption draweth nigh.” 

And he fpake to thema parable. ‘ Behold 30 
the fig-tree, and all the trees: when they now 
fhoot forth, ye fee and know of your own felves that 
fummer is now near athand: fo likewife ye when

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you ‘ fhall ’ fee thefe things come to pafs, know 
the kingdom of God is juft at hand. Verily I 
fay unto you, that this generation fhall not pafs 
away, until all fhall be fulfilled. Heaven and 
earth fhall pafs away ; but my words fhall not pafs 
away. And take heed to yourfelves, left at any 
time your hearts be over-loaded by gluttony, and 
drunkennefs, and fecular cares *; and that day 
35 fhould come unexpected upon you. For it fhall 
come on all them that dwell on the face of the 
whole earth, asa fnare. Watch ye therefore, 
and pray always, that ye may be accounted wor- 
thy to efcape all thefe things, which fhall come 
to pafs, and to ftand before the Son of Man.” 
And he was teaching by day in the temple, 
and at night he went out, and lodged at the 
mount called ‘ the meunt’ of Olives. And all 
the people came early in the morning to him in 
the tempie, that they might hear him. 


+- Now the feaft of unleavened bread, which was 
called the paflover, drew near. And the chief- 
priefts, and the fcribes fought how they might 
kill him; for they feared the people +. Then 
Satan entered into Judas, who was alfo called Ifca- 
riot, and was of the numberof the twelve. And 
he went away and converied { with the chief 
priefts and captains, how he might betray him 
§unto them. And they were glad, and agreed to 
give him money. And he promifed, and fought 
opportunity to betray him unto them in the ab- 
fence of the multitude. 

Now the day of unlcavened bread came, on 
which the paffover muft be killed. And he fent 
Peter and John, faying, ““ Go, and prepare the 
paffover for us, that we may ect Sit.” And they 

faid

durit not do it without fome care about the means, 1 Or 
cyntulted, 
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fajid unto him, ‘* Where wilt thoy have us pre- 
pare “ 1} And he faid unto them, ““ Behold, 10 
as foon as ye.are entered into the city, a man 
will meet you carrying a pitcher of water; fol- 
low him into the houfe where he entereth. And 
ye fhall fay to the mafter of the family, “ The 
teacher faith to thee, Where is the dining-room, 
where I may eat the paffover with my difciples ?” 
And he will fhew you a large upper room, fur- 
nifhed: there make ready.’? ‘Then they went 
and found as he had faid to them; and they made. . 
ready the paffover. 

And when the hour was cotne, he fate down, 
and the twelve apoitles with him. And he faid15 
to them, ‘* I have moft earneltly defired to eat 
this paffover with you before I fuffer: for I fay 
unto you, that I will not eat of it any imore, till 
it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God.” And 
having received the cup, he gave thanks, and 
faid, ‘¢ Take this, and divide * © it? among your- 
felves : for I fay to you, I will not drink of the 
fruit + of the vine, until the kingdom of God 
come.’ And he took bread, and having-given 
thanks, he brake, and gave ‘it’ to them, fay- 
ing, ‘* This is my body, which is given tor 
you: Do this in remembrance of me.” In like 29 
manner alfo * he took’ the cup after upper, fay- 
ing, ‘* This cup is the new covenant in my blood, 
which is fhed for you. “ But’ behold, the hand 
of him that betrayeth me, “ is’ with me on the 
table. And indeed the Son of Man is going, as 
it was determined ; but woe to that man, by 
whom he is betrayed!’ And they hegan to en- 
quire among themfelves, which of them it could 
be, that was about to do this thing. 

These was alfo a contention among them, 
which of them fhould be accounted the greatelt. 
And he faid to them, ‘* The kings of the gentiles 25

® i, ¢. thare, + Gr, produce, 
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Jord it over them; and they that exercife au- 
thority upon them, have the title * of benefac. 
tors. But ye “ fhall’ not‘ do’ thus; but let 
him, who 15 eldeft among you, be as the youngeft ; 
and he that prefideth, ‘ let him be ἢ as a fervant. 
For which is greater, he that fitteth at table, or 
he that waiteth? But lam among you as one that 
waiteth. Ye are they, who have continued with 
mein my trials: and I appoint unto you ἃ king- 
dom, as my Father hath appointed unto me: 

3z0that ye may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and fit upon thrones judging the 
twelve tribes of Ifracl.” 

And the Lord faid, ‘* O Simon, Simon, be- 
hold Satan hath requefted ‘ to affault ’ you, that 
he may fift ‘ you’ like wheat. But I have prayed 
for thee, that thy faith may not fail +: and 
when thou art returned {, ftrengthen thy bre- 
thren.” And he faid to him, “Ὁ Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee both into prifon, and to 
death.” But he faid, “51 tell thee, Peter, I: 
fhall not be cock-crowing to-day, before that 
thou fhale thrice deny that thou knoweft me.” 

35 And he faid to them, ‘* When I fent you with- 
out either purfe or fcrip, or fhoes, did ye want 
any thing?” And they faid, ‘* Nothing.” Then 
he fatd to them, ‘* But now ff let him that hath 
a purie, take ‘ it,’ and alfo a fcrip; and let 
him that hath no fword, fell his garment, and 
buy one. ForI affure you that this, which is 
written, muft yet be accomplifhed in me, ‘* And 
“4 he was numbered with the tranfgreffors § :” 
For the things concerning me have anend.” And 
they faid, ‘* Lord, behold, here are two fwords.” 
And he faid to them, ‘* It 1s enough.” 


And

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And he came out, and went according to cuf- 
tom to the mount of Olives; and his difciples 
alfo followed him. And when he was at theyso 
place, he faid to them, ‘‘ Pray, that ye may not 
enter into temptation.”” And when he was with- 
drawn about a ftone’s throw from them, he 
kneeled down and prayed, faying, ‘‘ Father, if 
thou pleafeit, to take away this cup from me; 
neverthelefs not my will, but thine be done.” 
And there appeared to him an angel from heaven 
flrengthening him. And being in an agony, he 
prayed more intenfely, and his fweat was as it 
were great drops of blood falling down on the 
ground, And rifing up from prayer, he came to4g 
his difciples, and found them fleeping for for- 
row *. And he (μιὰ to them, ‘‘ Why do ye 
fleep? Rife and pray, that ye may not enter into 
temptation.” 

And while he was yet fpeaking, behold a mul- 
titude appeared ; and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and drew 
near to yesus, to kits him. But jesus faid to 
him, ‘* Judas, doft thou betray the Son of Man 
with a kifs?” Now when they who were about 
him + faw what would be the confequence, they 
jaid to him, © Lord, fhall we finite with the 
{word ??? And one of them fmote a fervant of the 50 
high-priemt, and cnt off his right ear. ‘Then ys- 
sus anfwerino, faid, ** Suffer ye thus far {.᾽ 
And he touched his car, and healed him. Then 
jesus faid to the chief-prie&s, and to the cap- 
tains'of the temple, and to the elders, who were 
come to him, ‘* Ave ye come ont, as againft a 
robber, with fwords and ftaves? When I was 
with you every day in the temple, ye did not

wife? asf addrel to the officers, to loole his hands 
{ura moment. 
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ftretch out ‘ your ’ hands againft me ; but this is 
your hour, and the power of darknefs.”’ 


Then they took and led him away, and brought 
him to the palace of the high-prieft. And Peter 
g5followed afar off. And when they had kindled 
ἃ fire in the midit of the hall, and were fet down 
together, Peter fate down among them. Anda 
certain maid feeing him as he fate by the fire, 
fixed her eyes earneitly upon him, and faid, 
“Ὁ This man was alfo with him.”’ But he denied 
him, faying, “ Woman, I know him not.” And 
after a little while another man faw him and faid, 
Go0‘* Thou art alfo ‘one’ of them.” And Peter 
᾿ (Διὰ, ‘* Man, Iam not.” And about the fpace 
of one. hour after, another man confdently af- 
firmed, faying, ““ Of a truth this man was alfo 
with him: for he is-a Galilean.” And Peter 
Jaid, ‘* Man, I know not what thou meaneit.” 
And immediately while he yet fpzke, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned and looked upon 
Peter: and Peter recollefted the word of the 
bord, how he had faid to him, ‘* Before the 
€ock crow, thou fhalt deny me thrice.” And 
Peter went out, and wept bitterly. 

And the men who had jesus in cuftody, in- 
faulted him, and beat him: and having covered 
his eyes, they ftruck him on the face, and afked 
him, faying, ““ Prophefy, who is he that fmote 

6s.thee.”” And many other things they blafphe- 
moufly fpake againft him. 

And as foon as it was day, the elders of the 
people, and the chief-priefts, and the fcribes, af- 
fembled together; and they led him away:tqtheir 
council, and faid, ““ Art thou the Meffiah? tell 
us.” And he faid to them, ““ If I tell you, ye 
will not believe : and if I alfo afk ‘ you,’ ye will 
neither an(wer, nor difmifs me. Hereafter the 
Son of Man fhall ft on the right-hand of the 

7 power 
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power of God.” And they all faid, ““ Art thouzo 
then the Son of God?” And he faid to them, 

‘© Ye fay, thatIam.” Then they faid, ‘* What 
need have we of any other teltimony? for we 
ourfelves have heard ‘it’ from his own mouth,” , 


And the whole multitude of them arofe, and - 
led him to Pilate. And they began to.accufe him, 
faying, ‘* We found this ‘ fellow ’ perverting the 
nation, and forbidding to pay tribute to Caefar, 
faying that he himfelf is Meffiah *, a king.” And 
Pilate afked him faying, ‘* Art thou the king of 
the Jews?” And he anfwered him and faid, 
‘Thou fayeft ‘ right.” Then Pilate faid to the 
chief-prieits and the people, ‘‘ I find no fault in 
this man.” 

But they were more violent, faying, ‘ Hes 
flirrcth up the people, teaching through all Ju- 
dca, beginning from Galilee, even to this place.” 
And when Pilate heard of Galilee, he enquired 
if the man was a Galilean. And finding that he 
was of Herod’s jurifdiétion, he fent him to Herod, 
who himfelf was alfo at Jerufalem in thofe days. . 

And when Herod faw jesus, he rejoiced ex- 
cecdingly ; for he had a long time been defirous 
to fee him, becaufe he had heard much concern- 
ing him; and he hoped to fee fome miracle done 
by him. And he examined him in many words, 
but he made hin no anfwer. And the chief- to 
pricits and fcribes ftood up, eagerly accufing 
him. And Herod with his foldiers treated him 
in a contemptuous manner: and having derided 
‘hin,’ cloathed him in a fplendid robe, and 
fent him back to Pilate. And the fame day Pi- 
late and Herod became friends to each other: 
for they were before at enmity between them- 
felves. And Pilate having called together the 
chicf-pricits, and the rulers, and the people, faid 


* Gr, Chritt, 
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to them, ““ Ye have brought me this man, ag 
one that hath perverted the people ; and behold 
having examined ‘ him ᾽ in your prefence, I have 
found no crime in this man, as to the things 

1sthat ye have charged him with. Nor yet hath 
Herod ; for I fent you to him: And behold no- 
thing wosthy of death hath been done by him. 
Therefore when I have chaftifed him, I will let 
‘him’ go.” For he was under neceffity of re- 
leafing one to them at the feaft. Then they all 
cried out with one confent, faying, ‘ Away with 
this ‘ man,’ and releafe unto us Barabbas,” (who 
had been caft into prifon for a certain infurreétion 

zomade in the city, and for murder.) Pilate 
therefore, defirous to releafe yesus, fpake to 
them again. But they cried, faying, “* Crucify 
‘him,’ crucify “him.” And he faid to them the 
third time, ‘* Why, what evil hath ke done? J 
have found no capital crime in him: I will 
therefore chaftife him and let ‘ him ’ go.” But 
they were urgent with loud voices, demanding 
that he might be crucified: And “ their’ voices *. 
and ‘ thofe ’ of the chief-priefts prevailed. Then 
Pilate pronounced fentence, that what they de- 

z25manded fhould be done. And he releated to 
them him, who was thrown into prilon for fedi- 
tion and murder ; whom they had desired: and 
he delivered up yesus to their will. 

And as they led him away, they laid hold up- 
on one Simon a Cyrenian, who was coming out 
of the country: and on him they laid the crofs, 
that he might carry it after jesus Anda great 
multitude of people, and of women followed 
him; who alfo bewailed, and lamented him. 
But yesus turning to them, faid, ‘‘ O daughters 
of Jerufalem, weep not for me; but weep for 
yourfelves, and for your children, For behold 
the days are coming, in which they fhall fay, 

' ‘\ Happy 


Ἂ Or, clamours, W. 
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εἰ Happy ‘are ’ the barren, and the wombs which 
never bare, and the breafts that never fuckled.” 
Then fhall they begin to fay to the mountains, 30 
«- Fal} on us:”? and to the hills, ““ Cover us.” 
For if they do thefe things in the green wood, 
what fhall be done in the dry *?” And there 
were alfo two other ‘ men, who were ’ malefac- 
tors, led with him, to be executed. 

And when they were come to the place called 
Calvary, they crucified him there ; and the ma- 
lefagtors, ane on the right-hand, and the other 
on the left. And jesus faid, ‘* Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they are doing.” 
And they divided his garments, cafting lots. 
And the people ftood looking on, and the rulers 
alfo with them derided him, faying, ‘* He faved 
others, but let htm fave himfelf, if he be the 
Meffiah, the ele&t of God.” And the foldiers alfo 
mocked him; coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar to drink, and faying, ““ If thou art the 
king of the Jews, fave thyfelf.”’ Anda fuper- 
fcription alfo was written over him in Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THis 1s THE KING OF 
THE JEws. 

And one of the malefaétors, who were hanged +, 
blafphemed him, faying, “* If thou art the Mef- 
fiah, fave thyfelf, and us.’? But the other an-40 
fwered and rebuked him, faying, ““ Doft not 
thou fear God, when thou art tn the fame con- 
demnation? And we indeed juftly: for we re- 
ceive what is due reward for the crimes we have 
committed: But this * man’ hath done nothing 
amifs.” And he faid to yesus, ‘* Lord, remem- 
ber me, when thou comeft into thy kingdom.” 

And 


* If fuch fufferings fall on me that am innocent, what 
will become of thefe enemi»s of God, who, as a dry wood, 
are prepared for the fire, wiien "hey shall fali inte the hands 
of the Romans, + Viz, on croiles, 
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And esus [414 to him, ‘ Verily I fay unto thee, 
This day thou fhalt be with me in paradife.” 

. Now it was about the-fixth hour *, and there 

was darknefs over all the land till the ninth heur: 

45and the fun was darkened; and the veil of the 
temple was rentin the midft. And jesus having 
cried with a loud voice, faid, ““ Father, into th 
hands I commit my fpirit.”” And when he had 
faid thus, he difmifled his fpirit+. And when 
the. centurion faw what was done, he glorified 
God, faying, ““ Certainly this was a righteous 
man.” <And all the multitude that were come 
together to this fpetacle, when they faw the 
things which were done, returned, beating their 
breafts. And all his acquaintance, and the wo- 
men, who had followed him from Galilee, ftood 
at a diftance, viewing thefe things. 


so And behold ‘ there was’ a man, named Jo- 
feph, who was a counfellor, a benevolent and up- 
right man, the fame had not given his vote to 
their counfel and action; of Arimathea 1, a city 
of the Jews; who alfo himfelf waited for the 
kingdom of God. This man went to Pilate, and 
begged the body of jesus. And he took it 
down, and wrapped it in linen, and laid it ina 
fepulchre, that was hewn in ftone ; in which no 
man before was ever laid. And it was the pre- 
paration-day ||; and the fabbath drew on. 

And the women alfo, who came with him from 
Galilee, followed after, and beheld the fepulchre, 
and how his body was laid: and they returned, 
and prepared fpices and balms ; and they refted 
on the fabbath-day according to the command- 
ment. 


And 


© j, ες about noon, + Expired. 1 Anciently 
called Ramoth, ἢ The eve of the fabbath. 
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And on the firft day of the week, very early in “te 
the morning, they * came to the fepulchre, bring- 
ing the fpices, which they had prepared; and 
fome ‘ others +’ with them. And they found 
the ftone rolled away from the fepulchre. And 
entering in, they found not the body of the Lord 
jesus. And it came to pafs, as they were 1n5 
ercut perplexity on this account, behold two in 
{plendid + habits flood by them. And as they 
were afiaid, aod bowed their faces to the ground, 
they faid to che women, “ Why feek ye the liv- 
ing among the dead? He is not here, but is rifen. 
Remember how he fpake unto you, when he was 
yetin Galilee, faying, “ The Son of Man muft 
be delivered into the hands of finners, and be 
erucified, and the third day rife again.” And 
they remembered his words. And when they 
were returned from the fepulchre, they told all 
thefe things to the eleven, and to all the reft. 
And they were Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, 1 
and Mary ‘ the mother’ of James, and the other 
“women ’ with them, who told thefe things to 
the apoftles. And their words feemed to them 
as an idle tale; and they did not believe them. 
Then Peter arofe, and ran to the fepulchre, and 
ftooping down {aw the linen clothes laid by them- 
{elves: and he departed, wondering in himfelf 
at what had happened. ; 

And behold, two of them were travelling that 
very day toa village called Emmaus, which was 
‘about’ fixty furlongs || from Jerufalem, and. 
they difcourfed together of all thefe things, which 
had happened, And it caine to pafs, that as they 15 
talked, and argued together, jesus alfo hinfelf, 
drew near, and travelled on with them: but their 
eyes werc reftrained that they did not know him. 
And he faid to them, ** What are thefe matters, 

which: 

* Se. the women. . ἘΞ OF their female friends, 
1 Os, hhining, |] Somewhat more than feven miles, 
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fuffer, and fhould rife again from the dead on 
the third day: and that repentance and forgive- 
nefs of fins fhould be preached in his name to all 
nations, beginning at Jerufalem. ‘‘ And ye are 
witneffes of thefe things. And behold, 1 fend 
upon you the promife of my Father: but do ye 
continue in the city of Jerufalem, till ye are in- 
vetted with power from on high.’’ 

And he Ied them out as far as to Bethany: and 
lifting up his hands, he bleffed them. Andit 
came to pafs taat while he was blefling them, he 
was feparated from them, and carried up into 
heaven. And they worhipped him, and returned 
to Jerufalern with great joy. And they were al- 
ways in the temple, praifing, and blefling God.

THE 
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N the beginning exifted the Word, and thes 

Word was with God, and the Word was 
God. This ‘ Word’ was in the beginning with 
God. All things were made by him *, and 
without him was not made fo much as one fingle 
being. ‘ That which was’ in him, was life; and 
the life was the light of men. And the lights 
fhineth in darknefs; and the darknefs did not 
upprehend { it. ἢ, 

A man, whofe name was John, was fent from 
God : he came for a witnefs, that he might tef- 
tify concerning the light, that all might by his 
means believe. He was not that light, but 
‘came’ to bear witnefs concerning it. ‘The true 
light was that, which coming into the world, 
cnlightencth every man. He was in the world,10 
and the world was made by him, yet the world 
knew him not. He came into his own “ terri- 
tories,’ yet his own ‘ people’ did not receive 
him, Neverthelefs, to as many as received him, 
and believed on his uname, ‘cven’ to them he 
granted the privilege of becoming the fons of 
God. Who were not born of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of 
God. 

And the Word was made flefh, and pitched 
his tabernacle among us; and we contemplated 

his 
® By this almighty Word. + Or, comprehend, 
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his glory, fuch glory as became the only-begotten 
of the Father; full of grace and truth. 

John bare teftimony of him, and cried, faying, 
<<’This was he, of whom I faid *, He that cometh 
after me, is preferred before me; for he exifted 
before me.” And of his fulnefs have we all re- 
ceived, even grace upon grace. For the law was 
given by Mofes, ‘ but’ grace and truth came by 
yesus Chrift. No man hath ever feen God; 
the only-begotten Son, who is in the bofom of 
the Father, he hath made * him’ known. 

And this is the teftimony of John, when the 
Jews at Jerufalem fent priefts and Levites to in- 


zoquire of him, ‘* Who art thou?” And he ac- 


knowledged, and did not deny; but protelted, 
‘« Tam not the Meffiah.” And they afked him, 
«© What then? Art thou Elijah?” And he faid, 
“(Fam not.” ‘* Art thou a prophet?” And he 
anfwered, ** No.” They faid unto him there- 
fore, “" Who art thou, that we may give an an- 
{wer to them, that fent us: What doit thou fay 
concerning thyfelf??? He faid, ““ I am the voice 
of one crying in the wildernefs, Make the way 
of the Lord ftraight; as faid Ifaiah the prophet.” 


2 Now the meflengers were of the Pharifees: And 


they afked him, and [διὰ unto him, ‘‘ Why then 
doft thou baptife; fince thou art neither the Mef- 
fiah, nor Elijah, nor a prophet?” John anfwered 
them, faying, “1 baptife with water; but there 
js one hath ftood + in the midit of you, whom 
ye know not: This is he, that cometh after me, 
who is preferred before me; of whom I am noc 
worthy to unloofe the latchet 1 of his fhoes.” 
Thefe things paffed on the other fide Jordan, at 
Bethabara, where John was baptifing. 
The next day John feeth jesus coming towards 
him, and faith, ‘¢ Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh 
* Matt. iil, 110 + Hath ftood, or been among you 
for fome time. 1 Or, thoe-ftrings. 
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taketh away the fin of the world! This is he of 30 
whoin I faid, After me there cometh a man, who 
is preferred before me, for he exifted before me. 
And I did not know him; yet for this end I came 
baptifing with water, that he might be made ma- 
nifeft to Ifrael.”” And John bare teftimony, fay- 
ing, ‘ I faw the Spirit defcending like a dove 
from heaven, and it abode upon him: and I did 
not know him; but he that fent me to baptife 
with water, He faid unto me, Upon whom thou 
fhalt fee the Spirit defcending, and remaining 
upon him, this is he that baptifeth with the Holy 
Spirit. And I faw, and have teftified, that this 
is the Son of God.” 

Again on the next day John was ftanding, and 35 
two of his difciples. And looking ftedfaltly on 
yesus, as he was walking, he faith, ‘* Behold 
the Lamb of God!’ And when the two difciples 
heard him fpeak, they followed jesus. And 
jesus turning back, and feeing them following 
‘him,’ faith to them, ‘‘ What do ye feck ν᾽ 
They fay to him, ‘* Rabbi (which being tranf- 
lated is Mafter) where doit thou dwell??? He 
faith unto them, ‘* Come and fee.” They came * 
and faw where he dwelt, and continued with 
him that day; it being about the tenth hour. 
Andrew the brother of Simon Peter was one of 40 
the two, that heard John ‘ fpeak of yesus,’ and 
followed him. He firft fndeth his own brother 
Simon, and telleth him, ‘*‘ We have found the 
Mefliah ;” (which being tranflated, is the Chrift.) 
And he brought him unto jesus: And jesys 
looking ftedfattly upon him faid, ““ Thou art Si- 
mon the fon of Jonas: thou fhalt be called Ce- 
phas;” (which fignifies a Rock.) 

The next day jesus determined to depart from 
thence to Galilee, and findeth Philip, and faith 
unto him, ‘* Follow πιο." Now Philip was of 
Bethfaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. Phili 45 

* Qr, came, findet 
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findeth Nathaniel, and faith unto him, “* We 
have found him whom Mofes in the law, and 
the prophets have defcribed, ‘even’ sesus the 
fon of Jofeph * from Nazareth.” And Nathaniel 
faid unto him, ‘* Can any good thing come out 
of Nazareth?” Philip faith unto him, “5 Come 
and fee.” Jesus faw Nathaniel coming towards 
him, and faith concerning him, ‘* Behold one 
‘ that is’ truly an Ifraelite, in whom there is no 
deceit.’”” Nathaniel faith to him, ‘“* Whence dott 

sothou know me?” Jesus replied, and faid unto 
him, ““ Before Philip called thee, I faw thee 
when thou waft under the fig-tree.”” Nathaniel 
replied, and faith to him, ‘* Rabbi, thou art the 
Son of God, thou art the king of Ifrael!” Jesus 
replied, and faid unto him, ‘* Doft thou believe, 
becaufe I told thee I faw thee under the fig-tree ? 
Thou fhalt fee greater things than thefe.” And 
he faith unto him, ““ Verily, verily, I fay unto 
you, from this time ye fhall fee heaven opened, 
and the angels of God afcending and defcending 
* to wait ’ upon the Son of Man.” 


ἦς Now the third day + there was a marriage at 
Cana in Galilee ;-and the mother of jesus was 
there. And jesus and his dilciples were invited 
to the marriage. And when the wine fell fhort, 
the mother of jesus faith unto him, ‘* They 
have no wine.” Jesus faith to her, ‘* Woman, 
-what haft thou to do with me? my time is not 
ς γεῖ come.” His mother fays unto the fervants, 
«* Whatever he thall order you, do “1. Now 
there were fet there fix water-pots 1 of ftone, ac- 
cording to the Jewith cuftom of purifying, con- 
taining each of them two or three ἀπ (|. 
ESUS 


* i.e, who cometh from, ἄς, + After Chrift's 
coming into Galilee, and difcourfing with Nathaniel. 
{ Or, jars. Probably, baths, each containing 

about 
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εοῦϑ faith to them, ‘** Fill thofe jars with water.” 
And they filled them up to the very brim. And 
he faith unto them, ‘* Now draw out, and carry 
“it’ to the prefident of the feaft.”” And they car- 
ried ‘it.’ Now when the prefident of the feaft had 
tafted the water that was made wine, and knew 
not whence it came, (though the fervants that 
drew the water knew) the prefident of the feaft1o 
calleth for the bridegroom, and faith unto him, 
«Every man frit fetteth out the good wine; and 
when they have drunk plJentifully, then that 
which is worfe ; © but ’ thou halt kept the good 
wine until now.’”? This beginning of miracles 
jesus wrought in Cana of Galilee, and mani- 
feiled his glory; and his difciples believed on 
him. ὃ 


After this, he, and his mother, and his bre- 
thren, and his difciples went down to Caperna- 
um: And they continued there not many days. 
And the paflover of the Jews drew near, and 1Ὲ- 
sus went up to Jerufalem. And he found in the 
temple thofe that fold oxen, and fheep, and doves, 
and the money-changers fitting. And having 1g 
made a whip of fmall cords, he drove them all 
out of the temple, and the fheep, and the oxen 5 
and poured out the moncy of the exchangers, and 
overturned the tables; and faid to them that fold 
doves, ““ Take thefe things away from hence, 
‘and’ make not my Father’s honfe a houfe of 
trafic.” And his difciples remembered that it 
was written, ‘‘ The zeal of thine houfe hath 
“. eaten me up *.”? The Jews therefore anfwer- 
ed, and faid unto him, ““ What fign doft thou 
few us, feeing that thou doft thefe things ?” 
Jesus anfwered, and faid unto them, ‘* Demolifh 

thie 
about qf gallons. The Jewifh nicety in washing their 


hands, fect, vellels, ὥς, rendered fo much water necdful. 
® Pfal. lxix. 9. 
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this temple, and J will raife it up in three days.” 

20 The Jews then faid, ““ ‘This temple hath been 
fix and forty years building ; and wilt thou raife 
it up in three days ?” But he fpake of the temple 
of his body. When therefore he was rifen from 
the dead, his difciples remembered, that he had 
faid this tcothem; and they believed the fcyip- 
ture, and the word, which jesus had fpoken. 
And while he was at the paffover in Jerufalem, 
on the feaft-day, many feeing the miracles which 
he wrought, believed in him. But jesus did 
not truit himfelf to them, becaufe he knew 

25‘ them’ all, and had no need that any one 
fhould teftify * of man: for he knew what was 
in man, 


-- Now there was a man of the Pharifees, whofe 
ἡ name was Nicodemus, a mzgiftrate of the Jews: 
he came to jesus by might, and faid unto him, 
‘© Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher come 
from God: for none can do thefe miracles, which 
thou doft, unlefs God be with him.” Jesus an- 
fwered, and faid unto him, ‘ Verily, verily, 1 
fay unto thee, unlefs.a man be born again, he 
cannot fee the kingdom of God.” Nicedemus 
faith unto him, ““ How can a man be born, 
when he 15 old? Can he enter a fecond time into 
is mother’s womb, and be born ?” Jesus an- 
jay “‘ Verily, verily, I fay unto thee, unlefs 
a man be born of water and the Spirit, he can- 
not enter into the kingdom of God. That which 
is born of the flefh, 1s flefh; and that which is 
born of the Spirit, is Spirit. Wonder not that 
I fay unto thee, you muft be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it will, and thou hearcft the 
found thereof, yet thou canft not tell, whence it 
cometh, and whither it gocth: So is every one 
that is born of the Spirit.” Nicodemus an- 
fwered, 

® Or, tcl! him any thing of the charaéter of any man, 
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{wered, and faid unto him, ‘* How can thefe 
things be?”” Jesus anfwered, and faid unto him, 10 
«s Art thou a teacher of Jfrael, and doft thou not 
know thefe things? Verily, verily, I fay unto 
thee, We {peak what we know, and teftify that 
which we have feen ; and ye receive not our tef- 
timony. If I have told you earthly things, and 
ye believe not ; how would you believe, if I tell 
you heavenly things ? And no one hath afcended 
up to heaven, unlefs he who is defcended from 
heaven; ‘even ’ the Son of Man, who is in hea- 
ven. And as Mofes lifted up the ferpent in the 
wildernefs, fo muft the Son of Man be lifted up; 
that whoever believeth on him, may not perifh, ᾿ς 
but have everlafting life. God fo loved the 
world, that he gave his only-begotten Son, that 
whoever believeth on him, may not perifh, but 
have everlaiting life. For God fent not his 
Son into the world, to condemn the world ; 
but that the world might be faved by him. He 
that believeth on him, fhall not be condemned : 
but he that believeth not, is condemned already 5 
becaufe he hath not believed in the name of the 
only-begotten Son of God. Now this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into the world, 
and men have loved darknefs rather than light, 
becaufe their deeds were evil. For every one, 20 
who doth evil, hateth the light, and cometh not 
to the lipht, left his a¢tions fhould be reproved. 
But he that pradtifeth truth, cometh to the light, 
that his aétions may be made manifeit, that they 
are wroupht in God,” 

After thefe things jesus and his ¢ifciples 
came into the land of Judea, and there. he con- 
tinued with them, and baptifed. And John 
was ἈΠῸ baptifing at Enon, near Salim, becaufe 
a great quantity of water was there: and they # 
cume, and were baptifed. For John was not

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yet thrown into prifon. And there was a difpute 
between ‘ fome ’ of the difciples of John, anda 
certain Jew about purifying. And they came to 
John, and faid unto him, ‘* Rabbi, he that was 
with thee on the other fide of Jordan, to whom 
thou gavelt teftimony, behold he baptifeth, and 
all come unto him.” John replied, and faid, 
«s A man can receive nothing, unlefs it be given 


- him from heaven. Ye yourfelves bear witnefs to 


me, thatI faid, that Iam not the Chrift; but 
that Iam fent before him. It is the bridegroom 
that hath the bride ; but the friend of the bride- 
groom, who itandeth and heareth him, rejciceth 
with great jcy, cn account cf the bridegroom’s 


30voice. Therefore this my joy is compleated. 


He muft increafe, but I * muit’ decline. He 
that cometh from above, is above all: He that 
was of the earth, is of the earth *, and {peaketh 
of the earth: He, who cometh from heaven, is 


above all. And what he hath feen and heard, 


that doth he teftify; and no man receiveth his 
teftimony. He who hath received his teftimony, 
hath fet his feal to it, that God ts true. For he, 
whom God hath fent, fpeaketh the words of 
God: for Ged giveth not the Spirit to him by 


35 meafure. The Father loveth the Son, and hath 


given all things into his hand. He who believeth 
on the Son, hath eternal life: but he that is dif- 
obedient to the Son, fhall not fee life, but the 
wrath of God abideth upon him.” 


ἦς When therefore the Lord knew, that the Pha- 


rifees had heard, that jesus made and baptifed 
more difciples than John; (though jesus him- 
felf did not baptife, but ‘ his’ difciples) he left Ju- 
dea, and departed again into Galilee. Now he 


Was 


* He that was originally of the earth, being born like 
me in a natural way, is ftill of the earth, mean and im- 
perfedt, ' 
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was obliged to go through Samaria. He ςοπιεῖῃς 
therefore to a city of Samaria, called Sichar * ; 
near that piece of ground, which Jacob gave to 
Jofeph his fon. And there was Jacob’s well. 
Now jesus being wearied with his journey, fate 
down immediately by the well, ‘ and’ it was 
about the fixth hour. There cometh a woman 
of Samaria to draw water. Jesus faith unto her, 
‘© Give me “ fome water’ to drink.’? For his 
difciples were gone to the city to buy food. 
Then faith the woman of Samaria to him, ** How. 
is it, that thou, who arta Jew, afkelt drink of 
me, who am a woman of Samaria?”’ For the Jews 
have no friendJy intercourfe with the Samaritans. 
Jesus anfwered, and faid unto her, ‘* If thouro 
hadit known the gift of God, and who it 1s, that 
faith unto thee, ‘‘ Give me to drink ;’’ thou 
wouldft furely have afked him, and he would have 
given thee living water.””) The woman {faith to 
him, ** Sir, thou halt mo bucket, and the well 
is very deep: whence hait thou then this living 
water? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, 
who gave us this well, and drank of it himfelf, 
with his children, and his cattle?” Jesus an- 
fwered, and faid unto her, ** Whoever drinketh 
of this water, will thirft again. But he that 
drinketh of the water, which I fhall give him, 
will never thirtt; but the water which I fhall 
Bive him, will be in him a fountain of water, 
pringing up to everlafting life.” The womanig 
faith unto him, ‘* Sir, give me this water, that 
I may not thirlt, nor come hither to draw.” Je- 
sus faith unto her, ‘* Call thy hufband, and 
come hither.’” The woman anfwered, and faid, 
“1 have no hufband.” Jesus faith to her, 
© "Vhou halt well faid, « 1 have no hufband ;” 
for thou haft had five hufbands, and he whom 
thou halt now is not thy hufband : this thou hat 
ΒΕ 3 . fpokep 


® Anciently Sichem, Gen, xlviii, 28. Joth. xxiv. 22. 
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fpoken truly.” The woman faith to him, “4 Sir, 

201 perceive that thou arta prophet. Our fathers 
worfhipped gn this mountain; whereas ye fay, 
that at Jerufalem is the place, where we ought 
to worhhip.” Jesus faith to her, ‘* Woman, be- 
licve me, the hour is coming, when neither on 
this mountain, nor at ferufalem fhall ye worfhip 
the Father. Ye worfhip ye know not what; we 
know what we worfhip: For falvation is from 
τε Jews. Neverthelefs the hour approacheth, 
and now 3s, when the true worshippers thall wor- 
fhip the Father in ipirit, and in truth: for the 
Father feeketh fuch to worfhip him. Ged is a 
{pirit; and they that worfhip him, ought to wor- 

25fhipin fpirit and in truth.” The woman {faith 
unto him, ** I know that the Meffiah, who is 
called Chrift, is coming, and when he is come, 
wil] teach us all things.” Jesus telleth her, 
«© J that am fpeaking to thee, am ‘ He.” 

And upon this, his difciples came, and won- 
dered that he was talking with the woman: yet 
none faid, ** What doft theu fteek ? or why dott 
thou talk with her??? Then the woman left her 
water-pot, and went away to the city, and faith 
to the men, “" See a man, who hath told me all 

3othat ever I did: Is not this the Meffiah δ᾽" They 
therefore went out of the city, and came to him. 

In the mean time the difciples intreated him, 
faying, ““ Rabbi, eat.” But he faid unto them, 
‘¢ T have meat to eat, that ye know not of,” 
The difciples therefore faid one to another, 
“. Hath any one brought him ‘ food’ to eat?” 

esus faith to them, ‘‘ My food is to do the 
will of him that fent me, and to finish his work. 
35 Do ye not fay that there are yet four months and 
harveft cometh? Behold I fay unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and furvey the fields ; for they are al- 
ready white unto the harveft. - And he that reap- 
eth, receiveth wages, and gathereth in the fruit 
unto 
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unto eternal life: fo that both he that foweth, 
and he that reapeth, may rejoice together. Fer 
herein is that faying true, One foweth, and ano- 
ther reapeth. [ fet you to reap that on which 
you have not laboured: others have laboured, 
and ye are entered into their Jabour *.”?” Now 
many of the Samaritans from that citv believed 
on him, by reaton of that faying of the woman, 
who teitifed, ‘* He told me all that ever I did.” 
When therefore the Samaritans were come to fee ,o 
him, they intreated him to tarry with them: and 
he continued there two days. And many more 
believed on account of his own difcourfes, and 
{aid to the woman, ‘* Now we believe, not on 
account of what thou haft {poken,. for we our- 
felves have heard him, and know that this is 
really the Chrift, the Saviour of the world.” 


Now after two days, he departed thence +, 
and went into Galilee. For jesus himfelf tefti- 
fied, that a prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. When therefore he came into Galilee, 45 
the Galileans received him, having feen all the 
things that he did at Jerutalem, during the feaft ; 
(for they alfo came to the feaft.) 

Jesus therefore came again to Cana of Galilee, 
where he hid made the water wine. And there 
was a ccrtain nobleman, whoie fon was ill at 
Capernauin : ‘ who’ when he heard that sesus 
was come out of Judea into Galilee, went to him 
and intreated him, that he would come down, 
and cure his fon; for he was juft ready to die. 
Jesus faid therefore unto hin, ** Unlefs ye fee 
figns and wonders, ye will not believe.” The 
nobleman faith to him, ‘* Sir, come down before 
my child die.”” Jesus faith to him, ‘* Go thy;o0 
way, thy fon is recovered.” And the man be- 

L 4 lieved 
® i. ¢, into the ficld on which theiy labour has been bee 
flowed, + S.. trom Sichar, 
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licved the word that jesus fpoke unto him, and 
went away. Now as he was going down, his 
fervants met him, and told ‘ him,’ faying, ** Thy 
fon is recovered,” Therefore he enquired of 
them the hour, when he began to mend. And 
they faid unto him, ‘* Yefterday, at the feventh 
hour, the fever left him.’? The father therefore 
knew, that ‘ it was’ at the very hour, in which 
jesus faid to him, ‘‘ Thy fon is recovered :? 
And he and his whole family believed. This is 
apain the fecond miracle, which jesus perform- 
ed, when he'came out of Judea into Galilee. 


εν After this, there was a ἐξα of the Jews ; and 
Jesus went up to Jerufalem. Now there is at 
Jerufalem, near the fheep- ‘ market,’ a pcol, 
which is called in the Hebrew language, Beth- 
efda, having five portices. In thefe * were laid 
a great number of fick perfons, blind, lame, with- 
ered, waiting for the moving of the water. For 
atacertain feafon an angel defcended into the 
pool, and ftirred the water: the firft therefore, 
that went in after the ftirring of the water, was 
cured, whatever the diftemper was that he was 
ς feized with. And a certain man was there, who 
had been thirty-eight years difabled ¢. Jesus 
feeing him as he lay, and knowing that he had 
been now a long time ‘in this condition,’ faith 
to him, “* Doft thou defire to be cured?’’ The 
difabled man anfwered him, “ Sir, I have no 
man to pat me into the pool, when the water is 
ftirred: and while I am coming, another de- 
{cendeth before me.”” Jesus faith to him, “ A- 
rife, take up thy couch, and walk.” And the 
man immediately became well, and took up his 
couch, and walked. Now on that day it was the 
1ofabbath. The Jews therefore faid to him that 
waa 
Ὁ Porticos, or cleyfters. 1 By illeel, which 
had taken away the uf@ of his limbs. 
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was cured, ““ It is the fabbath-day ; it is not 
lawful for thee to carry a couch.” He anfwered 
them, ‘‘ He that made me well, even he faid to 
me, Take up thy couch, and walk.” They 
afked him then, ““ Who is the man, that faid 
unto thee, Take up thy couch, and walk ?”? Now 
he that was healed, did not know who it was ; 
for as there was acroud of people in the place, 
yesus had flipped away. Afterwards jesus 
findeth him in the temple, and faid unto him, 
‘¢ Behold, thou art recovered, fin no more, left 
fomething worfe befal thee.” The man wentig 
away, and told the Jews, that it.was jesus who 
had reftored him to health. And the Jews pro- 
fecuted yEsus on this account, and endeavoured 
to put him to death, becaufe he had-done thefe 
things on the fabbath-day. 

But jesus anfwered them, ‘* My Father work- 
eth even till now; and I alfo weork.”’ For this 
‘reafon ’ therefore the Jews endeavoured the more 
to put him to death, becaufe he had not on 
violated the fabbath, but had alfo called God 
his own Father, fo to make himfelf equal with ' 
God. Jesus therefore anfwered, and {aid unto 
them, ‘* Verily, verily, I fay unto you, ‘The 
Son can do nothing of hinfelf, unlefs he fee the 
Father doing it: For whatfoever things he doth, 
even thefe likewife doth the Son. For the Fa- 29 
ther loveth the Son, and fheweth him all things, 
that he himfclf doth: and he will thew hin greater 
works than thefe, that ye may wonder. For as 
the Father raifech up and animateth the dead, fo 
alfo the Son animateth whom he will. For the 
Jather judgeth no man, but hath given all judg- 
ment to the Son; that all may honour the Son, 
even as they honour the Father. He that honour- 
eth not the Son, honcureth not the Father thae 
fenthim. Verily, verily, | fay unto you, He that 
heurcth my words, and believeth in him that fene 


» mc, 
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me, hath everlafting life, and fhall not come into 
condemnation, but is paffed from death to life, 

25 Verily, verily, I fay unto you, The feafon cometh, 
and is now, when the dead fhall hear the voice of 
the Son of God; and they that hear it, fhall 
live. For as the Father hath life in himfelf, fo 
he has alfo given to the Son, that he fhould have 
life in himfelf.. And he hath given him authority 
alfo to execute judgment, becaufe he is the Scn 
of Man. Wonder not at this, for the hour is 
coming, in which all that are in the graves fhall 
hear his voice, and fhall come forth; they that 
have done good, to the refurreétion of life; and 
they that have done evil, to the refurrection of 

30damnation. I can of myfelf do nothing: asI 
hear, I judge; and my judgment is juit; be- 
caufe I feek not any will of my own, but the will 
of the Father, who fent me. 

‘¢ If] bear witnefs of myfelf, my teftimony 15 
not ‘ to be admitted as’ true: there is another, 
that beareth witnefs of me; and I know that the 
witnefs, which he beareth cf me, istrue. Ye 
fent unto John, and he bare teitimony to the 
truth. I do not indeed reccive teftimony from 
man, neverthelefs I fay thefe things, that ye may 

35 be faved. He was a burning and a fhining light; 
and fora while ye were difpofed greatly to re- 
joice in his light. But J havea teftimony greater 
than ‘ that’ of John; for the works, which the 
Father hath affigned me, that I might accomplith 
them ; even thefe works, which I perform, bear 
teflimony tome, that the Father hath fent me. 
And the Father, who hath fent me, hath him- 
felf borne witnefs το πὸ “ though ἦ ye have 
never cither heard his voice, or feen his form. 
And ye have not his word abiding in you: for 
yc do not believe him, whom he hath fent. Ye 
fearch the fcripture, becaufe ye apprehend that 
ye have cternal life in them: And thefe are ‘ the 

᾿ς very 
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very writings ’ which bear teftimony tome. And4o 
yet ye will nct come to me, that ye may have life. 

I receive not glory from men. But I know you, 
that ye have not the love of God in you. Jam 
come in.my Father’s name, and ye receive me 
net. If another fhould come in his own name, 
him you would receive. How can ye believe, 
while ye are receiving honour of each cther, and 
fcek not that honour, which cometh from God 
alene? Do ποῖ think, that I will accufe you to4g, 
the Father; that Mofes, in whom ye truft, 15 
your accufer. For if ye had beheved Mofes,. 
ye would have believed me; fer he wrote con- 
cerning me. Butif ye do not believe his writ- 
ings, how fhall ye believe my words?” 


After thefe things, jesus went over the fea οὐδὲν 
Galilee, which is the lake of Tiberias. Anda 
great multitude followed him ; becaufe they had. 
feen his miracles, which he perforr-ed on them. 
that were difealed. And jesus went up into a. 
mountain, and there fate with his difciples. Now 
the paflover, a feaft of the Jews, was near. 
Then jesus lifted up his eyes, and feeing ag 
ereat multitude come to him, he faith to Philip, 
‘“* Whence fhall we buy bread, that they may 
eat??? (And this he faid τὸ try him, for he: 
himielf knew what he was about co 40.) Philtp 
anfwered him, ‘* Two hundred pennyworth * of 
bread is net fuficient fer them, that every one: 
of them may take a little.” One of his difci- 
ples, Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother, faith unto: 
him, ** ‘There is a lad here, that hath five barley 
Jouves, and two fmall fifhes: but what are they: 
among fo many ?”? And jesus faid,. ‘* Make there 
men fit down,” Now there was much grafs in 
the place. The men therefore fate down about 

L 6 five 


* As much as could be purchafed for 200 denarii; about 
61. 53, 
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five thoufand in number. Then jesus took the 
loaves, and having given thanks, diltributed 
them to the difciples, and the difciples to them 
that were fet down; and likewife of the fithes, 
as much as they would. And when they were 
filled, he faith to his difciples, ** Gather up the 
broken pieces which remain, that nothing may 
be loft.”” Wherefore they gathered them together, 
and filled twelve bafkets with the fragments of 
the five barley loaves, which remained over and 
above to them that had eaten. The men there- 
fore feeing the miracle, which jesus had wrought, 
faid, ‘* This is certainly the prophet, who was to 

15 come into the-world.”” Jesus therefore knowing 
that they were ready to come, and feize him by 
force, in order to make him king, withdrew 
acain to the mountain by himfelf alone. 

And when the evening was come, his difci- 
ples went down to the fea-‘ fide;’ and having 
entered into a fhip, they were going to the other 
fide of the fea towards Capernaum : And it was 
now dark, and jesus was not come to them. 
And the fea arofe by reafon of a violent wind, 
that blew. Sowhen they had rowed abcut twenty- 
five or thirty furlongs *, they fee yesus walking 
on the fea, and coming near the fhip: and they 

2owere afraid. But he faith to them, ‘* Jtis I, be 
not afraid.”” Then they received him with plea- 
fure into the fhip, and the fhip was immediately 
at the Jand, to which they were going. 

On the morrow, the multitude who continued 
on the other fide of the fea, as they faw there 
was no other veffel there, but that one into which 
his difciples entered, and that jesus did not go 
with his difciples into the veffel, but that his dif- 
ciples went away alone (though there came othcr 
veflels from Tiberias nigh to the place where they 
had eat bread, after the Lord had given thanks :) 

The 
8 Little more than a Jezgue, 
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The multitude therefore, when they faw that nei- 
ther jesus, nor his difciples were there, went 
alfo themfelves aboard the veffels, and came to 
Capernaum, fceking for jesus. And when they25 
had found him on the other fide of the fea, they 
{aid unto him, ““ Rabbi, when cameft thou hi- 
ther?” Jesus anfwered them, and faid, ‘** Verily, 
verily, 1 fay unto you, ye feek me, not becaufe 
ye have feen the miracles, but becaufe ye have 
eaten of the loaves, and were filled. Labour not 
to procure the meat, which perifheth, but that 
meat which endureth to eternal life, which the 
Son of Man will give you: for him hath God 
the Father fealed *.” They therefore faid onto 
him, ‘* What muft we do, that we may fo work 
the works of God?” Jesus replying faid unto 
them, ‘* This is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on him, whom he hath fent.” Then they 30 
fitd to him, ** What fign therefore fheweft thou, — 
that we may fee ‘ it,’ and believe thee? What 
colt thou perform ? Our fathers did eat manna 
in the wilderneis ; as it 15 written, ‘* He gave 
‘‘ them bread from heaven to eat ¢.”’ Then faid 
jesus to them, ‘* Verily, verily, I fay unto you, 
Mofes gave you not that.bread from heaven {, 
but my Father giveth you the true bread from 
heaven. For chat is the bread of God, which 
defcendeth frem heaven, and giveth life to the 
world.” They therefore faid to him, ‘ Lord, 
give us evermore this bread.” Then yEsus faid 35 
to them, ** Iam the bread of jite: He that 
cometh to me, fhall! never hunger; and he that 
believeth tn me, fhall never thirft. But I have 
told you, that ye have even feen me, and believe 
net * in me.’ All that the Father giveth me, 
will 

* To feal, is a phrafe for authorifing by proper creden- 
tials, or ter marking out a perfon, for the fervice of him 
whose feal or fienet he bears, + Plal, laxviii, 24, 
1 Which delervetl: fo henourable a name, 
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will come to me; and him that cometh to me,. 
I will by no means caft out: Becaufe ] came 
down from heaven, not to do my own will, but 
the will of him thar fent me. And this is the 
will of the Father, who fent me, that of all whom 
he hath given me,. 1 fhould lofe none, but fhould 

ζοταῖίε him up at the lait day. Even this is the will. 
of him, that fent me, that every one, who vicw- 
eth the Son with an attentive eye, and believeth 
on him, fhould have eternal life: and I will 
raife him up at the laft day.” 

Then the Jews, who were about him, mur- 
mured, becaufe he πιὰ, ‘*I am the bread, which 
came down from heaven.”” And they faid, “ Is 
not this yesus, the fon of Jofeph, whofe father 
and mother we have known ὃ How therefore doth 
he fay, that 1 came down from heaven?” Jesus. 
therefore rephied, and faid unto them, ‘* Do ποῖ 
murmur among yourfelves. No man can come 
to me, unlefs the Father, who hath fent me, 
draw him; and ‘then’ I will raife him up at 

asthe laft day. It is written in the prophets, 
«© And they fhall be all taught by God ”.” 
Therefore every one, who hath heard and learned 
from the Father, cometh untome. Not that any 
one hath fcen the Father, except he who 15 from 
God: He hath feen the Father. Verily, verily, 
I fay unto you, that he who believeth on me, 
hath everlafting life. I am the bread of Itfe. 
Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderneis, 
soand are dead. ‘ But’ this is the bread, which 
cometh down frem heaven, that any one may eat 
of it, and not die. I who came down from hea- 
ven, am the living bread: If anv cne eat of this 
bread, he fhall live for ever: And the bread, 
which I will give, is my fleth, which I will give 
for the life of the world.” 
The

The Jews therefore contended with each other, 
faying, ‘© How can this man give us “ his’ flefh’ 
τὸ εἴ. Then jrsus faid to them, ‘ Verily, 
verily, I fay unto you, Unlefs ye eat the flefh of 
the Son of Man, and drink his blood, ye have 
no life in you. He that eateth my flefh, and 
drinketh my blood, hath eternal life ; and I will 
raife him up atthe lalftday. For my flefh is meats¢ 
indecd, and my blood is drink indeed. He who 
eateth my flcfh, and drinketh my blood, abideth 
in me, and ]linhim. As the living Father hath 
fent me, and I live by the Father, fo he that 
eateth me, even he fhalllive by me. This is the 
bread that came down from heaven: not as your 
fathers did eat manna, and are dead; ‘ but’ he 
that eateth this bread, fhall live for ever.” 

Thefe things he fpake in the fynagogue, as he 
was teaching at Capernaum. Many therefore of60 
his difciples having-heard ‘ it,’ faid, ** This is 
a dificult difcourfe: who can hear * it??? But 
jesus knowing in himfelf, that his difciples mur- 
mured about it, faid unto them, ** Doth this οἷ 
fend you? ‘ What’ then if ye fhall fee the Son 
of Man afcending up where he was before? It is 
the Spirit quickeneth; the fleth profiteth no- 
thing: the words which 1 fpeak unto you, are. 
fpirit, and arc life. But there are fome of you, 
who believe not.’?? For jesus knew from the 
beginning, who they were that believed not, 
and who it was that fhould betray him, And he 65 
faid, ‘* For this reafon I told ycu, that no man 
can come unto me, except it be given him of my 
Father.” From this time many of his cilciples 
went back, and walked no more with him. Je 
sus therefore faid unto the twelve, ““ Will ve alfo 
wo away??? Then Simon Peter anlwered him, 
‘© Lord, to whom fhould we go? Thou hait the 
words of eternal life. And we believe, and know 
: thut 
* i, ον underfland it, 
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that thou art the Meffiah, the Son of the living 

70God.” Jesus anfwered them, ‘* Have I not 
chofen you twelve? yet one of you is a devil.” 
He fpake concerning Judas I{cariot, ‘ the fon’ 
of Simeon; for he had thoughts of betraying 
him *, though he was one of the twelve. 


+z After thefe things jesus walked in Galilee, 
" for he would not walk in Judea, becaufe the Jews 
fought to flay him. And a feaft-of the Jews was 
near, “ called ’ the feaft of tabernacles. There- 
fore his brethren faid unto him, ‘‘ Remove from 
hence, and go into Judea, that thy difciples alfo 
may fee the works, which thou performett: For 
no man will aét any thing in fecret, that is him- 
felf defirous to be publicly known. IF thou per- 
formeit thefe things, manifeft thyfelf to the 
world.” For neither did his brethren believe in 
him. Then jesus faid unto them, ‘‘ My time 
is*not yet come ; but your time is always ready. 
The world cannot hate you ¢, but me it hateth, 
becaufe I bear my tefimony concerning it, that 
its deeds are evil. Do ye go up to this feaft. [ 
do not ‘ yet’ go up to this feait: for my time is 
not yet fully come.’”’ Now when he had faid 
thefe things unto them, he continued ‘ fill ’ in 
Galilee. 

10 But when his brethren { were gone up, then 
he δ᾽ ὁ went up to the feait, not publicly, but as 
it were in fecret. The Jews therefore fought for 
hirn at the feaft, and faid, ‘* Where is he?” And 
there was a great murmuring among the people 
concerning hiin ; for fome taid, ““ Surely, he 15 
a good man.” But others faid, ‘* Nay, but he 
feduceth the populace.” Howbeit no one {poke 
with freedom concerning him, for fear of the 
Jews. 

Now 
* Even then. + Becaufe ve δῷ on principles of 
worldly wifdom, 1 Or, kindred, 
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Now in the midft of the feaft, jesus went up 
into the temple, and taught. And the Jews were τς 
amazed, faying, ““ How doth this man under- 
ftand letters?’ Jesus anfwered them, and faid, 
«« My doétrine is not mine, but his that fent me. 
If any one be determined to do his will, he fhall 
underftand whether my doétrine be of God, or 
whether I fpeak it of myfelf. He that fpeaketh 
of himfelf, is feeking his own glory. But he 
that feekcth the glory of him that [πὶ him, he 
is true, and there is no unrighteoufnefs in him. 
Hath not Mofes.given you the law, and yet none 
of you obferveth the law ? Wherefore do ye go 
about to kill me?’? The multitude anfwered, and296 
faid, ‘* Thou art poffefled. Who goeth about 
to kill thee?” Jesus anfwered, and faid unto 
them, ‘* I have performed one work, and ye all 
wonder on account of it. Mofes pave you cir- 
cumcilion; (not that icis of Moos, but of the 
fathers;) and ye circumcife a man on the fabbath- 
day. {f* then’ to prevent the violation of Mo- 
fes’s law, 2 man receive circunicifion on the fab- 
bath ; ‘why ’ are ye incenfcd acainft me, that I 
have cured a man intircly on the fabbath? Judge 
not according to appearance, but judge righteous 
judgment.” 

Then fome of the inhabitants of Jerufalem faid, 25 
κε Is not this he, whom they feek to put to 
death? But behold he fpeaketh openly, and they 
do not fay any thing to him. Do the rulers in- 
deed know, that this ts really the Meffiah * 2 
But we know this man whence he is: whereas 
when the Meffiah cometh, no man will know 
whence he 15.) Then jesus, as he was teach- 
ing in the temple, cried out, and faid, ““ Do ye 
both know me, and know whence I am? Yet I 
am not come of myfclf, but he who fent me is 
true, whom ye know not. But I know him, for 
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301 am from him, and he hath fent me.”” Then 
they fought to feize him: yet no one laid hands 
on him, becaufe his hour was not yet come. And 
many of the people believed on him, and (αἱ, 
‘* When the Meiliah cometh, will he do greater 
miracles than thefe, which this * jesus’ hath 
done ἢ The Pharifees heard that the people 
whifpered fuch things concerning him. And the 
Pharifees, and the chief-priefts fent officers to 
feize him. Then yesus taid tothem, ‘* Yet a 
little while Iam with you, and ‘ then’ I goto 
him that fent me. Ye fhall feek me, and thall 
not find me: and where] am, ye cannot come.” 

35 The Jews therefore faid among themf(elves, 
‘* Whither is he about to go, that we fhall not 
find him? Will he go to the difperfed among the 
Greeks, and teach the Greeks *? What “ fort 
of’ faying is this, which he hath fpoken, “" Ye 
fhall feek me, and fhal] not find me, and where 
I am ye cannot come.” 


In the laft day, that great " day ᾽ of the feaft, 
jesus ftood and proclaimed, faying, ‘‘ If any 
man thirit, let him come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the fcripture hath 
faid, out of his belly fhall flow rivers of living 
water.”” Now this he fpake of the Spirit, which 

Ο they who believed on him, fhould receive : For 
ΣΤ the Holy Spirit was not yet ‘ given,’ becaufe jE- 
40sus was not yet glorified. Then many of the peo- 
ple, when they heard this faying, faid, ‘‘ Surely 
‘this ’ man is a prophet.” Others faid, ““ This 

is the Meffiah.”? But fome faid, ‘‘ Shall the Mef- 
fiah come out of Galilee? Hath not the {cripture 
(Διὰ, That the Meffiah is to come from the feed 
of David, and from the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was ‘ born?’”” Thus there was a 
warm 


* Will he go to the Jews difperfed among the heathen 
Greeks, and teach the Greeks ? 
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warm diffention among the people on this ac- 
count. And fome of them would have feized 
him, but no man laid hands on him. ‘Then the 4g 
officers came to the chicf-priefts and Pharifecs ; 
and they faid unto them, ‘‘ Why have ye not 
brought him?” The officers replied, ** No man 
ever fpake, as this man doth.” ‘Then the Pha- 
rifces anfwered them, ‘* Are ye alfo deceived? 
Have any of the rulers belicved on him, or ‘ any ἢ 
of the Pharifces? But this people, who know not 
the liw are curfed δ.) Nicodemus, who came 50 
to‘ jesus’ by night, being one of them, faid 
to them, ““ Doth our law judge any man before 

it hear him, and know what he hath done?’ 
They anfwered him, faying, ‘* Art thou alfo of 
Galilee? Search and fee, for no prophet is raifed 
up from Galilee.’ And every one went to his 
own houfe, 


Jesus went to the mount of Olives. But he- 
returned to the temple early in the morning ; 
and all the people came to him: and fitting 
down, he inftruéted them. And the feribes and 
Pharifces brought to him a woman taken in adul- 
tery; and fetting herin the midft, they faid unto 
him, ‘* Mafter, this woman was taken in the 
very act of adultery: now Mofes in the law hath§ 
commanded us, that fuch women fhould be 
ftoncd : what therefore doft thou fay??? This 
they faid, tempting him, that they might have 
to accufe him. But jesus ftooping down, wrote 
on the ground with his finger. But as they con- 
tinued afking him, he raifed himfelf up, and faid 
to them, ‘* Let him of you, that is without fin, 
throw the firft ftone at her.” And ftooping down 
again, he wrote on the ground. But having 
heard ‘ his anfwer,’ and being conyicted in their 

con- 


© This ignorant multitude ate curfed with a judicial. 
blindnefs, and infatuated, 
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confciences, they went out one by: one, begin- 
ning from the eldeft, even to the laft. And γε- 
sus was left alone, and the woman ftanding in 
16the midft. And jesus raifing himfelf.up, and 
feeing none but the woman, faid to her, ‘* Wo- 
man, where are thofe thine accufers? Hath no 
man condemned thee?” And fhe faid, ** No 
man, Lord.” And jesus faid unto her, “" Nei- 
ther do I condemn * thee: go thy way, fin no 
more.”’ 
Then jesus again fpake unto them, faying, 
“* Tam the light of the world! he that followeth 
me fhall not walk in darknefs, but fhall have the 
light of life.”” ‘The Pharilees therefore faid un- 
to him, ‘‘ Thou beareft witnefs of thyfelf, thy 
teftimony is not ¢ true.” Jesus anfwered, and 
(Διὰ unto them, ‘* Though I bear witnefs of my- 
{elf, * yet? my teftimony is true: For i know 
from whence 1 came, and ‘whither I am going: 
- But ye know not from whence I came, and whi- 
15therlam going. Ye judge according to the fehh, 
Ijudge no man. Yet if I judge, my fentence is 
true: for] am not.alone, but ] and the Father 
that fent me. And it is written in your law, 
that the teftimony of two men is true. I am 
‘one,’ who bear witnefs of myfelf; and the Fa- 
ther, who hath fent me, beareth tefrmony to 
me.”? Then faid they unto him, ‘* Who is thy 
Father?”? Jesus aniwered, ‘* Ye. neither know 
me, nor my Father. If ye had known me, ye 
2owould alfo have known my Father.” Thefe 
words fpake jgsus, as he was teaching in the 
temple, in the treafury: yet no man feized him, 
becaufe his hour was not yet come. 
Jesus then faid to them again, “" J am going 
away, and ye fhall feek me, and fhall die in your 
fin. 
* 4. e. judicially condemn: pafs fentence as the civil 


magiftrate. Jxsws came not to judge orto punish firners, 
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fin. Ye cannot come whithet Iam going.” 'The 
Jews then faid, ‘ Will he kill himfelf, that he 
faith, ‘‘ Ye cannot come whither I am going ?” 
And he faid to them, ‘* Ye are from beneath: I 
am from above. Ye are of this world; I am 
not of this world. Therefore I faid unto you, 
that ye fhall die in your fins: for if ye believe 
not that 1 am ‘ He,’ ye fhall die in your fins.” 
Then faid they unto him, ‘* Who art thou ?’’25 
And jrsus faid tothem, ““ Truly becaufe I am 
{peaking το you, I have many things to fay, and 
judge concerning you. But he who fent me, 1s 
true; and | {peak to the world thofe things, which 
J have heard from him.” Yet they did not un- 
derftand that he ipake to them of the Father. 
Jesus therefore faid to them, ‘* When ye fhall 
have lifted up the Son of Man, ye fhall then 
know, that 1am ‘ he,’ and “ that ’ I do nothing 
of myiclt, but {peak thefe things according as 
my iather hath initruéted me. And he that fent 
me, is with me: The Father hath not left me 
alone, for I always do the things, which are 
pleafing to him.” : 

As he was {peaking thefe words, many believed 30 
in hin, 

Then jesus faid to thofe Jews, who believed 
in him, “ If ye continue in my word, ‘ then” 
ye are my difciples indeed. And ye fhall know 
the truth, and the truth fhall make you free.” 
‘They anfwerea him, ‘* We are the feed of Abra- 
ham, and have never been in flavery to.any man: 
how dott thou fay,‘* Ye fhall be made free δ᾽ Jr- 
sus anfwered them, ‘* Verily, verily, I fay unto 
you, that every one who pra¢tifeth fin, is the 
{lave of fin. Now the fervant doth not always 35 
abide in the family, but the fon abideth ‘ there ἢ 
always : if therefore the Son make you free, ye 
will be frec indeed. J] know that ye are the pof- 
terity of Abraham ; but ye feek to kill me, be- 

caufe 
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caufe my word hath no place in you. I fpeak 
that which 1 have feen with my Father; and ye 
do that which ye have feen with your father.” 
They replied, and faid to him, ** Abraham is 
our father.” Jesus faid to them, ‘ If ye were 
the children gf Abraham, ye would do the works 

“4“οοὔ Abraham. But now ye feek to flav me, a 
man who hath told you the truth, which I have 
heard from God: Abraham did not this. Ye 
do the works of your father.”? Then faid they 
unto him, ‘‘ We are not born of fornication, we 
have one father, ‘ which is? God.” Jesus faid 
to them, ** If God were your father, ye would 
love me: I proceeded, and do come from God : 
For I came not of myfelf, but he hath fenr me. 
Why do you not underftand my language? “ Is 
it ’ becaufe ye cannot hear my word ὃ Ye are of 
your father the devil; and the lufts of your fa- 
ther ye will do. He was a murderer from the 
beginning, and continued not in the truth, be- 
caufe there is not truth in him. When he fpeak- 
eth a lye, he fpeaketh of his own; for he is a 

45 liar, and the fatherof it. But becaufe I fpeak the 
truth, ye do not believe me. Which of vou con- 
vinceth me of fin*? But] fpeak the truth, why 
do ye not believe me? He that is of God, heareth 
the words of God: therefore ye do not hear, be- 
caufe ye are not of Ged.” 

The Jews anfwered therefore, and faid unto 
him, ‘* Do we not well fay, that thou art a Sa- 
maritan, and art pofleffed by a demon?” Jesus 
anfwered, ‘* I am not a demoniac ; but I honour 

somy Father, and ye difhonour me. But I feek 
not my own glory: there 15 one, that feeketh, 
and judgeth. Verily, verily, I fay unto you, if 
any one keep my word, he thal] never fee death.” 
Then the Jews faid to him, ** Now we know 
that thou hafta demon. Abraham is dead, 

e 
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the prophets ; yet thou fayelt, If any one keep 
my word, he fhall never tafte of death. Art thou 
greater than our father Abraham, who is dead, 
and che prophets ‘ who ’ are dead? Whom doft 
thou pretend thyfelf to be?” Jesus replied, ‘ If 
I glorify myfelf, my glory is nothing: ‘ But * it 
is my Father that plorifieth me, of whom ye fay 
that he is your God: yet ye have not known 
him, but | know him: and if I fhould fay that I 
know him not, I fliould be a liar, like you: But 
I know him, and keep his word. Your father 
Abraham was tranfported with adefire, that he 
might {πε my day; and he faw ‘it,’ and rejoiced.” 
Then the Jews faid unto him, ‘* Thou art not 
yet fifty years old, and halt thou feen Abraham ?”” 
Jesus faid unto them, ‘* Verily, verily, I fay 
unto you, ‘* Before Abraham was born, I am.” 
Then they took up ftones, that they might caft 
them at him: But yEsus concealed himfelf, and 
went out of the temple, going through the midft 
of them, and fo pafied on. 


And as he was paffing along, he faw ἃ man-t 
who had been blind from his birth. And his 
difciples afked him, faying, ‘‘ Rabbi, who fin- 
ned, this man, or his parents, that he was born 
blind?” Jesus anfwered, ‘* It is not becaufe ei- 
ther this man, or his parents have finned; but 
that the works of God might be- manifefted in 
him. I muft perform the works of him that fent 
me, while it is day: the might is coming, in 
which no man can work. So long as I am in the 
world, I am the light of the world.” Whenhe - 
had {poken thus, he fpit on the ground, and made 
clay with the fpittle, and anointed the eyes of the 
blind man with the clay, and faid to him, ‘* Wath 
at the pool of Siloam,” (which being interpreted, 
fignificth Sent.) He therefore went away, and 
wathed, and came feeing. 


The 
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The neighbours therefore, and they who had 
feen him before, that he was blind, faid, ““ {5 
not this he, that fat, and afked ‘ charity ?”? Some 

_ faid, ** It is he.” Others,-** It is like him.” 

10‘ But’ he faid, ““ Iam the man.” They there- 
fore faid to him, ‘* How were thine eyes opened ?” 
He replied, ‘* A man, called yesus, made clay, 
and having anointed mine eyes, faid to me, ““ Go 
to the pool of Siloam, and wath.’ AndI went, 
and wafhed, and received my fight.” Then faid 
they to him, ‘‘ Where is he?” He faid, «* I do 
not know.” 

They brought him, who had formerly been 
blind, to the Pharifees. Now it was the fabbath- 
day, when jesus made the clay, and opened his 

tseyes. The Pharifees therefore afked him again, 
how he received his fight. And he faid tothem, 
‘* He put clay upon mine eyes, and | wafhed, 
and do ice.” ‘Then faid fome of the Pharifces, 
ες This man is not of God, becaufe he obferveth 
not the fabbath-day.”? Others faid, ‘* How can 
aman, that is a finner, do fuch miracles δ᾽ And 
there was a divifion among them. They faid 
again to the blind man, “ What fayeft thou con- 
cerning him, fince he hath opened thine eyes ?” 
And he faid, ““ He is a prophet.” The Jews 
therefore would not believe concerning him, that 
he had been blind and had received fight, ull 
they had called the parents of the man who had 
received his fight. And they afked them, fay- 
ing, ‘‘ Is this your fon, of whom ye fay that he 
was born blind? how then doth he now fee?” 
zoHis parents anfwered them, and faid, ‘* We 
know that this is our fon, and that he was born 
blind: But how he now feeth, we know nor; 
nor who hath opened his eyes, we know not: he 
is of age, afk him, he will {peak concerning him- 
felf.? hefe things his parents faid, becauie 
they were afraid of the Jews; For the Jews had 
: 6 already 
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ajlrcady apreed, that if any one fhould confefs 
a ΜΝ be Chrift, he ineuld be caft out of the fy- 
nagopue. Therefore his parents faid, ““ He 15 
of age, afk him.” 

They therefore called a fecond time for the 
man, who had been blind, and faid to him, 
ὃς Give glory to God: we know that this man 
isa finncr.’ Then anfwered he, and faid, ‘* [ἔς 
he be a finner, I know not: one thing I know, 
that whereas I was blind, I now fee.” But they 
apain faid to him, “ What did he unto thee? 
how did he open thine eyes 7”? He anfwered them, 
“1 have told you already, and ye have not re- 
garded : why would ye hear it again? would ye 
alfo become his difciples ?”? Then they reviled 
him, and faid, ‘¢ Thou art this fellow’s difciple ; 
but we are the difciples of Mofes. We know 
that God fpake to Mofes ; but as for this man, 
we know not from whence he 15. The man re-3@ 
plied, and faid unto them, ‘* Why ; in this re- 
{pect it is ftrange, that ye know not from whence 
he is, and yet he hath opened mine eyes. Now 
we know that God heareth not finners: but if 
any man be devout, and do his will, him he 
heareth. From the beginning of the world it 
was never heard, that any man opened the eyes 
of one who was born blind. If this man were 
not of God, he could do nothing.” They an-. 
{wered, and faid to him, ‘* Thou waft entirely 
born in fins, and doft thou teach us ?”” And they 
calt him out ὃ. 

Jesus heard that they had caft him out, and 45 
finding him, he faid to him, ‘* Doft thou believe 
on the Son of God?” He anfwered, and faid, 
‘« Sir, who is he, that 1 may believe on him ?’® 
Then jesus faid to him, ‘* Thou haf both feen 
him, and he that talketh with thee, is thut very 
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perfon.” And he faid, “* Lord, I believe.” 
and he worfhipped him. And jesus faid, “1 
am come into this world for judgment: that they 
who fee not, might fee; and that they who fee, 

Aomay be made blind.” And “ fome’ of the Pha- 
rifees, who were with him, heard thefe things, 
and faid to him, ““ Are we alfo blind?” Jesus 
faid to them, ‘* If ye were blind, ye would not 
have fin: but now ye fay, “" Surely we fee:” 
therefore your fin abideth.” 


“- “6 Verily, verily, I fay unto you, He who en- 
tereth not by the door into the fheep-fold, but 
climbeth up fome other way, the fame is a thief, 
andarobber. But he that cometh in at the door, 
is the fhepherd of the fheep. ‘To him the door- 
keeper opencth, and the ftheep hear his voice, 
and he calleth his own by name, and leadeth 
them out. And when he putteth forth his own 
fheep, he goeth before them, and the fheep fol- 
5low htm; for they know his voice. Buta ftran- 
‘ger they will not follow, but will flee from him, 
becaufe they do not know the voice of ftrangers.” 
This parable jesus fpake unto them, but they 
did not underftand what it was, that he faid to 
them. : 
- Then yesus faid to them again, “ Verily, 
verily, I-fay unto you, I am the door of the 
fheep. All that ever came before me, are thieves 
and robbers: but the fheep have not heard them. 
J am the door: if any one enter in by me, he 
Ὁ fhall be fafe, and fhall go in and out, and find 
10 pafture. The thief only cometh, that he may 
fteal, and kill, and deflroy. T am come that 
they may have life, and that they may have it 
more abundantly. I am the good fhepherd: the 
good fhepherd layeth down his life for the fheep. 
The hireling indeed, who 15 not the fhepherd, 
whofe own the fheep-are not, feeth the wolf 
5 coming, 
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coming, and leaveth the fheep, and fleeth away ; 
and the wolf feizeth them, and difperfeth the 
fheep. Now the hireling flecth becaule he is a 
hireling, and is not concerned about the fheep. 
] am the good fhepherd, and I know my ‘ theep,’” 
and am known by mine. Even as the Fatheris 
knoweth me, and I know the Father ; and I lay 
down my life forthe fheep. And Ihave other 
fheep, which are not of this fold; them alfo 
mutt I bring ; and they will hear my voice; and 
there fhall be one fheep-fold, “ and’ one thep- 
herd. For this reafon doth the Father love me ; 
becaufe I lay down my life, that I may take ie 
again. No one taketh it from me, but I lay it 
down of myfelf. Ihave power to lay it down, 
and 1 have power to refumeit. This command- 
ment I have received, of my Father.”? There was 
a divifion therefore again among the Jews on ac- 
count of thefe words. And many of them faid, 20 
“* Te hath a demon, and is diftratted: why do 
ye hear him?” Others faid, ‘* ‘Thefe are not 
the words of ἃ demoniac: Could a demon open 
the eyes of the blind ?” 


Now it was the feaft of Dedication at Jerufa~ 
lem, and it was winter. And jesus was walk. 
ing in the temple in Solomon’s porch. Then 
the Jews furrounded him, and faid unto him, 
“ον long deft thou hold us in fufpenfe? If 
thou art the Meffiah, tell us plainly.” Jesus 25 
anfwered them, ‘* ] have told you, yet ve be- 
lieve not: the works, which I-do in my Fa- 
ther’s name, they bear witncis of me. But ye 
do not believe, becaufe ye are not of my theep, 
As I faid unto you,- my fheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they follow me, and } 
give unto them eternal hfe ; and they hall never. 
ate neither fhall any pluck thein out of my 

and, My lather who gave ‘them’ to me, is 
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greater than all: and none is able to pluck 
40“ them’ out of my Father’s hand. 1 and the 
Father are one.”” ‘Then the Jews took up ftones 
again to ftone him. Jesus anfwered them, ‘ I 
have fhewed you many good works from my Fa- 
ther; for which of thefe works do ye ftone me?” 
The Jews replying, faid unto him, ‘* We do not 
fione thee for a good work ; but for blafphemy : 
even becaufe thou being a man, makeft thyfelf 
God.” Jesus anfwered them, “" Js it not writ- 
35 ten in your law, ‘* I faid ye are gods *:” If he 
called them gods, to whom the word of God 
came, and the fcripture cannot be brcken; do 
ye fay concerning him, whom the [‘ather hath 
fandiified, and fent into the world, ‘* Thou blat- 
phemett ;” becaufe I_faid, ““ 1 am the Son of 
God.” JFIdo not the works of my Father, be- 
heve me not: butif 1 do, though ye believe not 
© me, believe the works; that ye may know, and 
believe, that the Father ‘is’ in me, and I in 
him.” Then they fought again to feize him: 
40 But he efcaped out of their hand, and went again 
beyond Jordan, to the place where John was at 
firft baptifing ; and there he abode. And many 
came to him, and faid, ““ John indeed did no 
miracle: but all things which fohn faid of this 
man, were true.”” And many believed on him 
there. 


- Now there was one Lazarus of Bethany, the 
town of Mary and Martha her Sifter, who was 
fick. It was ‘that’ Mary, who anointed the 
Lord with ointment, and wiped his feet with her 
hair, whofe brother Lazarus was fick. The fif- 
ters therefore fent to him, and faid, “" Lord, be- 
hold he whom thou loveft, is .ill.”? But when 
yesus heard ‘it,’ he faid, ‘* ‘This ficknefs 1s ποῖ 
unto death, but for the glory of God; that the 
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Son of God may be glorified by it.”” Now sr-5 
sus loved Martha, and her fitter, and Lazarus. 
When therefore he had heard that he was fick, he 
then abode two days in the place where he was. 
Then, after that, he faith to his difciples, “ Let 
us go again to Judea.” The difciples fay unto 
him, ‘* Rabbi, but ‘ even ’ now the Jews fought 
to ftone thee, and doft thou go thither again ?” 
Jesus anfwered, ‘* Are there not twelve hours 
in the day ? If any man walk in the day, he doth 
not flumole, becaufe he feeth the light of this 
world. Bue if any man walk inthe night, heto 
filumbleth becaufe there is no light in him.” 
‘Thefe things he fajd ; and after this, he faith to 
them, ‘* Our friend Lazarus is fallen afleep ; 
but I am going, that I may awake him.” His 
difciples αν ὩΣ faid, ** Lord, if he fleepeth, 
he will recover.”? But jesus fpake concerning 
his death; but they thought that he had fpoken 
of taking reit in fleep.. Then jesus therefore 
faid to them plainly, ‘‘ Lazarusis dead. Andis 
I am glad on your account, that I was not there; 
that ye may believe: But let us go to him.” 
Then Thomas, who was called Didymus, faid 
to his fellow difciples, ‘* Let us alfo go, that 
we may die with him.’’ 

Then yesus when he came, found that he had 
been now four daysinthe tomb. (Now Bethany 
was near Co Jerufalem, about fifteen furlongs * 
oft.) And many of the Jews came to Martha and 
Mary, that they might comfort them concerning 
their brother. Martha therefore, a3 foon as fhezo 
heard that jesus was coming, went out to meet 
him: But Mary “ ftill’ fatein the Houfe. ‘hen 
Martha faith unto yesus, ‘* Lord, if thou hadit 
been here, my brother had not died. But even 
now, | know that whatfoever thou fhalt afk of 
God, God will give ‘it’ thee.” Jesus faith to 

her, 
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her, ‘€ Thy brother fhall rife again.” Martha 
faith to him, ““ I know that he fhall rife again 
25 in the refurrection at the Jaft day.” Jesus faid 
unto her, ‘* Iam the refurreétion, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he be dead, fhall 
live ; and every one that is living, and believeth 
in me, fhall never die. Doft thou believe this ?’’ 
She faith to him, “ Yes, Lord, I believe that 
thou art the Meffiah, the Son of God, who was 
to come into the world.” And having faid thete 
‘words,’ fhe went away, and called her fifter 
Mary privately, faying, ‘‘ The mafter is hard 
by, and calleth for thee.”’ As foon as the heard 
‘it,’ fhe immediately arcfe and came to him. 
30 Now jesus was not yet entered into the village, 
but continued in the place, where Martha met 
him. The Jews then, who were with her in the 
houfe to comfort her, feeing that Mary arofe up 
haftily and went cut, followed her, faying, 
«Surely fhe is going to the fepulchre, that ihe 
may weep there.” ‘Phen Mary, when fhe came 
where yzeus was, and faw him, fel] down at his 
feet, faving to him, ‘* Lord, if thou hadit been 
here, my brother had not died.”” Jesus there- 
fore, when he faw her weeping, and the Jews 
weeping that came with her, groaned in fpirit, 
and affitted himfelf: And he faid, ““ Where 
have ye laid him?” They fay unto him, ‘ Lord, 
ἃς come and fee.” Jesus wept. The Jews there- 
fore faid, ““ Behold, how he loved bim.’”’ But 
fome of them faid, ‘* Could not this man, who 
opened the cyes of the blind, have caufed that 
this man alfo fhould not have died?” Jesus there- 
fore groaning again within himfelf, cometh to the 
fepulchre. It was a cave, and a ftone was laid 
upon it. Jesus faith, ‘* Remove the ftone.’’ 
‘The filter of the deceafed faith to him, ‘* Lord, 
he now {melleth, for he hath been ‘ here > four 
4odays.” Jesus faith to her, ‘* Did I not fay unto 
᾿ thee, 
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thee, that if thou wouldeft believe, thou fhouldeft 
fee the glory of God ?”” ‘Then-they took away the . 
ftone, from where the deceafed lay. And jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and faid, ‘* Father, I thank 
thee that thou haft heard me. And I knew, that 
chou always heareft me; but I fpeak ¢ thus ” be- 
caufe of the multitude that is ftanding by, that 
they may believe that thou haf fent me.” And 
having faid thefe words, he cried with a loud 
voice, ‘* J.azarus, come forth.’ And he chit 
was dead, came forth bound about ‘ his’ feet and 
hands with grave-clothes ; and his face was bound 
about with a napkin. Jesus faith to then, 
** Unbind him, and let him go.” Many ct the a5 
ae therefore, who had come to Mary, and be- 

eld what yesus did, believed on him. But 
fome of them went away to the Pharifees, and 
told them what jesus had done. 

The chief-priefts therefore, and the Pharifees 
convened the Sanhedrim *, and faid, ““ What 
are we doing, for this man doth many miracles? 
If we fufter him ‘ to go on’ thus, all will believe 
on him; and the Romans will come, and take 
away both our place and nation.” And one of 
them, ‘even’ Caiaphas, who was high-priett, 
fuid to them, ** Ye know nothing at all, nor doco 
ye confider, that it is better for us, that one man 
fhould die for the people, than that the whole na- 
tion fhould perifh.”” Now this he fpake, not of 
himielf, but being high-prieft that year, he pro- 
phefied that sesus fhould fhortiy die for the na- 
tion: and not for the nation alone, but that he 
alfo might gather together into one the children 
of God, that are difperfed abroad. From that 
day therefore they united their counfels, that they 
nugit flay him. For this reafon yesus walked 
bo More openly.among the Jews, but went away 
from thence into the country near the wildernefs, 
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to acity called Ephraim, and there he continued 

§5 with his difciples. And the Jewith paffover drew 
fear, and many went up from the country to Je- 
rufalem before the paffover, that they might pu- 
rify themfelves. Then they fought for jesus, 
and faid one to another, as they ftood in the tem- 
ple, “" What think ye? that he will not come to 
the feaft?” But both the chief- prieft and the Pha- 
rifees had given command, thet if any one knew 
where he was, he fhould declare ‘ it ;? that they 
might apprehend him. 


az Then jesus came, fix days before the paflover, 
to Bethany, where Lazarus was, who had been 
dead, ‘and’ whom he raifed from the dead. 
‘There they made a fupper for him, and Martha 
waited at table: but Lazarus was one of them 
that fate at table with him. Then Mary took 
an alabafter pot, ‘ containing’ a pound of un- 
adulterated ointment of fpikenard, ‘ which was’ 
exceeding valuable ; and having broke the vef- 
fel, fhe poured it on his head, and anointed the 
feet of yEsus, and wiped his fect with her hair: 
and the houfe was filled with the odour of the 
ointment. One of his difciples therefore, ‘ even’ 
Judas Ifcariot, the fon of Simon, who was about 
§to betray him, faid, ““ Why was not this oint- 
ment fold for three hundred pence *, and given 
to the poor?” Now this he faid, not becaufe he 
regarded the poor, but “‘becaufe he was a thief, 
and kept the bag, and carried what was put in 
it. Then jesus faid, “ Let her alone, fhe hath 
referved this for the day of my burial. For the 
poor ye have always with you: but me ye have 
not always.” 

A great multitude of the Jews therefore knew 
that he was there: and they came, not only on 
account of ygsus, but alfo that they might fee 
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Lazarus, whom he had raifed from the dead. 
But che chief-priefts confulted how they might ro 
alfo kill Lazarus: For many of the Jews went 
away on his account, and believed on jesus. 

On the next day, a great multitude, who were 
come to the feaft, having heard that jesus was 
coming to Jcrufalem, took branches of palm- 
trees, and went forth to meet him, and cried, 
«. Hofannah *! bleffed ‘ be ’ the king of Ifrael, 
who cometh in the name of the Lord +!’’ And 
yesus having found a young afs, fat on ‘ it :? 
As it is written J, ‘* Fear nog daughter of Sion, Ig 
** behold thy king cometh, fitting on the foal of 
‘* an afs.” Now his difciples did not underftand 
thefe things at frft: But when jesus was glo- 
rified, then they remembcred that thefe things. 
Were written concerning him; and ‘ that’ the 
had done thefe things to him. Now the people, 
who were with him when he called Lazarus cut 
of the grave, and raifed him from the dead, tef- 
tified it. " And’ for this caufe the people alio 
met him, becaufe they heard that he had done 
this miracle. The Pharifees then faid to each 
other, ‘* Perecive ye not, that ve gain no dd- 
vantage ? Behold, the world is gone atter him,” 

Now among thote, that came up to worfhip at 20 
the featt, there were fome Greeks |]. Thefe 
therefore came to Philip, who was of Bethfaida 
of Galilee, and afked him,. faying, ‘* Sir, we 
defire to fee jesus.” Philip cometh, and telleth 
Andrew ; and then Andrew and Philip told je- 
sus. And jesus anfwered them, faying, ‘* The 
hour is come, that the Son of Man mutt be glo- 
nified. Verily, verily, I fay unto you, Unlefs 
a grain of wheat fall to the ground, and die, it 
remaineth alone: but if it dic, it bringeth forth

zsmech fruit. He who loveth his life, fhall lofe 
it: but he that hateth his life in this world, thall 
preferve it to everlafting life. If any man ferve 
‘me, let him follow me; and where [ am, there 
fhall alfo my fervant be: And if any man ferve 
me, him will “ my ’ Father honour. 

“« Now is my foul troubled: and what hhall 1 
fay, ““ Father, fave me from this hour!” Yet 
for this caufe 1 came to this hour. Father, glo- 
rify thine own name!” Then there came a voice 
from heaven, ‘ which faid,’ ‘‘ 1 have both glo- 
rified ‘it,’ and I wall glorify ‘it’ again.” ‘The 
multitude therefore who ftood by, and heard ‘it,’ 
faid that it thundered ; others faid, “Ὁ An angel 

30fpake to him.” Jesus anfwered, and (διὰ, 
‘¢ This voice came not for my fake, but for 
yours. Now is the judgment of this world. 
Now fhall the ruler of this world be caft out. 
And when I am lifted up from the earth, J thall 
draw all men to me.’? Now this he fpake figni- 
fying by what death he fhould die. The multi- 
tude aniwered him, ‘* We have heard out of the 
jaw, that the Meflizh * abideth for ever; and 
how deft thou fay, the Son of Man muft be lifted 
up? Who is this Son of Man?” Then 1Ε51 5 
faid to them, ““ Yet a little while is the hght 
with you; walk while ye have the light, that 
darknefs may not overtake you. He that walketh 
jn darknefs, knoweth not whither he goeth. 
While ye have the light, believe in the light, 
that ye may be the children of light.” Thefe 
. things jesus fpake: and left them, and departed, 
concealing himfelf from them. 

Now though he had done fo many miracles be- 
fore them, they did not believe on hin. So that 
the faying of Ifaigh the prophet + was fulfilled, 
which he fpake, ‘* Lord, who hath believed our 
** repost? and to whom hath the arm of the le 
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«« been revealed?” For this reafon they were in- 
capable of believing, becaule, as Ifaiah. faith elfe- 
where *, ‘© He hath blinded their eyes, and4o0 
‘¢ hardened their hearts; left they fhould fee with 
‘© their eyes, and underftand with their hearts, 
‘© and be converted, and I fhould heal them.’’ 
Thefe things Ifaiah fpake, when he faw his glory, 
and fpake of him. Neverthelefs there were many 
even of the rulers who believed on him, but they 
did not confefs ‘him’ on account of the Phari- 
fees, left tuey fhould be expelled + the fynagogue. 
For they loved the praife of men, more than the 
praife of God. ᾿ 

And jesus cried faying, ““ He that believeth 
in me, believeth not in me, butin him that fent 
mie. And he that feeth me, doth fee him that45 
fent me. Iam come alight into the world, that 
every one who believeth in me, might not abide 
in darknefs. And if any one hear my words,, 
and will not believe, 1 do not condeinn him : 
for | am not come to condemn the world, but to 
fave the world. He that rejecteth me, and doth 
not receive my words, hath one that judgeth 
him : The word that I have fpoken, ‘ even’ that 
ihall judge him in the laft days lor 1 have not 
(poken of mylelf, but the Father who fent me, 
he gave me a commandment, what I fhould fay, 
and what! fhafl fpeak. And I know that hisso 
commandment is eternal life: therefore whatever 
I fay, 1 fpeak juit as the Father has given it me, 
in charge. 


Now before the fealt of the paffover, as jEsus "ἴδει 
knew that his hour was come, when he fhould 
depart from this world to the Father; having 
Joved 1115 own that were in. the world, he loved 
them tothe end. And fupper;being come; (the 
devil having already put it into the heart of Judas

Ifcariot, ‘ the fon? of Simon, to betray him ;) 
though sesus knew that the Father had given 
all things into his hands; and that as he came 
forth from God, he was returning to God: He 
rifeth from fupper, and layeth afide his garments, 
sand taking a towel, tied it ronnd him; and then 
‘pouring water inte an ewer, he began to wafh the 
feet of ‘his’ difciples, and to wipe " them’ with 
the linen cloth, with which he was girded. Then 
he cometh to Simon Peter: and “ Peter’ faith to 
him, ‘* Lord, doft thou wath my feet?” Jesus 
anfwered and faid to him, ‘* Thou knoweit not 
now, what I am doing; but thou fhalt know 
hereafter.” Peter faid to him, ** Thou fhalt ne- 
ver wafh my feet.” Jesus anfwered him, “ If 
I do not wafh thee, thau halt no portion with 
me.’’ Simon Peter faith to him, ““ Lord, net 
my feet only, but alfo my hands and my head.”’ 
10Jesus faith to him, ‘* He that hath been bath- 
mg, needs only to wafh his feet, and is entirely 
clean: and ye are clean, but not all.” For he 
knew who would betray him; therefore he {aid, 
Ye are not all clean. When therefere he had 
wafhed their feet, and had taken his garments, 
he farce down afin, and faid to them, “ Do ye 
-know what I have been doing to you? Ye call 
me Teacher and Lord: and ye fay well; for 
“fo? I am. if therefore I * your ’ Lord and 
"Teacher ‘have wafhed your feet, ye alfo ought to 
1swefh-one another’s feet. - For I have given you 
an example, that a. 1 have done to you, ye alfo 
fhould do. Verily, verily, I fay unto you, The 
fervant is not preater than his Lord, nor the mef- 
fer.ger greater than he that fent him. If ye know 
thefe'things, ye are happy, if ye practie them. 
1 fpeak not cf you'all; 1 know whom J have 
chofen ; but that! the fcripture may be fulfilled, 
as He that eateth bread with me, hath lift τ 
7 “Ὁ his 
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ες his heel againft me *.”? I tell you now, be- 
fore it cometh to pafs, that when it doth come 
ye may believe that 1 am " He.’ I moft affuredly zo 
fay unto you, Whoever entertaineth any of my 
meflengers, entertaineth me; and whoever en- 
tertaineth me, entertaineth him that fent me.” 
When jesus had thus faid, he was troubled in 
fpirit, and teftified, and faid, ‘* Verily, verily, 
I fay unto you, that one of you will betray me.” 
Then the difciples looked on each other, doubr- 
ing of whom he fpake. Now one of his difciples, 
whom jesus loved, was leaning on the bofom of 
jesus. Simon Peter hen face Heckoned to him, 
that he fhould aft:, who it might be, of whom 
he fpake. He then, reclining + on the breaft of2¢5 
jesus, faid to him, “ Lord, whois it?” Jesus * 
anfwered, ‘* It is he to whom I fhall give the 
fop, when I haveglipped τ. And when he had 
dipped the fop, he gave it to Judas Ifcariot, the 
fon of Simon. And after the fop Satan entered 
into him. Then jesus faid to him, ‘* What 
thou doeft, do quickly.” Bat no man at the 
table knew for what purpofe he fpake this to 
him. For fome ‘ of them * thought, becaufe Ju- 
das had the purfe, that jesus had faid to him, 
** Buy thofe things, which we fhall need for the 
feaft ;”’ or that he fhould give fomething to the 
poor. He therefore, having received the fop, 30 
immediately went out: and it was night. 
When therefore he was gone out, jesus faid, 
‘* Now is the Son of Man glorified, and God is 
giorifed in him! If God be glorified in him, 
God will alio glorify himin himfelf; and will 
prelently glorify him. Jiittle children, yet a 
little while Iam with you: Ye fhall feek me, 
and, as I faid to the Jews, whither I go, γε can- - 
- not 
5 Pfal, uli. 9. + The ancient pofture of eating, 
was reclinimg on touches: (Ὁ that a perfon’s head reclined 
én the bofom of him, who was uocxt behind him, 
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not come; fo I now fay to you. I give you 2 
new commandment, that ye love one another = 
even as I have loved you, that ye alfo love ane 

35another, By this fhall all men know that ye are 
my difciples, if ye have love for each other.’? 
Simon Peter faid to him, ** Lord, whither art 
thou going?” Jesus anfwered him, ““ Whither 
Tam going, thou canft not follow me now; but 
thou fhalt follow me afterwards.” Peter {aid to 
Aim, ‘* Lord, why cannot I follow thee now? 
I will lay down my life for thy fake.” Jesus 
anfwered him, ‘* Wilt thou lay down thy life 
for my fake? I moft affuredly fay unto thee, The 
cock fhall not crow until thou -hait denied me 
thrice.” 

i κι Let not your heart be troubled. Believe in 
God, believe alfoin me. In my Father’s houfe 
are many manfions; and if godt, I would have 
told you. Iam going to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go, and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you to myfelf; that ye 
alfo may be where Iam. And ye know whither 

51 am going; and ye know the way.”? Thomas 
faith to him, ‘* Lord, we know not whither 
thou art going, and how can we know the way ?” 
Jesus faith to him, ‘* Tam the way, and the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh to the Fa- 
ther, but by me. If ye had known me, ye 
would have known my Father alfo: and from 
henceforth ye know him, and have feen him.’’ 
Philip faith to him, ‘‘ Lord, fhew us the Fa- 
ther, and it is enough for us.” Jesus faith to 
him, ““ Have I been with you fo long a time, 
and haft thon not known me, Philip? He that 
hath feen me, hath feen the Father; and how 

10" then ᾽ doft thou fay, Shew us the Father? Doft 
thou not believe that I ‘ sm’ in the Father, and 
the Father isin me? The words which I fpcak 
to you, I fpeak not of myfelf, but the te 

who 
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who dwelleth in me, he performeth the works, 
believe me that 1‘ am’ inthe Father, and the 
Father is in me: or at leaft, believe me on ac- 
count of thofe works.

Inthat day ye -hall know that I ‘am’ 39 
in my Father, and ye in me, andIin you. He 
that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, 
he itis that loveth mec: And he that loveth me, 
fhall be loved of my Father, and I will love him, 
and will manifeft myfelf to him.’ Judas (not 
Ifcariot) faith to him, ‘* Lord, how is it that 
thou wilt manifeft thyfelf to us, and not to the 
world?” Jesus anfwered, and faid to him, ““ If 
any man love me, he will obferve my word, and 
my l'ather will love him; and we will come to 
hin, and will iwnake ‘ our ’ abode with him, 
THe that doth not love me, doth not obferve my 
words: and the word which ye hear, is not 
mine, but ‘ the word’ of the Father that fent 
nic. 
‘© Thefe things 1 have fpoken to you, while Ὡς 
1 continued with you. But the Conrforter, 

‘even’ 
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“even ’ the Holy Spint, whom the Father will 
fend in my name, he fhall teach you all things 
and remind you of all things, which I have Ga 
to you. Peace I leave with you, my peace | give 
unto you; not as the world giveth, I give it unto 
you. Let uot your heart be troubled, neither 
Jet it be afraid. Ye have heard how I faid to 
you, [ go away, and come “ again’ toyou. If ye 
loved me, ye would rejoice, becaule I faid, I so to 
the Father: for my Father is greater than ime. 
And now I have told you before it comcth to pafs, 
that when it doth come to pafs, ye may believe. 
go “" I fhall not hereafter difcourfe much with 
you; for the prince of this world is coming: ne- 
verthelefs he hath nothing in me. Buz that the 
world may know, that I love the Father; and 
even as the Father hath commanded me, fo I do. 
Arife, let us go hence. 


4 ‘Tam the true vine, and my Father is the 
hufbandman. Every branch in me, which bear- 
eth no fruit, he taketh away: and every * branch’ 
which bringeth forth fruit, he purgeth, thar it 
may bring forth more fruit. Now ye are clean, 
by means of the word which T have fpoken to 
you. Continue in me, and fin you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itfelf, umlefs it con- 
tinue in the vine; fo neitner can ye, unlels ye 

5 continue in me. Iam the vine, ye ‘ are’ the 
branches: He that abideth in me, and I in him, 
he bringeth forth much fruit: for feparate from 
me ye can do nothing. Jf any one doth not 
abide in me, he is caft out as a branch *, and is 
withered ; and ‘ men’ gather, and throw them 
‘Into the fire; and they are burnt. If ve abide 
‘in me, and my words abide in you, ye thall afk 
whatfoever ye will, and it thall be done for you. 
In this is my Father glorified, that ye bring ferth 

. : Ἢ mach 
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much fruit: And ye hall be my difciples. As 
the Father hath loved me, fo have I loved you : 
continue in my love. If ye keep my command-to 
ments, ye will continue in my love; even as I 
have kept my Father’s commandments, and con- 
tinue in his love. Thefe things I have {poken to 
you, that my joy in you might continue; and 

* that’ vour joy may be full. 

‘« This is my commandment, that ye love one 
another; even as I have loved you. No man 
hath greate, Jove than this, that a man fhould 
lay cown his life for his friends. Ye are my 
frienas, if ye do whatfoever I command you. [τς 
do not any longer call you Servants, for the fer- 
vant knoweth not what his Lord doth: But I 
have called you Friends; for all things that 1 
have heard from my Father, I have declared to 
vou. Ye have not chofen me, but J have chofen 
you, and have ordained you, that ye fhould go, 
and bear fruit, and “ that’ your fruit fhould con- 
tinue: that whatever ye fhall afk the Father in 
my name, he may give it you. Thefe things ὦ 
command you, that ye love one another. 

‘« If the world hate you, ye know it hath hated 
me, before you. - If you were of the world, the 
world would love its own: But becaufe ye are 
not of the world, but I have chofen you out of 
the world, upon this account the world hateth 
you. Remember the word whith I fpake to you, 29 
The fervant is not greater than his Lord. If they 
have perfecuted me, they will alfo perfecute you. 
If they have kept my fayings, they will alfo keep 
yours. But all thefe things they will do to you 
for my name’s fake, becaufe they do not know 
him that fentme. IfI had notcome, and {poken 
to them, they would have had no fin; but now 
they have no excufe for their fin. He that hateth 
me, hateth my Father alfo.. If I had not done 
among them fuch works as πὸ man did, they had 

not 
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not had fin: but now they have both feen and 
25 hated, both me and my Father. But ' this is all 
permitted ’ that che word which is written in 
their law, might be fulfilled, ** Surely they have 
“¢ hated me without a caufe *.”” But when the 
“Comforter is come, whom I will fend to you from 
uthe Father, ‘ even’ the Spirit of truth, who pra- 
ceedeth from the Father, he fhall bear teftimony 
‘wo me. And ye alfo thall bear a teftimony, be- 
caufe ‘ye have been with me from the beginning. 


ἦε = Thefe things I have fpoken to you, that ye 
may not be oftended. They fHall expel you Ὁ 
the fynagogues ; yea, the hour is coming, that 
whofoever killeth you, thall think that he offereth 
‘an acceptable ’ fervice to God. Aid thefe 
.things they will do unto you, becaufe they have 
not known, either the Father, or me. But J 
have fpoken thefe things to you, that when the 
-feafon cometh, ye may remember thar I told you 
of them. And I did not fay thefe things to you 
from the beginning, becaufe I was with you. 
5 But now I am going away to him, that fent me, 
and none of you 2fketh me, Whither dof thou 
go? But becaufe 1 have fpoken thele things unto 
you, forrow has filled your hearts. But τε} 
you the truth; it is advantageous to you, that 
I fhould go away: for if Ido not go away, the 
Comforter will not come to you ; Euc when I go, 
I will fend him to you. And when he cometh, 
he will convince the world of fin, and cf righte- 
oufnefs, and of judgment: Of Sin, becaufe they 
10do not believe in me; Of righteoufnefs, becaute 
I goto my Father, and ye fee me no more ; And 
of judgment, becaufe the prince of this world 13 
judged. 
“01 have yet many things to fay to you, but 
ye are not able to bear them now. But when he 
‘even’ 
* Phil, xxxv, 19. + Caft you out of. Ὁ. 
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‘even’ the Spirit of truth is come, he will lead ~ 
you into all truth : for he will not fpeak of him- 
felf, but whatfoever he fhall hear. § that’ will 
he fpeak. And he will thew you things to come. 
He fhall glorify me; for he will take of mine, 
and will fhew it to you. All things whatfoever15 
the Father hath, are mine: therefore I faid, that 
he will take of mine, and will fhew ‘it’ to you. 
‘© A litthe while, and ye fhall not fee me: and 
again a little while, and ye fhall fee me, becaufe 
] goto the Father.” ‘ Some ’ of shis difciples 
therefore faid one to another, ‘* What is this 
that he fays to us, A little while, and ye fhall 
not fee me; and again a little while and ye shall 
fee me, becaufe I go to the Father?’? They faid 
therefore, ‘* What is this little while, of which 
he fpeaketh ? We know not what he faith.” Now 
jesus knew that they were defirous to afk him, 
and faid to them, ** Do ye enquire of one ano- 
ther concerning this which I faid, A little while, 
and ye fhall not fee me; and again a little while, 
and ye fhall fee me? Verily, verily, I fay unto20 
you, that ye fhall weep and lament, and the world 
fhall rejoice ; and ye fhall be forrowful, but your 
forrow fhall be turned into joy. A woman when 
fhe is in labour, hath forrow becaufe her hour is 
come: but when fhe hath brought forth a child, 
fhe remembercth ‘ her ’ tribulation no move, for 
joy that a man ts born into the world. And fo 
ve indeed have forrow now: but I will fee you 
again, and your heart fhall rejoice, and no one 
{hall deprive you of your joy. And in that day 
ye thall not enquire any thing of me: verily, ve- 
rily, 1 fay unto you, that whatfoever ye fhall afk 
the ['ather in my name, he will give it you. 
Hitherto ye have afked nothing in my name: 
afk, and ye fhall receive, that your joy may be 
full. ‘Chefe things 1 have fpoken to you in pa-7¢ 
rables: but the hour is coming, when 1 will 
{peak 
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{peak no more to you in parables, but I will tell 
you what relateth to the Father with plainnefs. 
dn that day ye fliall afk in my name: and I do 
not fay to you, that I will afk the Father on your 
account: For the Father himfelf loveth you, be- 
caufe ye have loved me, and have believed that 
1 came out from God. J eame out from the Fa- 
ther, and am come into the world : 2oain, I am 
leaving the world, and am going to the Father.” 
His aifciples faid to him, ‘* Behold, now thou 
jofpeakeft plainly, and ufelt no parable. Now we 
know that thou knoweft all things, and haft no 
need that any one fhould afk thee: On this ac- 
count we believe that thou cameft out from God.” 
Jesus anfwered them, ** Do ye now believe? 
Behold the hour is coming, yea is now come, that 
ye fhuli be fcattered every one to your own; and 
fhall leave me alone: yet ] am not alone, for the 
Father ts with me. ‘Thefe things have [ {poken 
to you, that ye might have peace in me. Inthe 
world ye fhall have affliction: but be courageous, 
I have overcome the world.” 


4 Jesus fpake thefe words, and lifted up his 
eyes to heaven, and faid, ‘* Father, the hour is 
come ; glorify thy Son, that thy Son may glo- 
rify thee! according as thou haft given him power 
over all ficfh, that he may give eternal life to all, 
that thou haft given him. And this is eternal 
life, that they may know thee the only true God, 
and jesus Chrift, whom thou haft tent. 1 have 
glorified thee on earth: 1 have fnifhed the work, 

ς which thou gaveft me todo. And now, O Fa- 
ther, do thou glorify me with thine own felf, 
with the glory which I had with thee before the 
world was. I have manifefted thy name to the 
men, whom thou gaveft me out of the world : 
They were thine, and thou gaveft them to me: 
And they have kept thy word. Now ον have 
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Jcnown, that all things, whatfoever thou. haft 
given me, are of thee. For the words, which 
thou gaveft to me, I have given to them; and 
they have received ‘ them,’ and have known in 
truth, that I came out from thee, and have be- 
lieved, that thou didft fend me. I pray for them: 
Ι pray not for the world, but for thofe, whom 
thou halt given me; for they are thine. Andto 
all nine are thine, and thine are mine; and [ 
ain glorified in them. And now fam no longer 
in the world, but thefe are in the world; and 
I am coming to thee, O holy Father, keep thefe, 
whom thou haft given me, through thy name ; 
that they may be one, even as we ‘are.’ While 
I was with them in the world, I kept them in thy 
name; ‘ yea,’ I guarded them, whom thou gaveit 
me, and none of them is lolt, unlefs it be the 
fon of perdition: that the fcripture might be ful- 
filled. And now I come unto thee, and thefe 
‘ words ’ I fpeak in the world, that they may 
have my joy fulfilledin them. I have given them 
thy word; and the world hated them, becaufe 
they are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world. 1 do not pray, that thou fhoulditss 
take them out of the world, but that thou wouldft 
preferve them from the evil *. . They are not of 
the world, even asI am not of the world. Sanc- 
tify them through thy truth: thy word is truth. 
As thou hatt fent me into the world, I alfo have 
fent them into the world. And for their fakes I 
fanctify + myfelf, that they alfo may be fanéti- 
fied through the truth. Nor doI pray for thefezo 
alone; but for them alfo who fhall believe on 
ine through their word: That they all may be 
one, as thou, Father, ‘art’ in me, and I in 
thee: that they alfo may be one in us; that fo 
the world may believe that thou haft fent me. 
And 


.* That here furrounds them, t Set mylfelf apact 
1s an ollering holy to thee, 
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And the glory, which thou gaveft me, I have 
given unto them, that they may be one, even as 
we are one: lin them, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfe& in one *, and that the 
world may know that thou haft fent me, and 
haft loved them, as thou haft loved me. Father, 
I will, that they alfo, whom thou haft given me, 
may be with me, where [ am; that they may 
behold my glory, which thou haft given me ; 
For thou loved me before the foundation of the 
25 world. Righteous Father, though the world 
hath not known thee, I have known thee; and 
thefe have known, that thou haft fent me. And 
I have declared thy name to them, and will de- 
clare ‘it;’ that the love, with which thou hat 
loved me, may be in them, and I in them.” 


a.. And when jesus had fpoken thefe words, he 
* went forth with his difciples ovar the brook Ke- 
dron ; where there was a garden, into which he 
entered, with his difciples. Now Judas alfo, 
that betrayed him, krew the place; for yesus 
often reforted thither with his difciples. Judas 
- therefore taking a band ‘ of foldiers,’ and offi- 
cers, from the chicf-prietts and Pharifees, cometh 
thither with torches, and lamps, and weapons. 
‘Then jesus knowing all things that were coming 
upon him, went forth and faid to them, “* Whom 
do ye feek ?”” They anfwered him, ‘‘ Jesus the 
Nazarene.” Jeswe faith to them, ‘ I am ‘ he.” 
And judas alio, who betrayed him, ftood with 
them. Then as foon as he had {aid to them, “1 
am ‘ he;” they drew back, and fell to the 
pround. Then he afked them again, ‘© Whom 
do ye feck?” And they faid, ** Jesus the Na. 
zarene.’ Jesus anfwered, ‘‘ J have told you 
that] am ‘he;' If therefore ye feek me, let thee 
yo their way 1" That the faying he had uttered 
might 

ἃ Be united in the mot cordial love. 
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might be accomplifhed, ‘* Of thofe whom thou 

‘* haft given me, I have loft none*.”? ‘Then Si- 10 
mon Peter having a fword, drew it and {mote a 
fervant of the high-prieft, and cut off his right 
ear. The name of the fervant was Malchus. 
Then jesus faid unto Peter, ‘* Put up thy fword 
into thy fheath: the cup which my Father hath 
given me, fhall J not drink it?” 

Then the band, with the captain, and the 
Jewihh officers, feized yzsus, and bound him. , 
And they led him away firft to Annas; for he 
was father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was high- 
prieft that year. Now Caiaphas was he, who 
gave advice to the Jews, that it was fit Ὁ that 
one man fhould die for the people. And Simont§ 
Peter, and another difciple followed jesus. 
That difciple was known to the high-prieft, and 
went into the palace of the high-prieft with yzsus, 
But Peter ftood ποις at the door: that other 
difciple therefores: who was known to the high- 
pref, went out and fr2ke to her that kept the 
door, and brought sit Peter. Then the damfel 
that kept the door, faith to Peter, ** Art not 
thou alfo ‘one’ of this man’s difciples ?’- He 
faith, “4 Jam not.” And the fervants and offi- 
cers flood there, having made a fire of coals, for 
it was cold ; and they were warming themfelves, 
And Peter ftood to warm bimfelf amongft them, 

‘The high-prieft then afked yesus concerning 
his difciples, and concerning his doétrine. Je-z0 
rus anfwered him, “ J have fpoken openly { to 
the world; JI have always taught in the fyna- 
fogue, and in the temple, whither the Jews con. 
tinvally refort, and have faid nothing in fecret. 
Why dolft thou afk me? Atk thofe that heard 
‘me,’ what 1 have fpoken to them; behold, 
they know what] have jfaid.” Now when he 


had 
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had fpoke thefe things, one of the officers, who 
itood by, gave Jesus a blow, faying, “ Ποῖ 
thou anfwer the high-prieft thus ?” Jesus an- 
fwered him, ** If I have fpoken evil, bear tefti- 
mony concerning the evil: but if well, why doit 
thou ftrike me ?’? Now Annas had fent him bound 
to Caiaphas the high-prieft. 

25 And Simon Peter ftood, and warmed himfelf. 
They faid therefore to him, ‘* Art not thou alfo 
‘one’ of his difciples?”? He denied it, and 
faid, ** [am not.’’ One of the fervants of the 
high-prieft, being a relation of his, whofe ear 
Peter had cut off, faith, ‘* Did not I fee thee in 
the garden with him ?’’ Then Peter denied < it ’ 
again, and immediately the cock crew. 


Then they led yzsus from Caiaphas to the Prae- 
torium *. And it was early, and they themfelves 
went not into the Praetorium, left they fhould be 
polluted, and prevented from eating the paffover. 
Pilate therefore came out to them, and faid, 
«« What accufation do ye bring againit this man?” 

30 They aniwered, and faid to him, ““ If this were 
“not a notorious offender, we would not have de- 
livered him to thee.”” Then Pilate faid τὸ them, 
«© Take ye him, and judge him according to 
your law.’”’ Then the Jews faid to him, ‘‘ Itis not 
lawful for us to put any man to death.”’ That 
the faying of jesus might be fulfilled, which he 
fpake, fignifying by what death he fhould die +. 
Pilate therefore entered again into the Praeto- 
rium, and called yesus; and faid to him, ‘‘ Art 
thou the king of the Jews?” Jesus anfwered 
him, ““ Doft thou fay this of thyfelf, or have 
ἧς others told thee concerning me?” Pilate replied, 
«© Am I a Jew? Thine own nation, and the 
| chief- 
® Or, judgment-hall, where the praetor held his court. 
+ Sc. by crucifixion, which was nota Jewith, but a Ro- 
man punifhment, ὁ 
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chief-priefts have delivered thee to me: what haf 
thou done?” Jesus anfwered, ‘‘ My kingdom is 
not-of this world: if my kingdom were of this 
world, my fervants would have fought, that ἢ 
might not have been delivered to the Jews; but 
now my kingdom is not from hence.” Pilate 
therefore faid to him, ‘* Art thou then a king δ᾽ ἢ 
Jesus anfwered, ‘“* Thou fayeft ‘ right ;’ lama 
king. For this purpofe was I born, and for this 
end 1 came into the world, that I might bear wit- 
nefs to the truth. Every perfon, who ts of the 
truth, heareth my voice.”’ Pilate faith to him, 
‘«¢ What is truth δ᾽ And when he had faid this, 
he went out avain to the Jews, and faith to them, 
«* T find no fault at ‘all inhim: But ye have x 
cuftom that I fhould releafe to you one at the 
paffover: will you therefore that I releafe unto 
you the king of the Jews?’* Then they all cried 48 
out again, faying, ‘‘ Not this man, but Barab- 
bas.’? Now Barabbas was a robber. 

Then Pilate therefore took yesus, and fcourg- -1%s 
ed him ; and the foldiers having platted a crown — 
of thorns, put it upon his head, and clothed hime 
in a purple robe ; and faid, ‘* Hail, king of tha 
Tews !”” And they fmote him with their hands. 
Pilate therefore came out again, and faid to them, 
““ Behold, Iam bringing him out to you, that 
ye may know that 1 find no faultin him.” Theng 
yeSus came out wearing the thorny crown, and 
the purple robe. And ‘ Pilate’ (δὰ to them, 
** Behold the man!’ When therefore the chief. 
priefts, and ‘ their’ officers faw him, they cried. 
out, faying, ‘* Crucify ‘him,’ crucify «him !* 
Pilate faid to them, ‘* Take ye him, and crucify 
‘him:’ for I find no fault in him.’? The Jews 
anfwered him, ** We have a law, and by our 
Jaw he ought to die, becaufe he hath made him- 
Self the Son of God,” | 

When 
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When Pilate therefore heard this expreffion, he 
was the more afraid; and he entered again into 
the palace *, and faid to jesus, ““ Whence art 

rothou?” But jesus gave him no anfwer. Then 
Pilate: faid to him, “" Doft thou not {peak to me? 
Doft thou not know that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to releafe thee?” Jesus 
replied, ‘‘ Thou couldeft have no power at all 
againft me, except it were given thee from above: 
therefore he + that delivered me to thee hath the 
greater fin.”” From this time Pilate endeavoured 
earneftly toreleafe him. But the Jews cried out, 
faying, ‘‘ If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Caefar’s friend ; every one that maketh himfelf 
a king, fpeaketh againft Caefar.” When Pilate 
therefore heard that fpeech, he brought jesus 
out, and fate down in the tribunal, in a place 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gab- 
batha. And it was the preparation of the pail- 
over, and ‘ was’ towards the fixth hour: and 

15 he faith to the Jews, ‘‘ Behold your king.” But 
they cried out, ‘* Away with ‘ him,’ away with 
ς him,’ crucify him!” Pilate faith to them, 
«© Shall I crucify your king ?”” The chief-priefts 
anfwered, ““ We have no king but Caefar.’’ 
Then he delivered him therefore to them to be 
crucified. 

And they took jesus, and led him away. 
And he carrying his erofs, went out to a place, 
which was called in the Hebrew Golgotha, ‘ or’ 
the place of a fkull: Where they crucified him, 
and two others with him, one on each fide, and 
jesus in the midit. And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the crofs: and the infcription was, 

esus OF NazARETH, THE KING OF THE 
seas Many of the Jews therefore read this in- 
{cription ; 

“ Or, Practorium, + The high-prieft and his 
council, who have greater opportunities of knowing God 
and his law, 
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{cription ; for the place where jesus was cruci- 
fied was near the city. And it was written in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin. The chief-prielts 
of the Jews therefore faid to Pilate, “" Do not 
write, The king of the Jews: but that he faid, 
Jum the king of ghe Jews.” Palate anfwered, 
“© What I have written, I have written.” The 
foldiers therefore, when they had crucified ;ESUS, 
took his garments, and made four parts, to every 
foldier a part: And alfo his veft. Now the vet 
was without feam, woven from the top through- 
out. They faid therefore one to another, “ Let 
us not tear it, but let us caft lots for it, whofe it 
fhall be.’? “That the fcripture might be fulfilled, 
which faith, “ They divided my garments amok 
‘< them, and caft lots for my vefture *.”” Thele 
things therefore the foldiers did. 

Now there ftood by the crofs of yEsus his mo-2§ 
ther, and his mother’s fifter (Mary ‘ the wife’ of 
Cleopas ;) and Mary Maedalene, jEsus there- 
fore feeing his mother, and the difciple + whom 
he loved, ftanding near, faid to his mother, 
“ Woman, behold thy fon {1 Then he faid to 
that difciple, ** Behold thy mother !?? And from 
that hour that difciple took her to his own ‘ houfe.” 
After this yesus ‘knowing that all things were 
now accomphifhed, that the {cripture || might be 
fulfilled, faich, “4 I thirft.’? Now there was fet ᾿ 
a veflel full of vinegar: and they filled a {fpunge 
with vinegar, and putting it round ‘a ftalk of ” 
hyffop, put it to his mouth. When jesus there-30 
fore had received the vinegar, ‘he faid, ‘* Ir 1s 
FinisHep:” and declining his head, he difinifled 
his (pirit §. . 

‘Then the Jews becaufe it was the preparation J., 
that the bodies might not remain upon tke crofs

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on the fabbath-day (for that fabbath * was great 
day) intreated Pilate that their legs might be 
broken +, and ‘ that’ they might be taken away. 
The foldiers therefore came, and brake the legs 
of the firit, and of the other who was crucified 
with him. But coming to yesus, they did not 
break his legs, as they faw he was already dead. 
But one of the foldiers pierced his fide with a 
ipear, and immediately there came out blood 

35and water. And one who faw ‘it,’ hath borne 
‘this ’ teftimony; and his teftimony is true: 
And he knoweth that what he faith is true; that 
ye may believe. For thefe things were done, 
that the fcripture might be fulfilled, ** Not a 
“« bone of him fhall be broken {.” And again 
another fcripture faith, * They fhall lock on him 
“4 whom they have pierced ||.” 


Aud after thefe things, Jofeph of Arimathea, 
{being a difciple of jesus, thoagh fecretly for 
fear of the Jews) intreated Pilate that he might 
take away the body of jesus. And Pilate pave 
him leave. He therefore came and took the bedy 

-of jesus. And there alfo came Nicodemus, 
‘(who at the ἅτ came to yesus by night) and 
brought a mixtere of myrrh and aloes, “ that 

40weighed ? about a hundred pounds. ‘Then they 
took the body of yzsus, and fwathed it in linnen, 
with the {pices, according to the Jewifh cultom 
of burying. Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden, and in the garden 
a new fepulchre, in which no man was ever yet 
laid. ‘There laid they yzesus therefore, becaule 
of the Jewifh preparation- ‘ day ;’ for the fepul- 
chre was near at hand. 


The

Numb, ix, 32, {) Zech, af, 20, 
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The firft ‘day ’ of the week, came Mary Mag. -ἣ- 
dalene early, while it was yet dark, to the fe- 
pulchre ; and faw that the ftone was taken away 
from the fepulchre. She therefore runneth and 
cometh το Simon Peter, and to that other difci- 
ple * whom jesus loved; and faith to them, 
“| They have taken away the Lord out of the fe- 

ulchre, and we know not where they have laid 
him.” Peter therefore and that other difciple 
went out, and came to the fepulchre. And they 
both ran together: and that other difciple out- 
ran Petcr, and came firft to the fepulchre. Andg§ 
ftooping down, ‘ to‘look into it,’ he faw the 
linnen clothes lying ; bat he did not enter in. © 
‘Then came Simon Peter following him, and 
having flooped down, he went into the feput- 
chre, and faw the linnen clothes laid by them- 
{elves and the napkin, which was about his 
‘head, not Jaid with the linnen clothes, but folded 
up ina place by itfelf. Then that other difci- 
ple, who came firft to the fepulchre, went in 
alfo; and he faw, and believed. For hitherto 
they did not know + the fcripture, that he muft 
rife from the dead. Then the difciples wentre 
away apain to their companions. 

But Mary ftood near the fepulchre, weeping 
without: and as fhe wept, fhe ftooped down, 
‘and Jooked ’ into the fepulchre, and faw two 
angels in white, fitting one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of jrsus had 
been laid. And they faid to her, ““ Woman, 
why doft thou weep?” She faid to them, ‘* Be- 
caufe they have taken away my Lord, and I know 
not where they have laid him.’? And ‘ juft’ as 
fhe had {aid this, fhe turned back, and faw jz- 
sus ftandinp. And fhe knew not that it was 
sEsus. Jesus faid to her, “© Woman, why doft 15 
thou weep? whom doft thon feek?”? She fup-

Ὁ St. Joha, t+ Fully comprehend, 
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pofing him to be the gardener, faid to him, * Sir, 
if thou haft borne him hence, tell me where thou 
haft put him, and 1 will remove him.” JESS 
faid to her, “" Mary!” “ And’ turning, fhe faid 
to him, “ Rabboni;” that is to fay, " My great’ 
mafler. Jesus faith to her, ** Do not embrace 
me ‘ now ;’ for Iam not yet afcended to my F:- 
ther: bat go-to my brethren, and fay unto them, 
“4.11 afcend to my Father, and your Father; and 
“to’ my God, and your God.” Mary Magda- 
jene came and told the difciples, that fhe had 
feen the Lord, and that he had fpoken thefe 
things unto her. 


‘Then on the evening of the fame day, “ which 
was ’ thefirft ‘ day’ of the week, + the doors, where 
the difciples were aflembled, being fhut for fear of 
the Jews, JEsus came, and ftood in the midit, and 

aofaith to them, ‘‘ Peace be unto you!’ And having 
faid this, he fhewed them his hands, and his fide. 
The difciples therefore were glad, when thev faw 
the Lord. Then jesus faid to them again, 
«‘ Peace be unto you! As ‘ my ’” Father επί me, 
fo. alfol fend you.’”” And faying this, he breathed 
apon ‘ them,’ and faid to them, ““ Receive ye the 
Holy Spirit. Whofe foever fins ye remit, they 
are remitted to them: ‘ and’ whofe foever ¢ fins” 
ye retain, they are retained.” 

But Thomas, one af the twelve, called Didy- 
mus *, was not with them, when jEsus came. 

ἃς The other difciples therefore told him, “ We 
have feen the Lord.”’ But he faid to them, ““ Un- 
lefs 1 fhall fee in his hands the mark of the nails, 
and fhall put my finger upon the mark of the 
nails, and put my hand upon his fide, I will not 
believe. And after cight days his difciples were 
again within, and Thomas with them; ‘ and’ 
jesus came, the door beirg fhut, and ftood 
the

doors were fhute

the midft, and faid, ““ Peace ‘ be’ unto you!” 
‘Then he faid to Thomas, “* Reach thy finger 
hither, and behold my hands; and reach thine 
hand, and put it on my fide; and be not incre- 
dulous, but believe.”” And Thomas anfwered, 
and faid to him, ** My Lord, and my God!” 
Jesus faith to him, ‘* Thomas, thou haft be- 
lieved, becaufe thou haft feen mex happy are 
they, who have not feen, and ‘yet? have be- 
lieved.” : 

And indeed many other figns Jesus wrought 30 
in the prefence of his drfciples, which are not 
written in this book. © But thefe are written that 
ye may believe that yesus is the Mefliah *, the 
Son of God; and that believing, ye may have 
life through his name. © 


After thefe things, yesus manifefted himfelf-% 
again to his difciples, at the fea of ‘Tiberias, 
‘ind he manifefted * himfelf’? thus. Simon Pe- 
ter, and ‘Thomas, called Didymus, and Natha- 
niel of Cana in Galilee, and the “ two fons ’ of 
Zebedee, and two other of his difciples, were 
together. Simon Peter faith to them, ‘* ] goa 
fifhine.”” They fay to him, '* We alfo vo with 
thee.”” [hey went out, and immediately tock 
fhip; and that night they caught nothing. And 
when the morning was now come, sesus flood 
npon the fhore; neverthelefs the difciples knew 
not that it was jesus. Then jesus faid τὸς 
‘them, ‘* Have ye any thing to eat, lads?” They 
anfwered him, ‘* No.” And he faid to them, 
“* Throw the net on the right tide of the fhip, 
and ye will hnd * fome.” ‘T’hey threw therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw it, on ac- 
count of the multitude of fifhes. ‘Then that dif. 
<iple whom το δα loved, faith unto Peter, “* It 
is the Lord.” Simon Peter therefore hearing it 

was 
# Gr, Chritt, 
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was the Lord, girded on his coat (for he was 
maked) and threw himfelf into the fea. And the 
other difciples came with the boat, drawing the 
net ‘ full’ of fifhes, for they were not far from 
the land, but about two hundred cubits *. As 
foon then as they came afhore, they faw a fire of 
burning coals laid, and fifh latd npon it, and 
aobread. Jesus faid to them, “' Bring ‘ fome ’ of 
the fifth which ye have now taken.’’ . Simon Pe- 
ter went aboard, and drew the net to land, full 
of great frhes, a hundred and fifty-three. And 
though they were fo many, the net was not 
broken. Jesus faid to them, “ Come and re- 
frefh vourfelves.” And none of the difciples 
prefumed to afk him; ““ Who art thou?” know- 
ing that it was the Lord. Jesus therefore came, 
and took :bread, and gave ‘it’ them; and like- 
wife fifh. “This was now the third time that je- 
sus fhewed himfelf to his difciples after he was 
Tifen from the dead. | 
ay When therefore they had made a meal, Jesus 
faid to Stmon Peter, ‘* Simon, ‘ fon’ of Jonas, 
doft thou love me more than thefe +?” He faith 
unto him, ** Yea, ‘Lord, thou knoweft that I love 
thee.” + Jesus ’ faid to him, “Feed. my lambs.” 
He faith to him again the fecond time, ‘* Simon 
“fon ’ of Jonas, doft thou love me?” He an- 
4wereth him, “ Yea, Lord thou knowelt that 1 
Jove thee.” ‘ Jesus ’ faith to him, ‘** Feed my 
fheep.” Ἧς faith to him the third time, ‘* Si- 
mon ‘ fon’ of Jonas, doft thou love me?” Peter 
was grieved that he faid to him the third time, 
Doft‘thou love me? and he faid to him, “ Lord, 
thou ‘knoweifl all things, thou knowelt that I love 
shee.” Jesus faith:to him, “¢ Feed my sheep. 
Verily, 
# Or, ἃ hondred yards. The original is am- 
< diguous: it may fignify, “ Mere than thefe nets:"* 1, c. 
smore than all worldly.advantages, οι, <* More than thei¢ 
ether dilciples do,” 
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Verily, verily, I fay unto thee, when thou waft 
young, thou didft gird thyfelf, and walk about 
whitherfoever thou wouldelt: but when thou art 
grown old, thou fhalt ftretch out thine hands, 
and another fhall gird thee, and carry ‘ thee’ 
whither thou wouldeft ποι." ‘Phis he faid, fig- 
nifying by what kind of death he fhould glorify 
God. And having faid this, he faith to him, 
‘* Follow me.” And Peter turning about, faw2o 
that difcipl:, whom jesus loved,’ following ; 
who alfo at fupper lay iv his bofom, and faid, 
‘* Lord, who 18 he that will betray thee δ᾽ Peter 
feeing him, faith upto jesus, ‘* Lord, what 
‘ fhall this man “ do?” Jesus faith to him, “ If 
I will that he tarry till I come: what ‘ is that’ 
to thee? Follow thou me.” This faying there- 
fore went abroad among the brethren, that this 
difciple fhould not die: but jesus did not fay 
to him, that he fhould not die, but * If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what ‘ is that’ to 
thee?” 


This is the difciple, who teftifeth concerning 
thefe things, and hath written them. And we 
know that his teftimony is true. And there are25 
alfo many other things, that yesus did, which, 
if every one ‘ of them ’ fhould be recorded, I am 
perfuaded that the world itfelf would not receive 
the books which fhould be written. Amen. 
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HE former treatife I compofed, O The--& 
ophilus, concerning all things, which jz- 

sus began both to do, and to teach, even 

to the day, in which he was taken up, after he 
had by the Holy Spirit, given charge to the apof- 
tles, whom he had chofen. To whom alfo he 
prefented himfelf alive after his fufferings, with 
many evident teftimonials ; being feen by them 
for forty days, and fpeakirg of the things con- 
cerning the kingdom of God. And having af- 
fembled them together, he charged them not to 
depart from Jerufaiem, but to wait for the pro- 
mife of the Father, ** Which, ‘ faid he,’ yon 
have heard from me. For John * indeed bap- 
tized with water, but you fhall be baptized with 
the Holy Spirit within thefe few days.” They 
therefore being come together, afked him, fay- 
ing, ‘* Lord, wilt thou, at this time, reftore the 
kingdom to Iirael??” But he faid to them, ‘* It 
is not for you to know thofe times, or feafons, 
which the lather hath referved in his own power, 
But you fhall receive power of the Holy Spirit 
coming upen you, and fhail be my witneffes both 
B in 
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in Jerufalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and even to the remoteft parts of the earth.” 
And having faid thefe things; while they beheld, 
he was jifted up, and a‘eloud received him out 

Joof their fight. And while they were ftedfaftly 
looking up to heaven, as he afcended, behold 
two men in white raiment ftood near them, who 
alfo faid, ‘‘ Ye men of Galilee, why do ye ftand 
gazing up to heaven? This yesus, who is taken 
up from you into heaven, fhall fo come in the 
fame manner, as you have beheld him going into 
heaven.”” Then they returned to Jerufalem from 
the mount called Olivet, which is a fabbath-day’s 
journey * from Jerufalem. 

Now when they were entered ‘ into the city,’ 
they went up into an upper room, where abode both 
Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew, Phi- 
lip and Thomas, Bartholomew and Matthew, 
James ‘ the fon’ of Alpheus, and Simon the zea- 
lot, and Judas ‘ the brother’ of James. ‘Thefe 
all unanimoufly perfevered in prayer, and fuppli- 
cation, with the women, and Mary the mother 
of jesus, and with his brethren. | 


ὶς And ta thofe days Peter rifing up in the midft 
of the difciples, fpake, (now the number of per- 
fons together was about an hundred and twenty) 
<« Men ‘ and’ brethren, it was neceflary this {crip- 
ture. thould be fulfilled, which the Holy Spirit 
{pake before, by the mouth of David, with re- 
card to Judas, who became the guide of thote 
that feized yxsus: for he was numbered with us, 
and had obtained part of this miniltry; this man 
therefore purchafed a field with the reward of ini- 
quity,,. and falling down on his face he burit afun- 
der in the middle, -and all his bowels were poured 
out; and it was known to all the inhabitants of 
Jerufalem,: fo that that field is called in their Jan. 
‘ " guage, 
4 Abdouttwe miles. 
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guage, Aceldama, that is, the field of blood. 
For it is written in the book of Pfalms *, “" Letzo0 
*¢ his habitation be defolate, and let no man in- 
ΚΕ habit it:” and ‘* Let another take his office +.” 
Jt is neceflary therefore, that of the men, who 
have converfed with us during all the time, in 
which the Lorn jesus was going in, and coming 
Out among us, beginning from the baptifm of 
John, even to the day in which he was taken up 
from us, one of thefe fhould be made a witnefs 
with us of his refurrection.”” Arid they fet up 
two men, Jofeph called Barfabas, who was fur- 
named Juftus, and Matthias. And they prayed, 
faying, ‘* Thou, Lord, who knowetft the hearts 
of all, fhew which of thefe two thou haft chofen, 
that he may take part of this miniftry and apoiltle- 25 
Ship, from which Judas is fallen by ¢ his’ tranf- 
grefion, that he might go to his own place f. 
And they cave out their lots, and the lot fell 
upon Matthias, and hé was numbered with the 
eleven apollles, | 


And when the day of Pentecoft was completely +* 
arrived, they were all with unanimous affection 
in the fame place: and ona fudden there was a 
found from heaven, as of a rufhing violent wind; 
and it filled all the houfe where thcy were fitting, 
And there appeared to them divided tongues, as 
‘it were’ of fire; and it refted upon each of them, 
And they were all filled with the IHoly Spirit, 
and began to fpeak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them a power of exprefling themfelves. 
Now there were fojourning in Jerufalem pious || § 
men, ‘ that were’ Jews from every nation under 
heaven: and when this report came abroad, the 
multitude gathered together, and were confound- 

B 2 ed; 
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ed; for every one heard them fpeaking in his 
own diaiect. And they were all aftonifhed, and 
wondered, faying one to another, ** Behold, -are 
not all thefe that fpeak, Galileans? and how do 
we, every one hear in his cwn native language ? 
Parthians, and Medes, an’ Biamites, and thote 
that inhabit Mefopotamia, and Ἰυ δα τ and 

1c Cappadocia, Pontus and Afia, Phrygiaand Pam- 
phylia, Egypt, and the parts of Afiica, which 
are about Cyrene, and the fojourners ‘ who are ἢ 
Romans, Jews, and profelytes, thofe of Crete, 
and Arabians; we hear them fpeaking in our own 
tongues the wonderful werks of God.” And they 
“were all in amazement and perplexity, and faid 
one to another, ““ What can this mean?” But 
others mocking, faid, ‘* Surely thefe men are 
filled with fweet wine.” 

But Peter ftanding up with the ‘eleven, raifed 
his voice, and faid to them, ‘* O ye men of Ju- 
dea, and all you that inhabit Jerufalem! let this 

Is be known unto you, and liften to my words: for 
thefe men are not drunk, as vou fuppofe; fince it 
is * but’ the third hour of the day +: but this is 
that, which was fpoken of by the prophet Joel, 
‘¢ And it fhall come to pafs in the lait days, faith 
‘€ God, Τ will pour out of my {pint upen all 
‘© flefh; and your fons and your dauchters fhall 
““ prophefy ; and your young men fhail fee vi- 
“Ὁ fions, and your old men fhall dream dreams. 
“© Yea in thofe days 1 will pour out of my fpirit 
“4 upon my fervants, and upon my handmaids ; 
“4 and they fhall prophefy: and I will give pro-

“4 nance f.” Men ‘and’ brethren, permit me to 
fpeak freely to you concerning the patriarch Da- 
vid; that he is both dead and buried, and his fé- 
pulchre is among us unto this day: therefore be- 30 
ing a prophet, and knowing that God had fwern 
to him with an oath, that of the fruit of his Icins 
he would, according to the flefh, raife up the 
Mefah || to fic on 11:15. threne; he forciceing 
‘this,’ frale of the refurrecticn of the Meffiah, 
that lis foul fhould not be left in the unfcen 
world, nor his fiefh {ce corruption, ‘This sisus 
God hath raifed up, of which all we are witnef- 
B 3 {es : 


* Joe! i. 25—-42. + Or, him, who by the deter. 
Minste ccuufel, and ἡ το Κῶν wiedge of Ged, was given [to 
You asa favegue: ye have taken, and hy, ἃς, 1 ital, 
av. δ᾽. 11, ἢ Or, μι, 
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fes: being exalted therefore to the right-hand of 
God, and having received the promife of the Holy 
Spirit from the Father, he hath fhed forth this,, 
which you now fee, and hear. For David is not 
afcended into heaven, but he faith, “* The Lord 
“ faid unto my Lord, Sit thou at my right-hand, 

sc until I make thine enemies thy footftool *.’? 
Let -therefore all the houfe of Ifrael affuredly, 
know, that God hath made this jesus, whom 
you crucified, Lord and Mefhiazh,” 

Now when they heard ‘ thefe things,’ they 
were pierced to the heart, and faid to Peter, and 
the reil of the apofiles, ‘* Men ‘ and ’ brethren, 
what fhall we do?”? And Peter faid unto them, 
‘© Repent, and be each of you baptized in the 
name of jESuUs CHRIST, In order to the forgive- 
nefs of ¢ your ’ fins, and you fhall receive the gift 
of the IToly Spirit. For the promife is to you, 
and to your children, and to all that are afar off, 

40as many, as the Lord our Ged fhall call.” And 
with many other words ke bere his teftimony, 
and exhorted, faying, ‘‘ Be ye faved from this 
perverfe generation.” They therefore, who re- 
ceived his word with reacinefs, were baptized : 
and there were added to ‘ the difciples ? that very 
day about three thoufand fouls. 

And they continued ftedfaft in the apoftles doc- 
trine, and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, 
ardin prayer. And fear feil upon every foul s 
and many miracles, ard figns were wrought by 
the apoftles. And all that believed were in the 
fame place; and they had all things in common : 

45 and they fold their pofleflions, and effects, and 
divided thein to all, as every one had neceifity. 
And they continued unanimoufly in the temple 
every day; and bteaking bread from houfe to 
houfe, they partook of their refrefhment with 
joy and fimplicity of heart; prazfing God, and 
ὰ having 

* Pfal. cx. I 
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faving favour among all the people. And the 
Lord added: daily to the church thofe, who were 
faved, 


Now about that time Peter and John went up 4 
to the temple, at the hour of prayer, “ being ’ 
the ninth ‘hour *.’ And acertain man, who 
had been lume from his mother’s womb, was car- 
ried, whom they daily laid at the gate of the 
temple, which is called Beautiful, to δῇς alms of 
thofe that entered into the temple; who feeing 
Peter and Johg. about to go into the temple, beg- 
ged to receive an alms. But Peter, with John, 
Jooking ftedfaftly wpon him, faid, ‘* Look up- 
on us.” And he fixed his eyes upon them, ex- 5: 
pecting to receive fomething from them. But 
Peter faid, ““ Silver and gold I have none; but 
what I have, I give thee: In the name of jesus 
curist of Nazarcth, rife up, and walk.” And 
taking him by the right-hand, he raifed him up; 
and immediately his feet, and ancle-bones were 
ftrengthened, And leaning un, he food, and 
walked about, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and praifing God. 
And all the people faw him walking, and praifing 
God, and they knew him, that this was he, wholo 
had fate at the beautiful gate of the temple for 
alins; and they were filled with aftonifhment, 
and extafy at that which had befallen him. 

And while the laine man, who was healed, kept 
his hold of Peter and John, all the people ran to- 
gether τὸ them in amazement to the portico called 
Solomon’s, And Peter fecing “ this,’ anfwered 
the people, ** Ye men of Ifracl, whv do ye won- 
der at this? or why do ye fix your eyes on us, as 
if by our own power, or piety, wehad made this 
man to walk? The God of Abraham, and of 
Ifaac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers hath 

Bg. glorified 


* Three o'clock.in the afternoon, 
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glorified his fon yzsus, whom you delivered up, 
and renounced him in the prefence of Pilate, 
when he was determined to releafe him; but vou 
renounced the holy and righteous one, and de- 
15 fired a murderer might be granted unto you, and 
killed the prince of life; whom God hath raifed 
from the dead, of which we are witneffes: and 
* now ’ by faith in his name, he hath ftrengthened 
this man, whom you fee, and know: ‘ vea’ his 
name, and the faith, which is in him, hath given 
him * this perfect foundnefs hefore you all. And 
now, brethren, I know, that thro’ jgncrance you 
did “ it,’ as ‘did’ alfo your rulers; but God 
hath thus fulfilled thofe things, which he foretcld 
by the mouth of all his prophets, tuat CHRIST 
fhould fuffer. Repent, therefore, and turn ‘ to 
God,’ that fo your fins may bé bletted out; that 
feafcns of refrefhment may come from the pre- 
zofence of the Lord, and that ‘he may fend unto vou 
JESUS CHRIST, who was before appointed f+: 
whom indeed heaven muft receive till the times 
of the recuiaiion Of alt things, which God hath 
fpoken cf ¢ by the mouth of all his hely prophets 
from the beginning of time. For Mofes faid to 
the fathers, “5 Surely a prophet fhall the Lord 
‘< your God raife up unto you of your brethren, 
ἐς ἧκε unto me; him fhall ye hear, in all things 
«© whatfoever he fhall fay unto you: and 11 hhall 
“4 come to pafs, “ that” every foul, who will not 
“© hearken to that prophet, fhall be cut off from 
‘© among the people jj.’ Yea and al] the pro- 
phets from Samuel, and thofe that follow after, 
as manv as fpcke +, have alfo foretold thefe davs. 
25 You are the children of the prephets, and of the 
covenant, 


Αἴ the faith which is in yess, hath given reis 


man perfect fourdnefs, Xe. 1 So fome MSS. 
{ Or, concerning which ‘events > Ged hath fpoeken by, ὅς, 
|i Deut. xviil, 15, 18; 19. | Or, frem Samuel, ond as 


miany as have ipeken atterwards, have forerel. 
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covenant, which God conftituted with our fathers, 
faying to Abraham, ““ And in thy feed fhall all 
‘© the families of the earth be bleffed *.”? To 
you firft, God having raifed up his child jesus, 
hath fent him to blefs you; every one of you 
turning from your iniguities.” 


And while they were fpeaking to the people, “ἣν 
the pricfts cume upon them, and the captain of 
the temple. and the Sadducecs, being grieved 
that they taught the people, and preached the re- 
furrection from the dead in “ the perfon οὔ jE- 
sus. And they laid hands upcn them, and com- 
mitted them into cuftody unto the next day; for 
it was now evening. But many of thofe, who 
had heard the word, believed; and the number 
of the men became about five thoufand. And 5 
the next day their rulers, and elders, and fcribes 
gathered together at Jerufalem : and Annas the 
hizh-prieft, and Caiaphas, and John, and Alex- 
ander, and as many as were of the high-prieft’s 
kindred. And having fet them in the midft, 
they enquired, ** By what power, or in what 
name have you done this?”? Then Peter full of 
the Holy Spirit, faid unto them, ‘* O ye rulers 
of the people, and clders of Hrael, if we are this. 
day exumined about the benefit conferred upon 
the impotent man, by what means [16 is healed ; 
be it known to you all, and to all the people of 10 
Ifract, that by the name of jesus curisT of Na- 
garcth, whem you crucified, whem God hath 
ruled tom the dead, ‘ yea’* by nim this man 
Riucs before you found. This is the ftone, 
which was fet at noucht by you, builders, that is 
become the head of the corner +: And there is 
falyation in no other; neither is there any other 
name under heaven given among men, in which. 
we mutt be faved,” ,

6 Gen, nil, 4 UYiL, 18, aril, 8, + Pfal, Cxvill, 22. 
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_ Now when they faw the boldnefs of Peter and’ 
John, and underftood that they were illiterate 
men, and in private flations of life, they were 
aftonifhed: and they knew them, that they had 
been with yesus. And fecing the man that was 
cured ftanding with them;. they had nothing to- 

igfay againft ‘ it.’ But having ordered them to 
withdraw cut of the council, they conferred 
among themfelves, faying, “ What fhall we do 
with thefe men? for that indeed a fignal miracle 
hath been wrought by them,. is: manifelt to all 
the inhabitants of Jerufalem; and we cannot de- 
ay it. Nevecrthelefs that it may not any farther 
fpread among the people, let us feverely threaten 
them, thatthey fpeak no more to any man in this 
name.’’? And having called them, they charged 
them that they fhould not fpeak any more, or teach 
in the name of yesus. But Peter and John an- 
{wering them, faid, ‘* Whether it be righteous in 
the fight of God, to okey you rather than God, 

zojudge ye: for we cannot but fpeak the things, 
which we have feen, and heard.”? And having 
threatened them again, they difmified them; find- 
ing nothing for which they might punifh them, on 
account of the people; becaufe they all glorified 
God for that which was done: for the man, on 
whom this miracle of healing was wrought, was 
more than forty years old. 

And being difmiffed, they came to their own 
company, and related all that the chief priefts 
and elders had faid to them. And when they 
heard ‘it,’ they lift up their voice with one ac- 
cord to God, and faid,.** Lord,. theu art the 
Ged, who didft make heaven, and earth, and the 

25 fea, and all things, that arein them: who didit 
fay by the mouth of thy fervant David, ‘* Why did 
« the heathen rage,.and the people imagine vain 
* things? The kings of the earth fet themielves *, 
“ and 
® j,e. in battle array; 
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‘ and the rulers combined together againft the 
‘** Lord, and againft his Mefhah *.” For of a 
truth, againft thine holy child jesus, whom thou 
haft anointed +, both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, 
with the heathen, and the people of Ifracl, have 
combined, to do what thine hand, and thy coun- 
fel had before determined to bedone. And now, 
O Lord, regard their threatenings ; and give un- 
to thy fervants to fpeak thy word with all free- 


ν 


dom; whilft thou art ftretching out thine hand 30 


for healing ; and figns ,and wonders are done by 
the name of thy holy child γεευ5. And while 
they were praying, the place in which they were 
aflembled was fhaken; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Spirit, and they fpake the word 
of God with freedom. 


Now the heart and foul of the multitude of 
belicvers was one: nor did any one ‘ of them’ 
call any of his poffeffions his own; but all! things 
were commen amongft them. And with great 
power did the apoftles give forth their teftimony 


of the refurrection of the Lorp jesus; and great 
grace was upon them 81}. Neither was there any: 


one indigent perfon among them; for as many, 
as were proprietors of lands or houfes, {ald them, 


and brought the price of the things they fuld, and 45 


laid ‘it? down at the feet of the apollles; and 
diftribution was made to every one according as 
any had need. ὃ 
And Jofes, who by the apoftles was firnamed 
Barnabas (which being interpreted, fignifies, A 
fon of confolation) a Levite, * and’ by birth a 
Cyprian, having an eftate, fold it, and brought 
the money and laid it down at the feet of the 


apofties. But a certain man, named Ananias,-f& 


with Sapphira his wife, fold an eftate, and fe- 
B 6 creted 


* Pfal. ti. y, 2. tT Or, haft anointed-to do whatfe- 


ever thy hand and thy counfel detctmimed before to be done, , 


both Hered, ἅτ, 
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creted part of the price, his wife alfo being privy 
‘toit *;’ and bringing a certain part, he laid it 
down at the feet of the apoftles. But Peter faid, 
“Ὁ Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine heart, 
‘ that thou fhouldeft attempt’ to impofe on the 
Holy Spirit, and to fecrete part of the price of 
the land? While it remained, did it not continue 
thine? and when it was fold, was it not in thine 
own power? why halt thou admitted this thirg 
into thine heart? Thou haft not lyed to men, but 
gto God.” And Ananias hearing thele words, fll 
down, and expired: and great fear came cn all, 
that heard thefe things. Then the young men 
arofe, and hound him up, and carrying him ont, 
they buried him. And after the interval of about 
three hours, his wife alfo, not knowing what was 
done, came'in. And Peter faid to her, ““ Teil 
me whether you fold the land for fo much.” Ard 
fhe faid, ‘* Yes, for fo much.”?” Then Peter faid 
unto her, ‘* How is it, that you have confpired 
tocether to tempt the Spirit of the Lord. Behold 
the feet of thofe, who have been burying thy huf- 
band, ‘ are’ at the door, and they fhall carry 
1othee out.”” And immediately fhe fell down at his 
feet, and expired: and the young men coming 
in, found her dead, and carried her out, and bu- 
tried her by her hufband +. And great fear came 
upon 
* Or, confcions © of it.” + Some eminent critics 
propole a new arrangernent of the preceding and futfequent 
words, which according to the common verhon would run 
thus, ‘© AND great iear came upon ali the church, and 
on as manvas heard thefe things: And believers were the 
s¢ more added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and wo- 
«© men: And they were a)! with ene accord in Solomon’s 
« porch. And of the reft fi. e. fuch as were not really 
4“ converted] durft no man join himfelf to them: but the 
‘* people magnified them. 
<C And by the hands of the avoftles were many figns and 
*© wonders wrought, Infomuch that they brought forth 
« the fick into the ftreets, ὅς," See Bowyer's Gr. Τεῆ, 
2 vols, rzmo, 1763, 
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upon all the affembly, and upon all that heard 
thefe things. 

And many figns, and wonders were done among 
the people by the hands of the apoftles, (and they 
were all unanimoufly in Solomon’s portico, and 
none of the reit prefumed to join himfelf to them ; 
but the people magnified them: and multitudes 
both of men and women believing, were the more 
‘willingly ’ added to the Lord:) infomuch that 15 
along the ftreets they brought out the fick, and 
laid them on beds, and couches, that at leaft the 
fhadcw of Peter, coming by, might overfhadow 
fome of them. And multitudes alfo ‘ ont’ of 
the cities round about, came together to Jerufa- 
lem, bringing the fick, and thofe that were trcu- 
bled with unclean fpirits, who were all] healed. 

But the hijh-prieft arifine, and all they that 
were with him, which was the fe& of the Saddu- 
cees, were filled with zeal, and laid their hands 
en the apottles, and put them into the common 
prifon. But an angel of the Lord by night open- 
ed the doors of the prifon, and bringing them 
out, faid, ““ Go, and, prefenting yourfelves in 20 
the temple, fpeak to the people all the words of 
this πὲ. And hearing ‘ this,’ they went very 
early inte the temple, and taught. But the high- 
pricit being come, and they that were with him, 
they called together the Sanhedrim *, even the 
whole fenate of the children of Ufrael, and fent to 
the prifon to have them brought. But when the 
oihcers came, they found them not in the prifon. 
Returning therefore, they made their report, fay- 
ing, ‘* We found indeed the prifon fhut with all 
fafety, and the keeper ftanding without before 
the doors ; but having opened “ them,’ we found 
no one within.” Now when the ‘ high ’-priett, 
and the captain of the temple, and the chief 

prieits 

* The fupreme council of the Jews, confifting of 70 ele 
ders, or fenaters, 
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priefts heard thefe words, they doubted concern- 

zs5ing them, what this could be. But one came, 
and told them, faying, ‘*'Behold the men, whom 
ye put in prifon,. are ftanding in the temple, and 
teaching the people.’? Then the captain went 
with the officers, and brought them (not by vio- 
lence; for.they feared the: people left they fhould 
be ftoned:) and when they had brought them, 
they fet them before the Sanhedrim. And the 
high-prieft afked them, faying, ‘* Did we not 
ftriétly charge you, that you fhould not teach in 
this name? and, behold, you have filled Jerufa- 
lem with your doétrine, and would bring this 
man’s blood upon us.” But Peter and ‘ the reft 
of’ the apoftles anfwered, and. jaid,.** It is ne- 

10 ceffary to obey God, ratherthanmen. ‘The God 
of our fathers hath raifed up yesus, whom ye flew, 
hanging him on a tree: H1M hath God exalted 
at his right-hand ‘ to be’ a prince, and faviour 
to give repentance unto Ifrael, and remiffion of 
fins. And we are his witneffes of thefe things, 
and the Holy Spirit alfo, whom God hath given 
to them who fubmit to his government.” 

And when they heard ¢ this,? they grinded 
their teeth at them, and confulted how they might 
put them all to death. Buta certain Pharifee in 
the Sanhedrim, whofe name was Gamaliel, a doétor 
of the law, in great etteem among all the people, 
rofe up, and commanded the apoitles to be taken 

35 out for a little while: and he faid unto them, 
‘Ye men of Ifrael, take heed to yourfelves 
what you are about todo to thefe men; fome 
time ago Theudas arofe, pee himfelf to 
be fome extraordinary perfon; to whom a num- 
ber of men, about four hundred,. adhered: who 
was flain; and all who hearkened to him were 
{cattered, and came tonothing. After him Ju- 
das the Galilean arofe in the days of the enroll- 
ment, and drew a multitude of people after ἐπ 

an 
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and he was deftroyed; and all, who had heark- 
ened to him, were difperfed. And. with regard 
to the prefent affair,.I fay unto you, refrain from 
thefe men, and let them alone: for if this coun-- 
fel, or this work be of men,.it will. moulder 
away: but, if it be of God, you cannot diffolve ἴ 
it. ‘ And take heed ᾿ left you be found even 
fighters apainit God.’ And they yielded to4o: 
him; and having called in the apoitles, and 
fcourged then, they charped them not to {peak 
in the name of jesus, and difmiffed them. And: 
they departed from the prefence of. the Sanhe- 
drim, rejoicing,. that they were counted worthy 
to be expofed to infamy for the fake of his name. 
And every day they ceafed not in the temple, . 
and from houfe to houfe, ἴο teach,. and.to preach : 
yesus the Meffiah ".. 


Now in thofe days, the number of the difciples --: 
being multiplied, there arofe ἃ murmuring of the 
Grecians + againft the Hebrews,  becaufe their 
widows were neglected in the daily miniftration. 
And the twelve having called the: multitude of 
the difciples together, faid,. ** It is by no means 
agreeable, that we fhould leave the word of God - 
to uttend tables ;. therefore,, brethren, look out 
from among yourfelves feven men of an attefted 
character, full of the Holy Spirit-and of wif- 
dom, whom we may fet over.this affair: and we 
will conftantly attend to prayer;.and to the mi- 
niltry of the word.” And the fpeech was pleafing « ; 
to all the multitude, and they eleéted Stephen,.. 
aman full of faith and of: the Holy Spirit, and. 
Philip, and Prochorus,. and Nicanor, and ‘T'i-. 
mon, ind Parmenas, and Nicholas a profelyte 
of Anuoch; whom they prefented before the apof- 
tles: and they having prayed, laid ‘ their’ hands. 

upon 

® Or, pesus cHRIsT. + Or, Hellenifts; i. e, 
Jews, who υἱκὰ the.Greck language, 
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upon them. And the word of God grew; and 


the number of difciples in Jerufalem was ¢reatly 
multiplied; and a great multitude of prieits be- 
came obedient to the faith. 


And Stephen being full of grace and of power, 
wroucht many miracles, and great figns among 
the peopte. But there arofe fomce of the fynagogue, 
which 15 called * that’ of the Libertines *, and 
* fome ’ of the Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and 
of them of Cilicia, and Afia, difputing with Ste- 

1ophen. And they were not able to ftand agzinit 
the wifdom and fpirit with which he foake. Then 
they fuoorned men to fay, ““ We heard him fpeak 
blafphemous words againft Mofes, and ‘ againft’ 
Ged.” And they ftirred up the people and the 
elders and the Scribes, and fetting upon ‘ him,’ 
they dragged him away with them, and brought 
‘him ’ to the Sanhedrim. And they fet up falfe 
witneffes, who faid, ““ This man is inceflantly 
fpeaking blafphemous words againit this holy 
place, and the law: for we have heard him fay, 
that this Jefus of Nazarcth fhiall deflroy this place, 
and fhall change its cuftoms, which Mofes celi- 
15 vered to us.”? And all that fate in the Sanhe- 
drim, fixing their eyes upon hiin, faw his coun- 
tenance like the countenance of an angel. 
4% Then the high-prieit faid, ‘* Are thefe things 
᾿ indeed thus?”? And he faid, ““ Men, brethren, 
and fathers, hearken, The God of glory appeared 
to our father Abrahain, while he was in Meinpo- 
tamia, before he dwelt in Charran, aud {aid to 
him, ““ Depart from thy country, and from thy 
‘© kindred; and come into a land, which I will 
“4 fhew thee ¢.’? Then departing from the land 
of the Chaldeans, he dwelt in Charran: and from 
thence, after his father died, he caufed him to 
reriove 

* Probably fo called from their having been children of 

freed men, + Gen, xi, 3, 
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remove his habitation into this land, in which 
you now dwell. And he gave him no inheritance 5 
in it, not fo much as the dimenfions of his foot: 
neverthelefs he promifed to give it for a pofleffion 
to him, even to his feed after him, when ‘ as 
yet’ he had nochild. And God fpake “ το him’ 
thus,—that his feed fhould * fcjourn in a foreign 
‘land, and they fhall inflave and abufe them 
* four hundred years, And the nation to which 
‘« they fhall be inflaved, faid God, 1 will judge; 
‘© and afterwards they fhall come out, and ferve 
‘me in this place *.”” And he gave him the 
covenant of circumcifion; and fo he begat Ifaie, 
aud circumcifed him on the eighth day: And 
πὰς © begat ’ Jacobs and Jacob ‘ begat ’ the 
twelve patriarchs, And the patriarchs, moved 
with envy, fold Jofeph into Egypt: neverthelefs 
God was with him, and delivered him out of allio 
his affictions, and gave him favour and wifdom 
in the fight of Pharoah king of Egypt; and he 
ccnftituted him ruler over Egypt, and all his 
houfe. And a famine came upon all the land of 
E-gypt and Canaan, and great affliction; and our 
fathers did not find fuftenance. But Jacob hear- 
ing that there was corn in Egypt, fent our fa- 
thers firft; and the fecond time Jofeph was made 
known to his brethren; and the family of Jofeph 
was difcovered to Pharoah. And Jofeph fent, and 
invited his father Jacob, and all his kindred to 
him, amounting to feventy Five fouls +. 

“80 Jacob went down into Egypt, and died, τς 
he and our fathers: and they were carried over 
te Sychem, and were laid in the fepulchre, which 
Abraham 1 purchafed for a fum of money of the 


fons

fons of Emmor ὁ the father’ of Sychem. And 
as the time of the promife drew near, which God 
had fworn to Abraham, the people grew, and 
multiplied in Eoypt; till another king arofe, 
who knew not Jofeph. He forming crafty de- 
‘figns againft our kindred, treated our fathers in- 
jurioufly, by caufing their infants to be expoled, 
2othat their race might perifh: In which time Mo- 
fes was berm; and was exceeding beavtiful * ; 
and he was bred up for three months in his fa- 
ther’s houfe: and being expcfed, the daughter of 
Pharoah took him up, and nourifhed him for her 
own fon: and Mofes was educated in ali the wif- 
dom of the Egyptians; and he was mighty in 
difcourfes, and in aétions. But when he was ar- 
rived at the full age-of forty. years, 1t came into 
his heart to vifit his brethren, the children of If- 
rael. And beholding ‘ one of them ’ injured, he 
defended ‘him; ’ and fmiting the Egyptian, he 
2g avenged: him that was opprefled. And he fup- 
pofed, that his brethren would have underitood, 
that God would give them falvation + by his 
‘hand: but they did not underftand. And the 
- next day. he fhewed himfelf to them, as they were 
quarreling, and weuld have perfuaded them to 
peace, faying, ‘* Men, you are brethren, why 
do ye injure one another?” But he, that injured 
his neighbour, thruft him away, faving, ** Who 
hath made thee a ruler, and a jucge over us? 
wilt thou kill me, as thou didit yettercéay flay the 
Egyptian??? Then Mofes fled at this faying, and 
became a fojourner in the land of Midian; where 
30he bezat’two fons. And when forty years were 
fulfilled, the angel of the Lord cppeared to him 
in a fame of fire ina beth, in the wildernefs of 
mount Sinai. And Mofes feeing ‘ it,’ admired 
the vifion: and as he drew near to behold ‘11,’ 
the voice of the Lord came unto him, ‘ ee

“« Jacob *.” And Mofes trembled, and did not 
dare to behold “ τ.) And the Lord faid unto him, 
‘© Loofe thy fhoes from thy fect; for the place 
‘+ in which thou ftandeft is holy ground. IJ have 
“ furely feen the evil treatment of my people, 
‘* which are in Egypt, and Ihave heard their 
‘« proaning, and 1 am come down to deliver 
“« them: and now come, I will fend thee into 
“« Hoypt {.᾿ This Mofes, whom they re- 3§; 
nounced, faying, “ Who hath conftituted thee 
aruler, and a judge ??’ this very perfon did God 
by the hand of the angel, who appeared to him 
in the bufh, fend ‘ to be’ aruler, and a redeemer. 
He led them forth, doing wonders and figns in 
the land of Egypt, and in the Red Sea, and in 
the wildernefs for forty years. 

‘¢ This is that Mofes, who faid to the children. 
of Ifrael, ‘* A prophet fhall the Lord your God. 
‘‘ raife up unto you from amongft your bre- 
“4 thren, like unto me; him fhall you hear {.’” 
This is he, who was in the affembly in the wil- 
dernefs, with the angel, that fpake to him on- 
mount Sinal, and with our fathers, who received 
the lively oracles, to give unto us. To whom 
our fathers would not be obedient, but thruft him 
from them, and returned back again to Egypt in 
their hearts, faying to Aaron, ““ Make us Gods, 40 
who may march before us; for ‘as for’ this Mo- 
Tes, who brought us up out of the land of F.zypt,. 
we know not what is become of him.” And 
they made a calf in thofe days, and brought a 
fucrifice to the idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own hands. So God turned, and gave them 
up to worfhip the hoft of heaven; as it is written. 
in the book of the prophets, ‘* O ye houfe of If- 

“* τοὶ, 


* Exod, iii, 1, 2, 1 Exod. iii, s—ro, 1 Deut, 
Vili, 16, 
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“© rael, did ye offer vi@tims and facrifices to me 
“for forty years in the wildernmefs? And you 
have finc: taken up the tabernacle of Mclcch, 
ama the far of your god Remphan, ‘ even’ 
the figures, which you have made to worftip 
them: and § therefore ’ I will carry you away 
‘© beyoml Babylon *.’? The tabernacle of wit- 
nefs was with our fathers in the wildernefs, as he 
had appeinted, who fpake unto Mefes to maxe 
it according to the mcdel which he had feen : 
45 which alfo our fathers receiving, brought in with 
Jofhua into the poffeffion of the heathen, whom 
God drove out from Lefere the face of our ts- 
thers, + ὑπὸ] the days of Divid, who found ja- 
vour before Ged, and made it his petition to find 
a dwelling for the God of Jacob, Eut Soicmon 
built him an houfe: yet the Moft High dwellcth 
not in temples made with hands; as faith the pro- 
phet, ‘‘ Heaven ‘is’ my throne, and the earth 
“4 Cis’ my footftool: what houfe will you build 
‘* for me, faith the Lord? or what ‘is’ the place 
50° of my reft? Hath not my hand made all thefe 
‘ things {?” 

“ΟἿ γε ftiff_necked, and uncircumcifed in heart 
and ears, ye always do refift the Holy Spint: As 
your fathers ‘ did,’ fodo ye. Which of the pro- 
phets did not your fathers perfecute? yea, they 
flew thofe, who fpake before of the coming of 
.that rightcous one; of whom you have now be- 
come the betrayers, and murderers. Who have 
received the law thro’ ranks of angels jf. and have 
not kept it.” And hearing theie things, they 
were cut to the heart §, and they enafhed * their’ 

sstecth uponhim. But he, being full of aul 
put,

their hearts were fawn alunder, 
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Spirit, lool:ing up ftedfaftly towards heayen, faw 
the glory of God, and jesus ftanding at the 
right-hand of God. And he faid, ““ Behold, I 
iec the heavens opencd, and the fon of man ftand- 
ine at the right-hand of God.” But crying out 
with a loud voice, they ftopped their ears, and 
rufhed upon him with one accord. And -cafling 
‘him’ out of the city, they ftoned * him *:’ and 
the witnefles laid down their garinents at the feet 
ef ἃ young man, whofe name was Saul. And 
they itoned Stephen invoking and faying, ‘‘ LorD 
Jesus, receive my fpirit.”” And bending his 60 
knees, he cried out with a loud voice, ‘‘ O Lord, 
charge not this fin to‘their account.”” And when 
he had faid this, he fell afleep. And Saul was 
well plealed with his flaughter. 

And in that ‘ very’ day there was a great per--%- 
fecution againtt the church in Jerufalem; and 
they were all difperfed thro’ the regions of Judea, 
and Samaria, except the apoftles. And devout 
men carried Stephen forth ‘ to his burial,’ and made 
great lamentation for him. But Saul made havoc 
of the church, entring into houfes; and dragging 
men and women, ‘ whom ’ he committed to pri- 
fon. Neverthelefs they who were difperfed, went 
about preaching the word. 


Then came Philip to the city of Samaria, and 5 
preached curisr unto them. And the people 
unantmoufly attended to the things, that were 
fpoken by Philip; as they heard and faw the mi- 
racles which he performed. For unclean {pirits, 
which had poffeffed many, crying with ‘a loud 
voice, came out uf them; and many, who were 
paralytic and lame, were healed. And there was 
great joy in that city. But there was a certain 
man, named Simon, who had before in the fame 
city ufed magic, and aftonifhed the nation of 

. Samaria; 
® Some propofe, They gathered ftones,”’ 
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Samaria; pretending himfelf to be fome extraor- 
aodinary perfon: to whom they all paid regard 
from the leaft tothe greateit, faying, ‘‘ This mar 
1s the great power of God.” And they paid re- 
gard to him, becaufe he had for a long time afto- 
nifhed them with ‘ his ’ enchantments. But 
when they gave credit to Philip, preaching the 
things concerning the kingdom of God and the 
name of Jesus CHRIST, they were baptized both 
men and women. And Simon himfelf alfo be- 
lieved; and being baptized, he kept near to Phi- 
lip, beholding with amazement the great and 
powerful miracles, which were wrought. 
Now when the apoftles, who were at Jerufa- 
lem, heard that Samaria had received the word 
zs of God, they fent to them Peter and John; who 
going down, prayed for them, that they might 
receive the Holy Spirit: (for he was not yet fallen 
on any of them; only they were baptized in the 
naine of the Lorp jesus.) Then they laid 
‘their’ hands on them, and they received the 
Holy Spirit. Now when Simon faw, that the 
Holy Spirit was given by the impofition of the 
apoftles hands, he offered them money, faying, 
“© Give me alfo this power, that on whomfocver 
I lay hands, he may receive the Holy Spirit.” 
20 But Peter faid to him, “" Let thy money go with 
thee to deftruction, fince thou haft thought the 
gift of God might be purchafed with: moncy. 
Thou haft no part, nor lot in this matter; for 
thine heart is not upright in the fight of God. 
Repent therefore of this thy wickednefs; and bey 
of God, if perhaps the thought of thy heart may 
be forgiven thee: for] perceive, that thou art in 
the gall “of bitternefs, and bond of iniquity.” 
And Simon anfwered, and faid, ““ Make your 
fupplications to the Lord on my behalf, that none 
of thefe things, which ye have fpoken, may come 

upon me.” 
; When 
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‘When therefore they had borne their teftimo-2¢5 
my *, and had fpoken the word of the Lord, they 
turned back for Jerufalem ; and preached the 
gofpel in many villages of the Samaritans. 

And an angel of the J.ord fpake to Philip, fay- 
ing, ‘© Arife, and go towards the fouth by the 
way that. goeth down from Jerufalem to Gaza, 
which is defart.”” And he arofe, and took his 
journey: and behold a certain Ethiopian eunuch, 
a grandee of Candace, the queen of the Ethio-. 
Pians, that was over all her treafure, who had 
come to worfhip at Jerufalem, was returning, and 
fate in his chariot reading the prophet Maiah. 
And the Spirit faid to Philip, ““ Approach, and 
join thyfelf to this chariot.”?” And Philip running 30 
up, heard him read in the prophet Ifaiah, and 
faid, ““ Doft thou underftand thofe things, which 
thou art reading?” And he faid, ‘* How can I, 
unlefs fome one fhould guide me?” And he re- 
gueited Philip, that he would come up, and fit 
with him. Now the period of fcripture, which 
he was reading was this; ““ He was brought.to 
‘* the flanghter, asa fheep, and as a lamb before 
“Ὁ its fhearers ‘is’ dumb, fo he opened not his 
“4 mouth. In his humiliation his judgment was 
** taken away; and who fhall declare his gene- 
“4 ration? for his lite is cut off from the earth +.” 
And the eunuch anfwering Philip, faid, ‘‘ I be- 
feech thec, of whom doth the prophet fay this? 
of hin(elf, or fome other perfon?” Then Philip 35 
opened his mouth, and beginning from this {crip-_ 
tacc, preached to him jesus. And, as they: 
went along the way, they came to a certain wa- 
ter, and the eunuch faid, ‘* Behold © here is” 
water; what fhould hinder my being baptized ?” 
And Philip faid, “ 1f thou believeft with all thy 

heart, 

* Sc, to the truth of the gofpel. + i.e. his humble 
Qation expofed him to injuflice: and who can defcribe the 
w ickednels of the age ia which he appeared, Ifa, lili, 7» 8. 
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heart, it may lawfully be done.” And he an- 
{wering, faid, ‘* I believe that yesus CHRIST is 
the fon of God.”’ And he ordered the chariot to 
ftop, and they both went down to * the water, 
both Philip and the eunuch; and he baptized 
him. And when they were come up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord fnatched away Phi- 
lip, and the eunuch faw him no more: for he 
40 went on his way rejoicing. But Philip was found 
at Azotus +; and- going on from thence, he 
preached the gofpel in all the cities, till he came 
to Cefarea ᾿ ; 
pe ΑΡ {χ.γ:776 pits Ore 

a But Saul ftill breathing out threatenings and 
flaughter againft the difciples of the Lord, came 
to the high-prieft, and petitioned for letters from 
him to the fynagogues at Damafcus, that if he 
found any of that way 1, whether they were men, 
or women, he might bring them bound to Jeru- 
falem. And as he was proceeding on his jour- 
ney, and was come near to Damafcus, on a fud- 
den a light from heaven fhone around him, and 
he fell to the ground, and heard a yaice faying 
unto him, ‘ Saul, Saul, why doft thou perfecute 
gme?”? And he faid, ‘* Who art thou, Lord?” 
And the Lord faid, ‘‘ Iam jesus |], whom thou 
perfecuteft. ‘ Itis’ hard for thee to kick againft 
the goads."" And trembling, and amazed, he 
faid, ** Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 
And the Lord faid unto him, ‘‘ Arife, and go 
into the city, and it fhall be told thee what 
thou mult do 8." Andthe men, who traveled 
with him, ftood aftonifhed, hearing indeed the 
voice +, but feeing no onc. Then Saul arofe

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from the earth ; and tho’ his eyes were open, he 
faw no man: but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him to Damafcus. And he was three 
days without fight, and neither cat, nor drank. 
Now there was a certain dilciple at Damafcus, 19 
whofe name was Ananias, and the Lord faid ta 
him in a vifion, ‘© Ananias.”” And he faid, 
ἐς Behold I “ am here,’ Lord.”? And the Lord 
‘faid’ to him, ** Arife, and go to that which is 
called the Straight Street, and enquire in the 
houfe of Judas, For aman of Tarfus, whofe name 
is Saul; for behold he is praying; and he hath 
feen in a vifion, a man whofe name ig Ananias 
coming in, and laying ‘ his’? hand upon him, 
that he might recover his fight.””,. And Ananias 
anfwered, ‘* Lord, Ihave heard by many con- 
cerning this man, how much evil he hath dene 
to thy faints at Jerufalem ; and here he hath au- 
thority from the chief-priefts to bind all thae in- 
voke thy name.” But the Lord faid unto him,s¢ 
*¢ Go thy way; for this man is to me a chofen 
vellel, to ἅδη my name before nations, and kings, 
and the children of Ifrael: for I will thew him 
how many things he muft fuffer for my name.” 
Then went Ananias, and entered into the 
houfe ; and laying his hands upon him, he faid, 
“. Brother Saul, the Lord, ‘ cven’ yesus, who 
appeared to thee on the way, as thou camett, hath 
fent me, that thou mighteft receive thy fight, and 
be filled with the Holy Spirit.” And immedi- 
ately there fell from his eyes “ fomething ’ like 
{cules ; and he prefently recovered his fight, aud 
τοῖς, and was baptized; and having received 
food, he was ftrengthened. And Saul was for 
feveral days with the difciples at Damafcus. And20 
immediately he preached Chrift in the fyna~ ,) 
gogues, that he is the fon of God. And all that fi 
heard him were aftonifhed, and faid, “ Is not.’ 
this he, who in Jerufalem {fpread defolation 
΄ς among 


1Χ 
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among them, who called on this name; anJ 
came hither to this end, that he might carry them 
bound to the chief priefts?”” ButSaul was flrength- 
ened fo much the more; and confounded the Jews, 
that dwelt at Damafcus, evincing that this is the 
Mefliah *. And when many days were fulfilled, 
the Jews confpired to kill him: but their defign 
was-made known to Saul; and they watched the 
gates day and night to murder him. But the dir- 
ciples took him by night, and let ‘ him’ down 
by the wall in a bafket. And when Saul wa, 
come to Jerufalem, he attempted to afloctate with 
the difciples; but they all feared him, not be- 
hieving that he was a difciple. But Barnabas 
taking him, brought ‘ him ’ to the apofiles, and 


related to them, how he had feen the Lord in the 


way, and that he had fpoken to him, and how 
tchad preached boldly at Damafcus in the name 
«:yesus. And he was with them coming in, 
and going out at Jerufalem, and preaching boldly 
in the name of the Lord jesus. And he fpake, 
and difputed with the Hellenifts, but they at- 


zotempted to kill him; and the brethren being in- 


35 


formed ‘ of it,’ conduéted him to Caefarea, and 
fent him away to Tarfus. Then the churches 
thro’ all Judea, and Galilee, and Samaria, be- 
ing edified, had reft ; and walking in the fear of 
the Lord, and in the confolation of the Holy 
Spirit, were multiplied. 


Now it came to pafs, that Peter making a pro- 
grefs thro’ all “ parts ¢,’ came alfo to the faints 
that dwelt at Lydda. And he found there a cer- 
tain man, whofe name was Aeneas, who hada 
palfy, and had kept his bed eight years. And 
Peter faid to him, ** Aeneas, jEsus the Meffiah 
healeth thee ; arife, and make thy bed.”” And 
he arofe immediately. And all the ee 

.οΟ 

5 Or, CHRIST: +. OF the neighbouring country. 
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ef Lydda, and Saron * faw him, and turned to 
the Lord. 

And there was at Joppa a certain female difc1- 
ple, named Tabitha, who by interpretation is 
called Dorcas, ‘ and’ fhe was full of good works, 
and alms-deeds, which fhe did. And it came to 
pafs in thofe days, that fhe was fick, and died. 
And when they had wafhed her, they laid her in 
an upper chamber. And as Lydda was near Jop- 
pa, the difciples hearing that Peter was there, 
fent two men to him, intreating him that he 
would not delay to come to them. And Peter 
arofe, and went withthem. And when he was 
come, they brought him into the upper chamber ; 
and all the widows ftood by him weeping, and 
fhewing the coats, and mantles, which Dorcas 
made, while fhe was with them. And Peter put-4e 
ting them all out, kneeled down and prayed ; 
and turning to the body, he faid, ‘‘ Tabitha, 
arife.”” And fhe opened her eyes, and feeing Pe- 
ter, fatup. And giving her his hand, he raifed 
her up; and having called the faints and widows, 
he prefented her alive. And “ this’ was known 
throughout all Joppa; and many believed in the 
Lord. And he continued many days at Joppa, 
in the houfe of one Simon a tanner. | 


Now there was ἃ certain man in Caefarea, named -% 
Cornelius, a centurion, of that, ‘ which is’ 
called the Italian band +, a man of piety, and 
one that feared God, with all his houfe; giving 
alfo much alms to the people, and praying ta 
God continually. He evidently faw in a vifion 
about the ninth hour { of the day, an angel of 
God coming in to him, and faying to him, 
** Cornelius.”” And having fixed his cyes upon 


C2 him, 
© Or, Sharon, a besutiful vale. σ Chron. xxvii. 29.

(about so00 mén.) J Three in the.afternoon, 
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him, he was afraid, and faid, ““ What is it, 
Lord?”’ And he faid to him, «“ Thy pravers, 
and thine alms are come up as a memorial before 
5 God. And now fend men to Joppa, and fetch 
hither ‘ one’ Simon, whofe firname is Peter: he 
lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, whofe houle is 
by the fea fide: ke fhall tell thee what thou mutt 
do.” As foon then as the angel, who fpake to 
Cornelius, was gone, he called two cf his domel- 
tics, and a pious foldier of them that waited 
upon him ; and having related to them all " thefe ’ 
things, he fent them to Joppa. On the next day, 
while they were on their journey, and drew near 
the city, Peter went up to the top of the houfe 
Zoto pray about the fixth hour *. And he was very 
hungry, and would have taken a little refrefl;- 
ment; but while they were preparing, he fell 
into an extafy 1; and he faw heaven opened, and 
fomething defcending to him, like a great fheet, 
faitened at the four corners, and let down to the 
earth: in which there were all ‘ forts of ’ things, 
* even’ four-footed animals of the earth, and wild 
beafts, and reptiles 1, and fowls of the air. And 
ahere came a voice to him, “" Rife, Peter, kill, 
and eat.”” But Peter faid, ‘‘ By no means, Lord, 
for I have never eaten any thing, which is cam- 
z5mon, or unclean.” And the voice “ faid ’ te 
him again the fecond time, ‘* Thofe things, 
-which God hath cleanfed, do not theu call com. 
mon.’” And this was done three times, and the 
fheet || was taken up into heaven again. 

While Peter was doubting in himfelf what the 
vifion which he had feen might import, beholc 
the men, who were fent from Cornelius, having 
enquired out the houfe of Simon, ftoad at the 
door; and calling, they atked, if Simon, νηοί 
firname was Peter, Jodged there. Now, as Pe 

te

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fet was reflecting on the vifion, the fpirit faid 
unto him, ‘* Behold three men are enquiring for 
thee; arife therefore, and go down, and take the 20 
journey with them without any fcruple: for I 
have fent them.’”? Then went Peter down to the 
men who were fent to him from Cornelius ; and 
fad, * Behold, 1 am the inan whom you enquire 
for: what is the caufe for which you are come: 
hither??? And they faid, ‘* Cornelius the centu- 
rien, arighteous man, who feareth God, and 
hath acharatter attefted by all the Jewith peopic, 
hath been divinely inftruéted by an holy angel to 
fend for thee to his houfe, and to hear words from 
thee.” ‘Having therefere called them in, he en- 
tertained ‘them,’ and the next day Peter fet out 
with them: and fome of the brethren, who were 
of Joppa, went with him. And the next day 
they entered into Cacfarea; and Cornelius was 
waiting tor them, having called together his re- 
lations and intimate friends. 

And, as Peter was entering, Cornelius met25 
him, and falling down at his feet, worfhipped 
him *. But Peter rarfed him up, faying, ‘* Arie, 
J alfo myfelf am aman.” And difcourfing with 
him, he went in, and found many gathered to- 
gether. And he faid to them, “ You know 
that itis unlawful for aman, that is a Jew, to 
join with, or to come into the houfe of one of 
another nation: neverthelefs God hath fhewn 
me, that I am to call no man common, or un- 
clean. Wherefore when I was fent for I came 
without debate: I afk therefore on what account 
you have fent for me?” And Cornelius faid, 3 
“. Four ans ago I was falting till this hour, and 
at the ninth hour I prayed in my houfe, and be- 
hold a man ftood before me in bright raiment, 
and faid, ‘* Cornelius, thy prayer is heard, and 
thine alms are remembered before God: fend 

ς 4 there- 
* Or, proftrated himfeclf before him, 
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therefore to Joppa, and call hither Simon, whofe 
firname is Peter ; he lodgeth in the houfe of ‘ one’ 
Simon a tanner, by the fea fide; who when he 
is come, fhall fpeak unto thee.’ Immediately 
therefore I fent to thee, and thou halt done well 
in coming. Now therefore we are all here pre- 
fent before God, to hear al] things which God 
hath given thee in charge.” 
Then Peter opening his mouth, faid, ** Of a 
truth 1 perceive, that God is no refpeéter of per- 
35fons; but in every nation, he that feareth him, 
and worketh righteoufnefs, is acceptable to him. 
‘ This is? that meflage, which he fent to the 
children of Ifrael, proclaiming the glad tidings 
of peace by jesus curist, who is Lord of all. 
You know the report, there was thro’ all Judea, 
which began from Galilee, after the baptifm 
which John preached, ‘ concerning ’ jesus of 
Nazareth ; how God ancinted him with the Holy 
Spirit, and with power; who went about doing 
good, and healing all, who were opprefied by 
the devil; for God was with htm. ἀπά we are 
witneffes of all things, which he did, both in the 
region of the Jews, and in Jerufalem: whom they 
40 flew, hanging him uponatree *. This very per- 
fon hath God raifed up on the third day, and hath 
given him to become manifeft, not to all the peo- 
ple, but to witneffes before appointed by God, 
“even’ to us, who have eaten and drunk with 
him after he rofe from the dead. And he hath 
given in charge to us to proclaiin to the people, 
and to teftify, that itis he who 15 appointed by 
God ‘to be’ the judge of the living, and the 
dead. To him bear al! the prophets witnefs, that 
every one, who believeth on him, fhall receive 
the forgivenefs of fins by his name.” While 
Peter was yet fpeaking thefe words, the Holy 
Spirit fell upon all that were hearing the word ᾿ 
an 


# Or, gibbet, 
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and they of the circumcifion, who believed, as45 
many as came with Peter, were aftonifhed, that 
the gift of the Holy Spirit was poured out upon 
the Gentiles alfo: for they heard them fpeaking 
in ‘ diverfe ’ languages, and gloritying God. 
‘hen Peter anfwered, ‘© Can any one forbid 
water, that thefe perfons fhould not be baptized, 
who have received the Holy Spirit, as well as 
wei’? And he ordered them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord. And they intreated him to 
continue with them feveral days. 


Now the apoftles, and brethren, who were in ἐν 
Judea, heard that the Gentiles alfo had received 
the word of God. And when Peter was come up 
to Jerufalem, they, who were of the circumcifion, 
contended * with him, faying, ‘‘ Thou didit go 
in to men, who were uncircumeifed, and didit 
cat ‘ with them.” And Peter beginning, opened 
to them ‘ the matter’ in order, faying, ‘* Il wass 
praying in the city of Joppa, and, 1n a trance, 
I faw a vifion, fomething like a great fheet de- 
fcending from heaven, let down by the four cor- 
ners, and it came clofe to me: and looking at- 
tentively upon it, 1 obferved and faw four-footed 
creatures of the earth, and wild beafts, and rep- 
tiles, and fowls of the air: and I heard a voice 
faying to me, ‘* Arife, Peter, kill, and eat :’” 
But 1 faid, ““ By no means, Lord, for nothing 
common, or unclean, hath ever entered into my 
mouth.’’ And the voice anfwered me the fecond 
time from heaven, ‘* Thofe things, which God 
hath cleanfed, do not thou call common.” And1o 
this was done three times. And all the things 
were drawn up again into heaven. And behold 
at that inftant three men were come to the houfe, 
in Which | was, fene from Caefarea to me. And 
the Spirit commanded me to go with them with- 

C 4 out 
* Or, cxpoftulated, 
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out any feraple: and thefe fix brethren alfo went 
along with me. And we entered into the man’s 
houfe: and he told us, how he had feen an angel 
ftanding in his houfe, and faying to him, ‘* Send 
men to Joppa, and fetch hither Simon, whofe fir- 
name is Peter; who fhall fpeak words to thee, by 
which thou and all thy family fhall be faved.” 
And as I began to fpeak, the Holy Spirit fell 
upon them, even as upon us at the beginning. 
And I remembered the word of the Lord, how 
he faid, ““ John indeed baptized with water, but 
‘© you fhall be baptized with the Holy Spirit *.”’ 
Since therefore God gave to them the fame gift, 
as ‘ he did’ to us who had believed on the Lord 
JESUS CHRIST, what was I, that] fhould be able 
to prohibit + God ?’? And when they heard thefe 
things, they acquiefced, and glorified God, fay- 
ing, ‘© God hath then given to the Gentiles alfo 
repentance anto life.”

Now therefore they, who were difperfed by 
the diftrefs which arofe about Stephen, travelled 
as far as Phoenicia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the word to none but the Jews only. 

20 But fome of them were men of Cyprus, and Cy- 
rene, who having entered into Antioch, fpake to 
the Greeks, preaching the Lord jesus, And 
the hand of the Lord was with them, and a great 
number believed, and turned unto the Lord. 
And the report concerning them camc to the ears 
of the church that was at Jerufalem; and they 
fent forth Barnabas to go as far as Antioch. 
Who when he was come, and beheld the grace 
of God, rejoiced, and exhorted them all to ad- 
here to the Lord with full determination of heart; 
for he was a good man, and full of the Holy Spi- 
rit, and of faith: anda confiderable number were 

2cadded unto the Lord. Then Barnabas, went to 
Tarfus, 
Φ Adsl. 5. + Or, ferbid. 
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Tarfus to feek Saul; and finding him, he brought 
him to Antioch. And it came to pafs that they 
affembled in the church for a whole year, and 
taught confiderable numbers; and the di{(ciples 
were by divine appointment firt named CHRIST- 
tans at Antioch. And in thefe days prophets 
came from Jerufalem to Antioch, And one’ of 
them, whofe name was Agabus, ftood up, and 
fignified by the Spirit, that there fhould fhortly 
be a great famine over all the land: which came 
to pais in the days of Claudius Caefar. And the 
difciples determined, that according to the re- 
f{pective abilitics of each, they fhould fend to the 
affiftance of the brethren, who dwelt in Judea. 
And this they did, fending “ it’ to the elders by 30 
the hands of Barnabas and Saul. 


Now about that time Herod the king laid handg-%- 
on fome of the church, to affiét them. And he. 
flew James the brother of John with the fword. 
And as he faw that ‘ this ’ was acceptable to the 

ews, he went on to feize Peter alfo: and it was 
in the days of unleavened bread. And having 
ferzed him, he put him in prifon, delivering him 
to the cuftody of four quaternions of foldiers *, 
intending after the paffover to bring him out to 
the people. In the mean time, therefore, Peter¢ 
was keptin the prifon; but carneft and continued 
prayer was made to God on his account by the 
church, 

And when Herod was ready to have brought 
him out +, ‘ even’ that very night, Peter was 
fleeping between two foldiers, bound with two 
chains ; and the guards before the door were 
keeping the prifon. And behold an angel of the 
Lord prefented himfelf, and a light fhone in the 
houfe; and giving Peter a blow on the fide, he 

C 5 awoke 

5. Sixtcen foldiers, who were to guard him by turns, four 

at a time, t To exccution, 
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awoke him, faying, ““ Arife quickly :” and his 
chains fell off from his hands. And the angel 
faid to him, ““ Gird thyfelf, and bind on thy 
fandals,’’ and he did fo. And he faith to him, 
‘* Throw thy mantle round thee, and follow 
me.’” And going out, he followed him, and he 
did not know that what was done by the angel 
was ttue ‘and real,’ but fuppofed that he had 

1ofeen a vifion. And paffing thro’ the firft and fe- 
cond watch, they came to the iron gate, that 
leads into the city ; which opened to them of its 
own accord. And going out, they went thro’ one 
ftreet, and immediately the angel departed from 
him. And Peter being come to himfelf, faid, 
<< Now IJ know truly that the Lord hath fent his 
angel, and hath delivered me from the hand of 
Herod, and from all the expectations of the Jewifh 
people.” And recollecting, he came to the houfe 
of Mary, the mother of John, who was firnamed 
Mark; where many were gathered together, 
praying. 

And as Peter knocked at the door of the outer 
gate, a maiden, whofe name was Rofe *, went 
to enquire, who was there. And knowing Pe- 
ter’s voice, tranfported with joy, fhe did not open 
the gate, but running in, told ‘ them ’ that Pe- 

1g ter was ftanding at the gate. And they faid to 
her, ‘* Thou art diftraéted:” but fhe confidently 
affirmed that it was fo. Then they faid, ‘* It is 
his angel 1.᾽ But Peter continued knocking ; and 
when they had opened ‘ the door,’ they faw him, 
and were aftenithied. And he beckoned to them 
with * his ? hand to be filent, and related to them 
how the Lord had condu@ed him out of prifon. 
And he faid, “" Inform James and the brethren 
of thefe things :” and departing, he went to ano- 
ther place. And as foon as it was day, there 
was no fmall tumult among the foldiers, what 
Was 

® Rhoda, in Greek, + Some render it, His miefliager, 
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was become of Peter. And Herod fearching for 
him, and not finding him, examined the keepers, 
and ordered them to be led away toexecution. And . 
pafling from Judea to Caefarea he abode " there.’ 
And Herod was highly incenfed againft the Ty-2z0 
rians and Sidonians ; but they unanimoufly came 
before him; and gaining Blaitus the king’s 
chamberlain to their intereft, they begged for 
peace, becaufe their country was nourifhed by 
that of the king. 

And upon a fet day, Herod, betng arayed in 
a royal habit and feated upon the throne, made 
an oration to them. And the people cried out, 
** It is the voice of a god, and not of a man.” 
But immediately an angel of the Lord fmote him, 
becaufe he pave not God the glory: and being 
eaten with worms, he expired. And the word of 
God grew, and was multiplied. Anp Barna- 25 
bas and Saul having fulfilled their miniftry, re- 
turned from Jerufulem, bringing along with them 
John, whofe firname was Mark. 


Now there were in the church that was at An- -t 
tioch, certain prophets and teachers ; particularly 
Barnabas, and Simeon, who was called Niger, 
and Lucius the Cyrenean, and Manaen who 
was cducated with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 
And as they were minittering to the Lord, and 
falling, che Holy Spirtt faid, “4 Separate to me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work to which I have 
called them.” And having fafted and prayed, 
and laid their hands upon them, they difmiffed 
them, ‘They therefore being fent out by the 
Toly Spirit, departed to Seleucia, and from thence 
they failed to Cyprus, and being arrived at Sa- ς 
Jamis, they preached the word of God in the fy- 
nagogue of thc Jews ; and they had alfo John for 
their attendant. And having traver(ed the ifland, 
as far as Paphos, they founda certain Jew, a 

C6 magician 
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magician ‘ and’ falfe prophet, whofe name was 
Bar-jefus, that was with the proconful Sergius 
Paulus, a prudent man; who calling for Barmna- 
bas and Saul, defired to hear the word of God. 

But Elymas, the magician (for that was his name 
when tranflated) withftood them, endeavouring 
to turn away the proconful from the faith. Then 
Saul (who ts alfo “ called’ Paul) being filled with 
the Holy Spirit, and looking ftedfaitly upon him, 

rofaid, ‘* O thou, ‘ who art?’ full of all deceit and 
of all wickednefs, thou fon of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteoufnefs! wilt thou not ceafe 
to pervert the right ways of the Lord? and be- 
hold now the hand of the Lord is upon thee, and 
thou fhalt be blind and not fee the fun for a 
time.” And immediately a mift and darknefs 
fell upon him; and going about, he fought fome 
to lead him by the hand. Then the proconful, 
feeing what was done, believed, being ftruck 
with the doctrine of the Lord. 

And loofing from Paphos, they who were with 
Paul, came to Perga in Pamphylia, but John * 
withdrew himfelf from them, and returned to je- 
rnfalcm. Neverthelefs they going on from Perga, 
came to Antioch in Pifidia, and entering into the 
fynagogue on the fabbath-day, they fat down. 

15 And after the reading of the law and the pro- 
phets, the rulers of the fynagogue fent to them, 

_ saying, “* Men, ‘and’ brethren, if you have 
any word of exhortation to the people, fpeak “ it.”* 
Then Paul ftood up, and waving his hand, faid, 
“© Ye men of Ifrael, and ye that fear God, heark- 
en! The God of this people of Ifrael chole our 
fathers, and raifed ¢ the people while fojourning 
in the land of Egypt, and led them oat of it with 
an uplifted arm. And for the fpace of about forty 
years he endured their behaviour in the τῶν 

pe So 


* Sirnamed Mark. + From their rrotrate cone 
dition, 
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nefs. And having caft out feven nations in the 
land of Canaan, he diftributed their country to 
them for an inheritance. And after thefe tranf- 20 
actions, which lafted about four hundred and fifty 
years, he gave ‘ them” judges, till Samuel the 
prophet. And from that time they defired a 
king; and God gave them Saul the fon of Kith, 
a man of the tribe of Benjamin, for the term-of 
forty years. And having removed him, he raifed 
up to them David fora king; to whom alfo he 
gave teitimony, and faid, ‘‘ I have found David, 
‘** the fon of Jeffe, ἃ man according to mine own 
“* heart, who fhall do alt my will ". Of this 
man’s feed, accordinp to the promife, God hath 
raifed wp unto Hrae! jesus the Saviour; John 
having, to introduce his appearance, before 
preached the baptifm of repentance unto all the 
people of Ifrael. And when John was fulfilling his z¢ 
courte, he faid, ““ Whom do you imagine me to 
** be? Iam not ‘ he;’ but behold there cometh. 
‘* one after me, the fhoes of whofe feet I am not. 
‘* worthy to unloofe.’? Men‘ and’ brethren, chil-- 
dren of the family of Abraham, and thofe among 
you that fear God, unto you is the word of this 
falvation fence: For the inhabitants of Jerufalem,,. 
and their rulers +, not knowing him, nor the 
sayings of the prophets, which are read. every 
tabbath-day, have fulfilled * them ᾽ in condemn- 
ing him. And cho’ they could find no caufe of 
death ‘in him,’ yet they requefted Pilate, that 
he might be exccuted. And when they had ac- 
complifhed all things that were written concern- 
ina hum, taking him down from the crofs, they 
lid him inatemb, But God raifed him up from 39 
the dead: and he appeared for feveral days to 
thofe,. 


Βα Sam. ΧΗ, 14. Pfal. Ixex. 20, + Or, by 
cendemning him, have ignorantly even fulfilled the words. 
qu. the prophets, which are read every fabbath-day, 2, 
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thofe, that came up with him from Galilee to Je- 
rufalem, who are his witnefles to the people. 
And we bring you good tidings, that the very 
promife, which was made to the fathers, God 
hath accomplifhed to us their children, in raifing 
up JESUS; as it is alfo written in the fecond 
Pfalm *, ** Thou art my fon, this day have I 
ae caf Sales thee.” .And becaufe he hath raifed 
him from the dead, no more to return to corrup- 
tion, he hath faid thus, ‘‘ I will give you the fure 
35‘* mercies of David +.” Wherefore alfo in ano- 
ther “ place’ he faith, ‘* Thou wilt not permit 
‘‘ thine holy one to fee corruption 1. Now 
David having ferved his own generation accord- 
ing to the will of God ]j, fell aflcep, and was 
gathered to his fathers, and faw corruption. But 
he whom God raifed up, did not fee corruption. 
Be it known therefore unto you, men ‘ and’ 
brethren, that by him the remiffion of fins is 
preached unto you: and by him every one that 
believeth is juftified from all things, from which 
4o ye could not be juitified by the law of Mofes. See 
to it therefore, that what is fpoken in the pro- 
phets may not come upon you; ‘* Behold, ye 
‘© defpifers, and wonder, and difappear +; for 
‘¢ J perform a work in your days, a work which 
‘ye fhall not believe, 1f any one tell it you §.” 
But while the Jews were going out of the fyra- 
ogue, the Gentiles defired that thefe words might 
ξ fpoken to them the following fabbath, And 
when the fynagogue was broke up, many of the 
Jews and of the devout ee followed Paul 
and Barnabas; who {peaking to them, perfuaded 
them to continue in the grace of God.

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And on the following fabbath almoft the whole 
city was gathered together to hear the word of 
God. But the Jews feeing the multitudes, were ἐς 
filled with zeal, and oppofed the things which 
were fpoken by Paul, contradicting and blaf- 
pheming. Then Paul and Barnabas, with great 
freedom of fpeech, faid, ‘* It was neceflary that 
the word of God fhould firft be fpoken to you; 
but fince you thruft it away from you, and ad- 
judge yourfelves unworthy of eternal life, behold: 
we turn to the Gentiles. For fo the Lord hath 
charged us, ‘ faying,’ ‘* I have fet thee for a 
‘* light of the Gentiles, that thou fhouldeft be 
** for falvation to the‘ends of the earth ἢ. And 
the Gentiles hearing ‘ thefe things,’ rejoiced, 
and glorified the word of the Lord: and as many 
as were determined for eternal life believed +, 
And the word of the Lord was borne on 1 through- 
out all thae region. But the Jews ftirred upse 
‘ fone ’ devout women of confiderable rank, and 
the magiftrates of the city, and raifed a perfecu- 
tion again{t Paul and Barnabas, and drove them 
out of their territories. But they fhook off the 
duft of their feet apainft them, and came to Ico- 
nium. But the difciples || were filled with joy 
und with the Holy Spirit. 


And it came to pafs at Iconium, that they went... 
both together into the fynagogue of the Jews, and * 
{pake in fuch a manner, that a great multitude 
both of the Jews and of the Greeks believed : 
(but the unbelieving Jews ftirred up the minds 
of the Gentiles §, and filled them with malignity 
againft the brethren:) for a confidcrable time 
therefore they continued fpeaking frecly ‘ in the 

caufe * 


© Ha. xtix. 6, + Or, as many of them, as 
were collected together, believed in everlatting. life. B, 
1 As it were with a torrent, Ι Who were left at 
Antioch, δ. The heathen inhabitants, 
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caufe’ of the Lord, who bare witnefs to the word 
of his grace, and gave fipns and wonders to be 
done by their hands. But the multitude of the 
city was divided; and fome were with the Jews, 
sand others with the apoftles. But as a violent 
attempt was made both of the Gentiles and of the 
Jews, with their rulers, to injure and to ftone 
them ; they having received intelligence of it, 
fled to Lyflra, and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, 
and to the adjacent country: and there they 
preached the Sl 
And there fate a certain man at Lyftra, ‘ who 
was ’ difabled im his feet, being fo lame from his 
mother’s womb, that he never had walked. This 
man heard Paul fpeaking ; who fixing his eyes 
upon him, and feeing that he had faith to be 
1chealed, faid with a loud voice, ‘* Stand upright 
on thy feet.” And he leaped up, and walked. 
And the multitude feeing what Paul had done, 
lifted up their voices, faying in the Lycaonian 
language, ‘* The gods are defcended to us in 
the likenefs of men.’”? And Barnabus they called 
Jupiter, and Paul Mercury, becaufe he was the 
leader of the difcourfe. And the prieit of Jupi- 
ter, ‘ whofe image ’ was before their city *, 
brought oxen with garlands to the gates +, and 
would, with the multitude, have offered facrifice 
‘to them.’ But the apoftles Barnabas and Paul 
hearing of it, rent their mantles, and ran in 
t5.among the multitude, crying out, and fiy- 
ing, ‘* Sirs, why do ye thefe things? we alfo 
are men obnoxious tothe fame infirmities with 
yourfelves, and are preaching the gofpel to you, 
that you may turn from thefe vanities τὸ the ἰτν- 
ing God,. who made the heaven, and the earth, 
and the fea, and all things which are in them: 
who in forsner generations permitted all the na- 
tions 
* As being their tutelar deity. + Or ecors, οἱ 
the houfe where the apoftles were, Ba. 
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tions to walk in their own ways: though he did 
uot leave himfelf without witnefs, doing good, 
‘and’ giving us fhowers of rain from heaven, 
and fruitful feafons, filling our hearts with food, 
and gladnef..” And faying thefe things, they 
hardly reftrained the people froin facrificing to 
them. 

But ‘ fome’ Jews came thither from Antioch 
and Tconium, and perfuaded the multitude ; and 
having ftoned Pau), they dragged ‘ him’ out of 
the city, fuppofing himto be dead. But, as thezo 
difciples were gathered about him, he rofe up, 
and entered into the city; and the next day he 
departed with Barnabas to Derbe. And having 
preached the gofpel to that city, and made a con- 
fiderable number of difciples, they returned to . 
Lyitra, and to Iconium, and Antioch, confirm- 
ing the fouls of the difciples, exhorting them to 
continue in the faith, and § teftifying ’ that it is 
neceflary we fhould enter into the Tinpdom of 
God through many tribulations. And when they 
had conftituted prefbyters for them in every *. 
church, having prayed to God with fafting, they 
committed them to the Lord, in whom they had 
believed. And paffing through Pifidia, they came 
to Pamphylia. And having fpoken the word inzs 
Perga, they went down to Attalia. And they 
fatled from thence to Antioch; from whence they 
had been recommended to the grace of God, for 
that work which they had accomplifhed. And 
when they were come thither, and had gathered 
the church together, they related what God had 
done with them, and how he had opened a door 
of faith to the Gentiles. And they refided there 
a confiderable time with the difciples. 


And fome, who came from Judea, taught the -t- 
brethren, “ Hixcept ye be eircumcifed according 
to the manner of Mofes, ye cannot be faved.” 
There 
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‘There being therefore a contention, and no {mall 
debate ‘ on the part’ of Paul and Barnabas again 
them, they refolved that Paul and Barnabas, and 
fome others of their number, fhould go up to the 
apoftles and elders at Jerufalem about this quef- 
tion. They therefore being brought forward on 
their journcy by the church, went through Phoc- 
nicia and Samaria, relating the conyerfion of the 
Gentiles ; and they occafioned great joy to all 
the brethren. And being arrived at Jerufalem, 
they were received by the church, and by the 
apottles, and elders; and they related what things 

§ God had done with them. But fome of the feet 
of the Pharifees that believed, rofe up, and faid, 
That it was neceffary to circumcife them, and to 
charge them to keep the Jaw of Mofes. 

And the apoitles and clders were gathered to- 
gether to confule upon this affair. And after 
much debate, Peter rofe up, and faid to them, 
‘© Men, ‘ and” brethren, you know, that fome 
confiderable time fince God among us chofe that 
the Gentiles by my inouth fhould hear the word 
of the gofpel, and believe. And God, who 
knoweth the heart, bare witnefs to them, giving 
them the Holy Spirit, even as ‘ he did’ to us: 
and made no diltinétion between us and them, 

10 having purified their hearts by faith. Now there- 
fore why do you tempt God, by impofing on the 
neck of the difciples a yoke, which neither our 
fathers, nor we have been able to bear? But we 
believe, that we are faved by the grace of the 
Lord jesus cHrisT, in the fame manner as 
they.” And the whole multitude kept filence, 
and attended to Barnabas and Paul, relating what 
figns and wonders God had done among the heathen 
by then. Then after they had done tpeaking, 
James anfwered, faying, ‘* Men ‘ and ’ brethren, 
hearken unto me. Simon hath been relating how 
God διῇ looked down on the Gentiles to take 

trom 
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froin among them a people for his name. Andts 
the words of the prophets harmonize with this ; 
as itis written, “4 After this I will return, and 

‘© will build up the tabernacle of David, which 
“Ἂς fallen down; yea, I will rebuild its ruins, 

‘© and fet it upright again: that the remainder 
“of men may fteek the Lord, even all the hea- 

‘© then upon whom my name 15 called, faith the 

* Lord who doth all thefe things *.”? ‘ Now ” 
all his works are from eternity known unto God. 
Wherefore I determine ¢ not to dif{quiet thofe, 
who from among the Gentiles are converted to 
God: but to write to them, that they abftainze 
from the pollutions:of idols, and fornication, 
and from’ that which is fttraneled, and “ from’ 
blood. For Mofes hath from ancient generations 
thofe, who preach him in every city, being read 
in the fynagogues every fabbath-day.”” 

Now then it feemed good to the apoftles and 
elders, and all the church, to fend te Antioch 
with Paul and Barnabas chofen men from amon 
themfclves, namely Judas firnamed Barfabas, and 
Silas, men of principal account among the bre- 
thren ; writing by their hand thefe things: 


‘* ‘Tue apoftles, and elders, and brethren fend 
‘¢ greeting to the brethren from among the Gen- 
** tiles im Antioch, and Syria, and Cilicia. 
“© Porasmucu as we have been informed, that 
fome going out from among us, to whom we 
gave no commiffion, have troubled you with 
difcourfes, unfettling your minds, faying, 
that ‘ you mult’ be circumcifed, and keep the 
law: we, being unanimoufly aflembled, have 25 
thought proper to fend you chofen men with 
our beloved Barnabas and Paul; men that have 
expofed their lives for the name of our Lord 
Jesus CHRisT. We have therefore fent Judas 

46 and - 

* Amo: ix, 11, 12, { Or, my judgment ig, 
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*« and Silas, who will alfo tell ‘fou’ by word 

* of mouth the fame things. Forit hath feemed 

good to the Holy Spirit, and to us, to impofe 

κε no further burden upon you befides thefe ne- 

““ ceffary things * ; that you abftain trom things 

‘* offered to idols, and from blood, and from any 

thing ftrangled, and from fornication: From 

which you will do well to keep yourfelves. 
‘“* Farewell.” 

30 ‘They therefore being difmiffed, came to An- 
tioch; and affembling the multitude, delivered 
the epiftle. And when they had read “ it,’ they 
rejoiced for the confolation ‘ it brought.’ And 
Judas and Silas being prophets + alfo themfelves, 
in a copious difcourfe exhorted and itrengthened 
the brethren. And having made fome ftay, they 
were difmiffed with peace from the brethren to 
the apoftles. But Silas thought proper to con- 

35tinue there. Paul alfo and Barnabas continued 
at Antioch, teaching, and preaching the good 
word of the Lord ; with many others alfo. 


And after fome days Paul faid to Barnabas, 
« Let us return.and vifit our brethren in all the 
cities, to which we have preached the word of 
the Lord, ‘ that we may enquire’ how they do.” 
And Barnabas advifed to take along with them 
John firnamed Mark. But Paul did not think 
proper to take with them that perfon, who had 
withdrawn himfelf from them from Pamphyha, 
and went not with them to the work. ‘There was 
therefore a fharp fit of anger, fo that they fepa- 
rated from each other; and Barnabas, taking 

40 Mark along with him, failed to Cyprus. But 
Paul made choice of Silas, and departed ; being 
commended to the grace of God by the brethren. 


And 
® Or, no greater burden than thefe things, which are of 
necefity, B. + i.e. perfons of great ab:liy in the 


knowledge of the {criptures, 
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And he went through Syria, and Cilicia, con-_ 
firming the church. And he came to Ῥε θα, 
and Lyftra: and, behold, a certain difciple was 
there, whofe name was Timothy, the fon of a 
believing Jewefs, but of a Grecian father ; who /¥: 
had an honourable character given by the bre- ~~ 
thren in Lyttra and Iconium, Him Paul would 
have to go forth with him; and took, and cir- 
cuincifed him, on account of the Jews who were 
in thofe places: for they all knew his father, that 
he wasa Greek. And as they paffed through the 
cities, they delivered to their cuftody the decrees, 
which were determined by the apoftles and elders, 
that were at Jerufalem. The churches therefore 5 
were confirmed in the faith, and encreafed in 
number daily, 

And they wert through Phrygia and the region 
of Galatia, ‘ and’ being forbidden by the Holy 
Spirit to preach the word in Afia *, when they 
were come to Myfia, they attempted to go to 
Bithynia; but the Spirit [of jesus ¢] did not 
permit them. And paffing by Myfia, they went 
down to Troas. And a vifion appeared to Paul 
in the night: There ftood a certain Macedonian, 
intreating him, and faying, ““ Come over to Ma- 
cedonia, and help us.”” And as foon as he had 10 
deen this vifion, we } immediately endeavoured 
to go to Macedonia, affuredly inferring, that the 
Lord called us to preach the gofpe) to them. 
Setting fail therefore from Troas, we ran direétly 
to Samothracia, and the next day to Neapolis jj, 
and “ came ’ from thence to Philippi, which is a 
ety of the firft part of Macedonia, " and’ a co-

lony :

port op thy Tizaciag hore, where they landed, 
$ 
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lony *: and we continued in this city for fome 
days. 

And on the fabbath-day we went out of the 
city to the fide of the river, where, according te 
‘ the Jewith cuftom,’ there was an oratory t+; 
and fitting down, we fpoke to the women that 
were afflembled there. And a certain woman, 
named Lydia, a feller of purple, of the city of 
Thyatira, a worfhipper of God, heard < the dif- 
courfe:’ whofe heart the Lord opened to attend 

15 to the things, which were fpoken by Paul. And 
when fhe was baptized with her family, fhe in- 
treated us, faying, ‘* If you have judged me to 
be faithful to the Lord, enter into my houfe, and 
continue ‘ there.” And fhe compelled us. Now 
it came to pafs, that as we were going to the ora- 
tory, we were met by acertain girl that hada 
Pethonic fpirit ¢, who brought her owners much 
gain by her prophefying: the fame following 
after Paul, and us, cried out, ““ Thefe men are 
the fervants of the moft high God, who declare 
unto you the way of falvation.”” And this fhe 
did for feveral days. But Paul being grieved, 
turned and faid to the fpirit, “" I charge thee in 
the name of jesus CHRIST, to go out of her.” 
And it went out that very hour. But when her 
owners faw that the hope of their gain was gone, 
laying hold of Paul and Silas, they dragged them 

20to the market-place to the magiftrates ; and haviag 
brought them to the officers, they faid, ‘‘ Thefe 

“« men, being Jews, difturb our city ‘ in an un- 

. fufferable manner,’ and teach cuftoms, which it 
is not lawful for us, as we are Romans, to re- 
ceive, and obferve.’? And the populace rofe up 
together againft them; and the officers tearing 
off their garments, commanded them to be beaten 
.with reds, And when they had laid many ftripes 

_ upon 

* Of Romans. { Or, place of public prayets 
1 Or, fpirit of divination, She was alfo a flares 
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upon them, they caft them into prifon, charging 
the jailor to keep them fafely. Who having re- 
ceived fuch a ftriét charge, threw them into the in- 
ner prifon, and fecured their feet faft in the ftocks. 
But at midnight Paul and Silas having prayed, 25 
fung an hymn to God: and the prifoners heard 
them. And ona fudden there was a great earth- 
quake, fo that the foundations of the prifon 
.were fhaken: and immediately all the doors were 
opened, and the bonds of all “ the prifoners ’ 
were looted. And the jailor awaking out of 
his fleep, and feeing the doors of the prifon 
opened, drew his ford, and was going to kill 
himfelf, fuppofing.that the prifoners were fled. 
But Paul cried out with a loud voice, faying, 
“6 Do thyfelf no harm, for we are all here.”? And 
he called for lights, and fprung in; and being in 
a tremor, fell down before Paul and Silas; and 19 
bringing them out, he faid, “Ὁ firs, what muft 
I do that I may be faved ?”” And they faid, ‘* Be- 
licve in the Lord jesus cuaist, and thou fhalt 
be faved, and thine houfe. And they fpake to 
him, and to al) that were in his houfe, the word 
of the Lord. And taking them that very hour 
of the night, he wafhed their ftripes ; and was 
immediately baptized, himfelf and all his. And 
having brought ‘them into his houfe, he fpread 
the table before them ; and believing in God 
with all his houfe, he was tranfported with joy. 
And when it was day, the magiftrates fent the 35 
beadles *, faying, ““ Difmifs thofe men.’? And 
the keeper of the prifon told thefe things to Paul, 
‘© The magiftrates have fent that you may be dif- 
mifled ; now therefore go out and purfue your 
journey in peace.” But Paul faid to them, 
“εἰ They have beaten us, who are Romans, pub- 
licly * and’ uncondemned, and have caft us into 
prifon; and do they now thruft us out privately ? 
By 
® Or, fittors, 
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By no means: but let them come themfelves and 
conduct us out.”” And the beadles reported thefe 
words to the magiltrates. And when they heard 
that they were Romans, they were afraid: and 
they came, and comforted them, and conducting 
them out, requefted that they would depart from 

gothe city. And coming out of the prifon, they 
entered into ‘ the houfe of ? Lydia: and when 
they had feen the brethren, they comforted them, 
and departed. 


+e And taking their journey through Amphipolis 
and Apollonia, they came to Theffalonica, where 
there was a fynagogue of the Jews. And accord- 
ing to Paul’s cultom, he entered in among them, 
and difcourfed to them for three fabbaths, from 
the {criptures * ; opening ‘ them,” and evidently 
fhewing, that the Mefhah ought to fuffer, ard 
to rife from the dead; and that ‘‘ This 1» the 
Meffiah, even yEsus, whom J declare unto you.” 
And fome of them believed, and adhered to Paul 
and Silas ; and a confiderable number of the de- 
yout Greeks, and not a few of the principal wo- 
5 men. But the unbelieving Jews, filled with zeal, 
-gathered together fome mean and profligate fel- 
Jows, and making a mob, threw the city into a 
tumult; and affaulting the houfe of Jafon, en- 
deavoured to bring them out to the people. But 
not finding them, they dragged Jafon, and fome 
-of the brethren to the rulers of the city, crying 
out, “© Thefe men, that have turned the world 
upfide down, are come hither alfo: and Jaton 
has privately received them. And all thefe men 
act contrary to the decrees of Ceafar, iaying, 
that there is another king, ‘ one’ yesus.”” And 
they alarmed the multitude, and the magiilrates 
of the city, when they heard thefe things. And 
having taken fecurity of Jafon, and the reft, they 
difmiffed 

8. Or, opening and evincing from the feriptures, 
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difiniffed them. But the brethren immediately 10 
fent away Paul and Silas by night to Berea: and 
when they came ‘ thither’ they went ito the fy- 
nagogue of the Jews. And thefe were of a more 
generous difpofition than thofe of Thelffalonica : 
for they received the word with al] readinefs of 
mind, daily examining the feriptures whether 
thofe things were fo. Many of them therefore 
believed ; and of the Grecian women of con- 
fiderable rauk, and of the men nota few. But 
as ‘foon as’ fome of the Jews of Theffalonica 
underftood that the word of God was preached 
by Paul at Berea, they came thither alfo; raifing 
‘a ftorm among ’ the populace. And then im- 
mediately the brethren fent away Paul, as if he 
were to go by fea. But Silas and ‘Timothy con- 
tinued there. And they that conducted Paul, ς 
brought him as far as Athens: and having re- 
ceived an order ‘ from him ’ to Silas and Timo- 
thy, that they fhould come to him as foon as 
might be, they went away. 

Now while Paul was waiting for them at A- 
thens, his fpirit within him was ftrongly moved 
when he beheld the city enflaved to idolatry 
He therefore difcourfed in the fynagogue to the 
Jews, and to the pious perfons “ that worfhipped 
with them: ’” and every day in the market-place 
to thofe whom he met with. But fome of the 
Epicurean and Stoi¢ philofophers oppofed them- 
felves to him: and fome faid, “© What will this 
retailer of {craps fay δ᾽ And others, ‘* He feems 
to be a proclaimer of foreign deities :"" becaufe 
he preached to them jesus and the RESURREC- 
rion. And they took him, and conduéted ‘ him’ 
to the Arcopagus me faying, ‘“« May we know 
what this new do&trine is, which is fpoken by 
thee? For thou bringeft foine ftrange things to20 
our ears: we would therefore know what thefe 

D things 
* Or, Mars’ hill, the fuprome court of Athens. 
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things. mean?” For all the Athenians, and the 
‘ftrangers that fojourn among them, delight to 
{pend their letfure ime in nothing elfe but teli- 
ing or hearing fomewhat new. 

Paul therefore ftanding up in the middle of the 
Areopagus, faid, “‘ Ye men of Athens, I per- 
ceive you are exceedingly addiéted to the worthip 
of invifible powers. For as I paffed along, and 
beheld the objects of your worship, I found an 
altar on which there was this infcription, To 
THE UNKNOWN Gop: him therefore, whom ye 
worfhip without knowing him, do I declare unto 
you. The God, who made the world, and all 
things that are therein, being the Lord of hea- 
ven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made 

2swith hands: neither is he ferved by human 
hands, as if he ftood in need of any thing; hé 
himfelf giving to all life, and breath, and all 
things. And he hath made of one blood the 
οὐ οἷ: nation of men to inhabit all the face cf the 
earth, having marked out the times fore-alloted 
“ to cach,’ and the boundaries of their habita- 
tions ἢ: that they might feex after the Lord, if 
pofibly they might feel after him, and find him; 
though he be not far from every one of us: for 
in him we live, and are moved, and do exif; 
as fome of your own poets + have faid,—‘* For 
WE HIS OFFSPRING ARE.” We therefore be- 
ing the offspring of God, ought not to imagine 
tlie Deity to be like gold, or filver, or ftone 
zowrought by the art and contrivance of man. For 
though God overlooked the times of ignorance, 
he now chargeth all men every where to repent, 
becaufe he hath appointed a day, in which he 
ΜΠ judge the world’in righteoufnefs by ‘ that’ 
men, 


* Or, every nation of men to dwell on the face of the 
earth, “and” on the boundaricsiof their ‘ refpeétive ᾿ ha- 
bitations (having ordered the determined periods ¢ of 
éach.’) B, + Aracus and Cleanthes, 
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man, whom he hath ordained; of which he hath 
given affurance to all men by raifing him from 
the dead.” And when they heard of the refur- 
rection of the dead, fome made a jeft of it, and 
othcrs faid, ‘“‘ We will hear thee again upon this 
fub’ ἃ." And thus Paul went out ef the midft 
of them. Neverthelefs fome men adhered to him, 
and believed: among whom was Dionyfius the 
Areopagite, and a woman, whofe name was Da- 
maris, and ochers with them. 


After thefe things, Paul departing from A- 
thens, came to Corinth; and finding a certain 
Jew, named Aquila, a native of Pontus, lately 
come from Jtaly, with Prifcilla his wife (becaufe 
Claudius Cacfar had commanded all the Jews to 
depart from Rome) he went to them. And as 
he was of the fame trade, he continued with them, 
and wrought ‘at it;’ for they were tent-malrers 
by trade, But he difputed in the fynagogue 
every fabbath-day,- and perfuaded the Jews and 


te 


the Greeks. And as foon 2s Silas and ‘Timothy 5 


came {rom Macedonia, Pavl was horne away in 
‘his’ fpirit, and teftified to the Jews, that jesus 
was the Mefiah. But when they fet themfelycs 
In oppofition, and blafphemed, he fhank his 
garment, and iad to them, ‘* Let your blood 
‘be’ upon your own head! I‘ am’ pure 4 from 
it.” From henceforth 1 will go to the Gentiles.” 
And going out from thente, he went into the 
houfe of one called Juitus, a worfhipper of God, 
whofe houfe was adjoining to the fynagogue. But 
Crifpus, the ruler of the fynagogue, believed in 
the Lord with all his houfe: and many of the 
Corinthians hearing, believed, and were bap- 
tized. But the Lord faid to Paul by a vifion in 
the night, ‘* Pear not, but fpeak, and do not 


keep filence: for lam wath thee; and no mano 


fhall fall upon thee to injure thee; for I have 
Dz much 
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much people in this city.” And he fate down 
‘ there ’ a year and fix manths, teaching the 
word of God among them. 

But when Gallio was proconful of Achaia, 
the Jews made an affault upon Pau! with ere 
confent, and brought him betore the tribunal, 
faying, ““ This fellow periuadeth men to worihip 
God contrary to the law.” And when Faul 
would have opened his mouth, Gzllio faid to 
the Jews, ‘“* If it were an δᾶ of injunice, or 
mifchievous licentioufnefs, O ye jews, it were 

15 reafonable I fhould bear with you. But if it be 
a queftion concerning words, and names, ard 
the law, which is among you, fee ‘ to it’ your- 
felves ; for I will be no judge of theie matters.” 
And he drove them away from the tribunal. And 
all the Greeks Jaid held on Softhenes the ruler of 
the fynagogue, and beat him before the tribu- 
nal; but Gallio did not concern himéfelf at all 
about the matter. 

And Panl ftill continued there for a confider- 
able time, and ‘ then’ taking leave of the bre- 
‘thren, failed * thence for Syria, and with him 
Prifcilla and Aquila; having fhaved his head at 
Cenchrea, for he hadayow. And he arrived at 
Ephefus, and there he left them; but he himfelf 
entered into the fynagogue, and reafoned with 

zothe Jews. And though they intreated him to 
have ftaid longer with them, he did not confent: 
but took his leave of them, faying, ‘* It is ne- 
ceflary for me by all means to celebrate the ap- 
proaching feaft at Jerufalem ; but ] will turn my 
courfe to you again, God wuling.” And he fet 
fail from Ephefus. And landing at Cefarea, he 
went up ¢; and having faluted the church, he 
went down to Antioch. And having fpent fome 

timc 

* Or, having tarried a good while for the brethren,

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time ‘ there,’ he departed, going through the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia in a regular 
manner, confirming all the difciples. 

Now a certain Jew, whofe name was Apollos, 
a native of Alexandria, an eloquent man, ‘ and ἢ 
powerful in the fcriptures, came to Ephefus. 
This perfon was inftruéted in the way of the 25 
Lord, and being fervent in fpirit, he fpake and 
taught the things of the Lord with great accu- 
racy *, bets g only acquainted with the baptifm 
of John. And he began to fpeak boldly in the 
fynagogue. And Aguila and Prifcilla hearing 
him, took him to their houfe, and explained to 
hin the way of God in a more perfect manner. 
And when he intended to go over to Achaia, the 
brethren + wrote to the difciples, exhorting them 
to receive him. And being arrived there, he 
greatly helped thofe, who had believed through 
grace [. Tor he itrenuoufly debated with the 
Jews in public, fhewing by the fcriptures, that 
jesus is the Meffiah. 


Wow it came to pafs, that while Apollos was «ἔξ. 
at Corinth, Paul having paffed through the up- | 
per parts |], came to Ephefus: and finding 
‘ there ’ fome difciples, he faid unto them, 
‘*« Have ye as yet on your believing, received 
the Holy Spirit? ’? And they replied to him, 
““ Nay, we have not fo much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Spirit.” And he faid τὸ 
them, ‘* Into what then were you baptized?” 
And they faid, ‘* Into John’s baptifm.” And 
Paul faid, “4 John indeed adminiftred the bap~ 
tim of repentance, telling the people, that they 
fhould believe in him that was to come aftcr

by his powerful grace thofe who had belicved, B, [ OF 
Leiler Phiygia, 
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shim, that is, in yEsus Chrift.” And hearing 
‘this,’ they were baptized into the name of the 
Lord jesus. And Paul laying ‘ his ᾿ hands 
on them, the Holy Spirit came upon them; and 
they {pake with tongues, and propheficd. And 
they were in all about twelve men. And he went 
into the fynagogue,. and difcourfed with bold- 
nefs, difputing for the fpace of three months, 
and evincing the things, which related to the 
kingdom of God. But as fome were hardened, 
and would not bélieve, fpeaking reproachfully 
of the way * before the multitude, he departed 
from them, and feparated the difciples, difput- 
soing daily in the fchool of one Tyrannus. And 
this was done for the {pace of two years, fo that 
ati the inhabitants of Afia, both Jews and Greeks, 
heard the word of the Lord jesus. And God 
wrought extraordinary miracles by the hands of 
Paul; fo that handkerchiefs or aprons were car- 
ried from his body to thofe that were fick, and 
the difeafes removed froin them, and the evil {pi- 
rits came out of them. And fome of the vaga- 
bond Jews, ‘ who were’ exorcifts +, endertook 
to name the name of the Lord jesus over thofe, 
who had evil {pirits, faying, ‘* We adjure you 
by jesus, whom Paul preacheth.” And there 
were feven fons of * one’ Sceva a Jewifh chicf- 
15 prieft, who didthis. But the evil {pint anfwering, 
faid, ‘* jssus I know, and Paul I know, but 
who are γε δ᾽ And the man in whom the evil 
fpirit was, fprung upon them, and petting inaf.. 
ter of them, prevailed againft them, fo that they 
fled out of the houfe naked‘and weundced. And 
this was known to all the Jews, and Greeks alfo, 
dwelling at Ephefus: and fear fell upon them 
all, and the name of the Lord JEsts was mag- 
nified. And many of them, who believed, a 
an 
* Of falvation, + Pretenders eo a power of ex- 
peluing demons, 
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and confeffed, and made a declaration’ of their’ 
deeds. And a confiderable number of thofe, 
who had praétifed curious arts, bringing their 
books together, burnt them before all: and they 
computed the value cf them, and found it fifty 
thoufand * pieces’ of filver *: fo powerfully did zo 
the word of the Lord grow, and prevail. 


Now when thefe things were fulfilled, Paul 
purpofed iu fpirit, that paffigg tirough Macedo- 
nian and Achaia, he weuld go to Jerufalem, fay- 
ing, ‘© Ajter I have been there, it is neceflary 
for me alfo to fee Rome.”? And fending two of 
thofe that miniftred to him, ‘ namely’ ‘Timothy 
and ταῖς, into Macedonia, he himfelf ttaid 
fome time in Afia. And there happened about 
that time no fmall tumult concerning that way. 
For a man, whofe name was Demetrius, ἃ working 
filverimith, ¢ by” mai:ing filver fhrines of Diana 
pe cured no fmall gain to the artificers: whom 25 

e gathered together, with the workmen employed 
about the bufinefs, and faid, ‘* Men, you krow, 
that our maintenance arifes from this mannfac- 
ture; and you fee, and hear, that this Pav’ hath 
perfueded great numbers of people, not only of 
Ephefus, but almcft of all Affa, and ‘hat! curned - 
them «fide, faying, that they are not deities, 
which are made with hands; fo that there is dan- 
ger not only that this occupation of ours fhould 
be depreciated, but alfc that the teraple of the 
great poddefs Diina fhould be defiied, and her 
grandeur deftroyed ;; whom all Afia, δη the 
world worfhippeth.” And hearins ὁ this,’ they were 
Alled vith rage; and cried out, faying, ““ Great 
is Diana of the Ephefians.”? A:.d the whole city 
was filled with confufion, and they rufhed with 
one accord tmto the theatre, dragging thither 
Gaius, and Ariltarchus, men of Macedonia, 

‘who

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30‘ who were’ Paul’s fellow-travellers. And when 
Paul wou!d have gone in to the people, the dif- 
ciples would not permit him. And fone too, 
the principal officers of Afia, as they had a friend. 
fhip for him, fent to him, and cefired that he 
would ποῖ venture himfelf into the theatre. Scme 
therefore were crying one thing, and fome ano- 
ther; for the aflembly was confufed, and the 
greater part did not know for what they were 
come together. And they thraft forward Alex- 
ander from amongft the multitude *, the Jews 
urging himon, And Alexander beckoning with 
his hand, would have made a defence to tne peo- 
ple. Buc when they knew that he was a Jew, 
one voice arofe from them al], crying ouc fer 
about the {pace of two hours, ‘* Great is Diana 

350f the Ephefians!” But the chancellor + having 
pacified the people, faid, “4 Ye men of Ephefus, 
what man is there, that doth not know, that the 
city of the Ephefians is devoted to the great god- 
defs Diana, and to the image that fell down from 
Jupiter? Since then thefe things are inconteft- 
able, it is neceffary for you to be quiet, and to 
do nothing in a precipitate manner; for you have 
brcught thefe men, who are neither robbers of 
emples, nor blafphemers of your goddefs. IF 
therefore Demetrius, and the artificers that are 
with him, have a charge againft any one, courts 
are held, and there are the proconfuls ; let them 
implead one another. But if you are enquiring 
any thing concerning other matters, it 14}} be de- 

4otermined ina legal affembly. And indeed we 
are in danger of being called in queftion for the 
infurreétion, which hath happened this day, as 
there is no caufe by which we can account for 
this conccurfe.”?> And when he had faid thefe 

things, he difmiffed the aficmbly. 
Now

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Now after the tumult was ceafed, Paul calling -%- 
the difciples to him, and embracing them, de- 
parted to go into Macedonia, And going through 
thofe parts, and having exhorted them with much 
difcourfe, he came into Greece. And when he 
had continued ‘ there’ three months, as an am- 
buth was laid for him by the Jews when he was 
about to embark for Syria, he thought it advife- 
able to return by Macedonia. And Sopater the 
Berean accompanied him as far as Afta*; and 
of the Theflalonians Ariftarchus, and Secundus ; 
and Gaius of Derbe, and Timothy +: and of 
the Afiatics Tychicus and Trophimus. Thefes 

oing hefore, itatd for us at Troas. And we fet 
ail from Philippi, after the days of unleavened 
bread, and came to them at Troas in five days, 
where we continucd feyen days. And on the 
firft day of the week, when the difciples met to- 
gether to break bread $, Paul being about to 
depart on the morrow, preached to them and 
continued his difcourfe until midnight. And 
there were many lamps in the upper room in 
which they were aflembled, and a certain young 
man, whofe name was Eutychus, fitting in an 
open window, fell into a profound fleep: and 
as Paul conunued his difcourfe a long time, he 
was fo overpowered with fleep, that he fell 
down from the third ftory, and was taken up 
dead. And Paul went down, and fell upon la 
him, and taking him in his arms, faid, ‘* Do 
not make any difturbance, for his life is 
in him.” And going up again, and having 
broken bread, and eaten, he converfed a confider- 
able time, ‘ even’ ill break of day, and fo de- 
parted. And they brought the youth alive, and 
were not a little comforted. But we went before

brate the eucharift, 
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into the fhin, and failed to Affos, where we were 
to tale up Paul: for fo he had appointed, chufing 
himielf to go afoot. And as foon as he joined 
ust Afs:, we took him up, and came to Mity- 

τς icne. /.-d failing from thence, we came the 
next ‘ day” overagainft Chios; and the ‘ day’ 
following we touched at Samos, and having ftaid 
at Trogyllium, we came the day after to Miletus. 
For Paul‘had determined to fail by Ephefus, that 
he might not fpend any time in Afia; for he ear- 
neftly endeavoured,. if it.were poflible for him, 
to be at Jerufalem on the day of Pentecoft.. 

But fending to Ephefus from Miletus, he called 
thither:the elders of.the church.. And when they 
were come to him,. he faid to them, “ You know 
how I:ave been converfant among you all] the 
time,. from the firft day in which IJ entered into 
Afia,. ferving- the Lord with all humility, and 
with many. tears,.and trials, which befel me by 

zo the ambufties of the Jews: ‘and’ how I have 
fuppreffed’ nothing, that-was advantageous, not 
“negleting *‘to preach to you, and to teach you 
publicly,. and from: houfe to houfe, tetlifying 
both to the Jews and.Greeks, repentance towards 
God,. and faith in. our- Lerd jesus Chrift. 
And now, behold, I am going bound in the fpi- 
rit to ferufalem, not knowing the things that fhall 
befall τὴς in it: excepting that the Holy Spirit 
teftifieth in every city, faying that bonds and af- 
flictions: await me. But I make no account of 
any of thefe things, nor do I efteem my Ife pre- 
cious to myfelf; fo that-I may “ but’ joyfuily 
finifh my courfe, and the miniftiy, which I: have 
received of the Lord jesus, ‘even’ to teilify the 
2g potpel of the free-grace of God. And now, be- 
hold, I know that: ye all, among whom I have 
converfed preaching the.kingdom οἵ God, fall 
not fee,my face any more. Wherefore I tefity 
to you this day, that lam clear from the ee 
‘at 
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of all men. Fort have not declined to declare 
to you all the counfel of God. Therefore take 
heed to yourfelves, and to the whole flock, over 
which the Holy Spirit hath conftituted you: bi- 
fhops *, to feed the church of God, which he 
hath redeemed with his own blood. For I know 
this, that after my departure grievous wolves 
will center in among you, having no mercy on 
the Hock. Yea, from among vour own felves men 30 
fhall arife, fpeaking perverfe thirgs, to draw 
away difciples after them. Waich therefore, 
remembering that for the fpace of three years | 
ceafed not to warn every one by night and by 
day with tears. And now, brethren, I recom- 
mend you to God, and to the word of his grace, 
‘even.’ to him, that is able to edify + you, and 
to give you an inheritance among all! that are 
fanctified. I have coveted no man’s filver, οἵ 
gold, or raiment.. Yea, you yourfelves know, 
that thefe hands have miniftred to my neceffities, 
and to thofe that were with me... I have fhewed 35 
you all things,- how that thus labourl:g you ἢ 
ought to affift the infirm, and to remember ‘he 
words of the Lord jesus, that he himfelf faid, 
** Jt is much happier to give, than to receive.” 
And having faid thefe things, he kneeled down 
and prayed with them all. And there was great 
lamentation among all * prefent:? and falling Ὁ 
upon Paul’s neck, they kifled him; elpecially 
grieving for that word, which he fpake, thar 
they fhould fee his face no more. And they 
conducted hin to the fhip. 


And as foon as we had withdrawn from them-t. 
and had fet fail, we πο with a direct courfe to 
Coos, and the next day ta Rhodes, and fram 
thence to Patara. And huding a fhip pafitny

you up, 
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over to Phoenicia, we went aboard, and {τ fail. 
And coming within fight of Cyprus, and leaving 
it on the left hand, we failed to Syria, and landed 
at Tyre: for there the fhip was to unload its 
freight. And we continued there feven days, 
finding difciples, who told Paul by the fpirit, 
ξ ποῖ to go up to Jerufalem. But when we hed 
feaifhed thefe ‘ feven’ days, we departed, ard 
went our way: and they all attended us out of 
the city, with ‘ their’ wives and children; and 
kneeling down on the fea fhore, we prayed. 
And having embraced each other, we went on 
board the fhip; and they returned back to their 
own houfes. And finifhing our courfe, we cume 
from Tyre to Ptolemais, and embracing the Ere- 
thren, we continued with them one day. And 
on the morrow, Paul and his company departed, 
and came to Caefarea; and entering into the 
houfe of Philip the evangelift, who was ‘ one’ 
of the feven *, we lodged with him. Now he 
had four virgin daughters, who were propheteffes. 
10 And as we continued ‘ there’ many days, a cer- 
tain prophet, whofe name was Agabus, came 
down from Judea: and coming to us, he took 
up Paul’s girdle, and binding his own hands 
and feet, he faid, ‘* Thus faith the Holy Spirit, 
fo fhall the Jews at Jerufalem bind the man whole 
irdle this is, and fhall deliver him into the 
Bands of the Gentiles.’ And when we heard 
thefe things, both we and the inhabitants cf toat 
place intreated him, that he would not go up to 
Jerufalem. But Paul anfwered, ** What mean 
ye, ‘thus’ weeping and breaking my heart? for 
I am ready not only to be bound, but alfo to die 
at Jerufalem for the name of the Lord jzsus.” 
And when he would not be perfuaded, we 
ceafed, faying, ‘ Let the will of che Lord be 

done.” 
And 


® Deacons, mentioned in chap, vi. 5, 
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And after thefe days, making up our baggage, 15 
we went up to Jerufalem. And ‘ fome” of the 
difciples alfo from Caefarea went along with us, 
and brought * us’ to one Mnafon a Cyprian, an 
old difciple, with whom we fhould lodge. 


And when we were arrived at Jerufalem, the 
brethren received us with pleafure. And the 
next day Paul entered in with us to James; and 
all the elders were prefent. And having em- 
braced them, he gave them a particular: ac- 
count of thofe things, which God had done 
among the Gentiles by his miniftry. And whenzo 
they Foard ‘it,’ they glorified the Lord, and 
faid to him, ‘* Brother, thou feeft how many 
myriads + of believing Jews there are ; and they 
are all zealous for the law. Now they have been 
informed of thee, chat thou teacheft all the Jews, 
which are among the Gentile nations, to apofta- 
tize from Mofes, faying that they ought not to 
circumcife their children, nor to walk according 
to the cuftoms. What is it then? The multi- 
tude muft by all means come together, for they 
will hear that thou art come. Therefore do this 
that we fay to thee: there are with us four men, 
who have a vow upon them; take them, and 
purify thyfelf with them, and be at charges with 
them, that they may fhave their heads: and all 
will know, that there is nothing in thofe things, 
which they have heard of thec; but that thou 
thyfelf walkeit regularly, kecping the law. Andzs 
as for the belicving Gentiles we have written, 
determining that they fhould obferve none of thefe 
things, except it be to keep themfelves from what 
1s offered to idols, and from blood, and from 
that which is ftrangled, and from fornication,” 
Then Paul took the men, and the next day being 

purified

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purified with them, entered into the temple, de- 
claring the accomplifhment of the days of puri- 
fication,. till an offering fhould be offered for 
every one of them *. But as the feven days were 
about to be accomplifhed, the Jews that were 
from Afia =, feeing him in the temple, threw all 
the populace into confufion, and Jaid hands upon 
him, crying out,. ‘* Ye mem of. Ifrael,. help! 
this is the man, that every where teacheth all men 
contrary to the perple, and the law,.and to this 
place ; and hath ever. brought Grecks into the 
temple, and polluted this holy place.’” (For 
they had before feen Trophimus the Ephefian in 
the city with him, whom they imagined thai 
30 Paul: had brought into the temple.) And the 
whole city was moved, and.there was a concourfe 
of the people; and laying hold‘of’ Paul, they 
dragged him out of the temple : .and immediately 
the gates were fut. And when they went about 
to kill him, word was brought to the tribune of 
the: cohort, that-all Jerufalem was in:confufion : 
Whb immediately took foldiers; and centurions, 
and ranin among them. Aid when they faw the 
tribtine amd the foldiers, .they ceafed from beat- 
ing 10]. Then the tribune drew near, and took 
him 1, and ccmmanded him to be bound with 
two chains; and enquired who he was, and what 
he had done. And fome among the multitude 
cried out one thine,.and fome-another. And as 
be could not know the certainty by resfon cf the 
tumult, he commanded him to be carricd into 
3g.the caltle.. But when he was upon the fisuvs, αὐ 
came to. pafs that he was borne |] by the foiiers 
becaufe of the violence of the croud: For the 
multitude of the people followed, crying ont,

But as Paul was going to be brought into: the 
caftle, he faid to the tribune, ‘* May I be al- 
lowed to fpeak to thee ?”’? And * he fatd, ‘* Cant 
thou fpeak Greek ὃ: art not thou that Egyptian,. 
who-didtt before thefe days ftir up a fedition, and 
lead out into the wildernefs four thoufand mur- 
derers ?”’ But Paul faid,. ““-1 am indecd a Jew of © 
Tarfus in Cilicia, ἃ citizen of no inconfiderable - 
city ;-and I intreat thee, permit me to fpeak to 
the people ’” 

And on his giving him permiffion,. Paul ftand- 40 
ing on the ftairs,. beckoned with his hand. to the | 
people ;-and ‘when there was a great filence, he- 
addreffed them inithe Hebrew dialect, faying, 
‘© Men, brethren, and fathers {; hear my apo--z. 
logy, ‘ which I make ’ now to you.”” And when ~ 
they heard that he. addreffed them in. the Hebrew. 
dialect, they the rather kept filence : ἀπά he faid, . 
‘‘ Tam indeed a Jew, born at Tarfus in Cilicia, | 
but educated in this city at the. feet of Gamailiel, , 
‘and ’ accurately. inftrudted in the law of our f#-- 
thers; being zealous:for-God, 45: you. all are at 
this day: who perfecuted. this way to the death ; 
binding both men and'women, and delivering 
them into prifons: ag alfo the high pneltis my ς- 
witnefs, and al] ‘the court: of che- elders ; from 
whein alfo having received letters to the brethren, . 
I went to Darrafcus to bring. thofe that were there 
bound to ferufalem, that they might be -punifhed. 
And it came to: pafs that as I was‘on my journey, 
and was come nigh to, Damafcus about noon, on 
a fudden a great light fhone about me from hea 
ven; and I fell to the ground, and heard a voice 
faving tome, ‘ Saul, Saul, why doft thou per- 
fucure me’? But 1 anfwered, ** Who. art thou, 
Lord?” And he faid unto me, ‘*Iam jesus the 

Na- 

* Hearing him fpeak ja the Greek language, + Or, 
rv‘her,  Men-hrethren, and fathers.” So elfey here, 
τ Men-brithren * only means © Brethren.” B, 
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Nazarene, whom thou perfecuteft.””. And: they 
that were with me, faw the light indecd, and 
were terrified ; but they did not hear * the voice 
1oof him, that fpake to me. And I faid, “« Lord, 
what fhall I do?’ And the Lord faid unto me, 
‘* Arife, and go to Damafcus, and there it thall 
be told thee of all things, which are appointed 
for thee to do.” And as I could not fee by rea- 
fon of the glory of that light; being led by the 
hand of thofe that were with me, I came to Da- 
mafcus. And one Ananiasy a pious man ac- 
cording to the law, who had an honourable cha- 
racter among the Jews that dwele ‘ at Damafcus,’ 
coming to me, and {ftanding by me, faid to me, 
™ Brother Saul, look up.” And in that very 
hour 1 looked up upon him. And he faid, ““ The 
God of our fathers hath fore-ordained thee to 
know his will, and to fee that rightcous perfon, 
15and to hear a voice from his mouth ; becaule 
thou fhalt be his witnefs to all men of thofe 
things, which thou hait feen and heard. And 
now why doft thou delay? Arife, and be bap- 
tized, and wath away thy fins, invoking the name 
of the Lord.” And it came to pafs, that when 
I was returned to Jerufalem, and was praying in 
the temple, I wasinatrance; and I faw him 
faying to me, ‘© Make hafte, and depart quickly 
from Jerufalemn, for they will not receive thy tef- 
timony concerning me.’ And J faid, ““ Lor«d, 
they know 1 was imprifoning, and f{courging in 
the fynagogucs them, that believed in thee ; 
zoand when the bloed of Stephen thy martyr was 
fhed, I alfo was ftanding by, and confenting to 
his flaughter, and kept the garments of thofe that 
flew him.” And he faid to me, ‘* Go thy way, 
for I will fend thee far off to the Gentiles " 
And they heard him to this word, and then 
lifted up their voice, faying, ‘* Away with this 
fellow from the earth, for it is not fit that he 
fhould 
* j,e, diftingtly, See Acts ix, 7, 8, ἄς, 
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jhould five.” And as they were crying out, and 
were rending their garments, and cafting duft 
into the air, the tribune commanded that he 
fhould be brought into the cattle, and ordered 
that he fhould be put to the queftion * by fcourg- 
ing, that he might know for what caufe they 
raifed fuch an outcry againft him. And as they 2§ 
were binding him with thongs, Paul faid to the 
centurion i ftood by, ‘* Is it lawful for you 
to fcourge ἃ man, who 1s a Roman, and uncon- 
demned?”) And the centurion hearing * this,’ 
went and told the tribune, faying, ‘* Confidcr 
what you are about to ao, for this man is a Ro- 
man.’’? And the tribune came, and faid to him, 
“Tell me, art thou « Roman?” And he faid, 
“6 Yes.” And the tribune anfwered, “1 ob- 
tained this freedom with a confiderable fum of 
money.” And Paul replied, ‘* But I was free- 
born.” They therefore, who were about to have 
put him to the queftion, immediately departed | 
from him: and the tribune was afraid, when he 
knew that he was a Roman, and becaufe he had 
bound him +. 

And on the morrow defiring to know certainly 30 
of what he was accufed by the Jews, he loofed 
him from his bonds, and commanded the chief 
pricfts, and all their Sanhedrim to come together ; 
and bringing Paul down, he fet him before then. 
And Paul looking attentively on the Sanhedrim, -%- 
faid, ““ Men ‘and’ brethren, I have even to 
this day converfed before God in all good con- 
{cience *» And Ananias the high prieft com- 
manded thofe that ftood by him, to finite him 
onthe mouth. Then Paul faid to him, ““ God 
is about to fmite thee, O thou whited wall! For 
fitteft thou to judge me according to the law, and 
yet in violation of the law commandeft me to be

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fmitten?” But they that ftood-by 3:1, “* Dott 

5 thou revile the high preft of God?) And Pau! 
faid, ““ Brethren, I was not aware the: it was 
the high prieft; for itis written, ‘© Thos thalt 
not fpeak evil of the ruler of thy peoj:!s *.” 
Then Paul perceiving that the one part were Gil. 
ducees, and the other Pharifees, cried out in inv 
Sanhedrim, “* Men ‘ and’ brethren, I am a Pha- 
rifee, the fon of a Pharifee; for the hope t cn.! 
refurredtion of the dead I am brought into jude. 
ment.” And-n his fpeaking this,. there was a 
contention between the Pharifces and the Saddi- 
ceess; and the multitude was divided. For the 
Sadducees fay, there is no refurrection, [neithe 
angel +,] nor fpirit; but the Pharifees confer 
both, ὠμὰ there was a great clamour; and the 
Scribe: * who were ’ on the fide of the Pharifees. 
arofe and contended, faying, “ We find ro ev: 
in this man; bute if a fpirit, or an angel hatl 
{poker to him, [εἴ us not fight againit God.’ 

10 And as a great difturbance arofe, the tribuni 
fearing left Paul fhould be torn in pieces by them 
com: uanded the foldicrs to go down, and taki 
him by force from the midit of them, and τί 
bnng him into the caitle. 


And in the following nicht the Lord ftandins 
by him, faid, ““ Be otf good courage, Paul: fo 
as thou: halt teftificl the things concerning me « 
Jernialem, fo thou muft alfo bear teftimony 3 
Rome.’ And when it was day, fome of th 
Jews, entering into a con{piracy, beund them 
felves with a curfe, faying, that they would net 
ther cat nor drink till they had killed Paul. An 
they were more than forty, who had made thi 
agreement. And they came to the chief prictl 
and elders, and faid, “‘ We have bound ee 

oh

And 
the tribune taking him by the hand, and leading 
him into a retired place, enquired “ of him,’ 
“ What is it that thou haft to tell me?” And hezo 
faid, ““ The Jews have agreed together to atk 
thee, that thou wouldeft bring down Paul to- 
morrow to the Sanhedrim, as if they would en- 
quire jomething more accurately concerning him. 
But co not be prevailed upon by them; for there 
are more than‘forty of them lie in an ambuth fok 
him, who have obliged themfelves by a curfe nei- 
ther to eat nor drink till they have killed him; 
and they arc now ready, Waiting an order from 
thee.” ‘fhe tribune therefore difmifled the young: 
man with a charge, ‘* Be fure ‘ thou’ tell no 
man, that thou hafl difcovered thefe things to 
me.” And he ealled to:him two of the centu- 
rions, and faid, ‘é Prepare two hundred foldiers 
to po to Cacfarea; and feventy horfemen, and 
two hundred fpearmen by the third hour of the ἢ 
night +; and provide beafts to fet Paul upon, 
and conduct him in fafety to Felix the gover- 
Nor.’”'

z5nor *.’’ And he wrote an epiltle, the contents 
of which are in this copy. 


“ Claudius Lyfias to his exeellency Felix the 
governor, ‘ fendeth ’ greeting. 
‘* "Phis man was feized by the Jews, and had 
“Ὁ Jike to have been flain by them, when I came 
“ with a party of foldiers, and refeued him: 
“¢ © and? I have learnt ‘ fince’ that he is « Ro: 
man +. And defiring to know the crime of 
which they accufed him, ] brought him before 
the Sanhedrim: whom I found to be accufed 
concerning queflions of their law, but to have 
nothing charged upon him worthy of death, 
30% or ot bonds. But when it was fignified to me 
““ that an ambufh would be laid for the man by 
the Jews, Liminediately ‘ fent’ him to thee, 
commanding his accufers alfo to declare before 
** thee what they have againft him. Farewel.” 


The foldiers therefore as it was commanded 
them, taking up Paul, brought him by night te 
Antipatris. And the next day they returned to 
the caftle, leaving the horfemen to go with him; 
who entering into Caefarea, and delivering the 
epiftle to the governor, prefented Paul alfo before 
him. And when the governor had read “ the let- 
ter,’ he afked of what province he was: and be- 

3§ing informed that he was of Cilicia, “ 1 wall 
hear thee, faid he, when thine accufers are alfo 
come.” And he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod’s Praetorium {. 


sa And after five days the high prieft Ananias 
‘ came down, with the elders, and a certain Oris 
tor ‘named’ Tertullus: and they made their ap- 


pearance 
® Of the province, + Or, Having Icarnt thut 
he was a Roman, and defiring, ἄς, 1 This wasa 


palace and court built by Herod the Great, 
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carance before the governor againft Paul. And 
ie being called; Tertrllas began to accufe him, 
faying, ‘* As we enjoy great peace by your 
means, and ‘as illuftrious deeds are happily 
done to this nation by your prudent adminaitra- 
tion; we accept it always, and in all places, 
mot noble Fe:iv, with all thankfulnefs. Never- 
thelefs that { may not trouble yau farther, 1 be- 
feech you to hear us ina ἔν werds, with your 
‘ufual’? cadour: for we have tound this man ἃς 
peftilent fellow, and a mover of {edition among 
all the Jews throughour the world, and.a ring- 
leader of the fe& of the Nazarenes ; who hath at- 
tempted alfo to profane the temple, and whom we 
apprehenced, and would have judged according 
to our law ; but Lyfias the tribune coming upon 
us with a great force, took ‘ him’ away out of 
our hands, commanding his accufers to come to 
you; by which means, you may yourfelf on ex- 
amination take cognizance of all thefe things, 
of which we accufe him.” And the Jews alfo 
gave their affent, faying, that thefe things 
were fo. 

Then Paul, after the governor had made a fig- 10 
nal to him to fpezk, anfwered, ** Knowing that 
thou, O Felix, haft been for feveral years a judge 
to this nation, I anfwer for myfelf with the more 
chearfulness ; fince thou mayelt know, that it is 
no more than twelve days fince I went up to wor- 
fhip at Jerufalem; and they neither found me 
difputing with any man in the temple, nor mak- 
ing any infurrection among the people, either in 
the fynapogues, or in the city: nor can they 
produce any proof of the things, concerning which 
they now accufe me. But this 1 confefs unto 
thee, that after the way, which they call herefy, 
fo worfhip I the God of our fathers ; believing 
all things which are written in the law and in 
the prophets; having hope towards God “ of xs 

4 thar,’ 
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that,’ which they themfelves alfo expect, that 
there fhall be a refurrection of the dead, both of 
the juft and of the unjuft. And upon this ac- 
count, I exercife myfelf to have always an inof- 
fenfive confcience towards God, and towards 
men. Now after feveral years, 1 came to brin 
alms to my nation, and offerings: upon hich 
fome Afiauc Jews found me purified in the tem- 
ple, neither with multitude, nor with tumult: 
who ought to have been prefent before shee, and 
to accufe ‘me’ if they had any thing againft 
20me: or let thefe themfelves fay, if when I ftood 
before the Sanhedrim, they found any crime in 
me; unlefs it be with relation to this one word, 
which I cried out when I ftood among them, 
«© ‘That for the refurreftion of the dead I am 
judged by you this day.” . 
And when Felix heard thefe things, he put 
them off, faying, ““ After I have been more ac- 
curately informed concerning ‘ this’? way, when 
Lyfias the tribune cometh down, J will take cog- 
nizance of the affair between you.” And he 
commanded the centurion to keep Paul, and let 
him have liberty, and to hinder none of his 
friends from affifting ‘ him,’ or coming to him. 
And after fome days Felix coming with Dru- 
filla his wife, who was a Jewefs, fent for Paul, 
25 and heard him concerning faith in curisr. And 
as he reafoned concerning righteoufnefs, and tem- 
perance, and judgment to come, F clix trembling, 
anfwered, ‘* Go thy way for this time, and ] will 
take fome future opportunity to call for thee.” 
And he hoped alfo that money would be given 
him by Paul, that he might fet him at liberty ; 
and therefore he fent the more frequently for him, 
and difcourfed with him. Now after two years 
were ended, Felix was {ueceeded by Portius I el: 
tus ; and Felix willing to ingratiate himfelf with 
‘the Jews, left Paul a prifoner.

When 4" therefore was come into the pro- -" 
vince, affer three days he went up from Caefa+ 
rea to Jerufalem, and the high pnieit, and the 
chief among the Jews appeared before him againft 
Paul, and intreated him, begging favour againft 
him, that he would fend for him to Jerufalem ; 
laying an ambufh to kill him by the way. But 
Feftus anfwered, that Paul fhould be kept at 
Caefarea, and that he himfelf would fhortly fet 
out “ for that place:’ ‘* therefore, faid he, lets 
thofe of you, who are able, go down with ‘ me,’ 
and if there be any thing ‘ criminal’ in this man, 
let them accufe him.’? And having continued 
among them more than ten days, he went down 
to Caefarea, and the next day fitting down on 
the tribunal, he commanded Paul to be brought, 
sind when he appeared, the Jews, who came 
down from Jerufalem, ftood round about, bring- 
ing many heavy accufations againft Paul, which 
they were not able to prove; while he anfwered 
for himfelf, ‘* Neither againft the laws of the 
Jews, nor againft the temple, nor againft Caefar, 
ave I committed any offence at all.”” But Fef- 
tus willing to ingratiate himfelf with the Jews, 
anfwered Paul, and faid, ““ Wilt thou go up to 
Jerufalem, and there be judged before me con- 
cerning thefe things?’ But Paul faid, ““ Iamro 
ftanding at Caefar’s tribunal, where I ought to 
be judged: I have done no wrong to the Jews, 
as thou knowelt perfeétly well. For if indeed I 
have done wrong, or have committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refufe not to die: but if there 
1s nothing ‘ in thofe things ’ of which thefe accufe 
me, no Man can give me up to “ gratify ’ them! 
ἰ apres unto Caefar.”” Then Feftus having 
{poken with the council, anfwered, ‘* Halt thou 
appealed unto Caefar? Unto Caefar thou fhalt 


“gy? 
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And when fome days were paffed, kigg Agrip- 


a and Berenice came to Caefarea to pay their 
refpects to Feftus. And as they continued there 
many days, Feftus laid before the king the cafe * 
of Paul, faying, ‘‘ There is a certain man left 

15 in bonds by Felix: concerning whom, when | 
was at Jerufalem, the chief prieits, and the elders 
of the Jews informed ‘ me,’ defiring judgment 
againft him. To whom I anfwered, that it 1s 
not the cuftom of the Romans to give up any man 
to deftruction, {1} he that 1s accufed, have the 
accufers face to face, and be allowed an oppor- 
tunity of making his defence as to the crime laid 
to his charge. When therefore they were come 
hither, I without any delay fat down upon the 
tribunal next day, and commanded the man to 
be brought forth. Againft whom, when the ac- 
cufers ftood up, they brought no charge of fuch 
things as I fuppofed ; but had certain queflions 
againit him relating to their own religion, and 
about one sEsus, that was dead, whom Paul af- 

20 firmed to be alive. But as I was dubious of the 
queftion relating to him t, I faid, that if he 
were willing he fhould go to Jerufalem, and there 
be judged of thefe things. But Paul appealing 
to be kept to the hearing of ‘ our’ auguit ‘ cm- 
peror,’ 1 commanded him to be kept till I could 
fend him to Caefar.””. Then Agrippa faid unto 
Feftus, “ I alfo would willingly hear 1 the man 
myfelf.” And he faid, ‘* ‘To-morrow thou fhalt 
hear him.” 

The next day therefore, Agrippa and Berenice 
coming with great pomp, and entering into the 
place of audience, with the tribunes and princi 
pal men of the city; at the command of Feftus 
Paul was brought forth. And Feltus faid, “" oO 
king Agrippa, and all ye, who are prefent with 

Us, 

* Or, bufinefs, + Or, doubted concerning fuch 

fort of queftions, 1 Or, would delire to hear, 
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us, ye fec this man, concerning whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have pleaded with me, 
both at Jerufalem, and here, crying out, that 
he ought not to live any longer. But I could notz5 
apprehend him to have done any thing worthy of 
death ; yet as he himfelf hath appealed to ¢ our ” 
auguit ‘ emperor,’ I have determined to fend 
him. Concerning whom I have nothing certain 
to write to his majefty: wherefore [ have itr 
him out before you ‘all,’ and efpecially before 
thee, O king Agrippa, that after examination 
taken, I may have fomething to write: for it 
feems to me abfurd to fend a prifoner, and not to 
fignify alfo the crimes ‘ alledged ’ againft him. _ 

Then Agrippa faid unto Paul, ““ It is per--% 
mitted unto thee to fpeak for thyfelf.”” Then 
Paul ftretching forth his hand, made his de- 
fence. 


“© 1 efteem myfelf happy, O king Agrippa, 
that Tam this day to make my defence before 
thee, concerning all thofe things of which I am 
accufed by the Jews ; efpecially as thou art ac- 
quainted with all the cuftoms, and the queftions 
among the Jews: wherefore I intreat thee that 
thou wilt hear me with patience. The manner 
of my life from my youth, which from the be- 
ginning was {pent among my own nation at Je- 
rufalem, is known to all the Jews; who knew § 
me * from the firit (af they would teftify) that 
according to the ftricteft fect of our religion I 
lived a Phavifee. And now.I ftand in judgment 
for the hope of that promife, which was made by 
God unto ‘ our’ fathers: to which “ promife ’ 
our twelve tribes hope to attain, worthipping 
continually night and day: concerning which 
hope, O king Agrippa, I am accufed by the 

E 


Jews. 
* Or, are acquainted with me, 
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Jews. * Why fhould it be judged an incre 
dible thing by you, that God fhould raife the 
dead? I indeed thought with myfelf, that I 
ought to do many things contrary to the name 
yoof yesus the Nazarene. Which accordingly I did 
in Jerufalem; and I fhut up many of the faints 
in prifon, having received authority from the 
chief prieft. And when ‘ fome of them’ were 
killed, I gave my vote againft ‘ them:’ and fre- 
quently punifhing them in all the fynagogues, I 
compelled them to blafpheme: and being ex- 
ceedingly mad againit them, I perfecuted ‘ thein’ 
even to foreign cities. ‘With this view, as I was 
going to Damafcus, with authority and commif- 
fion from the chief pricfts, at mid-day ‘ while 1 
was ’ in the way, Ὁ king Agrippa, I faw a 
light from heaven, exceeding the {plendor of the 
fun, fhining about me, and thofe whi travelled 
with me. And when we were all fallen down 
to the earth, i heard a voice fpeaking to me, 
and faying in the Hebrew language, ““ Saul, 
Saul, why doft thou perfecute me? “it is? hard 
ἃς for thee to kick againft the goads.” «λῃά I faid, 
<¢ Who art thou, Lord?” And he faid, ““ Jam 
jesus, whoin thou perfecuteft. But arife, and 
ftand upon thy feet, for to this purpofe I have 
appeared unto thee, to ordain thee a minifter, 
and a witnefs both of the things, which thou 
haft feen, and of thofe in which] will appear 
unto thee: delivering thee from the people, and 
* from’ the Gentiles, to whom I now fend thee, 
ro open their eyes, that they inay turn from darx- 
nefs to light, and ‘ from’ the power of Satan unto 
God ; that they may receive forgivencfs of fins, 
and an inheritance among them that are fan¢ti- 
fied through faith, which is in me +.” From 
| that 

* Or, what? Is it thought incredible. {ὁ τ, 


forgivenefs of fins ΒΚ FAITH .,., and inheritance amang 
them, which are fanttified, 8B. 
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that time, O king Agrippa, I was not difobe- 
dient to the heavenly vifion: but declared firftzo 
to them at Damafcus, and at Jerufalem, and 
through all the country of Judea, and ‘ then ’ to 
the Gentiles, that they fhould repent, and return 
to God, performing deeds worthy of repentance. 
On account of thefe things, the Jews feizing 
me in the temple, attempted to have killed ‘ ime” 
with their own hands. Having therefore ob- 
taincd help from God, I continue until this day, 
teitifying both to fmall and great, faying nothing 
but what the prophets and Mofes having declared. 
fhould be; that the Meffiah * having fuffered, and 
being the firft who rofe from the dead, fhould 
difcover light to the people, and to the Gen- 
tiles. » 

And as he was thus making his defence, Fef- 
tus faid with a loud voice, ‘* Paul thou are dif- 
tracted ἢ much ftudy driveth thee to madnefs.” 
But he replied, “ΚΣ am net mad, moft noble z5 
Feftus ; but utter the words of truth, and fober- 
nefs. For the king knoweth of theie things, to 
whom alfo I fpeak with freedom: for I am per- 
fuaded none of thefe things are hidden from him, 
fince this is not ‘an affair’ tranfacted in a cor- 
ner. O king Agrippa, believelt thou the pro- 
phets? I know that thou believelt.”” Then A- 
grippa faid unto Paul, ‘* Thou almoft perfuadett 
me to become a chriftian.”? And Paul faid, « I 
would to God, that not only thou, but alfo all 
that hear me this day, were both alinoit, and al- 
together fuch as Iam, except thefe boads.”” And 3c 
as he faid this, the king arofe, and the governor, 
and Berenice, and thofe who fate with them. 
And when they had retired, they ipake one with 
another, faving, *€ This man hath done nothing 
worthy of death, or of bonds.” And Agrippa 
faid to Feltus, ‘*‘ This man might have been {et 
at liberty, if he had not appealed-unto Caefar.”

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a And as it was determined that we * fhould fail 
into Italy, they delivered Paul, and fome other 
prifoners, to a centurion of the Auguftan cohort, 
whofe name was Julius. And going on board a 
fhip of Adramyttis +, we weighed anchor, in. 
tending to fail by the coafts of Afia $; Ariftar- 
chus a Macedonian of Theffalonica being with 
us. And the next ‘ day ’ we reached Sidon: and 
Julius treating Paul with great humanity, per- 
mitted ‘him’ to go to his friends, and to enjoy the 
benefit of their care. And weighing anchor from 
thence, we failed under Cyprus, becaufe the 

g winds were contrary. And failing through the 
fea over-againit Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came 
to Myra, ‘acity ’ of Lycia. And there the cen- 
turion finding a fhip of Alexandria bound ἴοι 
Italy, put us on board it. And when we had 
failed flowly for feveral days, and were hardly 
got over-againft Cnidus, the wind not permitting 
us, we failed under Crete, over-againft Sal- 
mone ||: and paffing it with difficultv, we came 
to a certain place called The Fair Havens, in 
the neighbourhood of which was the city of La- 
fea. And, as much time was fpent, and failing 
was now hazardous becaufe the faft § was al- 

1oready over, Pau] exhorted ‘ them,’ faying unto 
them, ‘‘ Sirs, I perceive this voyage will be at- 
tended with injury, and great damage, not only 
to the lading, and the fhip, but alfo to our lives.” 
But the centurion paid greater regard to the pi- 
lot, and the mafter of the veflel, than to thofe 
things which were fpoken by Paul. And as the 
haven was not commodious to winter in, the 

. greater

greater part advifed to fet fail from thence, if 
they might poffibly reach to Phaenice to winter 
‘there ; which is? a haven of Crete, looking to 
the fouth-weft, and north-wett. And as the fouth 
wind blew gently, fuppofing they were fecure of 
‘their’ purpofe, they weighed anchor, and failed 
on clofe to Crete. But not long after, there 
arofe againit her * a tempcftuous wind, which is 
called Kuroclydon +. And as the fhip was vio-1¢ 
Jently hurried away, and was not able to bear 
up againit the wind, we gave ‘her’ up, and 
were driven. And running under a certain 
ifland called Clauda, we were hardly able to get 
matters of the boat: which when they had hoitted 
up, they ufed helps, under-girding the fhip; and 
fearing left they fhould fall upon the quickiands, 
they itruck fail, and fo were driven. And as 
we were exccedingly toffed by the florm, the next 
‘day’ they lightned the fhip : and the third ‘day ’ 
we caft out with our own hands the tackling of 
the fhip. Now as neither fun nor ftars appeared 20 
for feveral days, and no fmall te:npelt preffed 
upon ‘ us,” all remainder of hope that we might 
be delivered, was taken away. And when there 
was preat want of food, then Paul ftanding in 
the midit of them, faid, ‘* Sirs, you ought to 
have hearkened to me, and not to have loofed 
from Crete, and ‘ fo’ have gained this injury 
and lofs. Neverthelefs even now I exhort you 
to be of good courage ; for there fhall be no lofs 
of any life among you; but only of the fhip. 
For there appeared to me this night an angel of 
the God, whofe 1am, and whom I worfhip, faying, 
“ραν not, Paul; thou mult be prefented be- 
fore Caefar ; and'behold, God hath given thee 
all of them that fail with thee.” Wherefore take 2 
courage, Sirs, for 1 truft in God, that it shall 
E 3 be 
; * i.e. the fhip. Or, ‘it,’ i.e. Crete, Beng. + Or, 
in modern phrafe, a Levanter, SeeShaw’s Trav, p. 358—361. 
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be fo, according to the manner in which it hath 
been fpoken to me. But we muft be caft upon a 
certain ifland.’? And when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were toffed up and down in 


the Adriatic fea, the mariners fufpected about 


midnight, that they drew near to fome land: 
and founding they found ‘ it’ twenty fathoms ; 
and having gone a little way from thence, and 
founding again, they found ‘ it’ fifteen fathoms. 
And fearing leit they fhould fall upon fome rocky 
fhore, they caft four anchors out of the ftern, 


3z0oand withed that the day would break. But

when the the mariners endeavoured to flee out 
of the fhip, ana had let down the boat into the 
fea, under pretence that they were about to carry 
out anchors from the fhip-head, Paul faid to the 
centurion, and the foldiers, ‘‘ Unlefs thefe * con- 
tinue in the fhip, ye cannot be faved ¢.”) Then 
the foldiers cut off the cords of the boat, and let 
it fall off. And whilé the day was coming on, 
Paul exhorted them all to take ‘* fome’ food, 
faying, ““ ‘To-day you are looking for the four- 
teenth day t, and continue fafting, having taken 
nothing ||. ‘Therefore I exhcrt you to take ‘ fome’ 
food, ince this is proper ’ for your fafety : for 
not a hair fhall fall from the head of any of you.” 
And when he had fpoken thus, and had took bread, 
he gave thanks to God before them all, and 
having broken ‘it,’ he began to eat. And be- 
ing all encouraged, they alfo took “ fome ’ food. 
And we were in the fhip two hundred and feventy- 


fix 


ἃ Withont whofe help we cannot manage her. t+ The 
promife of faving their lives being upon condition that they 
tock the molt prudential methods, the prefent circumfances 
would admit. 1 Since you have been in this diftrets. 
! Of a regular meal. Or, ““ Expedling the fourteenth 
day, which is to-day, you continue without cating. 1, δ, 
Out of expectation of the fourteenth, which they looked 
upon ascritical, they had forgot to eatall that day, Pope's 
Odyil, xii, 752, Note, 
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fix fouls in all. And being fatisfied with: food, 
they lightened the fhip; and caft out the corn 
into the fea. And when it was day, they did 
not know the land; but they perceived a certain 
creck, having a fhore *, into which they were 
minded, if they were able, to have thruft the 
fhip. And when they had weighed thetr anchors, 40 
they committed ‘ the fhip ’ to the fea, at the fame 
time loofing the rudder bands +,. and hoifting up 
the mati-fail to the wind, they made for the 
fhore ¢. But falling on a place where two feas 
met, they ran the fhip aground; and the fore 
part ftuck fait, and remained immoveable, while 
the hinder part was broken by the force of the 
waves. And the counfel of the foldiers was, that 
they fhould kill the prifoners, left any one fhould 
fwim away, and efcape. But the centurion be- 
ing defirous to fave Paul, hindered them from 
‘their’ purpofe, and commanded thofe that could 
fwim, to throw *themfelves ’ out firft into the fea, 
and get away to land: and the remainder fome 
upon planks, and others upon fome of * the 
things ’ of the fhip. And fo it came to pafs that 
they all got fafe to land. 


And being got fafe ‘ to land,’ they then knew-re: 
that the ifland was called Melita ||. And the 
barbarians treated us with uncommon humanity ; 
for having kindled a fire they brought us all to 
‘it,’ becaufe of the prefent rain, and becaufe of 
the cold. Now as Paul was gathering up a bun- 
die of iticks, and laying them upon the fire, a 
viper coming out of the heat, faftened upon his 
hand. And as foon as the barbarians faw the

ὁ Convenient for landing. + Which had been 
faftened before, when they let the veflel drive; but were 
now toofened, in order to fteer her into the creek. 1 Or, 
hoiting up the forefail, were carried Ly the wind to the 
fhore. .B, || At prefent Malta, 
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fierce animal hanging on his hand, they faid one 


to another, ‘* This man is certainly a murderer, 
whom ‘ divine ’ vengeance hath not permitted to 
g live, though he be faved from the fea.”? But he 
fhaking off the fierce animal into the fire, fuffered 
no evil. However they expected that he fhould have 
{wollen, or fuddenly have fallen down dead: and 
having waited a confiderable time, and feeing ro 
mifchief befal him, changing their minds, they 
faid, he wasa God. And in the neighbourhood 
‘of that place, there was the eftate of the Chief * 
of the ifland, whofe name was Publius; who 
having received us into his houfe, entertained us 
in a courteous manner for three days. And fo 
it was, that the father of Publius being feized 
with a fever and bloody flux, was confined to his 
bed: to whom Paul going in, and having prayed, 
laid his hands on him, and healed him. Now 
therefore when this ‘ miracle ’ was wrought, the 
reft alfo, who had diforders in the ifland, came 
1oand were healed. Who alfo honcured us with 
great honours, and when we departed put on 
board fuch things as were neceflary. Ard after 
three months we departed in a fhip of Alexandria, 
that had wintered in the ifland, whofe fign was 
Caftor and Pollux +. And being arrived at Sy- 
tacufe, we continued there three days. From 
thence we coafted round, and came over-againft 
Rhegium. And after one day the fouth wind 
arifing, we came in two days to Puteoli: where 
we found brethren, and were intreated to flay 
with them feven days: and fo we went for Rome. 
1s And from thence the bret~ren having heard of 
our ‘ affairs,’ came out to meet us, ‘ fome ἕω 
ar 


* The governor of this ifland was called fmply, The 
CHIEF, Πρυΐος. Vid. Grot. t Tie ancients had 
images both at the head and ftern: from the firft, called 
the stcn, the fhip was named: the other was that of the 
tutelar deity. Caftoy and Pollux were prebably both, 
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far as Appii Forum ; and ‘ others ’ to the Three 
‘Taverns: whom when Paul faw, he thanked 
God, and took courage. 


And when we came to Rome, the centurion 
delivered the prifoners to the captain * of the 
band: but Paul was permitted to dwell apart in 
an houfe of his own, with a foldier that guarded 
him. And it came to pafs that after three days, 
Paul called together thofe that were the chief of 
the Jews. And when they were come together, 
he fatd unto them, ‘* Men “ and ” brethren, 
though I have done nothing contrary to the peo- 
ple, or to our paternal cultoms, yet was 1 de- 
livered a prifoner from Jerufalem into the hands 
of the Rom:ns; who having examined me, were 
willing to have fet ‘ me’ at Jiberty, as there was no 
cauie of death in me. But when the Jews op- 
pofed ‘it,’ I was obliged to appeal to Caefar ; 
‘yet ποῖ as having any thing of which to ac- 
cufe my own nation, For this reafon, therefore, 20 
Jentreated that I might fee and fpeak with ‘you:? 
for ‘itis’ on account of the hope of Ifrael, ¢ that’ 
Iam bound with this chain.’””? And they faid to 
him, ‘© We have neither received letters from 
Judea concerning thee ; nor hath any of the bre- 
thren that hath come hither, related, or faid any 
evil concerning thee. But we defire to hear from 
thee what thou thinkelt; for as concerning this - 
fe&t, it is known to us, that it is every where 
{poken againit.” And having appointed hima 
day, many came to him at his lodging; to whom 
he expounded +, teftifying the kingdom of 
Gsod, and perfuading them of the things that re- 
late to yEsus, both from the law of Mofes and. 
the prophets, from morning till evening. And » 
fome were perfuaded by the things which were 

E 5 fpoken ;

paffages of the (cripturen, 
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253 fpoken; and fome believed not. And difagree- 
ing with each other, they brake up the affembly ; 
Paul faying this one word, ‘‘ Surely well did the 
Holy Spirit fpeak by IJfaiah the prophet to our 
fathers, when he faith, ““ Go to this people, and 
** fay, Hearing ye fhall hear, and fhall not un- 
‘« derftand ; and feeing ye fhall fee, and thal] 
‘* not perceive: for the heart of this people 15 
** become grofs ; and with their ears they hear 

heavily ; and they have drawn their eyes to- 

“« gether; left they fhould fee with ‘ their’ eyes, 

“ and hear with ‘ their’ ears, and underitand with 

‘¢ © their’ heart, and fhould be converted, and 1 

‘¢ fhould heal them *.”” Therefore be it known 

unto you, that the falvation of God is fent to the 

Gentiles, and they will hear ‘ it.” And when 

he had faid thefe-things, the Jews departed, 

having great debates among themfelves. 


30 But Paul continued two whole years in his 
own hired Loufe, and received all that came to 
him; preaching the kingdom of God, and teach- 
ing thofe things, which relate to the Lord jesus 
Chnift, with all freedom of fpeech, ‘ and ” 
without any reftraint +.

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AUL, a fervant of jesus Chrift, called. 

‘to be’ an apoftle,. feparated to the gofpel 
of God, which before was promifed by his 
apoltles in the holy fcriptures, relating to his fon 
yesus Chrilt our Lord, who was born of the 
feed of David according to the flefh, ‘ but’ de- 
terminately marked out as the fon of God with. 
power, according to the fpirit of holinefs, in the 
refurrection from the dead: by whom we haves 
received grace and an apoftolical miffion, that 
out of regard to his name, all nations might be 
brought to the obedience of faith: among whom 
are ye alfo the called of jesus Chrift: Τὸ all. 
in Rome, who are beloved of God, called * and ἢ 
holy, prace to you, and peace from God our fa- 
ther, and the Lord sesus Chritt.. --- 


In the firt place [ thank my God through je- 
cus Chrilt for you all, that your faith is cele- 
brated through the whole world. For God, 
whom I ferve with my fpirit in the gofpel of his. 
fon, is my witnefs, how inceflantly [ make men- 
tion of you: always intreating in my prayers toto 
come unto you, if by any means now at length 
1 may have a prefperous journey by the will of 

E 6 God. 
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God. For I defire greatly to fee you, that I may 
impart to you fome fpiritual gift, that you may 
be eftablifhed ἢ: that is, ‘ I defire ’ while I am 
among you, ‘ that’ we may be comforted toge- 
ther by the mutual faith both of you and me. 
And I would not have you ignorant, brethren, 
that I have often been propofing to come to you, 
though I have hitherto been hindered, that I 
might have fome fruit among you alfo, even as 
among the reft of the Gentiles. ‘ For’ J ama 
debtor both to the Greeks and the barbarians, 
15 both to the learned and the ignorant: therefore 
according to my weak abilities, 1 am ready + to 

preach the gofpel to you alfo that are at Rome. 
For I am not afhamed of the gofpel of Chriit: 
for it is the power of God for falvation, to every 
one that believeth ; to the Jew firft, and alfo to 
the Greek. For in it the mghteoufnefs of God 
by faith fis revealed to ‘ our’ faith: as it is 
written, ‘ The juft fhall live by faith ||.” For 
the wrath of God is revealed from heaven againit 
al] impiety and unrighteoufnefs of men, who re- 
tain the truth in unrighteoufnefs. For what is 
to be known of God is manifeft among them, for 
20 God hath fhewed ‘it’ to them. For thofe things 
of him which are invifible, are from the creation 
of the world (being duly attended to) clearly 
feen by the things which are made, even his eter- 
nal power and divinity; fo that they are without 
excufe: becaufe knowing God, they have not 
glorified “ him ’ as God, neither were thankful ; 
but they became vain in their recfonings, and 
their unintelligent heart was involved in darknefs. 
Profefling themfelves to be fages, they became 
fools: and they changed the glory of the incor- 
ruptible 


* Inthe faith, and fortified againft temptation, 1 Or, 
deGrous. Τ i.e. the manner of hecoming righteous, 
which God hath. appointed ἀπ΄ the gofpel, to be by faith: 
 Habak, ii, 4. 
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ruptible God into the reprefenting image of cor- 
ruptible man, and birds, and four-footed ani- 
mals, and reptiles. God therefore delivered them 
up to uncleannefs, in ‘ gratifying ’ the lufts of 
tHeir own hearts, to difhonour their bodies among

themfelves. Who changed the truth of God in- 25 


to a lie, and worhhipped and ferved the creature 
to the negleét of the Creator, who is bleffed for 
ever. Amen. Therefore God abandoned them 
to the inoft infamous paflions ; for their women 
changed the natural ufe * to that which 15 
againft nature. And likewife their males, leav- 
ing the natural ufe of the female, have bcen in- 
flamed with defires, towards each other, males 
with males perpretating that which is moft fhame- 
ful, and receiving in thenffelves the juft recom- 

ence of their error. And as they were not fo- 
[πάισας to retain God in “ their’ knowledge, God 
delivered them over to an undifcerning mind, to 
do things moft inexpedient : full of all injuftice, 
fewdiel: mifchief, covetouinefe, malignity ; 
filled with envy, murder, contention, fraud, in- 


veteracy of evil habits; whifpering, backbiting, 30 


haters of God, violent, proud, boafters, inven- 
tors of evil things, difobedient to parents, with- 
out underftanding, implacable, without natural 
affection, breaking treaties, unmerciful: who, 
though they knew the righteous judgments of 
God, that they who do fuch things are worthy of 
death, not only do thefe things, but agree toge- 
ther with thofe that do them.

Therefore thou art inexcufable, O man, who- τ 


foever thou art, that judgeit: for wherein thou 
judgcelt another, thou condemneft thyfelf; for 
thou, who judgeft, doft the fame things. For 
we know that the judgment of God is according 
to truth againft thofe who do fuch things. And 
reafoneft thou thus, O man, who judgeft thofe 

that

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that do fuch things, while thou doeft them thy- 
felf, that thou fhouldeft efcape the judgment of 
God? Or doft thou defpife the riches of his gen- 
tlenefs,, and forbearance, and long-fuffering ; 
not knowing that the gentlenefs of God leadeth 

gthee to repentance? but by this hardnefs and 
impenitence of thy heart, art treafuring up to 
thyfelf wrath in the day of wrath, and revelation 
of the righteous judgment of God; who will re- 
Μ᾿ ξιέκοιῤη: every man according to his works: to 
thofe that by a patient courfe of well doing, feek 
for glory, and honour, and immortality, eternal 
life: but to the children of contention, who are 
difobedient to the truth, but obedient to unrigh- 
teoufnefs, “ he will render ’ indignation and 
wrath, tribulation and anguifh upon every foul 
of man who worketlr evil ; to the Jew firft, and 

toto the Greek. But glory, honour, and peace 
‘fhall be’ to every one, who worketh good ; 
firft to the Jew, and then to the Greek. For 
there is no acceptance of perfons with God. For 
as many as have finned without the law, fhall 
without the law perifh. And as many as have 
finned under the law, fhall be judged by the 
law ; (for not the hearers of the law ‘ are’ juft 
before God, but the doers of the law fhall be juf- 
tified. For when the Gentiles, whe have not 
the law, do by nature the duties required by the 
law, thefe having not the law are a law unto 

᾿ς themfelves : who fhew the work of the law writ- 
ten upon their hearts ; their confciences joining 
to bear witnefs, and ‘ their’ mutual reafonings 
among themfelves accufing or defending) in that 
day when God fhall judge the fecrets of men by 
jesus Chrift, according to my gofpel. 

Behold, thou beareft the name of a Jew, and 
thou repofelt thyfelf on the law, and thou glorieft 
in God, and knowelt ὁ his’ will, and difcerneft 
things that differ, being inftructed aut ae 

aWs 
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law, and art confident that thou thyfelf art a 
guide of the blind, a light to them that are in 
darknefs, an inftructor of the ignorant, a teacher 20 
of babes, having a form of the knowledge and 
truth, which is inthe law. ‘Thou therefore that - 
teacheft another, teacheft thou not thyfelf? Thou 
that preachelt a man fhould not fteal, doft thou 
fteal? Thou that forbideft a man to cominit adul- 
tery, dolt thou commit adultery? ‘Thou that dott 
abommate idols, doft thou commit facrilege ? 
Thou that glorieft in the law, doft thou by the 
tranfgreffion of the law difhonour God? For 

“4 the name of God 15 by your means blafphemed 

“4 among the Gentiles,” as it is written *, For z5 
circumcifion is indeed profitable, if a man keep 
the law: but if thou be a tranfgreflor of the law, 
thy circumcifion is become uncircumcifion. And 
thercfore if the uncircumcifion 1 obferve the righ- 
teous determinations of the law,. fhall not his 
uncircuimcifion be imputed as circumcifion? Yea 
the uncircumcifion that 15 by nature, accomplifh- 
ing the law, fhall judge thee, who by the letter 
and circumcifion art a tranfpreflor of the law. 
For he is not a Jew, who is fo in outward fhew, 
neither ‘ is that ’ circumcifion, which is apparent 
tthe Aefh. But he ‘is ᾽ a Jew, who is one in the 
hidden part ; and circumeifion ‘ is that’ of the 
heart, in the fpirit, not in the letter, whofe praife 
‘is’ not of men, but of God. 

+ What then ¢ is ’ the advantage of the Jew, -% 
or what the profit of circumcifion ? Much every 
way: chiefly in that they have been intruited 
with the oracles of God. And what if fome be- 
lieved not? Shall their unbelief difannul the faith 
of God? God forbid. Let God be true, though 
every min be a liars. as it is written, ‘ That 
κε thou mightieft be jultified in thy words, and 

““ mighteft 

᾿ 4 Sam. xii. 14. Ifa. ii, 5. Ezek. xxxvi. 24, 
1 i.e, an.uncircumcifed perfon, T Aa objection, 
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*¢ mighteft overcome, when thou art called τὸ 
« judgment *.”- But, if our unrighteou(nets re- 
commend the righteoufnefs of God, what fhall 
we fay? Is God unrighteous, who inflieth 
wrath? J fpeak asa man +. God forbid: how 
then fhould God judge the world? For if the 
truth of God hath abounded to his own glory by 
means of my lic, why am I called into judgment 
asa finner? ¢ And why may I not fay,’ (as we 
are calumniated, and fome afhrm, that we main- 
tain,) let us do evil, that good may come? 
Whofe *|| condemnation is juft. 

What then? have we ‘ Jews ’ the advantage ? 
Not at all; for we have before proved that Jews 


toand Gentiles are all under fin ; as it 1s written,

“. There is none righteous, no not one; there 


‘© ig mone, that wnderftandeth; there is none, 
“<< that feeketh after God. They are all declined ; 
‘‘ they are altogether become ufelefs ; there is 
none that practifeth good, not fo much as 
‘* one f{. Their throat ‘1s ’ an open fepulchre ; 
‘¢ with their tongues they have ufed deccit ; the 
“ venom cf afps ‘is’ under their lips |{: Whofe 
‘© mouth is full of curfing and bitternefs §. Their 
‘¢ feet ‘are’ fwift to fhed blood 4. Ruin and 
“4 mifery ‘are’ in their ways. And the way of 
“* of peace they have not known **. The fear of 
“« God is not before their eyes +*.” Now we 
know that what the law faith, tt faith to thofe, 
‘ that were ’ under the law: fo that every mouth 
muft be topped, and the whole world ftand con- 


2ovieted before God. Therefore no fiefh fhall be 


juftified before him by works of the law. For by 
the law is the knowledge of fin. 

But the righteoufnefs of God without the law 
is now manifeft, being attefted by the law and 


the

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the prophets : even the righteoufnefs of God by 
the faith of sesus Chrift to all, and upon all 
them that believe; for there is no difference : 
for all have finned, and come fhort of the glory 
of God; and are juftified freely by his grace by 
virtue of that redemption which is in Chrift jE- 
sus: whom God hath propofed as a propitiation 25 
by faith in his blood *, for a demonftration of his 
righicoufnefs in the remiffion of fins which are 
palt, according to the forbearance of God ; for 
a demonitr.tion of his righteoufnefs in this pre- 
fent time; that he might be jult, and the jultifer 
of liim who is of the faith of jesus. Where then 
‘is’ boafting? Itis excluded. By what law? 
‘ By the law? of works? No: but by the law 
of faith. We therefore are come to a conclu- 
fion +, that a man is jultified by faith without 
the works of the law. ‘1s God’ the God of the 
Jews only, and not alfo of the Gentiles? Surely 
of the Gentile- too: fo that ‘ itis’ one God, that 30 
will juftify the circumcifion by faith, and uncir- 
cumcifion through faith. Do we fet afide the 
EN by faith ? God forbid: nay, we eftablifh the 
aw. 


What then fhall we fay that Abraham our fa- "ἤξ' 
ther according to the fiefh hath found? For if 
Abraham were juttified by works, he hath fome- 
thing in which he may glory: but yet ‘he hath’ 
not in the fight of God. For what faith the {crip- 
ture? ““ Abraham believed God, and it was im- 
‘* puted to him for righteoufnefs {.”” Now to 
him, who worketh, the reward is not charged to 
account, as of prace, but of debt. But to him, § 
who worketh not, but believeth on him who 
jultiheth the ungodly, his faith is imputed to him 


for 
by Or, whom God hath fet forth as the mercy-feat, through. 
faith in his blood. B, tT Of this pare of our ar- 


gumeat, ft Gen, xv, 6, 
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for righteoufnefs. And “ this is’ as David de- 
{cribeth the bleffednefs of the man to whom God 
imputeth righteoufnefs without works +. ‘* Bleffed 
“ἅτε they whofe iniquities are pardoned, and 
“« whofe fins are covered : bleffed ‘ is ’ the man to 
‘© whom the Lord imputeth no fin 1.᾽ Now this 
blefigdnels, “ doth it come ’ upon the: cireumci- 
fion “ only,’. or alfo on the uncircumcifion ? For 
‘when’ we fay that faith was imputed to Abra- 


ΤΟ δὴ for righteou{nefs ; how was it thus imputed ?

When he was in circumcifion, or in uncircum- 
cifion? ‘ Truly ’ not in circumcifion, but in un- 
circumcifion. And he received the fign of cir- 
cumcifion, the feal of the righteoufnefs of faith, 
which ‘ he had’ in uncircumcifion : that fo he might 
be the father of all thofe who believe in uncir- 
cumcifion, that righteou{nefs may alfo be imputed 
unto them: and the father of the circumcifion to 
thofe who were not only of circumcifion, but 
walk in the foot-fteps of that faith of our father 
Abraham, which ‘ he had’ in uncircumcifion. For 
the promife to Abraham and his feed, that he 
fhould be heir of the world, ‘ was ’ not by the law, 
but by the righteoufnefs of faith. Now if they 
who are of the law, ‘are’ heirs, faith is made 
ufelefs, and the promife abrogated. For the law 
worketh wrath: for where there is no law, ‘ there 
is? no tranfgreftion. Therefore “ it is ’ of faith, 
that it ‘ might be’ of grace, that the promile 
might be feeure to all the feed; not only to that 
which was of the law, but to that which is of 
the faith of Abraham, who 15 the father of us 
all (as it is written, ‘* I have made thee a fa- 
‘© ther of many nations ||”) like God *, in whom 
he believed, as reanimating thofe who are dead, 
and calling things that are not as thofe that are.

+ Or, as David defcribeth, without ¢ mentioning ἡ works. 
the bleffednels, &c. B. 1 Pfal. xxxii, 1, 2. ΙΙ Gen, 


uv. 16, ® Who is the father of all good men, 
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Who againft hope, believed with hope, that he 
fiould be a father of many nations, according to 
that which was fpoken, ‘* So fhall thy feed be *.” 
And not being feeble in faith, he confidered not 
his own body now dead, being about an hundred 
vears old; nor the deadnefs of Sarah’s womb. 
He objeéted not to the promife of God through 20 
unbelief, but was ftrengthened by faith, giving 
glory to God: and was perfuaded that what he 
had promifed, he was able to perform. And 
therefore !t was imputed to him for righteoufnefs. 
Neither was it written with regard to him only, 
that it was imputed to him; but for our fakes, 
to whom it fhall alfo be imputed, if we believe 
in him, who raifed jesus our Lord from the 
dead ; who was delivered for our offences, and 25 
raifed again for our juftification. 


Therefore being juftified by faith, we have-#- 
peace with God through our Lord jesus Chrift; 
by whom we have been introduced by means of 
faith into that grace, in which we ftand, and 
boait in hope oF the glory of God. And not 
only fo, but we alfo glory in ¢ our’ tribulations, 
knowing that tribulation worketh patience, and 
patience experience, and experience hope, and 5 
hope doth not fhame ‘us,’ becaufe the love of 
God is poured into our hearts by his Holy Spi- 
rit, which is given unto us. For when we were 
yet weak, Chrift feafonably died in the ftead of 
the ungodly. Now fcarcely would one die in 
the ftead of a righteous + man; ‘ if’ perhaps in 
the flead of a good 7 man one would even dare 
to dic. But God hath recommended his love to- 
wards us, that when we were yet finners, Chriit 


died 
* Gen. xv. ς. t Or juft, who gives every one 
what is ftri€tly due by law. 1 Or benevolent, who 


voluntarily abounds in generous aétions, which no law can 
compel him to. 
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died in our ftead. Therefore much more being 
now juftified by his blood, we fhall be faved from 

rowrath oy him. For if when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God by the death of his 
fon, how much more being reconciled, thall we 
be faved by his life, © . 

And not only * fc,” but we boaft in God through 
yesus Chrift our Lord, by whom we have now 
received the reconciliation. Therefore as by one 
man fin entered into the world, and death by 
fin; and * {2 death paffed wpon all men, unto 
which 1 all have finned. For until the law f¢, fin 
was in the world: but fin is not imputed, where 
there isno law. Neverthelefs death reigned from 
Adam to Mofes even over thofe ||, who had not 
finned according to the likenefs of the tran[- 
greffion of Adam, who was the figure of him who 

15 was tocome. Yet the free gift ‘is’ not as the 
᾿ς offence. For if by the offence of one many died, 
much more hath the grace of God, and the gift 

“ which is granted.” by grace in one man JEsus 
Chrift, abounded to many. And the gift ¢ is? 
not as by one that finned: for the fentence of one 

“ offence pafled ’ to condemnation ; but the gift 

‘ is effectual ” to juftification from many offences. 
Moreover if by one man’s offence death reigned 
by one, they who receive the abundance of grace, 
and of the gift of righteoufnefs, fhall much more 
reign in life by one, even yesys Chrift. There- 
fore as ‘ the confequence ’ of one offence ‘ ex- 
tended’ to all men, to condemnation ; fo alfa 
‘the confequence ’ of one δέϊ of righteoufnefi 

* extended’ to all-men to juftification of life. 
For as by the difobedience of one man many were 
conftituted finners, fo-by the obedience of one 
zomany fhall be conitituted righteous. But the law 
made a little entrance, that the offence might 
abound,

1- As well as after it, j] Sc. infants, &c. 
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abound. Yet where fin abounded, grace hath 
fuperabounded: that as fin had reigned in death, 
fu yrace might reign to eternal life through righ- 
teoufnefs by yesus Chrift our Lord. 


What fhall we fay then? Let us continue in-& 
fin that grace may abound? God forbid! we 
who are dead to fin, how fhall we yet live in it? 
What, know ve not, that as many of us as have 
been baptized into yesus Chrilt, have been bap- 
tized into his death? Therefore we are buried 
with him in baptifm into his death; that as 
Chrift was raifed from the dead by the glory of 
the Father, fo we alfo fhould walk in newnefs of 
life. For if we are made to grow together in the § 
likenefs of his death, fo alfo fhall we be ‘ in the 
likenefs ? of ὁ his ’ refurreétion: as we know 
this, that our old mun hath been crucified toge- 
ther ¢ with Chrilt,? that fo the body of fin might 
be enervated, that we might no longer be in ben- 
dage to fin. For he that is dead, 15 fet at liberty 
froin fin. And we believe, thatif we be dead with 
Chrift, we thall alfo live with him: as we know 
that Chrift being raifed from the dead, dieth no 
morc; dcath no more reigneth over him. Forro 
whereas he died, he died once for all for fin; 
and as he liveth, he liveth to God: fo do ye 
alfo reckon yourfelves to be dead unto fin, and 
alive to God in Chrift yzsus our Lord. There- 
fore let not fin reign in your mortal bodies, to 
obey it in its licentious defires: neither prefent 
your members to fin, ‘as’ inftruments of un- 
rightcoulnefs ; but prefent yourfelves to God 
altve from the dead, and your members to God, 
as inftruments of righteoufnefs ; for fin fhall not 
have dominion over you, as you are not under 
the law, but under prace. 

What then ? half we fin becaufe we are not] 5 
under the law, but under grace? God for- 
bid! Know ye not, that to whomfoever ye pre-

επί yourfelves ‘ as” fervants to obey, his fer. 
vants you are whom you obey ; either of fin to 
death, or of obedience to righteoufnefs? But 
thanks be to God, that whereas you were the 
fervants of fin, ye have obeyed from the heart the 
model of doétrine into which ye were delivered *. 
And being made free from fin, ye are become 
the fervants of righteoufnefs. I fpeak as a man, 
becaufe of the weaknefs of your flefh. As ye 
have prefented your members fervants to unclean- 
nefs, and to iniquity into iniquity ; fo now prefent 
your members fervants of righteoufnefs to holinefs. 
zoFor when ye were fervants of fin, ye were free 
from righteoufnefs. What fruit therefore did 
you then derive from thofe things of which you 
are now afhamed? For the end of thofe things 
‘is’ death. But now being fet free from fin, 
and engaged to God as his fervants, you hive 
your fruit unto holinefs, and the end eternal life. 
For death ‘ is’ the wages of fin: but eternal life 

‘is’ the gift of God in Chrift yesus our Lord. 
“i = But know ye not, brethren, (for I am fpeaking 
to thofe, that are acquainted with the law) that 
the law ruleth over a man fo long as it liveth? 
For + the married women is bound by the Jaw to 
‘her’ hufband, while he is alive; but if ‘ her’ 
“hufband be dead, fhe 15 fet at liberty from the 
law of ‘her’ hufband. Therefore if the become 
the property of another whilft her hufband liveth, 
fhe carrieth the name.of an adultrefs; but if her 
hufband be dead, then fhe 15 fet at liberty from 
the law, fo as to be no more an adultrefs, though 
fhe become the property of another. ‘Thus ye 
alfo, my brethren, are dead to the law by the 
body of Chrift, that ye might be married to ano- 
ther, ‘ thatis ’ to him, who was raifed from the 
dead, that we might bring forth fruit unto God.

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the law were aétive in our members; fo as to 
bring forth fruitto death. But now we are fet at 
liberty from the law (that in which we are held be- 
ing dead) fo as to ferve ‘ God ’ in the newnefs of 
the fpirit, and not ‘in’ the oldnefs of the letter. 
What fhall we fay then? ‘ that’ the law ¢ is ἢ 
fin? God forbid! Indeed I fhould not have 
known fin, but by the law. ForI had not known 
Juit, unlefs the Jaw had faid, ““ Thou fhalt not 
“‘ covet.”

God forbid! but fin +: fo that it 
appeared to be fin ‘indeed,’ working death in me, 
by that which is good; that “ fo’ fin might by the 
commandment || appear exceeding finful *, For we 
know, that the law is fpiritual: but Iam carnal, 
and fold under fin. For that which I do, I ap- 15 
prove not: for I practice not that, which I will: 
but the things which I hate, thofe things I do. 
Now if Ido that which I would not, I confent 
to the law, that ‘itis’ good. But now, it is 
no more I myfelf that do it, but fin which 
dwelleth in me.

“it the Jaw of fin: ‘ there is’ now no condemnation 
to thofe in Chrift yesus, who walk not after the 
fiefh, but after the fpirit. For the law of the 
fpirit of life in Chriit yesus hath fet me at liberty 
from the law of fin and death. For God hath 
* done ’ what it was impoffible for the law to do, 
in that 1t was weak through the flefh: ‘ he’ by 
fending his own fon in the likenefs of finful flefh, 
and to be a facrifice for fin, hath condemned {in 
in the flefh: that the righteoufnefs of the law 
may be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the 
flefh, but after the fpirit. 

s For they, who are after the Alefh, do mind the 
things of the flefh; but they, who are after the 
fpirit, ‘do mind! the things of the fpint. Now 
the minding of the flefh ‘ is? death, whereas the 
minding the fpirit ‘is’ life and peace: becaule 
the carnal mind ‘is’ enmity to God. For itis 
not fubjeét to the law of God, neither indeed can 
it be " fo.”

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of fin;: yet the fpirit ‘is’ life becaufe of righ- 
teoufnefs. And if the Spirit of him, that raifed 
up yesus from the dead, dwell in you, he that 
taifed up Chrift from the dead, will alfo quicken 
your mortal bodies by that Spirit, which dwelleth 
in you. Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not unto the flefh, that we fhould live after the 
flefh. For if ye live after the flefh, ye fhall die: 
but if ye, through the Spirit, do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye fhall live, Foras many as’ 
are led by the Spirit of God, they are the fons of 
Gsod. For ye have not received the fpirit of bon-15 
dage again unto fear; but ye have received the 
Spuit of adoption, by which we cry, ‘¢ Abba, 
father.”

And I find upon computation, that the fuffer- 
ings of the preient time ‘ are’ not worthy ¢ of 
any account,’ when fet againit that glory, that: 
fhall be revealed to.us. 'or the earneft expeéta- 
tion of the creation is waiting for the revelation 
of the fons of God: (for the creation was made za 
ΤᾺ] ει to vanity, not willingly, but by him *, 
who fubjected it) in hope that the creation thal? 
be fet free from the bondage of corruption, inta 
the glorious liberty of the fons of God. For we 
know that the whole creation groaneth torether, 
and travaileth together until now : and net only 
‘ fo,’ but even we ourtelves, who have recciyed 
the firlt-fruits of the Spirit, groan within our-

redemption of our bodies +. For we are faved 
by hope: but hope which is feen, is not hope.

25 But fince we hope for what we fee not, we pa- 
tiently wait for it. And moreover the Spirit 
Jendeth us his helping hand under our infirmities - 
for we do not know what we fhould pray for as 
we ought: but the Spirit itfelf manageth affairs 
for us with unutterable groanings. _But he, who 
fearcheth the hearts, knoweth what ‘ is’ the mind 
of the Spirit, for he manageth affairs for the faints 
according to ‘ the will of ’ God. 

And we know that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, and are called ac- 
cording to‘ his’ purpofe. For whom he fore- 
knew, he did alfo. predeftinate ‘ to be ’ made con- 
formabie to the image of his Son, that he might 

jobe the firft-born among many brethren. And 
thofe whom he predettinated, he hath called ; 
znd whom he hath called, he hath juftified; and 
whom he hath juftifed, he hath alfo glorified. 
What fhall we therefore fay to thefe things? If 
€iod ‘be’ for us, who ‘can be’ againft us? 
He that fpared not his own fon, but delivered 
him up for us all, how fhall he not with him 
freely grant us all things ? Who fhall lodge any 
accufation againft the elect of God? “ Is it’ 
God? he who juftifieth? Who ‘is’ he that con- 
cemneth? ‘Jsit’? Chriit? he, who hath died? 
Yea rather, who is rifen again! who is now at the 
right hand of God, and is alfo making interce{- 
35 fion for us. Who thal! feparate us from the love 
of Chrift? ‘ Shall’ affliétions, or ftraits, or per- 
fecutions, or hunger, or nakednefs, or peril, or 
{word? (As it is written, ‘* For thy fake we 
<< sre killed all the day long, we are accounted 
«© as fheep deftined to the flaughter *.”) Never- 
theleis, we do in all thefe things more than con- 
cuer,, through him who hath loved us. For I 
am perfuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, 

* Pfal, xhiv, 22. 
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angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
prefent, nor things future, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature fhall be able to feparate us- 
from the love of God, which is in Chrift jesus 
our Lord. 


I fay the truth in Chrift, I lie not; my con--% 
{cience alfo bearing me witnefs in the Holy Ghoft, 
that 1 have preat grief, and inceffant anguifh in 
my heart. For I could wifh that I myfelf were 
made an anathema * after the example of Chrift, 
for the fake of my brethren, and kinfmen accord - 
ing to the flefh: who are Ifraelites, whofe the 
adoption ‘ is,’ and the glory, and the covenants, 
and the giving of the law, and the fervice ‘ of 
God,’ and the promi’:s; whofe ‘ are’ the fa- § 
thers, and from whom, according to the flehh, 
Chrift ‘ defcended ;’ who is above all God bleffed 
forever. Amen. Not by any means that the 
word of God hath fallen to the ground. For all 
‘are’ not Ifrael, who are of Ifrael. Neither be- 
caufe they are the feed of Abraham, ‘ are they ” 
all children: but ‘* In Ifaac fhall thy feed be 
κε called +."’ Thatis, not the children of the 
fleth ‘are’ the children of God, but the children 
of the promife are accounted as the feed. For 
this ‘is ’ the word of the promife, ““ According 
** to this tine I will come ‘ to thee,’ and Sarah 
“ fhall have a fon 1. Nor ‘this’ only, but10 
Rebeccah, when fhe was with child by one man 
(our father [λας 2) while ‘ the children’ were 
not yet born, and had done neither good nor evil, 
that the purpofe of God according to eleéion 
might ftand, not of works, but of him, who 
calleth ; it was faid to her, “ that the elder

So then he hath mercy on whom he wiil, and he 
hardeneth whom he will.

Nay, but, O man, who art 
thou who entereit into a debate with God? Shall 
the thing formed fay unto him that formed < it,’ 
“« Why haft thou made me thus ?”’ Hath not the 
potter power over ‘ his’ clay, out of the fame 
mafs to make one veffel to honour, and another 
to difhonour? ‘ What’ if God refolving to ma- 
nifeft ‘ his * wrath, and to make known his 
power, hath.endured with much long-fuffering 
the vefiels of wrath fitted to deftruétion?

And how fhall 
they believe on hum, cf whom they have not 
heard? And how fhall they hear without a 
1s preacher? And how fhould they preach, except 
they be fent? As itis written, ‘* O how beau- 
“4 tiful |)? are the feet of thofe, who bring the good 
‘© tidings of peace? who bring the good tidings 
‘* of good things §?” But ail have ποῖ obeyed 
the gofpel, For [faaah faith, “ Lord, who hath 
believed our report Ἐ ?” Faith indeed ‘cometh’ 
by hearing, and hearing by the word of God. 
But I fay, Have they not heard? ‘* Verily their 
‘* voice is gone out through all the earth, and 
᾿ς their words to the end of the world ΚΡ. But 
I * farther’? fay, Hath not Ifracl known? For, 
firht, Mofes faith, ‘ I will raife your jealoufy

Do I fay then, that God hath rejeéted his peo- ἦν 
ple ? God forbid! For I alfo am an Ifraelite, of 
the feed of Abraham, ‘ of ’ the tribe of Benjamin. 
God hath not rejected his people, whom lhe fore- 
knew. Know you not what the fcripture faith 
in Elijah, when he pleadeth with God againit 
Ifrael, faying 1, ““ Lord they have flain thy pro- 
‘« phets, and they have digged up thine altars ; 
“4 and I am left alone, and they feck my life ν᾽; 
But what faith the @ivine oracle to him? ‘* I 
** have referved unto myfelf feven thoufand men, 
‘« who have ποῖ bowed the knee before Baal.” 
And fo alfo in the prefent time, there is a rem-5 
nant according to the election of grace. And if 
it be of grace, then ‘ itis ’ no more of works, 
elle grace is no longer grace. Butif ‘it be’ of 
works, then it is no more of grace, elfe work is . 
ne longer wore, {{ What then? Ifrael hath not 
obtained that which it hath fought: but the elec- 
tion hath obtained it; whereas the relt were 
blinded 8. According as it is written 4, ‘* God 
‘« hath given them a fpirit of flumbering ; eyes 
κε that they fhould not fee, and ears that they 
** fhould not hear unto this day.” And David 
hath faid, “* Let their table become a fnare, and 
ΛΚ ἃ rap, and an occafion of {tumbling, and a re-

‘them, who are ’ my fleth, and may fave fome of 

igthem. For if their rejection were the reconcilta- 
tion of the world, what ‘ will’ the reception 
‘ of them be’ but life from the dead? For if the 
firft-fruit'‘ be’ holy, fo‘is’ thelump. And if 
the root ‘:be ’ holy, the branches " are likewife ’ 
fo. Forif fome of the branches were broken off, 
and thou 1, being a wild olive, were grafted in 
among them, and art with them partaker of the 

᾿ Faot-and fatnefs of the good olive; boaft not thy- 
felf againit the ‘ natural’ branches ; and, if thou 
boafteft, ‘ remember that’ thou beareft not the 
root, but the root thee. Wilt thou therefore fay, 
‘© The branches were broken off, that] might 

20% be grafted in.”? Well, they were broken off 
for “their “infidelity, and thou ftandeft through 
faith. Be not high-minded, but fear, For if 
God fpared net the branches, which were accord- 
ing tu nature, neither will he by any means {pare 
ther. S8ehold therefore the goodnefs and feverity 
οὗ God! Towards them that fell, indeed feve- 
rity! but to thee goodnefs, if thou continue in 
‘his’ goodnefs. Elfe thou alfo shalt be cut off. 
And they alfo, if they do not continue in their 
unbelief, fhall be grafted on again: for a

Brethren, [ would not have you to be ignorant } 25 
of ‘this myttery, (Ich you fhould have too high 
an opinion of yourfelves) that blindnefs 15. in 
yare happened unto Frac}, till the fulnefs of the 
Gentiles fhall be broucht in, Aid fo fhall all 
Ifrael be faved: as it is written, ‘© A deliverer, 
“Ὁ fhall come out of Sion, and ke fhall turn away 
impiety from Jacob. And this ‘1s’ my co- 
* venant with them, when I fhall take away 
“ their fins ἢ. With refpe&t to the gofpel, 
“they are’ enemies for your fakes: but as for the 
election, ‘ they are’ beloved for their fathers 
fakes. For the gifts and calling of God ¢ are’ 
not to be repented of. Ag thtn ye were once 30 
difobedient to. God, hut now have ‘obtained: 
mercy by means of their difobedfence ; fo they 
alfo, having been difobedient on occafion of your 
mercy, fall alfo ‘obtain mercy. For God hath 
fhut up all under difobedicnce, that he might ° 
have mercy cn all. O the depths of the riches, 
and wiflom, and krowledge of God! Hew un- 
fecrchable tare’ his jadgments! and his wavs fuch 
as cannot be traced cut! for who hath knewn 
the mind of the Lord, or who kath been his 
counfetior ? Who hath frit given to him? and it 
Shall be repaid him aeain. For cf fim, and 
threugh him, and-for him ‘are? aiithivgs. ΤῸ 
him " be’ glory for ever!

Tinrreast you therefre, becthren by tho ten. fs. 
dér mercies of God, that you reign! your budies: 
a living fucrifice, holy, wel -plen ng to Ged,

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“as” your rational fervice. And be not eon- 
formed to this world; but be transformed, in 
the renewing of your mind; that you may expe- 
rimentally know that will of God, ‘ which is’ 
good, acceptable, and perfect. And I fay, ac- 
cording to that grace which is given to me, to 
every one that 15 among you, not to arrogate “ to 
himfelf? above what he ought to think, but that 
he think with fobriety *, according to the mea- 
fure of faith, which God hath diftributed to every 
man. For asin one body we have many mem- 
hers, but all the members have not the fame uie: 
§fo we, though many, are one body in Chrift, 
and every one members of each other. Having 
therefore gifts different according to the grace 
given unto us: whether ‘ it be’ prophecy, ‘ let 
us be employed in it’ according to the propor- 
uon of faith: or ‘ having ’ the ofhce of miniitry, 
in miniftration: or ‘if he be’ an inftru¢tor, in 
teaching : or an exhorter, in exhortation: he 
that giveth, ‘ let him do it’ with fimplicity: he 
that prefideth, with diligence: he that fheweth 
mercy, with chearfulnefs. ‘ Let’ love * be ’ 
undiffembled. Abhor that, which is evil; ad- 
1Ohere to that, which is good. In brotherly love 
‘be’ mutually full of tender affection: in ho- 
nour preferring one another: not fiothful in bu- 
finefs: fervent in [pirit: ferving the Lord. ‘ Be’ 
rejeicing im hope; patient in tribulation; con- 
tinuing in prayer ; communicating to the necef- 
fities of the faints; purfuing hofpitality.  Blefs 
them, who perfecute you: blefs, and curfe not. 
35 Rejoice with them, that rejoice ; and weep with 
them, that weep. “ Be’ entirely united in your 
regards for each other. Affeét not high things ; 
but condefcend to men of low rank. Be not wite 
in vour own conceits. Render to none evil ter

Let every foul be in fubjection ‘to the fuperior-+¥ 
authorities. For there is no authority but from 
God. The authorities, that exift, are difpofed 
by God. He therefore, who fetteth himfelf againft 
the authority, withftandeth the difpofition of 
God: and they who withftand, fhall receive to 
themtelves condemnation. For rulers are not a 
terror to good works, but to evil. Wouldeft 
thou not therefore be afraid of th authority, do 
that which is good, and thou fhalt have praife 
from it: forhe is to thee the fervant {| of God 
for good. But if thou doft evil, be afraid; for 
he holdeth not the fword in vain: for he is the 
fervant of God, an avenger to ‘ execute’ wrath 
apainit him that doth evil. Therefore it is ne- ᾧ 
ceffary to be in fubjection, not only out of regard 
to wrath, but aifo for the fake of confcience. On 
this account you alfo pay tribute: for they are 
the minifters of God, continually applying them- 
{clves to this one affair δ, Render thercfore to: 
all their due: to whom tribute ‘is due, render’ 
tribute : to whom cultom,. cuftom: to whoin re- 
verence, reverence: to whom honour, honour. 
Wwe nothing to any $, bute to love one ancther: 
tor he that loveth another, hath fulfilled the law.

And I am myfelf perfuaded concerning you, 
my brethren, that ye are full of goodnefs, being 
filled with all knowledge, and able to admonifh 
gne another. Neverthelefs, brethren, I have, 5 
written the more boldly to you in ‘ this’ part *, 
as ftirring up your remembrance becaufe of that 
grace +, which is given to me of God, that I 
fhould be the fervant of jesus Chrift unto the 
Gentiles, adminiftering to them the gofpel of 
God ; thut the offering the Gentiles ‘ to him’ 
may be acceptable to God, being fanétified by 
the Holy Spirit. I have therefore matter oF 
boalling in Chrift yesus with refpe€& to the things 
of God. For I will not dare to fpeak of what 
Chrift hath not wrought by me, to bring the 
Gentiles into obedience both in word and deed, 
by the energy of figns, and wonders, by the 
power of the Spirit of God; fo that I have fully 
preached the gofpel of Chrift from Jerufalem 
round about, even as far as Illyricum. For it zo 
hath been the obje&t of my ambition to preach 
the gofpel, not where Chrift was ‘ already ’ 
named, left I fhould build upon another man’s 
foundation: but as it is written, “ They, to 
‘* whom nothing was declared concerning him, 
““ fhall fee, and they, who have not heard, fhall un- 
“* derftand 1. ‘Lherefore I have been long hin- 
dered from coming te you. But now having no 
longer place in thefe climates ||, and having a 
great defire for many years to come to you; if 
1 go into Spain, I will come to you: for I hope, 
as T pals by, to fee you, and to be brought for- 
ward by you in ny way thither, if I may firft be 
in fome degree fatished with your ‘ company.’

I always give thanks to my God on your ac- 
count, for the grace of God given unto you in 
Chnift yesus ; thatin all things ye are enriched 5 
in him in all utterance, and ‘in’ all knowledge; 
as the teftimony of Chrift was confirmed among 
you. So that you are deficient in no gift, wait- 
ing for the manifeftation of our Lord jesus 
Chrift: who will confirm you to the end; “ fo 
that ye may be ’ blamelefs in the day of our 
Lord yesus Chrift.

would not by any means have crucified the lord 
of glory. But ‘ this is’ as it is written, ** Eye

““ God hath prepared for them that love him *.” 
10 But God hath revealed ‘ them’ to us by his Spi- 
rit: for the Spirit fearcheth all things, even the 
deep things of God.

Dare any of you, having any matter ‘ of com--t- 
plaint ’ againit another, refer it to the unjuft *, 
and not to the faints? Do you not know that the 
faints fhall judge the world? And 1f the world is 
to be judped by you, are ye unworthy of deter- 
mining the moft inconfiderable matters ? Know 
ye not that we fhall judge angels? And ‘are ye’ 
not ‘ worthy to judge’ the affairs, which relate 
to this life? If therefore ye have controverfies re- 
lating to the affairs of this life, do ye fet thofe to 
determine them, who are of no elteem at all in 
the church? I {peak ‘ this’ to your fhamte. Whats 
8 there not one intelligent perfon among you, 
who may be able to determine the caufe of a bro- 
ther? But one brother hath a fuit againit another, 
and this before infidels. ‘Therefore even this is 
altogether a fault among you, that ye have con- 
tefts with each other. Why do ye not rather en-

But I fay this by permiffion *, not by any com- 
mand: for I could wifh that all men were even 
as myfelf, But every man hath his proper gift 
of God, one in this kind, and another in thai. 
But to unmarried ‘ men +,’ and widows, | fay, 
it is good for them, if they continue as I do, 
Butif they have not fuch temperance, let them 
marry: for it is undoubtedly better to marry, 
than to burn. But as to thofe that are married, 19 
‘itis’ not I, ‘ who’ command, but the Lord, 
that the wife fhould not withdraw herfeif trom 
‘her’ hulband. Butif the be withdrawn, let 
her remain unmarried, or let her be reconciled to 
‘her’ hufband. And let not the hufband difmifs 
* his * wife 1. . 
Now as to the reft I fpeak, not the Lord: if 
any brother hath an aabelieniae wife, and fhe 
confent to dwell with him, let him not difmifs 
her, And if any wife have an unbelieving huf- 
band, and he confernt to dwell with her, let her 
nol difmits him. For the unbelieving hufband 
18 fanctified to the wife, and the unbelieving wife 
iz fanGiified to the hufband : otherwife your chil- 
dren were urclcan, but now are they holy. How-15 
ever if the unbelieving party will depart, let him 
depart. A brother, or a filter, 15 not in bondage 
in fuch ‘ cafes :’ but God hath called us to peace. 
For how knowcft thou, O wife, but thou mayett 
five © thine’ hufband? Or how knoweft thou, 
O hufband, but thou mayeft fave thy wife? But, 
as God hath diftributed to every one, Ict every 
one fo walk even as the Lord hath called him: 
and thus | command in all the churches. Is any 
one called being circumcifed ? Ict him not be- 
come uncircumeifed. Is any one called in uncir- 
G 4 cumeifion ἢ 


Ὁ From ΟἸ τ, ‘+ Who have buried thetr Wives,

Brethren, in whatever ‘ cendi-- 
ticn’ aman was called, in that Jet him abide

ment from the Lord: neverthelefs I give my 
Opinion, as one who hath received mercy of the 
Lord to be faithful. J apprehend this therefore 
to be good in the prefent 1 exigency, that €it is’ 
beft for a man to continue as he is. Art thou 
bound to a wife? Seek not to be loofecd. Art 
thou loofed from a wife? Seek nota wife. Yet 
if thou doft marry, thou haft not finned; end if 
a Virgin marry, fhe hath net finned; yet fuch 
will have cfiétion in the flefh: but 1 fpare you. 
But this 1 fay, brethren, the time is contracted §: 
it. remaineth therefore, that they who have wives, 
30 be as if they had none; and they that weep, as 
not wecping ; and they that rejoice, as not re- 
joicing ; and they that purcnafe, as not poflcif- 
ing ; and they who ufe this worid, as not carry- 
ing. it to an excefs : for the fathion of this world 
paifeth off 8.

Bat 
if any man love God, he * is known of him, 
Therefore concerning the eating things facrificed 
to idols, we know that an idol “ is? nothing in 
the world ; and that ‘ there is’ no other God but 
one. For though there are which are called acds, 
whether in heaven or in earth; (as therc arc many 
ods and many lords :) neverthelefs to us " there 
iy but’ one God the father, from whom ὁ are’ 
all things, and we for him; and one Lord jesus 
Chrift, by whom ‘are’ all things, and we by 
him. But ‘ there is’ not in all men this know- 
ledge; but fome do, even until now, with con- 
{cioufnefs of the idl, eat the things as facrificed 
to the idol +; and their conicience being weak {, 
is defiled. Kut meat commendeth us net to Ged; 
for neither are we the better if we eat, nor the 
worfe if we eat nct. But take heed left this 
liberty of yours be by any means a ftumbling- 
soblock to ihe weak. For if any one fee thee, 
who haft knowledge, fitting down in an idol’s 
tempic, will not the confcience of him that is 
weak, be cintuurepeu to eat OF the idol facrifice ? 
and fo hall the weak brether for whom Chrift 
died, perifh by thy knowledge. But when yea 
thus fin againft the brethren, and wound their 
weak confeience, you fin againft Chrift. There- 
fore if meat fcandalize my brother |}, 1 would 
never as long as I live eat flefh, that I may noe 
{condalize my brether.

No 
temptation hath yet taken you, but fuch as is 
common to man. And God ‘is’ faithful, who 
will not leave you to be tempted above your 
ability, but will with the temptation, provide 
you alfo a way of efcape, that you may be able 
to bear it. 

Wherefore, my beloved, flee from idolatry, 
I {peak as unto wife men: judge you what I fay.15. 
The cup of blefling which we blefs, is it not the 
communion of the blood of Chrift? The bread 
which we ‘break, is it not the communion of the.

and of the table of demons. Do we * provoke 

the Lord to jealoufy ? Are we ftronger than he? 
All things are lawful for me, neverthelefs ail 
things are not expedient. ΑἹ] things are law- 
ful for me, yet all things edjfy not. Let no one 
therefore feck nis own, but every one anoiher’s 
25* welfare.’ Whatever ‘ flefh ’ is fold in the 
fhambles, that eat, afking no queftions for con- 
fcience fake +. For ‘* the earth is the Lord’s; 
‘* and the fulnefs thereof {.” And if any of the 
unbelievers invite you, and you are difpofed to 
g0,. eat whatfoever 15 fet before you, not afkinp 
any queftions for confctence fake. But if any 
one fay to you, ‘* "Fhis hath been facrified to 
an idol :” eatit not, both out of regard to him 
that fhewed thee, and out of regard to confcience..

Now, my brethren, I praife you, that in all 
thiggs you arc mindful of me, and retain the 
charges, as 1 committed ‘ them’ to you. Butl 
would have you to know, that Chrift is the head 
oi every man, and the head of the woman ‘ is ἢ 
the man, and the head of Chrift ‘ ts ’ God. 
Every man praying or prophefying with his head 
covered, diflionoureth his head +, and every wo-5§ 
man praying or prophefying J with ‘her ’ head un- 
veiled, difhonourcth her head ||, for it is the fame 
as if fhe were fhaved. Therefore if a woman will! 
not be veiled, let her even be fhorn; but if it 
be fhameful tor a woman to have her hair fhorn,. 
or faved off §, let her have a veil. For a man 
indeed ought not to have his head covered, as be- 
ing the image and glory of God : but the woman 
ts the glory of the man. For the man is not of 
the woman, but the woman of the man. Nei- 
ther ‘ was ’ the man created for the woman, but 
the woman for the man. On this account the to 
woman ought to have upon ‘ her’ head power 4, 
becaufe of the angels **. Neverthelefs the man 
“is”? not without the woman, nor the woman 
without the man in the Lord: for as the woman

Doth not nature itfelf 
teach you, that for a man to have tong hair, is a 
diferace to him ? Whereas if a women hath long 
hair, it is a glory to her; for her hair was given 
her inftead of a veil. Butif any one appeageti 
to be contentious *, we have no fuch cuftom +, 
neither the churches of God. 

_ But while I am giving ‘ you’ thefe inftruc- 
tions, I do not praife * you ’ that you come to- 
gether, not for the better, but for the worie. 
For firft 1, when ye come together in the church, 
I hear that there are {chifms among you, and I 
do in fome refpect believe it. For there mut be 
even herefies among you, tnat they who are ap- 


20 proved may be made manifeft among you. There- 


fore when you come together into one place |[, it 
is not eating the Lord’s fupper: for every one in 
eating, taketh before ‘ the other’ his own fupper, 
and fo one is hungry, another drinketh to excefs. 
What! have ye not hcufes to eat, and to drink 
in? Ordo you defpife the charch of God, anil 
fhame thofe, that have not §? What fhall I. fay 
to you? Shall I praife you in this ‘ Γείρεξ δ᾽ I 
praife you not +. For I received from the Lord, 
that which I alfo delivered to you: that the Lord 


-yesus Chriit, the * fame’ night in which he was

betrayed, took bread ; and“having given thanks, 
he brake ‘ it,’ and faid, ‘* Take, eat, this is my 
body, which is broken for you: this do in coni- 
inemoration of me.’”? In like manner alfo ‘ he 
took ’ the cup after he.had fupped, faying, ‘* This

Sothat whofoever fhall eat this bread, or 
drink ‘ this? cup of the Lord unworthily, fhall 
he guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. 
Theretore let a man examine himfelf, and fo let 
him eat of the bread, and drink of the cup: for 
he that cateth and drinketh in an unworthy man- 
ner, cateth and drinketh judgment + to himfelf, 
not diftinguifhing the Lord’s body. Upon this 30 
account many of you ‘are’ weak, and fick, and 
fome are fallen afkeep *. For if we would judge 
aurfelyes, we fhould nét be judged: but when we: 
are judged, we are corrected of the Lord, that we 
inay not le condemned with the world. There- 
forc, my brethren, when ye come together to eat, 
walt one for another. And if any one be hungry, 
let hin eat at his own houfe,, that you may not 
come together te condemnation. As for the other 
particulars, 1 will regulate them when I come, 


Now concerning {piritual “ gifts,’ brethren, I <3. 
would not have you ignorant. You know that — 
ye were heathens, carried after dumb idols, jut 
as you were led. ‘Therefore I give you to: know, 
that no one {peaking by the-Spirit of.God, calleth. 
jesus accurfed: and no one can fay, ὁ that’ yE~ 
sus ‘is’ the Lord, but by the Holy Ghof. 

Now. there are diverfities of gifts, but the fame 
fpirit. And there are diverfities of adminitra-.¢ 
tions, and the fame Lord. And there are diver- 
{ities Of operations, yet it is the fame God, who. 
worketh all in all. But to every one is given a 
manifeltation of the Spirit, as is moft profitable. 
lor to onc is piven by the Spirit, the word of 
wifdom: to another by the fame Spirit, the word 

: of 
Ἴ Brings down God's judgments upon him, ® i,e, dead. 
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of knowledge: to another faith, by the fame Spi- 
rit ; to another the pifts of healing, by the fame 
1o Spirit: to another the working of miracles: to 
another prophecy: to another the difcerning of 
{fpirits : to another ‘ various’ kinds of tongues : 
to another the interpretation of tongues. But the 
one and the fame Spirit worketh al! thefe, divid- 
ing unto every one feverally as he thinketh fit. 
For as the body is one, and hath many mem- 
bers, but all the members of that one body, many 
as they are, conftitute one body: fo alfo ‘is ' 
Chriit. For. by one Spirit we are all baptized 
into one body, whether Jews or Greeks, whether 
ilaves or freemen: and we are all made to drink 
into one Spirit *. For the body is not one mem- 
yeber, but many. If the foot fhould fay, “" Be- 
caufe | am not the hand, I am not of the body :’’ 
is it for this net of the body? And if the ear 
fhould fay, ‘* Becaufe f am not the eye, Iam 
not of the body :” is it for this not of the body ? 
If the whole body were an eye, where were the 
hearing ? If the whole ‘ were’ hearing, where 
‘were ’ the fmelling ? But now God hath placed 
the members every one of them in the body a: 
he hath feen fit. But if all were one member, 
zowhere ὁ were’ the body? But now “" there are ’ 
many members, but one body. And the eye 
cannot fay to the hand, ‘‘ I have no need of 
thee :”? and again the head ‘ cannot fay ’ to the 
feet, ** I have no need of you.”? But the mem- 
bers of the body, which appear to be weaker, 
are ‘ more abundantly ’ neceflary, and thofe, 
which feem to be the more difhonourable ‘ parts ’ 
of the body, thofe we furround with more abun- 
dant honour; and our uncomely ‘ parts’ have 
more abundant comelinefs. For our comely 
‘ parts’ have no need ; but God hath a 
. the 
@ j. e, as we-drink of the fame facramental cup, fo we 
all imbibe the influences of the fame Spint, 
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the body together, to give more abundant honour 
to that, which is deficient: that there might bez5 
no fchifm in the body ; but “ that ’ the members 
aight have the fame care of each other: fo that 
if one member fuffer, all the members fuffer with 
it: or if one member be honoured, all the mem- 
bers rejoice with it. Now you are ‘all’ the body 
of Chrift, and members ‘ each’ in particular. 

And God hath placed fome in the church, firft 
apottles ; in the fecond place prophets ; in the 
third teachers ; afterwards " miraculous ’ powers Κ᾽ 
then the pists of healing; helpers *; govern- 
ments +; ‘ different’ kinds of tongues. ‘ Are ἢ 
all apoftles? ‘ Are’ all prophets? ‘ Are’ all 
teachers? ‘ Have ’ all “ miraculous’ powers? 
Have all the gifts of healing ? Do all fpeak with 30 
tongues? Do all interpret? But ye contend ear- 
neftly about the beft gifts, and yet I fhew von a 
way of the higheft excellence 1. 


If T fnesk with the tongves of men and angels, -H- 
but have not love ||, Iam Become ὁ but ? foun ing 
brafs, or a tinkling cymbal. And if T have pro- 
phefying, and know all myfteries, and all know- 
Ieee; and if I have all faith, fo as to remove 
mountains, but have not love, I am nothing, And 
if 1 diftribute all my goods tn alms, and deliver 
up my body to be burnt, but have not love, I 
fall receive no advantage by it. Love fuffereth 
long, ‘and’ is kind: love envieth not: love 
is not infolent ; is not puffed up; doth not be-5 
have indecently ; feeketh not her own things ; 
1s not exafperated ; imputeth not evil ; rejoiceth 
not at iniquity, but rejoiceth with others in

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the truth ; covereth all things *; believeth al! 
things ; hopeth all things ; endureth all things. 
Love never faileth. But whether prophecies, 
they thal! be abolifhed : or whether tongues, they 
fhall ceafe: and knowledge fhall be abolifhed. 
For we know in part, and we prophefy in ysart ; 

robut when that, which is perfect, is come, that 
‘which 1s’ in part fhall be abolithed. When 1 
was a child, I fpake as a child, I was affeéted as 
a child, 1 reafoned asa child: but when I became 
aman, I put away the things of the child. For 
we now [06 in an ambiguous manner, as by means 
of a mirror; but then face to face. Now ] know 
‘but’ in pare; bute then I fhall know, even as 
alfo I am known. Now abideth thefe three, 
faith, hope, and love, but the preateft of thefe 
‘is’ love. : 


‘ Eagerly purfue love: defire alfo fpiritual 
‘ gifts,’ but efpecially, that ye may prophefy +. 
For he that fpeakcth in a tongue, foeaketh not 
to men, but to God; for no onc elfe underftand- 
eth ‘ him,’ though in the Spirit he fpeak myite- 
ries: whereas he that prophefieth, fpeaketh to 
men edification, and exhortation, and comfort. 
He that fpeaketh with a tongue, cdifieth him- 
felf; but he that prophefieth, editieth the church, 

sI with indeed, that ye all fpake with tongues, 
but rather that ye might prophefy : for he that 
prophefieth, is greater than he who fpeaketh with 
tongues; except he interpret, that the church 
may reccive edification. Now, brethren, if 1 
come to you fpeaking with tongues, what fhall 
I profit you unlefs I fpeak to you 1, whether by 
revelation, or knowledge, or prophecy, or doc- 


τειν

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trine. So alfo inanimate things which give a 
found, whether pipe, or harp, anlefs they give 
a due diflinction of founds, how can it be known 
what is piped, or harped? Morcover, if the 
trumpet give an uncertain found, who fhould 
prepare himfelf to battle ? So likewife unlefs ye. 
utter by the tongue fignificant words, how shall 
it be known what you fpeak? For ye fhall fpeak 
tothe air. There may be never fo many forts of 10 
languages in the world, and none of them with- 
out fignification. Yet unlefs I know the force 
of the linguage, I fhall be to him that fpealeth, 
a barbarian ; and he that fpeaketh, ‘ fhall be’ a 
barbarian to me. So you alfo, feeing ye defire 
fpiritual ‘ gifts,’ feek to abound ‘in them’ for 
the edification of the church. Therefore let him 
that fpeakcth in a tongue, pray that he may in- 
terpret. For if I pray in a tongue, my {pirit 
prayeth ; but my underftanding: is unfruitful. 
What then is ‘ my duty δ᾽ I will pray with the 15 
{pirit, but I will pray with the underftanding 
alfo. Iwill fing with the fpirit, but I will fing 
with the underftanding alfo. Moreover, if thou 
piveft thanks in the fpiric *, how fhall he that 
filleth up a private dae fay aMEN to thy thankf— 
SMa ὦ feeing he knoweth not what thou fayeft ? 
“or thou indeed giveft thanks well, neverthelefs 
the other is not edified. I thank my God, that 
I {peak with tongues more than you all: butin 
achurch I had rather fpeak five words with my 
wnderftanding, that I might teach others alfo, 
than ten thoufand words in’ an * unknown ἢ 
fonrue, 

Brethren, be not children in underftanding ; 20 
but in malice be little infants: but in underftand- 
ing be + perfedt ‘men.’ It is written in the law, 
‘* Surely in foreign language, and with foreign 
‘‘ lips I will fpeak unto this people; and even 

“ fo 
δ, εν ig an unknown tongue, t Or, grown men, 
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‘* fo they will not hear me, faith the Lord *.” 
So that tongues are a fign, not to believers, but 
to infidels ; whereas prophecy " is’ not for inf- 
dels, but believers. Therefore if the whole 


tongue, ‘let it be’ by two, or at moft ‘ by’ 
three ||, and by courfe; and let one interpret. 
But if there be not an interpreter, let him be filent 
in the church, and let him fpeak to himfelf, and 
te God. Let two or three of the prophets fpeak, 
3oand let the reft judge. Dat if ‘any thing’ be 
revealed to another that fitteth by, let the firtt 
have done fpeaking. For ye may all prophefy 
one by one, that all may learn, and al] may be 
comforted. For the fpirits of the prophets are 
fubje& to the prophets (for God is ποῖ " the au- 
thor’ of confufion, but of peace) as in all the 
churches of the faints, Let your women be filent 
in afflemblies: for it is not permitted to them 
to fpeak, but to be in fubjeétion: as the law alfo 
35 faith δ, and if they have a mind to learn any 
thing, let them afk their own hufbands at hoine ;

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for it is indecent for a woman [ὁ fpeak in the 
church. * What? Did the word of God come 
out from you? Or did it reach to you alone? If 
any of you appear to be a prophet, or {piritual 
‘ perfon,’ let him acknowledge that the things, 
which I write unto you, are the commandments 
of the Lord. But if any one is ignorant, let him 
be ignorant 1. Therefore, brethren, defire to 
prophefy, yet forbid not to fpeak with tongues. 
Let all things be done decently, and according to 40 
order. 


But I make known unto you, brethren, the-#- 
gofpel, which I preached to you; which ye have 
alfo received ; and in which ye ftand: by which 
alio ye are faved, if ye retain thofe joyful tidings, 
which 1 delivéted unto you, unlefs indeed ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered to you among 
the firft ‘ principles,’ what I have alfo received 1, 
that Chrift died for our fins according to the fcrip- 
tures: and that he was buried ; and that he was 
raifed the third day according to the fcriptures || : 
and he was feen of Cephas §; afterwards by the 5 
twelve +; afterwards he appeared to above five 
hundred brethren at once, of whom the greater 
part continue alive, but fome are fallen afleep ; 
after this he was feen of James; afterwards by 
all the apoftles ; but Jaft of all he alfo appeared 
to me, as to one born out of due time: for I am 
the leaft of the apoftles, who am ποῖ worthy to 
be called as apoftle, becaufe I perfecuted the 
church of God. But by the grace of God, I am 10 
what lam, and his grace ‘ manifefted ’ towards 

me,

God, that was with me. Whether therefore I or 
they, fo we preach, and fo ye believed, 

But if Chrift is preached, that he was raifed 
from the dead, how do fome among you fay, that 
there is no refurreétion of the dead? For if there 
is no refurrection of the dead, neither is Chritt 
raifed. And if Chrift be not raifed, then our 
preaching ‘is’ vain, and your faith ‘is’ alfo 

15 vain. Yea, and we are found witnefles of God, 
becaule we bare teftimony concerning God, that 
he raifed up Chrift, whom he did not raife up, if 
the dead rife not at all, For if the dead are not 
raifed, neither is Chrift raifed : and if Chrift be 
not raifed, your faith ‘is’ vain: ye are {ΠῚ} τὴ 
your fins. Then alfo they, who fleep in Chrift, 
are perifhed. If in this life only we have hope 
in Chrift, we * were of all men the moft pitiable, 

20 But now Chrift is ὁ indeed ’ rifen from the dead, 
and become the firit fruits of them that ficpt. For 
as death ‘ came’ by man, fo likewife by man 
‘cemeth " the refurreétion of the dead. For as 
in Adam all are dead, fo in Chriit all fhall alto 
be made alive. But every one in his own order: 
Chrift the firft-fruits, and they who are Chrift’s, 
afterwards at his coming. ‘Then “ fhall ᾿ the 
end ‘ be,’ when he fhall deliver up the kingdom 
to God, even the father; when he fhall have 
abolifhed all principality, and all authonty, anu 

25 power. For he inuft reign, till he hath put all 
‘ his ? enemies under his feet. The lait enemy, 
‘even’ death, fhall be deftroyed. For he hath 
put all things under his feet. But ‘itis’ e i- 
dent, that when he faith that all things were fub- 
jetted, it is with the exception of him +, by 
whom all things were fubjected to him. Bu: 

when 

“ We apoftles, who are expofed to fuch calamities ana 
dangers, + Viz, God the father. 
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when all things fhall be fubjected to him, then 
fall the Son alfo himfelf be fubje& to him, that 
{ubjeéted all things to him, that God may be all 
in all. Elfe what fhould they do, who are bap- 
tized in the room of the dead? If the dead are 
not raifed at all, why are they neverthelefs bap- 
tized in the room of the dead ? And why are we 20 
every hour expofed to ee I proteft to you 
by [our *] rejoicing, which I have in Chrift je- 
sus our Lord, I daly die. If, humanly ‘ fpeak- 
ing,’ I have fought with beafts + at Ephefus, 
what advantage have I if the dead rife not? Let 
us eat and drink, fince we die to-morrow. Be 
not deceived, GOOD MANNERS ARE DEBAUCH-— 
ED BY TALK PROFANE [. Awake [as becoimeth 
righteous men] and fin not ||, for fome are igno- 
rant of God: I fay this to your fhame. 

But fome one will “ perhaps ’ fay, ““ How are 3 
the dead raifed up, and with what ‘ kind’ of 
body do they come?” ‘Thou thoughtlefs creature, 
that feed, which thou fowelt, is not quickened 
exceptit dic 8. And ‘as for’ that which thon 
foweit, thou fowelt not the body, which fhall be, 
but bare grain, perhaps of wheat, or of any other 
‘ grain ;’ but God giveth it a body as he pleafeth, 
and to each of the feeds its own body. All flefh 
ig not the fame flefh, but the flefh of men, and 
of beatts .., of fifhes, and of fowls, is different 
each from the other. ‘ There are’ alfo celeftial 40 
bodies, and terreitrial bodies ; but the glory of 
the celeftial, and the terreftrial are different, 
‘There is one glory of the fun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another plory of the ftars : and 
‘one ’ (ἐὰν differeth from ‘ another’ ftar in glory.

donia ; and perhaps may continue a while, and 
{pend the winter among you; thit you. may 
bring me forward on my journcy whitherfoever.I 
go. For I will not now fec you in my way, but 
hope to {pend fome time with you, if the Lord 
permit. But I fhall continue at Ephefus till:Pest- 
tecoft, Tora great and effectual door is-opéned. 
to me, and ‘ there are ? many oppofers. 

Butif Timothy come, fee that he be with you 16 
without fear: for he laboureth in the work of the 
Lord *, as Lalfo ‘do.’ Therefore Jet ro man 
elpife him, but bring him forward on his jour- 
ney in peace, that he may come to me. For I 
expect him with the brethren. As for ¢ our’ 
brother Apollos, U was very lmportunate with 
him to come to you with the brethren: neverthe- 
[15 he was by no means willing to come now ; 
but he will come when he fhall have a convenient 
opportunity. 

Be watchful, ttand faft in the faith, acquit 
yaurlelves like men, be ftrong ; let al) your af.

# sesus Chritt. 
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15 fairs. be tranfacted in love. And I befeech you, 
brethren, as ye know the houfhold of Stephanas, 
that it is the firft-fruits of Achaia, and as they 
have fet themfelves to miniftring to the faints, 
that you fubject yourfelves to fuch, and to every 
affociate in that work and labour.

AUL an apoltle of jesus Chrift by the will: 
P of God, and Timothy a brother, to the church 
of God, that is in Corinth, with all the faints in 
the whole region of Achaia: Grace and peace 
‘be’ to you from God our father and the Lord 
yesus Chritt. 


= 


Blefled ‘ he’ the God and father of our Lord 
jesus Chrift, the father of mercies, and the God 
of all confolation ; who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able to comfort thofe 
who are in any tribulation, by the comfort where- 
by we ourfelves are comforted of God. Becaufe 5 
as the fufferings of Chrift abound with refpect to 
us, fo our confolation by Chrift doth abound. 
For whether we be afflicted, ‘it is’ in fubfer- 
vience to your confolation, and falvation, which 
is cffeGtually wrought out by the patient enduring 
of the fame fufferings, which we alfo undergo: 
or whether we be comforted, ‘it is’ for your 
confolation and falvation. And our hope con- 
cerming you ‘is’ ftedfaft *, knowing that as ye

undergo; and our hope concerning ’you is fledfaft,”’ Or, 


whether we be comforted, it is for your confolation and fal- 
vation; knowing, &c, 
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are partakers of the fufferings, fo alfo of-the con- 
folation. For we would not have you, -brethren, 
ignorant concerning our affliction, which befel 
us in Afia, that we were exceedingly prefled be- 
yond our power ; fo that we defpaired of being 
able even to live. And we ourfelves received the 
fentence of death in ourfelves *, that we might 
not truft in ourfelves, but in God, who raifeth 
rothe dead: who refcued us from fo great a death, 
~ and doth refcue: in whom we truft, that he will 
ftill refcue : you working together in prayer for 
us, that fo the favour ‘ obtained ’ for us by many, 
may be acknowledged by the thankfgiving of 
‘Many On our account. For this is our rejoicing, 
the teftimony of our confcience, that in fimplicity 
and godly fincerity, not with carnal wiféom, but 
by the grace of Ged, we have had our converfation 
in the world, and inore efpecially towards you. 
For we write no other things to you, but what 
ye know and acknowledge ; and I hope that ye 
will acknowledge ‘ them’ even unto the end: as 
indeed ye have acknowledged usin part, that we 
are your boafting, as ye alfo ‘ are’ ours in the 
AS day of the Lord jesus. And in this confidence 
I was before defirous of coming to you, that ye 
might have had a fecond benefit: and to pafs by 
you into Macedonia, and to come to you again 
from Macedonia, and ‘be brought forward by you 
in my journey towards Judea. Now when I] in. 
tended this, did I ufe levity? Or the things, 
which I purpofe, do I purpote according to the 
flefh, fo that there fhould be with me vea, yea, 
and nay, nay ¢? ‘As ’ God ‘is’ faithful, our 
word to you hath not been yea and nay 1. For 
jesus Chrift the fon of God, who was preached 
by 
,  * i.e. we looked upon ourfelves as dead-‘men, Ὁ Such 
an uncertainty and inconfiftency of conduét, that none 
could depend on me, 1 Chrift and his gotpel were Net 
incenfiftent and contradi¢tory. 
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by us amongft you, ‘ that is’ by me, and Silvanus 
and ‘Timothy, was not yea and nay, but in him

‘all’ was yea. For all the promifes of God “ are’ 20 


in him yea, and in him amen, to the glory of God 
by us. For he, who alfo eftablithed us together 
with you in Chrift, and hath anointed us ‘1s’ 
God ; who hath alfo fealed us, and given " us ’ the 
earneft of the Spirit in our hearts. But 1 call 
God for a record on my foul, that to fpare you I 
came not as yet to Corinth. Not becaufe we 
have any dominion over your faith, but we are 
helpers of your joy: for by faith ye have ftood *. 


+ But I determined this with myfelf, that Pit 
would not come to you again in grief. For if I 
rieve you, who fhould then reioice me, unlefs: 


τ be he who is grieved by me? And I have writ- 
ten thus to you, that | may not when 1 come, 
liave grief on account of thofe, for whom I ought 
to rejoice, having this perfuafion concerning you 
all, that my joy is ‘the joy’ ef youall. For 
with much affliction and anguith of heart, I wrote 
to you with many tears; not that ye might be 
grieved, but that ye might know that overflowing 
love which I bear to you. And if any hath oc- 
cafioncd grief, he hath only ericved me in part f, 
that [ may not overburden you all ||. Sulfcient 
to fuch an one ‘is’ this rebuke, ¢ that he hath 
fufiered? by many. So that.on the contrary you 
fhould rather forgive and comfert * him,’ Ieft 
fuch a one fhould be fwallowed up with an exces 
of forrow, "Therefore I befeech you to confirm 
‘the aflurance of your’ love to him. For to 
this purpofe I have written, that I might have 
experience of you, whether ye would be obedient 


in all things. To whom you forgive any thing,

I alfo “ forgive it ;’ and if I forgive any thing, 
to whomfoever it may be, ‘ it is’ for your fakes 
in the perfon of Chrift; left Satan fhould get an 
advantage cver us: for we are not ignorant of 
his devices. 

When I came unto Troas in ‘ the fervice of ’ the 
gofpel of Chrift, and there was a door opened to 
mein the Lord, I had no reft in my fpirit, be- 
caufe I did not find my brother Titus: but taking 
my leave of them, I went into Macedonia. But 
thanks ‘ be rendered’ to the God, who always 
caufeth us to triumph in Chrift, and manifefteth 
by us in every place the odour of his knowledge. 

15 For we are to God a fweet odour of Chritt *, 
with refpeét to them who are faved, and to them 
who perifh.

sby Chrift. Not that we are fufficient of ourfeives 
to reckon upon any thing as from ourfelves, for 
our fufficiency ‘is’ from God.

MS, autbority for it. 
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made us able minifters of the new covenant, not 
of the letter, but of the fpirit; for the letter 
killeth, but the fpirit giveth life. 

For if the miniftration of death ‘ contained ’ 
in letters, ‘ and ’ engraven in ftone was attended 
with glory, fo that the children of Mrael could 
not look direétly upon the face of Mofes, becaufe 
of the glory of his countenance, which was to be 
abolifhed *: how much more fhall the miniftra- 
tion of the fpirit be glorious? For if the mini- 
{tration of condemnation + ‘ was attended with ἢ 
aglory; how much more fhall the miniftration 
of vichteouincts exceed in glory ? For even thatlo 
which was made glorious, hath no glory in this 
re(peét, by reafon of the glory that excelleth it. 
For if that { which was to be abolifhed was at- 
tended with glory, how much more glorious 
‘muft’ that § be,’ which remaincth ? Having 
therefore this hope, we ufe great liberty of ad- 
drefs: and ‘ are’ not as Mofes, ‘ who’ puta veil 
upon his face, that the children of [frac] could not 
directly look to the end of that |}, which was to be 
abolifhed. But their underftandings are blinded, 
for until this day the fame veil continucs unre- 
moved during the reading of the Old ‘Teftament §; 
which § veil’ is taken away in Chrift. But thers 
veil is upon their hearts when Mofes is read, even 
to this.day. But when it + fhall turn unto the 
Lord, the veil fhall be taken away. Now the 
Lord 15 that Spirit: and where the Spirit of the 
Lord ‘1s,’ there is ? liberty. And we all with 
unveiled face beholding as by a glafs +* the glory 
of the Lord, are transformed into the fame image 
trom glory to glory, ||* as from the Lord the Spi-

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rit. Therefore having been inftruéted with fuch 
a'miniftration, as we have obtained mercy ‘ of 
God,’ we faint not: but we have renounced the 
hidden things of fhame; not walking in crafti- 
nefs, nor deceitfully corrupting the word af 
God; but by the manifeftation of the truth, re- 
commending ourfelves to every man’s confcience 
in the fight of God. But if our gofpel be under 
a veil too, itis veilea to thofe that are perifhing: 
among whom ‘are they’ whofe unbelieving minds 
the-god of this world * hath blinded, left the luf- 
tre of the glorious gofpel of Chrift, who is the 
image of God, fhould beam forth rpon them. 
For we preach not ourfelves +, but Chri jesus 
the Lord; and ourfelves your fervants tor the 
fake of jesus. For God who commanded the 
light to. fhine out of darknefs, hath fhined into 
our hearts, ‘ to impart’ the luitre of the know- 
ledge of God’s glory in the face of yesus Chrift. 
But we have this treafure in. earthen vefiels t, 
that the excellence of the power may be of Gad, 
and notofus. ‘ Weare’ inevery refpect affli- 
ed, but not utterly over-prefled ; brought into 
dubious circumiftances, but not in defpair ; 
perfecuted, but not forfaken; thrown down, 


Loyet not-deftrayed ; always -bearing about in the 


body the dying of the Lord yesus, that the life 
alo of jesus may be manifefted in |} our body. 
For we who live, are continually delivered over 
to death for the fake of jesus, that the life alfo 
of jesus may be manifelted in our morta! flehh, 
fo that death worketh in us, but lifein you. 
We having the fame fpirit of faith according to 
what is written; “51 have believed, and there- 

““ fore

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“ fore have 1 fpoken * ;” we alfo believe, and 
therefore {peak : knowing that he who raifed up 
the Lord jesus, will alfo raife up by jesus, and 
will prefent ‘us’ with you. For all things “ are ’ 
for your fakes, that the overflowing grace might 
abound by the thankfgiving of many to the glory 
of God. 

On this account we faint not, but if our outer 
man perifheth, yet the inner is daily renewed. 
For this momentary lightncls of our affliction is 
working out for us a far more exceeding ‘ and ” 
eternal weight of glory ; while we are not aim- 
ing at the things which are vifible, but at thofe 
which are invilible: for the things, which are 
vifible, ‘ are’ temporary ; but thofe, which are 


invifible, ‘are’ eternal. For we know, if our- 


earthly houfe of ‘ this? tabernacle were diffolved, 
we have a building of God, an houfe not made 
with hands, eternalin the heavens. And in this 
we groan earneftly, defiring to be cloathed upon 
with our houfe, which is from heaven; fince be- 
ing fo cloathed upon we fhall not be found 
naked +. Moreover we who are in ‘ this ” taber- 
nacle do groan being burdened: neverthelefs we 
would not be uncloathed, but cloathed upon ; 
that what is mortal may.be fwallowed up by life.

Now he who hath wrought us to this very thing 5 


“19 ᾽ God, who hath alfo given us the earnett of his 
Spirit. ‘Therefore * we are ’ always courageous, 
knowing that while we are fojourning in the body, 
we are ina τ of exile from the Lord: (for we 
walk by fiuth, not by fight :) we are courageous, 
“| fay,’ and think with complacency, of being 
rather ablent from the body, and prefent with the 
Lord. ‘lherefore we make it the height of our 
ambition, that whether prefent, or abfent ἢ, we

romay be well pleafing to him. For we muft all 
be manifeft before the tribunal of Chritt, that 
every one may receive according to what he hath 
done in the body, whether good or evil. 
Knowing therefore the terror of the Lord, we 
perfuade men: and * we are made manifeft to 
God ; I hope alfo we are manifeft to your con- 
{ciences. For we do not recommend ourfelves 
again unto you, but we are giving you occafion 
of boafting on our account, that ye may, have 
fomething to * anfwer’ thofe, who glory in ap- 
pearance, and notin heart. For if we ke tranf- 
ported beyond ourfelves, ‘itis’ to God: or if 
we be fober, ‘ itis’ for your fakes. For the love 
of Chrift beareth us away ; while we thus judge, 
that if one died for all, then were all dead +. 
᾿ς And he died for all, that they who live, fhould 
not henceforth live to themfelves, but to him 
who died for them, and rofe again. So that we 
from this time know not any man after the Achy: 
and if we have known Chrift after the flcth ||, 
henceforth we know ‘ him’ no more §. 80 that 
if any man ‘ be’ in Chrift ‘ there 1s” a new crea- 
tion. Old things are paffed away, behold all 
things are become new. And all things are of 
God, who hath reconciled us to himfelf by yEsus 
Chrift, and hath committed to us the miniltry of 
reconciliation ; namely that Ged was in Chriit 
reconciling the world unto himfelf ; not imput- 
ing to them their offences : and hath committed 
zounto us the word of reconciliation. ‘Therctore 
we are embafiadors for Chrift, fo that Ged 15 in- 
treating * you’ by us: we befeech “ you” in 
Chrilt’s 
* And by that means we are manifefted to God as his 
fervants. ἢ. + Jf all men had becn ina fate of 
condemnation and death, thtre would have been no need oF 
Chrit’s dying for nem, t We have ao longer any 
partial regard for any on account of thetr being Jews, &c. 
ἢ Expected him as a temporal prince. ἃ In that 
bignt, 
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Chrit’s ftead, that ye be reconciled to God. 
For hc hath made him, who knew no fin, a fin- 
‘ offering ’ for us, that we might be made in him 
the richteoufnefs of God *. We then ‘ as ’ the ἀξ’ 
joint labourers ‘ of God’ befeech ‘ you’ that 
vou receive not the grace of God in vain: (for 
he faith, “41 have heard thee in an acceptable 
‘* time, and in a day of falvation have I helped 
“4 thee + :” behold now ‘is ’ the accepted time ; 
behold, now ‘ is’ the day of falvation:) giving 
no offence by any ‘ part of our’ conduct; that 
the miniftry be not blamed : but in every refpect 
approving ourfelves as the minifters of God, in 
much paticnce, in afflictions, in neceflities, in 
ttraits, in ftripes, in imprifonments, in tumults, § 
in labours, in watching, in fafting, in purity, in 
knowledge, in long-fuffering, in gentlenefs, in 
the Floly Spirit, in undiflembled love, in the 
word of truth, in the power of God, with the 
armour of righteoufnefs on the right hand and 
the left: through honour and difhonour ; through 
evil report, and goud report; as deceivers, yet 
truc; as unknown, yet well-known; as dying, 
yet behold we live; as chaftened, yet not killed ; 
as forrowful, yet always rejoicing ; as poor, yet! 
enriching many ; as having nothing, yet poffefi- 
ing all things. 

O ye Corinthians, our mouth is opened to you, 
our heart is enlarged. Ye are not ftraitned in us, 
but ye are {traitned in your own bowels 1. There- 
fore, for that very recompence (I fpeak as to 
‘my’ children) be ye alfo enlarged |]. Be not 
unequally yoked § with unbelievers; for what 
participation hath righteoufnefs with unrighteouf- 
nefs? Or what communion hath the light with

with an infidel? And what confiftence hath the 
temple of God with idols? For ye are the temple 
of the living God, as God hath faid, ‘* I will 
** dwell in them, and walk among ‘ them,’ and 
“6 T will be their God, and they fhall be my peo- 
ple*.” ‘Therefore “" Come out’ from among 
them, and be ye feparate, faith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing, and I-will receive 
you ¢,” ‘* And will bea father unto you, and 
ye fhall be to me for fons and for daughters, 
&** faith the Lord Almighty 1... Having there. 
fore, beloved, fuch promiles, let us purify our- 
felves from all pollution of the Aefh and of the 
{pirit, perfecting holmefs in the fear of God. 
Receive us; we have injured no man, we 
have corrupted no man,. we have defrauded no 
man. I fpeak not ‘ this? to condemn ‘ you ;’ fot 
I have told you before, that ye are in our hearts 
to live and to die with ‘ vou.’ Great is” my 
freedom of fpeech to you, great my hoafting con- 
cerning: you. Jam filled with confolation, I ex- 
sceedingly abound in joy in all ouraffliction. For 
when we came into Macedonia, our flefh had no 
- ret, but we were afflicted in every ‘ place;’ with- 
out ‘ were’ fightings, within fears. ButGed, who 
is the comforter of thofe who are brought low, 
comforted us by. the coming of Titus. And not 
merely by his coming, but with the confolation 
with which he was comforted by you, when he 
told us of your earneft defire, your grief, your 
. zeal for me; fo that I rejoiced much more. De- 
caufe if I grieved you in the eputle, I do not τὸ- 
pent, however anxious I might before have been. 
For I find, that this epiltle, however, for a little 
while grieved you. Now I rejoice, not that ve 
were

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were grieved, but that ye grieved to repentance ; 
for ye were grieved with a regard to God, So 
that ye were not in any degree endamaged by us. 
For grief which regardeth God, worketh repen- 


tance to falvation never to be repented of ; where-. 


as the forrow of the world worketh death.. For 
behold, this fame thing,. your. being grieved out 
of refpeét to God, what-diligence 1t wrought in 
you; yea, * what’ apology; yea,. " what’ in- 
dignation; yea, * what’ fear; yea, ‘what’ ear- 
neft defire; yea,. * what* zeal; yea, ‘ what.’ re- 
venge *! Upon the whole you have approved 
vourfelves to be pure in this matter. Therefore 
if I have written ‘ any thing ’ to you, ‘ it was.’ 
not on his account, who had done, or his who 
had received the infury, but forthe fake. of ma- 
nifeiting our diligence for you before God, ‘ and’? 
unto you. "Therefore we were comforted in your 
confolation, and we rejoiced more exceedingly 


in the joy of ‘Fitus, becaufe his fpirit was re-.. 


frefhed by you all. So that if I had boalted any 
thing of you to him, I-was not afhamed ; but. as 
we have always fpoken in the truth to you, fo 
alfo our boafting ‘ concerning you.’ to’Titus hath 
been verified : fo that his tenderett affections are 
engaged towards you. exceedingly, whenever he 
recolleéteth the obedience of you all: ‘and’ how 
you received him with fear and trembling.. I 
rejoice therefore that in every refpeét I have con- 
fidence in yous 


Now we, brethren, inform: you of ‘the grace 
of God bellowed upon the churches in Macedo-

ni, how in a great trial of afli€tion, their. over-. 


flowing joy, and depth of their poverty hati 
abounded to the riches of their liberality +. So 
that 


* Againft yourtelves for thofe things, which you could 


not but condemn, + Poor.as they are, they haye- 


done wonders for the relief of their yet poorer brethren, 
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that I teflify, that to ‘ their’ power, yea and be- 
yond “ their’ power, ‘ they have been’ willing 
of themfelves: intreating us with much importu- 
nity, that we would receive the gift, and ‘ take’ 
sa part of the miniftration of the faints. And 
‘this they did,’ not as we hoped, but they frit 
gave themfelves to the Lord, and to us by the 
will of God, Infomuch that we defired ‘Titus, 
that as he had begun, fo he would alfo compleat 
this grace among you. ‘Therefore, as ye abound 
in every ‘ gift,’ in faith, in utterance, and in 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and in your 
love to us; ‘we exhort you’ that ye abound 
alfo in this grace *. I fpeak not by ‘ wav of’ 
command, but that I may prove by the diligence 
of others +, the fincerity of your love. For you 
know the grace of our Lord jesus Chrilt, that 
though he was rich, vet for your fakes he became 
poor, that you through his poverty might become 
torich. And herein | give * my ’ advice ; for this 
is expedient for you, as you have begun, not 
only to do fomething, but to exert yourfelves a 
year ago. Now therefore compleat your under- 
taking, that according to the readinefs to deter- 
mine, there ‘-may.’ alfo “ be’ the accomplifhment 
in proportion to what you have. For if there be 
firft a readinefs of mind, according to what a man 
~ hath, ‘ he is’ aceepted, ‘ and ’ not according to 
what he hath not. “1 fay this’ not that ‘ there 
fhould be’ a ref to others, and affiiction to you f: 
but that of an equality || your abundance ‘ may 
be ’ at this time ‘ a fupply ᾿ to their want: that 
“their abundance alfo inay be “ fo ’ § to your 
R5want, that there may be an equality +: as 1 ἰν

But “1 return’ thanks to God, who gave that 
diligent care for you in the heart of Titus. For 
indecd he complied with the exhortation * ; but 
being more forward, he went to you of his own 
accord. And we have fent with him that bro- 
ther +, whofe praife in the gofpel “ is ’ in all the 
churches: (and not only fo, but he was alfo 
ordained by the churches to be our fellow travel- 
Jer, with this grace which is adminiftred by us 
for the glory of the fame Lord, and “ the decla- 
ration of ' your ready mind:) avoiding this, that zo 
any one fhould blame us in this abundance ad- 
miniftred by us: providing things honelt, not 
enly -before the Lord, but aHo before men. And 
we have fent with chem our brother 7, whom we 
have often proved in many affairs to be diligent, 
but now much more diligent on account of the 
great confidence ‘ I have’ in you. If * there be 
any queftion ’ concerning ‘Titus, ‘ he is’ my 
partner and fellow labourer with refpeé to you: 
or concerning our brethren, ¢ they are ’ the mef- 
fenpers of the churches, ‘ and ’ the glory of 
Chrift. Shew therefore to them, even in the 
fight of the churches, the demonftration of your 
love and of our boafting over you. 

Now concerning the miniftration to the faints, -ὐξ- 
tt ts fuperfluous that I fhould write to you. For — 
I have known your readinefs, which I boait con- 
cerning you to the Macedonians, that Achaia 
hath becn prepared a year ago, and your zeal 
hath quickened many. Neverthelefs 1 have fenr 
the brethren, Teft our boafting of you on this 
Read, that as 1 faid ye were prepared, fhould 
be made vain: left if the Macedonians happen 
to come with me, and find yow unprepared, we 

may

5 fident boaiting. . Therefore I thought it neceffary: 
to exhort the brethren, that they fhould come 
to you before ἢ, and fhould firit compleat your 
bounty, which hath been fpoken of before ; that 
it may be ready, as bounty, and not like extor- 
tion. And as tothis, he who foweth {fparingly, 
fhall reap alfo fparingly; and he who foweth 
bountifully, fhall reap alfo bountifully : every 
man as he chufeth in his own heart, not as from 
grief or neceflity; for God loveth a chearful 
giver. And God ‘is’ able to make all grace to 
_abound towards you; that having always all fuf- 
ficiency in all things, ye imay ἐμεῖο every 
good work: as it is written, ‘* He hath dil- 
<¢ perfed, he hath given to the poor, his righte- 
τοῦ“ oufnefs endureth for ever +.’? And mav he, 
who fupplieth feed to the fower, and bread for 
food, fupply and multiply your fowing, and in- 
creafe the productions of your righteouinefs : be- 
ing in every thing inriched to all fimplicity ; 
which-worketh by our means: thankfgivings to- 
wards God. For the miniftration of this fervice 
doth not only fupply the neceflities of the faints, 
but aboundeth through the thankfgivings of-many 
to God : who by the experience of this mintftra- 
tion are glorifying God on account of that fub- 
jection to the gofpel of.Chriit, which you profefs, 
and the fimplicity of your communication to- 
wards‘thent, and towards all: and in their prayers 
for you,. who long after you on account of the 
exceeding grace of God ‘ which is’ in you. 
13:Thanks be to God for. his wnuticrabie gift. 


ἄρ Now ] Paul myfelf intreat you by the meekne/s 
~ and gentlenefs of Chnift, who ‘ am’ when pre- 
fent humble among you, but being abfent, am 
bold towards you: however, I befeech you that 
] 

® Defore my arrival. t. Plal. xii, gy. 
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I may not when I am prefent, be bold with that 
confidence on which I think to prefume with re- 
fpeét to fome, who account of us as walking in 
tne flefh. For though we walk in the Aefh, we 
do not war according to the Aefh: for the wea- 
pons of our warfare ¢ are’ not carnal, though 
mighty through God to the demolifhing fortih~ 
cations, cafting down reafonings, and every high ¢ 
thing which exalteth itfelf againft the knowledge 
of God, and to bring every thought into capti- 
vity to the obedience of Chriit: and having it 
tn readinefs to avenge all difobedtence, now your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

Do you look at the’outward appearance of 
things ? If any man be confident in himfelf that 
he is Chritt?s, let him again bethink himfelf of 
this, that as he ‘is’ Chrift’s, fo we alfo * are” 
Chrift’s. For if I thould boaft fomething yet 
more concerning our authority, (which the Lord: 
hath given us for edification, and not for your 
deftruction) I fhould not be afhamed : that I may. 
not feem as tf I would terrify you with epiftles. 
“ His’ epifttes, fay they, ‘ are’ indeed weichty to 
and ftrong, but ‘ his’ bodily prefence ‘is’ weak, 
ind ‘ his’ fpeech defpicable.” Let fuch an one 
reckon upon this, that fuch as we are in word 
by letters, when abfent, fuch “ thall we be’ alfo 
when prefent, in action; for we prefume not to 
number, or to compare ourfelves with fome who 
recommend themfelves. But they meafuring 
themfelves by themfelyes, and comparing them- 
felves with themfelves, are not wife. But we 
glory not beyond ¢ our’ bounds, but according 
(0 the meafure of the rule which God hath diftri- 
buted to us, ἃ meafure to come even unto you. 
For we do not extend ourfelves exceffively, as not 
coming to you; for we are come even unto you 
i the gofpel of Chrift*: not boafting unmea. 1s, 

furably: ὁ 


* In the regular courfe of our preaching, 


Xt 
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furably in the labours of others; but having 
hope, * that? when your faith is increafed, we 
fhall according to our rute be magnified by you 
fo as to abound to preach the gofpel in ‘ the re- 
gions ’ beyond you, ‘ and’ not to boaft in ano- 
ther man’s rule, in things made ready to our 
hand. But he that boafteth, let him boaft in the 
Lord: for not he, that commendeth himfelf, is 
approved, but whom the Lord commendeth. 

I with you would bear with a little of ‘ my’ 
folly *; and indeed bear with me: for I 2m jea- 
lous over you with a godly jealoufy, that I may 
prefent “ you as’ a hatte virgin to Chrift; for 
I have efpoufed you to one hufband. For I fear 
left by any means, as the ferpent deceived Eve 
by his fubtilty, fo your minds fhould be corrupted 
from fimplicity towards Chrift. For if hey that 
cometh, preach another jEsus, whom we 
have not nation or, ‘if’ ye receive another 
Spirit, which ye have not received ; or another 
gofpel, which ye have not accepted, ye might 
well bear with ‘him.’ For I reckon that I did 
not in any refpect fall fhort of the greateft of the 
apoftles. For if ‘Tam’ unkilful in ipeech, ne- 
verthelefs ‘I am’ not fo in knowledge. But in 
every refpeé& we have been manifeft to you in all 
things. Have I committed an offence in hum- 
bling myfelf that you may be exalted, in that [ 
have preached the gofpel of Ge to you at free 
colt? I have robbed other churenes, taking wages 
‘of them” for waiting upon you. And when | 
was in want, while prefent, I was chargeable ta 
no man: for what was deficient to me, the bre- 
thren who came from Macedonia fupplied ; and 
in all things I have kept, and will keep myfelf 


10 from being burdenfome to you. As the truth of 


Chrift is in me, this boaft fhall not be violated 
with refpect to me in the regions of Achaia. 
Why? 

® That beafting, which 1 know to be foolifh. 
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Why? becaufe I love you not? God knoweth *. 
But what I do, I will do, that I may cut off oc- 
cafion from them whq defire occafion, that in 
‘ the thing of ’ which they boaft, they may be 
found even as we. For fuch ‘ are’ falfe apoftles, 
deceitful workers, transforming themfelves into 
apoftles of Chrifl. And ‘ it is πὸ wonder ; for 
Satan himfclf is transformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore ‘ it is’ no great thing; if his +15 
minifters alfo ke transformed as minifters of righ- 
teoufnefs ; whofe end fhall be according to their 
works, Again I fay, let no man think me 
foolith [. But if otherwife, as foolifh however 
receive || me, that I may boaft fome {mall matter. 
What I fpeak, F fpeak not after the Lord, but 
ag it were foolifhly in this confidence of boafting. 
Seeing many boatt according to the fleth, I alfo 
will boaft. And you may well bear with foolith 
people, fince you ‘ yourfelves ’ are wife §. For20 
you bear it, Fa man enflave you; if he devour 
‘you ;’ if he feize ‘on your poffeffions ;’ if he 
exalt himfelf; if he fmite you on the-face. Dol 
ies this by way of difhonour {, as if we our- 
elves were weak **? Surely in whatever any one 
elfe may be confident, I fpeak it ‘indeed’ in 
folly, I alfo am confident. Are they Hebrews ὃ 
Sofam’I. Are they Ifraelites? So ‘am’ I. 
Are they of the feed of Abraham? So ‘am’ I, 
Are they minifters of Chrift? I {peak foolifhly §*, 
I‘am’ more: more abundant in labours, exceed- 
ing ‘them ’ in {tripes, more abundant in impri- 
fanments, often in deaths: of the Jews I have

Truly the figns of an apoftle were 
produced among you in all patience, in figns and 
wonders and powers. For in what refpeé were 
ve inferior to the reft of the churches, unlefs ¢ it 
were in this,’ that 1 myfclf was not burdenfome 
to you.

I am aftonifhed that ye are fo foon removed 
from him, that called you by the grace of Chrilt, 
unto another gofpel *: which is not another + :

But 
‘though we, or an angel from heaven preach any 
other gofpel among you, than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be anaTHeEMa 1. 
As we have faid before, fo fay I now again, If any

But I certify you, brethren, that the gofpel, 
which hath been preached by me, 15 not according 
to man. Lor I neither received it from man, 
nor was 1 taught ‘ it’ but by the revelation of 
yesus Chrit. For you have heard of my con- 
verfation in time patt in Judaifm *, that I un- 
meafurably perfecuted the church of God, and 
ravaged it: and I made proficiency in Judaifm 
beyond many of iny own nation, ὁ who were’ my 
equals; being more abundantly zealous for the 
traditions of my fathers. But when it pleafed15 
(Sod, who feparated me + from my mother’s 
woinb and called ‘me’ by his grace, to reveal 
his Son in me, that F might preach him among 
the Gentiles ; immediately ¢ I conferred not 
with Hclh and biood, nor did I go up to Jerufa- 
lem to thein that were apoftles before me, but I 
went into Arabia, and I returned again to Da- 
mafcus. ‘Then after three years I went up to 
Jerufilem to vilit Peter, and I abode with him 
ifteen days. But I faw no one of the apoftles 
befides, except James the brother of the Lord, 
Now ‘ as to’ the things which I write unto you, 20 
behold before God, I do not lie. Afterwards I 
came into the regions of Syria, and Cilicia. 
Aud I was unknown by face to the churches of 
Chrilt, which were in Judea: but only they had 
heard ‘* That he who perfecuted us in times 
pail, now preacheth the faich, which he formerly 
ravaged :”’ and they glorified God on my ac- 
count,

Δαν ον the religion profeficd by the Jews of his time, 
+ To this office. 1 Or, that I might immediately 


preach him among the Gentiles; 1 conferred ἅς, B, 
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+ Then fourteen years after I went Up again 
to Jerufalem, with Barnabas; and I took Τι- 
tus alfo with me. But I went up by revela- 
tion, and laid before them that gofpel, which | 
preach among the Gentiles, but privately to 
thofe who were of note, left I fhould run, or had 
run in vain *, But neither Titus who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled to be cir- 
cumcifed : and ‘ that’ becaufe of the falfe bre- 
thren, ‘ that were ” artfully introduced ἢ who 
had flipped in to fpy out our liberty, which we 
have in Chrilt jesus, that they might bring us 

5into bondage: to whom we did not give place 
by fubjection, for fo much as an hour: that the 
truth of the gofpel might continue with you. 
But of thofe who appeared to be confiderable, 
how great foever they formerly were, it maketh 
no difference as to me ; God accepteth no man’s 
perfon; for they who were of note added nothing 
farther to me ¢: but on the contrary feeing, thar 
T was intrufted with the gofpel of the uncircum- 
cifion, as Peter was ‘ with that’ of the circum- 
cifion (for he, who wrought effectually in Peter 
for the apoftlefhip of the circumcifion, wrought 
effectually alfo in me for the Gentiles:) and 
knowing the grace that was given to me, James 
‘and Cephas 4 and John, who appeared to be pil- 
lars, pave to me and Barnabas the right hands 
of fellowfhip, that we ‘ might go’ to the Gen- 
1otiles, and they to the circumcifion. Only ‘ they 
propofed’ that we fhould be mindful of the poor ; 
which very thing I alfo was forward to do. 
But when Peter was come.to Antioch, I op- 
ofed him to the face, becaufe he was to be 
δ τ: for ‘before fome came from James, ᾿"

of informing me of any thing, which I had aot learnt by 
revelation, 4. Peter, 
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did eat with the Gentiles: but when they were 
come, he withdrew, and feparated himfelf, fear- 
ing them of the circumcifion. And the other 
Jews diflembled alfo with him, fo that even Bar- 
nabas was carried away with their diflimulation. 
But when I faw that they did not walk uprightly 
according to the truth of the gofpel, I faid to 
Peter in the prefence of “ them ’ all, 

‘© If thou being a Jew, liveft after the manner 
of the Gentiles, and not as do the Jews, why doft 
thou compel the Gentiles to live as do the Jews ? 
We who ‘arc’ by nature Jews and not finners 15 
of the Gentiles *, knowing that a man Is not 
juflified + by the works of the law, but by the 
faith of yusus Chrift; even we have believed in 
jesus Chnift, that we might be juftified by the 
faith of Chrift, and not by the works of the law: 
wherefore no fichh fhall be jultified by the works 
of the law, But if fecking to be juftified by 
Chrift, we ourfelves alfo are found finners, what 
“is? Chrift then the minifter of fin 1: God for- 
bid !” 

Now, if J build again the things which I de- 
ftroyed, 1 acknowledge myfelf a tranfgreffor, for 
1 through the law am dead to the law, that I 
might live to God. I am crucified with Chrift ;z0 
neverthelefs I live; yet not J, but Chrift liveth 
in me: and the life, which I now live in the 
flefh, 1 live in the faith, which ‘ ts’ of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and delivered himfelf 
up forme. Ido not fruftrate the grace of God; 
for if righteoufnefs ‘come’ by the law, then 
Chrift is dead in vain.

So then they, who are of fagcth, are blefied with 
το believing Abraham. For as manv as are of 4

And that no man 
is juftified in the fight of God by the law “ is’ 
evident, for ““ The juft fhall live by faith {*.”

Brethren, I fpeak after the manner of men:15 
though it be but the covenant of ἃ man, yet if it 
be coufirmed +, no man cancelleth or addeth to 
it. Now the promifes were fpoken tg Abraham 
and to his feed. Te faith not, “ and to sEEDS,’? 
as of manv: but as of one, ‘ and to thy skED,” 
which is Chritt, And this I fay, ‘ that’ the 
covenant which was before confirmed by God 
with refpeé& to Chrift, the law, which was four 
hundred and thirty years after, cannot difannul, 
‘fo’ that it fhould make the promile ineffectual. 
For if the inheritance ‘ be’ of the law, ¢ it is’ 
no more of the promife: but God gave “ it’ to 
Abraham by promife, To what purpofe then 
‘“ferveth ’ the law? It was added becaufe of 
tran(preffions, till the seep fhould come, to whom 
the promife was made: ‘ and it was’ ordained 
by angels in the hand of a mediator. Now ἃ 20 
mediator is not ‘ the mediator’ of one ft; but 
God is one |]. ‘Is’ the law then againft the 
pee of God? God forbid! For if there had 

een a law given which could have given life, 
affuredly righteoufnefs fhould have been by the 
Jaw. But the fcriptures have fhut up all under 
fin, that the promife by faith in jesus Chrift 
might be given to them that believe. But before 
faith came, we were kept under the law §, fhut 
up unto the faith, which fhould afterwards be 
revealed. So that the Jaw was our fchoolmafter 
‘to lead us? unto Chrift, that we might be juf-

There is neither Jew nor 
Greek ; there is neither bond or free; there is 
neither mule nor female: for ye are all one in 
Chnft jesus. And if ye ‘be’ Chrift’s, then 
are ye the feed of Abraham, and heirs in virtue 
of the promife.

But now after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and poor elements, to 
which ye defire again to be in bondage a-new ?

For in yesus 
Chrift neither circumcifion availeth any thing, 
nor uncircumcifion, but’ faith which operateth 
by love. Ye did run well: who hath hindered 
you from obeying the truth? This perfuafion 
‘cometh’ not trom him that called you. A little

For, brethren, ye have been called to liberty ; 
only ‘abufe’ not liberty for an occafion to the 
Aefh, but by love ferve one another. For all the 
law is fulfilled in one word, ‘ even ’ in this, 
‘* Thou fhale love thy neighbour as thyfelf.” 
But if ye bite and devour one another, take heed ες 
that ye be not deftroyed by one another. 

But I fay, Walk in the Spirit and ye will not 
fulfil the Τὰ of the flefh. For the flefh hath de- 
fires contrary to the Spirit; the Spirit ‘ hath de« 
fires? contrary to the flefh: and thefe are op- 
pofite to each other, fo that ye do not the things 
that ye would. Butif ye be led by the Spirit, 
ye are not under the law. Now the works of 
the flefh are manifelt, which are ‘ thefe:’ adul- 
tery, fornication, uncleannefs, lafcivioufnefs, 
idolatry, witchcrafts, enmities, ftrifes, tran{- 20 
ports of zeal, refentments, contentions, party- 
divifions 1, envyings, murders, drunkennefs, 
revellings, and fuch like; concerning which I 
forewarn you, as I have alfo formerly declared 
that they who pradife fuch things, fall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God. But the fruit of the 
Spirit is love, joy, peace, long-fuffering, gen- 
tlenefs, poodnefs, fidelity, meeknefs, temperance, 
againtt fuch ‘things’ there is no law. And they 
who are Chrifl’s have crucified the fieth with ‘its 7 
paflions and defires. If we live in the Spirit, let 26.

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us alfo walk in the Spirit. Let us not be vain- 
glorious, provoking one another, envying one 
another. 
+? © Brethren, if a man be overtaken in any fault, 
do ye who are fpiritual, reftore fuch an one in 
the fpirit of meeknefs; confidering thyfelf, left 
thou alfo fhouldeit be tempted. Bear one ano- 
ther’s burdens, and fo fulfil the law of Chritt, 
For if any one think himfelf to be fomething, 
when he is nothing, he deceiveth himfelf. But 
let every one try his own work, and then he fhalt 
have rejoicing in himfelf alone, and not in ano- 
gther.. For every one fiall bear his own burden. 
Let him that is taught in the word, communi- 
cate in all good things to him that teacheth. Be 
not deceived * ; God is not mocked: for what- 
foever a man foweth; that fhaJl he alfo reap. So 
that he that foweth to his flefh, fhall of the flefh 
reap corruption: but he that foweth to the Spin, 
fhall reap life everlafting. And let us not be 
weary in well-doing : for in due feafon we fhall 
toreap, if we do not faint. Therefore as we have 
opportunity, let us do good to all men, but efpe- 
cially to them who are of the houfhold of faith. 


You fee with what LARGE LETTERS +I have 
written to you with my own hand. As many as 
defire to make a fair appearance in the Acth, thefe 
coritrain you to be circumcifed ; only left they 
fhould fuffer perfecution for the crefs of Chrift. 
For neither they themfelves, who are circuincifed 
keep the law: but ticy defire to have you cir- 
cumcifed, that they may glory in your flefh, 
But God forbid that { fhould glory unlefs it be 
in the crofs of our Lori jesus Chriit, by which 
the world is crucified unto me, and I unto the 

world,

For this caufe I Paul ‘am’ the prifoner of-t% 
jesus Chrift for the fake of you Gentiles ; fince 
you have heard of the difpenfation of the grace 
of God, which hath been given to me in your 
behalf: that he made known to me by revelation 
the myftery (as I have briefly written before; by 
which when you read ὁ it,” you may obferve my 
underftanding in the myftery of Chrift) which ing 
other generations was not made known to the fons. 
of men, as it is now revealed by the Spirit to his. 
holy apoftles and prophets; that the Gentiles 
fhould be joint heirs and of the fame body, and 
partakers togcthcr of his promife in Chrift by the 

ofpel: of which I was made a minilter accord- - 
ing to the gift of the grace of God, ‘ which was? 
given to me by the energy of his power. Unto 
me, who am Iefs than the leaft of all faints, this 
grace was given, to preach among the Gentiles

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the unfearchable riches of Chrift; and to make 
all men fee what ‘ is ? the communication of the 
myftery, which from eternal ages was hid in 
God, who created all things by yesus Chrift: 

ro that the manifold wifdom of God might now he 
made known to the principalities and powers in 
heavenly ‘ places ’ by means of the church, ac- 
cording to the eternal purpofe, which he formed 
in Chrift yesus our Lord, through whom we 
have freedom of fpeech, and accets with confi- 
dence by the faith of him. Wherefore [ defire 
that ye faint not at my affiiétion for you, which 
is your glory. For this caufe | bend my knees 

15 to the Father of our Lord yesus Chrift, of whom 
the whole family in heaven, and on earth is 
named, that he would grant you <zccording to the 
riches of his glory, to be mightily firengthened 
by his Spirit in the inner man; that Chrift may 
dwell in your hearts by faith; being rooted and

4 I therefore the prifoner of the Lord, befeech 
~ you that ye walk worthy of the calling where- 
with ye are called, with all humility and meek- 
nefs, with long-fuffering forbear one another in 
love ; endeavouring to keep the unity of the Spi- 
rit in the bond of peace. ‘ There is’ one body, 
and one Spirit, as ye are alfo called in one hcepe 
sof your calling; one Lord, one faith, one bap- 
4 tum, 
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tifm, one God and Father of all, who " is ’ above 
all, and through all, and in you all. But grace 
is piven to every one of us according to the mea- 
fure of the gift of Chrift. Wherefore he faith, 
‘* When he afcended on high, he led captivity

fill all things.) And he gave fome apoftles, and 
{ome prophets, and fome evangelitts, and fome 
paftors, and teachers; for the perfecting of faints 
ts the work of the miniftry, to the edifying of 
the body of Chrift ; till we all arrive at the unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, toa perfe¢t man, to the meafure of the fta- 
ture of the fulnefs of Chrift. That we may be 
no longer children, toffed to and fro, and borne 
about with every wind of doctrine, by the cheat- 
ing fleight of men, ‘ and’ by fubtilty in every 
method of deccit; but maintaining the truth int, 
love, may grow up in all things into him, who. 
is the head, * even’ Chrift: from whom the. 
whole body being harmonioufly joined and ce- 
mentcd together, by the fupply of every joint, 
according to the energy proportionable to every 
part, maketh an increafe of the body, to the edi- 
fying of itfelf in love. 

This I fay therefore, and teftify in the Lord, 
that ye no longer walk, as the reit of the Gen- 
tiles walk in the vanity of their mind, having the 
underftanding darkened, being alienated from 
the life of God, by reafon of the ignorance that 
is in them, becaufe of the blindnefs of their 
heart: who being grown infenfible, have aban- 
doned themfelves to lewdnefs, to work all un- 
cleannefs with greedinefs. But ye have not fo2g 

learned.

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learned Chrift, fceing ye have heard him ἥν 
and have been inftruéted in him, as the truth 
15 in JESUS, to put off with refpect to the former 
converfation the old rfian, which is corrupt ac- 
cording to deceitful lafts ; and to be renewed in 
the {pirit of your mind: and to put on the new 
man, which 1s created according to ‘ the image 
of ’ God in righteoufnefs and true holinefs. 

25 Wherefore putting away every lye, fpeak every 
one truth to his neighbour ; for we are members 
one of another. + Be angry, and fin not: let 
not the fun go down upon your wrath ; neither 
five place to the devil 1. Let him that ftole, 

eal no more: but rather let him labour, work- 
ing with ‘ his’ hands that which is good, that 
he may have ‘ fomething’ to impart to the ne- 
teffitous. Let no corrupt difcourfe proceed out 
of your mouth, but any thing that is good to υἱῷ» 
ful edification, that it may minifter grace to the 
3°hearers, And do not grieve that Holy Spirit οἱ 
God, ty whom ye are icaled unto the day οὗ τον 
demption. 

Let all bitternefs, and indignation, and wrath, 
and clamour, and evil-{fpeaking be put away froin 
you, with all malice. But be obliging to each 
other, tenderly compaffionate, freely forgiving 
one another, even as God in Chrift hath freely 

bt: forgiven you. Be ye therefore imitators of God, 
as beloved children: and walk in love, as Chritt 
alfo hath loved us, and hath given himfelf up 
for us an offering and facrifice to God, fora {weet- 
fmelling favour. But let not fornication, nor any 
kind of uncleannefs, or infatiable defire be fo 
much as named among you, as it becometh faints ; 
neither filthinefs, nor foolifhnefs of fpeech, nor

Nabours to inflame you to enmity, 
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lewd turns *, which are by no means convenient : 
but rather thankfgiving. For ye know this, that 5 
no fornicator, nor unclean perfon, nor covetous 
man, who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in 
the kingdom of Chrift, and of God. Let no 
one de-eive you with vain words; for on account 
of thefe things the wrath of God cometh on the 
children of difubedience. Be ye not therefore 
pees with them. For ye were once darknefs,. 

ut now ‘ye are’ light in the Lord: walk as 
children of the light, (for the fruit of the Spirit 
‘is’ in all poodnefs, and righteonfnefs, and 
truth,) proving what is well pleaiing to the Lord. 10 
And be not joint-partukers in the unfruitful works 
of darknefs, but rather reprove them. For it is 
a fliame even to fpeak of thofe things, which are 
done by them in fecret. But all ne 9, which 
are reproved, are made manifeft by the light: 
for whatfoever doth make manifelt, is light. 
Wherefore he faith, ‘* Awake, thou that fleepett, 
‘and αὐ from the dead, and Chriit fhali give 
thee light +." 

See therefore, that ye walk circumfpedtly f, 15 
not aa fools, but as wife men: redeeming the 
time, becaufe the days are evil. Wherefore be 
not inconfiderate, but underftanding what ¢ 1s ’ 
the will of the Lord. And be not drunk with - 
wine, in which there is excefs: but be ye filled 
with the Spirit: fpeaking to yourfelves in pfalms, 
and hymns, and fpiritual fongs, finging and 
chanting in your hearts to the Lord: always giv- 20 
ing thanks for all things in the name of our Lord 
yesus Chrift to God, even the Father: be fub- 
yect to cach other in the fear of God. 

Wives, be fubje&t unto your own hufbands, 
as unto the JLord: for the hufband is the head of . 
the wife, even as Chrift is the head of the church:

Put 
on the compleat armour of Gad, that ye may be 
able to fland againft the artifices of the devil. 
For our flruggle is not with fleth and blood, but 
with principalities, with powers, with the rulcrs 
of the darknefs of. this world, with fpirits of 
wickecdnefs in heavenly © places *.?- On this ac- 
count take unto you the compleat armour of Gcd, 
that ye may be able to withftand in the evil day +, 
and having done 1 all to ftand. Stand thercfore,

yourfelves. Do not every one aim at his own 
interelts, but cach of you alfo at the interelts of 
others. Let the fame mind be in you, which was 5 
allo in Chriit jesus : who being in the form οὗ 
God, thought it not robbery to be as God ; ne- 
verthelefs emptied himfelf 1, taking ‘ upon him” 
the form of a fervant, when made in the likene{s 
of men; and being found in fafhion as a man, 
he humbled himfelf, becoming obedient even

which hath appeared unto you, even as in all 
the world, and bringeth forth fruit, as alfo ‘ it 
hath done’ among you, from the day in which 
ye have heard and known the grace of God in 
truth.

We give thanks to God always for you ail, 
making mention of you in our prayers. Incei- 
fantly remembering your work of faith, and la- 
bour of love, and patience of hope +, by our 
Lord jesus Chrift, before God even the Father: 
knowing, beloved brethren, your election of 

5 God; becaufe our gofpel came not to you in 
word only, but alfo in power, and in the Holy 
Ghoft, and in much affurance ; as you well know 
what manner of perfons we were among you for 
your fakes: and you became imitators of us, and 
of the Lord, having received the word in much 
affliction, with joy of the Holy Ghoft ; fo that ye 
became examples to all the believers in Macedo- 
nia, and Achaia. For from you the word of the 
Lord

was brought unto you by the gofpel and grace of our Lord,

God came in fuch a degree, as made it unnecef- 
fary for us to recount any thing *. For they them- 
felves declare concerning us what a kind of en- 
trance we had among you, and how ye turned 
to God from idols to ferve the living and true 
God, and to wait for his Son from heaven, whom te 
he hath raifed from the dead, ‘even ’ jesus, 
who refcueth us from the wrath to come. 

For ye yourfelves know, brethren, the entrance "Μ- 
that we had unto you, that it was not in vain. 
But even when we had before fuffered, and been 
injurioufly treated, 48 γε know, at Philippi, we 
were bold in our God to {peak unto you the gofpel 
of God with much contention. For our exhor- 
tation ‘ was’ not of deceit, or of uncleannefs, 
nor in craftinefs, But as we have been approved 
by God to be intrufted with the gofpel, fo we 
{peak not as pleafing men, but God, who trieth 
our hearts. Neither did we at any time deal in § 
flattering words, as ye ‘ well’ knew, nor ufe a 
pretence of covetoufnefs; God “ is ’ witnefs. 
Nor did we feek glory of men, neither of you, 
nor of others, though we might have been bur- 
denfome as the apoftles of Chrift. But we were 
gentle in the midft of you, even as a nurfe + 
cherifheth her own children. So we being ten- 
derly affectionate towards you, took pleafure to 
impart to you, not only the gofpel of God, but 
even our own fouls 17, becaufe ye were dear unto 
us. For yeremember, brethren, our labour and 
toil: for night |} and day working that we might 
not be burdenfoine to any of you, we preached

1oto you the gofpel of God.” Ye “ are ? witneffes, 
and God “ alfo,’ how holily, and righteoufly, 
and unblameably we behaved ourfelves to you 
who believe: as ye know how we were exhort- 
ing and comforting every one of you, as a father 
his children ; teftitying that ye fhould walk wor- 
thy of God, who hath called you into his king- 
dom and. glory. For this caufe alfo we give 
thanks to God inceffantly, that when ye received 
the word of God, which ye heard from us, ye 
received ‘ it’? not ¢ as’ the word of men, but (as 
it is in truth) the word of Ged, which worketh 
efhcacioufly in you who believe. For you, bre- 
thren, became imitators of the churches of God, 
which are in Jucea, in Chrift jesus: for you 
alfo fuffered the fame things from thofe of your 

15 own country *, as they ‘ did’ of the Jews: who 
both killed the Lord jesus, and their own pro- 
rhets, and have perfecuted us; and pleafe not 
God, and are contrary to all men +; forbidding 
us to {peak to the Gentiles, that they might be 
faved; {to £11 up their fins continually: but 
wrath is coming upon them to the greateft ex- 
tremity. 

But we, brethren, though feparated from you 
for avery little feafon, in perfon, not in heart, 
being exceedingly defirous to fee your face again, 
endeavoured it to the wtmoit. ‘Therefore we 
would have come unto you, even I Paul once and 
a fecond time, but Satan hath hindered us. For 
what ‘is’? our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoic- 
ing ||? ‘ Are’ not ye alfo before our Lord jesus

‘Hand joy. Therefore being able no longer ie en-

dure, we acquiefced in being left alone at Athens ; 
and fent Timothy our brother, and a fervant of 
God, and our tellow-labourer in the gofpel of 
Chrift, that he might ftrengthen, and comfort 
ou concerning your faith; that no man might 
be fhaken by thefe afflidtions ; for ye yourfelves 
know that we are appointed to thefe. For even 
when we were with you, we told you before, 
that we fhould be affiiéted ; as it came to pafs, 
and ye know. For this caufe alfo, being no§ 
longer able to endure, I fent to know your faith, 
leit by any means the tempter might have tempt- 
ed you, and our labour fhould have been in vain. 
Bat now Timothy haying returned tous from you, 
and brought to us the good tidings of your faith 
and love, and that ye have always a good remem 
brauce of us, greatly defiring to fee us, as we 
alfo ‘to fee’ you; we were hereby comforted, 
bretiren, concerning you in all our tribulation 
and neceffity, by means of your faith. For now 
we live *, if ye ftand faftin the Lord. For what 
thanks can we render to God concerning you, for 
all the joy with which we rejoice on your account, 
before our God ; night and day fuperabundantly 10 
making it our requelt, to fee your face, and to 
compleat the deficiencies of your faith: that God 
himfelf even our Father, and our Lord jesus 
Chritt may clear our way to you; and that the 
Lord may canfe you to be enlarged, and to 
abound in love towards each other, and to all, 
even as we towards you: that your hearts may 
be itrenethened, ¢ and you be’ blamelefs in ho- 
linefs before God, even our Father, at the ap- 
ce of our Lord yesus Chrift with all his 
UNS. 


As for what remaineth therefore, brethren, we=t- 
befcech and exhort you in the Lord jesus, that

more and more. For ye know what command- 
ments we pave you on the part of the Lord jesus.

But concerning brotherly love, ye need not 
that I fhould write to you, for ye yourfelves are 
10diwnely taught to love one another. And indeed 
ye do it to all the brethren, which are in all Ma- 
cedonia; but we exhort you, brethren, that ye 
abound more and more; and that you make it 
your ambition to live quietly, and do your pro- 
per bufinefs, and work with your own hands (as 
we gave it you in charge) that fo ye may walk 
decently towards thofe that are without; and 
‘ that ᾽ ye may have need of nothing. 


But I would not have you ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them that are fallen afleep, that ye 
may not Jament, as others who have no hope.

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15 Yet fhe fhall be faved by child-birth *, if they 
continue in faith, and love, and holinefs with 
fobriety. ; 


‘ It is a faithful faying, If any one earneftly de- 
fireth the epifcopal office, he defireth a good work. 
A ΒΙ5Η0Ρ therefore muft be blamelefs, the huf- 
band of one wife, watchful, prudent, decent, 
eee to hofpitality, ft to teach; not one that 

tteth long over wine, or ready to ftrike, not at- 
tached to fordid gain, moderate, not given to 
contention, not a lover of money ; one who pre- 
fideth well over his own houfe, having his chil- 
gdren in fubjection with all gravity; for if any 
one cannot prefide over his own houle, how fhall 
he take care of the church of God? Not ene 
newly converted, left he fhould be lifted up with 
pride, ‘ and’ tall into the condemnation of the 
devil. It is necefiary alfo that he have a good 
report of thofe that are without, left he fall into 
reproach, and the {nare of the devil t. 

In like manner ‘ let’? the pz acows ‘ be’ grave, 
not double-tongued, nor addiéted to much wine, 
nor greedy of difhenourable gain, retaining the 

tomyftery of faith tin a pure confcience. And 
let even thefe be firft proved, then if they be found 
blamelefs, let them ufe the office of a Deacon. 
In like manner let the wives || be grave, not falfe 
accufers, watchful, faithful in all things. Let 
the Deacoris be the hulbands of one wife, go- 
verning their children, and their own houfes well. 
For they, who have difcharged the office of a

Deacon well, procure to themfelves a good de- 
gree *, and great boldnefs in the faith + which 
is’? in Chrift yesus. 

Thefe things I write to thee, hoping to come 
to thee fhortly. But if Idelay, that thou mayeftis 
know how it becometh thee to converfe in the 
houfe of God, which is the church of the living 
God, the pillar and ground of truth. Anp con- 
fetivdly great is the myftery of godlinefs: God f 
was manifefted in the Aefh, juftified in the Spirit, 
feen of angels, preached anne the Gentiles, 
helieved on in the world, received up into glory. 
But the Spirit exprefly faith, That in the latt-t4- 
times fome fhall apoftatife from the faith, giving 
heed to deceitful fpirits, and doctrines of dac- 
mous, through the hypocrify of liars, whofe own 
confclience 15 feared ; requiring abitinence from 
niarrlape, “and? to refrain from meats, which 
Giod hath created to be received with thank fgiv- 
ing by the faithful, and by thofe who know the 
truth. For every creature of God ‘is’ goed, 
and nothing ‘ is’ to be rejected ‘ provided it be ἢ 
yeccived with thankf{giving ; for it is fanéified 5 
by the word of God and prayer. 

If thou fhalt fuggelft thefe things to the bre- 
thren, thou fhalt be a good minifter of jesus 
Chrift, nourifhed up in the words of faith and 
good doétrine, which thou haft accurately traced 
out. But profane and old wives fables rejeét, 
and exercife thyfelf to podlinefs.: for bodily exer- 
cife || 1s profitable to little, but godlinefs is pro- 
ftable to all things, having the promife of the 
prefent and future life. This ‘is’ a faithful 
faying, and worthy of all acceptance. For thisio

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end we both labour, and fuffer reproach, beczufe 
we have hoped if the living God, who is the fa- 
viour of all men, efpecially of the faithful. 
Thefe things give in charge, and teach. Let no 
man defpife thy youth ;, but be thou an example 
to the faithful in fpeech, in converfation, in 
Jove, in fpirit, in fidelity, in purity. Till I 
come, attend to reading, to exhortation, to teach- 
ing. Neglect not that gift which is in thee, 
‘which was given thee hy prophecy *, with the 
τς impofition of the hands of the prefbytery. Me- 
ditate on thefe things; be always employed in 
thefe things, that thy improvement in 411 may be 
manifeft. Take heed to thyfelf, and to ‘ thy’ 
doftrine, continue in them; for in doing this, 
thou fhale both fave thyfelf, and thy hearers.

But if any 
widow hath children, or grand-children, let them 
learn firft to exercife piety at home, and to repay 
their parents ; for thisis beautiful, and accept- 
5 able before Ged. Now fhe whois truly a widow, 
and left alone, hopeth in God, and continueth 
~day and night in fepplications and prayers. But 
“fhe that liveth luxurioufly, 1s dead while fhe 
‘Jiveth. And thefe things give in charge, that 
“they may be blamelefs. But if any do not pro- 
vide for his own, and éfpectally for thole of his 
own houfe, he hath denied the faith, and is worfe 
than an infidel. Let not a widow be taken upon 
“the lift 1, under fixty years old, who hath been the 
wife

wife of one man: ‘one’ who hath a reputation to 


for good works ; if fhe have educated her chil- 
dren, if fhe have lodged itrangers,. if fhe have 
wafhed the faints fect, 1f fhe have affifted the af- 
fliéted, if fhe have followed every good work. 
But refufe the younger widows ; for when they 
grow wanton againtt Chrilt, they will marry ; 
expofing themfelves to condemnation becaufe they 


have difannulled their firft faith *. And αἱ +. 


they learn ‘a habit of’ going from houfe to houle, 
and ὁ thev are’ not only idle, but triflers alfo, 
and bufy-bodies, fpeaking things unbecoming. 
TI would therefore have the younger ‘ widows ἢ 
marry, and breed children, ‘und’ govern their 
domeftic affairs, fo as to give no occafion to the 


adverfary to fpeak reproachfully. For fome have 1 5 


already turned afide after Satan. But if any be- 
liever of cither fex have widows, let them take 
care of then, that the church may not be bur- 
dened, but may take care of “" thofe who are ἢ 
truly widows. 

Let the expers, which prefide well, be 
efteemed worthy of double honour, eipecially 
thofe who labour in the word and doétrine. For 
the fcripture hath faid, ““ Thou fhalte not muzzle 
‘“ the ox, that treadeth out the corn 1 ;”? and 
the workman ‘1s’ worthy of his hire. Do not 
receive an accufation againft an elder, unlefs on 


the teitimony of two or three witneffes. Thofe 29 


that fin, rebuke before all, that even the reft 
may fear. I charge ‘ thee,’ before God and the 
Lord jexsus Chrilt, and the elect angels, τῆσδε 
thou keep thefe things without prejudice ||, doing 
nothing sy partiality. Lay hands fuddenly on

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no man, neither make thyfelf partaker in the 
fins of others: keep thyfelf pure. Do not any 
longer drink water, but ufe a little wine for the 
fake of thy ftomach, and thy frequent infirmities. 
The fins of fome men are manifeft, leading on to 

z§ judgment *, whereas fome follow after+. So 
alfo the good works ‘ of fome’ are manifelt, and 
thofe which are otherwife cannot be hid. 

“ Let as many sERVANTS, as are under the 
yoke {, account their own mafters worthy of all 
honour, that the name and dottrine of God may 
not be blafphemed. And as for thofe, who have 
believing mafters, let them not defpife ‘ them’ 
becaufe they are brethren, but let them rather ferve 
* them,’ becaufe they are faithful, and beloved, 
* and’ partakers with them of the benefit |{. 

Thefe things teach, and exhort. If any ore 
teach otherwife, and attend not to wholfome 
words, ‘ even’ to thofe of our Lord jesus Chnitt, 
and the doctrine, ‘ that is’ agreeable to godli- 
nefs; he is proud, ene who knoweth rcthing, 
but raving on queltions and debates about words; 
from whence arife envying, contention, abufive 

5 language, evil fufpicions, debates of men whofe 
minds are corrupted and averfe from the truth, 
‘while they fuppofe gain to be godlinefs. Turn 
away from fuch. Whereas godlinefs with con- 
tentment is great gain. For we brought nothing 
into the world, ‘ and it is’ evident that we can- 
not carry any thing out. Having therefore food 
and raiment, let us be content with thefe. But 
they, who are determined that they will be rich, 
fal) headlong into temptation, and a fnare, and 
‘into’ many foolifh and mifchievous defires ; 
which plunge men into ruin and deftruction. 
toFor the love of money is the root of all evil, 


which fome having greedily defired, have‘ wan- 
dered

dered from the faith, and pierced themfelves 
through with many forrows. But thou, O man 
of God, fhun thefe things, and purfue righte- 
oufnels, picty, fidelity, love, patience, meek- 
nefs, Maintain the good combat of faith *; lay 
hold on eternal life, to which thou haft been 
called, and haft confefled a good confeflion before 
many witnefles. 

I charge thee in the prefence of God, who 
quickeneth all things, and of yesus Chrift, who 
before Pontius Pilate witnefled a good confeffion ; 
keep this commandment unfpotted and blamelefs, 
till the appearance of our Lord jesus Chrilt ;

which in his own times he fhall manifeft, ‘ whols 


is’ the blefied and only potentate, the king of 
kings, and lord of lords; who alone hath im- 
mortality, inhabiting inacceflable light, whom + 
no man hath feen, nor can fee, to whom * be’ 
honour, and everlafting dominion. Amen. 


Thofe who are rich in this world, charge, that 
they be not high-minded ; that they do not trutt 
in uncertain riches, but in the living God, who 
iinparteth to us all things richly for enjoyment : 
that they do good; that they be rich in good 
works, ready τὸ diftribute, willing to communi- 
cite; treafuring up to themfelves a good foun- 
dation agamit the future, that they may lay hold 
on eternal life. 


O Timothy, keep that which is lodged with2o 


thee, avoiding profane ‘ and ’ empty babblings, 
and the oppofition of that which is ΑΝ called 
knowledge t: which fome having profefled, have 
wandered from the faith. May grace ‘ be’ with 
thee. Amen.

a- P AuL an apoftle of yesus Chrift, by the wil 

of God (agreeable to the promife of life iv 

Chrift yesu 3 to Timothy my beloved fon, 

Grace, mercy, peace from God the Father, and 
from -Chrift jesus our Lord. 


I give thanks unto God, whom I ferve after 
‘my ᾿ progenitors, with a pure confcience, that 
Tam inceflantly mindful of thee in my prayers 
night and day ; defiring earneftly to fee thee (as 
Τ᾿ am mineful of thy tears) that I might be filled 

swith joy: as I keep in remembrance the undif- 
fembled faith, which is in thee, which firft dwelt 
in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother Eunice, 
und Iam perfuaded that ‘ it is ? in thee likewife. 
For which caufe I remind thee of ftirring up the 
gift of God, which is in thee by the impolition 
of my hands. For God hath not given us the 
fpirit of cowardice, but of courage, and of love, 
‘and of wifdom. Be ποῖ therefore afhamed of the 
teftimony of our Lord, nor of me his prifoner ; 
but take thy fhare in the afflictions of the gofpel, 
according to the power of God ; who hath faved 
us, and called ‘ us’ by an holy calling, not ac- 
cording to our works, but according to his own 
5 purpofe

purpofe and grace given to us in Chrift jesus 
from eternal ages, but is now made manifeft by 10 
the appearance of our Saviour yesus Chrilft, who 
hath abolifhed death, and thrown a light on life 
and immortality by the gofpel: of which I was 
appointed an herald and apoftle, and a teacher 
of the Gentiles. For which caufe alfo] fuffer 
thefe things: but I am not afhamed, for J know 
to whom | have trufted, and am perfuaded that 
he is able to keep that * which I have depofited 
with him unto that great day. | 

Retain the form of found words, which thou 
μα heard of mie, in faith and love which is in 
Chrift yesus. Keep that good thing +, which 
is depofited with thee by the Holy Spirit which 
dwelleth in us. Thou knoweft this, that all 15 
thofe of Afia are turned from me; of which num- 
ber are Phygellus and Hermogenes. May the 
Lord grant mercy to the houfhold of Onefipho- 
rus; for he often refrefhed me, and hath not 
been afhamed of my chain: But being in Rome, - 
he fought me out more diligently, and found ‘me.’ 
The Lord grant unto him, that he may find 
mercy of the Lord in that day. And on how 
many occafions he miniftered ‘ to me’ in Ephe- 
fus, thou very well knowett. 


Thou therefore, my fon, be ftrong in the grace “ἦν 
which isin Chrift yesus. And the things, which 
thou haf heard of me before many witneffes, 
thefe commit thou to faithful men,- who may be 
able alfo to teach others. Thou therefore endure 
affictions, as a good foldier of szesus Chrift. 
No one, who goeth out to war, ertangleth him- 
{ΠΕ with fecular affairs; that he may pleafe him 
under whom he is inlifted. And alfo if any ones 
wreftleth 1, he is not crowned, unlefs he wreftleth

according to the law *. The hufbandman mu 
firft labour, ‘ and then’ partake of the fruits. 
Confider the things which I fay, ang may the 
Lord give thee underftanding in all things. 
Remember jesus Chrift, of the feed of Da- 
vid ; who was raifed from the dead, according 
tomy gofpel. In which + I fuffer evil, ‘ even’ 
to bonds, as a malefaétor: but the word of God 


10is not bound. On this account I endure all things 


for the fake of the eleét, that they may obtain 
falvation, which ‘is’ in Chrift yzsus, with eter- 
nal glory. ‘ Its’ a faithful word; That if we 
die with him, we fhall alfo live with him: If we 
endure, we fhall alfo reign with him: If we de- 
ny ‘ him,’ he will alfo deny us: If we are un- 
faithful, he abideth faithful, he cannot deny 
himielf. 

Remind ‘ them’ of thefe things; teftiry before 
the Lord, that men do not contend about words, 
‘which is’ altogether unprofitable, ‘ and even 


1s tendeth ’ to the fubverfion of the hearers. Dili- 


gently endeavour to prefent thyfelf bcfore God 
approved a workman, who hath no caufe io be 
afhamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. 
But avoid profane, and empty declamations ; for 
they will advance unto more impiety. And their 
difcourfe 1 will eat like a gangrene; of which 
‘number ’ are Hymeneus and Philctus; who 
have erred with refpect to the truth, aflerting 
that the refurrection is already paft; and ‘ thus 
they ’ fubvert the faith of fome. Neverthelefs 
the foundation of God ftandeth firm having this 
infcription, THe Lord knoweth them that are 
his own, and Ler every one that nameth che 


zoname of Chrift, depart from iniquity. Forina 


reat houfe there are vefiels, not only of gold and 
filver, but alfo of wood and clay, the former for 
honourable, 
* Of the faid game. In the fervice of which,

honourable, the other for difhonourable ufes. 
If therefore any one cleanfe himfelf from thefe *, 
he fhall be a veffel of honour, fanétified and ufe- 
[Ὁ] to the Lord, ready to every good work. But 
lee from the paffions of youth; and purfue righ- 
teoufnefs, fidelity, love, peace, towards thofe 
that invoke the Lord out of a pure heart. But 
avoid foolifh and unlearned queftions, knowing 
that they beget ftrifes. But the fervant of the 
Lord mutt not ftrive, but be gentle towards all, 
ready to teach, ‘ and ’ to endure evil: in meek-25 
nefs inftructing oppofers, if by any means God 
may give chem repentance to the acknowledg- 
ment of the truth; and that they may awaken 
out of the fnare of the devil, who have been 
taken captive by him at his pleafure +. 


But this know, that in the laft days, difiicult-t- 
times fhall arife. For men fhall be lovers of 
themfelves, lovers of money, boaiters, proud, 
blafphemers, difobedient to parents, unthankful, 
unholy, deftitute of natural affeftion, implacable, 
falfe accufers, mtemperate, fierce, deftitute of 
all love to goodnefs, traitors, heady, puffed up 
with infolence, lovers of pleafure rather than 
lovers of God, having a form of godlinefs buts 
denying the power of it; from fuch turn away. 
OF which ‘ nomber ᾿ are thofe, who infinuate 
themfelves into houfes, and captivate incon fider- 
able 1 women, laden with fins, led afide by va- 
rious lufts, always learning, but never able to 
come to the acknowledgment of the truth. And 
as Jannes and Jambres withftood Moles, fo do 
thefe alfo wichftand the truth: perfons whofe 
minds are corrupted, who with refpeét to the 

faith

faith are difapproved *. But they thal! not pro- 
ceed much farther ; for their folly fhali be mani- 
το fefted to all,. as theirs ¢ alfo was. But thou haft 
exactly traced my doctrine, converfation, -pur- 
pofe, fidelity, long-fuffering, love, patience, 
perfecutions, fufferings [, which befel me in An- 
tioch, in Iconium, in Lyflra §; what perfecu- 
tions I endured: but the Lord refcued me out of 
all. Yea, and all, who are determined that they 
will live godly in Chnift yesus, .fhall fuffer per- 
fecution. But wicked men and impollors will 
grow worfe and worfe, deceiving, and being de- 
‘ceived, 
But continue thou in the things, which thou 
haft learnt and haft believed, knowing from whom 
15 thou haft-learnt ‘ them ;’ and that trom thine in- 
fancy thou haft known the facred feriptures, 
which are able to make thee wife unto falvation, 
through faith which is in Chrift ygsus. The 
whole fcripture ‘ 1s ’ divinely infpired, and pro- 
fitable for doétrine, for conviction, for reproof, 
for inftruGtion in righteoufnefs ; that the mari of 
God may be compleat, thoroughly fitted for 
“every good work. I charge * thee’ therefore be- 
fore God and the.Lord jesus Chrift, who shall 
. judge the living and the dead at his appearance 
and his kingdom, preach the word, be inftant 
in feafon ‘ and’ out of feafon, convince, rebuke, 
-exhort with all long-fuffering and doétrine. For 
‘the time will come, when they will not endure 
wholefome doctrine, but fhall heap up to them- 
felyes. teachers iaccording to their own lufts, 
|| having itching ears: and they fhall turn away 
4 their? attention from truth, and fhall be turned 


afide

things, endure adverfity, perform the work of 
an evangelift *, accomplifh thy miniftry. For I 

ani now jult ready to be offered, and the time of 
my departure is near. I have maintained the 

ocd combat +, I have finifhed ‘ my’ race, 1 

have kept the faith. It remaineth, “ that’ a 

crowa of righteoufnels is laid up for me, which 

the Lord, the righteous judge, fhall render to 

me in that day ; and not to me alone, but to all 

thei ulfo who love his appearance. 


Endeavour to come to me quickly. For De-1a 
mas |:ath forfaken me, having loved the prefent 
world, and is gone to Theflalonica; Crefcens to 
Galatia; Titus to Dalmatia. Luke alone 15 with 
me. Take Mark, ‘and’ bring him along with 
thee; for he is ufeful to my miniftry: and I 
have fent Tychicus to Ephefus. When thou 
comeft, bring ‘ with thee’ that cloak {, which 
T left-at the houfe of Carpus in Troas; and the 
books, ‘ but’ efpecially the parchments. Alex- 
ander the brafier hath brought many evils upon 
me; the Lord reward him according to his works: 
againft whom be thou alfo upon thy guard; forts 
he hath preatly withftood our words... In-my firft 
apology ||, no-man appeared with me, but all 
forfook me: may it not be charged to their ac- 
count! But the Lord ftood by ine, and ftrength- 
ened me, that by me thé preaching ‘ of his go-

#Pp AUL,-a fervant of God, and an apoftle of 
yesus Chrift, for the faith of God’s chofen *, 
and the acknowledgment of the truth, which ‘is’ 
according to godlinefs: in the hope of cternal 
life, which God, who cannot lie, hath promifed 
before the world began ; -but hath manrfeited in

his own time his word * by the ‘preaching, 
with which I was intrufted according to the 
commandment of God our Saviour: To Titus 
‘my’ genuine fon according to the common 
faith, grace, mercy, peace from God the Fa- 
ther, and the Lord yesus Chriit our Saviour. 


For this caufe I left thee in Crete, that thous 
mightelt fet in order the things which were de- 
ficient, and ordain ELpers in every city, as I 
gave thee in charge. If any one is blamelefs 5 
the hufband of one wife; who hath believing 
children, not accufed of debauchery, or ungo- 
vernable. Fora spisHor muft be blamelefs, as 
the fteward of God; not felf-willed, not foon 
provoked, not one who fitteth long over wine, 
not a ftriker, nor greedy of fordid gain: but 
hofpitable, benign, fober, righteous, holy, tem- 
perate, holding faft the faithful word, which he 
hath been taught, that fo he may ke able both to 
inftruct in found doétrine, and to convince thofe 
that contradié&t ir. 

For there are many diforderly “ perfons,’ and te 
vain talkers, who are deceived in their own 
minds (efpecially thofe of the circumcifion} 
whofe mouth muft be ftopped: who overturn 
whole families, teaching things which they ought 
not, for the fake of infamous gain. One + of 
theu * countrymen,’ a prophet of their own,

wholefome deétrine. The acep ΜῈΝ ‘ admio- 
nifh ’ to be watchful, grave, fober, found in 
faith, in love, in patience. The aGep Women, 
in like manner, ‘ exhort ’ to that fteadinefs, 
which becometh faints, not. falfe accufers, not 
given to much wine, teachers of that which is 
‘good: that they wifely admonihh the youncFrR 
‘WOMEN to love thcir hufbands, to love their 

Schildren ; ‘ that they be” difcrect, chafte, kecp- 
ing at horme, good, obedient to their own inuf- 
‘bands, that the word of God may not be blaf- 
phemed. In ltke manner, exhort the younG 
MEN to be fober.*. In all things fhewing thy 
felf a pattern of good works: in teaching ‘ ex- 
-ercifing’ uncorrupinefs, pravity, fincerity, whole- 
fome fpeech, that cannot be confuted: that he 

ἢν who'is on the contrary fide +, may be afhamed, 
having no evil to fay of you. «‘ Exhort’ ser- 
vans to be fubject to their own mafters, pleaf- 
ing ‘ them” in all things ; not anfwering again, 

1Onot privately defrauding ; but fhewing all good 
fidelity ; that they may adorn the doctrine of 
‘God our Saviour 1n all things. 
. -For.the faving grace cf God hath appeared 
‘unto all men, inftructing us, that denying un- 
godlinefs, and worldly luits, we fhould live fo- 
‘berly, and rignteoufly, and pioufly in this pre- 
fent world: waiting for the blefled hope, and 
the glorious appearance of the great God, and 
our Saviour jesus Chrift: who gave limfelf for 
us, that he might redeem us from all ay

and purify to himfelf a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works. ‘Thefe things {fpeak, and ex-15 
hort, and rebuke with all authority. Let no 
nan defpife thee. ὦ 


Remind them of being fubject to principalities "ἧς. 
and powers, to obey governors, to be ready to 
every good work, to calumniate no man, not to 
be contentious, “ but’ gentle, fhewing all meek- 
nefs to all men. For we ourfelves alfo were for- 
merly foolifh, difobedient, wandering, inflaved 
to various lufts and pleafures, living in malice 
and envy, hateful ‘ and’ hating one another. 
But when the kindnefs and love of God our Sa- 
viour towards man appeared, not by works οἷς 
righteoufnefs, which we had done, but accord- 
ing to his own mercy, he faved us by the wath- 
ing of regencration, and the renewing of the 
Holy Spirit ; which he poured out upon us richly 
by jesus Chrift our Savjour: that being juftifi- 
ed by his grace, we might become heirs accord- 
ing to the hope of eternal life. ‘ This is’ a 
faithful faying, and concerning thefe things I 
will that thou affirm conftantly, that they who 
have believed in God, may be careful to fignalize 
themfelves in good works. Thefe things are 
good and profitable to men. But avoid foolith 
queftions, and genealogies, and ftrifes and con- 
tentions about the law; for they are unprofit- 
able and vain. A man that is a heretic *, after1o 
the firit and fecond admonition, reject: knowing 
that fuch a ore is perverted, and finneth, being 
fulf-condemned, 


When I fhall fend to thee Artemas, or Tychi- 
cus, endeavour to’ come to me at Nicopolis ; for 
there

there I have determined to pafs the winter. Ze- 
nas the lawyer, and Apollos, bring forward on 
their journey with diligence, that nothing may 
be wanting tothem. And let thofe that belong 
to us learn to diftinguifh themfelves in good 
works for neceflary purpofes, that they may not 
be unfruitful. 

All that are with me, falute thee. Salute 
them, who love us in the faith. Grace * be’

Wherefore, though I might take great freedom 
in Chrift, to enjoin that_which ‘ is’ proper for 
thee; 1 rather by love intreat ‘ thee,’ being fuch 
an one { as Paul the aged, and now alfo the 
prifoner of jesus Chrift. I intreat thee con- τὸ 
cerning a fon of mine, whom I have begotten in 
my bonds, Onefimus, who was once unprofitable 
to thee, but now profitable to thee and to me; 
whom I have fent again. Do thou therefore re- 
ceive him, as it were my own bowels. Whom I 
was defirous to have kept near me, that he might, 
in thy ftead, have attended upon me in the bonds 
of the gofpel. But I would do nothing without 
thy confent; that thy benefit might not feem to 
be of neceffity, but voluntary. For perhaps hey 
wis feparated from thee for a while to this end 
that thou mighteit enjoy him for ever; not now as 
a fervant, but above ἃ fervant, a beloved brother, 
cfpecially to me, but how much more to thee, 
both in the filefh and in the Lord? If therefore 
thou eiteem me a companion ||, receive him as 
myfelf. If he have injured thee in any matter,

Who being the eflulgent ray cf ‘ his’ glory, and 
the ἜΧΟΝ delinestion of his perfon, and up- 
holding the univerfe by the word of.his * power, 
having” by himfelf performed the cleanfing away 
of our fins, fate down on the right-hand of the 
majetly on high. Who was-‘tnade as much fu- 
perior to angels, as the name he hath inherited, 
‘is’ more excellent than theirs. Fer to which 
of the angels hath he ever faid, ““ Thou art my 
** Son, this day have I begotten thee +?” And 
asain, ** T will be a Father to him, and he hhall 
εἴ be my Son {?? But when he again introduceth 
his firft- heootten fon into the world, he faith, 
«And let all the angels of God worthip | him |{.’” " 
And concerning the anecls he faith, ** He 
‘« maketh his angels winds; and his miniflers a 
‘* flame of fire δ." But to the Son “ he fiith,’ 
“4 ‘Thy throne, O God, § is’ for ever and cver: the 
feeptre of thy kingdom ‘ is’ a {ceptre of righ-

‘* fhall be changed: but thou art the fame, and 
‘* thy years fhall not fail ¢.’” But to which of the 
angels hath he ever faid, ‘* Sit thou at my right- 
“. hand, till I make thine enemies the foot-ftool 
“* of thy feet 1 Ὁ Are they not all miniftring 
{pirits, fent out to attend on thofe, who hall in- 
herit falvation ? 

tz We ought therefore to yield extraordinary at- 
tention to the things which we have heard, left 
by any means we let ‘ them’ flow out [. For if 
the word fpoken by angels was fted faft, and every 
tranfgrefion and difobedience received, as its re- 
ward, a correfpondent vengeance; how fhall we 
efcape, neglecting fo great a falvation? which 
having at its beginning been fpoken by the Lord, 
was confirmed to us by them that heard ‘ him ;’ 
God joining his teftimony both by figns, and 
wonders, and various miracles, and diftributions 
of the Holy Spirit, according to his own will. 

5 For to angels he hath not fubjected the world 
to come, concerning which we fpeak. Buta cer- 
tain ‘ writer’ fomewhere beareth his teftimony, 
faying, ‘© What is man, that thou remembrett 
«© him! or the fon of man, that thou regardeft 
“πὶ! Thou haft made him a little lower than 
4“ the angels: with glory and honour haft thou 
«< crowned him; and haft conftituted him ‘ Lord’ 
“© over the works of thine hands. Thou halt put 
“« all things under his feet §.”” For in putting 
all things under him, nothing was left out ‘ which 
was ’ not reduced to fubjeétion tohim. But now

Neverthelefs we fee yEsus, who was made a little 
lower than the augels " for the fuffering of death, 
that by the prace of God he might tafte death 
for every man, crowned with glory and honour. 
For it became him, for whom ‘ are’ all things, 1@ 
and by whom ‘ are” all things, in conducting 
many fons to glory, to make the leader of their 
falvation perfect by fufferings. Now the fanéti- 
fier, and they who are fanétihed, * are’ all of 
one +: fur which caufe he is not afhamed to call 
them brethren; faying 1, ‘* I will declare thy 
‘© name to my brethren; jn the midft of the 
“4 church will I praife thee.” And again, ‘I will 
“4 truitin him.” And again, ““ Behold, J, and 
ἐς the children, which God hath given me ]j.”” 
Seeing then, the children are panalisr: of fleth 
and blood, he himfelf in like manner partici- 

ated of them, that he might by death depofe 
hin, who had the empire of death ; that is, the 
devil: and deliver thofe, who through fear of 1g 
death, were all their life-time obnoxious to 
bondage. For truly he took not hold of the an- 
gels §, but he took hold of the feed of Abraham. 
From whence + it behoved him to be made in 
all things like unto ‘ his’ brethren, that he might 
be a merciful and faithful high-prieft in things 
“relating ’ to God, that he might make atone- 
ment for the fins of the people: and in that he 
hath him(elf fuffered, being tempted, he can 
help thofe that are tempted. 


Therefore, holy brethren, partakers of the-%& 
heavenly calling, attentively regard the apoftle 
and high-prieft of our profeffiony Chriit jesus ;

end. “Therefore as the Holy Ghoft faith jf, 
“€ To-day if ye will hear his voice, harden not 
‘* your hearts, asin the provocation in the day 
“< of temptation in_the wildernefs; when your 
© fathers tempted me, proved me, and [αν my 
10* works forty years. Therefore I was angry with 
«¢ that generation, and faid, ‘They always err in 
«s: ¢ their’ hearts,-and they have not known-my 
““ ways. So I fware in my wrath, that they 
-€* fhould never enter into my reft.” See to it, bre- 
-thren, left there be in any of you a wicked heart 
of unbelicf in apofatizing from the living God. 
But exhort: one another dailv, whulft it is called 
to-day, that no one of you may be hardened 
-through the deceitfulnefs of din. 
For we are made: partakers of Chrift, if we 
‘hold [δ the beginning of our confidence ftedfait 
1g:unto the end ; forafmuch as itis faid, ‘* To-day 
“ if yewill hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 
“δ in the provocation.”” For fome, who heard, 
provoked ‘him,’ but not all they who came out 
of Egypt by Mofes. And by whom was he pro- 
wvoked forty years? * Was it’ not with thofe who 
finned? whofe carcaffes fell in the wildernefs ?

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And to whom did he fwear that they fhould not.

And we fee they could not enter be- 
caufe of unbelief. Let us therefore fear, left a-x- 
promife being left ‘ unto us’ of entering into his 
refit, any of us fhould teem to come ihort ‘ of it.’ 
For we are made partakers of the good tidings, 
as they Ὁ] were. But the word, which they 
heard, did nct profit them, not being mixed with 
faith in them that heard ‘it.’ For we believing, 
have entered into refl; as he faid, ‘* So I fware 
“in my wrath they fhould not enter into my. 
‘+ refi.” And his works were finshed from the. 
foundation of the werld. For he fomewhere faith 
concerning the feventh ‘ day ἢ thus, ‘ And God 
** refted the feventh day from all his works *.” 
And ia this ‘ place ’ again, ‘* | have fworns

then it remaincth that fome mult enter into it, 
and they to whem the good tidings were at firit 
declared, did not enter becaufe of unbelief: he 
again determineth a certain day, faying in J)a- 
vid, ** This day after fo long a time, 85 it is 
“ faid, this day if ye will- hear hts voice, harden 
** not your hearts.’ Now aif Jofhua had given 
thein rett +, he woyld not after that have fpoken 
concerning another day. Therefore there re- 
maineth arcft for the people of God. For heto 
who hath entered into his reft, both alfo himfelf 
ceafed from his works, as God ¢ from his own. 
Let us therefore Jabour to enter into that reft, 
that no one may fall by the fame example of dii- 
obedience, 

l’or the word of Ged ¢ is? living, and effica- 
cious, and fharper than any two-edged fivord, 
Picrcing even to the feparating between the foul 
and fpirit, and of the joints and the marrow: and

here referred to, 1 Refted from his own‘ works,

‘are’ naked and laid bare before the eyes of him, 
to whom we are to give an account. Having 
therefore a great high-prieft, who hath paffed 
into the heavens, yzsus the Son of Ged, let us 
ro ΠΟΙ faft ‘our’ profeffion. For we have not an 
high-prieft incapable of fympathifing with our 
tnhrmities, but ‘one who’ hazh been tried in 
every refpeét, in like manner ‘ with us, yet’ 
without fin. Let us therefore approach with 
freedom of fpecch to the throne of grace, that 
we may receive mercy, and find grace for our 
om-feafonable aififtance. Fer every ieee prieft taken 
from among men, is conftituted for men over 
things which relate to God, that he may offer 
both pifts and facritices for fins: being able to 
preportion his cempzffion to thefe that are igno- 
rant and wandering, becaufe he himfelf alfo 1s 
incident to infirmity. And for this reafon it is 
neceffary that he fhould offer for fins on his own 
account, a3 well as for the people. And this 
office no’ man taketh to himfelf, bat he who is 
gcalled cf God, as Aaron ‘ was.’ So Chriit alfo 
did not glorify himfelf to be made an high-priett ; 
bat he * who faith unto him, ““ Thou art my 
“4 fon, this day have I begotten thee.”? As alfo in 
another ‘ place’ he faith +, ‘* Thou ‘art’ a 
“4 prieft for ever according to the order of Melchi- 
“4 (ξἄες. Whoin the days of his fleth oftered 
prayers and fupplications with a ftrong cry and 
tears, to him who was able to fave him from 
death: and he was heard in that which he feared, 
Though he were a fon, yct he learned obedience 
«by the things, which he fuffered: and being con- 
fecrated, he became the author of eternal falva- 
tion

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tion to all them, that obey him; called of God to 
an high-prieft according to the order of Melchi- 
fedec. ᾿ 
Concerning whom we fpeak, having much 4:}- 
courfe, and hard to be underftood ; becaufe you 
are fluggifh of hearing. For whereas you ought 
for the time to be teachers, ye have που again 
that one fhould teach you what § ere? the ele- 
ments of the divine oracles; and are :ecole per- 
fons who have need of milk, and net of trong 
food. For every one, who partaketh of milk, 
‘is’ unfkilful in the word of righteoufnefs : for 
he is an infant. But ftrong food belongeth to 
full-grown men, who by habit have ‘ their ’ fenfes 
exercifed to diftinguifh both good and evil. 
Difmiffing therefore difcourfe on the * princi- “ἦν 
ples ‘ of the doétrine ’ of Chrift, let us be carried 
on to perfection ; not laying again the founda- 
tion + of repentance from dead works, and of 
faith in God: the doctrine of baptifms, and of 
the impolition of hands, and of the refurre€tion 
of the dead, and of eternal judgment. And this 
we will do, if God permit. Tor “ it is ’ impof- 
fible with regard to thofe, who have been once 
enlightened, and have tafted of the heavenly 
gift, and have been made partakers of the Holy 
Gholt, aid have talted the good word of God,5 
and the powers of the world to come; if they fall 
away, avain to renew them to repentance: fince 
they crucify to themfelves the Son of Ged again, 
and inak: an open example ‘ of him.’ For the 
earth that drinketh in the rain, which often 
cometh upnn it, and produceth herbage fit for 
them by whom it is cultivated, partaketh of the 
divine bleifing: bue that which bringeth forth 
thorns and briars, is rejected and near to a curfeg 
whofe end ‘ fhall be’ burning.

For when (sod made the promife to Abraham, 
feeing he had no greater " ἃ perfon ’ to fwear by, 
he fwore by himielf; faying, ‘* Bleffing I will

᾿ς“ thee +.) And thus having waited long, he 
obtained the promife. ΕΓ men truly fwear by a 
‘being’ greater t; afd an cath fer confirmation 
‘is’ tathem anendof allcortention. On which 
account God being wiliing in the moft abundant 
inanner to manifeit to the heirs of the promife the 
imrhatability of his counfel, interpofed with an 
oath z.that by two immutable things ]}, in which 
itis impefiible for God to lie, we, might have 
{rong confolation, wio.have fled for refuge to 
lay hold ion τῆς hope laid before us: which we 
have as an anchor of the foul both fecure and fted- 
faft, and entering into the place within the vail:

of Rightcoufnefs, and then King of Salem, that 
is King of Peace: without father, without mc- , 
ther, without pedigree, having neither beginning - 
of days, nor end of life *; but being made like 
to the Son of God, remaineth a prieft for ever. 
Now you fee how great a man this ‘ was,’ to ὁ 
whom even the patriarch Abraham gave the tenth 
of the fpoils : And that truly they of the defcen- é@ 
dants of Levi, who receive the pricfthood, have 
according to the law a commandment to tythe the - 
people, unat is, their brethren, though coming 
out of the loins of Abraham: but he, whofe pe- 
digree is not reckoned from them) took tythes of 
Abraham, and bleffed him who had the pre-. 
mifvs. But without al} contradiction, the infe- 
rior is bleficd of the fuperior, And here + men 
who die receive tythes: but there he § receiveth 
them,’ of whom it is teftified that he liveth. And, 
as one may fay, by Abraham even Levi, who re- 
ccived tythes, was tythed. For he was yet into 
the loins of ‘his’ father, when Melchifedec met: 
hin. Now if perfeétion had been by the Leviti- 
cal priefthood (for under it the people received 
the law) what further need ‘ was there’ that ano- 
ther prieft fhould arife according to the order of 
Melchifedec, and not be reckoned according to 
the order of Aaron? For the priefthood being: 
chanped, there mult of neceflity alfo be achange of 
the law. For the perfon of whom thefe things are’ 
fpoken, belonged to another tribe, of whom no 
One appertained to the 1 altar. For ‘itis’ plain ° 
that our Lord fprung from Judah, of which tribe 
Mofes fpake nothing relating to the priefthood. 
And it is yet more abundantly manifeft, that there 1¢ 
arifeth another prieft according to the fimilitude 
of Melchifedee ; who is made not according to the 
law of the carnal commandment, but according 
' Ms . το 

* None of this being mentioned of him in fcripture. 

+ Under-the inflitution of Mofes. 1 The Jewih altar, 
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to the power of an endlefs life. For he teftifieth, 
*« Thow ‘ art’ a prieft for ever according to the 
“* order of Melchifedec.” 

Therefore there is an abolition of the former 
commandment, becaufe of its weaknefs and un- 
profitablenefs: for the law made nothing perfc&; 
ut the introduction of a better hope, by which 

zo we draw near to God, ‘ did.’ And inafmuch as 
‘he was’ not ‘conftituted’ without an oath ; (for 
they ἢ indeed are become priefts without an oath, 
byt he with an oath, by him who faid unto him, 
“Τῆς Lord hath fworn, and he will not repent, 
** Thou ‘ art’ a prieft for ever according to the 
γε order of Melchifedec,”) by fo much jesus is 
the furety of a better covenant. And there were 
many priefts, becaufe they were hindred by death 
from continuing +. But he, becaufe he abideth 
forever, hath a priefthood that never pafleth over 

25to another. From whence alfo he is able to fave 
to the uttermoft thofe who approach to God by 
him, always living to intercede for them. For 
fuch a high-prieft fuited us, ‘ who was’ holy, 
harmlefs, unpolluted, feparate from finners, and 
made higher than the heavens; who had not 
daily necefSty, as thofe high-priefts, firft to pre- 
ἴδηι facrifices for his own fins, and then for thofe 
of the people: for this he did once for all, in 
offering himfelf. For the law conftituteth men 
high-pricfts, who have infirmites ; but the word 
of the oath, which ‘ reacheth’ beyond the law, 
4 conflituteth ’ the Son confecrated for ever. 


ἦς 


Now the chief article of the things which have 
been fpoken, ‘is this ;’ we have fuch a high- 
prieft, who hath now fat down at the right-hand 
of the majeftic throne in the heavens ; a minifter 
of holy things, and of the true tabernacle, which 

not 
© The priefts of the time of Aaron, + In the 
perpetual execution of their office, 
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not man but the Lord hath pitched. For every 
high-prieft is conftituted to offer gifts and facri- 
fices ; therefore ‘ it was ’ ncccflary that this man 
alfo fhould have fomething to prefent. But if he 
were on earth, he could ner have been a prieft, 
as there are priefts, who cfrer gifts according to 
the law: who perform divine fervice to the 
example and (hadow of celeftial things: as Mofes 
was charged by the oracle, when he was about to 
finilh the tabernacle: ‘* For fec, faith he, 4 that’ 
“* thou mike all things according to the model 
‘* fhewn thee upon the mountain *.” But he 
hath now nobler fervices alloted to him, inaf- 
much a: Jie 15 the .mediator even of a better co- 
venant, which was citablifhed upon better pro- 
miles. For if that firft © covenant’ had been 
ἔα εἰ εἰς, there would have been no place fought 
for afccond ; for finding fault with them +, he 
faith, ‘* Rehold the days come, faith the Lord, 
‘S when [will make a new covenant with the 
** houfe of Ifrael, and with the houfe of Judah: 
not according to the covenant, which | made 
with their fathers in the day when I took them 
*« by the hand to lead them out of the land of 
Kgype: becaufe they continued not in my co- 
venant, and 1 difregarded them, faith the 


‘© Lord. For this ‘is’ the covenant that I willio 


make with the houfe of Ifrael after thofe days 1, 
faith the Lord; 1 will give my laws to their 
foul, and 1 will infcribe them upon their hearts ; 
and Twill be unto them for a God, and they 
fhall be to me for a people: snd they thall no 
more teach every man his neighbour, and every 
man hjs brother, faying, Know the Lord: for 
they shall all know me, from the leaft of them, 
‘* even to the greateft of them. J url will be 
increiful to their unrighteous deeds, and their 

“ fins

‘* nant,” he hath made the firft otp: now that 
which is antiquated, and fallen into cld age, is 
ready to difappear. ; 


te The firft tabernacle + therefore had ordinances 
of divine fervice, and a worldly fanftuary. For 
the firft 1 tabernacle was prepared, in which 
‘was’ the-candleftick, and the table, and the 
fetting on the loaves, which is called the Holy 
Place. And beyond the fecond vail, the taber- 
nacle, which was called the Holy of Holies, 
having the golden cenfer, and the ark of the co- 
venant covered over on every fide with gold, in 
which ‘ was’ the golden pot, containing the man- 
na, end the rod of Aaron that bloftomed, and 
ς the tables ef the covenant: and over it the che- 
rubs of glory ||, -fhadowing the mercy-feat : con- 
cerning which § there is not now ‘ rcom’ to fpeak 
particularly. And thefe things being thus ad- 
jufted, the priefts went continually into the firit 
tabernacle, performing ‘ their’ fervices. But 
into the fecond only the high-prieft ‘ went’ once 
a year, net without blood, which he offered for 
himfelf, and ‘ for’ the fins of ignorance com- 
mitted by the people. The Holy Spirit fignify- 
ing this, that she way into the Holieft + was not 
yet made manifelt while the firft taternacle had 
its continuance. Which is‘a figure referrirg to 
the prefent time: in which gifts and facrifices 
are * fill’? offered, which are not able to mcke 
the perfon who performeth the fervice perfedt 
1owith refpeét to the confcience ; “ but ccnfitted ’

upon the Shekinah, or fenfible glory of the Deity. 
& Things here enumerated, 4+ Sc. place, 
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only in meats and drinks, and in different wath- 
ings and ordinances of the flefh, to continue till 
the time of the reformation. But Chrift being © 
Lecome a high-prieft of good things to come, in 
a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is, not of this creation ; neither 
ly the blood of goats, and of calves, but by his - 
cwn blood, hath entered once for all into the 
Holy Place *, having obtained ‘ for us ’ eternal 
redemption. For if the bload of bulls, and of 
goats, anc the afhes of the heifer fprinkled on 
the unclean, fanétifieth to the cleanfing of the 
fief : how much more fhall the blood of Chrift, 
who by the eternal Spirit offered himfelf fpotlefs 
to God, cleanfe your confcience from dead works, 
that you may ferve the living God? 

And he is in this refpect the mediator of anew rg 
covenant, that death being undergone for the re- 
demption of tranfgreffions againft the former co- 
verant, they who are called, might receive the: 
promife cf an eternal inheritance. For where a 
covenant ‘is,’ it neceflarily importeth the death 
of that by which the covenant is confirmed: for 
a covenant ‘ is’ confirmed over the dead, fo that 
it doth not avail while he by whom it is con- 
firmed, liveth. Whence + neither was the firft 
‘ covenant ’ originally tranfacted without blood. 
For when every command was fpoken according 
to the law, by Mofes, to all the people ; taking 
the blood of calves and goats, with water and 
fearlet wool and -hyffop, be fprinkled the book 
itfelf and all the people, faying, ‘* This ‘is ᾽ 20 
the blood of the covenant, which God hath com- 
manded with refpect to you.” And the taber- 
nacle, and all the veffels of fervice he alfo 
fprinkled with blood. And almoft all things 
were under the law purified by blood; And 

without 

a Above, fc, in heaven, Ἴ On which prin- 
4 Ue 
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without fhedding of blood there was no forgive- 
nefs. ‘It was’ therefore neceflary that the copies 
of things in the heavens fhould be purified by 
thefe; but the celeftial things themfelves with 
more excellent facrifices than thefe. For Chrift 
is not entered into holy places made with hands, 
‘which were’ the figures of the true; but into 
heaven itfelf, now to appear in the prefence of 

a¢God for us. Noe that he fhould ofter him lf 
frequently, as the high-prieft entered into the 
moft holy place yearly with the blood of others ; 
for then it would have been neceffary for him often 
to have fuffered from the foundation of the world. 
But now once for all at the conclufion of the ages, 
he hath been made manifeft for the abclithine of 
fin by the facrifice of bimfelf. And as it is ap- 
pointed to men once to die, and after that the 
judgment: fo Chrift having once been offered, 
to bear the fins of many, fhall the fecond time 
appear withoat fin * to thofe who haye waited for 
him to 1 falvation. 


- For the law having a fhadow of future good 
things, not the very image of the things ‘ them- 
felves,’ could by no means by thofe facrinces 
which they always offer ycarly, perfect thofe who 
come unto ‘them.’ Otherwife they would have 
ceafed to be offered: becaufe they who had per- 
formed that fervice being once purified, would 
have had no more confcioufnefs of fins. But in 
them ‘ there is’ a yearly commemoration cf fins. 
For it is impoflible that the blood of buils and of 

5 goats fhould take away fins. ‘Therefore when + 
making his entrance into the world, he faith, 
“« Sacrifice and offering thou wouldef nat " ac- 
“« cept,’ but a body thou haft provided me: In 
‘s whole burnt-offerings, and fin-offterings thou 

hack 
4 Without that humiliating form in which he atcned for fin 
ἃ Compleat their, + The Mefhah, as defcribed by David, 
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“« hadft no complacency: then I faid, Behold, 
«© T come (in the volume of the book " it is writ- 
«< ten of me) to do thy will, O God +.” Having 
faid above, As for facrifice and offering, burnt- 
offerings. or facrifices for fin, thou didit not de- 
fire ‘ them,’ or take pleafure ‘in them,’ which 
were offered under the law; Then he faid, ‘‘ Be- 
hold I come to do thy will, O God.”

In which will § we are fandtified by the offering 10 
up the body of jesus Chrift once forall. And 
indeed every prieft ftandeth daily miniftering, and 
offering the fame facrifices often, which can ne- 
ver take away fins: But He having offered one 
facrifice for fins, hath for ever { fat down at the 
right-hand of God ; for the reft, waiting tll his 
enemics fllall be made the foot-ftool of his feet. 
For by one offcring he hath ** for ever perfected 
thein that are fanttified. 

‘For ’ even the Holy Ghoft teftifieth to us15 
(after having before faid,- ‘‘ This ‘ is ’ the cove- 
*< nant, which I will make with them after thole 
“4 days, faith the Lord; I will give my laws *]} 
“ΚΕ on their hearts; I will alfo infcribe them upon 
“ their minds:’’?) ‘© 4* And their fins and 
their tranfgreflions I will never remember any 
‘© more.”” But where “ there is’ remiffion of 
thefe, ‘ there is ’ no more faerifice for fin. 
Therefore, brethren, having liberty to enter in- 
to the holy places by the blood of jesus; ‘ hav-20 
ing that’ new and living way, which he hath 
confecrated for us, through the vail, that is, his 
flefh ; and ‘ having ’ a great prieft over the houfe

Having offered one facrifice for fins for ever, hath fat down, 
Β. *® Or, For one offering hath for ever.

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of God: let us draw near with a fincere heart, in 
the full afurance cf Faith, having our hearts 
fprinkled from an evil confcience, and our bodies 
wafhed with pure water. Let us hold fzit the 
profeffiom of " our’ hope without wavering ; for 
he ‘ is” faithful who hath promifed : and let us 
confider each other to provoke to love, and to 
25z00d works, not deferting the affembling our- 
felves together, 2s the manner of fome “ is,’ but 
exhorting ‘ one another,’ and fo much the rather, 
as ye fee the day approaching. 

For if we fin wilfully after having received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth yet no 
more facrifice for fin, butacertain fearful ex- 
petation of the judgment δ, and fery indigna- 
tion, which is ready to devour the adverfarics. 
Any one who fet at nought the law of Mofes, 
died without mercy on ‘ the evidence of ? two or 
three witneffes: Of how much feverer punifh- 
ment do ye fuppofe he fhall be counted worthy, 
who hath trampled upon the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the covenant by which 
he was fanétified, a common + thing, and offered 

3Ocontemptuous injury to the Spirit of Grace? For 
we know him that hath faid, ““ Vengeance ‘ be- 
“Ἅ longeth’ to me; I will render recompence, 
“¢ faith the Lord t:” And again, ‘* The Lord 
«© will judge his people ||.” ‘ Itis ? dreadful to 
fall into the hands of the living God. But call 
to remembrance the former days, in which hav- 
ing been enlightened, you endured a great con- 
telt of fufferings; partly, as ye were made a pub- 
lic fpeétacle both by reproaches and affii€tions ; 
and partly, as ye were made partakers with thofe 
who were fo treated. For ye fympathized with 
me in my bonds; and ye tock the plunder of 
your goods with joy; knowing in yourfelves that 
you

the heavens. Therefore caft not away that con-35 
fidence of yours, which hath great recompence of 
reward. For ye have need of patience, that 
having done the will of God, ye may receive the 
promife. For yet a very little time, and he that 
cometh, will come; and will not delay. But 
* the juft thall live by faith ¢. Yet if he draw 
back, my foul fhall have no complacency in 
him. Put we are not of them, that draw back 
to deftruétion, but of them that believe to the- 
falvation of the foul. 


Now faith is the confident expeétation of things-t 
hoped for, the convittion cf things not feen. For 
by it the elders obtained an ‘ honourable ’ tefti- 
mony. Hy faith we underftand that the worlds. 
were adjufted by the word cf God, as the things 
which are feen, were not made of things which. 
do appear. By faith Abel offered to God a. 
daa facrifice than Cain; by means of which 

ὦ obtained a teftimony that he was righteous, 
God bearing witnefs to his gifts; and by it he. 
being dead, yet fpeaketh. By faith Linoch was 5 
tranflated, that he fhould not ice death; and he 
was not found, becaufe God had trunflated him: 
For before his tranflation he obtained witnefs that 
he pleafed God. But without faith ‘ it is’? im-- 
poflible to pleafe ‘ him;’ for he who arproacheth 
to God, muft believe chat he exifteth, and ‘ that’: 
he is the rewarder of them that diligently feck 
him. Dy faith Noah being admonifhed by a di- 
vine oracle concerning things which were not yet. 
feen, being impreffed with fear, prepared an ark 
for the falvation of his houfe ; by which he con- 
denined the world, and became heir of the righ- 
tcoufnefs which is by faith. By faith Abraham, 
being called to go out to a place which he fhould 

afterwards. 
® Jn the mean time, + Hab, ii. 3. 
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afterwards receive for an inheritance, obeyed, 
and went out, though he knew not whither he 
was going. ©, faith he fo'ourned in the land of 
promife, as ‘in’ a ftrangc country, dwelling in 
tents with Ifaac and Jace. heirs with him of the 

10Ofame promife. For he c-peéted acity, which 
hath foundations, of which Ged is the bu‘ider 
and former. By fairi: Sarat herfelf received 
ftrength for the concepticn cf feed, and brought 
forth a child beyond the time of age, becaufe 
fhe accounted him who had promifed, to be faith- 
ful. Therzfore there {prang even from one, and 
he in this refpect dead, ‘ a pofterity ’ in multi- 
tude as th ftars of the heaven, and as the fand 
upon ‘te {--:-fhore innumerable. All thefe died 
in faith, ncz having received the promifes, but 
having feen them afar cff, and having been per- 
fuaded ‘ of them,’ and cmbraced ‘ them,’ and 
having confeffed that they were ftrangers and fo- 
journers on earth. For they who fay fuch things 

tSplainly exprefs that they feek acountry. «And 
1f indeed they had been mindful of that * from 
which they came out, they might have had an 
opportunity of returning. Now therefore they 
were defirous of a better, thar is, a heavenly 
* country :’ therefore God is not afhamed to be 
called their God, becaufe he had prepared them 
a city. 

By faith Abraham, when he was tried, offered 
Hfaac ; yea, he that had received the promifes, 
offered his only begotten fon ; concerning whom 
ir was faid, ** In Ifaac fhall thy feed be called + :” 
reafoning { that God was able even to raife ‘ him’ 
from the dead, from whence he received him even 

20in a figure ||. By faith Ifaac bleffed Jacob and 
Efau concerning things to come, By faith Ja- 


cob, 
* Country, + Gen, σαὶ. 12, t With 
himfelf. || Being typical of the method God would 


take for the falvation of men, 
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cob, when dying, bleffed each of the fons of Jo- 
feph ; and worfhipped * upon the top of his ftaff. 
By faith Jofeph dying, mentioned the departure 
of the children of Ifrael; and gave a charge con- 
cerning his bones. By faith Mofes, when born 
was hidden three months by his parents, becaufe 
they faw ‘ he was ’ a graceful child ; and they 
feared not the commandment of the king. By 
faith Mofes, when he was grown up, refufed to 
be called the fon of Pharaoh's daughter, chufing 25 
rather to partake with the people of God in their 
affliétion, than to enjoy the temporary pleafures 
of fin; efteeming the reproach of Chrift + greater 
riches, than the treafures in Egypt: for he di- 
recte| his regards to the recompence of reward. 
By faith he left Egypt, not fearing the wrath of 
the kings; for he was ἜΤ ss fecing him 
who is invifible. By faith he celebrated the paff- 
over, and the pouring forth of the blood ¢; that 
he who deftroyed the firft-born might not touch 
them. By faith they paffed over the Red Sea as 
on dry land: which the Egyptians making an 
atteinpt to do, were drowned. By faith the walls 3@ 
of Jericho fell down, having been furrounded 
feven days. By faith Rahab the harlot did not 
perth with the infidels ; having reccived the {pies 
4n peace. 

And what fhall 1 fay farther? For the time 
would fail me to difcourfe concerning Gideon, 
and Barak, and Samfon, and Jephtha, and David, 
and Samuel, and the prophets: who by faith 
fubducd kingdoms, wrought righteoufnefs, ob- 
tained promifes, ftopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, efcaped the edge 
of the fword; they were ftrengthened in ἄμε ἢ 
nefs, became valiant in battle, repelled the armies 

of 

* i. ες leaning and bowing down upon his ftaff. + Re- 


proach borne on account of his expectation of a Mefliah, 
Ζ Of the lamb, 
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35 of the aliens. Women received their dead ¢ chil- 
dren’ by a refurrection ; and others. were tor- 
tured, not accepting deliverance, that. they might 
obtain a better refurrecticn. And others received 
the trial of mockings and feourgings; yea alfo 
of bonds and imprifonment. ‘They were ftoned, 
fawn afunder, tempted, flain: with the fword: 
they wandered about in fheep-fkins, ‘ and’ in 
goat-fkins, being dellitute,. afflicted, tormented ; 
cf whom the world was ποῖ worthy: they wan- 
dered in defarts, and in mountains, and in dens 
and holes of the earth.. And all thefe by faith 
having obtained a good report, did not receive 

4othe promife: God having provided fomething 
better for us, that they without us might not be 
made perfedt. 


ἂν Being therefore encompaffed with fo great a 
cloud of witnefles, let us lay afide every weight, 
and the fin, which in prefent circumftances hath 
the greateft advantage ‘ pgainft us, and’ run with 
patience the race which is fet before ws: fixing 

| our eyes upon jesus, the leader and finifher of 
~* our’ faith ; who for the joy that was fet before 
him, endured the crofs, deipifing the fhame, and 
is fet down at the right-hand of the throne cf 
God. For confider him who endured fuch con- 
tradiction of finners againft himfelf, that you may 
nof grow weary, nor faint in your minds, . 
"Ye have not yet refifted unto blood, ftriving 
sagainft fin. And ye have forgotten * the exhor- 
tation, which fpeaketh to you as to fons, ““ My 
“« fon, defpife not the chaftening of the Lord, 
‘¢ ner faint when thou art rebuked by him. For 
“( whom the Lord loveth he correéteth, and 
“. fcourgeth every fon whom he receiveth +.” 
Ἡ ye endure chaftening, God dealeth with you 
: as

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‘as with fons; for what fon is there whom the fa- 
ther chafteneth not? But if ye are without chaftife- 
ment, of which * all are partakers, then are ye 
baftards, and not fons. Now + if when we had 
fathers of our flefh who corrected us, we gave 
‘them ’ reverence; fhall we not much rather be 
in fubjection to the father of fpirits, and hive? 
For they indeed fora few days corrected ‘us,’ asto 
they thought good; but he for our advantage, 
that we may be partakers of his holinefs. Now t 
all chaftening for the prefent feemeth not to be 
‘matter’ of joy, but of grief: but afterwards it 
yleldeth the peaceful fruit of righteoufnefs to 
thofe that are exercifed: therewith. ‘Therefore 
lift up the hands that hang down ||, and the 
feeble knees §: and make ftraight paths for your 
fect, that the infirm may not be turned cut of 
the way, but may rather be‘healed. Purfue peace - 
with all men, and holinefs, without which ro 
man fhall fee the Lord: looking to it, left any 15 
one fall fhort of the grace of God; left any root 
of bitternefs fpringing up, occafion trouble, and 
by it many be defiled: Icft there « be” any for- 
Nicator, or profane perfon, as Efau, who for one 
meal, gave away his birth-right. For ye know, 
that len afterwards he would gladly have in- 
herited the bleffing, he was rejected: for he found 
no room for repentance +, though he fought it 
earneftly with tears **, 

For ye are net come to the mountain +* which 
was the object of touch, and to the burning fire, and 
the thick cloud, and darknefs, and tempelt, andto

‘< and tremble:”) but ye are come to mount 
Sion; and to the city of the living God, the hea- 
venly Jerufalem ; and to myriads of angels; to 
the general affembly and church of the firit-born, 
who are written in heaven; and to God the judge 
of all; and to the fpirits of the righteous made 
perfect ; and to yesus the mediator of tne new 
covenant; and to the blood of fprinkling, which 
fpeaketh better things than ‘ the blood of’ A. 

z25bel 1. See to it, that ye reject not him that 
fpeaketh : For if they efcaped not, who rejected 
him that gave forth oracles on earth, how much 
more “ fhall’ we ‘ not be able to efcape ’ if we 
turn away from him “ that fpeaketh to us’ from 
the heavens ? whofe voice then fhook the earth, 
but now he hath promifed, faying, ‘* Yet once 
«© more I fhake not the earth only, but alfo the 
“ heaven 1.᾽ And this ‘ expreflion’ yET ONCE 
MORE, fignifieth the removal of the things 
fhaken ||, as of things which were conthituted: 
that the things not to be fhaken might remain. 
As therefore we have received an unfhaken king- 
dom, let us have grace whereby we may ferve 
God in an acceptable manner with reverenc. 
and pious fear. For our God “ is ’ a confum- 
ing fire.

ii. 6, Expreffing the great change of the Jewifh oeconomy 
for the Chriftian, i) Ordinances of Mofes, 
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Ler brotherly love continue, Be not forgetful -r- 
of hofpitality ; for fome have entertained angels 
without knowing it. Remember them who are 
in bonds, as bound with them: ‘ and’ them that 
fuffer ill treatment, as being yourfelves alfo in 
the body *. Marriage ‘is’ honourable in all, 
and the marriage. bed undefiled : but whoremon- 
gers and adulterers God will judge. ‘ Let your’s 
converfation ‘ be’ free from covetoufnefs ; * be’ 
content with fuch things as ye have: For he hath 
faid, ‘* I will not, I will not leave thee; J will 
““ never, never, never forfake thee {.᾿ So that 
we may take courage to fay, ‘* The Lord “ 15 ἢ 
my helper, and I will not fear what man fhall do 
unto me.” Remember thofe 1, who having pre- 
fided over you, have fpoken to you the word of 
God; whofe faith imitate, confidering the end 
of their converfation. 

Jesus Chrift " is’ the fame yefterday, to-day, 
and forever. Be not carried about by various and 
foreign doctrines. For ‘ it is’ a good thing that 
the heart be eftablifhed in grace, notin meats, by 
which they, who have been converfant ‘in them’ 
have not profited. We hive an altar, from off 10 
which they have no authority to eat, who attend 
fervice in the tabernacle. For the bodies of thofe 
animals, whofe blood ‘ being offered ’ for fin, is 
carried by the high-prieft into the holy place, are 
burnt without the camp. Therefore jesus alfo, 
that he might fandétify the people by his own 
blood, fuffered without the gate. Let us there- 
fore go out unto him without the camp, bearing || 
his reproach. For we have here no abiding city ; 
but we feek one to come. By him therefore letis 
us always offer the facrifice of praife to God, that 
is, the fruit of ‘ our’ lips, giving thanks to his 

hame.

‘+ Joh. i, g. t Departed perfons, |] Bearing 
our part in his reproach, 
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name. But be not forgetful of doing good, and 
of communicating *, for with fuch facrifices God 
is well pleafed. 

Obey them who prefide over you, and fubmit 
-yourlelves * to them ;’ for they watch for your 
fouls, as thofe that muft render an account; that 
they may do it with joy, and not with groaning: 
for that is unprohtable for you. Pray for us: 
for we are confident that we have a good con. 
f{cience, determined in all things to behave ho. 
nourably. And I efpecially befeech you to dc 
this, that I may quickly be reltored to you. 

20 Now may the God of peace, who hath brough 
again from the dead our Lord jesus, that grea 
‘fhepherd of the fheep, by the blood of the ever. 
Jafting covenant, make you perfedt in every goo 
work, that you may do his will; producing i 
you that which is acceptable in his fight by jz 
sus Chnft: towhom ‘be’ glory for ever an 
ever, Amen. _ 

But I befeech you, brethren, fuffer the wor 
οὗ exhortation ; for I have written to you in. 
few words. Know, that ‘ our’ brother Timoth: 
is fet at liberty; with whom, if he come foon, 
fhall fee you. Salute all that prefide over you 
and all the faints. ‘They of Italy falute you 

25 Grace “ be’ with you all. Amen.

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AMEs a fervant of God, and of the Lord-& 
J yesus Chriit, to the twelve tribes in difper- 
fion, greeting. 

My brethren, count it all joy, when you fall 
into a variety of trials; knowing that the proof 
of your faith worketh patience ; and let patience 
have “ its’ perfect work, that ye may be perfect 
and compleat, deficient in nothing. Butif any§ 
of you be deficient in wifdom, let him afk “ it’ 
from God, who giveth to all liberally and up- 
braideth not, and it fall be given him. But let 
hin afk in faith, nothing wavering ; for he that 
wavereth is like a billow of the fea, driven on 
and toffed by the wind. Let not that man there- 
fore think, that he fhall reccive any thing of the 
Lord. A double-minded man ‘ is’ unfettled in 
all his ways. . 

Let the brother of low degree rejoice in his ex- 
altation *: but the rich in his humiliation +: 10 
{for as the flower of the grafs he fhall pafs away. 
or © no fooner ἢ is the fun rifen with a fcorching 
heat, * but’? the grafsis dricd up, and the flower 
thereof falleth, and the beauty-of its form is pe- 
rifled: fo fhall the rich man alfo fade away in 
his paths. Happy ‘is’ the man, who endureth 
temptation ; for being approved, he fhall reccive 

N the: 

* In his dignity as a chriftian. t Inthe hu- 
miliation of his mind, for as for his diftinétion in this 
world, asthe, &c, i 
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the crown of life, which the Lord hath promifed 


to them that love him. Let no man, who is 
tempted, fay, ‘‘ I am tempted of God ;” for 
God is incapable of being tempted by evils, and 
he tempteth not any man. But every man is 

' tempted, being allured by his own lufts, and 

ssen{nared: For indeed luft having conceived, 
bringeth forth fin; and fin, when :t is finithed, 
is impregnated with death. Therefore be not 
deceived, my beloved brethren. 

Every good gift, and every perfect gift is from 
above, defcending from the Father of lichts, with 
whom tlre is no variablenefs, nor fhacow of 
turning. Of his own will he impregnated us 
with the word of truth, that we might be a kind 
of firft-fruits-of his-creatures. Therefore, my 
beloved brethren, let every man be ἔνι to hear, 

20 flow to fpeak, flow to wrath. For the wrath of 
man worketh not the nghteoufnefs of God. 
‘Therefore laying afide all filthinefs, and over- 
flowing of malignity, with meeknefs receive the 
ingrafted word, which 1s able to fave your fouls. 
But be doers of the word, and ποῖ hearers only, 
ceceiving yourfelves. For if any one be a hearer 
of the word, and nota docr, hejis like a man 
beholding his natural face in a mirror * : for he 
beholdeth himfelf, and goeth away, and imme- 
‘diately forgetteth what manner of perfon he was. 

25 But he, who looketh into the perfect law of li- 
berty +, and contigqueth ‘ therein,’ this man nat 
being a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the work, 
this man fhall be happy in his deed. If any man 
among you feem to be religious, not bridling his 
tongue; but deceiving his heart, this man's re- 
ligion ‘is? vain. Pure and undefiled religion 
before God, even the Father, is this, to take 
the overfight of orphans, and widows in their 

affictien, 
® Or, looking-glafs, + Sc. the go!pel, 
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world. 


My brethren, hold not the faith of our Lord -- 
yexsus Chriit, ‘the lord’ of glory, in a refpect 
of perfons. For if a man come into your fyna- 
φορὰς witha gold ring, ‘and’ {plendid drefs, 
and there come in alfo a poor man in fordid rai- 
ment; and ye have arefpe& for him who weareth 
a {plendid drefs, and fay to him, ‘* Sit there in 
an honourable place ἫΝ and fay to the poor man, 
‘< Stand thou there, or fit here under my tvot- 
Rool ;” and diltinguifh not, in yourfelves; you 
even become judges who reafon ill. Hearken, 5 
my beloved brethren ; Hath not God chofen the 
poor of this world ¢ to be’ rich in faith and heirs 
of the kingtom which he hath promifed to them 
that love liiin? But you have difhonoured the 
poorman. Do not the rich tyrannize over you, 
and drag you to their tribunals? Do they not 
blafpheme the honourable name by which you are 
called? Butif you fulfil the royal law according 
to the fcripture, ‘* Thou fhalt love thy neigh- 
“ΒΟῸΣ as thyfelf,” ye do well. But if ye ac- 
cept perfons, ye work iniquity, being convidted 
by the law as tranfgreflors. For whoever thallio 
keep the whole law, but offend in one “ particu- 
lar,’ he is guilty of all. Jor he that faith *, 
«Thou fhale not commit aduitery,” hath alo 
faid, ““ Thou fhalt do no murder.” = If theretore 
thou art not an adulterer, but committelt murder, 
thou art a tranfgreffor of the law. So fpeak, and 
fo act, as thofe that fhall be judged by the law 
of liberty. For he fhall have judgment without 
mercy, who hath not exercifed mercy ; and mercy 
rejoiceth againit judoment +.

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What advantage ‘is there,’ my brethren, if 
any one fay, He hath faith, but hath not works ? 
τς Can faith fave him? If a brother, or fifter be 
naked, and deftitute of daily: focd ; and one of 
you fay to them, ““ Depart in peace, be warmed, 
and fed to the full:” but if ye give not to them 
the things neceflary forthe body, what‘ dcth it’ 
profit? So alfo faith if ic have nce works, being 
by itfelf, is dead. Dut one may fay, “" Thou 
haft faith, and I have works:’ Shew me thy 
faith by thy works, and I will thew thee my raith 
by my works. ‘Thou believeft that there is ore 
God ; thou doeft well: the devils alio beiieve, 
zoandtremble. But wilt thou know, O vain m:n, 
that faith without works is dead? Abraham our 
father, .was he not puftified by works, when he 
offered his fon Iaac upon the altar?

In like manner alfo Ral:ab the har- 
lot ; was the not juftified ty works, when fhe re- 
ceived the {pies, and fent them out another w ay? 
For as the body without the fpirit is dead, fo faith 
without works is alfo dead. 


ἦν My brethren, be not many teachers, knowing 
that we 1 fhall undergo greater judgement: For 
in many things we all oftend. If any ore offend 
not in word, he ‘ is’ a perfect man, able alio to 
bridle in the whole body. Behold we put bridles 
into the mouths of horfes, that they may cbey 
us; and we turn their whole body. Behold alia 
how the fhips, though they be fo large, and agi- 
tated 
* Gen. xv. 6. + Ha. xl. 8, ‘t Who bear 
that office. 
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tated by violent winds, are turned by a very fmall 
helm, whitherfoever the flecrfman pleafeth. So5 
alfo the tongue is but a little member, yet boaft- 
eth great things *, Behold, how creat a quan- 
tity of materials a little fire kindleth! And the 
tongue ‘is’ a fire, a world of iniquity. The 
tongue is fo fet among cur members, chat it ae- 
fileth the whole body, and inflameth the circle 
of nature, and is feton fire by hell. Every fpe- 
cies of wild beafts and birds, of reptiles and‘ 
fifhes, is fubdued, and hath been fubcued by 
men. But the tongue no man can fubdue; ¢ it 
is * an infuperable evil, full of mortal venom. 
By it we blefs Ged, even the Father; and by it 
we curfe men, who are made after the likenefs of 
God. Out of the fame motth proceedeth thera 
bleling, and the curfe. My brethren, thefe 
things oucht not fotobe. Doth a fountain from 
the fime opening fend forth fwect ‘ water’ and 
bitter? Can a fig-tree, my brethren, produce 
olives? oravine, figs? So no fountain produceth 
brackifh water, and fweet. 

Who ‘is’ wife, and a man of fenfe amon 
you? Let Lim fhew out of a good converfation, 
his works with the meeknefs of wifdom. But if 
re have bitter zcal, and contention in your hearts, 
boul not, and lie not againa the truth +. Thisig 
Is not the wi{dom, that cometh down from above, 
but ‘is’ earthly, fenfual, diabolical. - For where 
zcal and contention ‘ is,’ there " is’ confufion, 
and every evil work. But the wifdom, * which 
is’ from above, is firft pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, eafily to be intreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, without partiality, and without hy- 
pocrify, And the fruit cf righteoufnets is fown 
in peace { for thofe that make peace.

Therefore to him, that knoweth to do 
good, and docth it not, to him it is fin, 


Come now, ye rich men, weep, and howl over-% 
the miferies that are coming upon you. Your 
riches are corrupted, and your garments are 
moth-eaten: your gald and filver are cankered, 
and their ruft fhall be a witnefs againit you, and 
{0111} cat your flefh, as fire. Ye have laid up_ 
treafures for the lait days: Behold the wages of 
the labourers, who have reared your fields, who 
have been defrauded by you, crieth: and the 
cut-crics of thofe, who have gatlicred in your 
harveft, have come into the ears of the Lord of 
hofts. Ye have lived delicately and Inxurioufly 5 
upon the earth: ye have pampered your hearts, 
as for a day of flaughter. Ye have condemned, 
‘and’ murdered the righteous one, ‘ and ’ he 
doth not rcefift you. 

e ye therefore, brethren, patient till the 
ecming of the Lord. Behold the hufbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth; ‘and ἢ 
excrcricth patience with refpeé to it, till he re- 
ceive the former rain, and the latter. Fe ye 
alfo patient ; ftrenethen your hearts; for the ap- 
pearance of the Lord is near. 

Be not inwarély incenfed againft each other, 
brethren, that you be not condemned: behold 
the judge is ttanding before the door.

Elijoh was 
aman fubiect to the Like infirmities with us, 
and he prayed witha prayer §, that it might not 
rain: and it rained not upon the land for three 
years and fix months. And he prayed again, 
and the heavens gave rain, and the land put forth 
its fruits. 

Brethren, if any one of you wander from the 


2Otruth, and cne turn him back; let him know, 


that he who turneth back a finner from the error 
of his way, fhail fave a foul from death, and fo 
cover a multitude of fins.

‘him’ not) believing, ye rejoice with unutter-

10 Concerning which falvation, the prophets, who 
precicted the grace, which ‘ was appointed ’” ta 
you, fought and diligently enguired; fearching 
to what *, or what manner of time, the Spirit of 
Chrift, which was in them, did refer, when he 
teftified ‘long’ before, the. fufterings, which 
were to come upon Chrift, and the glery, whieh 
was to fucceed. ΤῸ whom it was revealed, that 

-¢ it was ’ ποῖ to themfelves, but to us, “ that ἢ 

they miniftred thefe things, which new are de- 
clared to you, by-thofe, who have publiflicd the 
glad udings of the gcfpel among you by the Holy 
Spirit, fent down from heaven; which things 
the angels defire to” bend down to * contem- 
plate.’ 

Therefore pirding up the loins of your mind, 
‘and’ being fober, hope unto the end for the 
grace, which fhall te brought unto you, in the 
revelation of yesus Chrift; as obedient children, 
not fafhioning yourfelves acccrding to the former 

15 Jufs in ‘ the time of ? ycur ignorance: but as he 
that hath called you is kely, be you yourfelves 
alfo hely in the whole of * your’ converfation : 
For itis written, ‘* Be ye hely, for lam hely +.” 
And if ye call upen the Father, who without re- 
{pect of perfons judgeth every ene according ta 
‘his’? werk, converfe during the tine of your fo- 
journing in fear, Knowing that you were not 
redecined with corruptible things (‘ as’ with fil- 
ver and gold) from your vain converfation ‘ re- 
ceived ’ by tradition from your fathers; but with 
the precious blood of Chrift, as of a lamb un- 

zoblemifhed and unfpotted : who was indeed forc- 
appointed from the foundation of the world, but 
made manifeft in thefe latter times for your fakes : 
who by‘him truft in God, that raifed him from 
. the

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the dead, and pave him glory, that your faith 
and hope might be in God. Having purified 
your fouls by obedience to the truth through the 


Spirit, toan unditlembled, brotherly love; love 


one another out of a pure heart, intenfely : 
having been regenerated, not by corruptible feed, 
but by incorruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and endureth forever. For “ὁ all flefh ¢ 1s” 
“as grafs, and all the glory of man as the ficwer 
“© of the prafs. The grafs withereth, and the

“© flower thereof falleth ἦτ but the word of πα 2ς 


Lord abideth for ever. Now this is the word,. 
which is preached co you in the gofpel. . 


Therefore laying aiide all malignity, and all-% 


deceit, and hypocrifies, and cnvies, and all evil 
fpeakings ; as new-born infants, defire that ra- 
tional and unmineled milk +, that ye may grow 
thereby; fince vou have tafled that the Lord ¢ is” 
gracious, ‘l‘o whom coming, ‘as to’ a living 
ftone, difallowed indeed of men, yet chofen of. 


God, ‘ and’ precious, ye alfo as living flones¢ 


are built up a/fpiritual houfe, a holy priefthood, 
to offer up fpiritual facrifices 17, acceptable to 
God by yesus Chriit. Therefore it is contained 
in the fcripture, ‘* Behold I lay in Sion a chief 
*< corner-flone, chofen, precious; and he that 
*« confideth in it, fhall not be afhamed [].᾿ To 
you therefore, who believe, ‘ it is’ precious, 
but as for thofe who are difobedient, § the ftone 
which the builders rejected, is become the head 
of the corner, anda ftone of ftumbling, anda 
rock of offence. They being difohedient, ftum- 
ble at the word; to which alfo they were ap- 
pointed. But you ‘are’ a chofen generation, 
a royal priefthood, a holy nation, a peculiar peo- 
ple; that you fhould declare the virtues of him,

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who hath called you out of darknefs, into his 

10 marvellous light: Who once ‘ were ’ not a peo- 
‘ple, but ‘ are’ now the people of God: who 
had not obtained mercy, but have now obtained 
mercy. 


Beloved, I befeech ‘ you,’ as ftrangers and 
“fojourners, that ye abftain from carnal lufts, 
which make war againft the foul; having your 
converfation honeft among the Gentiles, that 
whereas they fpeak againft you as evil-doers, 
they being eye-witneffes ‘ of your’ good works, 
mzy plorify Ged in the day of their vifitation *. 

Be fubje&t to every human conftitution + for 
the Lorc’s fake: whether it be the king, as fu- 
preme ; or to governcrs, as font by him in order 
to the punifhment of evil-doers, but to the praife 

15 of them who do well. For fo is the will of God, 
that by doing good ye fhould bridle in the igno- 
rance of foolifh men: as free, yet not ufing 
* your’ liberty as a veil of wickednefs, but as 
the feryants of Ged. Honour all men. Love 
the brotherhood. Reverencc God. Honour the 
king. 

Ye demeflic servants, be in fubjection to 
‘your own ᾿ mafters with all reverence; not 
only to the good and the gentle, but alio to the 
froward. For this ‘is’ praife-worthy 7, if any 
one for the fake of confcience, endure grief, 

zothough he faffer unjuftly: For what glory ‘ 15 
it,’ 1f when ye have committed an offence, and 
are buffeted, ye endure ‘it?’ Butif, when you 
have done gocd and yet fuffer, ye endure “ it,’ 
this ‘is ? acceptable || before Ged. For to this 
you were called ; becaufe Chriit himfelf fuffered 
for you, leaving you an example, that you micht 

follow

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follow his footfteps : who did no fin, neither was 
deceit found in his mouth; who being reviled, 
reviled not again; ‘and’ fuffering, threatned 
not; but committed himfelf to him, that judgeth 
righteoufly ; who himfelf bare our fins in his 
own body on the tree, that we being freed from 
fins, might live unto righteoufnefs: by whofe 
{tripes ye are healed *. For ye were like fheep2g 
going aflray, but now ye are turned again to the 
fhepherd and bifhop of your fouls. 

Likewife, ye wives, ‘ be’ in fubjection to % 
your own hujbands ; that if any be difobedient 
to the word +, they may without the word be 
pened over by the deportment of “ their’ wives ; 

cholding your chalte converfation in the fear 
‘of God.’ Whofe adorning let it not be ‘ merely ἢ 
external, in the plaiting the hair, in putting on 
gold, or in wearing of apparel; but * let it be’ 
the hidden man of the heart 1, in what is incor- 
ruptible, ‘even the ornament’ of a meek and 
quict {pirit, which is highly precious in the fight 
of God. For fo the holy women alfo, who hoped 5 
in God, long fince, adorned themfelves, being 
in fubjeétion to their own hufbands: As Sarah 
Obeyed Abraham, calling him Lord: whofe 
daughters you are, fo long as ye do well, and 
are not terrified with any amazement |}. 

Ye wusnanns, likewife, dwell with ‘ your 
wives’ according to knowledge 8, alloting an ho- 
nouratle iubfittence to the woman, as the weaker 
veffel $, and as “ thofe who are’ joint-heirs of 
the grace of life; that your prayers ** may not 
be hindered,

let him feel peace, and purfue it. For the eyes 
of the Lord - are’ upon the righteous, and his 
ears ‘are open’ to their fupplications ; but the 
face of the Lord ‘1s’ againtt them that do evil. 
And who fhall hurt you, if ye imitate him, who 
is good? But if you fhould fuffer on account of 
righteoufnefs, ‘ ye are’ happy: Therefore fear 

yenot their terror, neither be troubled ; but fanc- 
tify the Lord God in your hearts. 

And be always prepared to-‘ offer’ an apology 
to every one that demandeth of you an account 
of the hope, which is in you, with meeknefs and 
reverence: Having a good confcience, that where- 
in they {peak againit you as evil doers, they may 
be afhamed, who revile your good converfation 
in Chriit. For ‘itis’ better to fuffer (if it be 
the will of God) for doing good, than for doing 
evil. Becaufe Chrjit alfo once fuffered.for fins, 
the juft for the unjuft, that he might introduce 
us to God, being indeed put to death in the fleth, 
but quickened by the Spirit: by which going 
forth 17, he preached to |j the fpirits in prifon ; 

zowho were long fince. difobedient, when once the 
long-fuffering of God waited in the days of Noah, 
while the ark was preparing ; in which few, that 
“15 εἰπῆς fouls, were carricd fafely through the 
water,

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water. The antitype * to which doth now fave 
us, “1 mean’ baptilin; not the putting away the 
pollution of the flefh, but che anfwer of a good 
confcience in the prefence of God, by the refur- 
redlion of yesus Chrift ¢ : who is at the right- 
hand of Ged, being gone into heaven; angels, 
suthoritics, and powers being made fubject to 
him. 

As Chrift therefore hath fuffered for us in the-s 
flefh, a:m yourfelves likewife with the fame 
mind: for he who 1 hath futtered in the fleth, 
hath ceafed from fin, fo as no longer to live ‘ his ’ 
remitining time in the flefh, according to the lufts 
of men, but accerding to the willof God. For 
the time of life that is paft, ‘ may be ᾽ fufficient 
for us to have wrought the will of the gentiles, 
when ye walked in lafcivioufnefs, inordinate de- 
fircs, excefs cf wine, banqueting, drunkennefs, 
and unlawtul idolatries. In refpeét to which they 
think it itrange that you run not with them into 
the fame profufion of riot; fpeaking evil “ of 
you:’ who fhell give an account to him, thats 
ready to judge the living and the dead. For to 
this purpofe the gofpel was preached alfo to the. 
dead ||, that they inght be judged according to 
men in the [τῆν §, but might live according to 
Ged in the spirit. 

But the end of all things is at hand: Be fo- 
ber therefore, and watch to prayer: Above all 
things, maintaining fervent love towards one 
another: For love will cover a multitude of fins. 
Be hofpitable to cach other, without grudging. 
As cvery one hath received the gift, exercife it ro

eG son Peter, a fervant and an apoftle. of 

yesus Chrift, to thofe, who have obtained 
like precious faith with.us, in the righteouinefs 
of our God ard Saviour yzesus Chrift: Grace and 
peace be multiplied unto you, by the acxnow- 
ledgment of God, and of jesus our Lord. 


As his divine power * hath given v~i9 wo ail 
things, which ‘ relate’ so Jite and godlinefs, 
through the knowledge of him who hath called 
us, by glory and virtue (by means of which are 
given unto us exceeding great and precious pro- 
mifes, that by thefe you inay be mace partakers 
of adivine nature; having efcaped the ccrrup- 

§tion * which is’ in the world through lu%:) Do 
you likewife accordingly +, applying with all 
diligence, affociate to your faith, virtue; and to 
virtue, knowledge; and to knowledge, temper- 
ance ; and to tempcrance, patience; and to pa- 
tience, godlinefs; and το godlinefs, brotherly 

'kindnefs ; and to this brotherly kindnefs, love. 
For if thefe things exift, and abound in you, 
they will permit ‘ you’ to be neither inactive, 
nor unfruitful in the knowledge of our Lerd je- 
sus Chrift. But he that is deficient in thefe 
things, is blind, fhort-fighted,-and he hath con- 
tracted a forgetfulnefs of ‘ his’ purification trom

For fo an 
entrance fhall be abundantly adminiftred to you, 
into the everlafting kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour jesus Chrift. 

Wherefore I will not neglect always to put you 
in mind of thefe things, though you know them, 
and are efablifhed in the prefent truth. But I 
account it right, as long as I am in this taber- 
nacle, to fir you up by way of remembrance ; 
knowing that I muit quickly put off my taber- 
nacle, cven as our Lord jesus Chrift hath fhewed 
me. But] will endeavour that you may every!§ 
one of you have them in remembrance after my 
departure *, 

For we have not been purfuing artfully-devifed 
fablcs, while we made known unto you the power 
and coming of our Lord yesus Chrilt; but were 
eye-witnefles of his majefty. For he received 
from Ged the Father honour and glory,. when 
fuch a voice was fent forth to him from the mag- 
nificent glory, ‘* T:his is my beloved Son, in 
‘* whoin 1 acquiefce +.””> And this vcice, which 
cime down from heaven, we heard, when we 
were with himin the holy mount. And we have 
afurer prophetical word J, to which ye do well 
to take heed, as to a Jamp fhining in a dark place, 
ull the day-dawn and the morning-iftar arife in 
your hearts: Knowing this firft, that no pre-20 
phecy of fcripture is of private impulfe ||. For

ἔξ =©But there were alfo falfe prophets among the 
people, as there fhail alfa be among vou felfe: 
teachers, who will privately intro7.1ce defiru€tive 
herefies, even denying the Lord who beught 
them; bringing upon themfelves fwift deftruc- 
tion. And many will perfiit to follow their per- 
nicious courfes, by means of whom the way of 
truth will be blafphemed. And they by cove- 
tonfnefs with deceitful words will make merchan- 
dize of you: Whcefe judgment for along time 
delayeth not, and their deftruction doth nct flum- 
ber. For if God did not fpare the angels that 
finned, but having eaft ‘them’ cown to hell, 
celivered * them’ to be referved in chains of 

5 darknefs to judgment; and {pared not the old 
world ; neverthelefs he kept Noah, the eighth 
“ perfon,’ a preacher of righteoufnefs, when he 
brought the deluge upon the world of the un- 
godly: and he condemned the cities of Sodcem 
and Gomorrha with deltruétion, reducing them 
to afhes, fetting ‘them’ an example to thofe, 
who fhould afterwards be uneedly ; and refcued 
righteous Lot, gricved by the lafcivious conver- 
fation of thefe lawlefs men: (for that righteous 
man while he dwelt among them feeing and hear- 
ing from day to day, tormented his upright foul 
by “ thofe unlawful works :) the Lord knoweth 
how to refcue the godly from temptation, and to 
referve the unrighteous to the day of judgment 
to be punifhed. 

10 But efpecially thofe, who go after ‘ flrange’ 
flefh in the luft of uncleannefs ; and defpife do- 
minion. Daring, felf-willed, they fear not to 
{peak evil of dignities : whereas the angels, who 
are greater in itrength, and powcr, bear nota 
reviling teftimony againft them before the ee

jut thefe men, as if they were irrational animals, 
made to be taken, and deflroyed ; blafpheming 
things which they do not underitand ; fhall ut- 
terly perifh in their corruption * ; Receiving the 
reward of unrighteoufnefs, while they account it 
ἃ ypleafure to riot in the day. Spots ‘ they are’ 
and reproaches, living luxurioully by means of 
deceits, banqueting with you: Having eyes full 
of adultery, and that cannot ceafe from fin; en- 
fnaring unflable fouls, havirg their heart exer- 
cHed in avaricious fchemes ; children of a curfe: 
Deferting the Itraight way, they have wandred; 15 
following in the way of Balaam, ‘ the fon’ cf 
Befor, who loved the wages of unrighteoufnefs ; 
Lut he received the reproof cf his tranfgrefficn ; 
the dumb Leaft fpealing with the voice of a man, 
rcilrained the madnefs of the prophet. Thefe 
are fountains without water, clouds agitated b 
a whirlwind; to whom is referved blacknefs of 
darknefs for ever. And fpeaking { fwelling 
“words ’ of vanity, they enfnare in the lufts of 
the flefh, in lafcivioufnefs, thefe who were quite 
efcaped from them that have their converfation 
in error: Promifing them liberty, they are them- 
{elves flaves of corruption, For by whomfoever 
any one is conquered, by him he is alfo enflaved. 
Fer if, having efcaped the pollutions of the world 20 
Fy the knowledge ef the Lord and Saviour je- 
sus Chriit, they are entangled, and fubdued by 
them again, their lait ftate is worfe than the Αγ, 
For it had been better for them not to have known 
the woy of righteoufnefs, than having known 
‘it,’ to have turned afide from the hely com- 
mandment delivered to them. But it is hap- 
peacd to them according to the proverb, The 
dos ‘is’ returned to 1 his own vomit again, and

4 This SECOND EPISTLE I now write to you, 
beloved : in “ both ? which I ftir up your fincere 
minds by way-of remembrance: that you may be 
mindful of the words which were fpoken before * 
by the holy prophets, and of the commandment 
of us the apoftles of the Lord and Saviour. Know- 
ing this firit, that in the laft days there fhall come 
mockers, walking according to their own lutts ; 
and faying, ‘* Where is the promife cf his com- 
ing? For fince + the fathers are fallen aileep, all 
things remain as “ they were’ from the begin- 
ning of the creation.” But this they willingly 
are ignorant of, that by the word of God-the 
heavens were 1 of old, and the earth fubfifting 
from the water, and by water. W hereby the 
world, that then was, being deluged with wa- 
ter, perifhed. But the heavens and the earth, 
which now ‘ exif,’ are treafured up by the fame 
word, being referved to fire |, againft the day of 
judginent, and deftruétion of ungodly men. But 
let not this one ae be hid from you, beloved, 
that one day ‘ is’ with the Lord as a thoufand 
years, anda shenland years as onc day. ‘The 
Lord is not flow concerning his promife, as fome 
count ‘it’ flownefs; but is long-fuffering to- 
wards us, not willing that any fhould perifh, but 

yothat all fhould come torepentance. But the day 
of the Lord will come as a thief in the night, in 
which. the heavens fall pafs away with a great 
noife, and the elements being fet on fire, thall 
be difiolved, and the earth and its works fhall be 
burnt up. ‘Therefore fince all thefe things fhall 
be diflolved, what manner of perfons ought you

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to be in holy converfation and piety; looking 
for, and haftening * on the coming of the day 
of God, in which the heavens being on fire’ fhall 
be diffolvecd, and the elements fhall melt with 
fervent heat? But we, according to his promife, 
look tor new heavens, and anew earth, in which 
righteoufnefs dwelleth. Theretcre, beloved, ex- 
peGing thefe things, endeavour with diligence 
that ye may be found by him in peace, fpctlefs, 
and blamelcfs; and account the long-fuffcring 15 
of our Lord falvation: As alfo our beloved bro- 
ther Paul, according to the wifdom given to him, 
hath written to you t+: as alfo in all " his ᾽ epif- 
tles; {peaking in them of fuch 1 ; In which are 
fome things hard to be underftood, which the 
unteachable and unitable torture, as alfo other 
f{cripturcs, to their own deftruétion. 

You therefore, beioved, knowing ‘ thefe 
things ’ before, guard “ yourfelves,’ that ye may 
not, being entangled with the error of the un- - 
podly, fall from your own ftedfaftnefs. But grow 
in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Suviour yesus Chrilt. - Τὸ him ‘ be’ glory both 
now and for ever. Amen.

My little children, I write thefe things to you-++ 


that you may ποῖ fin: but if any man fin, we 
have an advocate with the Father, jesus Chrift 
the rightcous one; and he is the propitiation for 
our fins: and not only for ours, but alfo ‘ for 
the fins’ of the whole world. And by this we 
know that we are acquainted with him, if we 
keep his commandments. He that faith, I know 
him, and keepeth not his commandments, 15 a 
liar, and in this refpeét the truth is not ‘in him.’ 


But whofoever nas a his word, in him certainly § 


is the love of God perfected: by this we know 
that we are in him. He that faith, he abideth 
in him, ought himfelf fo to walk, as he walked, 
Brethren, I write no new commandment to you, 
but the old commandment which ye had from the 
beginning *: the old commandment is the word 
which you heard from the beginning. Again a 
new commandment I write to you, which ¢ is 
true in him, and in you; becaufe the darknefs 
is pafled away, and the true light now fhineth. 
He that faith, he is in the light, and hateth his 


brother, is in the darknefs even till now. Heto 


that loveth his brother, abideth in the light, and 
there is no occafion of flumbling in him. Burt 
he who hateth his brother, 1s in darknefs, and 
walketh in darknefs, and knoweth not whither 
he goeth, becaule darknefs hath blinded his 
eyes. 

I write unto you, little children, becaufe by 
his name your fins are forgiven you. [I write to 
you, fathers, becaufe ye have known him ‘ who 
i>‘ trom the beginning. Iwrite to you, young 
men, becaufe ye have overcome the wicked one. 
J write to you, little children,] becaufe you 
have known the Fither. I have written to you, 
fathers, becaufe ye have known him ¢ who is ἢ

Love not the world, nor the 
things ‘ which are’ in the world. If any one 
love the world, the love of the Father is not in 
him. For all that is in the world, ‘is ’ the luft of 
the flcth, and the luft of the eyes, and the pride 
of life: * thefe things’ are not of the Father, 
but.of the world. And the world, and the luxury 
of it paffeth away: but he that doeth the will of 
God, abideth for ever. 

Little children, it is the laft time: And as 
you have heard that Antichrift is coming, even 
now there are many Antichrifts; by which we 
know that this is the laft time. They went out 
from among us, yet they were not of us: for if 
they had been of us, they would doubtlefs have 
continued with us. But ‘ this hath happened ’ 
that they might be made apparent, becaufe all 

zoare not of us. And ye have an anointing of the 
Holy One, and ye know all things. I have not 
written to you, becaufe ye know not the truth; 
but becaufe you know it: for every lie is not of 
the truth. Who isa liar, but he that denieth 
that jesus is the Chrift? This is Antichrift who 
denieth the Father and the Son. Every one who 
denieth the Son, hath not the Father: [‘ but’ 
he who acknowledgeth the Son, hath the Father 
alfo.] As for you therefore, Jet that which you 
have heard from the beginmng, abide in you. 
If that which ye have heard from the beginning, 
abide in you, you alfo will abide in the Son and 
25in the Father. And this is the promife which he 
hath promifed to us, ‘ even’ eternal life. Thefe 
things I have written unto you concerning thofe 
who would deceive you. And as for you, the 
unétion which you have received from him, 
abideth in you; and you have no neceflity that

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any one fhould teach you. But-as this un¢tion 
teacheth you concerning all things, and is 
true, and hath no falfhood ‘ in it;’ even as that 
hath taught you, abide inhim. Yea now, little 
children, abide in him, that when he fhall ap- 
pear, we may have boldnefs, and may not be put 
to fhame before him at his coming. 


Since ye know that he ts righteous, ye know 
that every one that practifeth righteoufneds, is 
born of him. Behold what manner of love the -% 
Father hath beftowed upon us, that we fhould be 
called the children of God. In this refpedt the 
world knoweth us not, becaufe it knoweth not 
him. Beloved, now we are the children of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what we hhall 
be: but we know that if he be revealed, we 
fhall be like him, for we fhall fee him as he is. 
And every one who hath this hope in him, pu- 
rificth himfelf, even as he is pure. Every one 
who pradifeth fin, pradtifeth alfo the violation 
of the law; for fin is the violation of the law : 
And ye know that he was manifefted that he might 5 
take away our fins; and there is no fin in Him. 
Every one who abideth in him, finneth not: 
every one who finneth, hath not feen him, nor 
known him. Little children, Ict no one deceive 
you. He who pradlifeth righteoufnefs is righte- 
ous, even as he hinmfelf is righteous. He who 
practifeth fin, is of the Devil; for the Devil fin- 
neth from the beginning : Whereas the Son of 
God was manifefted that he might deftroy the 
works of the Devil. Every one whg is born of 
God, doth not praétife fin, becaufe his feed 
abideth in him; and he cannot fin becaufe he is 
born of God. In this are the children of God 1Φ 
manifeited, and the children of the Devil. Every 
one who doth not practife righteoufnefs is not of 
God, neither he who loveth not his brother. 

Ο 2 For 
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For this is the meffage, which you heard from 
the beginniag, that we fhould love one another. 
Notas Cain, ‘ who’ was of the wicked one, and 
flew his brother. And for what caufe did he flay 
him? becaufe his own deeds were evil, and thote 
cf his brother righteous. Wonder not, my bre- 
thren, 1f the world hate you. We know that we 
are paffed over from death to life, becaufe we 
love the brethren. He that loveth not ‘ his’ 

15 brother, abideth in death. Every one who hateth 
his brother, is a murderer: and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding in him. In 
this we know his love, as he hath laid down his 
Jife for us: and we ought to lay down ‘cer’ lives 
for the brethren. Whofoever therefore Jiath the 
good things of the world, and when he fecth his 
‘brother in neceffity, fhutteth up his bowel: from 
him, how dwelleth the love of God in him? My 
littie children, let us not love in word or in 
tongue, but in deed andin truth. And in this 
we know that we are of the truth, and hail δ΄. 

zofure our hearts before him. For if our heart con- 
demn us, Gcd is greater than our hearts, end 
knoweth all things. Beloved, if our heart con- 
demn us net, ‘ then’ have we confidence before 
God. And whatever we afk, we receive of hin, 
becaufe we keep his commandments, and do the 
things which are pleafing in his fight. And this 
15 his command, that we fhould believe jn the 
name of his fon jesus Chrift, and love one ano- 
ther, as he hath charged us. And he that keep- 
eth his commandments, abitdeth in him; and he 
abtdeth in that man: And in this we know, that 
he abideth in us, from the Spirit which he hath 
given us. 


tt Beloved, believe not every Spirit, but make 
trial of the Spirits, whether they be of God: for 
many falfe prophets are gone forth into the world. 

, In 
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Yr this ye know the Spirit of God: every Spirit 
that confefleth yesus Chrift, who is come in the 
flefh, is of God. And every Spirit that doth 
not confefs yssus Chrilt, who is come in the 
flefh, is not of God. And this is the ‘ fpirit ’ 
of Antichrift, of whom you have heard that he 
is coming, and is now already in the world. 
Dear children, ye are of God, and have over- 
come them *; becaufe greater is. he that is in 
you, than he that is in the world. ‘They are οἷς 
the world; therefore they ‘peak " as’ of the 
world, end the werld heafeth them. We ire of 
God: he who knoweth God, hezreth us; he 
who is nut of God, doth not hear us.: By this 
we know the Spirit of truth, aad the Spirit of 
error. Beloved, let_us love another: for love 15 
from Ged; and cvéry one who joveth, is Lorn 
of God, and knoweth God. He who lovcth 
not, hath not knewn God; for God is love. 
In this 15 the tove οὗ Ged meénifeited in ὃς that 
Ged fent his cnly-begotten Son into the werld, 
that we might live through him. Herein‘is love, 10 
not that we loved Goi, but that he loved us, 
‘and fent his Son ‘ to be’ a propitiation for our 
fins. Beloved, if God fo loved us, how ougi.t we 
‘ta love one another? No man hath ever feen God. 
If we love one another, God dwellcth in as, and 
his love is perfect ἡ in us, 

Tn this we know that we abide in him, and he 
in us, becaufe he hath given to us of his Spiric. 
And we heve fecn, and tefiify that the Fother 
hath fent the Sen ὁ to be’ the Savicur of the 
world. Whofoever fhall confefs that jesus Isig 
the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, and he 
in God. And we have known and believed the 
love which God hath unto us. God is love, and 
he that dwelleth in love, dwe'leth in God, and 
God in him, Herein is love perfected in us,

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that we may have beldnefs in the day of judg- 
fnent; in that, as he is, fo are we in this world.

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maketh him a liar, becaufe he hath not believed 
in the teflimuny, which God hath teftificd con- 
cerning his Son. And this is the teflimony, that 
God hath given unto us eternal life, and this life 
is in his Son. [16 who hath the Son, hath Tite : 
he who hath not the Son of God, hath net hfe. 


Thefe things have I written to you, who be- 
lieve in the name of the Son of God, that ye 
may know that ye have eternal life ; and that ye 
may believe on the naine of the Son of God. 
And this is the confidence which we have towards 
hin, that if we afk any thing according to his 
will, he heareth:us. And if we know that lie 15 
he:weth us, whatfoever we afk, we know we fhall 
have thofe petitions, which we have afked of 
laut. 

If any one fee his brother commit a fin, ¢ which 
is’ not unto death, he fhall afk,.and he fhall give 
liim life *; to thofe who fin not unto death. There 
isa fin ‘that is’ unto death: 1 fay not, that he - 
fhonld pray concerning that. Every unrighte- 
oufnels is fin: but there is a fin not unrco death, 
We know that whoever is born of God doth not 
fin: but he who 15 born of God, keepeth him- 
felf, and the wicked one doth not touch him. 
We know that we are of God, and the whole 
world lieth in wickednefs. But we know that2za 
the Son of God is come, and hath given us an 
underftanding, that we may know him that is 
true, *even’ in his Son jesus Chrilt. IIe is 
the true God and eternal life. . 

Little children, keep yourfelves. from idols. 
Amen.

in thefe they are corrupted. Woe unto them ! for 
they have gone in the way of Cain; and have 
run on in the deception of Balaam’s reward; and 
have perfifted in the contradigtion of Korah. 
Thefe are fpets in your love-feafis, ‘ who’ 
when -they banquet with you, feed themfelves 
without fear: Ciouds without water, borne about 
by the winds: Trees whofe early buddings are 
withered, without fruit, twice dead, to be ut- 
terly rooted up: Fierce waves of the fea, foam- 
ing out their own fhame: Wandering flars to 
whom blacknefs of darknefs is referved for ever. 

And Enoch alfo, the feventh from Adam, pro-

«¢ works, which they have impioufly committed ; 

and of all the hard things which impious fin- 

ners have fpoken againft him.”

And no onc in heaven, or upon earth, or under 
the earth, was able to open the book, or to look 
into it.

And Liaw, and behold a 
pale horfe ; and as for him that fate on it, his 
name was Death; and Hell * followed him: And 
there was given unto him power to flay the fourth 
part of the earth wich the fword, and with fa- 
mine, and with death, and with the wild beails 
of the field. 

And when he opened the Afth feal, I faw un. 
der the altar the fouls of thofe, who were flaugh-

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After this I faw, and beheld a great multitude,

and in the Greek he hath the name of Apollycn. 
One wee ts gone, ‘and’ beheld yer another two 
woes befdes it, coming. ᾿ 

And the fixth Angel founded, and I heard a 
voice from the four horns of the golden altar 
which was before God, faying τὸ the fixth Angel: 
who had the trumpet, ** Leefen the four Angels, 
which are kound, by the great river Euphrates.” 
And the feur Angels were loc.ened, who wereres 
prepared for an ἔς and ἃ dzy, and a month, 
and a year, that they might kill a third pare cf 
men. And the number cf the herf:men was two 
myriads of myriads: And [heard the number of 
then. sand I faw the horfes, and thofe that fae 
upon them thus, in ‘ their’ appearance ; having 
breaft-plates: of fire, and hyacinth, and brim- 
ftone: And the heads of the hcrtes ‘ were’ like the 
heads of lions, and out of their mouths went frre, 
and fmoke, and brimftonc.

outer court of the temple throw out, and inea- 
fure it not; for it fhall be piven to the Gentiles, 
and they fhall trample upon the holy city forty- 
two months. And I will give to my two witnefics 
‘ commifiion;’ and they fhall prophcfy a thoufand 
two hundyed ‘and’ fixty days, clothed in fackcJoth, 
Thefe are the two olive-trees, and the lamps, who 
ftund before the God of the carth. And if any one 
will injure them, fire fhall come out of their mouth, 
and devour their enemies: and if any one wills 
injure them, fo muft he be put to death. Thefe 
have power to fhut heaven, fo that no rain fhall 
be fhowered down in the days of their prophecy ;

And the temple of God was opened in heaven, 
and the ark of his covenant appeared in his tem- 
ple: And there were licktnings, and voices, and 
thunders, and an carthquake, and grezt hail, 

He And there appeared a great fign in heaven, ἃ wo- 
nan clothed with the fun, and the mocn under 
her feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve 
ftars: snd fhe being pregnant, cried out in tr2- 
vail, and in pangs to be delivered. And there 
appeared another fign in heaven: And, behold ! 
a great fiery dragon, having fever heads and ten 
horns, and upon his heads feven crowns. ne 
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his tail drew down a third part of the ftars of hea-: 
ven, and cait them to the earth: and the dragon 
ftocd before the woman, who was about to bring 
forth, that when the was delivered, he might de- 
vour her child. And fhe brought forth a mafcu- ¢ 
line fon, who was to rule all the nations with δ΄ 
rod of iron: And her child was caught up to 
God, even to his throne. And the woman fled. 
into the wildernefs, where fhe had a place pre- 
pared by Gad, that fhe might there be nourifhed- 
one thoufard two hundred " and’ fixty days. 
And there was war in heaven; Michael and 
his Angels made war againft the Dragon; and 
the Dragon made war, and his Angels: never- 
thelefs they did not prevail, neither was place 
found for them any more in heaven. And thus 
the great Dragon was caft out; ‘ even’ the old 
Serpent, called the Devil and Satan, who ‘de- 
ceiveth the whole world, was caft out to the 
earth; and his Angels were caft out with him. 
And 1 heard a great voice faying in heaven,10 
‘* Now is come the falvation, and the power,- 
and the kingdom of our God, and the authority. 
of his Chrift: becaufe the accufér of our brethren 
is calt out, who accufed them before our God 
day and night. And they have overcome him 
by the blood of the Lamb, and by she werd of - 
their teilimony ; and they loved not their lives. 
unto the death. ‘Vherefore rejoice, ye heavens, - 
and ye who inhabit them. But woe to thofe that- 
inhabit the carth, and the fea; for the Devil is 
come down to you, having great wrath, becaufe. 
he kneweth that he hath buta fhort time.” And. 
when th? Dragon faw that he was caft out on the 
earth, he perfecuted the woman, who had brought. 
forth a male child. And there were given to the’ 
woman two wings of a great eagle, that the. 
might fly into the wildernefs, unto her place : 
w..ere fhe is‘nourifhed for atime, and times, and 
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15 half a time, from the face of the ferpent. And: 
the ferpent caft out of his mouth water, like a 
river, after the woman, that he might caule her. 
to be carried away by the ftream. And the earth: 
afilted the woman; and the earth opened its 
mouth, and drank up the flood which the dragon 
caft cut of his mouth. And the dragon was en-' 
raged againft the woman, and went away to make 
war againft the remainder of her feed, who keep. 
the commandments of God, and retain the telti- 
mony of jesus Chrilt. 

‘And I food upon the fand of the fea, and faw 
a favage beaft afcending oat of the fea, having 
feven heads, and ten horns; and upon his horns 
“were ’ ten diadems; and on his heads ‘ there 
were ’ names of blafphemy. And the beaft which 
I faw, was like a leopard, and its feet ‘ were’ like 
thofe of a bear, and its mouth like the mouth of 
a lion; and the dragon gave him his powcr, and 
his throne, and great authority. And I faw one 
cf his heads wounded, as it were to death; and. 
vet its mortal wound was healed. Ard the whole 
earth wondered, ‘ and followed’ aiter the .wild 
beaft. And they worfhipped the dragon, who 
gave authority to the wild bealt; and they wor- 
fhipped the wild beait, faying, ** Who ¢ is ’ like 

ς unto the beatt? who can war againft him?’? And 
there was given to it ἃ mouth {peaking great 
things, and blafphemous: And there was given 
unto it power to make war forty-two months. 
And he opened his mouth to utter blafphemy 
againft Ged; to blafpheme his name, and his 
tabernacle, and thofe that dwell in heaven. And 
it was given unto him to make war with the faints, 
and to overcome them: and there was given to 
him power over every tribe, and tongue, and 
nation. 

And all the inhabitants of the earth fhall wor- 
fhip him, whofe names are not written τ i 
00 
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book of life of the Lamb who was flain from the 
foundation of the world. If any one hath an car, 


let him hear. Ifany one lead ‘them ’ into cap- τὸ 


tivity, he ΠῚ] be led into captivity: If any cne 
flay with the fword, he fhall himfe!f be flain with 
the fword. Here is the patience and faith of the 
faints. 

And I faw another beaft afcending out of the 
eatth, andit had two horns, like a lamb; but 
it fpake like a dragon. And it exercifeth all the 
powcr of the firft beaft, in tts prefence; and it 
maketh the earth, and thofe that dwell init, to 
worfhip the firft beaft, whofe deadly wound was 
healed. And he docth great miracles, fo as to 
make fire come down from heaven to earth before 
men: And he deceiveth the inhabitants of the 
earth by the figns, which it is given him to do 
hefore the beaft; commanding the inhabitants of 
the carth to make an image of the bealft, that

had the wound of the fword, ἀπά Jived. And ity ξ 


was given to him to pive breath to the image of 
the beaft, that the image of the beatt might fpeak, 
end caufe as many as will not worfhip the imaze 
of the beaft to be put to death. And he caufeth 
all both {mall and great, rich and poor, freemen 
and flaves, to receive the mark on their right- 
hand, or their foreheads. And that no one fhould 
be able to buy or fell, but one who hath the 
marl, or the name of the beaft, or the number 
of his naine. Here is wifdom: Let him who 
hath underftanding, compute the number of the 
bealt ; for it isthe number of a man, and his 
number is fix hundred and fixty-fix. 


And If locked, and behold the Lamb was fland-. 


ing upon mount Sion, and with him one hundred 
and forty-four thoufand, who had the name of 
his * Father written on their forcheads, And I 
P 6 heard

heard a voice out of heaven, as the found of many 
waters, and iike the fcund of great thunders ; 
and 1 heard tke voice of harpers plzying upon 
their harps. And they fung, as it were, a new 
forg before the thrcne, and before the four Liv- 
ing Creatures, and the Elders: and nene could 
Jearn the fong, unlefs the cne hundred and forty- 
four thoufand who are redcemed from the earth. 
Thefe are they, who have net been polluted with 
women; for they are virgins *. ‘Thefe are they, 
who follow the Lamb whitherfoever he gocth. 
Thefe were redeemed from among men, ‘as ’” 
the firft-fiuits to God, and tothe Lamb. And 
no deceit was fcund in their mouth, for they are 
blamelefs before the thrcne cf God. 

And I faw another Angel flying through the 
miaft cf heaven, having the everlafling gcfpel to 
preach to the inhabitants of the earth, evcn to 
every nation, and tribe, and tongue, and peo- 
ple; faying, ‘* Fear God, and give glory to 
him, for the heur of his judgments 15 come: and 
worfhip him, who made heaven,. and earth, and 
fea, and the fcuntains of water.’’ And another 
Angel followed, faying, ‘‘ It 1s fallen! it is 
fallen! ‘even’ Babylon the great city ; becaufe 
it mace all the nations drink of the wine cf its 
raging fornicaticn.”? And athird Angel followed 
them, faying with a loud voice, ‘* If eny cne 
worfhip the beaft, and his image, and rceccive 
the mark on his forehead, or cn his hand, he 
4110 fhall driuk of the wine of the indignation of 
God, which is tempered without mixture + in 
the cup of his wrath; and he fhall be tormented 
with fre and brimftone in the prefence of the 
holy Angels and in prefence of the Lamb. And 
the fmoke of their torment afcendeth fer ever and 
ever: and they have no reft cay nor nigkt, who 

worfhip

-} Of mercy, 
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worthip the beaft and his image, and whoever re- 
ceive the mark of hisname. Here is the patience 
of the fuints: here ‘ are’ thofe, who keep the 
commindments of God, and the faith of Jesus.” 

And I heard a voice from heaven, faying to 
me, ‘* Write ; henceforth bleffed ‘ are ’ the dead 
that die in the Lord ; yea, faith the Spirit, that 
they may reft from their labours; and their works 
folluw them !” 

And | faw, and behold a white cloud, and on 
the cloud one fitting like the Son of Man, having 
on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a 
fharp fickle. And another Angel came out of thers 
temple of Ged, crying with a loud voice to him 
that fate upen the cloud, ‘* Put forth thy fickle, 
and reap, for the feafon of thy rezping is come, 
beceaufe the harveft of the earth is ripe.’ And 
he that fate upon the cloud, put forth his fickle 
on the earth ; and the earth was reaped. 

And another Angel came out of the temple 
that was in heaven; and he had a fharp fickle. 
And another Angel came from the altar, having 
power over the fre; and he called out with a 
great cry to him who had the fharp fickle, fay- 
ing, ‘* Put forth thy fharp fickle,. and lop off the 
cluilers cf the vine upon the earth; for its prapes 
are ripe.” And the Angel thruft out his fickle 
upon the earth, and lopped off * the vine of the 
earth ; and he threw ‘ them’ into the great wine- 
prefs of the wrath of God. -And the wine-prefs 20 
‘ which ftood ’ out of the city, was trodden, and 
the blood came out of the wine-prefs even to the 
bridles of the horfes, at the diflance of one thou- 
fand fix hundred furlongs. 


And IJ faw another great and wonderful fign in-% 
heaven, feven Angels, who had the feven laf 
plagues ; + becaufe in them the wrath of God was

And I faw, as it were, a fea 
of glafs mingled with fire ; ; and thofe who over- 
came the beaft, and his image, and his mark, 
‘and ’ the number of his name, ftanding by the 
fea of gelafs, having the harps ‘of God. And 
fang the Song of Mofes the fervant of God, 
aay Song of the Lamb, faying, ‘* Great ard 
wonderful are thy works, Oo Lord God Almighty ; 
righteous and true ‘ are’ thy ways, O king of 
faints. Who fhould not fear thee, O Lord, and 
glorify thy name ; for ‘ thou’ only “ art’? holy ὃ 
Surely all nations fhall come and worfhip before 

' thee, becaufe thy righteous judgments are made 
mianifeft.”” 

ς And after this I faw; and behold the temple 
of the tabernacle of the teftimony was opened in 
heaven : and the feven Angels, who had the fe- 
ven plagues, came out of the temple, clothed 
with pure and fhining linen * garments,’ and 
were girded about the brealts with ¢ golden girdles. 
And one of the four Living Creatures gave to the 
feven Angels feven golden vials * fall of the 
wrath of God who liveth for ever andever. And 
the temple was full of {moke from the glory of 
God, and from his power. And no one could 
enter into the temple, till the feven plagues of 
the feven Angels were finifhed. 

—- And I heard a great voice out of the temple, 

~ faying to the feven Angels, ‘‘ Go, and pour out 
the vials of the wrath of God upon the earth.” 
And the firft went forth, and poured out his vial 
upon the earth; and there was a malignant and 
grievous ulcer + upon the men, who had the 
mark of the beaft, and ¢ upon’ them who wor- 

: fhipped his image. 

And the fecond Angel poured out his vial upon 
the fea; and it became bleod, like that of a dead 
; man ; 

8 Or, cenfers, + Broke out. 
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man: and every living foul ‘ that was’ in the 
{ua died. 

And the third Angel poured out his vial upon 
the rivers, and on the fountains of water; and 
they became blood. And I hcard the Angel οἷς 
the waters, faying, ‘* Righteous art thou, O 
Lerd, who art, and who waft; and ‘ thou art’ 
holy, becaufe thou haft judged thefe: For they 
have poured forth the blood of faints, and pro-. 
phets, and thou hail given them blood to drink ;: 
for they are worthy.” And I heard another from 
the altar, fayine, ** Yea, O Lord God Almighty, 
true and righteous ‘ are ’ thy judgments.”’ 

And the fourth Angel poured forth his vial on 
the fun; and power was given to it to fcorch men 
with fre. And men were fcorched with great 
heat; and they blafphemed the name of God, 
who had power over thele plagues, and repented 
not, to give glory to him. 

And the fifth Angel poured forth his vial up-10 
on the throne of the beaft; and his kingdom was 
darkened, and they gnawed their tongues for an- 
guifh, and blafphemed the God of heaven, for 
their pains, and their ulcers; and repented not 
of their works. 

And the fixth Angel poured forth his vial up- 
on the great river Euphrates ; and its water was 
dried up, that a way might be prepared for the 
kings from the rifing of the fun. And I faw, 
‘and ’ out of the mouth of the dragon, and out 
of the mouth of the beaft, and out of the mouth 
of the falfe prophet, ‘ there came’ forth three 
unclean fpirits like frogs: For thefe are the fpi- 
rits of dcinons working miracles, which co forth 
to the kings of the earth and of the whole world, 
to bring them togcther to the battle of that great 
day of God the Almighty, ‘* Behold I come, as τς 
a thicf. Blcficd ‘ is ? he that watcheth, and 
keepeth his garments, that he may not walk 

naked, 
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naked, fo that men fhould fee his fhame.” And 
he gathered them together into a place, ‘ which 
is’ called in the Hebrew language, Armaged- 
don *. 

And the feventh Angel poured forth his vial 
into the air; and there came forth a preat voice 
from the temple of heaven, from the throne, 
faying, “ It is done.” And there were voices, 
and thunders, and lightnings; and there was a 

reat earthquake, fuch as there had not been 
ἔπ the time that men were upon the earth; 
fuch and fo great an earthquake. And the great 
city was divided into three parts, and the cities 
of the Gentiles fell down. And Babylen the 
great cam.e into remembrance before Ged, to 
give her the cup of the wine of his herceft wrath. 
20 And every ifland Aed-away,- and the mountains 
were fcundno more. Anda great hail, + as the 
weight of atalent, defvended from heaven upon 
men: and men blafphemed God becaufe ot the 
plague of the hail ; for. the plague of it was very 
great. 


And one of the feven Angels, who had the fe- 
ven vials, came and fpake with me, faying to 
me, ‘© Come, ‘ and’ I will thew thee the judg- 
ment of the great harlot, that fitteth upon many 
waters: with whom the kings of the earth have 
committed fornication, and the inhabitants of 
the earth have been drunk with the wine of her 
whoredom.”? And he brought me in the Spirit 
into the wildernefs: and I faw a woman fitting 
upon a fcarlet beaft, full of blafphemous names, 
having feven heads and tenhorns. And the wo- 
man was clothed with purple, and fearlet, and

written, MysTrery, BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINAS 
TIONS OF THE FaARTH. And! faw the woman 
drank with the blcod of the faints, aud with the 
blood of the martyrs of yesus. And I wondered, 
when I faw her, with great amazement. 

And the Angel faid unto me, “ Why doft theu 
wonder? I will tell thee the myftery of the wo- 
man,:and of the beaft which carricth her, which 
hath the feven heads and the ten herns. The 
beat which thou faweft, was, and is not; and 
he will afccnd out of the bottomlefs pit, and go 
jnto deftruction; and the inhabitants cf the earth 
(whofe names are not written in the book of life 
from the foundation of the world) fhall wonder, 
fecing the beaft, who was, and is not, thcugh 
heis +. Here ‘is’ the underftanding that hath 
wifdom, The feven heads are feven nm.ountains, 
on which the woman fitteth. And there are fe- 
ven kings: five are fallen, and one is, ‘and’ 
the other is not yet come ; and when he comcth, 
he mutt endure fora little time. And the bcalt 
that was, and is not, he is the eighth, and is cf * 
the feven, but goeth into deitruction. And the 
ten horns, which thou faweft, are ten kings, 
which have not yet received their kingdom, but 
they fhall receive authority from the bealt as 
kings for one hour. ‘I'hefe have one mind, and 
fhall deliver their own power and authority to 
the beaft. Thefe thall make war with the Lamb ; 
and the Lamb fhall overcome them: for heis Lord 
of lords, and King of kings; and thofe that are 
with him ¢ are’ called, and chofen, and faithful.”

= And after this I faw an Angel defcending from 
heaven, who kad great power; and the earth 
was enlichtened with his glery. And he cried 
with might, ‘and’ dloud voice, faying, ‘* It 
is fallen! it is fallen! * even’ Babylon the 
great: and it is become the habitation of de- 
mons, and the hold of every unclean fpirit, and 
a tage of every unclean and hateful bird: For 
fhe hath caufed all the nations to drink of the 
wine of her raging whoredom ; and the kings of 
the earth have committed whoredom with her, 
and the merchants of the earth have been enriched 
by the abundance of her luxuries.” 

And I heard another voice from heaven, fay- 
ing, ‘* Come out from her, O my people, that 
ye may not be partakers wath her in her fins, and 

§ that ye may not partake of her plagues ; for her 
fins have followed up to heaven, and her unrigh- 
teous actions are come up in remembrance before 
God. Give her, as fhe alfo hath given to you, 
and recompenfe to her double according to her 
works: In the cup which fhe shath mingled, 
mingle her a double quantity. In proportion to 
the degree in which fhe hath made citentation

* Fer indignation and zeal, 
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of her glory, and lived in luxury, infi& upon 
her torment and grief; becaufe fhe hath faid in 
her heart, “1 {τὰ queen, and [am not a wi- 
dow, and fhall not fee forrow.”” ‘Therefore in 
ene day fhall her plagues come, death, and 
mourning, and famine; and fhe fhall be burnt 
with fre; for {trong ‘is’ the Lord God who 
judgeth her. And the kings of the earth, who 
have committed fornication, and lived in luxury 
with her, fhall mourn over her, and lament for 
her, when they fhall fee the fmoke of her burn- 
ing, ftanding afar off for fear of her torment, τὸ 
faying, “νος! woe! thou great city, Baby- 
lon, the {trong city! for in one hour thy judg- 
ment iscome.”’ And the merchants of the earth 
fhall wail and lament over her, becaufe no one 
any longer fhall buy their wares: the ladings of 
gold and filver, and every precious ftone, and 
pearls, and fine linen, and purple, and filk, and 
fcarlet, and every odoriferous wood, and every 
veffel of ivory, and every veffel of moft precious 
wood, and of brafs, and of iron, and of marble, 
and cinnamon, and perfume, and myrrh, and 
incenfe, and wine, and oil, and fine flour, and 
wheat, and kine, and fheep, and horfes, and 
chariots, and flaves, and fouls of men. And the 
fruits which thy foul defired, are gone from thee, 
and all delicious and {plendid things are departed

defolate.” And evéry pilot, and every one of 
the fhip’s company, and the mariners, and all 
that beitow their labour upon the fea, ftood afar 
aa off, 
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off, and cried, when they faw the fmoke of her 
burning, faying, ‘‘ What ‘ city is” like to the 
great city?’ And they ςα duft upon their heads, 
and cricd, weeping, and mourning, faying, 
** Alas! alas! the great city, by whefe migri- 
ficent expences all that had fhips in the fea were 
enriched ! for fhe is made defolate in one hour.” 
zoRejoice over her, O thou heaven, and ye holy 
apoftles, and prophets; fer on your acccunt God 
hath pronounced fentcnce upen her.” 
And a ftrong Angel took 4 ftene, like a reat 
mill-ftcne, and hurled it intd the fea, fayine, 
“Ὁ Thus fhall Babylon the great city be vioicutly 
hurled away, and never to be found any imcre, 
And the found of harpers, and muficiens, and 
thofe who found the flute, and the trumpet, fhail 
no more be heard in thee ; and every artificer of 
every trade, fhall no more be found in thee; ner

© Απὰ after thefe things I heard the voice as of 
a great multitude in heaven, faying, ‘* Hallelu- 
jah! falvation, and glory, ani honour, and 
power to the Lord our God; for his judgmerts 
‘are’ true and righteous; for he hath judged 
the great harlot, who corrupted the earth with 
her fornication, and he hath avenged the blood 
of his fervants ‘ fhed ’ by her hand.” And a fe- 
cond time thev faid, ““ Hallelujah!" And the 
fmoke of her ‘ torment’ afcendeth for ever and 
ever, And the twenty-four Elders, and the fur 
Anumals

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Animals fell down and worfhipped God, fitting 


upon the throne, faying, “ Amen: hallelujah.” 


And a voice came out from the throne, which ¢

And I faw heaven opened, and behold, a white 
horfe; and he that fate upen it * was’ called 
faithful and true; and he judgeth and maketh 
war in righteoufnefs. Whofe eyes ‘are’ as a 
flame of fire ; and many diadems were upon his 
head, having a name written which no man 
knoweth but himfelt: and he was clothed ina 
garment diptin blood, and his name is called Tue 
worpb or Gop. And the armies, which are in 
heaven, followed him ‘ riding ’ cn white horfes, 


clothed in fine linen, white and clean. And thererg 


went out of his mouth a fharp fword, that with

AndIfawa fingle Angel 
ftanding inthe fun; and he cried with a loud voice, 
faying to all the birds ‘ of prey,’ which were fly- 
ing in the midft of heaven, ‘* Come, and affembie 
yourfelves to the fupper of the great God: that 
ye may eat the flefh of kings, and the-fAeth of 
commanders, and the flcth of the mighty, and 
the fleth of horfes, and thofe who fate thereon, 
and of all freemen and flaves, both fmall and 
great.”” And I faw the beaft, and the kings of 
the earth, and their armies gathered together, 
to make war with him who fitteth upon the 

zowhite horfe, and with his army. And the beatt 
was taken captive, and with him the falfe pro- 
phet, who had wrought figns before him, by 
which he had deceived thofe, who received the. 
mark of the beaft, and thofe who worfhipped his 
image. Both of them were caft alive into the 
lake of fire, which burned with brimitone. And 
the reft were flain with the fword, that came out 
of the mouth of him, who fate on the horfe: and 
all the birds were fatiated with their fleth. 


af And I faw an Ange}! defcending from heaven, 
" who had the key of the bottomlefs pit, and a 
great chain in hishand. And he faid hold on 
the dragon, that old ferpent, who is the Devil 
and Satan, and he bound him for a thoufand 
years ; and he caft him into the abyls, and thut 
hin ‘ down,’ and fet a feal upon him, that he 
might*not deceive the nations any more, till a 
thoufand years were accomplifhed ; and then he 
muft be loofed again fora little ume. And ] 
faw thrones, and they fate upon them, and judg- 
ment was given to them; and the fouls of 
them who had been beheaded for the teftimony 
of jesus, and for the word of God, and wie 
᾿ ha 
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had net worfhipped the beaft, nor his image, 
and had not received his mark in their foreheads, 
and upon their hands; and they lived, and 
reigned with Chrift a thoufand years: But thes 
relt of the dead revived not till the thoufand 
years were accomplifhed ; this ‘ was’ the firft 
refurrection. Happy and holy ‘is’ he, who 
hath a part in the firft refurrection : on fuch the 
fecond death fhall have no power, but they fhall 
be the priclts of God, and of Chrift; and they 
fall reign with him a thoufand years. 

And when the thoufand years fhall be accom. » 
plithed, Satan fhall be loofed from his confine- 
ment: and he fhall go forth to deceive the na- 
tions who are in the four corners of the earth, 
Gog and Mapog *, to gather them together in 
war; whole number ‘1s’ like the fand of the 
fea. And they went up over the breadth of the 
carth, and furrounded the camp of the faints, and 
the beloved city : and fire came down from God 
out of heaven, and devoured them. And theto 
Devil, who had deceived them, was caft into 
the lake ef fire and brimftone, where the beatt 
and the falfe prophet ‘ were ;’ and they fhall be 
tormented day and nigh: for ages of ages. 

And I faw a creat white throne, and him who 
fate thereon, from whofe face carth ard heaven 
fled away, and there was found no place for them. 
And I faw the dead, fmall and great, ftanding 
before God; and the books were opened: and 
another bock was opened, which is ¢ the book ἢ 
of hfe: and the dead were 4udged out of the 
things written in the books, according to their 
works. And the Sea gave up the dead that were 
in it; and Death and Hades + gave up the dead 
that were in them: and they were judged every

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one according to their works. And Death and 
Hades were caft into the lake of fire : this is the

-. And I faw ἃ new heaven, and a new earth; 


for the former heaven, and the former earth was 
pafied away ; and the fea was no more. And [ 
Joun faw the holy city, the new Jerufalem de- 
fcending from God out of heaven, prepared like 
a bride adorned for her hulband. - And I heard 
a great voice out of heaven, faying, ‘* Behold 
the tabernacle of God ‘ is? with men; and he 
fhall pitch his tent among them, and they fhall 
be his people, and Ged himfelf fhall be among 
them ‘ as ’ their God. And God fall wipe 
away their tears from their eyes; and death fliall 
be no more, nor grief, nor crying; nor fhell 
there be any more pain: for the former things 


sare pated διναγ. And he that fate upon the 


throne, faid, ““ Behold, I make all things new.” 
And he faid unto me, ‘* Write, for thefe are 
true and faithful words.” And he faid unto me, 
‘“©Ttis done. Jam the Alpha, and the Omega, 
the beginning, and the end: I will give to him 
that is athirft, of the fountain of the water of life 
freely. ‘The conqueror’ fhall inherit all things ; 
and 1 will be to him a God, and he fhall be my 
fon. Butas for the fearful δ, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, and where- 
mongers, and forcerers, and idolaters, and al] 
liars; their part fall be in the lake, which 
burneth with fre and brimftone: which is the 
fecond death.” 
And there came to me onc of the feven Angels, 
who had the feven vials full of the feven laf 
plagues ; 
* Such as dare not face the difficulties and dangers at- 
tending religion, 
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plagues ; and fpake with me, faying, ‘* Come, and 
I will fhew thee the bride, the wife of the Lamb.” 
And he brought me in the fpinit to a great and io 
high mountain, and he fhewed me that great 
city, the holy Jerufalem, coming down out of 
heaven from God, having the glory of God ; 
(and its luftre * was ’ like to that of a moft pre- 
cious gem, ‘ even’ as a jafper ftone, clear as 
cryftal:) and having a great and high wall; 
having ‘ alfo > twelve gates, and over the gates 
twelve Angels, and names written upon them, 
which were ‘ the names ” of the twelve tribes of 
the fons * of Ifrael : On the eaft three gates; on 
the north three gates; on the fouth three-gates ; 
and on the welt three gates. And the wall of 
the city had twelve foundations; and in them 
the names of the twelve Apoftles of the Lamb. 
And he that fpake with me, had a golden reedig 
that he might meafure the city, and its gates, and 
wall. And the city was fquare, and its length. 
was equal to its breadth: and he meafured the 
city with the reed, twelve thoufand furlongs : 
its length, and its breadth, and its height were 
equal. And he meafured its wall, one hundred 
forty-four cubits according to the meafure of a 
man, that is, of the Angel +. And the build- 
ing of its wall was like paler. and the city ‘ was * 
of pure gold, like refined glafs. And the foun- 
dations of the walls of the city ‘ were ’ adorned 
with every precious ftone. The firft foundation. 
“was” jafper; the fecond, fapphire ; the third, 
chalcedony ; the fourth, emerald ; the fifth, far- 2 
donyx; the fixth, fardius; the feventh, cryfolite ; 
the cighth, beryl; the ninth, topaz; the tenth, 
ehry{oprafus ; the eleventh, hyacinth; and the 
twelfth, amethyft. And the twelve gates ‘ were ἢ 
twelve pearls; each of the gates was of one pearl. 

And 
Ὁ Or, children of Ifracl. + Who had the mea- 
fusing red, and took its dimenfions, 
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And the ftreet of the city “ was’ pure gold, 
tranfparent as glafs. And I faw no temple in 
it, for the Lord God Almighty, and the Lamb, 
are the temple of it. And the city had no need 
Of the fun, neither of the moon to fhine therein ; 
for tlre glory of the Lord enlightened it, and the 
Lamb.‘ was’ the light thereof. And the nations 
of the faved fhall walk in its light; and the kings 
of the earth do bring their glory, and their honour 
z5intoit. And the gates of it fhall not be fhut by 
day: for there fhall be no night there. And they 
fhall bring the glory and honour of the nations 
into it. And nothing unclean fhall enter into it, 
nor ‘ any thing which ’- praétifeth abomination 
and falfhood ; but only thofe who are written in 
tthe Lamb’s Book of Life. And he fhewed me 
the pure river of the water of life, clear as cry{- 
tal, iffuing out of the throne of God; and of the 
Lemb. In the miclit of the ftreet of it*, and on 
the one fide and the other of the river, ‘ was’ 
the T'ree of Life, producing twelve ‘ kinds’ of 
fruits, every month producing one ‘ kind of ’” 
fruit: and the leaves of the tree are for the heal-. 
ing of the nations. And every curfe fhall ceafe. 
And the throne of God and the Lamb, fhall 
be in it; and his fervants fhall ferve him. And 
they fhall fec his face; and his name “ fhall be 
sborne’ upon their foreheads. And there fhall 
be no night there ; and they have no need of a 
lamp, nor of the light of the fun; becaufe the 
Lord God fnall enlighten them: and they fhall 
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And he faid to mc, ** Thefe words ‘ are” faith- 
ful and trye. And the Lord God of the holy 
prophets hath fent his holy Angel to fhew his 
fervants what muft quickly be done. Behold If 
come quickly : Bleffed ‘ is? he who keepeth the

* Thatis, of the city, 
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words of the prophecy of this book.” And I 
John faw, and heard thefe things: and when I 
heard, and faw ‘ them,’ I fell down to worthip 
before the feet of the Angel, .who fhewed thefe 
things tome. And he faid to me, “" Sce ‘ thou 
do it’ not: for lama fellow-fervant with thee, 
and of thy brethren the prophets, and thofe who 
keep the words of this book : Worfhip God.” 

And he faid unto me, ‘* Seal not up the words 10 
of the prophecy of this book; for the time is 
near. Let him that is unjull, be unjuft fil); 
and let him that is polluted, be polluted fall ; 
and let him that is righteous, be righteous till ; 
and let him that ts holy, be holy fill. And be- 
hold, I come quickly; and my reward ‘its’ with 
me; I will recompenfe to every man according 
as his works fhall be. Iam che Alpha, and the 
Omega; the beginning, and the end ; the Βιῇ, 
and the laft. 

Happy ‘are’ they who do his commandments, 
that they may have the privilege ‘ τὸ eat’ of the 
tree of life; and they fhall enter by the gates 
into the city. But without ‘ are ? dogs, ands 
forcerers, and fornicators, and murderers, znd 
eee and every one who loveth and maketh 
a ile. 

F yesus have fent my meffenger to teflify thefe 
things to you, in the churches. Iam the ronz 
and the offspring of David; the bright and the 
morning δι, And the Spirit and the bride fay, 
““ Come :” and let him that hearewh, fay, 
** Come :” and let him that is thirfty, come; 
and whoever will, let him receive of the waters 
of life freely. 

And I teftify to every one that heareth the 
words of the prophecy of this book, If any man 
add unto thefe things, God fhall add ento hin 
the plagues which are written in this bool: τ’ 
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And if any one take away from the words of the 
book of this prophecy, God will take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out of the holy 
city, and the things which are written in this 
2zobook. He who teftifieth thefe things, faith, 
“¢ Surely [ come quickly: Amen.” Even fa 

come Lord jesus. 
May the grace of our Lord jesus Chrift ‘ be ’ 

‘ with you all. Amen.
